^N ACCOUNT OF SIMON OCKLEY, 

iVRABIC PROFESSOR A^T CAMBf^IPGE. 



CIMON OCKLEY, an eminent Ori^- 
*^ talifl, was of a gentleman's hmilf 
at Great Eliingham In Norfolk, where 
his father lived ; but was bom acci- 
dentally at Exeter in 1678. After a 
proper foundation in fchool- learning he 
Was fent in 1 6*^ 3 to Queen** College in 
Cambridge, where he foon diitinguiflied 
himfelf by great quicknefs of parts, as 
i^ell as by (what do not always accom- 
pany them) intcnio application to Litera- 
ture; to the Oriental Languages more 
particularly, for his uncommon (kill in 
which be afterwards became famous. 
He took at the ufual tipncs the degrees 
in Arts, and that of Bachelor in Divinity. 

Saving taken holy ordtrs alfo, he was 
1705, through the intcreft of §imon 
Patrick, Bifliop of Ely, ' prefented by 
Jefus Colkjge, in Cambridge, to the 
Vicarage of Swavefey in that county i 
and in 1711 cholcn Arabic Profeffor of 
tllwt Univerfity. Thclc preferments he 



held to the day of his death, which hap. 
pencd at Swavefey the 9th of Aug-uft, 
1720; immaturely to hint^felf, but q3or« 
fo to his family. 

Ockley had the eulturt of Oriental 
learning very much at heart j and the fc- 
veral publications which he made w^ere 
intended (blcly to promote it. In 1706 
he printed at Cambridge an ufeful little 
book, .entitled, Introt/udio ad lingmus 
OritntaieSi in qua Us difiendis iffa mitni^ 
tWf et eaxum ujus oftendtur, Accedit rn^ 
dcx auSorumy tarn ilUrum quorum in hoc 
libeUo mentio fit^ quam aliorum qui barum 
rrtum ftudiofis ufui effe pojfmt* lamo. 
Prefixed is a dedication to his frien<f 
the Biihop of Ely, and a preface addreflcd 
to the Juvfntus Academiciy whom he 
labours to exciie by various argumcnfs 
to the purfujt of Oijiental learning j af- 
furing them in ttncfal, that no man ever 
was, or ever will be truly great, in divi- 
j(uty witiiout at l^aft fomc poirtion of fkili 
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fait: OrUMtaliajfudltif y^»f pamm a/i* 
^ais fiUicm feritid nemo unqucan in 
fkoiggia iJtrt magmus evafit^ im$ un^ 
fumnfo/mnseM*- Tbtre is a chapter 
n this work rebting to the famous con- 
tnftrfw between Buxtorf and Capeliui, 
apoa the antiquity of the Hebrew points, 
wfaete OckJey^ profie&s to think with 
Boooff, who contended tor it : but the 
leader any be plcafed to know, that he 
aftcnraids changed hit opinion and went 
over to Capellus, although he had not 
any opport^inity of publicly declaring it. 
And i&leed it i« plain, from his manner 
cf clofing that chapter upon the points, 
dttt he was then far enough from having 
any iSettled perluatoi about them: to, 
in fTiefintia aJptnUWt nolo iamen aliquid 
iemfjeajfirmarti mdjtftfibacfentenuam 
memn mutate mtoi nnfum fnerit noticm nt 
fBAinm ea qu^ biefiripfimibi exptohet. 
In 1707 he pnb&fhedlrom the Italian 
of Leo Modena, a Venetian Kabbt, 
*» The Hiftory of the^ prefent Jews 
thfouehont ifie World ; l^insr an ample, 
though f«ccin£^, account of their cul*. 
tsms, ceremonies, and manner tif Kmg 
at this time x to which is fubjoined a 
fiippionent concerning the Carraites snd 
Samaritans from the French of Father 
Ciaon,*' lamo. In 1708, a curious little 
hookp calkd, «< The InxproTeroent- of 
Hmnan Reaibn, exhibited in the life of 
Hai Ebn Yokdbam^ written above 500 
Jean ago by Abu Jaa&r Ebn Tophail,;' 
inan the Arabic, and iiiuftrated with 
iewes, Sto. Thedefign of the Author, 
Who was a MahometAi PhUofopher, is to 
ftcw, how human reafon may, by obfer- 
tation and eieperience, arrive at the know- 
ledge of natural things, from thence to 
fvpcmatural, particunriy the knowledge 
or God, and a ^ture ftatei the defign 
ef the tranilator to give thofe, who mi^t 
he unacquainted vrtth it, a fpecimen of 
thegcninsof theArabianPhiloiophers, and 
to excite young Ichobrs to the reading of 
•Eaftern Aothora* This was the point 



our Rabbi had codbuflly ih vseWj'ttfi- 
therefore in his Oratio Inaugwalis fiMt 
the Piofeflbrf))ip, we fee him infifting 
iqKm the beauty, eopioUfnefs, and anti«* 
quity of the Arabic tongue in particular^ 
and upo% the uie o£ Oriental leairning in 
general, and dwelling upon the praifcs of 
£rpennius, Golius, Pocock, Herbelot» 
and all who had any ways cuntribtrted Uf 
promote the ftudy olTit. 

In 171 3, his name appeared to a littlo 
book with thi^ title, << An Account of 
South Wef! Barbary, containing what it 
mofl remarkable in the territories of tho 
King of Fez and Morocco. Written by 
a peribn who had been a flaVe there a 
coniidcrable time, and publifhed from 
his authentic manufcript. To which 
are added. Two Letters; <me ih>m tho 
^efcnt King of Morocco to Colonel 
Kirk) theothertoSirCloudefl^Shovelli 
with Sir Cloudefley*s Anlwer.'* 8vo. 
While we are enumerati^ thefe /«n«I L 
publications of the Profdtor, it will bo 
but proper to mention two fennons : one» 
" Upon the diffnity and authority of the 
Chriftian Priefthood," at Ormond ChapeV 
London, in 1710 j another, " Upon the 
neceflTty of inflruaing Childitn in tho 
Scriptures," at St. Ives, in Huntingdon- 
ihire, 1713. To thefe we muft add a 
now tranflation of the fecond Apocryphal 
book of Efiiras, from the Arabic veriioft 
of it 5 as that which we have in out 
common bibles is from the vulgar Latin. 
Mr. Whiflon, we are told f , viras the nerl 
fonwho employed him in this tranflation* 
upon a ftrong fufpicion that it muft needa 
make for the Arian cauls he was then 
reviving i and he accordingly publifhed 
It in one of hia volumes of Primitivo 
Chriftianity Revived. Ocklty, however, 
was firmly ot opinion, that it could ferve 
nothing at aJU to bis purpofe, as appears 
from a printed letter of his to Mi-, (after- 
wards Dr.) Thiflby, in which are the

We will 
AOt (bar h high. We will only obferve, 
that, being married very young, he was 
CDcmnbered with a family early in life ; 
that his preferment in the church was 
aot anfwerable to his reputation as a 
fchohr; that his patron, the Earl of Ox- 
ford, f^ into diigrace when he wanted 
him^nofti and laily (for we muft not 
4nmt to note it) that he had fome i\\^K of 
that common infirmity among the learned, 
ynn, a negleft of oeoonomy, and want of 
pnidentiaJ re^rd to outward things ; 
without which, however, aU the wit and 
all the learning in the world will but 
icrve to render a man the more miierable. 

As to his literary charaftcr, which is 
the chief point we have to do with, 
it is ccrtam that be was extremely well 
tkiUed in all the ancient languages, and 
particularly the Oricnul; io that the 
very banied'Reiand { thought it not too 
nmch to declare, that be was vifj/i quit 
edim kfntm tanarum peritm* He was 
likewiie venr knowing in inodern lau- 
guigei, as tiie French, Spaniih, Italian, 
&c. and upon the whole, confidered as a 



Ifingaift, we ihay prefumt that few htvf 
exceeded him. »

/ity pr^fs does not afford us one Oriental 
type that is fit for any ufe. However, 
I lix^pc under your Lordfhip^s favour and 
cncuuiagement, that fomething may be 
done u\ order to qualify mylelf tor a 
thurouo;Ii iiiipe^llon into that learning, 
when rrovidcnce fliall favour me with aa^ 
opportunity of ufmg the books. I fear I 
have been too tedious.

'THOUGH this Princefs coaW be very 
\ familiar at times, and was feldom 
Without a party of private friends, where 
Mi^efty was entirely laid aiide, (he was a 
f^at obierver of Court etiquette, and 
took, care it (hoaJd be preferved moft 
icmpuiouily by all tljofe who approached 
kr preience in public. We have an in- 
ibnce of this In the diiHculty Loi^ 
Bciingbroke had, when Secretary of 
State, in introducing Prince Eugene 
f who arrived \7Xfi in t& c\'ening) to her 
Majcfty without a Court*wig, which, at 
hft, was dil'penicd with only on account 
of the particuiat celrhity of bis cbaruc- 
ter, " and which," the Queen faid, 
ikmld not be drawn into precedent/' 

At another time, a Captain, and the 
fim of a Nobleman, who arrived with 
difpatchcs from abroad, unfortunately 
bappened to make his firft appearance at 
Court, after his arrival, in a Major 
wig. The Queen, who was quick to 
fpv out thoie irregularities, immediately *" 
aikfd who he was } and bow he pnefumed 
lo appear before her xo undrefs ? Being 
told, and an apology made for his not 
knowing the ettqnettt of the Court, ihe 
£ud, it did not fienify* be muft be toJd 
it i for, if fhefuftercd this indignity, fhe 
foDpofixi ibe might ibon expe^ to fee 
all her officers come to court in boots and 
fpHrs. The Captain got the hint, went 
borne, rpdndled nimfelf, and was moft 
gracioufly received. 

GEORCB THE FIRST. 

There was a gentleman who lived in 
thr city in the beginning of the reign of this 
aonarch, who was fb (hrewdly fulpefled of 
Jacohitiia), that he v^s taken up two 
or three times before the CouncO, but 
who defended himfelf fo dextroufly that 
Ibcy «ouki faften nothing on him. Oq 
the breaking out of the rebellion in 1715, 
lliis man,^ who mixed fome humour with 
las politics, wrote to the Secretary of 
Siue, that, OS be took it for granted th:«t 
It a tjiBe like the prtfcnt he (bould be 



taken up,,asu{\ial, for a Jacobite, hehaA 
only one favour to beg, that if the Ad- 
minlftration meant any fuch things 
they would do it in the courfe of the next 
week I for the week after be was goinf 
down to Devonfhire upon his own buiu 
nefs, which, without this explanation^ 
no doubt, would be conlirued as traai^ 
a£ling the bufmefs of the Pretender. 

Lord Townihend, who was Secretary 
of State at that time, In one of his con-. 
vivial moments with tlie King Aiewdl 
him this letter, and aiked him what h]0 
Xiajefty would dircft to be done with fucfc 
d fellow? « Pol* ! poh !" lays the King, 
there can be little harm in a man who 
writes fo plcaiantly j I'll tell you what 
you fhail do : let him know I am wil- 
ling to make a dcawn ftattle of it — i6 
that, if he lets me alone, he may depeixl 
upon it I ihall do the lame by him/* 

It was very fortunate for George the 
Pirft, and, indeed, for the happinefs of 
his fubje^s, that, at fo critical a oeriod 
of his coming to the throne of^ the(e 
realms, the politics of France ftood io 
the relative fituation that they did. On 
the death of Louis the XlVth, Spain 
equallv threatened to deprive the Duke 
of Orleans of the Regency, as the' King 
of England of his dominions % this be* 
got a ptrfonal connection between the 
two lall<mentioned perfonagec, which, 
confirmed bv treaties, continued till the 
majority and marriage of the young King 
of France; then, indeed, the peaceful cor- 
refpondence between the two nations was 
not fo ftrong $ but, by that time, the Kkig 
of England had fupprefled a rebellion* 
and was, in other refpe6lt,* fiilly efti- 
bliihed on his throne* 

qUKBN CAR0LI1IE« 

During tKe time of the debates on the 
famous Ezciie Bill, this rrincefs, who 
took a yery great intereft in having it. 
palTed, endeavoured to {>erruadc Loni 
Stair rot to be concerned in the oppofi^. 
ticnj foy this pw^PlcJl^yftefe^t^^or that 
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Noblemaxiy and, aniongft other particu- 
lars, told him, that (he wifhed, fcr bis 
own (akC) he would not meddle with po- 
litics, but would confine himleif to the 
miFairs of the army, where he was To 
Eminent, and of which he was fo much 
m better judge. To which he anfwwrcfl, 
'< Madam, if I bad not uKcUlkd with 
poiiticsy I, perhaps, now fhould not 
have the honour of paying my rcijpe£ls to 
you *." 

The Queen again prefled him, when be 
gave lier this fliort, but boneil anlwcr : 
** I will anfsVer fcr my regiment a^ainft 
the Pretender, but not agair.fk the oppo- 
fers of the Excife ;*' upon which the 
Queen, with tears in her eyes, faid, ** We 
m\xi\ tlien drop it/' 

The Queen was much of a literary 
woman y and was oblerved to be never lb 
much at her beft, as when in the com- 
pany of literary men. She had, however, 
ibmetimes prejudices in favour of this 
clafs of people, as, japon ccming to the 
throne, it is faid, fhehad ferious tlioughtc 
of recommending Dr. Frcind (a very li- 
terary man, ana Firtt Phyfician to her 
Majcfty) to be Secretary oi State. 

FREDERIC PRIN'cE OF WALES. 

Aciaufc iD the Tithing Bill, relatij^-^ 
to the Quakers, being in agitation in th^ 
Houfe o? Commons, in the year 1735* 
s deputation from the Quakers waited 
•n his Royal Highmi's to foiicit his inte- 
reft in favour of that claul'e. His an- 
swer wag every way worthy of his high 
charafier : << that, as a friend to liberty 
in general, and toleration in particular, 
he wiflied that they mieht meet with all 
proper favour ; but, for nimielf, he never 
gave his vote in Parliament, and it did 
jQot become bis ftation to influence* his 
friends,, or dkeA his iervants ^ to leave 
them entirely to their "n confcicnce 
and underftanding, was a rule he had hi- 
therto preicribed to himftlf, and pur- 
pofed through his whole life to ob- 
fervc." 

The reply from Andrew Pitt, the pe r- 
. ion who Ijpoke in the name of the body, 
was not Icfs remaricable: *' May it plcr.fe 
the Prince of Wales, I am greatlv afftc^- 
cd with thy excellent notions of liberty ; 
fijid am more pleafed with thy sipfwer, 
than if thou hadti granted to u» our re- 
^ueft/^ 



SIR ROBERT WALPOLE. 

Sitting one evening with fome intlmatQ 
friends, towards the clofe of his adraini- 
ftration, he talked very freely of the va- 
nities and vexations of ofii££, and that 
it was full time for him to retirr j he then 
irpeated from the Second "Epilllc of the 
Second Book of Horace, 

*« Lvjtfii ra.'iff fdifli fatiSy atqu€ bibifii : 
** Tti7ipui abire till eft, ^^ 

** Pray, Sir Robert," fays one of his 
friends, is that good Latin ? ** Why, I 
think ib — what objection have you to 
it ''' " Why,'* fays the other drily, "I 
did not know but the word might be 
^r;Z^-ilti in ycur Horace-'* 

He often ufcd to complain, that when 
the molt barking whelps of Oppofition 
were converted into his ferv'icc, they 
funk at once into languor and ina6livity. 
He ufed to fay, (and no man knew betlrr 
than himfelf) that attack and defence 
were very dift"ercnt branches of fcrvioc. 
" Common ilrength may pull down a 
wall, but the Ik ill of a workman is ab- 
foluiely neccflary to rebuild it," ^ 

Opinions were held in his time, that the 
Anniverfary of the 30th of January 
ihould be aboliHied as a day of 
public fail and obfervance. Talking 
privwtely on this fubje£l, one day, to a 
Member of Oppofition, he faid, << Ian 
not io anxious to fee this faft infcrtcd in 
the Calendar as a fcafcn of religious pe- 
nitence, but, I think, rc^tt muft Slow that 
it ihould iiacd as a day ot gr^at political 
example." 

When Sir Robert had any material 
point to cany in the Houle, he ufed to 
afk fume of the neuti^al Members, along 
with a party of hifc iUunch friends, to fup 
with him the preceding evening, when he 
always took care the bottle (hould circu- 
late pretty briftwiy. Being once afkcd, 
by an intimate friend, why he drenched 
his guefts fo deeply, the (hrewd ftatefman 
replied, "I do it with the fame views 
that your bafket-makera fteep their 
oiiers in water the day before they ufe 
them, that they may bend the eafier.'* 

When Uc entertained large companioi 
of men, and had no particular point ti» 
puihy he carefully avoided politics, anj

Sir Robert, thoueh allowed a good 
mioiAer in the knowledge of interior bu- 
fistrfiy was not ettcemed fo accurate a 
' Jvdge of Continenul n>attera, and, Hojr 
thii realbn» he coinaiiUed the care of tl^ 
fortiga Department entirely to his bro- 
thrr Honcc, who, if he ha^ not a quick 
and decided comprehcnfion in thofe mat- 
ters, was allowed to ulkkrftand them very 
sonch in detail ; indeed lb much, that, 
whenever a, difterenoe arofe in the Houfe 
relitive to the dates or fub(iances of trea- 
ties, manifeftocs, &c. he could, from ra«- 
noiy, turn to them with great prompt- 
ocfs and accuracy. * 

Both brothers being at a route one 
night, the lady of the houfe prefled Sir 
Robert very much to take a hand at whift, 
which he declined : at the end of the 
firtt rubber Ae again prcfled him, when 
be ekcufcd bimkif by faying, <« I am 
forry, Madam, to be under the neceflity 
of refufing yon in any reqveft you make; 
but pUy, and ibif affair i of the Contintnt^ 
\ Wave entirely to my brothiqr." 

One of the gr^t obje6^s of Sir Robert 
^alpole*s Aaminiftr<»tion was to keep 
the kingdom in peace, if poffible; which 
he contrived to do for near twenty years, 
a longer interval fcarcrly occurring fincc 
•ur wars with France firl^ begxm. Jn 
thi» great objeft, no doubt, he was much 
aflifted by the pacific and political tern- 
per of Cardinal Fleury, Prime Miniver 
of France, and both kmgdoms benefited 
much by fuch a meafure. Walpole was 
at laft finccd into the Spanitti War of 
1719, PMth^ ^ ^ intrigues of Opoo- 
fition, and partly by tht: re(Ucfs charaAcr 
of the p^hfic, who wiOkel lor a change 
at any price, and hy which he loon after 
loft his place. Hj yfed jocuUrly to call 
this war "The War of feViri f , in which 
the head had no manner of concern..**

DEAN MAXWELL. 

This rentlcman, who was the intimate 
fi*iend and coinpanion of Dr. Johnfon in the 
early parts of his fame, and who, to an ex- 
cellent underiUnding, fine talents, and ee« 
nerai reading, has ^ded a good dealof 
Tohnfon's aphoriftical mannerxif conver- 
fing,being, a few years ago, at Lord Mount 
Edgcombe^s, which commands fo grand 
and extend ve a . view of the oceap, 
looked for fome moments with awful 
lidmiration at the profpe^V, and th«n 
exclaimed, «< The fea is his, and he made, 
it, and his hands prepared the dry land V^

* t'ers x\sA of a lonjer^ for Capt. Stedman 
has contrived to weave into his Narra- 
tive the ftoryt>f his tender af&Clions : 
nor does the faithliii and fair Joann», if 
a mulatto compiezion will permit ns to 
ipply thw epithet to a very charming 
fiemaW iK other relpe^Vs, degrade the dig- 
nity^ while flit conlideraWy heightens the 
ititefeil, of hi J adventures-. As a Mo- 

• #alift, we find our author wandering 
among the plantations of Sorinam ; ob- 
ferving the behaviour of the planters 
towaids their Haves' and each other ; and 
deducing ufeful lefleftions from the oc- 
currences that prefent themArlves. As a 
Soldier, vn follow him with difficulty 
along the tracklcis forcit* of the inte- 
rior country, puduing the revolted ne- 
groes with perlevcring" bravery and iiki- 
mate fuccefs, in fpite of the difficulties 
of cold and hunger, a lisvage foe, and a 
jM;ftiIential climate. 

As an Artift, Capt. Stedmam employs 
every leifure hoUi- of his' travels, and eve- 
ry vacant page of his book, in a deVcri])- 
tion and delineation of fome curious ani- 
mal or |>lant j of fome American fcenc, 
cither of perfons or of country, rctom- 
l^iidvd by its beauty ok* its Angularity. 



Mr. Stedman, as a Naturalift, is. (bme« 
times deficient in verbal accuracy, whtich 
may be readily excuied in a writer whofe 
occupations could hardly have al&rded 
him opportunity for fcientkic precifion ; 
but his repreientations on paper are, for 
the moft part, exa^t, and uncommonljr 
animated and charaAeriftic. 

On the fubje^t of the condition of tbe 
negroes who cultivate the plantationa of 
Surinam, one might fappoie our author^ 
frono fome pait ot hi s< work, to be a can* 
did and impartial wifinefs. If ib, the 
horrible inftances of cruelty, whichr he 
narrates with dreadful minutcnefit, would 
difpoie every real friend to mankind to 
reprobate, in the moft dettded manner, 
both tbe Slave-trade and Its votaries. 
Some of the cxampks of lavage feverity 
which -he records, tie beheld himleif ; and 
of thefe tho ref))e£l we are difpofed %• 
entertain for his- veracity will not permit 
lie to doubt \ but feverai cafes he I'elatea 
from the reporr of others ; and, perhaps, 
a fecret prejudict: againft tfas chara^er of 
the planters and their agenta might ia- 
cline him to fufpeft their guilt, where the 
proof of its exiftence was incomplete. 

We have formed- this judgment from 
obferving the apparent complacency with 
which Capt. Stedman dilates* on evevy 
atrocious circmnftance employed to ag- 
gravate and enhance the lufferings of tn« 
milerable negroes-. Tf he has !u|»poied' 
-that, bjr thsfe means, he fhottfd augment 
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fkc iDtcTvft of his wflrk> we &ar lie has 
mdcy in this inftancc, a wrong conclu- 
boR. Kfol^ of his readers will probably 
be at length wearied and di%ulted witn 
a piAuiCy too frequently extiibitcd, of 
Mckingy tiKooceivabie, and gratuitcius 
birbarity. Why this fyftcm of accumu- 
lated horrors (hould continue to be in- 
liAed on a wretched race, when, by the 
acknowicdgnicDt of the planters them- 
lelresj it is wholly ineiiv^iial as to all 
the rational pvrpoles of puniihnient> be- 
ing derided by the lloical contempt of the 
' iptrrpid iufierer, and exciting little fo- 
licitudcr in the minds of his thoughtleff 
ailcciatesy it is uieleis to enquire $ and 
what no reafbnable perion would do, or 
ptnnit, the mind does not willingly be- 
licire can very often take place. The 
ftove of the marvellous, too, and the tre- 
mendous, is fo prevalent in the human 
bieaft, that we now and then find it en- 
cotuagioff the ientiment, when there is> 
Dot an adequate obje^ to excite it. 

For theie rcalbns the reader will peruft 
the. narrative of the fuffe^ings and pii- 
niihments of the negro tlaves at Surinam 
with fome grains ot' allowance for par- 
donable partiality, and a fendnei's for 
the wonderful and the uncommon . Juft ice, 
however, calls upon us to declare, that 
Capt. Stedman fpeaks on the great quef- 
tion of the Slave-ti*ade with candour and 
phil ilbphical moderation y and, tliinking 
' il wrong and repjtrheniible on the whole, 
f is fully aware of the mifchiefs that would 
' pt>bably enfue frcm its premature and 
luddcn abolition. On this topic our au- 
thor is very eloquent and argumentative, 
though his reaibnings do nor entirely 
som^ljond with what he delivers in other 
fvu of hia book on the lame fubje£^. 

The firft Chapters of this work arc 

employed in delcribmg our author's 

soyace to South America, Indin relating 

the hiftory of the colony at Surinam, 

from the time of its earlieft difcovery by 

the Spaniards, till its poiTcdion by the 

loglifh in the reign of Charles tlie Se- 

eood ; by the Dutch toward the end of 

the fiuoe reign | by the French in the 

year 171a, who took the fettiement from 

the HoUanders with five ihip» of war, and 

fold it to them immediately tor 56,61^1. 

ftcrling. They have.continaed ever fmce 

ks ur^ifhtrbed proprietors* In the fame 

part there are particular details of the rc- 

vohi of the negro ilaves of the colony at 

different times. Thefe are a very proper 

httfodudtoQ to that portion of Capt. 

Stcdman's work which relates to the ex- 

^icioii MdeiuiM^^ «» 4M»c and M- 



perft them, while he was on the coaft, iit 
which be bore a very confiderable amTdif-- 
tinguifiied ihar«. 

He thus defcribes one of the leadc;rs of 
the reMsf with eircUmftances aot very 
honourable to European faith. 

** Bait>n, with the greateft n\miber of 
the rebels, efcaped into the woods, hav- 
ing firft found means, however, to cut thtf 
throats of ten or twelve of the rangers, 
who had lo(f their way in the marlh, and 
whom he I'eizeil as they ftuck h^ in the 
fwamp ; and cutting olF the ears, nofe, 
and lips of one of them, he left hitn 
alive, in this condition to return to hia 
friends, with whom, however, the miie- 
rabk man foon- expired. 

** This Baron nad formerly been the 
negro (lave of a Mr. Dahlbcrgh, a Swede^ 
who, on- account of his aSilities, had 
advanced him to the rank of a favourite^ 
had taught him to read and write, andl 
bred him a mafon. He had alio been wirh 
his mafter in Holland, and was promiied 
his manumiilion on his return to the co- 
kmy. But Mr. Dahlbergh, breaking 
his word with regard to his liberty, and 
felling him to a Jew, Baron obftiaatjely 
refilled to wcrki in con&quen^e of whictr 
he was publickly "flogged under fhe gal- 
lows. This uiage the negro Lo violently > 
refented, that from that moment he 
vowed revenge again ft all- Eiiropear.s' 
without exception, fled to (he wood^i^ 
where, putting himfcif at the head of the 
rebels, his name became dreadful, ard^ 
particularly fo to his former * mailer 
Dahlbergh, as he folemnly fwore tliat 
he ihould never die in peice till he had 
wa/hed his hands in the tyrant's blood.*' 
In the page immediately liicceedirg* 
that from which we^ have extracted the 
above paflTage, another occurs of a venh 
different nature, which is a proper contrast 
to that which precedes it. As it alfodif* 
plays to great advantage oar author's ta^ 
lent for defer iptiori, and makes the reader^ 
in feme ibrt, acquainted with the heroine 
of the ftory, we ihall here preient it to h'im.. 
** .This charming young woman I firft 
faw at the houfe of a Mr. Demelly, i'e^ 
cretarV to the Court of Policy, where* I 
daily Breakfafied, and with whofe lady, 
Joanna, but fifteen yelrs of age,was a very 
remarkable favourite. Rather t^Utr than 
the middle fize, flie was poilefTed of the 
moft elegant fhape that nature can exhi- 
bit, moving her weil-fo^ned limbs with 
more than oommon gracefuln«fs. Her 
face was full of native modefty, and the 
moft diffinguifhcd Iwceinelii i her eyes, 
m black^as ebony, were large and Ml ^f 
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cxprcfiion befpeaking tht goodnefa of 
her hearty with cheeks, through which 
glowed, in fpite of the darknelb of her 
^onvplcxioHy a beautiful tinge of vermil- 
lioQi when eazed upon. Her noie was 
perfectly wtu foiinedy rather {mail ; her 
lips a little prominent, which, when fix: 
%oke, dilcovered two regular rows of 
teeth) aa white as mountain £how $ her 
liair was a dark brown, inclining to 
black, forming a beautiiui globe of Inaall 
ringlets, ornamented witli flowers and 
gold fpangles* Round her neck, her 
arms, and lier ancles, ilie. 'wore gold 
chains, rings and mtdals i while a fliawl 
of India muilin, the end of which was 
negligently thrown over her polifhed 
ihoulders, gracefully covered part of her 
lovely bolbm ; a petticoat of rich chintx 
alone completed her apoarel. Bare- 
beaded and bare-footed, me ihone with 
double luiire as ihe carried in her delicate 
hand a beaver hat, the crowa- trimmed 
round witli iilver. The figure and an.: 
pearance of this charming creature could 
not but attra£l my particular attention> 
as they did indeed that of all who beheld 
her, and induced me to enquire from Mrs. 
Demclly, with much furprise, who ihe 
was, that appeared to be io much diftin- 
|^i(b(rU above all othcisof her ipecies in 
the colony. 

"She is, Sir," replied this lady, "the 
daughter of areipe^l^nble gentlLman,jDani- 
ed KruythofF, who had, bclides this girl, 
four chiktren by a black woman called 
Cery> the property of a Mr. D. B. on his 
estate called Fau€onl)crg, in the upper 
part of the river Comewina. 

** Some few years fmce Mr. KruythofF 
madetlieoffer ol above one thoufandpounds 
fterliii«; to Mi. D. B. to obtain manu- 
tnLflioji tor his oH'spring, which being in- 
humanly leluied, it had luch an ciYcci on 
his fpiritb; that he became trantlc, and 
died in that melancholy itatc ibon kiter, 
leaving in ilaveiy, at the diiciction of a 
tyrant, two boys, and thice tine [:;\r\s, 
of which the one now before us in the ' 
ddeii. 

"The gqld medals, 5:o. which fecm. 
to lurprizc you, arc the gitts which her 
iaithiul mother, who is adeierving wo- 
loan towards her children, ajid of i'ome 
confequence among ft her call, received 
. from her father (whom Iha ever attended 
with exemplary ad cct ion) juU before he 
expired. 

, **Mr. p. B- however met with his juft 

Steward : for having iinte driven all hss 

^ belt caipenter ni;groes to the woods by his 

ii\jiUt;(e andfevcrityi he wa;^rui<i6d« h^kI 



obliged to fly the colony, and leaiTe liil 
eitate and flock to the difpofal of his 
creditors^ while one of the abore unhap* 
pydeierters, zfamioa (the offspring, that 
is» of a mulatto and a negro), has, by his 
induflry, been the proteSorof Cery alld 
her children. His name is Jolycoeurt 
and he is now the lirft of Baron^s cap« 
tains, whom you may have a chance of 
meeting in the rebel camp, breathing re* 
▼enge againft the Chriflians. 

"Mrs. D. B. is ft ill in Surinam* being 
arrefted for her husband's debts, tillFau- 
cenberg /hall be fold by execution to pay 
them. This lady now lodges at my 
hcu^, where the unfortunate Joanna at- 
tends her, whom ihe treats with peculiar 
tcndemefs and d ill in£^ion . * * 

" Having thanked Mrs. Demclly fbr 
her account of Joanna, in whole eye 
glittered the precious pearl of fympathy, 
I took my leave> and went to my lodg* 
ing in a Itate of iadnefs and flttpeiaAion, 
However trifling, and like tne flile of 
'romaDce,this relation may appear to fome, 
it is nevertheh:l's a genuine account, and» 
on that I'core, may not be entirdy unui- 
terefting to my readers." 

Capt. Stedman mentions, in a note at 
the bottom of the page, that, in Surinam* 
if a mother be in llavery, her oif spring 
are her mafter's property, fliould* their 
father be a prince, unlefs he obtains them 
by pure hale. We apprehend that this 
regulation is univcrlal whenver flavtry 
is cftablifhed. The narrative above 
cited is ornamented, by a whole-length 
reprefentation of Joanna, in which both 
the lover and the artift have labouned with 
iuimitablc fuctefs. 

In the Fiith Chapter a circumftance » 
detailed which (hews that, however hari|i 
tht treatment gf the ilavet may occaiion- 
ally be at Surinam, yet, on <hc whole, 
the planters are not forry to favour them, 
w hen it may he done lay transferring their 
hartifnipb to others. This proves, wte 
fhoukl think, that of wanton cruelty po- 
1 cy will, for the moH part, prevent the 
perpci ration* 

** 1 ive or 6x failcrs now were bigried 
every day, belonging to the merchant- 
iliips, vvhoie lamcBtabW fate I cannot 
pals by unnoticed, Sainff a^ually ufed 
worl'e than the negroes in this fcorching 
climate, where, belides rowing large 
flat- bottomed barges up and down t^ 
river, day and night, tor coflw, i'ugar, 
Sec. and being expoied befldes to the bur- 
ning iun and heavy rains, and flowing 
tlie above commodities in a hpkl as hot 
a^ aa oYt:n« th<y are tb^gcd t% re^r ^'^tp 
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Dter to his dtatc at a call, 
wbkk &TC9 the ^tlernan fo mzuj ne- 
froes, and for which they receive, m re- 
tom, nothing — many tiroes not €0 much 
as aBtouthfuf of meat and drink ; palli- 
waag hunger and thirft by begging from 
tke flares a few bananas or plantains ; 
fSiBg oranges, and drinking water, 
vhich, in a little time, relieves them from 
evoy complaint, by flipping them oflT to 
eternity. In every part of the colony 
they axe no better treated, but, like 
horirs, they muft (haying unloaded the 
Ycftis) drag the commodities to the dif- 
tat ftore-houfes, heing bathed in fweat, 
and bullied with bad language, fonietimes 
with blows ; while a tew negroes are 
oidered to attend, but npt to work, by 
the direliion of their kiafters, which 
many would willingly do to relieve the 
drooping failors, to whom this ufage 
moii be exceedingly difheartening and 
galling. The planters even employ 
tbofe men to naint their houfes, clean 
their £dh*win<lows, and do numberlef's 
9ther mei)ial offices, for which a feaman 
was never intended. All this is done 
to favc the work of their negroes j while " 
hj this ufage thoufsmds are fwcpt to the 
grave, who, in the line of their proteflion 
alone, might have lived for many years j 
Dor dare the Weft India captains -to re- 
(vie their men, without incurring the dif- 

Slcaiiiie of the planters, and feeing their 
.lips rot in the harbour without a /(»a/- 
»/ ; nav, I have heavd a faiior fervently 
wiih he had been horn a negro, and beg 
to be employed ^mongft them in cultivat- 
ing a coffee plantation . * * 

Admit the truth of the fa^ls above 
ftated in their full eictent (and there is no 
Itaibn to call them in queiHon),and then 
&y whether flaves arc the only obje^s of 
a ju& man^s compalTion ; and whether 
Europeans and Freemen are not often 
plungtd in deeper and more pungent dif- 
tref*. 

Soon after his arrival our author was 
aftacked by a violent fever, in confe- 
quence of an intemperate and difiipated 
coarfe of life in a very unhealthy cUmate. 
In this calan>lty he was trotted with great 
kindnefs and humanity Ky many rf the in- 
habitants cf Surinam, fiut he attributed 
bit recovery chiefly to the good offices 
and tender nurfing of Joanna, wfio, hear- 
i^'Z of his malady, came, with one of her 
fifcrs, to offer her UrFvices. By her un- 
ranitting care and attention he had the 
good fcrtune to regain hi^ heaith and 
Jplrit* in a gr^^t meafure 5 at Icaft, fo 
iirjt tt) take za airing in the quriagc pf 
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** TUI this time," fays o<f author, 
I had chiefly been Joanna* s friend ; bu^ 
now I began to feel I was her captive* ^ 
I renewed my wild propofals of purcha-< 
fing, educating, and tranlpcrting her tm 
Europe j which, though oiwred with ^be 
moft pcrfeft iincerity, were by her re- 
jeftcd, with this humble declaration •. 

** I am born a low contemptible Have. 
Were you to treat nie with too much at- 
tention, you mult degrade yourfclf with 
all your tiriends and relations ; while the 
purchafe of my freedom you will find os- 
oenfive, difiicult, and apparently impofli- 
ble. Yet, though a flave, I have a £>ul, 
I hope, not interior to that of an Euro- 
pean ; and biuib not to avow the regaxd ( 
retain for you, who have diftinguijhed 
me fo much above all others of my ua- . 
happy birth. You have, Sir, pitied me; 
and now, independent of every other 
thought, I fhaU have pride in throwing 
mylelf at your feet, till fate (hall part 
tis, or my condufl become fuch as to give 
you caule to banifli me firoiD your pre- 
fence.'' 

f'This flie uttered with a downcaft 
look* and tears dropping on her heaving 
bofom, while fhe held her companion by 
the hand. 

*' From that inftant this excellent crea- 
ture was mine ;— nor had I ever taufc to 
repent of the ftep I had taken, as will zp- 
pear mere particularly in tlie courie of 
this narrative. 

' ** I cannot omit to record, that having 
purcha(ed for her prefimts to the value of 
twenty piincas, I was the next day great- 
ly aftonifhed to fee all mv gold returned 
upon my table ; the charmine Joanna 
having carried every article back to the 
merchants, who cheerfully returned her 
the money. 

«' Your generous intentions alone, SSr, 
(flie faid) were iufficient : but allow me 
to tell you, that I cannot help coniidcring^ 
any iuperfluous expence on my account 
as a diminution of that good opinion 
which I hope you have, and will ever 
entertain, of my difmterciUd difpoii- 
tioD.'* 

«* Such was the language of a flave» 
who had fimple nature only for her inftmc - 
tor, the pusity of whofe fentiments ftood 
in need of no ornament ; and thefe I was 
now determined to improve by every 
care." 

Of our author's talent for delineating

** Qovemor Nepfcu was faid to be ra- 
ther a man of ftnie than of learning, and 
vras wholly indebted to his art and ad- 
drci's for having rilcn to hit» prefent dig- 
nity from fwtrcping the hall of the 
Court-hoiife. By the fame means he was 
enabled, from nothing, to accumulate a 
i«jrtune, by Ibmc computed at no leis than 
ioool. fterling, annually, and to com- 
mand refpe^^'irom all ranks of people, 
Ao perfon ever daring to attack" him but 
at a diftance. His deportment was atfa- 
klc, but ironical, withe ut ever iofing the 
command of his temper, which gave him 
the appearance of a man ot ialhion* and 
rendered his influence^ almoin unbounded. 
lie was generally known by the appeila- 
Uon of Rffunatii^ and was molt certainly a 
fox of too much artifice to be run down 
by all" the hounds in the colony. 

^Colonel Fourgeond was almod exactly 
the re\'erli? of this portrait. Ue was 
impetuous, paflionate, klf-fuflicient, and 
revengeful : he was not cruel to indivi- 
duals, but vw-as a tyrant to the generality, 
and caufed the death of hundreds by 
his fordid avarice and opprefTion. With 
all this he was partial, ungrateful, and 
confufed j but a mcft iudtiiuigablc man 
in bearing harddiips, and in braving dun- 
reru not exceeded by Columbus him- 
self, which, like a true Buccaneer, he 
fultained with the moft heroic courage, 
patience^ and perleverance. Though 
unconquerably harih and levere to his 
bflicers, he was, however, not wanting 
in affiibility to the private foldiers. He 
liad read ; but had no education to aiHit 
tiim in digefting what ,hc read. In 
fiiort, few men could talk better, but, on 
jnoft occaficns, tew could aft worfe. 

f « Such were the characters of our com- 
manders, while the oppofition of two 
Inch men to each other rould not fail to 
prrduce unhuppinefs to the troops, sr.d 
iperared as a Juftcien? ciufc tor the fluc- 
tuating It ate of political alt airs in this 
dtjfcied colony."

•f their own oxen, it it accounrted a mof 
valuable and delicate preiimt. The maa- 
nrr.^f preferving the meat for this loi^ 
voyage, when roallcd, is by putting it 
in a block-tin box, or canifter ^ then ill-, 
ling up the empty fpacc with gravy or 
drtppincr, till it is perfcftly covered over; 
after which the box mud be foldered and 
made fail round about, fo that neither air 
nor water can penetrate :— by theie means 
it may be carried, with (afety, round tlie 
glohe. 

At Pai-amarlbo, the capital of Suri- 
nam, our author tailed a fifti called a 
jackecy about eight or ten incbea long, 
exceedingly fat and delicate, oi which it 
is extremely remarkable that it changes 
to a trog. ** Of this truth,'* lays Capt. 
^. << I was fully fatisfied, by leetng the 
above animal dilTcfled, and luipcndd in 
a bottle with fpirits \ when th^ two 
hinder legs of a veiy fmall frog made 
their appearance, growing within ilde 
from that part of the back to which ufu- 
ally the inteftines are iiXtA. He there- 
fore juftly concludes, that the jacket is 
only a kind of tadpole, growing to a 
large fize before its uiual transformatioD. 

He mentions another extraordinary 
fptcies of fifti, fccn in great quantitief 
niar rlie town of New Amilenlam, in 
this colony, which has four eyes, and 
fwimkconltantly with two above and twg 
under the water. They ai-e about the 
iize of a linelt, and move in ihoals with 
incredible velocity. 

In the Seventh Chapter there is the 
following account, in his own words, of 
the almotl miraculous cfcape of a foldier, 
who wa^ wounded by the rebel negroesi 
and fell, in the engagement in which a 
Lieutenant Lapper and many men were 
killed. 

** I was (hot. Sir,'* fald he, « with' a 
mulket bullet, in my bread ; and to re- 
iift or efcape being impolTible, as the only 
means left mc to favc my life, I threw 
myfelf down among the mortally wound- 
ed and the dead, without nioving hand 
or foot. Here, in the evenine> the rebel 
chief, furveying his conquelt, ordered 
one of his captains to begin inftsmtly to 
cut off the heads of the iTain, in order to 
carry them heme to their village, as tro- 
phies of their vi^oryj this eaptainj 
having already chopped off that of Lieu-^ 
tenant Lapper, r.nd one or two more,

Motive 
and action in morals, have been compar* 
ed tocauie and elFcck in ohyfics {• That 
ibmemetive in the mina precedes every 
human a£lion is ceruin, and tlms far the 
analogy is juil \ bot the motive may aa 
well be in the will itfelf, as the mere re. 
fult of any eaternai caoie* If, indeecl^ 
the analogy wats true in aU its parts, « 
human being would be altogether as fub- 
js£l to thelaws of inert matter as a block 
of marble or of wood. Whatever is

'*The only argument which the (atalifts

.circum(bnces. This, then, is really 
the point at ifTue between the fataitfts, 
and the advocates for the free agency of 
man. The former l\xppof<; the in* 
flucnce of mottves from exurnal cauies 
to be abfolute and unlimited % the latter 
allow the ixifiuence of motives to a certain 
extent, but they deny that it is ablblute 
su3d unlimited. ' ^ 

" In the prelent ftate of human know- 
ledge, it is, indeed, a fpccies of dogma- 
tifm not to be endured, to pretend pre- 
cifely to aicert^^n how far the in^uence 
of external motives extends over the 
mind of man, That external canfes 
fi^d have a certain weight and influence 
with us, is certainly; confident with the 
^"iidom of Pivine rrovidence, and coi|- 
iiftent with that order and regularity 
^htch he has every where eftablimed. if 
men wet^p to aft entirely independent of 
^ influence from external caufes and 
circumftances, the world would be an 
ratire fcene of confufioq and diibr- 
der ; if, on the contrary, they were en- 
abled with no. power of phoicft or' dell- 
l^ration, the whoj^ would be an inani- 



mate imif^rm nnfs, (ilbjeft to e^rtaio 9xA 
deiipite laws, as much as inert matteyt* 
In this, f herefore, the &me happy meditmi 
appears, to be eltabliflied as in other iA> 
fiances* Man, from bis natural relation 
to external things> from that wonderfid 
connexion which cxifts between the bod^ 
and the mind, is fubje^ to a certain iii^ 
fluence from Btuation and circumftances'; 
but there is Hill in his own mind a powg* 
of reflefting, deliberating, and decidiiy 
upon his motives and conduft. ^ 

<< Another argument in favour of fata- 
lity is deduced irom the prefbience of tl^e 
Deity. << If Cod foigffKnows all things 
(it is al]eced)f then every event jmuft be 
predetermmed.^* . B\lt jJiis argument 
refts upon the iaine jKefumptuous foun* 
dation as the preceaing^ which wooJd 
^iitively detamine the.psociie degree of 
infttunce that external caufes mufi have ud* 
on the mind ofiiian. Dogmatiim certainly 

. never viras the road to truth, and is uttery- 
inconiiflent with that modeity and humi- 
lity, which is the very charafteriftic of a 
real Philofopl^. Tne pref'cience of tbe 
2>eity ! Who will dare to fay that he Is 
able to define it ? Who will dare to al^ 
lege that he underftands every porticukr 
circumilance and attribute oftoe Divine 
exiftence ? To fay that God connct ex* 
crcife his own powers in that viray which is 
mofl; agreeable to the ends tliat infinite 
wiiHom propofes, and infinite goodness 
would diftate> is to define and limit om*' 
nipotenee ! and to affirm that God can* 

, not conilitnte man a free agent, cannot in 
this infUnce difpenfe with his own prs- 
fcience, is to fay, that God is not omni* 
potent. This was long my own opinioi^ \ 
and I was happy to find it confirmed by 
the excellent and judicious Dr. Henry 
More, whpie fentimeiits on this fubje^ 
were pointed out tome by a friend* «* ft 
is true (fays he) we cannot otherwise 
think of God's f^rr^knowUiIgef but ^s 
b<.ing every way clear and perfeft, an! 
without polfibility of error, as to thoje / 
objefts aoout whi(h he judges or 'pro- 
nounces. And furel^ he does always 
judge and determine of things ^cording 
as uiey are ; tliat is to fay, of a contin* 

"gent tning as it is contingent \ and of a 
necef|^ thing as it is neceilary. WheiK^e 
it comes to pafs, that thofe things whicli 
are contingent and proceed from a free 
principle of afting, are allowed to be fcdii 
by God's conitnt.

If 
At dees imply a contradiftion, then fuch 
effects. are not the objeils of God's ow- 
nifcience^ nor determined by it, nor 
rightly iuppoied to be determined' at all. 
But il it does not imply t contradiAioni 
then we aftually ccnt'efs, that dfjtne 
prffcifTtCfy and human free-iviily are not 
•inconfiltent, but that they may ftand to- 
gether. 

"The moft decifive argtnnent, however, 
againlf the fatalilis, is, the extravagant 
c.ncluilons to which this gloomy and 
eomfortlefs doftrine leads, and the hor- 
rible confequcnces which are attached to 
it. If man is a nccejfary agent,' he cannot 
poffibly be an accountable being ; fcr how 
'prepofrerov-s iv the thought, how incon- 

V fiftent would it \>t with every principle 
of juftice, to punilh any Being whatever, 
or in any degree, for what he could not have 
tvoiUed ? In a theological view, therefore, 
this doctrine appears to condu£^ dirc^fy 
to atheifm ; for we cannot conceive of 
* the Deity in -fuch a manner as to fuppofe 

I him wantonly cruel or unjuft. To fay 
that future puniihmcnts are not to be (as 
the orthodox party conceive) eternal in 
their duration, does not remove'the dif- 
ficulty ; to punifh at all for involuntary 
oifencos, is cruelty and injuftice. The 
iyftem ot free agency, on the c^ itrary, 
is confident with all the attribiites of 
,God, and is highly conlblatory and in- 
liru^ive to man- This fvftem refts upon 
the cleared baits of juitice. ' Man is 
treated free; he has good and evil placed 
'before hito, with the (Irongeft and moft 
«0DciliHtLng motives in the Chriftian dif- 
prniation to purfuc the one, and to avoid 



tke other. If lie perverfely takes the 
wrong cdurle, and proves incorriglbty 
wicked, every principle of rtafon and 
equity fanfl.ons the juftice of his pu- 
niflunent. Into the nature of that puni/b- 
ment, it is not my prefbit buHneis to en- 
quire. * It will doubt lels be fuch as to 
iatisfy infinite juftice, yet tempered By 
the fwcet and I'alutary ezercifeot infinite 
mercy. 

*• If the divine laws are thus outraged 
by the prepofterous hypothefis of a fatal 
necefiity, human laws, I fear, will not 
ftand upon a much firmer tcundation.« 
To punilh any criminal fpr an error 
whicii he could not avild, is certainly 
not only crueU but wicked in the crf- 
tneme j and yet fuch mnft be the cafe, li 
the doArine of the fataJifts is true ''^, 

<* On the whole, it is the part of true 
philofophyto avoid equally the dangeixiua 
extremes of an arrogant dogmatifm, which 
profeHes, like the ignorant opponents of 
Socrates, to know every thing, and of 
- that perplexing fcepticifm which would 
deprive the human underftanding of capa« 
city and intelligence. A^ finite bcinga, 
many fafts are neceflariW placed beyond 
the reach of our refearcnes. They are 
neither Suited to our faculties, nor our 
'fituation in this life ; and where we have 
^o bafis of faft on which to reafon, errdr 
will generally be the conlequcnce of our 
indulging in vilionary fpcculaiions.

ploy the moft protri^ed ^xiftsnce of man. 
It will be more conCftent with happinefs, 
as >^ellas with raoddty, to acquaint our- 
felves with thel'c, betore we launch into 
the unfathomable abyfs of metaphyfical 
fpeeulation ^ nbr, indeed, can any thin^ 
be moredifguftlng, than to hear a loqua- 



<' * la the codrfe of a very few years, it wIU ibarcely be credited, that ■ book has befn 
lately pubhlbed on tbh very principle, and the argument of' the author is briefly t!iis : Man 
k a neccflary agent, he is therefore' net an accountable being i his anions ar^ all determined 
hy his Situation and circumAances, taking inamongft thefe his education and th: degree of 
Itnowledge lie has been enabled to acquire. What are called cnmn thirrfore are only wufltthi^ 
j>effe4Hy involuntary en his part, and he therefore (whether he is a thief, a murderery or a 
parricide) ought nt to he funijhedf but i»JlruRed%nd resfoned with.

vith the plaineft and moll ufeful branches 
of knowledge, j>rcruming to arraign the 
amoirtments of omnilcience, to " re- 
jndge bis jtiftice/^ to aiuilhilate the in- 
fdlcAiial^ and to confiife and diilorb the 
TDoral world. Much greater is his meWt, 
nvch founder is his judgment> who fa- 
bricates the liinpleft machine, or plans or 
riecu:es the plained undertaking that 
may be pra^lcally uieful to manj&ind. 

" Yet we may imiccently amufe our 
euriofity ; we may innocently gratify 
OQT third of knowledge ; we may inno- 
ccRtlyexercifi; our faculties, ^iil let us, 
in the name of rcafon, cxercife them on 
thttf proper objefls } let us fcek for 
knowledge where it is really to be founds 
letonrcurioiity employ itfelf where fa^^ 
experiment, and obiervation, may lead to 
iboie certain condufion.

We cannot help lamenting that Dr. 
0. has not comprehended auronomy v\ 
his t)lan« The general mtrits of this 
work are great \ it relates ex^ierhnents 
and difcoveries, many of which were 
pever -before printed, and oth^s have 
been brought together from a great vari- 
ety of fourccs ; thefe materiaU colie^ed 
irom almolt all the departments of fcience 
Cctyii^ by the help of a judicious aiTange- 
ment, mutually to illudrate each other. 

The ftile is every where accurate and 
perfpicucus, and, in fome parts, elegant 
and impreilive. The author ietmn tQ 
take a pleifure in inftru^ling ^ and no 
peri'en, defirous of knowledge, can read 
the whole of this work without findings 
fome parts calculated either to improve or 
amule him. 
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'THIS little work profeflcs a great deal, 
and, what is not irery frequent in 
httmsQ concerns, it perform^ itiore than 
I it profeiTes. To Foreigners^ a pocket 
\ Jbhtme which conveys faithful and ready 
ulormatioii muH ^e a very valuable 
companion j and the joun^er eiafi of 
I M^Hti neither require nor delight in a 
▼olinninous . book. All fuch perlbns 
^ find in this minute manual a brief, 
but fulficiently clear explanation of moft 
of the words in the Englifh language j 
and the various founds and effeas ot all 
^ VQwds as inlcrted in words being 
pUccd at the head of every page, the 
Jode of pronouncing adopted by the 
B«ter educated claiTes of natives may b^ 
^Ikaed with fufficicnt precifion. To 
ncilitate this objea (till farther, in the 
dictionary before us, as in Mr. Sberi^ 
«««*•, to the genuine orthography of 
**ch tenn, \% annexed another mode of 
^•^wg it J which readies exaiUy, or 
approaches very nearly to the true pro- 



nunciation. In this particular the pre-, 
fent work may be expe^ed to furpafs i(a' 
predecefl'or, both becaufe faAiion is mak- 
ing perpetual alterations in the oral de- 
livery of a living language, and becaui« 
Mr. Sheridan's method of fpeaking i9 
known to have been vitiated byHtbemlaji 
fmgularittes. Of this Icveral inllanccs 
aie adduced in Mr. Jones's prefatory Ad- 
vertilibment. , He further informs' us, in 
the lame place, that without having muU 
tiplied words by inferting derivatives* 
but hy adding merely fuch radicals at 
coukl not with any propriety be omitted» 
the articles new to the prefent cditi<in, 
compared ruith the Jirjl^ amounts near- 
ly to two thou&nd.

' ers ; 9fid, what we fhouM not bare looked 
for in a book of this nature, a Lift rf 
the Cities^ Boroughs, Markii ^Totvns^ and 
remarkahtr Villo^ei in England and 
WattSf their tiijiunce from London in 
meafurtd Mi-rSt and ibe days on ivbicb ibe 
Markets are brhL A Traveller from the 
Continent .with this volume in his pocket 
may poiTibly find his account in tne few 
concluding pages which are employed 
in the detail laft-mcntioiied, efpecially if 
\C\i aflairs fliould call him to various 
parts of this kingdom ;'but fuch infor- 
mation, however vf^ful* could fcarctly 
have been es^pe^ed among tha labours of 
vLexicograpbn. 

In turning over the pages of this Dic- 
tionary, we have dilcovcred evident 
marks of induftry and exa£^ncfs. Some 
few errors wt have iwted ; but our Au- 
thor, being lupporttd by the authority of 
"Dr. Jobnjonf perhaps will be well con- 
tented to \)rotc6l1iimfclf under the ftiicld 
^ of that Aja» in EngHih Literature. Bf 
angulous 1% a word inferted from the 
* Folio, we think without any good au- 
thority. Cantata is defined generally as 
fongt though, in Engliih, recitatf'ueii 
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copy the fame d^e^ls. It appearsj in-. 
iSeed, that be has made feveral of the 
fame extraordt^ary 'verbal ^miffions, and 
fpells with the fame px^ntincicd JfecuiiU" 
f/ /J' with his prototype. 

Of the furre/ tit; ous edition Mr. Jones 
remarks, t'lat feveral errors of the prefsf 
in the dtjinittonf, as well as other gene- 
ral miftakes, are retained from the original 
work \ he alio cites numerous cximpfcs of 
negligence in compilation; Thcfc are cer- 
tainly pdfuive and undeniable defefls ; and 
though an author is nof to ke implicitly 
Inifted in what he declares in favotir of 
himlclf, yet it Iccms reaConablt to ftip- 
|>oie, that a longer time for reyifion muft 
have produced a proportionable accuracy 
»nd improvement. The advantages of 
fen earlier appeaifance in the (hop- would 
never have been relinquilhed, nor would 
a rivdl have been thus permitted to enjoy 
«n undivided barvcit of purchafers, if 
the prefeflt Editor had not fully confided 
in the fuperiority cf his claims with th^ 
Public for a complete indemnification. 

In this remark, which we have made 
as Critics, an^ therefore b-^und to exaft 
impartiality, though wc have not exa- 
jnintd the ii-vid work, we have no quef> 
lion of the reader's concurrence. 
. We have already hinted that this book 
contains mere matter than is fpecified in 
;h« title-page. We Hod, in the firft 
place, a PtOfoJial Grammar, cxtra6(ed 
xhicfly from the bulky volumes of Dr.

other necefl'ary, gratis j and| in r^rn, 
they inftru6l every one of theJr cwiirtrv- 
men hnw to btfiave in order td obtain the 
fjime charity. Thus, it is very common* 
to fee both men and women cAme to th« 
fort half naked, when eHher the fevere 
coJd in winter, or the extreme trouble- 
fomenefs of the flies in fummcr, make it 
riecciTarjr for every part to be covered. 
On thole occafions they are feMom at a 
lofs tor a pbufiWcftory,' which they re- 
late as the occafion of their diftrefs (whe- 
ther real or pretended), and never fail to 
interlard ^heii* hiftoiy with plenty of 
fighs, tears, and groans, fometimes af- 
ftftinr; to he lame, and even blind, iil 
dt-dcr to excite pity. Indeed, I know of 
50 people that have more command of

detej^edy thtt the Oovtnior is ireqwritlf 
obliged to turn t deaf ear to many who 
2pply for rdief ; for if he did not» he 
might give away the whole of the Com- 
paiiy*t gooda, and by degrees ail the 
Northern ti-ibe wcmkl make a trade of 
begging, inftead of bringing furs • to 
purchale what they want. It >nay be 
truly faxd, thit (hey poiTefs a confiderable 
degree of deceit, and are very complete 
adepts in the art of flattery, which they 
never fpare ai long as they find it conduces 
to their intereft, but not a moment 
kmgrr. They take care always to ieem 
attached to a new OoVemor, and flatter 
his pride by telling him that they look 
up te him as the rather of their tribc» 
on whom they can fafcly place their de> 
pendamcti and they never fail to depre* 
ciate the gtneroiity of ' his predecelTor, 
however evteitiivc that might have been, 
however humane or diiintcrefled his con> 
du^ \ an^ if afperfmg. the old, and fiat« 
tering the new Governor, has not the 
defifMl eife^l; ,iji a reaienable time, rhey 
reprefent him as the word of charaflers, | 
and tell him to hia face that he is the 
moft jcniel of men ^ that he has no fieeU 
ing for the diftrefles 6f their tribe, and 
that many have pcrilbed for want ot pro- 
per afliibince ^which, if it be true, at only 
the want of humanity among themfelves) f 
nd then they boaft of having received 
ten times the favours and prefents ,froia 
his pftdeceflbr* It is remarkable, that 
thofe are moft lavilh in tbfeir praifes, who 
have never either deferved or received any 
favours from him.

are fometimes permitted to con'thift at 
the Company** . fa£lory ; and all debts 
that art outiianding at the fuccelTionof 
a onr Governor are entirely loft, as they 
always declare, and bring plenty of wit- 
nt£es to prove, that they were paid long 
Wore, but that their names had been 
(ormstiea to be ftruck out of the book. 
" Notwithftandins all thofe bad qualitiei, 
cikry are the mildeft tribe of Indians that 
trade at any of the Company's iettlementf , 
and, as the greateft part of them are never

'< The men are in general very jealoua 
of tiieir wives ; and I make no doubt but 
the i^mt fplrlt reigns among the women i 
but they are kept (b much in awe of « 
their huibands, tnat the liberty of think- 
ing is the greateft privilege they enjoy. 
Theprefence of a Northern Indtanman 
ftrikes a peculiar awe into his wives,* as 
be always a/T^imes the fame authority 
over them that the mafter of a family in 
Europe ufually docs over his domeftic 
fcrvants." 

Mr. Heame is a philofophical obfervert 
without being warped by any theory, 
which» with the beft judges, will be 
Ihe beft recommendation. He is attentive 
to nature inanimate, animated, and hu- 
man, and an air of probity and caodour 
pervades his work.

This learned man perhaps owed Ifis 
great and extenfive application of miad 
to a particular accident a He was natu- 
rally of a very lively difpofuion. On 
fitting one day under a pear-^tree in tbc 
yard of the boarding- houfe at Harrow, 
where he Was at i'chool, fome of the 
fruit fejl off, and there nMs a general 
fcram1)Ie of the boy^ th^t weie near tht 
tree for it; — poor youtg Jones had his 
thigh broken in the prcfs, and was di- 
rectly conveyed to bed, where he lay 
for a long time, and contrafted a love of 
reading from the hooks that were 
brought to amufc him. 

Sir William gave an ample tefti- 
tnony in his belief of Chrifti^oity J m a 
blank leaf of one of his Arabic MSS« 
His defence of the Chronology of Mo- 
fcs, again ft the Wild fyften>« of the 
Eaftcrn Philofophcrs, is preferved in 
the Afiatic Traofaaion^. The laft afi 
of bii life was an a^ of homage to die 
Supreme Being, who, in kindnefs to 
mankinid, aflfordcd them a difpcnfation 
of his will, and brought life and immo/- 
tality to light. Sir ^yl!Uam died io a 
kneeling attitude in his cluCet, with his 
hands cTafped together, and his cyt» 
turned up towards Heaven. 

b'ir William Jones's opinion of tht 
Bible was written at the end of one be* 
longing to him, as follows : 

**^ I have regularly and attentively- 
read thefe Holy Scriptures, and am of 
opittiony that this volume, indepen* 
dently of its divine origin, contains 
oiore fublimtty and beauty, more p6re 
morality, more important hiftory, and 
finer llrains of poetry and eloquence, 
than can be collected from all other 
books, in whatever age or language 
they may have been compofed.'* 

In Sir William Jones, lnd4a has loft 
her greateft ornament, the Comiaenta« 
tor of her Poetry, the Inveft igator uf her 
Hiftory, and the filucidaior of her Ae* 
tiquitics, her Laws, her Manners, and 
her Opinions. His lofa may be cocli* 
dered as a public lofs > and the Eaft In- 
dia Company, to whom he was fo va- 
luable and fo honourable a fervant, feem 
bound in'^ratitude to ert€t a Statue to 
him in the Cathedral of St. PaUl in 
London, the appropriate Britidi Temple 
of Fame.

THE Allies of Franee not having 
hitherto exprelTed any deiire or difpofi-

Mr. Ellis returned licfe from London 
nThurfd^ laft, the 1 5th inftant^ at 
fire P. M. and delivered to me the 
tfpttcbes No. XX ^nd 12, with which 
be w» charged by your Lordlhip. 

Altboogh nothing can be clearer; 
more ably drawn up, or more fatif- 
fiAory, than the infirudions thev 
cottuio, yet as it was of the laft 
ioipurtance that I Jhould be completely 
mtfter of the fubjeft before I faw the 
French Mintfter, I delayed alking for a 
c-flrferencc till late on Frrday evening, 
vith a view that it (hould not take 
pitce nil Saturday morning. 

He ippointed the hour of eleven A. 
M. OB that day, and it was near one be- 
fore we parted* Afthotijh what is faid 
fcy M. Delacroix before he has com- 
nooicated with th'e Dircftory cannot 
be confidered as officially binding, and 
pnbAblymay,in the event, be very dif- 
ferent from what 1 Ibafi hear when he 
fpcakstome in their name, yet as it 
» imnoffible they fliould. not nearly 
wajeAure the nature of the* even u res 
1 Ihould make, and of courfe be pre- 
pved in fome. degree for them, it is 
R«eri*l that your Lordfliip ihouldbe 
Kcurately' acquaintrd with the firft 
impreffions they appear to make on M,^ 
Beiacroii. 

I prefaced what I bad to eommunicate 
with faying, that 1 now came authorifcd 
toenierwhh him into deliberation upon 
•neof the moft important fubie^^s that 
perhaps was ever broaght into dif- 
CttfEoo—that its magnitude forbade all 
^fff, excluded all* prevaricaripn, fuf- 
ptpdcd ail prejudices, and that as 1 had 
Ilia command to fpcak and ad with 
freedom snd truth, J expected that he, 
whji part, would confidcr thefe.as the 
wly means which could or ought to be 
*np!oyed if he wiihed to fee a Ncgocia^ 
(ton, 10 which the happinefsaf mil lions 
^u involved, terminate fuicccfifully, 
T^at, for greater precifion, and with 
tficwiobe clearly tinderftood in what 
* was about to propofe, I would give 
km 1 Confidenrial' Memorial, accompa- 
■Jedhy an Official N'Jte, both of which, 
*h«t he had perufed them, would 
fpeik for themkltes* The Memorial 
»at«Bed the conditions, on the a.c- 
«>npliijment of which His Majefty 
ewMcred the reftoration of Peace to 
«peDd. The Note was expreflTive of 
v*?f ?i**j'' readinefs to enter into any 
WjBOadoi re<iiihred bf the Dirc^ory 



on' the fubjeft, or to receive any Confre^ 
Projef, refting on the fame baits, which 
the Directory might be difpefed to give ^ 
in'. That, moreover^ I did not he« 
fitate declaringto him, in conformity to . 
the principleV which I had laid down, . 

' and rrom which I certainly never (hould « 
depart at any ^period of tHe Negocia- , 
tion, that I was prepared to anfwer any 
qucftions, explain and elucidate any 
pohits, on which it wa? pofflble to fore fee 
that doubts or mifconceptions C"»uld arife \ 
on the confideration of thefe Papers.' ' 

'And havingfaid thifs mucbtl had only 
to remark, that I believed, in no (imi- 
lar Negociation which had ever takeii 
place, any Minifteir was authorifed, in 
the firft inftancc, to go fo fully into 
the difcuffion as I now was— That 1 
was fure neither the truth of this rc- 

'mark, nor the mdnifeft conclulion to 
be drawn from it, w^jufd efcape M^ 
Delacroix's obfervation. 

I then put the two Papers into ^i$ 
hjtnds. lie be^in'by reading the Note, 
on which of ccurfe he.could only expref^ 

•fatisfa^ion. After per u/ing the Con- 
ficfential Meinprial wi^h all the attention 

• 'it deferved, be, after i Ihort piufe, faid, 
^that. it appcai'ed tp him' to be liable 
.to infurmountable obje^ions J that it 

• feemed to him to require much more 
than it conceded, find, in the eventf 

.nof to leave Prance iii a (ituation of 
'proportional greatncfs to the Powert 
of Europe, tit faid, the Aft •f their . 
Conllitution, according to the manner . 
in which // was inter pr el ed bj the be^ ♦ 
'PMicifls (and this phrafe is. worthy , 
remark), made it impoflible for the > 
Republic to do what we required. The 
Aaftrian Netherlands were annexed to \ 
It ; ihcy could not be difpofcd of withc^MC 
flinging the nation into all theconfuAoa 
which muft follow a convecaticn of the , 
'Primary Affemblies; and he faid, he 
Va** rather fjirpHfed that Great' Bri^ 
tain fliould bring this forward as the 

foterning condition of the Treaty, fince 
e thought he had* in fome of our late 
converfations, fully explained the nature 
of their Conftitution to me. I replied, 
that ^vtry thing I had heard from him 
on this point was perfectly in my re«. 
'collection, as it probably was in his^ 
that though I had liAened to him with, 
that attention' I always afforded to 
every thing he faid, yet I had never 
made him any fort of reply, and h^d 
neither admitted nor controverted hj^ 
opinion ; that although I believed^ ( 
toutd eafily -difprote tbii opinion from 
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the fpidt of tlie ^rtpA Coofiiriitim 
hfelf ) jet the dlteuffion of tliat Con^r 
Citation was perfediv foreign to tKe 
•bjeft of my iQiiSon ', biict» rveji aHow- 
iD^ his two poHtions, viz. that the re* 
trocelfion of the Auftriao NetberitDds 
w$i incompatible with their Laws, and 
thtt we ought to have known that be- 
forehand } yet that there extfted a Dnit 
fukltc in Europe, paramoont to any 
Droit pubtif they might think proper to 
cftabliih within their own dominioDS ; 
tnd that if their ConAitution was 
publickly known, the Treaties exifliog 
between his Majefty and the Empe- 
ror were at leaft equally puhlict and 
in thefe it was clearly and difUn£tIy 
enounced, that the Two Coii]tra£ling 
parties reciprocally promife not to lay 
down their arms witnoQt the reAitution 
of all the domiQioas, territoriesi &c« 
which may have belonged to either of 
them before the War. That the date 
of this ftipulation was previous to their 
annexing the Auftrian Netherlands to 
Fiance \ and the notoriety of this 
ought, at the Very moment when they 
fcai pafl'ed that Law, to have convinced 
thepQ, that* if adhered to^Tt muA prove 
an- inuirmountable obAacle to Feace« 
I applied his maxim to the We& India 
Ifl'ands, and to the fettlemcnts in the 
Eaift Indies^ and aiked biin, Whether 
it was ezpetted that we were ro wave 
our right of pofleflion, and be required 
ilill to confider them as inteeral pans 
of the French Republic whicn mt^f be 
re0ored, and on which no value was 
to be fet in the balance of compeufa- 
tion } I alfo ftated the poffiblc cafe 
of Fcapce having loft part of wbatihe 
deemed her integral dominions, inftead 
of having added to them in the courfe of 
the Wnr, atid whether then, under the 
apprehenfion of (till greater lofles, the 
Government, as i( wi^s now compofed, 
ihould confider itfelf a^ not veiled 
with powers fuffipient to faye their 
country from the iip pending danger, 
by malcing Peace on the conditions of 
facrificing a portion of their dominions 
to five the remainder ? M- Pelacroiz 
faid, this was dating a cafe of neceflity, 
and fuch a mode of reafoning did not 
atcaca to the prefent circu'mftanpes. 
% readilv admitted thf firft part of this 
propoiitinn, but contended, that if the 
power e sifted in a cafe of neceflity. 
It (*(|u;illy exifted in all others, and 
particularly in the cafe before us, lince 
ne himreu had repeatedly told nie that 
Puce waa what (hit Country and iu

M. Delacroix, in reply^ ihifbed iija 
ground, and by a firing of argumenta 
Founded on prcnu£et cnlcttlated for thit 
purpofe, attempted tofirove, chat frooa 
the relative fituatlon of the adjacent 
Countries, the prefent Goyemmenc of 
France would be reprehenlible in the 
extreme, and dcferve impeachment, s£ 
they ever fufered the Netherlands to be 
feparated from their dominions i that by 
the partition of Poland, Ruflla, Auftrin^ 
and Pruffia, liad iacreafed their pewer 
to a moft formidable degree \ that Eng* 
land, by ia conquefts^ and by tEe 
aftivity and judgment with which ic 
governed ita Colonies, had doubled ics 
ftrength.— Your Indian Empire aloBe» 
faid SL Delacroix with veheoience, hae 
enabled you to fubfidize all the Powers ' 
of Europe againA us, and your mo* 
oqpoly ot trade has put you in pofteflioa 
of^ a fund of inexbauftible wealth* 
His words were : '' yotre Empire dans 
tinde vous afourni Ut Mojtns dcfalturp 
toulei Its FuiJfaMCPs contn nouj^ #/ ^wus 
avez aicapace le Commerce de Mamterg 
que toutes let BJcbeffet duM^udifevtr^ 
fent dans 'uos Cqffires.'^^ 

From the neceflity that France ihould 
keep the Netherlands and the Left 
Bank of the Rhine for the purpofe of 
preferving iu relative lituauon ia 
AuropC; oe paffed to the advantage* 
which he contended would refuU to the 
other Powers by fuch an addition to 
the French dommions. Belgium (to ufe 
hj^ Hord) by belonging ro France* 
would remove what "SaA been the 
fottlrce of all Wars for two centuries 
paft, and the Rhine, being the natural 
boundary of France, would cnfure the 
tranquillity of Europe for two centuries 
to come. 1 did not feel itneeeftary na 
combat this prepofterous do^rine ^ I 
contented myfelf with reminding him 
of what he had fold to me in one of our 
laft conferences, when he made acoox* 
parifon of the weaknefs'of France 
under its Monarchs, and its Strength and 
vigour under its Republican Fona 
of Goverumeat. *< hous ttejommes plus. 
dami la Decrepitude deia Fraase Monar^ 
ebique^ tnaii dems touie Ia Force d'mnt 
Befublique ad^UfcentCt^ was his ex« 
prefTion ; and I inferred from this, 
according to hit .own. reafbning, that 
the force and power France had ac* 
quired by its change of Government waa 
much greater than it could derive from 
any ac^uiHUou of territory | and ihn| 
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kiblknredy if Fmci^ whea binder a 
jml form of Governtnent, was a T«ry 
jal aadcoD^au obje^k of auention, not 
iq fiiy of Jcabafyt tp the other Powers 
«f Earope^ Fran^ (akoiittjag bis axiooi ) 
was a much more reafonable objeft of 
jcaloufy and aucation under its prefent 
CtmAitimDn thaa it ever had jcc been» 
sod that, no addition to. io domiaioDs 
coald'be fees by ita aewhbours but 
aadcr iroprefldoos of alarm ^r their own 
furore fatety and for the nnerai tran- 
quillity of £urope. M. Delacroia*s 
aafwcr to this was fo remarkable, that 
I mut bc^ leave to iafert it in what I 
believe to be nearly his own words.— 
^l>aMs U Ttnu Rivolutunuure i(Mt ceque 
M/ itiStSf my Lord, ettM vrai — not 
M^egahit nctri ^mffuace^ mais ce ictus 
m*exife pirns, Horns ue p9U*o$ns pha 
U^ir la lUUi'ou en Maffe pour 'voler au 
Secourt dt la Vaitie en danger. Nous ne 
fnvaus plus engsger nos Concitoysns 
d'wnrir Uurs Bourjespour Us *uerf€T dans 
it Trejbr ^mii99iuh stdsfe pn*un meme 
dn neccffaire four U Bien de la Cbofs 
Tiblifus.^* And he ended by (aying, 
tiiat the French Republic* wbeo at 
Peace, neceflartly muil become the mpft 
quiet and paci6c Power in Europe. I 
eoly obferved, chat in this cafe the paflage 
' of the HepQblic from youth to decrepi- 
tude had been very iud^en } but that 
till I never could admit that it could 
be a roetrer of indifference to its neig)^- 
bonn, much lefs one neceffary fecurity 
to'kfelf, to acautre fuch a very exten- 
five addition to its Frontiers as that he . 
Md hinted at. 

Tbi| led Monf. DelacEoix to talk 
af offering an eauivalent to the Empe- 
ror for the Auiirian I<9etherlands, and 
it was to be found, according to his 
plan, in the (ecularixation of the Three 
fecdefiaftical Elcdorates, and feveral 
Bi&opricks in Germany and in luly* 

He talkc4 opon this fubje£t as one 
very familiar to him, and on which his 
thmights had been frequently employed. 

** ' ' f making new Ele6^ors, 
_ robably with a view to 
_^j fcheroe more oalatable, the 
|taddK>Ider and the Dukes of Brunf- 
wick and Wurtemberg as perfons 
prorcr to replace the three EcciefiaAir 
Cai EleAors who were to be re-formed. 

It would be making an ill ufe of 
yo«r I«ordihip*s tinie to endeavour to 
repeat to yo'v all he faid op this fob- 
JCQ ; it went in fubflance (as he himfelf 
coafeifed} to the total fubverlion of the 
frcfciu ^opflit^tioii of tbf Q^rqu^nifi 
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Body j and as umilitased-direfMy againft 
the principU which both his Majeily 
and the Etnperor laid down fo drftin^ly 
as the balls of the peace to be |nad«< 
for the Empire, t conunied myfslf with, 
reminding him of this circumAance^ 
particularly as it is impoHible to difcufs 
this point with any pr«»priety till hi* 
Imperial Msjefty becomes a pnrty to 
the .negociation. I took this oppor* 
tunity of hinting, that if on all the 
other points France agreed to th« 
propofals now made, it would not be 
impoifible that fome increafe* of terri* 
tory might be ceded to her on the 
, Germanic Ade' of her frontiers^ and 
that this. In, addition to the Duchy of 
Savoy, Nice, and Avignon^ would be a 
very great acouiiuioo of lirength and 
powtr. Montieur Delacroix here agajn 
reverted to the Conftitution,and raid,that 
thefe countries were already coaftitution^ 
ally annextd to France. I replied^ that 
it was impoiiible, in the oegociatio|i 
which we were beginning, for the other 
Powers to take it up from any period ; 
but that which immediate Iv preceded 
the war, and that any acquiutioo or dt« 
minution of territory which had taken 
place amoug the Beliigcrint Powers 
iicce it firft broke our, muft neccITaril/ 
become fubjcdt- matter for negociation^ 
and be balanced againft each other in 
the final arrangentent of a general peace. 
«« You then perfifi," faid M. Dtla- 
croix» "in awying this principle to 
Belgium?" Mmfwered, " Moftcer<« 
uinlv ; and I ihould not deal fairly with 
you if 1 hefi rated to declare, in the out- 
fet of our Negociation, that on this point 
you mud entertain no cxpeftatiun that 
nis Mujefty will relax or ever content 
to fee the Nethcrlandii remain a part 
of France. •• 

M. Delacroix replied, he faw no prof* 
Gt in this cafe or our ideas ever meet- 
ing, and he defpaired of the fuccefs of 
our Negociation. He returned again, 
however, to his idea of a poifible 
equivalent to be found for the En.per 
ror ; but as all he prtpofei u:ts the 
alienation or difmembcrmcrt cf ccun- 
tries not belonging to France, even by 
conqueft, I did not confidcr it Hsdiierv. 
ing .Attention, and it is certiMnly net 
worth repeating to your Lo!c!lhip. 

I need not obferre that all the equi- 
valents propofcd, however iradiquace 
to the e^cnange, were offered --.s a 
return for our confent hat the ^etln r- 
lands Should remain p^rt of F' ^ce ; 
q( (;ourrc the admitting thcmv^xc^rv 
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ikpt «r9ulcl hftve been in direft con* 
tt»otdk)ti to my inftruffciont. 

vM. Delacroix touched Very- (lightly " 
cm Italy,, find the cotirfe of our con* 
\«rratioii did not bring this part of the 
fiibjeA more into dTfcuifion. 

' I muft add, that whenever I men- 
tkined the reAorativn of the Netherlands 
M the Eraperor, I always took cafe ' 
it ihoutd be uoderflood that thefe were 
16 be accompanttd by fuch further • 
ceffibns as fiioald form a rompettmt ' 
. lift« of defence, and that France could ' 
»oc be permitted to keep polfelfion of 
all the intermediate country to the 
Khine ^ and I particularly dwelt on 
tkti pointy when I he4d out the poifi- 
bHity of admitting an extenfion of the ' 
limits of France on the (ide of Germa- ' 
ny* But as the French Miniftei* Ao 
lets (Irenuouily oppofed the reftitution 
of the Netherlands to the Emperor 
than I tenacioufly infiftcd upon ir, 
the further c;ctenfion of my claim could 
Boi of coarCe become a fubje^ of argu* 
Bjenr. 

1 believe I have now, with se tolerable 
decree of accuracy, informed your 
X.ojrd(hip of all that the French Minifier 
Jaid on my opening myfcif to him on 
that part of my in ft ructions which more 
iinmediarely relates to Peace between 
Great Britain, his Imperial Majefty, 
and France. It remains with me to 
inform your Lord (hip what paOed be* 
tween us on the fufa^dt A our rcfpec* 
tJTe Allies. ^ 

On the articles referring a right to 
the Court of St. Pctcrfburgh, and to 
tl>ftt of Lilbon, to accede to the Treaty 
€>f Pracc on the ftri61 Sfa/us ante Bet* 
i'tm, the French Minillermade no oihcr 
remark than by* mentioning the Allies 
of the Kcpublic, and by enquiring 
-wi^ether I was prepared to fay any 
thing relative to »hcir intcrcfts, which 
ctrrainly the Republic could never 
abandon. This afforded me the oppor- 
t«t)ny of giving in the Confident^ial 
Memorial B. nlaiiTe to Spain and HoU 
)ahd> and f prefaced it by repeating to 
kiTn the fubftanre of the Brn part of 
your Lord thip's No. is. 

Although I had touched upon the 
fubjeft of tbe Spanifli , p%rt of Sr. 
Domingo, when I had been fpeaking 
to M. D<flacroix on the Peace with 
JFrancc, yet, as it did not become a 
matter or difcufTion between us till I 
came to mention the Peace with Spain, 
I thought it better to pi sec all that 
pflTed on the fubje£l in tnis part of mjr 



difpatch ; it wis the onfy potnroM VMcli ' 
he enttred» but I by no intant infer' 
from his nor bringing forward fome 
claims for Spain, that we are not to hear 
of any in the courfe of the Neg(>tia. 
tionj on the contrary, I have little 
doubt that many, and moft of them 
inadmiffibie, will be made before it 
can end. He, however, was filent on 
them at this moment, and confined all ' 
he had to fay to combating the idea ihar 
Spain was bound oy the Tre^tv of ' 
Utrecht not to alienate her poffcffions ' 
in America. 1 had the Article copied 
in my pocket, and I read i^ ro him, 
H-c confeiTcd it was clear and" cxplicit| 
but that circumftances had fo materially \ 
altered fin ce the year 1713, that chr ' 
gagements made then ought not to be 
confidercd as in forcp now. • 1 faid that *" 
the fpirit of the Aniclc itCcff vrcnt to ' 
provide for diftant contingencies, not ' 
for what was expe6kH to happen at " 
01* near the time when* the Treatv ' 
was (hade, and that it was becaufe ' 
the alteration of circumftances he al- / 
ludcd to was forefecn as pf>flibic, that * 
the danfe was infcrted ; and that if 
Spain paid any regard to the faith of 
Treaties, (he muft cdnfider herfelf as ^ 
no lefs ftri€Hy bound by this claufe \ 
now, than at the moment when it was 
drawn up. I went on by faying, that . 
it did hot, however, appear quite im- 
poffible that this point might be fettled 
without much difficulty ; and that meao^ ! 
might be devifcd that his Catholic 
Majefty ftould not break his faith, 
and both England and France be equahy 
fatlsficd. I then hej J out to him,* but 
in general terms, that cither Spain ! 
might r^-gain her part, of St. Do* 
mingo, by making lomc confiderabk ! 
ccflion to Great Britain and France, aft 
the price of Peace, or that, in return 
for leaving the whole of Sf. Domingo to 
Frarxe, we ihould retain cither Marti*. . 
nico CT St. Lucia and Tobago. M. , 
Delacroix liftcned with a degree of 
attention to thefe propoiVls, but he v^as 
fearful of committing himfelf by any ,* 
expr-efftun of approbation « and be dk« 
miffed the fubjefl of the -Court of 
Madrid, by obfcrving, that France 
never would forfakc th^c interells of its 
Allies. 

Our convcrfatioB on thofe of i.s other < 
Ally, Holland, was much longer, at 
the wording of the Memorial inevita* 
bly led at once deep into the fubjc£t« 

*M. Delacroix affected to treat any , 
deviatioji tx^^^%,:^m^^^t^^ ' 
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•otdojed .between France aod that 
CottDCrjr, or any reft oration of Terr't- 
twiet acquired under t^at Treaty to 
t^raoce, as quite impradicable. He 
tfetted as equaUy inipra^icable any at* 
teDjK at reftoriog the ancient Form of 
fioreronientio the Seven United Pro- 
TiBCcs. He ti^lked with an air of tri- 
umph of the eftabliihroent of a National 
CooTcation at the Hague, and with an 
afTedation of feeling, that by it the 
caufc of Freedom bad extended itfelf 
over fuch a large number of People. 
He. however, was ready to confefs, that 
iimaithe great ioflcs the Dutch Re« 
public bad fuftained in its Colonies, 
-and particularly from the weak man- 
ner in which ibey had defended them, 
u could pot be expcAed that hi& Majtfty 
would CQofent to a full and complete 
icHiiutioD of lb em, and that it was 
rcafonable that fome ihould be facri- 
jced; and he aikcd me if I could in- 
form him how far our views extended 
OB this point ?-*rIiaid, I had reafon to 
believe- that what hi» Majefty would 
require- would be.polTeirions and fettle- 
nents which wouid not add either to

Delacroix launched forth on this into a 

J&oft hiboured dtiTcrtation on the valne 

of the Cape of Good Hope, which he 

did ngt confider at alj as a />oit fi€ 

ulacbe^ but as a poITefliim which, in 

oar hands, would become one of the 

mofi fertile and moft productive Coio- 

aiesin the £aft j and, according to his 

eftimation of it, he did not icraple to 

aflien, that it would uhimatcly be an 

acquifition of infinitely greater impcrt- 

ance to England than that of the Ne* 

thcrlands to France ; and, if acouiefced^ 

iot ibould be reckoned as a full ^nd 

amntc compenfatioo for them. He 

.added, •« If yon are roaGers of the Cape 

and Triac«maie, we (hall hold al^ our 

fettlements in India, and the Ifland^ of 

France and Bourbon, entirely at the 

Unureof your will and pleafure j they 

will be oura onl^ as long as you chocfe 

«e fliould retain them. You will Ue 

ible mafierc in India^ and we (hall be 

entirely dependent upon yoo." I re- 

ptsted to him, that it was as means of 

^{eace, not i|^ offence, that thefe 



poiTeflions would be infiiM on; and 

that, if the matter was fairly and 
difpaiilonately difcuiTed, he woulcl 
find that they afforded us a great addi- 
tional fecurity, but no additional powef 
of attack, even if we were difpofed to 
diilurb the peace of that part of the 
world. If thefe, and perhaps fome fevv 
other not very material fettlemenit b&. 
longing to the Dutch, were to be in<* 
filled upon, and if he woujd be pleafed 
to enumerate all we ihould ftill have to 
reftore to them, while t^ey had nothing 
to re (lore to England, it was inipou 
Able not to confider the terms on whicli 
his Majefty propofed Peace to Holland 
as generous and liberal. 
* M. Delacroix was not at all diTpoTed f 
agree with me on this point \ and f^id, 
Holland, ftript of thefe pofleflkons, woulif 
be ruined. He then held out, but as if tl)e 
idea had juft croITed his mind, the po(G. 
bility of indemnifying the Dutch for their 
lofTes in Incha, by giving them a tauGt oi 
territory towards the Meufe CI could nqi 
find out whether he meant Aix-la-Cha- 
l^clle, Liege, or the countries of Julier» 
and Berg), and hinted, that if this waa nuc 
to be done, an additional fugai* iiland 
might, perhaps, be ceded to the Dutch 
Republic. I told him all this naight be- 
cornea fubjefl of future dircuiHou} and 
I conceived, that if we could agree upon 
the more eflciitial points, the Treaty wou{^ 
^not break off on thefe fecondary confidtra- 
tions. Our cohverfation had now been 
extremely long, and M. Delacroix ended 
by faying, that, although he had taken 
upon htoilclf to enter wiih me thus far upon 
the fubjea, yet I muft not confider any 
thing be faid as binding, or as pledging 
the Republic, till fuch time.as he had laid 
the papers 1 had given him before the Dt- 
recloryj and, in order to do this with 
more accuracy, he again aiked me, Whe- 
ther in his Report he was to ftate the difn 
uniting Belgium from France as a ^^ 
qua non from which his Majctty would n«c 
depart ? I replied. It mod certainly was a 
^ne aua non from which his M^tjefiy 
.would not depait ; and that any propofal 
which would leavetheNetherl;|nds annexed 
to France would be attended wUh mu^ 
.greater benefit to that Power« and loft to 
the Allies, than theprefent i dative 6tuatioa 
of the belligerent Powera could entitle 
the French Government to expe^. 

M. Delaa'oix repeated his concern at 
the peremptory way in which I made this 
affertion, and afked, Whether it wouid 
adroit of no modificatfon ?— I iTplied, If 
France coul4t io % Cfiiur^^Prq/e/, point 
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«Gt 3 praftfcable and adeqaato one, 'ftill 
keeping in viewr, that tire Ne.hetUikls mtiil 
not be French, or likely again to fall into 
the hands of France, fuch a jMropofal might 
certainly be taken into connderation. 

M. Delacrofx by no means encouraged 
me tb explain myftlf more fully $ he it;, 
peatedly faid, that this difficulty relative 
to the Netherlands was one which coold' 
not be overcome. 

Juft as I was taking leave of him, he 
beggtd me to explain w{iat was meant by 
ah« wonls in tli^niemoire (A) in the 4.th 
paragraph, bcginniiig de lentrn re mu* 
tuel'enuai/ar Ui Moyens tCafurer^ and 
ending at Uun pofftjjions rejpefffues. 1 
fold him it referred to the deftrudive 
fvA-em adopted by France in the Weft 
Indies, arvd went to exprefs a wilh, that 
the two Powers fhould agree on fome 
general and uniform fyftem of internal 
police in the fetrlements therej which 
would contiihute to the fccnrity ofthcfc 
^oflefllons to the rcfpe^ive countries, and 
4it the fame time to the happinefs of every 
description of inhabitants in ttiem. 

M. Delacroix, a little hurt at my ex- 

Jreffion relative to the fyftcm adopted by 
Vaitce, endeavoured ro recriminate on us ; 
^it he ended by frying, that they (hould 
certainly be wiihng to concur in any ar. 
rangc-ment relative to the Negroes, which 
did not militate againd* the principles of 
'their Conftitution. , Jfiere our conference 
tnded, and as, during the whole couric of 
IT, I bore in my mind the pofTibility, 
that althM7^h this our firft might be the 
only fiivourabte opportunity I fhoulJ ever 
have of rpeaking on the general principles 
on which his Maledy w^is difporrdtotiYat, 
I endeavoured, by adverting more or iefs 
to almoli every pomt in my indni£lions, 
to enable M. Dclncroir (if he reports 
faifhfiiHy) to ftyie to the Dire^oiy what 
J faid in fttch a manner as to put it ottt of 
their power lo inifcoLceive what were his 
'Majelly»s intentions, to remove all pofH- 
bility of cavil on this cafe, and to bring 
them to a clear and diftindt aniwer, whe- 
ther they would agiee to o^ien a Ncgocia- 
tion on the princ>plt* of the Status ante 
BtUufftyor on one ojfknng from it only t« 
form, not in fuhftancc. I hojic in atteirpt- 
tngto do this I did. not, in th^ ftrft in- 
Aance, commit m)re)f, or difcover more 
of my inftri?6lit»rs th^n- it became me to 
do, ami that in the converfation wirii M, 
Delacroix nothing efcaped mip which might, 
•t fome fubft qiient jwiod, mu^ iha pro. 
grefsof thf Ne^ociati^. 1 have, I He- 
llene, given this conftrence ncady teibattro 
to youi ^or^ftrip}' add Pvpesparticutaify 



anxiout to do this cofitftfy tndmtnatrfyt 
as well that Tou may jtidgeon theproprirtf 
of vh?t I iaid myfeif, as that what M. 
Delacroix (aid to me may be accurate!/ 
known, and remain on record. 

It muft, however, be remembered (at 
I obferved in the be^nning of this dtf- 
Datch) that he fpoke fvom himfeif, ai 
Minider indeed, but not under the 
(mmediUte inftru^^ibns of the DtrcAory, 
and this coniidefaeioa will t^ke a litcW 
away from the fingularity of famt of 
the pofitions he advanced. 

I eonfcfs, my Lord, from the clrilttf 
of his maimers, and from his apparent 
readtnefs to difcufs the fubjeA, the im* 
prelfion which remained on iny atod on 
IcaviBg htm was, that the Negocittioa 
would |;oon, but be liable to fo maof 
difficuttiesi and fome of them fo nearif 
infurmountable, that, knowing as I d^ 
the opinion of the Directory, 1 faw 
little profped of its termtmKiii|^ fuc* 
cefsfuNy. Bat I 4id not ^xpttt the 
con^dud of the D^redlory wouU inrnir* 
diateljr be /uch as to evince a maw 
nifeft inclination, and even determinaw 
tion, to break off on the fir ft prnpofUt i 
and I was not a little ftirprtfed at rr- 
ceiving, on Snnday, at three F. M» 
the inciofed letter (A) from M. Del». 
croix :^he fent if by the Principal Se* 
cretary of his department (M. Guiratiw 
der) who communicated to me the ori^ 
ginai of the anr^t6 of the Diredory, of 
which this letter, abatine the aUeratiok 
in the folrm, if a titerafcopr. After 
peruiinj^ it, I a(ked M. Guiraud^ 
whether he was informed of its cot^. 
tents, andtbit led to a flmrtconverfatYoli 
on . tbetn.

DECLARATION 

EIS BRirAWlC MAJESTY. 

THE Negotiation, which an anxious 
defire for the reftoration of Peace had 
i^iduced his Majelly to open at Paris, 
halving been abruptly terminated by ilic 
French Government, the King thinks 
ir due to himfeif and to his people to 
Herein this public manner, the circuin- 
ftjirccs which have preceded and at- 
tended ft tranfa^ipi^ of fo csuch impor* 



tance to the general intereflb of Bit* 
rope. 

It is well kD0wn» that early in the 
prefent year his Majefty, laying afidc 
the confidcration of many circnrnftances 
of difficulty and difcouragenient, de- 
termined to tiCkefuch fteps as were 
heft calculated to open the way fbr 
Negociation, if any correfponding de* 
fire prevailed on the part ofhts enemies. 
He direded an overture to be made in 
his name by his Minifter in Swiflerland, 
for the purpofc of afceruiniog the dif* 
pofitionsof the FrcnchGovernroent with 
rcrpe6t to Peace* The Anfwcr which 
he received in return was at onc« 
haughty and evaiivet It affected to 

2ueftion the finccrity of thofe difpo- 
tioits of which his Majefty *s ^onduft 
afforded fo unequivocal a proof; it rntf. 
ed groundlefs obje£Hoiis to the mode of 
Negociation propofed by his Majeftjr 
(that of a General Congrefs« by which 
Peace has fo often been reftored tt> 
Europe)} but it ftiidioufly p^ed over 
in fi fence his Majefty's deme tu leara 
what other mode would be preferred by 
France. It at the fant; time after ted ^ 
principle, which was ftated as an iadif- 
penfable Preliminary to all Negocia* 
ttnn; a principle under which the ternss 
of Peace muft hare been regulated, noc' 
by the ufu^l con fide rations of jufticey 
pelicyy and reciprocal convenience} btiC. 
Dv an implicit fubmiftion, on the part oF- 
aii other pAwers, to a claim founded <•« 
the internal Laws and feparate Confti* 
tuti'on of France, as having full autho» 
rity to fuperfede the Treaties entered 
into by Independent States, to govern 
their Intere^^, to controul thtir Rn- 
gagenients, and to dilpot'e of cheir I>o~ 
minions. 

A prerenfion in itfelffo extra ragant 
could in no inRance have been admitted, 
nor even iidencd to for a mumenr. 
Its application to the prefent caCe led to 
nothmg lef^ thaU chat France IKould, as 
ft Preliminary to all Difculfion, retain' 
nearly all her Conquefti, and thofe par- 
ticularly in* which his Majefty was molt 
concerned, both from the ties of intertft, 
and the facred obli^atiotis of Treaties t 
that Ihe ihould, in hke maiiner, recover 
back all that had been conquered fr^tm 
her in every part of the World; and 
that (be fliouldbe left at liberty to brmi^ 
forward fucb further demands, on ail 
other points of Negociation, as luch un- 
qualified fubmitfion on the part of thofe 
with wt^om the treated could not faiJtO' 
produce^ 
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*0n furh grotmds at ttiefey'ic was fuf- 
ficiently evident that no Negociation 
could be cfkabHihtd : neither did the 
aafwer of hit Afajcftj's Enemiet afford 
aBT opeoing for continuiug the difcuf- 
fioir, fiace the in*)de of Negociatioa 
•icred b? hia Majefty had been peremp- 
tority rejcdfed^by them, and, no other 
hid been Hated in . which they • were 
ivilUag to concur. 

Ui» Majefty was* however, not dif- 
eouni|ed even by thia rcfult from ft ill 
purfumg fuch meafiires at appeared to 
htm moft conducive to the end of 
Peace ; and the wrlhet of hit Ally, the 
^mpcroTy. correfponding wkh thofe 
wbich hn Majeft v liad manifefted, fen. 
tiflienu of a nmilar tendency were cx-> 
prefcd on the part of hb Imperial Ma* 
jedy at the time of opening the Cam* 
paigtt : but the continuance of the £ame 
lpiriian4 piincipleson the Dart of the 
Snemv rtrudered this frelh* overture 
•qually uafuccef»fu!. 

While the Gu^ernroeot of Friance 
that peril ft cdinobftru&mg every mea- 
fare that could even open the way to 
Negotiation, no eodeavour was omitted 
to miiltad the public opinion through* , 
otti all Europe with refpedt to the real 
caufe of the prolongation of the war, 
aod to caft a doubt on chofe difpofitioDS 
^nicb could alone Jtia«e dif^ated the fteps 
taken by his M<»jeliy and hu auguft 
ally. 

in order to' deprive his enemies of 
all poflibiiicy of fubtei;fui;e ot evsinonj 
and in the hope that t juft fenfe of the 
coAtian^d calamities of War« and of 
the iacreaiing diflrelTes of Fraoce her- 
fcif, might at length have led to more 
jttft and, pacific difpoiitions, his Majefty 
rcBcwed in another form^ ahd through 
the iotervention of a friendly Vowcr,- 
a propoifil for opening Negptiati&is for 
Peace. The manner in wnich thi^ in- 
'tervcnticn vrzs receiyed, indicated th* 
iDoft hoftilc difpoiition towards Great 
Briutn, aod at the f^me time affVirded 
to all Europe a funking ioftance of that 
JDJuriotts and offinlive conduct which 
i> obfervedj oa the part of the French 
Goverament, towards all other ^oun- 
tries. The reflated overtures made in 
hi Majcfty's name were nevcrtheicfs of 
fuch a nature, that it was at laft found 
iatpoffible to perfift in the abloiuct re- 
jcdioD of them* without tfie dire£k %pd 
aadifguifed avowal of a detcrminatioa 
to refufc to Europe all hope of the re- 
iioratjoo of tranquillity. A channel 
Vis therefore at length inUicatf^ 



through which the Govemment of. 
France profclTed itftlf willing to carry' 
on a Negotiation, and a readineA wai 
cjLpreflca (though in terms far remote 
from any fpirit of conciliation) to re- 
ceive a MiniAer authorized by his Ma-, 
jeftj to proceed to Pacis for that pur*. 
,po(c. 

Many circumftances might have been 
urged as affording powerful motives 
s^aiqil adopting this fuggeftion, until 
the Government of France had given 
Tome indication of a fpirit better caU 
cula^ted to promote the fucccis of fuch 
aMiiilon, and to meet thefe advancea 
on the part of Great Britain. The. 
King's defire for the reftoration of ge* 
i^erai Peace on jull and honourable 
terms, his concern for the interefts of 
hit fubje&s', and his. determination to 
leave to his enemies no pretext for im*^ 
puting to him the confcauences of their^ 
own ambition, induced hiq^ to overlook. 
every fuch coniideration, and to take a 
fiep which thele rcafoos alone could juf- 
ti/y. 

The repeated endeavours of the 
French Government to defeat this Mif- 
fion in its outfet, and to break off the 
intercourfe thus opened, even before 
the firft fteps towards Negotiation could 
be taken, the indecent and injuriouk 
language employed with a \ lew to ir- 
ritate, the captiouv and frivolous objec- 
tions raifed fur the pHrpofe of obftru6i« 
ing the progrefs of the difcufTion $ all 
thefe have fufficicntly appeared from the 
Official Papers which pafTed on both 
(ides, and which are known to all Eu- 
rope. 

Rut,abovealI, the abrupt termination 
of the Negociatioi) has afforded the moft 
conclufive proof, rhat ^t no period of it 
was any real wi(h fur Peace enceriaincd 
on the part of the French Government. 

After repeated evafion and delay, that > 
Government had at Itngth confented to 
eftabliO), as the Bafis of the Kegociation, 
a principle propufe^ by his Majefty, li« 
beral in its own naturci ec^uiiablc to- 
wards his Enemies, and calculated to 
provide for the inrerefls of his Allies, 
and of Europe, Jt.h<id been agreed, that 
Compeirfation Ibould be made to France

It arifes eiclufively from ^he dcretw

clearly manifefted in ^he demand of an 
yitimatum, made in the very oi^tfet of 
tlie Negotiation ; but which i^ proved 
beyond all poflibitiiy of doubt, by the 
obftinate adherence to a claim which 
never can be admitted*-^a claim that the 
conftrudlioh wHich that GovernmcBt^ 
affe£if to put (tbough even- in that re*

EAST-IKD^A AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Dundas, expreffing a hope that w« 
fliould never part with the Cape of Good 
Hope, but hold it for ever, obfervcd, 
that in confequence of the nayigiitinig 
laws it was requifite a bill ihouid paf* 
to enable his Majcfty to mske certain re- 
gulations refpe&ing that colony,, for it 
was the wifli of the Government of this 
cotmtry, that it fhould not be held in 
the monopoUiing manner of the Dutch, 
who compelled other countries in their 
traffic with it SQ numerous impofts and 
inconveniences-— but be open to the trader 
of All nations, and in iu impofts equal- ^ 
ly impartial to all. fle moVed a BiU ac« 
cordingly. ' 

The Houfe being then formed into a 
Committee, rhe Right Hon. Gentle- 
man again rofe to Aate the annual ac« 
countsof the revenues arid expenditnref 
of the Eail India Company. He read 
from papers, the accounts of the re* 
ceipts and charges (caft up in rupees 
and pagodas) at the different fettle* 
ments ; and then combined them with 
the property of the Company at homo 
and afloat, in one view— the refult of 
which was, that there was a large fur* 
plus of revenue, and the Companv'a 
affairs thi» year were better as to debtt 
and aflets 1,240,490!. 

Much of the profperity of our territo« 
ries in India, and panicularly in BeneaU 
he Attributed to the wife and benevolent 
fyflem which had been eftablilhed in 
that province by a Noble Lord (Mtr« 
qtiisCornwallis),and the good effe6ts of 
which wer^ daily ohfcrved in the grow- 
ing bappinefs and theincrealing wealth 
of that country.

Mr. Pitt began by ftatiegi that various 
end important confide rations woul<)arire 
from the dirculfien of this fubje^^ and 
e variety of opinions would> no doubti 
prevail } but all muft concur in fcnti- 
tncnta of regret at the abruf^t faflure of 
the negoci^tioniand^the neceffity of per-^ 
fevering in a conteft undertaken, .how- 
ever, in confequence of complicated ag- 
greffioDS on the p^rt of the enemy, for 
the independence of Great Britain, and 
the general fecurity of Europe. Thefe 
feelings of regret and difappointment 
^ere, however, he truftcd, unaccom* 
panied by defpondency. 

If it Ihould appear that Miniftei^ were 
fincere and delirous for peBce> on prin* 
Qiplef) which ought to render it adequate 
end pcrmanerit, the attempt^ though 
.unfucccfsful, would not be lofi. ft 
Would convince Europe»that the enemy 
was the r>le caufeof the prolongation of 
the war i it would tend to unite England 
end to divide France. ' 

After the propufals had been made, 
enji terms founded on equitable grounds 
bad been ofifcred ; after refufing to fuf. 
fer thofe terms to be difcuifed ) after 
the infulting order for his Majtfty'-s 
Minifter to quit Paris ( and after (Ue 
would not call it thc/tm^ianc^, but the 
mockery of negociation on the part of ihc/ 
£nemy) this country had no option or 
•iternativc as to the ultimate line of 
eondu£t it ought to adopt. 

Mr. Pitt then entered into.va general 
rp'iewofall the circumliaoccs attend* . 
i^g the overtures that had been made in , 
order to a pacification ; beginning with 
>lr. Wickham's correfpondence with 
Idonf. Barthelemi, at B^flc* and going 
through the whole of the State Papers. 
This he did in a moft able, candid, and 
manly manner ; and from them he 
ihcwed that the conduct of the French 
Direftorv was incondlUnt not only with 
their own profelRons, but with the very 
CoAliituuoa on wluch they pretended 



to rely : that at 4ll events their demai^ 
oiBn' Ultimatum was as improper, as It 
was unprecedented, and calculated for 
BO purpofe but to put an end to the 
Negociation. As to the great pointi 
tbe^«^ qua nim of the reftitution of the 
Netherlands, he lematked that lefs we 
could not aflt fer, at the commencemeot 
of a negociation, for ofir Allies, witb-^ 
out the eonfent of tHe Emperor, and no 
fuch eonfent bad been obtained. In 
the fubfequent llages, however, g^^fi 
ibisflipuiaiion might have UkdergOne cer* 
tain mcfdiJicatiMS by concef&ons elfe. 
where. We likewife inHlled upon the 
evaeuition of Italy by the French 
troops ; b\it Savoy » Nice, and Avignon 
did not come vvlthin the fcopc of this 
defcription. 

Upon tbe whole> he contended, that 
the offer to Prance was fair, juft, and 
libera^ an offer, which (hewed put 
anxiety for a fpeedy reftoration of peace* 
and merited a fair and candid difcuilion 
from the enemy. 
. He commented at great lengtfi on the 
Confidential Memorial delivered on the 
peace with Spain and Holland^ and aifo 
on Lord Malmefbury's converfation 
with the French Minifter> for Foreign 
Affairs on this fubjed. 

HolJandi confidered with a reference 
to its former connection with this coun^ 
try, and its transfer to the fcalc of 
France,' muft render the reftoration of 
any of the Cok>nies conquered by Great 
Briuin from her gratuitous. What 
France had extorted from Holland ^the 
Dutch Netherlands), if rellored^might 
be the means of fecuring the Netlwr* 
lands, and might form a ufeful barrier 
to Holland itfelfs but Holland being 
connected with France, France had oe 
right to demand any ef thofe conqucfta 
in behalf of Holland.

On the morning of the 1 3th inft . at day* 
lig^t, we dilcovem a frigate to windward 
ftsndiiig towards us | about eight I could 
percoTe her aiaking every preparation for 
Mtilcy and was then apparenily in chace of 
us* bur fituation altogether was fuch as 
to prerent my being ovec deiirous of en* 
gaging her. Out of our fmall comple* 
inent of men, we had left thirty at the bof- 
ptal, and we had more than' that num* 
her ftill on board in our ill and conva* 
Ificrnt Itftst all of whom were danger- 
My iick or extremely weak. We yrcre 
^celv out of light ot the fpot where we 
l^wtbe Spanifli fleet to hare been cruia* 
i|g only two days before { and, in faft» 
^ had ftood on to look for them» with a 
view of afprrtainina; their movements. A 
finll Spanifli Teflely which we conjf^u* 
nd to be a fort of tender* was pafling ut * 
Aeenog towards Carthagena, fo that I 
coqU hardly flatter myielfwith being a* 
hk to bring the frigate off in the event of a 
viftory, or of even efcaping myfrlf, if 
<K^ledv On the other hand, it evident, 
ly ajipraredy that nothing but a flight and 
faperior failing could enable me tp aToid 
an sdion ; and to do that from a* fri* 
Stte ajiparentty not much fupci:ior to us, 
oraept m point of bulk, would have been 
committing the chara^ of one of his 
Majrlly*s ibips more than 1 could bring 
ttfi^ to relbive on. I therefore continued 
nndinpon without any alteration of courl'e. 
Having, with mfinite fatisfa^lion and 
contort to myfelf, commanded the Terpfi- 
cKort*! crew for two years and a half, 
throngh a pretty confiderable variety of 
WTJctSy i wtU knew the veteran ftuff 



which I had flill left in health to depend 
upon, for upholding the character of firi* 
tilh feamen \ and I felt my mind at eaft 
as to the termination of any aAion with 
the' frigate in fight only. 

At half paft nine (he came within hail, 
and hauled her wind oivour weather beam | 
and as I conceived (he only waited^to place 
h^rfelf to advantage, and to point herguna 
with exa^lnefs, and being my ielf unwilling 
to lofe the pofition we were then in, I or* 
dered one gun to be fired, as a trier of 
her intention. It was Ui initantaneouflv 
returned, and followed u^ by her whole 
broadfide, that I am conbdent that they 
mufl have done it at the fight of ow* flafli. 
The a^ion c^courle went on, and we (boa 
difcoversd that her people would not, or 
^uld not, refift our fire. At the end of 
about an hour and forty minutes, during 
which time w( twice wore, and employe] 
about twenty 6f the laft minutes in chace^ 
(he furrendered. At this period (he ap« 
pearcd moft entirely dilabJed, and we had 
drawn up clofe alongfide, with every gui% 
well charged and well nointed. It was^ 
neverthclefa, with confulerable difliculty 
that I prevailed on the Spani(h Command* 
er to declioo the receiving of fuch a broad* 
fide by fulMnitting } and, from every thing 
which I have fince learned, the perfoiisu 
courage, condu6i, and aeal of that oflicer, 
whofe name is Don Thomas Ayalde, waa 
fuch during the ai5lion, notwithflanding 
the event of it, as refle6ls on him the gi-eat* 
efl honour, and irrefiftibly imprefifes on my 
mind the higheft admiration of bis cha* 
rafter. AUtcfiiirwsk the effc^ of our hre) , 
all his booms had tumbled down, and ran* 
dered bis wafte guns unferviceable, all ihe 
landing ri^gine of his lower malls fltot 
away, and IbeSeve nearly every running 
rope cut through, and a great number of 
his people killed and wounded, he ftill 
perievered (though be could rally but few of 
his men) to defend his ihip, almoft longer 
than defence was juftifiable. Had there been 
the fmallelt motion in the fca, every mail 
mult inevitably have gone by the board.

in the enemy's official acoount of tha 
affair of the sift of lail month near 
Neuwied, it is reprefented as having 
been a lerit us and general attack ^ 
whereas it was merely undertaken for 
the purpofe of deftroyrng his bridge* 
and loreading alarm on the left bank of 
the Rhine. Both thcfe objects wera 
effcded by a very tnfignilicant force ; 
and there wu not the imaileft idea of a 
ferious affault on the Tete-de-Pont of 
Neuwied. The enffmy ()ates, that, be « 
(ides an immcnfe number killed and 
drowned, he a£iually took 1000 prifo* 
ners, whereas i can affure your Lord« 
ihip, from the moft authentic inform a.

After the f iecoiid operation, undertaken 
for the iielieti of Mantua, thefe corps of 
Adarfli-il W urmler^s army, which couUl not 
penetrate, retired } the one under General 
Qupidanovick to the Venetian Fdoul j ^be 



other, tmdcr General Davtdovftdi, ii|i 
the valley of the Adige, tovnurda Ncu- 
markt. 

The(e corps wm fuccefsfnily ffetnlbree4 
by confiderahle numbers of frah troops } 
and Gen«ral Aivinzy was appointed to 
command the whole of the army, until it 
Aould effed its reunion with Mardial 
Wormier. 

After the arrival* of l!he reiafe i cemeots 
at the places of their deftination, General 
Atvinzy, who in perfon had undertaken the 
conduct of the corps in the Frioul, arranj^ 
a plan of operations, of which the folkmmg 
is a iketch. 

His own corps was to adranoe through 
the Trevifime towards Baffiino, and, atttr 
forcing the psflages of the Brenta,.to 
pioceed towards Me Adiee, whilft Ge- 
neral Davidovitch diould <kfcend the vaU 
ley by which that river runs down from the- 
mountains of the Tyrol, forcing the po« 
.fitions of Trente, Roverado, &c. 

On the 3d of this month, upon tbeap* 
proach of part of General Ahrhfizy^s ad« 
▼anced guard, the enemy a'bandoned Crifiel 
Franco} and on the 4th, the Auftrian 
corps advanced in two cokimns to the 
Brenta $ the one to Baffano (of which 
they took pofleffion), and the other of 
nearly equal force (under Lieutanant* 
Genoral Proverra), to Pnnteniva. 

General Aivinzy halted on the $6k in- 
ftant, and fpentthtttdayin reconnoiiering 
the pofition of the enemy. He found the 
French army encamped in three iinea„ in 
front of Vicenza. 

On the 6ih, as General Aivinzy was 
on the point of puibing forward lua ad- 
vancod guard, Buonaparte, who had 
marched in the night, commenced a moft 
ievere attack upon his whole line. The 
adion began with General Proverra*a 
corps ahcwt feven in the morning, and 
very fliortl^ afterward^ the enemy aifo ad* 
vanced agamft Bafiano. 

General Aivinzy reports, that the ene- 
my's attacks, though made withtheoreateft 
impetuofity, wei% condantly ana com« 
pletely repelled ; and that night put an 
end to tlie aifair, without either party hav- 
ing gained or k>ft any grounaj but an 
indifputable proof of the Auftrian a hav- 
ing had the advantage in this a^ion is, 
thar when General Aivinzy next morning 
was preparing 10 renew it, he found that 
the enemy had completely retreated. He 
repons, that they dire&ed their march to- 
ward Lifiera.

My friend Jack Ranter lately honom^ed 
me with a vilit ; and, as he is a pTofeiTed 
Orator, I aiked hit opinion of the carij^ta 
of liberty j when he delivered himicli aa 
follows: << Without deviating from the 
plain road of common firnfe into the wil.

added he} << let Phtlofophers puzzlc.cheir 
brains in fearching for a more rempte 
caufe, their airy flights will be vain, and 
they will find the truth not in the clonda 
of conje£^iire but on terrdjirmuj that it at 
the Weftmlntter Forum, or Ciceronian 
School of Eloquence. There each man^ 
as he enters, divefts hunfelf (or it fup. 
pofed to diveft himieU) of every particle

Amragft the finguiaritiet of thia ieamed 
felf-tohnentor, he either hated or afieded 
to hate a /»« fo much^ that he either 
grew outrageoufly angry, or quitted the 
company whenever a piin happened to be 
let off in bis prefence.

quifite plcafures of fruition/* 

^ With this well known prejudice againft 
hina the wits of his time con£uitiy 
availed themfelves : One night in partr-^ 
cular, at Button's, Steele wanted to make 
a party without Dennis, tho* hrcouM 
not decently do it, as Dennis was in tht 
eoffee-houie at the fame time ; rumxnlktin^ 
for ibme time how to get rid of him, K 
at laft obferved Rowe fitting at the oppo« 
iite fide of the fame box, when coming up • 
to Dennis he aiked him aloud, " what 
watthematterwithhiro ?**-<< ThemMtct 
with me,'' laya Dtanis, ** what do yoa 
mean by that?'*— " Why,'* fayt Steele, 
** I did not know ^ hot yoa appeared to

When they were all leated the King 
exclaimed, « Weil, Oentkmeii> I believe 
yomUl acknowkdge I have now won ny 
wager."—" How fo, Sire V* replied the 
courtiers.— «< Why,'* continued the 
King, « when I ddired you both to « 
into m^ coach, you declined it { bat tfis 
polite tbreigner (pointing to Lord Stair) 
no fooner reteired the commands 9/ m 
K/n^t tho* not his Sovereign, than he in^ 
ftahtly obeyed. '•—The courtiers famg 
theh* heads* in confufion, and acknow- 
ledged the Juftiee of his Maiefty^ clahn* 

ParinelS, the celcfarated finger wlie 
made fo much noife in this countfy about

cuftom which at ftated periods they all 
ivligiouflyobienre. 

The ceremony wai truly fmgttlary and 
afforded me the greateft &titl£lion.— 'It 
difcoveredy I muft own» as great a 
' degree of fiipcrftition at ever ezifted, but 
^t the fame time evinced fuch lively 
marks of giat^ful afFedion* as cannot bic 
obferved without infpirlng a tender fym- 
pathy ; it formed a fieht which» though 
confidered in the abi^raA it may be thought 
inoft groflly ludicrous, was ftill a fpe^ta^ile 
highly fentimentaly and delicately p)ea- 
ling. 

It is not in great events alone> th^t na- 
ture vifits our affeAion^* The funple^ 
artlefs, tender litt]e jgirl, who weeps the 
lofs of her departed fparrow, holds as 
jlrong a clue to fenfibihtyy-^as the im- 
perious monarch who mourns his Iqfl do- 
minion in a prifo", with ail the royal 
dignity of grief. One is a pure ftroke of 
nature, the other is daihed with pride. 

Amidft the punaerous nartles^by which 
I was furrounded> I at length dilcovered 
one, that from the fingulirity particularly 
firrefted mv attention; this grcupecoq- 
iifted of tnree men, and one woman — I 
approached them with an air of refpcf^ 
and diffidence infpired by my feelings \ 
1 thought my prefenc^ might interrupt 
their rites, and was determined to have 
retired, if my curiofity appeared to be 
^ntrufive^ however, their attention was 
too much engrofliul to obferve me, and I 
found myfclf, as it were, an inviiible 
i^e£Utor of tjieir a6lions, a circwmftance 
which greatly favoured my wiAies. 

Tl^e men wei^e of a middle age, and 
fine* athletic figures, but the woman had 
an ^f^arance fo iiaguiar, that I can 
compare Ker to nothing but the ftriking 
pi^^ure of l^amine, given us by Ovid, in 
l^s Metamorptudfes. If you add to this, 
thie infirmities of ei^treme old age, and a 
&in fit a jet bbck* estcept where ^tted 
with'th* Kprofy, you may conceive an 
idcAof diis wretched creature, whole (vf- . 
ferings appeared to re.proach exiftencej 
yet, however incredible it may apn^pr, ♦ 
ihe continued for n^ar Vlf an hour 
Gobbling a favage dance around the 
^ve of her relt^idn, 'a4, ^id -the men, 
, who followed her. Tinging at the fame 
time a fi>ng ' m the African ' language, ' 
which was addreiCd to the deeeafed : it 
kada general chorus, attd,as faras I could 
judge, was only a conftant repeticion of a- 
lew ibort fenteneeaj the founds, how- 



ever, appeared highlj exar^iTive of rUret, 
and it was lung with fervour aiid put* 
tidn. 

Durinff all this time» a fifth pevibil 
(whom I had not oblerved at firft) ftocd 
upon the f^vt^ and employed l^t ftet ia a 
l^ep fomewhat fimilar to the ihufile in a 
Scotch hornpipe, only done much dower. 
He was a man of a very flightmabeandlow 
fta^ure, his ficin of the d^icft black, but 
his hair and beard were of a grizly filver } 
he appeared to hold the oifice of a prieft, 
and evidently cofidu6led the prefent cere- 
piony^ whicb he finally doiisa ibon af^, 
by pouring a libation of new rum upon 
the grave ; this being ddne» the mould 
whicn had been kicked of, was replaced 
by a kind of fliovel, and they all retired* 

I vifited feveral other parties before I 
had an opportunity of iatisfying my ca« 
rjcfitv, when oblerving an uncommon 
croua of negroes at a more remote part of 
the burying ground, I immediately joined 
thi^m. At the foot of this grave ftood a 
black woman, about forty years of age, 
of a countenance fingularfy expreilive | in 
one hand fhe held a fmail cratch fti«k, 
while fhe employed the other as aminiftfr, 
that enforced much graceful gcfture 
through a fpeech of ftrong afld rea^ elo- 
cution J /or to my great delight ihe ^9 
haranguing in beautiful, though broken 
EngliHi ; fhe had bi^t jult commenced her 
oration; ihe moralized fome time upon 
the iUbje^ of death : there was an inex- 
pi-efTible beauty in her manner of delirepy, 
a ftriking propriety in her choice of 
words, a delicacy in her ientiments ! 4fie 
was all truth, clearnefs, and fimplicity. 

Who is it, that declares an Orator muft 
feel himielf before he can command the 
feelings of his audience ? 

Nothing is more cotpc^ than there- 
mark i this woman was % lively inftanc^ 
of its truth. : j 

£U6lrified from if^e conduAor of her 
feelings, the fympathetic hearts ihork with 
the fincft throbs of ienidbility. Nature, 
*tis thou alone that govemeft the fine 
movements •of the foul* touched by thy 
gentle hand, the heart-firings trembiet 
*tii thou alone canft make a true chcud 
with the paifioni ! 

Infidiout art, by throwing in cor 
eyes the fubtle pulvil of bypocrify, 
may fometimes drench the cheek with 
a mechanic flood \ but fuperficial is 
the tear, it rolleth aot with energy ; 
while the ijpontaneous fprings of real 
pfef pour their warm torrents down the 
heaving bicaft, and^being re-abibrbed into 
the heart, ^^t^^ dK>(e pkafing paina, 

thofc 
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tlbfe bcwwronniaihU joys, which fi^t 
fUcmpc to lpcik> when fpccch U loft. 

Itlioogbc it ftrangcy that a wonan 
whofe diicourie erinced fo much good 
imk ihooki nevcrthekft confine it to 
the auTow iphcre of fuMrftition) bnt the 
cuAooM of nations ana the prejudices of 
education are not caiily fiibducd* 
. Out apon theie prejudices! I feel (bme 
iclici of tlkcn aft this hour ; they creep 
along niy bones, tnfinuate tdemiclvcs in- 
to my rery marrowy and« for aught I 
know, will remain there til) the worms 
flifl«ige them. 

The Negro addre0cd eveiy iylUble of 
)ier convcriation to the our of her de- 
futtd h«fl>and« and fometimes Teemed as 
if Ihe paufed for aafwers$ flic; had pro- 
▼idedf fer a perfon in her circumftances, a 
moft fomptuous dinner^ fbe brou|^t 
it with her to her hufhsnd^s ^rave ! 

The memflrahle Spanifll Gala, when 
placed tn the <air oider of proportion, 
was not fuperior to this Negroes enter- 
tainmcnti it was like the << widow's 
mite/* a Yaloable treafucel this gene- 
roas w(Hnan had procnxtd I'uch dainties for 
the melancholycelebratiun of her hufl>and*s 
death, as ihe could not afford at any t^me 
to pnrchafe for herfelf; ffriteiul offering 
of an exalted foul ! tenoer tribute of re- 
fined affedion !<— to weep in unilbn with 
fuch a gentle being was a luxury indeed } 
fhis was a i^pathy worth being ihared, 
nor Hall my bofbm ever forget to chcrilh 
the Acred memory of fnch a privilege. 

There was not an article in this plenti- 
ful feaHy which the woman and her at- 
tendants did not carefiilly diftribute u^n 
the grave ; a plate of faioiled rice being 
then pre{entnl to hcr» ihe took a hand- 
ful, and threw it up into the air$ a por- 
tion of St &U upon mv hat; the woman 
pMtrved k, and would nave wiped it off; I 
took it from my head, with a refpeiU'ul 
how, and offcned her an apology for 
having cauied an interruption to her ce- 
tvmonKS} flie continued them. J have 
heard the beft orations of our Britiih 
Cicero's! yes, bnt I have alfo heaid.an 
UQinftniAcdNeffro! a Have! whofe powers, 
of rfaetofic are nur above the reach of my 
companion* 

It would h^ve fhamed our orators, had 
they been prefimt at the dedamatioa of 
this uiilettered woman. 

She now inveighed againft the malice 
of a neighbour, who had wantonly 
afpcried her charaAer, and y*^ ^ un- 
dmnincfaer reputation j fhs pointed out 
tl^ cruelty of fuchungenr;;ous calumntes^ 
nd mau^ Ibne ammated (UiAurcs upon 



tbe conduct of thoie who, from motivea 
either of envy os natural malevolence^ 
indulge a vile propdnfity to defamation. 

She called Heaven to witnefs with what 
unbounded tendemefs Ihe filltd the duties 
of a mother; with what krupulous inte« 
grity ihe carried on her l)uiiners; and 
with what friendly decorum the evai 
treated all her friends and neighbours. 

It is true, ihe fpoke entirely in the lid^ 
perlbn ; bdt here egotifm was perfeAly ez« 
cuiable j this harangue was meant as a 
folemn refutation of Uiofe calum&ict with 
which ihe had heen innocently branded; 

I cculd not for a moment doubt the 
truth of her aiTertions; there is an ingefm- 
oiis and fervid ftyle that marks the con« 
icious disiity ot innocence, widely dii^ 
tinguiihd from the mean equivocations 
of confounded j;uilt. I would hav^ 
pledged my life for her veracity. 

It is a known fad, that upon theie oc • 
caiions they even prefer death to fali^ 
hood ; this ieems to be their grand point 
of honour. Not many months befoxe v^f 
arrival here, a murder was committed by 
three Nceroes on the body of a Gentle- 
man* much eihfcmcd by all the iflands. 

The ijianner in which the criminals 
were difcovercd is as follows: th^ie 
who were fuipefled were taken into thir 
burying ground, to fwear their innoceqoe 
upon the graves of their relations, when* 
as it wa)i expeded, the mmderqrs ail 
three confeiTed their guilt. 

The perfons from whom I had this in- 
^Dpnation obferved, that a few Infbinces 
of perjury had occurred; but that the cri- 
minals ail uniformly either itarved or 
poiibncd thcmfelves Icon after, being un- 
able to fupport the weight of infamy 
attached tj inch a breach of folemn cuU 
toms. 

I was furprifed to hear this woman di£. 
courfe with her huiband*s i'pirit upon many 
pailtranlaflions': She related ieveral fa- 
mily anecdotes, and, what gave me inA- 
nite plea(ure, obferved of foroe white 
man, that he was full of charity and 
feeling I he was always gentle, generous, 
and friendly! « but he is gone now, 
poor Oliver, he is gone 1** faidihe, ''he*s 
gone! he's gone !^*— I am not equal to 
ner words. 

Hadft thou been prefcnt, Yorick, at 
this fcene, thou would ft have done fome 
juftice to the merits of a flave. 

Warm from the livelv touches of thy 
matchlefs jpencil, we inould have had a 
faithful ^i^re of her fenfibility; yes, 
thou wouldft h^ve built a temple to her 
mmory, as glorious and inusoital as th«

Lc Ferre ! 

^ TJie woman havtiig finUhcd her ort« 
tion, I was goiri]^ to retire, when iHetper- 
ceiirinpr it,came torward aad prefented lAc 
with iome cake ; Ihe prefled me mvch to 
Jsive ibmewine, which I declined ; how- 
<ver, to make her amends I took a turn- 
h^ of ibrrel>water» which is a moft cool 
fad agveeabfce beverage of a fine (carlet 



colo«r» ind Toy mliA'tiM 'in t^iAtk 
warm climatet. The woman now wai t 
9ftnf', and I waa ii^nitely fliocked at die 
manner im which tbia foiemn centnaty 
clofed ; it ended in » general fcrambie -of 
the fT)e6batnra,wh^roon,iciting on tlfie dead 
tnan s ^itMnffy devoured it on hta gfn^e, 
wither io mo^h aa waiting to faygra^e.

•* In the midft of an extcnfive foreft ui 
StafFordftiire called Chank Wood, two 
miles at leaft from any frequented road,

*' I then entered the old man's dwellii^« 
which was about half the fize of your 
inner parlour, and in which a little tuif 
on the hearth, a few religious books, .^nd 
a miferable bed, were thq cnly objcAa 
that drew my attention, I next attended 
him fomewhat lower down the hill, vvhn:e 
he ihowed me a cavity neatly bricked by 
his own hands, and of the dtmeniiana. of 
a human bcdv : this fays he 1%, to be -mf 
grave, and I nave a ^end who, if be lur* 
vives me, will depoilt my remains here. 
Laft of all, I peeped over a broom bedge 
into his garden, where the cabbajges and 
potatoes would have been more pleAtifiiJy 
if the hares ai)d the rabbits had been kfa 
fo. I now began to have lelfure to ccm- 
template the extraordinary inhabitant, of 
theie dreary^ icenes, and found him

been a(ked for ray beard ; but I feek not 
iingularity for its own fake, and wifh to 
drefs, as hx as I can, like other folks of 
my age and circumftances. I walk thiree 
miles to chusch eiiery Sdndar, when I

forence, with numbcrlefs tracks inter* 
feeing one another, all leadtnc ta widely 
different places, and all equaSy remark- 
able J conceive me alfb on this heath, on 
which I had never been before, in the 
thickefl of fop, and you will have foine 
idea of my muation.—- 1 mait own mj 
M friend pave me as good a delcription 
as he could of th^ road I was to take; but 
he pointed out ibme objects for dire6tion, 
which I could not fte through the mlft, 
as it came on much fafbr after I had 
quitted* him ; and he acknowledged, 
mcreover, that, feldom leaving his celli he 
knew little of the different paths that 
conduced to M the bufy haunts of men/* 
It is probably in moft caies fome di^fuf^ 
conceived againfl mankind, artiiag from 
the baienefs of individuals conne^ed with 
him, that, has made the melancholy and 
fentimenul hermit forfake the chtrarful 
circles of fociety; and a caulc of thia 
fort leems to have operated very forcibly 
OB the mind of the foiitary I amdefcribing. 
He in the early part of lift (he is now ieven* 
ty-threc) receivcda brother into his houfe^ 
who, after having wa/r^ hh fiUfftance in 
riatoMs iiwrng^ was greatly dU^iTed, 
and who requited his hofpitality br. de- 
bauchinghis wife ; he then lold a imall free- 
hokl, aim wandered about the eunntry for 
feveral years after the death of hisunfaitfa- 
fol partner. He married a fecond time \ it 
wai» to a widow, and (be behaved well to 
him; when ihe died, he betook hxmfcif 
to his old trade of a bricklayer, and 
•—but whither am I going ? this hermit 
of mine has already fjlied too many pages 
to my conefpondent ; let me call another 
caufc.**

/>N one of the burning fhont which 
^^ give btrth to the Table African's, 
dWclt Alico, Airnamed the Mighty, 
from his fuperioritjr over his country- 
men in every attatifment of favage ex- 
cellence : in the chaffe he would Fpring 
en hi« prey with the fwiftnel's of the 
pouncing eagle on the leveret j and by 
the power of his ami had often iaid the 
felon tyger at his feet ; he would climb 
with the agility of the rock-fox the higheif 
mountain or tree, and for dexterity in 
nianagiYig the bow and lance, Alico was 
unequalled.

^ But the unhappy hour arrived when the 
Ions of Europe, led on by the gale of 
tratHc, firft guided their bark to thefe 
hitherto fccludcd fli«res. It was not 
with a dcilre to exchange the fecial 
fmik'S of friendship, or to inllru6l the 
utitiitored rate in the bleflings of civi- 
iired nature, but to profit by rt»eir un-

T AM juft returned from a four months 
^ ncudkm whh his Ex^tUency the jV/j. 
«u^, and, as a (ketch of our ramble mav 
afbrd you feme amuferoent in an idle 
hear, I fltall detail a tew of the moft 
Bgr«tablc and intcrefting circumihincet 
«»hicb occurred. We lett Lucnow on the 
4th October laft, and direfled our courfe 
towards hmaeecb : our Kafeela coniifted 
of about 40,000 men and 20,000 beafts, 
ccunpofal pfi 0,000 Ibldiers, 1 000 cavalry, 
and near 1 50 pieces of cannon ; 1 500 eie- 
pbaats, «oop Hack$rici% and an innume- 
nfak train of cameU, horles, and bul- 
iccks \ great numbers of Kuts * filled with 
tSie Harvays women $ many large and 
feiall boat^ carried on carts drawn by 50, 
4o» JO, or ao bullocks ; tvgers, leo- 
.(•rds, hawks, fiehting-cocks,. quails, 
auxl nighttngaks ^ pigeons, dancing- 
vnomen, and boys ^ ithgejrs, players, buf- 
fesBs, and mountebanM- In ihort, hit 
Excellency had every thing, every objeA 
«)iich could pleafe or furprtze, caufe a 
foile, or raiie a ihfxr, attrad a^iration, 
ib with wonder, or conyulfe with laugh- 
ter; captivate the eye, luU the ear, or 
tickle the palate : above 500 Codees were 
employed to carry his ihooting apparatus, 

CI, povirder, fliot, , and etceteras \ he 
adiovc xooo dovlbk barrel guns, the 
^Bcit that MamtM and Ntfck could make, 
tnd iiDgle banrls, piftols, fwords, acd 
^an without number. . 

Religion conftraincd him to ftop Catnt 
days at Barotech to pay hcmage at the 
tomb of a celebrated Saintf ; all^oe// mex 
mho aiT able refort to worfliip this hcly 
Anchorite once a year, generally in the 
iHoDth of May ; his bones were ilil'cover- 
cA about 400 years ago, and manifefted 
tlieir lanjiity by fome miraculous mar\s. 
Tbe witty and unbelieving fay, they were 
the (kdeton of an afs, without thinking 
*f the impiety in imagining there is any 
Kfeabiance between an ali and a faiii^, 
•fecthcr dead or alive.

Lucnowt ^otb Jan* j 794. 

From Baraetch we ftcefed towards 
Nanffora, a iinall town in the ftrft rangpe 
of mountains, commonly called the Cmv- 
irntw HitJs, which extend from the'Eaf- 
tcrn extremity oiB^otan to Htneiivar^ and 
divide Hihthftan from lihet and Napal. 
Game of all ^ortz were dcftroyed every 
morning and evening without number or 
diftin^ion ; his Excellency is one of the 
belt markfme'n I ever faw ; it wculd be 
Itrange if he was not, as one day with 
another he fires above 100 (hots at every 
fpecies of birds and animals. The ^vk 
ti^er we faw and kttkd was in the moun- 
tains : we went to attack him about 
noon $ he was in a narrofw valkv, which 
the Ncnvab furrounded with above aoo 
elephants ; we heani him growl hotribly 
in a thick buih in the middle'of the vaJU 
ley. Being accuftcroed to thefport, -and 
very eager, I ptiihed in my elephant i the 
fierce beaft charged me immediately j the 
elephant, a timid animal, aji they gene- 
rally are, turned tail, aiid deprived me of 
the opportunity to fire 5 1 ventured again^ 
attended by two or three other elephants 5 
the tiger made a fprin^, and nearly 
reached the back of one of the irlcpbants, 
on which wne three or four men ; the 
ekphant (hook himfclt io forcibly as to 
th^ow thele men off his bnck ; t^fcy tumb- 
led into the bufli ; I gave them up for 
loit, but ynLB agreeably furprized to fcp 
them creep out uiihurt. Hi^ ^Excdlency 
was all this time on a riiing ground near 
the tl^cket, looking on calfnly, and beck- 
oning to ine to drive tl:e tiger tow'ards 
him ^ I made another aitcmpt, and with 
more lucceis y he d^ted out towards me 
on my approach, roaring furiofiily, and 
laOiing hi$ fides with his tail. I luckily 
got a ^ot, and hit him ; he retreated into 
the bu/h, and ten or twelve elephants juft 
then puibed into the thicket, alarmed the 
tiger, and obliged him to run out towards 
the Naiuabt who inlbntly gave him vt 
warm reception, and, with the afliftance

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of feme of hjs OmraoSf laid the tiger 
UMriwIing on hU fide as dead as a ftone. 
A loud mout of tuba / wba / proclaimed 
theviaory j and thof^ who had been too 
timid to approach befcte, from idle ap- 
prehenfioby aflfumed their valoyr, and 
ru(hcdonthe fallen hero with flaughtcring 
fwords. On elephants there i« no dan- 
ger in encountering thefe favage beatts^ 
v?]jich you know from repeated trial?* I 
have been at the killing ot* above thirty 
tigers, and ftldora faw any one hurt : if 
you recolleAy I was once thrown off my 
elephant on one» and efcaped with a 
kruife. 

The neiet fport we had of any magni- 
tude was the attack on a wild elephant, 
which we met a few days after the battle 
with the tiger : we efpied him on a larM 

Slain overgrown with grafs. The 
fatoabf eager for fueh divcrfions, imme- 
diately formed a iemi- circle with 400 ele- 
phants, who were direfted to advance on 
and encircle hin^. This was the firll wild 
rlepkant I had ever feen attacked, and 
coniefs I did not feel very eafy ; however 
J kept along fide of his Exieltency^ de- 
termmtd to take my chance. When the 
iymi-circle of elephants got within jco 
vanle of t)je wild one, he looked amazed, 
but not frightened \ two large mufi * ele- 
phants of tne NavHib'^s were oi^red to 
advance a^in(l him \ whe^ they ap- 
proached within 10 yards, he charged 
them $ the ihock was dreadful \ however, 
the wild one conquered, and drove the 
mufi elephants before him. As he pa0ed 
lis, the Natvab ordered fome ot the 
(trongefV female elephants with thick ropes 
to go along fide of him, and endeavsur 
to entangle nim with noofes and running 
jcnots ; the attempt was .vain, as he fnap- 
ped every rope, and none of the tame ele- 
phants could (top his proj^refs. The 
.Mi a;<j3,' perceiving it irapoflible to catch 
him, oi^e«edhls death, and immediately 
a voljey of above 100 fliots were fired j 
•many of the balls hit him, but he fecmed 
unconcerned, and moved on tow.ii'ds the 
mountains j we k^pt up an inceffant fire 
ibr near half an hour ; the Nawab and 
Ttaoft of his Omtaos ufed Rifles which car- 
ried two or three ounce balls, but they 
made very little imprei&on ; the balls juft 
entered the fkin and lodged there . I went 
iip repeatedly* beingmounted on a female 
elephant, within ten yards of the wild one, 
\knd fared my rifle at his heati ; the blood 
^guihedout, but the <kviU was invulnera^ 



ble. Some of the Kandabar horfe gal- 
loped up to the v^ild elephant, and made 
cuts at him with their £u>Fes i hecfaarMd 
the horiemen, wounded ibme, and killed 
others . Bei ng now much exhaufted with 
the lofs of blood, having received alpre 
3000 (hots, and many ftrokes of the la» 
bre, he dackened his pace* quite caln^ 
^d feren^) as if determined to meet B^ 
approaching end with the undaaqted 
hrmnefs ot a hero. I could not at thi< 
time refrain from pitying fo noble aa ani- 
mal, and thought I law ^n him the great 
Epanunondas incomValTed bj the lau^ 
demoniam^ at the battle of MoMtinnA, 
The horfemen &eing him weak and flow 
difmounted, and wi3i their fwords beean 
a furious attack on the tendons of hii 
hind leffs ; they were foon cat j uoablc to 
proceed, this noble monarch of the v)Oods 
»&ggerod» looked witlyui eye of repraaU 
mixra with co8teiii^l%t nia unfeeling 
foes, and then fell without a eroan, like 
a mv)untain tlyown on its ude. The 
Hatcbetmen now advanced , and commenc- 
ed an attack on hi§ lar^e ivory tu(kf» 
whilii the horiemen a^ ioMiers, with barr 
faarous in iult, began a cruel and de- 
grading alfault on the ext^ndod hero \ to 
try the fliarpnefs of their fabre^ \ difplay 
tlie ftrength of their arm, and (hew their 
invincible couraee, Ths (ight wa^ very 
affe^ing ; he ft ill bfeathoi, and breathed 
without a groan \ he rolled hii| eyes with 
anguifli on the furrounding crowd ; and, 
m-^king a laft effort to riie, expired with 
a figh I Thus has muiy a braye ^omaq 
met his fate, oveixome by fuperior num- 
bers. The If amah retume4 to bis tents, 
as much flu(hed .with vanity and exul- 
tation as Achilles \ and the remainder of 
the day, and many a day after, were dedi- 
cated to repeated narrations of this vic: 
tory, which was ornamented and mag- 
nified by all the combined powers of in- 
genious flattery and uiibounded exagr 
geration.

From the mountains we direded our 
courie towards Buckra Jeel, where we 
arrived on the 4th of December. Bnckra 
Jeel is a large lake about three mile^ 
round at its molt cootra6led exiftence, and 
about 30 in its eyteniive period \ fur- 



^ Mufi elephants are ^l)ore who are in high rut \ they are then very unmanageable, boM, 
iivas;e, and otren very dangerous. The male ekphants become mufi at a certain age, wbicJi 
fome Uy is forty years ; the mufi elephants arc the only ones who will dare to face a wild 
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fooaded hj thtck ^nd high grafs* at the 
foot of the Gorracipoor hills i the JungU 
which cfitours the lake is full of wiki 
tkpbant*, rhincceroios, tigers, leopards, 
wiM bufTalos, deer» aii4 eve 17 fpecies of 
aerial game. This was the place deltin* 
cd for the grand hunt, which we were 
lUiiy taught to eypc6l with pleaiing anxi- 
ety, by the florid delcripilons of hi)> Ljc- 
tiUency. On th^ 5th ot Deccipbcr, early 
ia the morning, we were lumrooneU to the 
SyUan war : a line of 1100 elephants 
was drawn up on the North of the lake, 
&cing the £all j and we proceeded ra- 
pidly through the high gnus with minds 
Rowing with the expc^iatt n of the mag- 
naaimcus fport we (hould mi^t. Lay 
down yc-ur pipes, ye country fquires, whp 
boaft in fuch p«4npous language the de- 
firuition of a poor/M' or f*ttj'fy and lay in 
ivhat fplendid lexicon ye could find teems 
to convey a rel8lhbla«%e of the icene I 
faw, and now endeavour to dcicribe. 
When we bad arrived at the £ait'.:rn ex- 
tnanity of the lake, we perceived a large 
drove of wild elephants leeding and 
gamboling at the foot of the mountains ; 
I counted aboi^e o»e hundred andftrvrviy. 
At this critical moment Mr. Conway, a 
Gentleman in the NanMUf*s fervice, fell 
otf his elephant, owing to the animal's 
AiDpine his fort; foot into ai;onceal«:d hole ; 
^Ir. Conway was much bruiftd, pale, 
and almoft icnieWfs ; the ^'awa^ i^opped 
to pptbim into a ^innkeettf and fent him 
hack to the cncampinent« This gave the 
wiki elephants time to ^e on our diead- 
ful front, and recover Irom their amaze j 
ittuiy of them icampered off towards the 
hiils; The Huiuab divided our line of 
isoo^ephants into four bodies, and lent 
them m purfuit of the wild onei which 
they were to take or ddtroy \ I remained 
with th^ divihon attached to the Naivih ; 
We attacked a large m'^Q elephant, and 
after a long conteft killttl him in the ianie 
nunorr, as the one I have already del* 
cribed ; we kill^ ^fo four fmalicr ones, 
acd our divilion, including the ether three, 
caaght a i elephants whicn wc led to our 
tocampment in high triumph. I have

400 balls. Maiiy of our tame elephants, 
who were muji, and brcught to oppolc 
the wild ones, were knocked down, 
bruiied, pierced, and made to fly j the 
largest elephant we killed was above ten 
feet high f , and would have fold for 10,000 
rupees t m it haii been caught. Our 
prize of this day might, without arapJi- 
fication, be eilimated at 50,000 rupees \i 
but you know the love of lucre was not 
our aim. 

Paufit for a moment, my dear Sir, and 
refle^Sl on the fccne I have dclcribeil j ancl 
you will coofefs, th'uigh fccn through 
the jmperlc6l medium of a dclcription, 
that it mull have been tlie fublimett fight 
that ever was prefented to the. mind of 
man in the Sylvan v/ar. Ap^Jlo wouM 
have been altonifhcd j A^eon confterned; 
and Diana and her nymphs frightened out 
of their wits. We expatiate on it with 
rapture to this day j and no one who was *

ong as he enjoys his rappellant faculties. 
From Buck, a y^t/wecamc to Fatxebad^ 
where we repoied for thice weeks, to re- 
cover from the great fatigue we had un- 
dergone. Attcr a gay fccne of every 
fpecics of oriental aiiniicmcnt and diflipa'- 
tion, we returned to this place, havinr 
killed in our excurllon eight tigers, fix ele- 
phants, and caught twenty -one. To 
enumerate the other kinds of game would 
require a Iheet as ample as the petition 
which was prclcntcd to Jun^gaxe Khan j ' 
and might perhaps be treated by you in 
the manner that conqueror treated the 
petition.

YT U a curiou»» »o<l certainly not an 
** entirely uleJeli purluit, to enauire into 
the cduics and effe^l of national calami- 
ties ; as fuch a cliiquifitFon frequently 
leads the mind, while it ukes a retro- 
i'pt3 ive view of thoie events which have 
perhaps been dtremed the Icourges ofman- 
Lind, to coniidcr the misfortunes of a tor* 
<ner age as a blefling to the preicnc. 

Many inftances might be adduced in 
fupport of 'this proppfition ; but it would 
be diificult to find a ftronger than is pre- 
fented to th*; philofopher o|^ archite6^f as 
fsither of tlKin compares the ftate of the 
city cf London, with refpeA to health, 
beauty, or convenience, previous and lub« 
iequent to the lire in 1666, which forma 
ib memorable an epoch in our civic hif- 
tory. 

Not meaning minutely to fcrutinize 
the conjectural caules which aie laid to 
have produccxl that event, I /liall only 
remark the influence which ft had upon 
the public mind, and how much religious 
afperity, which items to have been the 
chara^criftic of the age, was Sharpened 
^ukI increafed by a misfortune which 
ought to have calmed the turbulence of 
|»arty, to have blunted the acrimonv of 
political contention, and have unitea the 
iwhole mafs of peoole in thanks for their 
deliverance from toe various calamities 
swhich they had experienced. 

The fire of London happened at a pe» 
riod when the exultation of the nation 
for the reftoration of its monarch had 
had time to fubfide ; when many of bis 
fubjefts law, or thought they faw, as the 
pharafterof Charles began to be devo- 
loped, con(iderable reafon to be alarmed, 
for their religion in the firft inftance, and 
jfor their liberties in the fecond. The 
^vils of the war, in which we were at this 
lime engaged with the French and Dutch 
began alio to be feyereiy felt. Our 



fuccefa had by no mean? afifwererf o«ir«r> 
pe^ation j we had experienced lome rs^ 
verfe, and confequently defpondence fuc- 
cceded. 

The nation, divided into three gmt 
feAs, t!ie Proteftant, Preibytcriao, and 
Catholic, from the two latter of which 
the tcrnkrr had futfered the greateft per- ' 
fecut ions, and dreaded thrir renewal, 
was, at the period marked by the awftrf 
event which I have mentioned, f.i a reli- 
gious and political ieiment ^ and, as the 
deltruflion of the city did not at fiHf, 
even to the moft unprejudiced, ieem to be 
theeflfeft of accident, it is not to bewon^ 
d^redf that the before ^mentioned parties 
fliouid accufe each otiier as the authon 
of it, and that everj' falfebood which ma- 
lice could invent, afperity could utter, of 
credulity believe, (hoiiid find a ready cir« 
culation through the country. 

Strange as the aflbciation may (eem, 
the firing of the city was, by feme means 
or other, connected wiiU the divifion of 
the fleet. The nation conceived ttielf 
betrayed both upon Tea and land, abroad 
and at home : an uncommon conftcmatioQ' 
pervaded the country. The queftion^ 
whether th r.fe events happened by acci* 
dent or defign, became a Kibje^ of contro«. 
verfy, not only among anooymous ^m- 
ters, but parliamentary parttzans. 

The endeavoui to amx upon their oppo- 
nents* the odimn of an aft of fuch- atro- 
city as the burning the metropolis, was 
puiiued with avidity by one party, and 
repelled with equal vigy«r by the other : 
ibr upon this cccaltdn we read but of 
two, Papift and Proteflant; and the lit- 
tcr, having iacrificed one * viftim to the 
ra^ of the times, might bt £Ud to be 
triumphant f . 

Among the many writers that diflin- 
guiihed themielves on the Proteftant fide 
oif the quelHon was Dr. Gale, who hadf

been ib much cenlurcd and celebrated, for 
which he was, by the Corporation of 
London, rewarded with a piece of pJate. 

In the year 1676 he received a far more 
ample remuneration $ for he was made a 
Prebendary of St. Paul's, being one of 
iholc termed conjttmpt, per mare. 

Dr. Gale had, as foon as he was qua- 
lified, taken the Degree of Do6lor of Di- 
vinity J he was alio cholen a Fellow of 
the Royal Society } and' gave to the repo-* 
litory of Greiham College a Roman um 
with its aihcs. 

About the year 1697 he made a dona- 
tion to'the new Library of Trinity Col- 
lege of a great number of Arabic Manu- 
Icripts. 

Having continued Head Mafter of St. 
Paul's School twenty-five years, he, in 
the fame year 1697, w^s prefemed to the 
Deanry of the Metropolitan Chureh of 
York, in which (ituatton his piety, bof- 
pitality, and benevolence^ were equally 
confpicuous ; as was allb< his care for, 
and good jgovemnient of the Chapter»and 
his a/fiduity in repairing and beautifying 
that venerable aiid augult Cathedral. 

It was a misfortune lamented by hi* 
friends and the literary world, that Dr* 
Gale did not long enjoy that elevated 
iiation to which his meiit, in an anxiou* 
and laborious employment, had railed 
him. He died at hi 8 Deanrv, April the 
8th, 1702, leaving behind nim the cha- 
racter of a learned divine, a great hifto- 
rian and antiquary, and one of the beft 
Grecians of his time. 

The feveral works which he puhllfhed 

are equal e\ ideiices ot his incicf atigable 

indultry and erudition, as the following 

catalogue of'them will evince :

ACCOUNT OF THE WORKS NOW EXECUTING AT FONTHILL. 



CUCH was the avidity of the Public for 
'^ information upon the lubjei^t ot the iiite 
Feftivities at Fonthill, that our account 
in the laft Month's Magazine was, we 
' fear, conHderably anticipated by dctaiU, 
not mnch unlike our own, which, in the 
courie of the month, had been very gene- 
lally circulated through the channel of 
the London and Provincial Papers. This 
pieient communication hovrcver, which 
we had encouraged our leadcrii toexped, 
concerning Fonthill, is particuhiriy cun- 
figned to the Editor of thcEuR'opKAN 
KTaoazine 5 and it will probably net 
prove the Itfs intereiting frcm tlie lort of 
coi^neiHon it will be found to have with 
the late accounts juft mentioned. Fhefc, 
we need not fay, have lei't on the pubJic 
mind the molt advantageous impreflicns 
of Mr. Beckford' j holpiiality and mu- 
nificenct. Asfoon, therefore, as it was 
known that the noble Ipirit dii played on 
that occafion originated in the icheme of 
a Chriiimas entortalnment to his numer. 
ciis bcdy of worknten, curioiity cciild 
Dct fail to be awakened i-eipe<ftiu{;- the 
objcfts on which the wcrkmen have been, 
and are at prelcnt employed. We riatttr 
Corlelves, thercfoie, that the following 
details will, as their authenticity may he 
depended upon, not appear unwcrthy cf 
attention, ncr ill calculated to gratify 
that curiofity which is .ftiil mtsch alive 
en the fubjert of Fonthill. 

The prcicnt Proprietor of Fonthill, 
from the time heattaincd his majority, is 
known to have made it matter of prin- 
ciple, that feme confiderable wcrk or 
other, at this hit chief family refidence, 
ihould be continually carrying on for the 
lake of giving bread to the poor of an 
exteniive neighbourhood, defitttite of 
tnanufuflurcs, and that through the lau- 
<labi« medium of their own labour and 
Indutby. In this principle will be 
fcuml tht motive of moft of the works of 
this place ^ and ODVArUhiiaiiding ill th<i 



beautiful fpecimens of genius and ta^ 
lents which the Hril AitiRs have dif- 
played there, or are engaged to produce^ 
the world will have leis iatisfa6lion in 
contemplating the various works at 
Fonthill as monuments of Mr. Beck- 
ford's diftinguiftied talle in the Fine Arts, 
than as a continued exercife of that ge- 
nerou,s and charitable diipofition, which 
is ever rendering his princely fortune, in 
fome way or othei*, lubi'crvicnt to the 
ben^ifit or happinels of others. 

Aithou^h pai'ts of the original eftate 
at Fonthill are covered with fine oak 
timber, yet I'ome th(»wrand acres of the 
giound purchai'ed by Mr. Beckford's fa- 
ther, as well as by hlmfelf, the Icafcs o( 
>viiich have been continually iallirg in, 
wiie unplanted* Not to mention the 
t:rv;it plantation begun by the late Mr. 
Biikford, the piefcnt gentleman has 
been, tvery year fmce his pofleflicn, con- 
tinuing them upon a grande;* fcalc. Sc- 
viial hundicchhouland trees, and, fome 
yt;us, not Ids than a million,, and thoid 
ol [ill thedilfcient forts of forelt wood, 
iind or' various tribes of exotic plants 
ni'A flniibs, often confiitutc the work 
but of a dngle feafon. As new pur- 
chaies arc continually adding large trails 
of land to Mr. Beck ford's doxnain,'bIs 
plantations will probably proceed in tho 
lame ilile for fome years to come* A$ 
the planting at Fonthill may be codG* 
dcred as a kind of genei-ai undeitaking 
always §oing forwaid in the proper fca- 
fens, a angle work only in this way^^haif 
be pai'ticularly fpecified, becaufc it was 
attended by ibme circumftances which 
gave it peculiar merit. — The ftone of 
the prcfent Fonthill Houfe, built by the 
late Mr. Beck ford, was taken from a 
quarry on the F-altern ftiore of the Lake, 
at an Inconfiderable diftance from the 
fciteof the manficn itfctf. i'everal acre* 
of rocky ground, which formed this 
quarry, continued after the completion

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t( the bQiMiog ftill open $ and exhibit- 
nu; nothing but large naked mafTes of 
white ftone and ugly excavations, and 
tboiealiDoft fronting the hbufe, it was 
rclblved to cover every part of this 
quarry, fimie pi^urefque feattires of 
rock excepted, with foil brought from 
tdiftance Dy dint of labour, and then to 
plant the ground with oak, beech, elm, 
BTch, lir, &c. leaving green walks, 
bonlered with flurubs and flowers, and 
foch other fpaces open, as good tafte 
fcggcfted, according to the nature of the 
ground. This plantation Mr. Beckford 
loon after conliderably extended along 
the adjoining hills which hang over the 
I^e ; on Uie fide of which has been 
^med a Grotto trickling with perennial 
fprings ; the furface of its Rock-vork 
Variegated with many-coloured moflfes, 
and its crevices filled with aquatic plants 
and flowers. This whole range of 
fcenery, but particularly the quarry 
pat, the wood having now attamed a 
very considerable growth, may^ in point 
of beauty and original effeft, challenge 
uy garden fccnery in the kingdom. 

That work, having employed a great 
number of hands for two or three years, 
was fucceeded by an enlargement of the 
bed of the river, and the removal of a 
ftoBe bridge of fcrveral arches, by which 
the water could no longer be croflcd. 
The diiferent forrti of the ihores and ex- 
tentkni now given to the breadth of the 
water have entirely changed its former 
•ipeft and chararfer, and rendei-ed it 
worthy of its prefent appellation of a 
I'ske. The cleamefs and depth of this 
^Wer, partly fupplied by the river Nad- 
der, and jpartly by thofe numerous foun- 
tains iifiiing from the high ground, and 
^▼ing the appropriate name of Fonthill 
to the village, add greatly to the merit 
of this Lake, in refpc^l to its volume and 
cxpanle, and entitle it to rank as one of 
the moft interefting objeiils of the place. 
Further improvements, however, are in 
due time to be made upon this water ; 
its &it to be ftill enlarged, and its form 
more varied. 

Mr. BeckfoKf's next undertaking was 
the formation of a new Kitchen and 
FWer Garden, contiguous to. each 
other, in a more convenient fcite, under 
> wanner afpe^, and upon a fcale four 
time« larger than the old one. The Hot 
^y'alli, rineries> Confervatories, quan- 
tity of glawd Frame-work, the Gar- 
four's Houle, iroportattoa of foil for 
|his exttnfive fpot of nrAny acres, with 
iti p]aotatioo9 and mtrierics, wd an 
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exteniive inclofure of handfome brick* 
wall round the whole, have altogether 
concurred to render this work almoft as 
tinrivailed in magnitude and convenience^ 
as it muft have been in matter of ex- 
pence. 

About three years ago was begun a 
Wall of confiderable height ahd thick i 
nefs, built of hewn ftone, and carried 
circularly round near feven miles of the 
loftieft and fineft part of the hills and 
woods of Fonthill. This has been fi- 
niihed with a ftrong painted paling, in^ 
clincd outwards, As a cbrvaux de frixe^ 
which runs entirely round the top of the 
wall in order to fecUre this favourite 
inclofure from all intruHon. Hares, 
pheafants, partridges, and other game, 
with birds of fong or of beautiral plu- 
mage, are the conitant inhabitants of this 
fecure region, and are, fome or other of 
them, continually offering themfelves to 
fight in the air or on the ground, half 
tame, and aimoft fearlefs, as if conicious 
of their Drivileged fafety. 

At the bottom of a wildly wooded 
hill, within this inclofure, is a natural 
Lake of the moft tranfparent Water ^sA 
happily varied outline—

On an elevated fcite above this Lake, a 
fpace, converted into a Lawn, has been 
opened in the Wood, confilHng chiefly, 
in this part, of larch and the various 
tribe of firs, with fome mixture of holly 
and^ew, for the ereftion of a Gothic 
Abbey, upon a very magnificent plaii By 
Wyatt. This edifice^ in which conli- 
derable pfogrefs is already made, extends 
to the length, of 185 feet ; one^of \t% 
towers, an octagon of 64. feet in diame- 
ter, will rife to the^eight of 145. feet. 
They alone, who have fecn the elevations 
of this edifice, and are acquainted with 
its charai£terii(ic fit nation, can form any 
adequate notion of the grand and ftriking 
effc«» which it will dlfplay within the 
place itfelf^ orpreientto the furrouuding 
country. It will naturally enough -l^e 
afked, what fuggefled to Mr. Beckford 
the fcheme of this building in the form 
of a Gothic Abbey ; the following cir- 
cumftances will explain the motive :-^ 
When this Gentleman's father, foon 
after the burning of the ancient houfe in 
1755, began to ere£l the "prtfenf noble 
manfion, he obtained a faculty to ..take 
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^wn tl^e oM church, which ftood too 
'Aear it, and to build a new one in a 
Atuation more convenient. This vene- 
rable old ftrudurei dedicated to St. Ni» 
(holas, contained a number of monu- 
ments, and fome of fplendid workman- 
fhip for the timet when they were ex- 
fcutedt in memory of the family of 
the Mervyssy formerly one of the muft 
opolentand refpedable in the county 
ot Wilts. This family was defcended, 
by an heirefs, from the fird Lord Lati- 
mer, who was fummoned to Parliament 
in the reign of Edward L Through 
the Mervyns, Mr. Beckford clearly 
traces l^is own lineal defcent up the 
fame fource*. The- above-mentioned 
fepulchrai monumcots of the MervynSj 
vrno were not only Mr. Beckford*s an- 
ce(lors, but for feveral centuries the 
original poircfTors of the Fonthill eftate» 
haying been expofcd to the open air on 
ilii; re mo V a! of the old church* and 
neglected till their ornaments became 
mutilated and their infcriptions efFaced, 
Mr. Beckford has defigned his Gothic 
Abbey as a memorial tributct in their 
fttadi to this ancient family. Their 
Aims, in regular fenest and with their 
different Quartcrings, arc to be painted 
on the windows of this edifice, and the 
names and dates of each f'ucccifive mem- 
ber of the family infcribcd on mural 
taLUts, in the galleries and cloyftcrs of 
the Al^bey. 

Although it will t«e imagined that 
avenues ajid ridings cannot have been 
wanting in the vaft extent of the woods 
:and piantatioDS of FonthiUt it fhould 
be particularly noticed in this account 
of works fet on f(x>t by the prefent Mr« 
Btckford, that a great variety of beau- 
.tiful walks and avenues have been 
.fortc^ed under his direction, particu- 
larly vviihin the great wailt-d inclofure. 
Thefc, though each of very conhder- 
nble length and widthi are all laid in 
the Imoothell turf, kept at great cxpence, 
and conftantly mown in the manner of 
owUnig« greens, and are almoft all 
bordered on either (ide^ within the 
ofiy fereens of the plantations with 
laureU flowering ih rubs and Howers in 
great variety and abundance. One of 
she approaches lately made to the ^b- 
bey is a broad ilraight avenue, in the 
fame ftilc and keeping as of thofe juft 
ttientioned, and at its termination at che 
Wuli of the inclofure communicating, 



by means of a bridge oirer a road, widl 
a bold terrace, four miles and a half ia 
length. Befides this terrace, and the 
avenues here fpoken of, a walk (for fo 
it is called) was begun to be opened laft 
fummer, which is to be continued for 
at leaft twenty miles, and is to wind 
about in eafy curves over hills, valleys 
and levels, to every ftriking or inte- 
refting point of view which can be com- 
manded within or without the whole 
exteut of Mr. Beck ford *s fylvan do- 
main. As the ground of this walk is 
to be fmoothed throughout, and covered 
with the verdure of a lawn, a great 
deal of labour Isneceflary to its forma- 
tion, and pot more than five or fix 
miles of it are yet entirely finiihcd; 
but as an addition of labourers ^ill be 
employed upon it, a verv confiderable 
progrefs may be expected in the courfe 
of another year. 

With how little influence the motive 
of oflcntation can be fuppofed to have 
operated on the mind of the Proprietor, 
in the greateft of thefe proje^s, may 
be concluded from the impra^kicability 
of ftiewing more than a fmall part of 
them to the numerous companies who 
are ufed to include Fonthill in the plan 
of their fummer excurfions. It is not 
only that fome days would be requifite 
for parties on foot, but that no carriages, 
except garden chaifes^ with bruad 
wheels, can, without injury, be aH> 
roitted within the great walled inclo* 
fure. 

As not lefs than three hundred men 
will generally continue to be employed 
on the prefent works, it is hoped that 
two years more may nearly fuffice for 
their accompli fliment. when they are 
finiihed, nothing, unlefs we meniion 
another inclofure of about eleven bun* 
dred acres, the prefent bank-fence of 
which will be changed into a wait, will 
remain to be executed, except the great 
T^wer on Stops- Beacon, of which aa 
incorre6h, though not exaggerated ac- 
count, appeared laft autumn in the 
Papers. 

Mr. Wyatt has already drawn feme 
of the plans and an elevation of tbis 
edifice. The Prefident of the Aca^ 
demy 9 and many other celebrated Ar- 
tifts, are at prefent engaged on the 
paintings and different objeAs of oros- 
ment for the Abbey, not to mention 
many others intended for the decoraiioa

dirtdting the fuperier workmen in the 
execution of his fchemes ; and fuch is 
the ardour with vbhich he is carrying 
forward his favourite building, the 
Abbey, that the froft and fnow of the 
prcftnt winter were never fuffered to 
Itop any pait of the work which could 
ftiil go on, nor to prevent his own daiiy 
excurfions to thefpot.

rtnces is meeting a friend occaiion- 
ally after a icparation fof any length of 
ttae.

We re- 
gard our preient Traveller in this cndcar- 
u^ light, and re-commence our ac- 
quaintance with fimilar emotions. His 
ranncr ingenious narrations charmed us in 
BO inferior degree, and fenfibly enlivened 
ourJoamal(& Vol.XVni.p. 106.285. 
440- ) ; and we now join him in his fecond 
route, in perfe£l confidence of re- 
ceiving from his fcientific hibonrs and 
veil-dieefted obfenrations equal inftruc- 
ricn and amufement. No man ever had 
tlie means of both more completely at his 
canouBd, was better qualified to com* 
onaicate the ftorcs derived from induf- 
^and experience, or more liberally in- 
cTined to gratify the ntmoft curiofity of 
kis readers : and with whatever avidity 
^ aeemefs he may be again perufed 
hj foch as have already participated in 
hh porfttits, or raniacked the refources 
ke oj«ns of hone(l intelligence, we ven-

Whoever looks in thefe Volumes for an 
arbitrary folution of inexplicable pheno- 
mena, chimeras, and moniters of human 
creation, or any confirmation of all thofe 
marvellous improbabilities, lies, and 
dreams, which fpeculative men fabricate 
in their clofets for the credulous multi. 
tude to fwallow implicitly, will afTurediy 
be difappointed. Our very intelligent 
adventurer, no abetter of impofhire, 
embraces, with a zeal truly honourable to 
the liberal purfuit of fcie^ce, every op. 
portunity that occurs ©f dete^ing it, 
difiipating the clouds of ignorance, in 
which genuine nature is ftill fo much en- 
veloped, and, by adhering rigidly tofa£l, 
effedually counteracts the prevalence of 
fi6lion and falfehood. The reiuit, in- 
deed, of long and fevere exertion and tn- 
veftigatien arc here exhibited in iuch 
genuine and explicit charafttr is, as cannot 
fail to interefl, in an eminent dbgrt^i all 
the real admirers of rural icenery in its 
naked and fimple iVate* 

The want of a copions Table of Con- 
tents is a detriment to the popularhy 
of the work, by giving it fuch an abrupt- 
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forbidding than invitbg to the gene- 
rality pf readers. Sloth often finds an 
excnie in this deficiency by declining a 
tglk not previoufly denned, and thus the 
iaviags. of avarice fumifli a cloak for ig- 
norance. It is where we expe^l the great- 
eft variety of entertainment that wc are 
moft folic itous to fee the bill of fare ; and 
our appetites are never blunted by luaow- 
ing bctore-hand the ijpccific nature of our 
pro vi Hon. The moft ufeful account we 
can give of thefe Travels is, therefore, 
to fupply, as well as wc can, this unpar- 
donable negleft, by laying before our 
Headers, as our manner has lately been, 
a biief fummary of what they contain. 
By fuch an analyfi8,however imperfe£l,we 
may become, in feme mcafure, the Au- 
thor *8 ailbciates in all his excurfions j 
learn the objefl.on which hefets out; 
apB]rcciate his means of realizing it ; 
foUow him in his route | contemplate the 
fatigues and dangers he encounters j and 
calculate the acqulfitions he makes; 
noting, as we proceed in whatever may 
ftrike us as defeflive in his plan, or, the 
e^Kccution of it. 

Our Traveller does not ftate fpecifi. 
cally what the exclufive aim of his labo- 
rious and expenfive undertaking is ; but 
he feems to be every where ftimuJated by 
an irrefiftible defire of improving natural 
hiftory, and efpecially of examining with 
his own eyes luch particular branches of 
it as are moft to his tafte. Few ob- 
jects of any value or novelty, in any fitu- 
atioh, or on any occafion, elcape his re- 
fearch. Oftener than once we find him 
regretting his want of botanical know- 
ledge, which prevented his collecting the 
variety of curious vegetables which fur- 
rounded hiui, and that he had neither the 
Hcill norappsuratus of a chymift for analy. 
T^ng the difTereot fubftances or bodies 
which occurred to him, and excited his 
attention. His great pa/Tion, which di- 
reAed and concentered all his ftudies and 
purfuits, vi^s to range through animated 
natur^ and Cc\tl\ from the infinite 
fwarms of creatures v^o people the Afri- 
can territories, fuch as are leaft known 
to the natura lifts of Europe. He aban- 
dons himfelf entirely to whatever he 
deems mofteftential and conducive to this 
•cqwifition. The ftyrcme and prevail- 
ing end of all his ambition and labours 
is fuch an aflemblage of animated forms 
as has been hitherto produced by no for- 
mer naturalift. Two objects feem to 
cccuBy his attention equally, in all cir- 
f nniftances ; the knowledge of the coun- 
try, s(n4 fuch fiiatcriajs ^» 9011W be fcua^ 



and amafled for this depofitiim« Theft, 
however, prove occammally fo incom- 
patible, and interfere lb efTentially with 
each other, as to put him fbmctixnesto 
the greateft inconvenience. But the ul- 
timate rel'ult of all his ingenuity and 
difcoveries are referved for his orni- 
thology, which he repeatedly promifn 
the puolic, and to which his further de- 
tails and traits of all the non-deicripts 
which fall in his way, are in general re- 
ferred. 

Of the means he pofteftld and prmred 
for accompliftiing thefe ends, he tosoe- 
times prefents us with very copious and 
minute details. The caravan he equipped 
confifted of three carriages, accompstnkd 
with relays of cattle i'or relieving each 
other in the draught, feme Hottentot 
negroes who ferved him on his preceding 
journey, and fcveral new ones; but no 
other European was fuftered to be of the 
party but himfelf. His train was likf- 
wiie fumiihed with fome faddle-horfes,aiuI 
a imall fiock of iheep, goats, and milk- 
cows . He had alfo a few poultry , a monkey, 
his old companion, and feventeen dogs. 
The merchandize by which he meant to 
traffic with the natives were trinkets of 
different kinds, tobacco, brandy, nails, 
and knives. Thefe, with nre-arms, 
powder, lead, proviiions of tools and 
iron, and ftores of fuch neceifaiies as 
were not likely to be found very plen- 
tifully, at leaft in diftrifts without cul- 
ture, civility, or perhaps inhabitants, 
kitchen utenfils, and inftruncicnts f<v 
hunting and preparing the materials of 
his cabinet, composed his luggasc. fat 
the confidence and fatisfiiAion of hia rea- 
ders in what may be expe^od from his 
diligence and exertions, he delineates very 
particularly all the apparatui* he thought 
mdifpenfible both to ia&ty and fuccefs. 
He even condefcends to chara6lerise the 
individuals who corapoie his fuite, and 
afcertatn the feveral departments they 
filled. He ftates the nature of their fer- 
vices, the ufes to which his animals aiv 
feparately appropriated, and, in propor* 
tion as they anfwered his.purpofe, omits 
nooccafion of celebrating their merit ia 
the fond language of an indulgent mafbr. 
The very ftru^re and conformation 

of hit waggons, the mode of his cb* 
campments, and the invariable care anf 
precautions eflential to his fecurity, arc, 
corref^ly'ftated Ibr the information an^ 
convtnience of future travellers. Th« 
arte by which he fecured the game i* 
moft requeft, his means of obtaining thit 
ipccific obie^s of his curiofity with lei4| 
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I fbanagef of bcft pitparingi keeping, and 
ftowing them for carriage, and, a great 
variety of Ingenious devices to which he 
lud occaiionaUy recourfe, where expe- 
rience iailedy a!nd he depended iolely on 
the refources of his own mind, are aJl 
fpcciticd and explained. It were need- 
kfs to add the talents and addreis by 
which this complicated machine is fabri- 
cated, pot in motion, conducted, and ren- 
liertd m erery refpe^ efficient. Of thefe 
every reader muft be left %o form his own 
judgmcnti by an impartial eftimate of the 
work, on carefully perafing its contents. 
The fiift Volume of thtie Travels de- 
icribetthe tour of the colony, which in- 
cludes a con£derable tra^t of country 
behind and round the Cape. His me- 
teorol<igical remarks on the adjacent 
mcuntiins, fomc of which overlook an 
immcnic extent, both of fea and land, 
are curious and new. Some of thefe 
I altitudes, the very defcription of 
1/ which renders u« giddy, helped him to a 
I nartial anticipation 0/ the difficulties he 
I had to furmount in the journey he medi- 
tited: but his ardour only increafed in 
pii'porcion as the wildfc under view ap- 
peartd impalTable. He enumerates, in 
this intrcxludion to the travels before him, 
various incidents, occafioned by his 
friendihips both in town and ainon? the 
planters on heir farms, at a dittance 
which confidei-ably impeded his fetting 
I out. Of all the captivating fpots in 
this rich and romantic colony, a place 
called the T'^uenty^four Rivers Jeems to 
have charmed him inoft. He mentions it 
as peculiarly calculated for thc/cj/^ of a 
town, which, with very little attention, 
might loon be madf to rival that on the 
lape ; and from the vicinity of a capa- 
I clous harbour, and a conflant fupply of 
the heft and cheapeft. provisions, with 
cvtry commercial accommodation, eafily 
furpafs it both in trade, population, and 
magniHcence. He traverfed the whole of 
what is called Hottentot Holland^ SweU 
hnboib, Dr oaken Steyn^ Rockrueld^ 
Rooge-Tuutdf and by Stuartland \ every 
point as far as this enchanting retreat. 
The refpeftive productions of the feveral 
cantons, their llate of cultivation, and 
local peculiarities, are defcribed in his for- 
mrr work. They fumifhed him few ar- 
I tides for tus colle^ion on this occaficn ^ 
I and what obfcrvaUons they fuggeft, are 
I chie£y confined to the chara6lers of the 
pUaicrs, and their mode of living.- 
I 1 hefe he divides into three claflcs : The 
firft are a kind of grandees of enormous 
wtal'Ji, poflTcfitd olfumptvous eAabliUvt 



meats, and marked from others by a 
dittant, . fupercilious, and haughty de- 
portment : The next owe every thing to 
their own indultry, enjoy an high degree 
of independence, live in a moderate 
ftate of competence, and emulate each 
other in pra^lifmg the amistbie virtues 
of kindnefs and hofpitality : The tfiird 
are a fpecies of drovers, who keep their 
flocks in the recelTes of the country, and 
expofe them to liale in the difiefent can- 
tons, lead a wandering aixl paitoral lite, 
and have no means of fubliftence, but 
what is derived fron^ this ambulatory 
traffic. 

The two firft Volumes of this Workf 
publifbed fix years ago, had no cl^rt by 
which the eye couM tumilhthe leaft help 
to the underftanding, in tracing the 
courleof our traveler through a de(ert 
hitherto fo little known. This defeat is 
in part at Icalt fupplied by the prefent 
publication, to which is prefixed a map 
explanatory of both tours $ the former 
by a red line, and this by . a yellow* 
Theie extenhve routes lie in oppofite 
directions, on a bafe in the ihape ofaq 
angle, the vertex of winch jets out into 
the fea, and forms one of the moft extra- 
ordinary capes or promontories in the 
world, which is wafiicd by the Southern 
Ocean in front, by the Indian on one fide» 
and by the Atlantic on the other. Our 
traveller reached along both ihores very 
far up the country to a diftri^ of CafFra- 
ria in one voyage, and mountains inha- 
bited by the Howfuanas, under the tro- 
pic of Capricorn, in the other. But this 
iketch only expofes the vaftnefs of the 
latitudes Itill unexplored, and the im- 
menie fwnrms of unknown favages bu- 
ried in their deep impenetrable recedes j 
and it mull leave on the mind of every 
judicious reader fentiments of real con- 
cern, that one fo competent to the talk 
had It not in his power to vifit the whole. 
This map, like many others, is on too 
fmall a fcale.to be of much ufe; and ill 
coni'ults the ccnvenien'cc of readers fcy a 
rigid adherence to the technical language 
o^ geography, which fo few undemand. 
Hjid the feveral tribes of favages rectoiv- 
noitered, and their different hordes or 
kraals, been diftinftly named Sn large 
ftrong characters, and the moll important 
pafles emphatically marked, every reft- 
mg-place, place of adventure, or place 
noted by whatever accident or circum- 
ftance, in the whole courfe might have 
become equally perfpicuous to every rea- 
der. 
J^ittle do men in affluence and eai^ 

and 
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9nd pofTcfled of many inyalnablc adTan- 
tages from fcience ami indulby pecnliar 
to a polifhed Hate of Tcciety, think pf the 
IMcpcuce to which they owe their cjijoy- 
inents. Tke painofnuich thinking, the 
^nidgery of feverc inveitigsiicn, ar.d all 
thoif namelclscircumltanctscf iolicitiide 
and labour, which render a ftiiAious life 
fo wearilbme both to the flclb and the 
j|>iritk, arc leidoni lulficiently confidcred 
by thofe to whole indulgence and luxury 
it chieily contributes. The fcixc of this 
f«mark mult be acknowledged by all who 
perufe ihetc tjravtls. Thty exhibit a fc- 
ric« of experiments carried on tor the ad*, 
vancement of knowledge, at the rifque 
of wl^tever is vu;Uiii)te to iiuniaji com- 
icjl. Every confid^rmtion, however 
intcrefting and important, is al>ruj>tly 
^audoned, for.whatevi-r proinilcs the 
Jcaft arcefTionto our Itock ^i inteliig;cnce^ 
Wc'havc here a nian polTctkd of eale and 
independence, ifiuing from the boibm of 
tafte and luxury' ; and, for the purfuil cf 
icieflce, relinquifhing ali the encieamfienr« 
of dcmeftic felicity'j conunitting himfclf 
fo the perils of the ocean in a tedious and 
jlilaftrotis voyage ; Iwcltering under the 
potent rays cf a Vertical fun, plunging 
smidft the Itornis which agitate the tro- 
pical climates M'ith fo much violence j al- 
|noft fuilccated by clouds oflalineduft 
j^nd arrid . vap«.urs conilantly inhaled 
from a Ibil every where impregnated by 
fr»lt an4 fulphur j alternately parched 
with ihirft and devoured by hunger, 
Jvi^hout pro;pe6l of water or iood ; cx- 
jpttienciijg.th^ naiTowcll clcapes frorti 
^ciloned arrows, and poifoned fountains, 
and thi: mo(t I'crious depredations both of 
johbers ind Arc j exploring the hordes 
,of unknown hsiivarians, tar from the 
counltl and countenance of regular foci- 
€ty ; eu^bracing as aflbciates and friends 
triles ot men as wild as the lummits that 
.h;iibour them, and uncultivated as the 
|:«jr.ie they puiiue j dalhing into thebo- 
Jif m* ot loreftj* inte' d by bealis of prey, 
cvo<r:rg on rafts w Kunips of rree5» tlie 
moik impttuotis torrents ; ftumbiiiig on 
.n kraai vt miierablc wretches, blockaded 
.Ju their huts by a peftilence io deadly, 
that it ictmed impollible either to recede 
or continue, without embi-acing inevita- 
ble deftrufction j encountering elephants, 
. who are neailytiv-idlng him down, jhi- 
nucerofes whole itrength in enormous, 
.m d mode of defence peculiarly fierce and 
drtadtul ; geratfcs, buffaloes, lions, ti- 
f trs, hyenas, vultures, and almoft every 
Other cainivuiou* animal ! Such a fcries 
oi hazards a;i di^inguiih this bold sdvcn- 



turer cannot l^ read or recited wUfiout 
confiderable pam } but they give pc€ulia.r 
iliterelt to the narratton, ancTlenUbly en- 
hance the value of the reliilt. 

Tbe Author has no where laid before 
his readers a regular catalogue of his ac- 
quilitions in natural hittory. They can 
belt judge of thel© who have accefs to 
the cabinet he muft by this time havedi- 
gcilcd and arranged. The following are 
a. few fpecimcns of the advantages wc 
owe to his new Travels : 

1. Though no botanift himfelf, he 
dirclofcs the moft fertile fources for en- 
riching that delicious fcience to fuch as 
fludy and purlue it. He promiies to 
publilh with all convenient Ipeed Icvcral 
engravings of fome fmgularly beaut it ul 
plants. He explains the nature of vege- 
tation in thefc acrid climates, charaiter- 
rizcs the ibil, and dire£\s the florilt how 
to chcrifli and preiiBrve this exquifite tai^e 
with moft pleaiure and fiiccc!s. An un- 
common plant often and infenfibjy rivets > 
him to tiie fpot. In a fwcet thicket on 
the bank ot the Fifh River, he is tillrd 
with rapnire at the fight of a lily llicdding 
its beauties to th# * defert air,' and wiv- 
ing majeftically on a flexible Item, levcn 
feet Ivigh and fix inches round the bulb» 
more ttvan one toot in Icnfftb, and nearly 
twoaiid a h^f in circum^rence. 

2. His clafTification of animals was hei:^ 
confidcrably augmented, a« thele fertile 
banks furniihed him with eighty different 
fpecies of birds, ten of which were en- 
tn cly new : their novelty was the more 
pleating as it vmis what he principally 
iought. He added likewife to his ^oUec* 
tion many quadrupeds both great and 
fmalt : but what i^ of the higl^li co^- 
lequence to the knowledge of' gncmuine

indepejKlent kind he was chiefly careful 
to examine and dilplay j and from the in- 
ftaiices produced in theic Volumes of his 
acutenels and dilcriminaiion, vre are 
hciirtiiy difpcfed to wilh him all poflible 
fuccefs in the fevcral publications an- 
nounced, and which are probably now in 
trail). 

3. He endeavours to purge natural 
hiitory of all the misshapen fables which 
have hitherto disfigured and difguil«d it. 
Several fa6^s doubted or diibelieved, he 
authenticates ; afferts the prafticability 
of taming the fierceft animals from his 
own experience and example in the calc 
ofazebi;a; and^Ilablifhes the fafcinating 
powei* of certain reptiles from the tefti- 
rvony of his own fenfes, and that of 
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treJibiHty and honour : and thefe things 
are the more likely to be true, that tills 
publicatioiNBuft reach the Cape> where 
isaDy witnefTes are alive and to be 
found, and infallible means of detefling 
fictitious ftatements are at hand. 

4* Nothing recommends the Work 
nore to our attention, than the many 
amiable and intereiling traits it affords 
of our comnaon nature in its mo(t aitkfs 
and fimple Condition. Ail the Author^s 
fuffcring and expence of time, talent and 
property, would have been amply repay- 
ed bv only quafliii^ that calumny and 
averiion, which unfortunately coiiiigned 
fuch multitudes of our fellow -creatures to 
the hatred and injury of others, not much 
better than themfelves. But he relcues 
alfo Qumberleis hordes of mild andhaim. 
lefs individuals from prejudice and ob^ 
fcurity } makes them known and rcfpeft- 
ed by each other ; and inftrufts the go* 
verrjncnt of thele remote fcttlenaents how 
tW numerous tribes who occupy the back 
grounds may be trained and made fer? 
} viccable : and nothing can be more plua- 
£ng than the rapture and enrhufiaihi with 
which he dwtlls and expatiates on their 
wami unuiipicious tempers, the miidnefs 
and freedom of their manners, the hoi'pi- 
lality they fticw to ftrangers, the confi- 
i dcxce they exercife on all occafions, and 
I the very exquifite pleafurc they unit'onnly 
take in doing generous and good natured 
i things. 

' 5. The predeceflbrs of our traveller 
' in fome part of the fame route are every 
where haiidforoely treated . Of fome who 
evidently had the improvement of fcience 
exdufivcly at heart, he fpeaks in terras 
of high refpe6t» and reflifies their mif- 
takes with delicacy and liberality ; but 
others who take every thing on tru(l, 
and are fond of exaggerating the tradi- 
tions of the populace, and even repeat 
with approbation the romantic fables of 
the planters, he induftrioully expoies to 
the mfamy they merit. 

6. On the fuppofition that v^e fliall 
be able to retain this ineftimable fettle- 
ment of which we are now in poflllfion, 
we eamcftly reconamend thcfe Travels to 
the attention cf Government : they 
bring forwani«obje6ls of great public im- 
portanse : various high commercial ad- 



vantages in which this country abounds 
are fuggefted> fome ofthefineft bays f<ar 
ihipping in the known world ore pointefl 
out, and feveral rich fources of naval 
ftores laid open. New fituations pecis- 
liarly inviting to freAi colonization aie 
dil'cloied^ where the foil is fertile, the cii. 
mate gentle, water plenty, game abua- 
dant^ ample communication with the 1<9 
and with Europe open, and the wholie 
fcenery for an immenfe fvveep of the moft 
beautiful lying grounds exquiiitely rich 
and romantic. The prafticability of tra- 
veriiug the whole of thefe unknown regi- 
ons is iieauently and fully aicertained; 
and the beft ^uicie tp fuch an undertaking 
are, d6ubtleis, the adventures and expe- 
rience here detailed. 

Notwithftanding the fmgular degree of 
pleafure we have derived from the perufal 
of thefe Travels, we do not think then 
altogether faultlels. Many of his detaijs 
might be profitably comprelTed. Ais de- 
fcriptions both of animals, ve^tables, 
and occurrences, are alfo very otten tedi- 
ouilv prolix. Among all the mon^evs 
be faw, he accounts for none of their car- 
cafes when dead ; he does not once men- 
tion feeing any of their bones, or hazard 
a ilngle conjeflure on this phenomenon. 
How age is acconmiodated among fa* 
vages, the ftate both of men and wome^ 
during that interefling period j and how» 
where, and with what folemnitv their 
dead are interred, he leaves us wholly in 
the dark. AH thefpecubtions he throws 
out on the various (hades of the hnman 
chara^er in this uncultivated and unde- 
praved ftage, are equally fuperficial and 
unfatisfaftory. Frcm the inhabitants cf 
thtfe high remote latitudes, where the 
wonders of nature are in perpetual exhi- 
bition, and an extreme fermentation ot 
the elements diverfifies her entire organi- 
zation, v^ho dilcover in other refpeSs no 
weaknefs of intelle<5l, it feems odd no 
traces of reflexion were difcerned, con- 
cerning cither the origin of things, or 
their own delHnat ion i but this key,thougb^ 
the bed for unlocking all the latent. excd- 
lencies and mylleries of our nature, did 
not accord with the phiiofophy of the 
new fchool. It is at leaft not from a dii- 
ciple of maierialliin that we can exjM^t 
fuch intelligence. 
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The Author acknowledget, that the 
ttwiin and principal event it only an am< 
plification of the SaKion BarAfa in the 
Guardian : he mi^bt hare zddcA, that 
bis gboflf in one ofthe epifodes, appears 
in circumftaftces too fimilar to be the 
tfft€tof accident, to a fpeftre exhibited 
' in all the horrors of corruption and mar» 
rowiefs hones t by the inventive authorefs 
of " The Knights ofthe Svnin." 

Neither morals nor religion will ac- 
knowledge themfelves benefited by a work 
whofe great fcopc and purport it Is to 
fliew, tnat the tairclt face and fcmblance 
of virtue is commonly a cloak to the 
Dioit hoq^ible crimes ; and uniefs ail the 
other fourccs of im^-ohabtlitynnd'Ufoni/er 
muft be confidercd as completely ex- 
haufted, it is difficult to aflign a reafon 
for the revival of the exploded myftcries 
oi forceryt and the fiirtrs of Jarkne/s, 
If it was our Anther^s intention, which 
we would not willingly funpofe, to at- 
tack religious orders, and, of courie, 
religion itfelf, by exhibiting the extreme 
depravity of its moft eminent dKciples, 
he will, in the opinion of all found . 
judges, be conOdered not only as having 
failed of hia intention, but as having 
paid an honourable tribute, the more 
valuable for being nndffigneily to ecelc 
Jiaflicat rfiahl^bmtnti. The Mdnk yields 
not to the firft, nor to the fccond efforts 
even of belli fi> efjailann ; he rcfifts 
bhndiflimerts which no mortals nnfup. 
ported could have been able to repel } and 
becomes at laft the unhappy viAim oi 
luH from excefs of gratitude and attach- 
ment. His progrefs aRerwards into the 
abyfs of crimes i* ripid ajful inexcufcable ; 
and in this part of his work, our author 
has Oiewn conilderable (kIU and dexte- 
rity \ but even here, to inflame the 
atrocity of his chara^ler, the ciil])nt 
ibmetimes is made to commit gratuitous 
and improbable enormities. 

The poetry interrperfed through this 
work would nave given popularity to a 
compofition much interior to this both 
in matter and In Itile. Where Mr. L. 
bus attempted to imitate the manner of 
the ancient balhd, he is eminently fuc- 
cefsful \ retaining all its fimplicity and 
pathos, without the vulgarity or the ifi- 
correftnefs j and there are few modem 
elegies that furpafs the Exile cither in 
elegance or imagery. Indeed, tlie chief 
excellence of Mr. 1»»^^ proff confiiU in 
this latter attribute of the ww/i- ; all the 
Icenes on which any care ha^i been be- 
ftowed exhibiting both the truth of na- 
ture and the animation of genius. 



If the reader wifhes to be InftruSetl 
in the fecrct of raifmg up (pirits from 
the vafiy deep^ various fpeclmcns of that 
recondue lore may be coUlcled from this 
fingular performance ; aJid one by a ve- 
teran and experienced art ill, no lels a 
perfonage than the If^anderimr Jew bim- 
/elf. We (hall, however, fclea an ex- 
ample from the fecond Volume, which is 
rattier more highly finilhed, and is no 
unfavourable fample of our Auth(»'''s 
adroitnefs in this Kience of darknt/s and 
drvils, 

** The light of the letuming lamps 
gilded the walls, and in a few momenta 
after Matilda ftood befide him. She 
had quitted her religious habit ^ ihe was 
now clothed in a long fable robe, on 
which was traced in gold embroidery a 
variety of unknown charafters ; it was

beautifU than imcy*i pencil crerdrew : 
it was a youth, feeroingly fcarce eighteen, 
the perfedion of whofe form and face 
was unrivalled. He was perfeAly naked | 
a bright fbtr Cpvkled upon his frirehead ; 
two crimfon wings extended thcmielvcs 
from his fboulders ; and his filken locks 
were confined by a band of many-coloured 
fires, which pLyed round his head, foim- 
ed themfUves into >a variety of figures, 
and ihone with a brilliance tar furpaffing 
that of precious ftones t circlets of dia- 
monds were faftened round his arms an4 
ankles; and in his right band' he bore 
a (liver branch imitating myrtle.

She f^emed 
to idfifl upon foroething which the dae* 
mon was unwilling to erant. He fre- 
quently darted upon Ambrofio angry 
glances, and at fuch times the Friar's 
heart funk within him. Matilda ap* 
peaned to grow incenfed : fhe Ipoke in a 
loud and commanding tone, and her gef- 
tnres declared that fhe was threatening 
him with her vengeance. Her menaces 
had the defired ef^a. The fpiiit funk 
upon his knee, and with a fubmiilTve 
atr prrfented to her the branch of myrtle. 
Ho fooner had fhe received it than the 
mufic was a^ain heard \ a thick cloud 
fpread itfelt over the apparition $ the 
blue flames dilappeared ^ and total ob- 
fcurity reigx^ through the cave. The 
Abbot moved not from his place ; his 
/acuities were «U bound op in pleaitii^, 
anxiety, and fufprisf. At length, the 
darknefs difperlir.g, he percelvwl Ma- 
tilda Handing near him in lier religions 
habit, with the mvrtle in her hand. No 
traces remained of the incantation, smd 
the vaults were only illuminated by the 
faint rays of the fcpulchral lamp.** 

That our readers tjozy not be too 
much fafdnited with this angelic a}^- 
pearance of tlic Sj»ini of Darknefit it is 
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p rop e r to Snfoqn tbcm, that the arch- 
tmemj appear*, again to the apoftate 
Monk, towards theclofe of the ftory, in 
all his genuine ugHnefs and malignity) 
and according to the true cojiumr, with 
^rns and ttihns. 

As a rpccimen of the poetry in this 
wock, we ihall fcka 7 be Water-KJn^^ 
an imaginary potentate of the Daniih 
Mythology, whofe province it is to agi- 
tate the d«ep, occafion ihipwrecks, and 
drag the drowning lailors beneath the 
waves. Mr. L. informs t|s> in a Aiort 
preface, that from the third to the twelfth 
ftanxa it is the fraenient of an original 
Panirh Ballad. We have not yet fccn 
it extra£bd into any periodical puhlica- 
fion.

Of this proceeding, however, we 
were not torpid fpe^ators, b\it took to 
our heels, and crouded imo the canoe- 
The negro now tntrtated me- to renew the 
charge, afluring me the foake woukl be 
quiet in a frw minutes, and at any rate 
perfifting in the afiertion, that he was 
neither able nor inclined to purfrie u^ 
which opinion he fupported tw walking 
bcfone me till I fhotild be ready to fire ; 
and thus I affain undertook to make the 
trial, efpecially as he faid that his firft 
ftarting backwarda had only procecxled 
from a defire to make room for me. I 
now found the (hake a little rem o ved 
from his former i(atron, but very quiet^ 
with his hsttd as before, lying out afnonr 
the frdien kaves, rotten bark, and on 
mofs. I fired at it immediately, but 
with n» hotter fuccerit thin the other time ; * 
and now, being^ but IH^tly wounded, be 
fent up luch a clotxl ot dull and dirt aa 
I XMver faw but* in a whblwind, and' 
made ua once more fuddenly r e tieat t^ 
. o«r ca^^Vf wherei now being haatti)/ 
tired of the exploit, 1 gave orders to row 
towards the barge ^ but David jlill in- 
treating ne to permit him to kill the ani* 
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fuA, I wu, bv ht$ ]pefftitlions» hxhsced 
wnake% th'm and uft attempt in com- 
paay with him. Thus, having anct 
more ^ilcovtred the £aake» we difcharged 
borh our pieces at once, and with this 
gDod eflcA, that he was now, by one of 
us, [hot through the bead. David, who 
WIS made completely happy by this fuc- 
cefsfbl coiidofion, ran leaping with joy, 
and loft so time in brining the boat- 
rope, in order to dfag him down to the 
canoe ; but this again proved not a very 
eify undertaking, l:nce the creature, not- 
withfaoding its being mortally wounded, 
aw continued to virreath and twift about 
in fbch a manner as rendered it dangerous 
for any perfon to approach him.

bny QuacOy who might then be about 
twre years old, and round whofe waift 
I inoe meafured the creatui:«*s (kin. 

" Being arvived along-fide of the Cha- 
no, the next conHderation was how to 
dii|wfe of this immenfe anmal ; vitoi it 
«as at leaeth deftrmined to bring him on 
iure at Barbacoeba, to have him ikin- 
ad, and take out the oil, &c. In order 
to t§t6t this purpofe, the ne^^ David, 
hsvii^ dimbed up a tree with the end of 
tke rope, let it down ovtr a ftit>n^ forked 
^gh, and the other negroes hoifted up 
Ike ibakey and fufpendcd hhn from the 
tne. Thb done, David, with a (harp 
kiife between his teeth, noVv left the 
tne, and clung hA upon the monfter 
artiick was ftill twifting, and began his 
mittoas tnr ripninf it up, and ftrippfaig 
Awn Ae Acta as ne oefbendted. Though 
I p er ee i ife d that the animal was no longer 
ibk to do him any hijurv, I confefs I 
coold not without emotion fee a man 
ftsrk vabtd, black and bloody, 
I vilkarms ajid legs romnl the Himy 
I yet bkedsng monfter. ThU labour, 
kowever, was not ^without its uie, fince 
keiMt only dcatroufly finxftcd the opera- 
tn^faat proridcd mc$ beiidet the fkin« 



with above four gallons of fine clarified 
fit, or rather oil, though there was 
wafted, perhaps, as much more. This 
1 delivered to the furgeons at Devil's 
Harwar, for the ufe of the wounded men 
in the hofpitaJ, for which I received their 
hearty thanks ; it being confidered, par- , 
ticularly for bniifes, a verjL excellent 
remedy. When I fignificd my furpriftf 
to fee the (hake ftill living after he was 
deprived of his inteftines and (kin, Cara^ 
maca, the old negro, wheiher from expc-. 
rience or tradition, allured me he wpuld 
not die till after funfct. The ncgroe* 
now cut him in dices, in order to drcC^. 
and feaft on him, they all declaring that 
he was ejfctedingly good and wholclome, 
but, to their great mortification, I reftifed 
to give my concurrence, and we rowed 
down with the (kin to DeviPs Harwar. 

** Of this fpccies fevcral (kins are pre- 
ferved in the Bfiti(h and Mr. Parkin, 
(bn's Mufeums. It is called by Mr. 
Weftly Lyboija, and Boa in the Britidi 
Encyclopaedia, to which publlcatton I 
refer the reader for the perfect account^ 
and an excellent engraving of this won- 
derftil creature, which, in the Colony of 
Surinam, is called Aboma. Its lengthy 
when (ull grown, is £tid to be ibmetimes 
forty feet, and more than foiu* feet ib - 
circumference 5 its colour is a greeniflx 
black on the back } a fine brownifh yel- 
low on the fides, and a dirty white under 
the belly ; the back and fides being fpoi- 
ted with irregular black rincs, wuh a 
pure white in the middle. Its head i» 
broad and flat, (mall in proportion tv 
the body, with a large mouth, and a dou • 
blc row of teeth j it has two bright pro- 
minent eyes, covered all over with fcalcs* 
fome about the fize of a (liilling ; and 
under the body, near the tail, armed 
with two ftrong claws, like cock-fpurs, to 
help it in feizine its prey. It is an am- 

J>hibious animal, that is, it delights in 
Ow and marfhy places, w^here it lies coiled 
up like a rope, and coiicealed under mofs, . 
rotten timber, and dried leaves, to feizc 
its prey by furprize, which from its im* 
menfe bulk it is not a^ive enough tc^ 
purfue. When hungry it will c&vouy 
any animal that com<.s within its reach, 
and is indifferent whether it is a doth, a 
wild boar, a ftag, or even a tigc<- ; round 
which having twifted itfelf by the helpi 
of its claws, fo that the creature cannot 
efcape, it breaks, by its irrcfillibl^ 
force, every bone In tl^^e animaVs body, 
which it then covers over with, a kind o£ 
dime or fiaver ffom its mouth, «to -mnktl, 
it dide ; and« at laft, padvall^ fu^s it; 
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ia till itdli2^>pe2rt : after this the Abo- 
nia cannot Akift it» iituation, on account 
of the great knob of Icnotvrhich the fwal- 
Jowed prey occafion^ in that part of the 
body wbere it relts, till it is digefted ^ 
for tlU then it would hinder the fnal^e 
irom flldiiig along the grounds During 
tTiat tiixM; the Aboma wants no other 
ittbfiftence. I have been told of negi'oes 
being devoured by thi» animat> and am 
^nipofed to credit tVie account ; for fhould 
they chance to come within its reach when 
hungry, it would ai> certainly fci/e them a» 
amy otm r animal. I do not apprehend that 
its flcih, which is very whitei and iook» 
like that of iilh, is in any refpe6l perni- 
cious to the Itomach. I (hould^iave had 
tto obje^ion to the negroes eating it till 
it was bonfumed, had i not obferved a 
fctr.d of diitatisfa£^ion among the re- 
maining marines^ who would not have 
been plea fed with my giving the negroes 
xbt ule of the kettle to boil it. The bite 
ol'this fnake is faid not to be vtnomousj 
Bor do I believe it bites at all from' any 
other impulie than that of hunger/' 
' The preceding account is embelliihed 
^ith a vej-y gooj print, repreienting the 
Inake fufpended iirom a tree, and the ne- 
fitOy fbced on the upper part of its vaft 
DOdy, in the a£l of ripping it up, wliile 
t^ others- are holding it sdoft by means 
oit" the rope. 

That we 4nay finilh in this place all 
that iTmains to be faid of this extraordina- 
r)r atnifnal, we will berefubjoin, though it 
lie in the Second Volume, what Captain 



Stedmaii add« coBcenung another -fiuka 
of this fpecies, though not from his own 
pcrfonal knowledge : 

" Who would believe, that almoft a 
whole detachment of ei|^ty marines, one 
day marching through a thick wood* 
imagined, to a man* uiat tt>ey were ftep^ 
ping one after another over a large fallen 
tree, that phftru^ed their way, till at 
length it began to move* ;ukI proved to 
be no other than a full-grown ferpeni 
of the Aboma kind, meafuring, accord- 
ing to Colonel FoUrgeond*s computaiioii^ 
between thirty and. Forty A^t in length | 
yet this is an indubitable troth. The 
above animal was neither killed nor hurt ^ 
theColonel ordering the remaining party to 
form in a half circle and march around 
it, in order that they thimfelveSf at the 
fame time, might cfcape every danger 
from the monftcr'* matchlcfs ftrcngth." 

Tt may be obfei-ved of thefe two ac- 
counts, that they contribute to cooHmi 
each other, both with refpeft to the ex- 
treme indolence of this gigantic reptile* 
and to its indifpolition to do mHchief» 
unlefs provoked by hunger r It is ikld 
to fubhl! chiedy on 'the imaller ncxious 
animals, which abound in fultry and 
marilty foils. M. Adamfon conjec- 
tures, probably enouzh,'in his *• Voyage 
up the River Senegal,"* that Itsttfe may 
be to diminish and keep down that proi<- 
fie breed, which, in a genial climate» 
might otherwife increafe to a multitudi^ 
nous and mifchievous excefs.

Of thi« celebrated Reformer, who 
fdifgraced his ufefuL and refpc<5tablc cha- 
Ta^tcr by outrage and violence, the 
Regent Earl of Morton faid, when he 
attended his funeral, «^ There lies a 
r>att who in hre life never feared the 
face of a nian, who hath been often 
threatened with dag and dagger, hut 
yet hath he ended his days in peace and 
lioflour; for he had God's providence 
watching over him in a fpcciai manner 
when hib very life was fought." 

Timoleon indeed, the Kcformer of 
Corinth, when he caufed his brother*! 
btood to be fiied, turned afide his head, 
covered it with his cloak, and wept. 
The ScoTtilh Reformer, however, not 
only performed the great work in which 
he WPS engaged with earneftnefs, but 
accafionally added want of fee|mgto. 
wards the perfons who fuffered for it. 
In defcribvng the murder of Cardinal 
Beaton, he introduces a jnke about his

'• Knox in one of h» Sermons excUims, 
uthat one Mafs was more frightful to

much offehce to (^iircn Mary. Lord 
JOarnle^, whom (l»c foon afterwards 
married, was prevailed upon to hear 
him preach, and he entertained his cars 
\Vith this uxt from Ifaiahj •• O Lord, 
pcher Lords than thou have reigned 



over lis;'* and fjpeaking of the govern- 
ment of wicked Princes, he faid, iha* 
they were fcnt as tyrants and fc^jurges 
to the people for their fios ; addingithat 
God lets occafionally 6oys and HMmn 
over a nation, 'to punt(h thera far their 
'crifT'«s and their ingratittnle. 

To animate the mob of Perth lo poll 
down cathedrals and mcnafteries, he 
exclaimed, *< Pull dowjt the nefts aod 
the rooks will fty away." Yet, as it is 
fagaciouOy and humanely obfcrved by 
Mr, Andrews, in his judicious and ex* 
eel lent Coniinuation of Dr. Henry's 
Valuable Hiftury, ** H« reft rained bis 
followers from blood, nor even by way 
of reuUation did a fiiigle man of the 
Roman Catholic party lofe his -life for 
his relieion, if we except the Cardinal, 
who fell as m^ich on accourit of his 6tU 
pottfm as his bigotry.

If^ to* 
iwdf ibch neutral nationyy the French 
Stpubfic has forbometo execute this rights 
Ae ibrbeau^nce has been perfifllv gra- 
ftiit0os. Tbe United States, by virine of 
tiieir Treaty of Commerce with France, 
land on dfffereDt ground. 

In the year 1778, France ▼oluntanly 
CMifed hito t Commercial Treaty witK 
V, 00 principles of perfect reci^rocity» and 
oprdiil? ftipulating that free fbifsJhwUi 
mate free goods: that is, if France 
Imk! be at war with any Nation^ with 
whom the United States Ibould be at 
face, the goods (except oontrabtnd) and 
tbe perfons x)f her enemies (Tokiiers in 
adoa) lervice excepted) found on board 
the veffda of the United Siates %v^re xo be 
lite from capture. On the other hand^ 
if the United States (hould engage invrar 
vith any Nation, while Frtince remained 
at peace, then the goodt (except contra- 
baad) and the penbns of our enemies 
(feUicrstn aftual fenrice excepted) found 
OB board Fi^nch vefMt, were alfo to be 
fe from capture. This is plainly ex- 
pfvSed in the ajd Article of tlut Tiraty, 
and demonftratet that the reciprocity there*

IN recurring to the internal fituatioQ 
of our country] fince I had la ft the plea- 
fure to addreis you, 1 find apiple rcafua 
for a renewed expreiiion of that grati- 
tude to the Ruler of the yniverfe,which 
a continued feries of profperity has fo 
often and fo juft^y called forth. 

The Aas of the laft Selfions, which 
required fpccial arrangements, have 
been, as far as ctrcumfiances would 
admit, carried into operation. 

Meafures calculated to enfure a con* 
tinuance of the friendfliip of the Indians, 
and (0 prefer ve peace along the exteot 
of our interior frontier, have been di« 
gelled and adopted. In the framing of 
thefe, care has been take^ to guard, on 
the one hand, our advanced fettJemems 
frpm the predatory incurfioiis of thofc 
unruly individuals, who cannot be re- 
ilrained by their tribes ; and» on the 
Other hand, to prote^ the rights fecured 
19 the Iiidigp bj.'^q^t^^o draw tbc^ 
9 ^^H** 
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r to the civilized ftat«y tid infpire 
Utfm with corre^ conceptions of the 
power, u well as juftice, of the Go. 
vcmmeDt. 

The meeting of the Deputies from, 
the Creek nation at Colerain, in the 
Sbte of Georgia, which had for a 
principal obieA the purchafe of a par- 
cel of their land by that State, broke up 
without its being accompliihed ; the 
aation having, previoys to their de- 
panure, inftru^cdcbem agaiuft making 
any fale; the occafion, howeveryhas been 
improved, to confirm by a new Trea- 
;y with the Creeks, their pre-cxifting 
eagigements with the. United States, 
nod to obtain their confent to the efta- 
Vliihment of trading houfes and mili- 
U^y poftt within their boundary, by 
pieans of which their friend fhi}> and 
the general peace may be moree^c£lu« 
allv fecurcd. 

The period during the late Seflionj at 
which the appropriation wa» paffed, 
for carrying into cfftft the Treaty of 
Aoiiiy^ 0>n)incrce, and Naviguion be- 
tween the United Stales and his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, necellarily procrafti* 
Bated the reception of the polls Aipu<« 
laced to be delivered beyond the date 
affigaed for that event. As foon, how. 
ever, as the Governor General of Ca- 
nada could be addrtlTcd wiib propriety 
01 the fubjedk, arrangements were cor- 
dially and promptly concluded for thtir 
evacaatioo, and the United States took 
puflcfTion of the principal of them » com- 
prehending Ofwego, Niagara, Detroit, 
Michalimakinac, and Fort Miami, where 
i^uch repairs and additions have been 
frrdeced to be made a& appeared indif* 
penfibie. 

The Commiflioners appointed on the 
Eort of the United States and of Great 
britain, to determine which is the river 
St. Croix, mentioned in the Treaty of 
J^eaceof 1783, agreed in the choice of 
£^bert Benfon, Efq. of New York, for 
the third Comipiiriouer, The whole met 
atSt. Andrew's, in Paflamaquoddy Bay,

and other property, met the CommiP 
fioners of his Britannic Majefty in Lon« 
don, in Auguft iaft, when John Trum- 
bull, £f(). was chofen by lot for the fifth 
Commiilioner. In October following 
the Board were to proceed to bulinefa. 
As yet there has been no communica- 
tion of Commiifioners on the part of 
Great Britain to unite with thofe who 
have been appointed on the parr of the 
United States, for carry iikg into effect the 
fixth article of the Treaty. 

The Treaty with Spain required that 
the Commil&oners for running the 
boundary line between the territory of 
the United States and his Catholic Ma- 
ilfty's Provinces of Eaft and Weft Flo* 
rida, Ihould meet at the Natches, beforq 
the expiration cf iix months after the 
exchange of the ratifications, which was* 
effefted at Ararjuex on the 25th day of 
April, and the troops of his Catholic 
Majefty occupying any pofts within the 
iimits of the United States were within 
the fame period to be withdrawn. — The 
Commiilioner of ti^e United States^ 
therefore, comtTicneed his journey for 
the Natches in September, and troopt 
were ordered to occupy the pofts from 
which the Spaniih i^rirrifon Ihould be 
withdrawn. Information has been re- 
cently received of the appointment of a^ 
Commilfioner on the part of his Catho-* 
lie Majefty for running the boundary 
hne, but none of any appointment for 
the sdjuftment of the claims of our 
Citizens, whofe vclTels were captured 
by the armed veiTels of Spain. 

In purfuance of the Act of Congrefs, 
paired in the laft Seiiion, for the pro- 
ted ion and relief of American Seamen, 
A^«nt8 were appointed, one to refide in 
Great Britain, and the other in the WeR 
Indies. The effe6ls of the Aeency in 
the Weft Indies are not yet ^ily af- 
certained} but ihofe which have been 
communicated afFord grounds to believe* 
the meafure will be beneficial. Th« 
Agent deftined to refide in Grcit Bri- 
tain, declining to accept the appoint- 
ment, the bufinefs has confequently 
devolved on the Miinfter of the United 
States in London ; and will command 
bis attention, until a nc^ Agent ihall 
be appointed. 

After many delays and difappoint- 
mems arifing out of the European 
War, the final arrangements for ful- 
filling the engagements made to tha 
Dey and Regency of Algiers, will, in 
all prefent appearance, be crowned witli 
fuc^cfs i but under great, though in.

Id aiteutral flag requires a naval force^ 
«rganizad> and ready to vindic^re it 
Irom iafult or aggrciiion. This may 
tvcn prevent the necelfity of going to 
War,hy difciou raging BeUigercnt Powers 
iron committing fuch violations of the 
T^ta of the neutral party, as may, 
ivft or lalt, have no oth^r option .<-« 
From the beft information I have been 
able to ebtatD, it would feem as if our 
tnide to the Mediterranean, without a 
yrue^king force, will always be infe* 
cure ^ and our Citizens cxpofcd to the 
^alafliities from which numbers of 
ibem have but juli been relieved. 

Thefeconfidcraiions invite the United 
Stales ta look to the mcansr and to fet

wealth. 

While, in our external relations, fon^ 
ferious inconvepiencies and embarrafl'- 
ments have been overcome, and othera 
kflenedt it is with much pain and deep 
regret I mention, that circumdancea 
of a very unwelcome nature have Ute(y 
occurred. Our trade has fufiered, ana 
is fufiVring, extenfive injuries in .thn 
Weft Indies, from the cruizers an^ 
agenu uf the French Republic j-^and 
communications have been received 
from iu Mini(ler here, which indicatt 
the danger of a funher difturbaace of 
our commerce by its authority, and 
which are, in other refpe^ts, far from 
agreeable. 

It has been my conflant, fincere, and 
earned wiih, in confonnity with thft 
of our Nation, to maintain cordial har- 
mony, and a perfe^ friendly «|nder* 
fianding with that Republic. This 
wiih remains unabated ; and I diall 
perfevere in the endeavour to fulfil it, 
to^h^.VW9ft«*J|iyid«fvjrfe%7^all |>e 
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confiftent with ijiift and indtfpenfible 
regard to the rights and honour of 
our Country $ nor will I eafily ceafc to 
cheriih the expectation, that a fpirit of 
juftice, candour and friend (hip on the 
part of the Republic, will eventually 
cofdre fucceft. 

In purfuing this courfe, however, I 
cannot forget what is due to the cha- 
racter of our Government and Nation ; 
or to a full and entire confidence in the 
good fenfc, pairiotifm, fclf-rcfpc6l, 
and fortitude of my Countrymen.

pRBDERrcK William II* 
WE having been informed, that an 
opinion has been propagated through a 
part of our State of Weftphalia,fituate4 
on the left Bank of the Rhine, to wit, 
the Provinces of Cleves, Mcurs, axU 
Guelders, in the a^ual pofleflion of tlfe 
* French Troops, that fufficient remon- 
ftrances and proteftations had not been 
made on our part a gain ft the vanotfa 
innovations and opprefTions which the 
French Commiflariet and Ageats ex- 
ercife over our faithful fubjeds; we 
have therefore thought it good to make 
this public declaration, by means of our 
Regency, jointly with our Chamber of 
War and of Territory j and wc do 
publicly declare that we hare never 
ceifed, nor fliall we ever ceafe, to in- 
terefl ourfelves in behalf of our faid 
fuhjcfts, by the intervention of our En- 
voy to the French Republic; and thic 
it is far from our intention to depart 
from the bafis of the Treaty of Bafle 
refpedting the Civil or Financial Ad- 
mini ft rat ion of thofe Countries. 

In concluding the Treaty by which 
the War between our State and the 
French Republic- was put an end tOy it 
was never our intention to grant thcaa 
more than a mere military poflfellionof 
our Provinces on the left (ide of heRhiney 
till Peace fliould be concluded with tht 
Emperor ; and this intention, which had 
been taken as a batis in the negociationsy 
is fufPiciently manifeft by the cenor of 
the 5th Article, which eiprefsiy de- 
cisrts, ''That the Troops of the Re- 
public (hall occupy thefe Countries be- 

ioj^giDg to i^tzed by VjH^^^V IC 
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The difference between Provin|Cei 
eooquered from an enemy, and thofe 
which btioog to a Power in alliance, 
aid which have been merely conceded 
for a temporary military occupation, is 
fufficiendy evident; and it is obvious 
that they ought not to be treated in 
the fame manner. 

It is therefore impoflible for us to 
believe that the French Government, 
eoniidering the amicable ties fubftfting 
between us and it^ will ftill oppofc fuch 
evidevt reafoning. It cannot fail to 
conceive, that neither fequefl ration nor 
conBfcation of the goods of the Clergy, 
nor the proje6led fale of woods, nor 
the enormous contribution of three mil- 
iNMis, impofed on the country between 
the Meufe and the Rhine, which would 
entirely rnin that country, can take place 
vtth any regard to appearance of jullice. 
It has already in cffe6k ^ven our £n. 
vojr at Paris the moft pofitive alTurance, 
that the meafurts taken with rcCpcGt 
10 the Clergy Ihould be put an end to, 
and that the Ecclefiafiics ihould remain 
ia quiet enjoyment of their goods and 
tereoues ; we, therefore, conftantly ex- 
ped the revocation of the order for 
the fale of woods, and, in genera), a 
reponciation of all thofe dcflru^ive in- 
aerations relative to our dominions. 

We fiiall not hf any means recognize 
as valid the fale of woods, which have 
already taken place to our great alio- 
niiunent ; and we are pofitively deter- 
Btned (0 have reconrfc to the purcha- 
fers for reftitution in kind, or for the 
value at which the property fold flisill be 
clliniated by our Agents, and for the da- 
mages which ihall refult from the wafte 
committed on theie woods. 

In thofe cafes, where the purchafcrs 
caoBot be found, wc (hall exercife our 
feveriiy on all thofe who arc empio;^ed 
bj thefe laft for cutting aitd carrying 
^ood. We, in confequence, exhort our 
faithful Sttbjedls of the laid Provinces 
tf» remain alTured of our lading and 
(ficacious protection, and to wait with 
coondeace for the return of that ancient 
c^r of things, fo highly to be deiired.

MESSAGE DELIVERED THE i6TR JAN. 
fROM HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORD 
LIEUTENANT OP IRELAND TO 
BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT. 

CAMDEN, 
I Have it in command from his Majcfty 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the deepell regret that his 
cmleavoars to prtferve peace with Spain, 
and to adjuft all matters m diicnflion with 
that Court by an arliicable Negotiation* 
have been rendered incfFcffcuai by an 
abnipt and unprovoked Declaration ot 
War on the part of the Catholic King. 

His Majcfty, at the fame time that he 
£ncerely laments this addition to the cala- 
mities of War, already extending over fo 
great a part of Europe, has tite fatisfa^lion 
to reflect, that nothing has been omitted 
on his part which could contribute to . 
the maintenance of Peace on good grounds^ 
confiftent with the honour of his Crown 
and the inttreils of his dominions. 

And he trufts, that under the pro« 
te6lion of Divine Providence, the nrm- 
nefs and wifdom of hi^ ParU<in;ent will 
enable him elFeflually to.repel thisAinpro- 
voiced aggrelHon, and to afford to a)! £u- , 
rope an additional proof of the fpirit and 
rcfources of his Maje(ly*s kingdoms. 

I am alfo commanded by his Majefty 
to acquaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the utmoll concern that . 
his earned endeavours to effc£l the refto.*, 
ration of Peace have been unhappily fruf* 
trated, and that the Negotiation in which 
he was engaged has been abruptly broken 
off by the . peiemptory refufal of the 
French Government to treat, except upon 
a bafis evidently inadmifPible, and by their 
having, in confequence, required his Ma^- 
jefty*s Plenipotentiary to quit Paris wiihik 
48 hours. 

I have direded the feveral Memorials 
and Papers which have been exchanged in 
the couife of the late dil'cuirion, and the 
account tranfmitted tp his Majefty of i'.s 
final refult, to be laid before the Hotife. 

From thefe Papers, his Majefty trufts, 
it will be proved to the whole world, that 
his ccu)du6t has been guided by a ilncere 
dcfire to efFe€l the relloration of Peace on 
principles fuited to the relative fituation 
of the Belligerent Power?, and eOential 
for the permanent intereiis of hi» king* 
dom5, and the general fecuuty of Europe^ 
whilft his enemies have advanced preten« 
fians at once incon fide nt will-, thoteobjc^s^ 
nnfupported even on the grwuods on which 
they were prefefled to reJt, a nd^ repugnant 
both to the fyftem ^l^4J>4r itpeated 
T Trcatie,^ 
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Treaties, and to tb^ principles ind pnftice 
which have hitherto regulated the inter- ' 
courfe of independent nations. 

In this fituation his Majefty has the 
«on(^ation of rtile6king, that ^ conri- 
noance of the calamities of War can be 
imputed only to the unjuft and exorbiitnt . 
Tiewa of his enemies | and his Majefty , 
JoiDking foi-ward with abxiety to the mo- 
mtent when they may be d Tpofed to a^ 
otl different principles, places in the mean 
time the fullcft reliance, under the pio- 
teftion of Providencey on the wifdom and 
firmnefs of his Parliament, on the tried 
▼alour of his forces by Tea and land, and 
oii the zeal, public fpirit, and refources of 
his kingdoms, for vigorous and effrAual 
fupjKnrt in the prolccution of a conteft 
wnich it does not depend on his Majeftv 
to tcrminatt, and which involves in it 
tbe fecurity and jperroanent intercfts of 
tMs coMQtrir and of Europe. 

I fincereljr cdngratulate the Houfe of 
Commonli npon the failure of the recent 
foVmidabie attempt of the French to invade 
hts Majeiy*s kingdom of Ireland. The 
pibVidcntial difpeAon of their fquadrons, 
until his Majef)y>Fleets were enabled to 
appear vaon the Coatt, cannot fail to im- 
fiitfa frniations of awful and fertous gra- 
titude for fo fignal an inftance of Divine 
Imerpofition $ at the fame time the Coni- 
tnont will cherifh tlie fatisfa^lory refleftion, 
Ifaat the delufive hopes of fuccefs in crea- 
ting diviliott and tnfurre£tion in the 
country, by wliich the enemy wcie in-

LETTER or COKVOCATtOir AD* 
DRESSED TO THB PLKKlPOtCV* 
TIARY ENVOYS OF THE ASSOCN 
ATED STATES OP NORTHERN CER- 
MANY, BY M. VON UOUM, Tilt 
FRCSSIAK MINI&TER. 

THE undcrfigncd i* charged, by the 
exprefs command of the.King of rruf- 
fia, His Moft Gracious Sovereiga, to 
make ihe following overtures lo alt 
Their Exctliencics, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Affociatcd States of Nor- 
thern Germ iny, delegated tn afteunble 
in Convention at\ Hildcflicim : The 
general concerns of.Germany, with re- 
gard to the contiouaVice of the War, ftill 
remain in a moft undecided condition, 
and the confolatory hope of a general 
Peace, fo devoutly to be wifticd, re- 
mains as yet uncertain and remote to 
the laft degree, fince the Negociations 
entered upon for that purpofe ma^, 
alas f produce a farther and more obfti- 
nace War, rather than bring about its 
final concluHon. In this perplexing 
Aruation, it certainly is a happineu 
which Nonhern Germany cannot fuf- 
ficiently praife, to fee itfeif entirely 
freed, not only from the miferies of 
this ravaging War, but alfo from all 
the inconveniencies connef^ed with it, 
fuch'as the rcquifttions of the Bellige- 

rent Pourers/rbc naflacre anrl marchM dE 
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ft leedft bnl i flight comptrati? e glance 
It the Bioft piteous ftata of the countries 
ti Softthera Gcrmnnjt formerly iott« 
fiAiiigt ind now ruBed for a long time 
tocooie, in order to feel* in its whole 
cneoty the happioeis of the Northern 
psrtsy which have, for the two laft cam* 
fugWf enjoyed the moft perfect tran- 
qaillity. 

The King is Mlj convinced , that it 
tu be nnknown to none of his Co* 
States, who participate in this bleffiog» 
that it is the mere refuit of the in^ 
defati|abie exertions of His Majefty» 
bf wbieh he has laid a fafe foundation 
for the neu'rality of Northern Ger* 
maay, and moft effectually protected it 
by a corps of his own troops, and of 
thofe of the two allied Courts. His 
Majefty has further confolidated this 
neotrattj,by the formal aceeffion of his 
tereae Higbneft the EleAor of Saxony, 
aad the whole circle of Upper Saxon v, 
IB virtue of a fupplemenunr Anicie 
added to the Convention of the 5th of 
Auguft 1796, by which a line. of de* 
marcation, extending from the ntmoU 
coats of the North Sea, to the Lower 
Rbiae, and from hence to Silefia, en- 
conpafled the whole North of Ger* 
maay. The two aflbciatlons in this vsft 
atestof territory, muil remain fepa* 
rste, whh refpea to the maintenance 
of tbc troops, drawn out to cover their 
aentralityi yrhSeh is done in Upper 
Saxony by a Corps belonging to the £lec«

finite pleaAire to His Majefty to Kave 
thus fecured the invaluable benefits of 
the neutrality to all his Co-Staces, con^ 
nested with his domiaioos by their to* 
pographical locality, in the fame man* 
ner aa it has been dqi^e to his own ter? 
ritories, and to have thus given them fo 
firong a proof of his friendly fcntiments. . 
Befides the gratifying confcioufneis of 
having hithenoaceomplifhed this happy 
and, His Majefty requires no other 
proof of gratitude on the part of his 
Constates, thao that they ihould contir 
nue as heretofore to co-K>perate in the 
aiainteaance of the troops. The King 
flatters hionfelf themoreto find themoS 
perfeft readinefs on their part, (ince 
the burden which will arife from this 
meafure to the countries thus proteftedf, 
does not bear the moft diftant compa- 
ffifDU with the manifold evils, aoci the 
probable and entire ruin averted from 
them, efpecially fince the two Courtt 
allied with His Majefty, and furnlihing 
troops in like manner, make the major 
part of the lAcrifices required for that 
end. This latter circumftance mufl 
ftrike ali the aifociated States with the 
moft perfect conviction, that the conti- 
nuance of thofe meafures will not be 
prolonged a fingle moment beyond the 

Esriod of their indifpenfible neceility« 
ui the underfigned has His Majefty's 
direct commands, to declare in the moft 
pofitive manner, that His Majefty deems 
the continuance of thofe meafures aU« 
foiutely neceffary for the prefent, as he 
will only find liimfelf enabled by the 
corps of troops which is drawn out, 
covering the Ime of demarcation, main^ 
taiaing farther, in the moft efficacious 
manner, the neutrality of the countriea 
fituate within their precincts, to fulfil 
the promifes previoufly given* Yet in 
this he will not compromife himfelf 
refpe£ting thnfe very poiiible events 
which accompany the viciflitudes of the 
fortune of War* But whereas the King 
is under the neceifity of fettingbounda* 
ries to the great facrifices he has already 
made ; and whereas the concurrence far* 
ther demanded of the proteAed coun* 
tries for the maintenance of the trooM* 
who defend them, is fo extremely, jim

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that purpofe wirh the French Republic, 
and conhnie himfelf foleiy tothe clcfence 
of his own dominions, abandoning all 
the reft to their own means and re- 
fourccSf and making known his inten- 
tion tothe Belligerent Powers. Should 
fuch a refoliition once be taken, and the 
corps be withdrawn, no circumftances, 
cf whatever complexion foever, Ihall 
Induce his Majefty to fecur again to the 
adoption of fimilar meafures ; and the 
ntnderHgned is obliged to announce be- 
fore*hand| that his Majefty will at no 
rate intcreft himfelf again in the fate of 
thofeof his Co-States, wl^o (hall not now 
accept of the friendly proffer of pro* 
te£tion, made with fo much friendihip, 
»nd fo m^ny perfonal facrifices. 

The col dnef^ which has for fome time 
paftbeenntanifefted from various quar- 
ters ref()e£Hng the maintenance of the 
troops, has induced his Majefty to ati- 
thonze the underftgned to make this 
frank and explicit declaration, and to 
give the well-meant warning, not to 
fuffer thcmfelves to be deceived by the 
hope of a fpeedf Peace, bat rather to 
rely upon the fuificiently public- fpirtted 
and patriotic fentimemi of the King, 
and his Majefty^s knowledge of the ge- 
neral licuation of public afnirs, and to 
entertain the firm confidence that his 
Majefty would certainly, and with great 
plcafure tuhis Co-States, fave the bur« 
dens required by the maintenance of 
the troops, if there were the leaft poffi- 
bility of fecuring to their tcrritoriet the 
benefits of the neutrality, and all the 
advantages which have hitherto accrued 
from it, withoitt fuch a meafure. 

That, however ( the faving of the bur- 
dens occafioned by the maintenance of 
the troops), according to the general 
fuuation uf aflPiiri., being impolUble, and 
hfs M a j t ft y drfmi ng.it nhfoliualy necejfary 
to />rfjc-r^ve the co^p-i of okfern/ation till the 
cnndufinn of Peart ; // tbe tranmtUlUy 
an J nruiraliy of Nji'tberv Grrmany are 
to be maintained^ his Majefty doubts 
not but all his affociated Co-States will 
thtw their readinefs for that pirrpofc, in 
the maintenance of the troops, difpiay 
proper zeal in a meafure fo clofely con- 
netted with felf^prcfcrvation, and ren- 
der practicable the farther execution of 
the beneficent defigns of his Majefty. 

XVith this conndeace, the under- 
lign«d, by Aiprenie command, has the 
honour to maKe known to you, &c.&c,

periods, viz.— the rsthinftant ttdtbe 
I ft of April. In order to fecure the fub* 
ftfteace of the troops in future, thft 
States of Northern Germany are to meet 
in Convention at Hidellheimonthe &och 
in ft ant, or to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
regulate the quotas of (upplics in ne- 
ceftaries or in money, for as long as the 
War may laft.] 

As thofe deliberations (in Convention 
atUildeiheim) will preclude alJ fubjed« 
not eiTentiaiiy and directly relating to 
the maintenance of the troops, the 
underftgned wiil lofe no time to tenni« 
nate them with the utmoft fpeed, and 
not to detain the Plenipotentiaries a 
moment longer than fhall be necelTary 
from following their other affairs. The 
flattering confidence with -which the 
tinderfigncd has- hitherto been honour- 
ed in the late Negotiations, make him 
equally confident that his zeal and a£li« 
vity will be entirely depended upon in 
that bufmefs* He has only moft ui^ent- 
ly to requeft, that, for the fake of dif- 

fatch, the States may furnifli their 
lenipotentiaries with full inftru^ions 
for the purpofe, which has been thus 
plainly notified, in order not to wafte 
time in fending for new ones^ but that 
the neceffary refolutions may be taken, 
not only for the farther fubftantial re- 
gulation of the maintenance, but for the 
obligatory affent to the fame to the end 
of the War. 

Tbe under figned has it likexvife in 
command to requeft, that their Excel- 
lencies the Plenipocenciarics may ar- 
range matters in luch a manner, as noc 
to quit the Convention, till the ftate of 
affairs fliall permit its fufpenfion or con* 
clufion, fince the gradual departure of 
many Pknipotentiarics has formerly 
occasioned a precipitate fufpenfion of 
the firft Convention^ whxh has been 
highly preJT^dicial to the difpatching of 
bufinefs. His Majefty will alfo connder 
' the fulfilment of this wifti, and the in* 
fallible meeting of the Convention, 
according as it is expected to meet» as a 
gratifying proof that his Serene Co- 
Stares wiOi to do jultice to his cffbrtf 
and facrifices. And the underfigned 
alfo looks forward for the dc fired an- 
fwer, refpc&ing the fourth fending of 
fupplies, before the expiration of the 
prefent month, and hopes to have the 
honour and pleafure to fee again their 
Excellencies the Plenipotentiaries at the 
fecond opening of the Convention, on 
the loth of February.

I am happy to have the" power of af- 
fariog jou, that our fituation in St. Do- 
miogo 11 by far more favourable at this 
time than fince his Majelly has been in 
poffeilion of any part ef it. The Tucccfs 
of the very judicious arrangements made 
by Major- General Bowytr, at Jereniic, 
aud the dlvifions among(V the enemy in 
the fouth part of the ifland, where ai- 
iDoft all the Republican Whites have 
been maiTacred nnce their defeat, has 
affored the fafety of the important quar- 
ter of the Grand Ance. 

The fame fnirit of difcord prevailing 
alfo in the Norih, and the fuccefs of our 
troops towards the Spanifh frontiers, 
have encouraged the remains of Jean 
Francois* army to co-operate with us ; 
they have, in confcquence, fought fe- 
Tcral battles with the republican party, 
and have fcnt us a number of prif<*ners. 

St.'Marc's and Mole St. Nicolas are 
alfo in a ft^te of perfect Jccurity, and 
the parifli of L'Arcahaye was never in 
a higher ftate of cultivation, nor the 
Negroes more peaceable and orderly 
than at this moment. I n deed fuch is the 
public confidence, that the planters are 
now actually impoiting from Jamaica a.

Exirait of a Letter from Major- General 
. Gordon Forbes to Mr, Secretary Dundas^ 

da.edPcn au-Frime, OGober 9» 1796. 

IT IS with thfc utmoft fatisfa6tion I 
have the honour to inform you, that the 
enemy, who had made ufe of the utmoft 
exertion to collc6t all their force in the 
Southern part of the Colony for the at- 
tack of Jeremie in various points at the 
fame time, have been defeated every 
trherc with very jconliderable l«fs on 
their fide, and on cur part fortunately 
▼try trifling. Major-Gencral Bowyer, 
whofe account of the buflnefs I inclofe^ 
has conduced bimfelf, in the difficult 
fitmtion of a command of very extenfive 
country and pofts, in the moft maflerly 
•ad judicious muiner ; and 1 beg leave 
to cx^ircfs my marked admiration of 
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this mod meritorious officer, whofe coq« 
du6t on all occaflons will, I am confix 



dent, Recommend him highly to hisMa* 
jetty's gracious favour. I beg leave alfo 
to recommend all thofe ofiicers andmea 
under his immediate command, parti* 
cularly Lieutenant Giimany of the lytli 
regiment of Foot, of whom he fpeaks 
in terms of high approbation. I aa 
happy to inform you that the Major-Ge- 
neral,who was wounded in the above gaU 
lant defence of the important quarter un^ 
der his command, is perfectly recovered. 

This important defeat of the enem^ 
aflures the iran<juillity of Jeremie, and 
particularly as it is certain .Rigaud, the 
Chief of the Blacks to the Southward, 
has decidedly declared againtt Santhonax 
and the Republic, and has caufed almoft 
all the white people in his power to be 
maflacred.

September 3, 1796. 
SIR, 

PROM the intelligence you will pro- 
bably have received from other quar. 
ters, you will not be furprized to hear 
of the potts on the extremities of this 
dependency, both Eatt and Wefl, being 
attacked in force on the fame day. On 
the 8th of Au^utt I ordered Lieutenant 
Bradfliaw, with i% df the 13th Light 
Dragoons, mounted, to march for Du 
Centre ; and Capt. Whitby, two fubal- 
tergs, and 60 privates of the 17th Ligh^ 
Dragoons, with non-coirMniilioned of- 
ficers in proportion, embarked the fame 
evening for Cay mites, from whence they 
arrived, without any accident, as Du 
Centre and Raymond, which was a for- 
tunate circumftance, as the next day, 
the nth, t4)e enemy appeared before 
Pott Raimond,and, after keeping a verr 
heav^ fire on the Biock-Houfe, i;vim 
little efle£t,thcy attempted tottorm itm 
Conflderable force four different timn, 
and were each time repulfed with great 
lofs, and their Chief killed* In thit 
bufinefs only one Britilh and two chaT- 
feurs were wounded. On. Captain 
Whitby's arrival at Du Centre, he <fe. 
tached Lieutenant Gilmtn, of the 17th 
Light Dragoons, with 20 men, to Poft 
R^imond, who immediately placed hin«- 
felf in the Block Houfe with his de- 
tachment and a large party of ohafleurs« 
On the i2ththeenem^ fUil continued 
Jbcfore the Block -Houie, which tsfltu- 
ated on a fmail height about ico yards 
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from rW Sbrr, kerpiig uf a- iirtt wkh 
aiufqaeiry witb as Uule eA;^ a* before, 
vrhtn Lieutenant Gil|iiaii mailc « fuc* 
cefsful fonie w'uh the whole of the 17th 
and foine chaff^eurss driving the enemy 
before him into the \voods« who left 16 
Whites and 47 IfUcks dead on the fpot, 
•nd many de^d and wounded wer^ aff 
forwards found in the woods and road 
leading over the mountains to Auic 
Cayes. Soihe four- pound Qiot» a two- 
{lounder mounted, feveral firelocki* and 
orhe^ articles, were left by the enemy 
in their retreat. I am happy to report, 
that in this gallant affair, the i7ch rcgi- 
tfient had only two privates wounded. 
The chaflfburs' had 6ne oHicer, Captain 
fiutoya, and three chaffeurs, killed, 
ahd 14 wounded. It is fuppoCed the 
lofs of the enemy mud have been very 
COnfiderable indeed, as, from every ac« 
c^unt of fpies and deferters, above 40 
Whites are among the killed and thofe 
dead of their wounds and found in the 
woods, which I can eafily conceive, as 
tbe aifault of the Block- Houfe was made 
by about aoo Whites, formerly f<»ldicrs 
im the regiment of Berwick, aflifted by 
the Brigands. 

Captain Whitby reoorts, that the ho* 
Di^ur of the Britiih (ervice was never 
more ably maiucained than in the en- 
gagement at Pod Raimondy and ex* 
preffes himtelf highly grateful to Lieu- 
tenant Giiman and the foidiers of the 
i^th, as will as ihofe of the colonial 
corps, fur their active exertions in fp 
bravely checking the enemy in the at* 
tempt on this poft. 

Indeed Lieutenant Gilman*^ intrepi- 
dity and cool condu£^ on this occahon 
appear to me fo piai ft worthy, that I 
Aof!ci not do judice to him or my own 
feelings on this cccafion, if I did not 
flrongly recommend him to you. Sir, for 
{>rci|iotion» , 

I am alfo happy to have it in my 
power' to report, that the enemy baa 
betn under tbe nccediKy of railing the 
fiegc of I roil, before which they lay 
eighteen days. On the iiih ult. Ge- 
neral Rigaud, with 3000 or '4000 Bri* 
gandt, appeared before it, and fent a 
lammons to Captain Beamifh to furren- 
der the fort to the Republic of France. 
Captain BeamiOi very properly an* 
fwered, he ihould defend it to the laft 
extremity. The enemy had in the night 
landed a dxteen- pounder and a mor- 
tar, 'which, with incredible labour, they 
got up, and opened on the fort next 
day, within anout 4^0 yards. The 
QUdinent 1 heard Irou was invededi I 



opdcred lOo srirates, ofiicera «tt4 non* 
commiifionea officers in proportion, with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hooke of the 17th, 
to embark for tnat place, where t^ey 
arrived fafe. Lieutenant*Colonei Uooke 
took the command of the fort and troopa^ 
in which dation he has rendered verf 
meritorious fervicea. 

Finding the enemy had adranced a con* 
fiderable force between Iroia and 1/ Alice 
Eros, which fliutop by land the Coniinu« 
Rication with Jeremie, I determined, wkk 
what force I could coiled, to attack them 
on the Mome Gautier. On my arrival 34, 
L'Ance £ros, the i6th, a plan waa agreed 
u|)on to march in three columna on ib^ 
i9tfa, fo as to arrive before Morne Gauttcr 
at day- break. Obiervhtg on my approach 
that a hw mta of tlie xyth dragoons were 
killed and wounded, and that firing at % 
didance anfwered no purpofe, I determsncd 
to attempt to carry the hill by aflaiilt* had 
formed the 17th dragoons lor that ptnrpolc^ 
ordered the x 3tb to difmountf and was ciu 
deavouring to rally the Negroet, who had 
been thrown into fome confiifton, when I 
received a fliot in my left breaH, which 
caufed me to fall from my horfe: afterr 
wards I knew nothing of what paflfed, ex- 
cept by report} and I was forry to hear 
that we were under the neceflity of retreat^ 
ing, with tbelol's of the three- pounder wc 
h:id with us.

I 
may now congratulate you en this depeit.

his rear, he not only maintained his poft, 
but completely checked the enemy's pio* 
gfcfs on this flank. 

A ereat part of the troops of the left 
wing bad been working in the trenches on 
the right of the Kinzig. General La' 
Tour, who commands the army of the' 
fiege, formed three of thefe battalions which 
happened to he^uft returning from work» 
and retook the village of Sundheim, which 
he maintained, though the enemy made 
greatefibrts to diflodge him. 1/ieuienant« 
General Staader (who commands the ld% 
wing) drove back the enemy, who bad, 
advanced againlt the right ol the fecond 
line of it, and retook the redoubt on the ' 
left of Sundheim : and the Prince of 
Orange, advancing between the two 
dykes, defeated pie column with which ha ' 
had been (o fcverely engaged, and reco* 
vered the redoubts it had carried. The 
enemy then letired into his entrenched 
camp. 

The loft of the Auftrians amounted to 
40 Officers and about 1300 men killed, 
wounded, and miffing, which, confidering 
that not niore than half the left wing was 
engaged, is certainly confiderablej but 
tlMt of the French muft have been much 
greater. The ground round the works 
was in fome parts covered with their dead 
bodies, and lam very much within bounds 
in ftating their lofs at 2000 men. During 
the time the Fxcnch were in pofleflion of

Tlie 
others were all retaken. 

It IS impolTible to attempt to do jtiftice

•t whith is fucb as to confirm the hopes 
which his former difpatches inrpii*ed. Tnit 
report, which is very fliort, is dated Cala- 
hFOf Nov. i3> and is in fubftance as 
follows t 

After the a^ion of the 6th, near Baf- 
lano, the enemy continued to retieat. 
abandoned even the ftrong pofitioii of 
Monubello without reiiilance, and crofTcd 
the Adige at Verona. 

On the izth General Afvinzy arrived 
near Villanova, and the fame evening a 
confiderabie part of the enemy's army, 
comnunded by Buonaparte in pcrfon, ad- 
vanced from Verona, aud took poll in the 
neighbouring mountains. 
/ Early on the xach Buonaparte com. 
menced a eeneral attack upon the whole 
line, which though made with intinite 
violence, was refifted with the mod per- 
feft fteadiucffi and bravery. 

Whilft Buonaparte was thus enrvploy- 
ed. in repeated thoygh inedfedtuai ef- 
forts, to totce the front of the pofition,. 
General Alviiizy detached a column 
againft each of his iianks. No fooner 
fead thefe arrived at their point of attack, 
than the enemy retreated with precipi- 
tation i and a moft fevere and important 
affair was thus completely decided im 
favuur of t)ie Au(triaas. 



Two of the enemy's' GeneraU were 
known to have been woUnded, and'a 
third was amongft the number of pri* 
foners already brought in.

THE SURREKDBR OP MANTUA.' 

It was on the 9th, that the importanc 
account arrived at Paris, But the Di* 
ref^ory, not having received the ofiEidal 
details, did not make any formal com* 
mnnication'to the Legiflature till Sitor*- 
day lafi, when the Council of Five 
Hundred received a Mefi'aage,'of wkidl 
the following brief, but eventful ac* 
count, is given in a Paris Paper o£ tht 

12'th. A f^eifage from the Dirc^ory 

announced the Capture of Mantua, the 
entrance of the Army of Italy into the. 
Papal Territories, and the complete de» 
fe%t of his HoUnclVs Arory.— Nor » 
this all — the victorious Army of Xt»lv; 
DO longer cramped in its exertions by tfce 
fiege of Mantua,, has ftretched its vasT 
arms on every fide ; to the Bilhopric of 
Trent, towards the Adriatic, and to the 
Romagna. A diviiion has entered Ro* 
; veredo and Trent, where the enemy ^ 
hofpitals fell into the hands of the 
French. Another divifion has reached 
Trevifo; and by this time probably 
Triefie, the only port which the Em* 
peror has on the Adriatic, is in their 
pofleflion. The Pope haddifpatcbed 
his army ^o co-operate with the Auf- 
trians, bu: their ciireelr wasfoon shocked 
by the Rep^'.blicans, *who completely 
defeated them. 

The garrifon of Mantua are, we ii»« 
derftand, to remain priTonerrof war till 
exchanged. 

The Paris papers contain loo? and 
mintite deuils reipe^ing the coniph-a* 
cy, of which it is in our power to give 
only a very imperfeift idea. The papers 
xranfmitted to the Council of Five Hxm* 
dred by the Diredory, whilft they place 
the exifteuce of fome plot beyond all 
doul^t, are at the fame time compofedof 
element^ fo abfurd and contraoidory* 
that the whole feems to be the work of 
lose exalted bead; aad vhfcuxe advea* 
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turoQs intriguers (perhaps^ iDdeeS^ of 
the Republicans tbemfehes), rattier than 
of LDOtrXVIII. to whom the Direct or f 
waoiJ inipdte it. This confpiracy ex- 
bibits a fort of ridiculous coalition be- 
tween oar Government, the Jacobins, 
Md the Royal Dire^ory at Paris. On 
the one hand, v(t find the Marquis de 
JBauilie, who ilTesTery quiet in Lon- 
don { the Pniic« de Poix, who was dif- 



graced hy Louis XVIIT ; and Puifaye,

e>leck the-patrole, going their rounds^

peared to have been fliot, one (ide of his 
^•ce being totally gone, and a vaft quan- 
^y of blMd -and fome brains lying about

the report of fire-arms. The Colonel's 

hat was lying by his fide ; and in his 
pockets were found two ihillings, a 
paper with a fmall quantity of gun- 
powder, and a card of^hts addrefs. 

The Coroner's Inaoeft fat upon the 
body, when Mr. Sterling, of Nonhum- 
berland-ftreet, with whom the deceafed 
had lodged for fome time paft, and a 
gentleman of the name of Gretton, fpoke 
particularly as to the deranged ftate of 
the deceafed's mind for feveral months ; 
that he fuppofed hisderaneement origi* 
nated from diftrefs, occahoned by his 
lofing a peniion of ^oot. per year, aU 
lowed him by the Duchcfs of Wirtcm- 
bergprevipus to the wars but who, to 
compenfate the lofs, propofcd raifing a 
regiment of foldiers, to be difpofi^d pf 
as the Britilh Government fliould think 
fit, on condition that the deceafed (hould 
have the command of it, which rcgi. 
ment was offered to the Eaft India 
Company, or to ferve in Portugal 1 but 
from fome unknown reafons was not 
accepted, which afre6ted the deceafed 
fo much, his diftrelTes increafin?, that 
he frequently told feveral of his frienda 
he ihottld dcftroy himfelf. 

Mrs. Segur, who keeps a coffiee-houfe 
in PaUce-yard, al fq fpoke to the de* 
ranged Aate of the deceafed*s mind, who 
called at her houfe on Tuefday evening, 
appeared in a high fever, and refufedto 
tai^e the fmalleft refrefhroent. 

Mr. Gwillam, of the Story*s-Gate 
cofiee-houfe, proved the deceaud*s din- 
ing there on WednefdajT \ but obferved 
nottting particular in his conduct. 

William Colvin, the boy who faid he 
faw the deceafed killed, wasre examined

It wai afted many 
ni^ts during that ftafon^ andha« gene* 
laUy tsken its turn everr year iince* In 
thij farce, as in << llie Humourift,'* 
Xlr. Cobb W3^ powerfully fupportcd by 
the exertions ot Mr. BanniiUr,.jun. In 
Augiift, the fame years a (light perfonn- 
ance, entitled* " English Readings," in- 
tended to ridicule a pradice then carried 
to a hidicrous extent, though in itArlf, 
and itfthehamU of competent performers^ 
not to be coodcmncd, ot public Readingsi 
wai produced at the Haymarket.Tbis was 
genually aicribed to the pjen of Mi .Cobb. 

The next vear, 17 99, in the month of 
Febniaiy, Mf, Cobb j>roduced, at Drurv 
Lane,' another Comic Opera, entitled, 
•' LoTe in the Eali ;" and in Oaobtr, 
in ehe £une year, appeared ** The Do£kor 
and Apothecary,'- a Farce which ftill re- 
mains op the acting lift. In this piece 
Mr. Cobb had the aiTiflance of Mr. Sto*

^mentioned Farce, again united their 
taJenu, with Hill more iuccefs, in « The 
Daunted Tower,** then a£led at Drury- 
Xaoe. In this piece Signora Storace, 



unionof talents was fuccefsliilly employed 
in the produAion and performance of 
« The Siege of Belgrade,*' 

In the fame year the Drurv-Lane 
Company removed, while that Theatre 
was rebuilding, to the Hay-market, and 
Mr^ Cobb fumifhed the Prelude with 
which the latter Theatre was opened \ it 
was entitled, "Poor Old Drury,** and was 
received with confiderable applanis. In 
November 1791, he brougbt forward 
another Comic Opera, compoied by Sto- 
ivce» entitled, «< The Pirates,** with 
the fame Aiccefs he had already expe- 
rienced. 

In June 1794, the fignal viAory ob- 
tained by LcfdHowe over the French 
fleet called forth the benevolence of the 
Public towards the Widows and Orphans

Orory Lane in the year 17^6 5 but thlsT 
meeting with a cold reception, vi^s per- .

licrriliDg mfriUi and Mr, Garri^Vs 
wviwmnnviation, introduced her to Mr.

during t)K fi^mmer icaibn, as his heroine j 
and here, aa tn all countiy companies* 
theft being a greater fcope given to the 
pcribnners, in the line of trying a 
pester variety of charaflers, Miia 
Youage*s abilities were oi'tener called out, 
and & per f ormed moft of the principal 
farts ot Trendy and Comedy with a

The period of MiA Younfe'^ a|iptar- 
iMe at Drary-laof , f onfidermg the ftate 
•f the Stage* was not lb iavcu^le lor 
hsr. Mrs. Pritfhard hadi in the bfcin^ 
I of the ^me year, left her promon* 
ii« the decline of her powers, ac^om- 
pded with all that £utie which was lb 
jaiUr attacbad to her private aa well aa 
(iiblic ebarafter. Kitty Clive ftill nain. 
taine^ her ground, aiur delighting fuc* 
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cecding audiences for near fect^Fyfaca* 
and occupied fome parts with unrivalM 
excellence. Mrs . Yates had juil gained. 
after manv years of progreflive induftry* 
the top of her profiefiion ^ and. Mrs^ Bacr]^: 
(fmce. Crawtbrd), who had ihrH^ibdii 
takma at the Kinj*s Theatre^ Hay-, 
market, during the iummcr of 1766, waa^ 
ibon after engaged bv Mr. Gairi«k, at a^ 
pedbn of whom hp nad the fl;iiftt«ft ex- 
peAation t Ihe had lijtewife the addition 
of her humaiid, the (ate Sprang^ Barxy. 
to fupport her in moft ot her principal 
parts } andy with iuch an a&or, who could* 
poifcls any powers and not exert them loi 
their fuUeft extent? 

To fpcak of. Bafry now (particulariy* 
to the rifing cener«tion) ap(>eafs to hm 
a(moft as oblbkte afi ouotuig the chanc* 
tei^ of the old fchool from '< Cibber>' 
Apology }'* but it is impoffibJe tor tholes 
wbo r e m em b ered this great a£lor in chef 
Tueridian of his powers, ever to forger 
him : his fine and commanding Agtnrei^ 
that - overlooked in point of dignity aa 
wd] as height all who furroimded hia«-^ 
his tones, whi9h now fpoke the hngonMr 
of terror and command* and now thv 
j^ntleft notes of love — bis exquiHteieet- 
mgs, which ele5lri£ed the whole fwetp 
of his audience— and, above all, that 
mafterly diiplay of the mixed and con« 
tending paflmns which he exhibited ift 
Otbflk^ Onftes^ Farmts^ Sec. Su^ 
gave him fucb ^ decided Aipertority o» 
the Stage, and tendered him fo much the 
obj«a of popufau- attachment, that s^ 
though theie talents were on the wane 
at this period of his engagement, yet 
they were fttil ** OKyeftic m decay,** and- 
eccafionallj bbaed out in all the fpJendonr 
of their onginal brightnefs. 

We retrace thefe particulars partly to 
(hew the preciie fituaiion Mils Youngs 
ftood in, in refpe^ to thefe two powerful 
heroinest Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Barry, 
who, at the difierat Theatres, wei« 
both befose her in the pofleffion of ail 
the capital paita, and both the acknow^ 
Icdgcd favountes of the towo $ but flie 
had that wfi^in which ieldom fails to le^ 
ward iU pofleflbrst ria. a anjctom/kfji 
0f iaUnt% wi/h a tkurmimid repkiitm 
$9 cuhivaie ii fy emetj M of a/hduotti 
tmdMnremittimg afUtim* ; her littlt Ma- 
nager quickhr faw this, and poLttKoiiw 
took up Mils Youngs to curb the ecc»<^ 
fional alra of his great ftage fanvtnes^ 
as they vterc each engaged- ac his Thr* 
atre. 

Opportuakies loon occurred to ifarw 
the niceiflity of this psecauiigtt. Mvt^ 
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Btn7 freouentbr* on tlw dtj of fjrfww- 1 
•nee, uftd to fend wortl to the Thcjtre,* 
tkftt flie could not pcifibly apptu tliat 
vightf either on account of Kcrown ill* 
Heit, or that of her huiVand j and theic 
0cc«fional fits of tlinefi almoft periodi- 
ctUy happened the night l^^'orf, oy ^/"/^r 
« Kffvai Command, when the Manager 
ftvod U moft hcce{lkry to mufter the 
fvRisth of Kjs company. Mrs. Tatrs 
had lifccwii^, when (he wa« afterwards 
^a^Dmry-Une, her excufcs in turn — In- 
iemuch, that ^e have known the Ma- 
Bager (the elder Colmattr), during the 
run of a new Play, called out from dinner 
to be told, .<« that Mrs. Yates /w*r<' (he 
would not appear that nighf on* the ftage 
without the aic of a part i c uiar petti coat . * * 
The ridicule did not ftop here— the Ma- 
sager was obliged to leave his company 
tp iettk this important queftion between 
die Miflrefs cf th/ Kobes and the Trarf. 
4iaMf left'tlMC audience ihoukl be di»p- 
poioted of their amullment. 

Teatcd with the(e and ftmiltr artifices, 
Gamckfiiwin Mifs Yotin^e thofe ri/tng 
talents which afterwards ripened into io 
■rach reputation. He therefore took 
|HUticular care to inftm^^ her in many 
little particulars of her profeflion, and 
had her aiwaya (in the tingnage of the 
Green Room) under -fiuditd m thofe 
ports which bis other two heroines were 
caft for : fo that when either of them fent 
an apology » her name immediately ap. 
peared in the bills, and the play went 
on with no great diminution ot profit or 
applaultf. Their vanity fupported thera 
in this extravagant condun for fome 
time, whilft the yeai which our young 
heroine ftlt in treading in the fbocs of thoie 
great aftrefles, increa(ed her knowledge 
and her powtrs, and, by bringing her 
more forward be tort* the eye of the Public, 
gave her an anticipated reputation. 

We have often hwrd it tipom the mouth 
of thisk judiciou:^ aftrefs (and which ihe 
tojd witb a very He p:>mtng modelty, and 
a grateful recoUctHon of" God's good 
providence to her, which through all the 
Irsges of her lite ihe never forgot), •' that 
fte owed as muc^^ of her fame to this in* 
eident, and to the afliduity with which 
Iw improved it, as to any lit tie original 
talrnr»rtierjaghtp«:fl>fs/' This afliduity 
was not oniy of ufc to her then, bur grew 
info a fettled habit through lite, which 
contributed much to her private fatis- 
l^ion, and left an example to the Stage 
•^rv worthy of imitation. 

fOfr. Carhck's parfimonious habits in 
his th;;atrlt^ concerns « ould not Itead ily 



permit him teaivtnce the falaries ef hit 
perfMrmers it Ul equal to their merits f 
and this wu the cafe with MIfs Young^ 
After performing two feafons (he claimrfi 
a higher ftipend, and was lefulcd/- . 
Pioued at this, fh.' determined to go to' " 
Xrelandi and accordingly performed the 
feafon of 1770, 71, at Dublin, where 
ihe firft wrefented, with unrivalled ex- 
cellence, the character of Lajly Rodolpha, 
1*1 Macklin's « Man of the Worid." 
Mr. Garrick foon felt the want of htt 
performance, and took the earHeft oppor- 
tunity of re-engaging her on her own 
terms. She the/efore returned to London 
the next feafon, where fte remained ettiy 
fucceeding winter of her life- 

From this period Mifs Younge's re- 
putation as an ^flrefs took a riore e#a« 
Dliftied form j (he nv^t only filled^ occa- 
AonalLy the princioal cfaarvAers m the 
catt of Mrs. Yatea and Mrs, Cra>*for4, 
but often per!unned in the fame playi 
with thofe ladies in no difparaging man- 
ner. Garrick, befidegivmgher thebeit 
inliruAions, wrote fome Epilogues for 
her, and he wils Ibllowed bv fevenl of 
the dramatic writers of that time* 

In 1775 Dr. Hiffernan fini(hed a poft> 
^nmous Tragedy of the late Henry Jones, 
called The Cave of le/rm, which be 
brought out under the title of the Hf- 
ro/He of the Covet tor Mifs Younge's 
Benefit ; in which (he fpoke the Kpilognc 
and played the principal part: and in 
March 1777, the prefent Mr. Jemmg-" 
ham, fince lb well tnown for his ele^nt 
talents in poetry, wrote the hi(K)rica2 
intcrhiHe r^X Margaret of AnjoUt likwifc 
for her Benefit : in both of which ft« 
confirmed her fonncr reputation. 

Many of her principal parts were eaft 
ifi the fame plays with Garrick, and (he 
had the fotisfa^ion of performing (Xr^ 
tfflia to his Lf/>r the laA night but one 
of this great mafter'a perfonnance on 
the Stage ; which gave rife to the foUow^ 
wig little incident : 

After the dropping of the curtain. hi< 
hand (♦ill lockedin her*s (as is the co/um 
in finilhing this pYay), he led her down 
to the Green-roomi where all^ the per 
formers had gathered round htm; kni 
rwolle^ing, with a (igh, that this was 
the laft night but one tjiat he was to ap- 
pear in a profeflfion which he fo mock 
ornamented, and which ^ve hira fo 
much immortaliiy, he exclaimed, *' Ah, 
Bei's ! this is the lali time of my bein? 
your father, therefore you mvA now look 
our to be adopted by lomebody elfe.*'— 
•« Why th«o, mt^'^^Mt^^m Yoim^ 
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-ttftanlly falllne onber kncci b^ore him) 
' **giwraea father's bkTCng.V Garrujc, . 
fceiing her iittiation, aad ;lfie imprcflivc " 
nioacr m which (he fp«ke, replied with 
grat energy, " God blcfs Vou." Then \ 
railing his eyes to the r^ of the per 
tonnen, he added, -^Ood blcft ^ 



lU)'* and iliilantly retk^U^ . ^. 

Juft after Mr. Garriek's a««h, that 
i» m 1779, M»^« X^'^tJ* >»^ent over to 
Cofwit Gardm Theatres and as Mrs. 
Baity, by an unfortunate iecond mar- 
Mge, had not a little eftranged her 
Biad froui her profeiTioo, and as Mrs. 
^ates, from illneisy pbyed but a ccrtaia. 
Bamhcr of nights in the ieafon, our h^ 
reine now b<^n to reap the benefits <5f 
«r weU-camed hbours, and to Hand 
JtteouTvocaily the firft tragic aarefs on 
«e Stage. What contributed further to 
htr gencnd charaaer at this time was 
•Be produaion of the Belies Siraiagem^ 
aCfXDtdv, from the pen of Mrs. Cowley, 
IB which Mifs Younge * played Letitia 
n^ifyi apart, we bcliere, expreisJy 
written to give full fcopc to this great 
tftrefj's powers, and which ihe iMaincd 
witft fuch vcriatilitv and propriety of 
cbaraAer as ftamped thepraiieof wr/. 
'OirMtv on her talents. 

But let not genius, however exalted, 
cr however judicioufly cultivated, repofc 
too fecufeiy on the uttcbangembUnefi rf 
in faudiiM. Surrounding nature, as 
well as revelation, tell us, " That no- 
thing continueth in one ftay ;" and daily 
experience further confirms^ " That time 
inf chance, or falhion, or even caprice^ 
will nuke mutations in ail the mat as 
well as frivolous departments of are." 

In the winter of 178a, when Mifs 
Youngt was thus *« bearing all her 
blirfhing honours thick about her*' (and 
which, to do her juftice, fhc enjoyed 
with a moderation rarely the lot of her 
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prof^on), Mr. - Sheridan* fen. * intro- 
duced to Dxury- lane Theatre the prefeat 

Lju^ly celebrated Mrs. Siddons, who hod 
pelfiormed fome inconiiderable chai-aflert 
about fix years before on the fame Stag^, 
l^t for lome reafons, hitherto inexpli- 
c^le, was fo little noticed bv Mr. Gar- 

' hck, that fhe very fpiritediy difinifled 
herlelf from that en^gement. 

This .Lady's firft appearance, as may 
be well remembered, was in f/abel/a, in 
Southerners Tragedy of " The Fatal 
Marriage," and in this character (he 
dlfplayed fuch genuine and original 
powers of a6ling, as to eftabli/h her 
fame with the Critics the firft night : her 
other performances ianAioncd this ap- 
^bation fo much with the town# that 
Druiy-lane foon became the Temple of 
the Kiufes, and Mrs . Siddons the pi-elidiae 
GoddcCs. 

In this awfut and anexpeAed crifis. 
Mils Younge fteadily kept before her the 
adviceof our immortal fiard— 

— — ** In the reproof of chance 
*' Lies the true proof o^ men.** 

As her temper, her talents, and her afC- 
duittes, never forfook her, fhe fupported 
herfeif as a refpe^table antagonift, doing 
her duty^'with an increafed zeal, and 
never once repining either at her ill luck, 
or detra^ing from the talents of her 
great rival. She coniidercd her merits 
as before the public, and ihe committed 
herfeif to their patronage and prote^ion. 
Her cpndu£k w&s accoraingiy rewarded ; 
for though the ^rvk of Mrs. Siddons' 
name carried with it th& greater tide of 
popularity* Mifs Younge kept her tank 
as an excellent judicious aArefs, un- 
matched in many chara^ers, and in 
powers of emta/ drelamaiion fuperior to 
any one on the Stage.

q'HOUGH this Monarch, it 19 very 
. well known, paid very' little regard 
to the cilcotials ot rcligioOi there can be 
now no doubt but that he was, in point 
of iaith, a Rionan CatbotU^ though by no 
mens in the decree his brother Jamea 
was. Lord Boiuigbrake, in his " Pif- 
iartation on Parties,^* makes this diftlnc- 
tioD between them : ** His Majefty fippcd 
£rom the Chalice, but his brother drank 
from it to the very dregs/' 

He was converted to this religion when 
he was abroad, as it is fuppoied ^on t^ 
ivtfaority of Sir Robert Soutbwcil, com- 
municated to him by James, Firft Duke 
of Ormond) whUft he was at Cologne, in 
the jfcar Y655 ; where he had much pri< 
vate coniierence with Peler Talbot, a 
Botcd Catholic, and who was difpatched 
by hhn in a very fecret affair to Madrid, 
iii|ypoied to be that of imparting to the 
Kuig of Spain his aflent to the Romaqi 
Catholic reiinon. 

Thisccrtamly followed, that his Ma- 
jeftv did, the fame fummer, pafs incog- 
Diii to Bruflels, where a private treaty 
was concluded with Don John of Aulbria, 
then Governor of Flanders, « That all 
his iubjeAs in the French iervice« or elfc- 
where abroad, (hould go into the fervice 
«f Spain }*^ upon which his Majefty was 
paid three tbouJoMd crowns per month, 
when perhaps, in a whole year, "he had 
not received two thoxdand pounds from 
all his friends in England. 

It was on the Pyrenean Peace, concluded 
hctween France and Spain in the year 
1659, thatCharks refted all his hopes of 
Rfbralioii, For this purpofe he dif- 
patched the Marquis of Ormond to 
Theolouie, there to expeA the coming of 
Caidinal Maiarine, in order to dllpofe 
him in fitvoor of his Majefty ; the Car- 
dinal, who, it afterwards appeared, re- 
ganlcd but Kttle the King's intercft, took 
another route } fi> the Marquis, mifling 
him, was obliged to go by Berne and 
Bayoone to the place of treatv, where 
Sir Henrv Bennet; afterwards Lord Ar- 
lineton, his Majcft/'s Minifter, was dif- 
potaff all thingti and particularly on the 
ipBith fide, for his Majefty's coming.— 

Vat. XXXI. Marcb 1797. 



Cardinal Mazarine however pireyailed$ 
the Treaty between thcfe two Crowns was 
concludea in November; but contained 
not one iy liable relative to his Majefty^ 
reftoration, or in uny degree to his per- 
gonal adva^itage. 

As his laft refoorqe, End in order as it 
is fuppoied to form foi^ alliance to fup- 
port tiimieif, a match was nropoied to 
the old Phnceis of Oranffe ror kis Ma- 
jefty, with the J.a4y Mary, her thixd 
daughter, amd oiK of the aunts to tho laiR 
King William (then Prince of Orange) i 
but the old Princefs hod fuch liidc hopes 
of his Majefty" s-change of fortane at tnit 
time (though it ii> fuddealy Ibilowed)^ 
thitftic eEcuIed the matter <^on her being 
wholly under the prote^lion of the Statas 
General, and that all things of that pub- 
lic nature oug^t to begin with them. 

This Lady Mary was afterwards mar- 
ried to the Count o| ^mbdcn, and pr^vad 
the fruitful mother of manv children. 

It was Francifco de Meio, Ambafta- 
dor then (1659) in London (and who 
dreaded theeiibas of the Pyrenean PeaCe^ 
if England did not prevent them), who 
told Genera) Monk, th( King's prima 
agent, that if the king £hould be called 
home, the Spaniaids would conitrain 
him to furrender Dunkirk before they 
would let him go out of their hafkls. 

It was this fame Ambafladof that pof- 
fefled General Monk of the adv;lfttage of 
marrying the In^ta of Po^ugai to the 
King ; ,that the high conitderation of 
Tangier and Bombay ftiould be given, 
with the free trade of all their dominions, 
and fome millions of cruzadces. By 
the fame channel Mr. Morrice (the then 
confidant of General Monk) was en- 

faged ; and when he become Sir William 
f orrice, and Secretary of State (though 
originally but a private Gentlemen of the 
northern provinces), he negotiated the 
treaty of marriage, and the whole of it 
was managed through his office $ lb that 
it was the General £rft propoied this 
match to his Majefty, almough it was 
ofteniibly carried on by Lord Chancellor 
Hyde, who had at firft the credit, and af- 
terwards the difgrace of it. 
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Of KMCharlcs's attaclufncnt to thcCa- 
tholic ReUgion, even in the afFair of his 
marriage, uie following Anecdote is re- 
lated by Sir Robert Southwell, who had 
it from Jaines Duke of Orroond: — 
'< At the time that, the marriage was in 
treaty for his Majefty with the Infanta of* 
Portugal, he faid that the Lord Chancel- 
lor Clarendon fpoke to the Lord TrcaCurer 
and hirafelf (the Duke) to attend his 
Klajefty in that room, which they called 
** the Clofct of Thomas Chiffins," whew 
the rarities ftood. Here my Lord 
Chancellor opened to his NfajetW, not 
only what the Spaniards had ohjeaed as 
Co the barrcDnels of the lady propofed to 
kim in marriage, but what he had from 
other hand»% He did moft folemnly re- 
Bionftrate the inff-Hcity of fuch an event 
Co his whole kingdoms ; that the treaty 
Wa« not advanced fo faf but that his 
Majefty might ware it ^ and, that his 
XIajefty might not be. to frck for a wife, 
he propoied feme others who were Ger- 
man ladies. Upon this the King faid, 
the German women* were foggy, and that 
mot one of tkem would pleale him for a 
wife; that his accufation muft needs 
«ome all from the malice of the Spaniards j 
and fo bid his Lordiliip, without more 
. icrupiey to proceed in the tfeaty.

. . After the Pyrenean Peace, and afttr 
4hr cold anfw^ which King Charles the 
Second received from the Prxnccls of 
Orange r^laiive to a match with her 
daughter the PrincefK Mary, the King's 
affairs fcemed to be truly delperute j yet, 
juft at this very time, the cloud bc^an 
to burft and open a pulfatre to hi 9 rcito- 
ration j as he had IcarccTy returned to 
Bruffels when he had an intimation from 
Thomas Howard, the youngeft brother 
of Lord Carlille, that his brother- in- 
law Sir Georg-c JpONvnir.g; then Keiidait 
at the Hague, would be glad to have a 
private conference with any ^T^nn whom 
tis Majefty much trufted, and ^vifhed it 
mi^ht be the Marquis of Oimond.

and, by feeing no other cure of the evil, 
the calling home of his Majefty was ir-

He (hewed various grounds for -this 
opinion j ^nd only prayed, that for the 
good-news lake, of wnich probably he 
was the firft infonncr, he might fian fa- 
vour hereafter ; fo far as to live -ooly 
in peace and quiet, for he Ihould prctuid 
to no more. 

The event turning out foon after as this 
tuary State/man had gredi£lcd> be was 
continued in his EmbalTy after the Rc^ 
ration .

The 
bookfcllers concerned ^onflantly preifed 
|iim, but for a Ions time qoi^ld gt-t no 
6tisfaAion ; at hiil ne feut them wcrd it 
wa^ finilbea, and an evening wa$ ap- 
|ipintcd for the purpofe of delivering it. 

The parties being all met. Sale pro- 
duced a parcel of loofe Manulcripts, tied 
3> clo(e with red tape, 2fA feaJejl at th^ 
gti, which he laid down on the tabic 
as the preface. Nobody doubting tl\i4) 
be was paid his balance, and the compa- 
ny fupped together in ereat good-humour 
a^ harmony ; when, jufl before parting, 
S«le, as it iuddenly recollefling feme- 
thing, took up the papers, faid he had a 
few alterations to make, which would iiot 
take up two hours, and that he would 
ntum them the next day.

TOPHAM B£AUCLERC« 
This Gentleman was nearly related to 



flrength of mind and unlverfality of ta- 
lents that would have made a molt diltin- 
guifhed fi^rc in life, had his pleafures, or 
his love ot learned leifure, permitted him 
tO' mingle more in the bufy haunts of 
men. 

He was 4ccply verfcd in antient and 
niodern learning j undcritood poetry, 
pointing, and mufic \ had a tafte, and 
a liberality equal to that tafle, in the col- 
legion of books, manufcripts, &c. and , 
was a jgood pra6lical chemift j which 
laft he tor fome vears before his death in- 
dulged in conficlerably, at the expcnoe of 
his private fortune. 

He was reckoned by a Noble Lord . 
now living, a near relation of his, and whq 
is in poflellion of many private (raits of 
their common anceiUr Charles the Se- 
cond; to be more like that Monarch 'm 
his pleafures, his purfuits, and fome of 
his failings, than any of his fuccef** 
fors. 

He had the beft library of any private 
Gentleman of his time, and, perhaps, ai 
well arranged. His method was, when 
he beganaclafs, eith^ in arts or fciences, 
to continue buying principally in that 
clafs till he had completed it. fiy thef<; 
means hU collcfticn was vcrjr pcrfeih 
Hiv conduft to his bookiellers,^ ^00, de- 
ferves fome notice (and we believe la 
this refpe^t not fo firoilar to the ^erai • 
condu5^ of his ancedor). W&n hf 
wanted books, he fent in a catalogue, ac- 
cording to the largenefs of the ium they 
might amount to, to fuch booklellers as 
he thought could beft lie out of their 
money: here the debt reftedjt ill either fuch 
time as his annuities came round, or he had 
a fuccefsful run at play ; when either of 
thefe happened, he punctually called upoti 
his creditors, and dii'charged it with ho- 
nour. He has often, in \hefe inft«nces, 
paid fo large a fum v^fifieen bundled 
pounds at a tin^e. 

This library at his death fold by 
a^dion iaxjix tboufand and eight pounds 
odd (hillings \ it was mortgaged vto 
l^s Voth^r-in-law, the Duke of Marl- 
borough, for ^jr tboufand \ fo that it wat 
faid, if his Grace wa^ not an accurate 
judge of good books^ he certainly was of 
good fecuriiiei* 

Pn hi^ outfet in life be had a very fin^ 
fortune j but, ardent in the purfuit of . 
elegant aiid «xp^ve pjeafurest he dipt 
it confiderabiy. On a, review of his atr 
feir«4 he wiihe'd tQ^fell his eftatea for an 
annuity determinable wh^ he was fiorcy %, 
an- age which inexperience, and the in- 
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as the extreme boxiixla of life. The in* 
terporitioo of his friends faved him 
from tftis error 5 and he lived, prin- 
cipalfy upon a very confidcraBle annuity, 
dtiiing the remainder of his lite, which ^ 
however, did net laft many yean after 
the pericd of forty , 

Mr. Beauclerc wa» one of the early 
aeqoaintances of Dr. Johnfon in tht 
meridian of his literary fame, aj^ one to 
whom he paid great confidei'ation on ac^ 
c^nnt of his learning and abilities. He 
often fanaented that his indolence and 
dlffipaticn prevented him from bring- 
xogbit talents to fomeulefiil defignaiions, 
Ayinff— " What Beauclerc would write 
wcQJd be read wit|i avidity : he fees moft 
M>ie&9 ftrongly and clearly, and has 
mat taftein embelliihing themj** but 
fits ooode of living debarred him from 
aiiy of the great purfuits of life j fcarcely 
cter fifing till evening, and then fitting 
vp thebeft part^f the night, either in iT 
terary focieties or parties of play. 

Soon after his death, which happened 
a^ut fixtcen years ago. Dr. Jobn- 



kn gave tb0 foUowinff cbara£ler o£ hin^ 
ti the Club :«-he (aid» he was the moft 
general man in hit knowledge, and pal- 
ie^Ted^the gieateft dexterity of mind. in 
convcrlation, he ever knew ^ be hit the 
fooneft, the hardeft, and faireft, of any an- 
t^oniU ; and feldcra attempted to argue 
without fucceedinr in Hiofe three points. 
He then continued, ** he had, hoover, 
^reat ill -nature about him ; and at times 
It feemed to give him the great eft plea- 
fure to jay the melt malicious things of 
his beft friends; not that I believe be. 
w^ould aS upon this, and do a deliberate 
mifcbief to any one | it feemed to be the 
mere indulgen<9e of a jealous or petulant 
moment.** 

'" Wyndbam too," continued the Dcc« 
tor^ ** has great compreheniion of mind, 
but his exercife of it is different. Beau- 
clerc was like a greyhound, that whipped 
up his prey on the firft ftrctch, whcreaa 
Wyndham is more like a bulklog, who 
fucceedt by perifcverance.*^

«*f^PON the perfeft model of clo-

fays Lord Mooboddo, *« Lord Mansatld 
formed a chafte and corrca ftyle of 
fpeaklog fuuable to bufinefs, and parti- 
cvlariy to the bariDcfs of a Judge ; to 
wbofe office it bcloags not only to deter- 
mine comroverfus between man and 
man', but to faiisfy the parties that they . 
have got juftice, and thereby give eafe 
and inKtentment to their minds, which 
J.Kald to be one of the great ufcs of the . 
la^f. In this Lord M^usficM,** aJds , 
the Uarned Critic, " a» it is well kn-.^vn, 
was fo fiiccdfsfuU thit even the lofing 
party ackndwlcdgcd the juftnefs of his 
dectetsj and I knew myfelf one exam- 
ple of a man who had loft more than 
half His fortune by a judgment of his 
Lordfliip'>» which, oevertlitUfs, he ac- 
knowledged to be juft."

Voyages of the i^reat King Philip the 
Second. " This, perhaps, joined to

vigin of the lahyophagif cannot be con- 
fidotd as impeaching his veracity. His 
•wn belief in theie wonders, which, how. 
ever, he feems not to have implicitly 
given, is no evidence of local ignorance, 
or prefumption of falfehood. The mode 
©f procuring a _fit^pfy of ivaier on the 
Coaft of Makran, hy offcning pits upon 
the heacht which prevailed in the days of 
Alexander accordmg to Nearchus, and* 
is ilfo the reforl of the modern na^uigator^ 
outweighs a thoufand arguments againft 
the genital truth of his narration, dci i ved 
frcm the ignonmce or th^ vanity of the 
hitlorian. 

The two learned Diflcrtations at the 

rlofe of the work, by the Biihop and Mr.

important purpofe that can be anlwertd 
by this work, quite aS well have been 
omitted. They both prove, by diffei'etit 
modes oi' elaborate mathematical itruef" 
ti gallon t what our Author might have 
found, if he had fought for it, in the Latia 
edition of U/htr^ Epbcmeris. Whether 
this was any very important difHculty^ 
the Reader will be the better able to judge 
when we inform him, that it was to fettle 
whether the departure of the fleet of Ne- 
archus from its firft ftation was on the 
firft orfecond of Oftober ! It is here- 
after to be confidered, by the learned, at 
fixed for thtj^rfi. 

Though it be very true, that much of 
this volume is employed in difquifitions 
in which few will be anxious for accurate 
information, yet there are to be found in it 
feveral inter efting hiflorical faSi, and fe- 
vcral curious criiical ohfcwatif^is. The 
charafter of Alexander, which is very 
juftly drawn, exhibits him not only as 
an irrejijiible conqueror^ but as a pro^ 
found and prefcient polititian* His con- 
du^ towards the countries he fubdued } 
his plan for the foundation of the Alrx^ 
andria of Egypt j and the fcheme of that 
navigation^ which is the fubjefl;^^ iJie 
work before us, are evidencyfi of nSi 
which no reafoning can fubvert. To 
bring the wealth and commerce of the 
Indies within tiie reach of his European 
fuhieSsf by the intervention of the Per- 
iian Gulph, was an undertaking not 
merely of unexampled magnanimity t but 
%i 4incommon fagacitj and difiemment* 
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The greatcft difficulty arofe from the 
choice of a proper perfon to condu£l fo 
new and perilous an enter prize. The 
▼okintary offer made of his fervices to 
Alexander by the jiutbor of ibeJovKH al 
renoved every delay and obftru£licn. 
The men deftmed to the embarkation no 
longer confidered the expedition as defpe- 
rate, when they found a man fo much in 
the king*s favour and confidence was to 
be the commander j and one whom thev 
knew he would not have expofed to inevi- 
table dan|ner. Alacrity fucceetled to 
terror > the (hips were equipped, not only 
with what was neceffary, but with great 
fplendor, the officers vying with each 
•thcr who fhould col left the beft men for 
the feri'^ice, and have his complcrment 
ikioft effeftive. Succefs was anticipated, 
WJod defpair fubdued.** 

Thecircumftances that occurred toNe- 
archus on his coming to land on the 
fleet's arrival at the mouth of the Ana- 
mis, and on his firfl interview with the 
King, are interefting and pathetic. 

" One of the parties he (i»nt out to ex- 
plore the country accidentally tell in with 
* Craggier, whofc drefs and language 
dlifcovered him to be a Greek ; tears burfl 
from their eyes upon feeing once more a 
native of their own country, and hearing 
•nee more the found of their own lan- 
guage. They learnt tliat he had not long 
. left the army, and that the camp was at 
no great djitance. They inftantly hur- 
ried the ftranger with all the tumult of 
joy to Ncarchus 5 in his prefence the fame 
happy difcovery was repeated, with af- 
fuiances that the King was within five 
days journey, 

'* Nearchus imn^ediately fet out to find 
the King, with Aixhias and five or fix 
others ; and in his prog^fs fortimatcly 
fell in with a party from the army, which 
liad bcenfent out with horfes and carriages 
for his accoromodation. The Admiral 
and his attendants, from their appearance, 
might have palled unnoticed. Their 
hair long and neglefted, their garments 
decayed, their countenance pale and 
weather-worn, and their perfons emacia- 
ted with famine and fatigue, fcarcely 
roufed the attention of the friends they 
*•■ '**"M^cd. They were Greeks how- 
•^erj anApf Greeks it was natural to cn- 
^oire aftcWjic army, and where it was 
Bow encamped. An anfwer was given 
to their CYiquiry j but ftill they were nei. 
ther reoTjgnized by the party, nor was any 
^uefticjo afked in return. Juft as they 
*»^5P feparatittg ftow tack other, "Affur- 



edly," fays Archtas, " this rauft be 4 
party iSfnt out for our relief: for on what 
other account can they be wandering about 
the defert ? There is nothing ftruigc in 
their paiFing us without notice, for our 
very appearance is a difguife. Let us ad- 
drefs them once more." 

«* Nearchus accordingly enquired which 
way they were bending their courfe ? 
** We are in fearch of Nearchus and hit 
people," replied the Officer :— "And I 
am Nearchus," faid the Admiral, " and 
this is Archias j take us under yowr con- 
duft, and we will ourfelves report our 
hiftory to the King.'* 

**Wliile they were upon their progrefs^ 
fome of the horicmen, impatient to carry 
the news of this happy event, fet oflF to 
inform the King, tnat Nearchus and 
Archias were arrived, with five or fix at- 
tendants. This fuggefted to Alexander, 
that the reft of the people had perifhed, 
either by famine or fliip wreck. During 
this interval, Nearchus and his atten- 
dants arrived. It was not without diffi- 
culty that the King difcovercd who they 
were, under the difguife of their appeir- 
ance ; and this circumitanee contributed 
to confirm him in his miAake ; imagin- 
ing that both their perfons and their drt£i 
bei'poke fhipwreck, and the deftru^lion 
of the fieet. He held out his hand how- 
ever to Nearchus, and led him afide from 
his guards and attendants, without being 
able to utter a word. As foon as rbcy 
were alone he burft into tears, and conti- 
nued weeping for a confuierable time ; till 
at length recovering, in fome degree, his 
compofure, "Nearchus,'' fayshe> "I 
feel fome fatisfa6Vion in finding that you 
and Archias have efcaped ; but tell me 
where, and in what manner, did my fleet 
and mv }ieople perifh ?" — « Your fleet," 
replied Nearchus, " is allfafe j your peo- 
ple are fafc, and we are come to bring 
you the account of their prefervation.'* 
Tears, but from a different fource, now 
fell much failcr from his eyes : " When 
then are my fhips ?" fays lie. " At the 
Anamis,** replied Ncarchus, *< ail fzh 
on fhore, and prepaiing for the comple- 
tion of the voyage.'*— •« By the Libyan 
Ammon and the Jupiter of Greece I 
fwear to you," rejoined the King, " that 
I am more happy at receiving this intel- 
Hgence than in being the conqucior of 
aU Afia ; for I fliould have confidered the 
failure of this expedition as a counter- 
balance toall the glory I have acquired."

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^y ; a folemn facrl/ice was proclaimed 
in honour of Jupiter the Prclcrver, of 
Hercules, of Apollo the Avertcr of De- 
ftruftion, of Neptune, and of every deity 
of the ocean ; the games were celebrated, 
vod a fplcndid prcceflion -^hibited, in 
which Ncarchus was the principal oma- 
ment of the pomp, and the objeft which 
claimed the attention of dvery eye . Flow. 
tr% and chaplets were« wreathed for his 
head, and Ihowered upon him by the 

reful multitvde» while the luccels of 
cAterprize was proclaimed by their 
^clamati^nsy and- celebrate4 in their 

^he particulars of the laA ficknefs and 
death of Alexander, as related in his 
Jitary, and handed down to us both 
br Plutarch and Arrian, are curious. 
They contain a fufiicient refutation of 
thcvul^ opinion that this heroperiihed 
by poiioQ. 

• It appears that Alexander had given a 
fpiendid entertainment to Nearcbus and 
w Qfficas \ at the conclulion of which, 
35 he was returning to his palace, he was 
met by Medius, who had been feafting a 
partvof his military friends, and now re- 
queued the hivcur of the King's compa- 
ny to do honour at the banquet. That 
night and the following day were fpent in 
fcttivity } aijd it is not extraordinary 
that fomc fymptoms of fever were the 
coniequences of this excefs. The Diary 
commences here. 

<< Month Dxfjus iSth. The King 
bathed, and, finding the fever upon the 
incrtaie, flept at the bathin?-hou(e. 

(" The Sleeping at the bathing-houfe 
it explained by Arrian, who ftates, that 
he was conveyeil on his bed to the river, 
iide, and carried over to a garden -houle on 
the oppofite fliore.) " On this day orders 
''ere ilTued for the land-forces to be rca-

** 19th. The King bathed j went from 
the Bath to his chamber ; palTed the day 
at dice with Medius j bathed again in 
the evening \ attended the facrifices in a 
litter J took, ncurifhment y/'/^r/^f^/Kj in the 
evening the fever increated \ and the 
night was pafled in great perturbation j 
orders were ifl'ued for the omcers to attend 
•n dte next morning. 

« toth. The King bathed ; attended 
facrifices as before \ converfed while in 
the Bath with Nearchus upon his voyage 
from India, and gave him frcfh orders to 
he ready on the 23d. 

** 21ft. The King bathed ; atteikled 
thf laciifkes in thp moirning ; found no 



abatement of the difordcr; tranfafted 
bufmels with the Officers ; gave direc • 
tions about the fleet ; bathed again in the 
evening ; the fryer ftill increaied. 

"aid. The King removed into an 
Apartment near the Sath ; attended the 
lacrifices 5 the fever now ran veiy high, 
and oppreflcd him much 5 he ncverthelcls 
ordered the principal Officers to attend, 
and repeated his orders in regard to the 
fleet. 

a 3d. The Kin^* was conveyed to the 
facrifices with great difficulty $ butiflued 
frefli orders to the Naval Ofliccrs, and 
converfed about filling up the vacancies 
in the army. 

" 24.th« The King was much moreop- 
prefled, and the iever much increafed. 

" a 5th. The King was now finkinflf 
fad under the diforder, but iflfued inm 
orders for the Generals to attend in the 
palace, and the Officers of rank to be in 
waiting at the gate. He fuflered ftill mor/e 
towards the evening, and was conveyed 
back again over the river from the' garden 
to the palace. Here he obtained a ffiort 
repofe^ but, upon his awaking, when 
the Generals were admitted, though bt 
retained his fenfes and knew them, he had 
loft the power of utterance* 

** 26th. The fever had made a rapid 
progreis all night, and continued without 
abating during the day. 

** ayth. The foldiers now clamorously 
demanded to be admitted, wiihing to fee 
their Sovereign once more if he were 
alive, and fuipe£(ing that he was dead 
and his death concealed. They were fuf- 
fei'ed therefore to pafs through the apart- 
ment in iingle flies, without arms, and 
the King railed his head with difficulty, 
holding out his hand to them, but could 
not fpeak. 

*« '2 8th. In the evening the King ex- 
pired." 

This Journal, which fo regularly re- 
cords the progrefs of Alexander's mala- 
dy, fufficiently proves that the notion of 
Ws having been deftroyed by treachery is 
a conjeflure without foundation. Flu- 
tarch entirely difcredits the ftorv ; and 
adds, that it was not heard of till fome 
years after, when Oiympias wiflied to caft 
odium on the family of Ann^ater. Dr# 
V. very juftly obferves, ** that the vio- 
lence of Alexander's paffions, the nerpe- 
tual application of his mind, and tne ex- 
cefles ot the table, are lolly fufficient to 
fumifh caufes of diflblntion, without 
having recouric to trtafon aiid confpi- 
racy."

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In the Note^to this work there occur 
occaiionally (hort clalFical remailcs, from 
vvhich niay be gleaned fome amureinent 
and fonie inllruSlon. At page iS6, Dr. 
y. teljs us, " .tlj;it the 'HpwoX*«», or half- 
decked vefTeU of Ncarchusy are exa^I^ 
the vcfl'els of Honker's age, the fore-part 
and waift qpen for the rowers, with a 
deck railed over the hinder part. Thi$ in 
Hora^r is called u^ioi» suid tormed an e^e- 
vaiion on which the fteerfman ftood. On 
this deck» or under |^t^^ the perfons on 
board fometimes fltp^: which the poet 
calls Sleeping ar«^» xpvfA]niaM nof* 
Od. M* 33L. For thefe, perhaps, the ca- 
bles were coiled j but when a whole crew 
siras to ileeit on board, this was impoill- 
ble, and the fuftering was in proportion 
to the confinement. This makes Ulyfles 
pomplain, that reflraint on (hip- board 
rendered hh limbs rigid, and unfit for 
gymnaftic exercife, ?<He therefore," fays 
Dr. y. in another place (page 298),

are properly the cables at the ftera» bat 
perhaps the after pgrt of the vefiel like- 
wife ; whether, when they fiept on board, 
Tst^a v^vij,9f)TM they flept on the n^, 
or under it, their lodging muft have been 
very incommodious/^ 

Our readers arc not to conclude, from 
thefe fpecimens of Dr. V.'s work, which 
we have fele6bed for their enter uinment, 
that it is in general either critical or bif- 
toritaL It is in itriflnefs a minute ^fo- 
graphical difyikijition 5 and all the re- 
marks that relate not to that fubjed art 
occafional only, and incipient aL Thole,- 
and tbofe onlyy who are interefted in 
knowing to what extent and with what 
accuracy the ^engrapbical fciencts werfe 
pofiefled by thie ancients, w^ill be much 
^tified by thefe lucubrations. Eves 
fucb perfons can derive no delight from 
them, but in proportion as they fhall ap« 
pear to be founded Xn good Jenfty in op* 
pofition to fabU^ bypothefii^ and conjccm 
ture^

THISyoIume, with finall pretenfions to 
novelty, contains muph ufeful infor- 
mation and inftruftion. This Mr. Q. 
y\\\\ undoul)tedly confider as the beft 
praife. Still it muft be ^idmitted, that a 
book can only be ufeful in proportion as 
}t is read. We wi(h, therefore, that our 
Author had adopted the fame method 
which he obferved in his ** Enquiry in- 
to the Duties of Men^''^ and illurtrated 
his moral theory by fails and exprri- 
pients. We recollect hardly more than 
one inftance of this in the pages we ar0 
examining. The ftile too of this work, 
though flowing^ elfgant^ and accurate^ 
1& deficient in en^i.y and terfenefs, 
fhefe laft ar? qualities in which Dr. Fo- 
ley's ethical compofitions exijel. Without 
them, or fometning which, like them, 
firikes ftroT\gly qu the ifnaginatioriy few 
works of a didat%c ckaradcr can have 
an cxtenfive circulation. 

Thefe obfcrvation^ arifc from a fincere 
refpe^l for Mr. G.'s abilities and inten- 
tions, yffi wifh, as we arc furehewiihes, 
them to be univerfaily benj:fipial \ and he 
Jcnows, as well as we, that this can 
only be accomplifbed by the fkilfy 1 aximiy- 
ture of the duUf with the utiU. How- 
pvKr arduous the talk, Mr.Q. muftdeGre 
to have it faid, for a far better motiye 
|k^ a reputation among mortals^

In treating on F(male Education ^ Mr. 
G. diiapproves of the employment of 
emulation to excite his fair pupils to dili- 
gence and exertion. He remarks, that 
whatever may bethought, by different ob- 
fervers, as to the degrees in which it eni 
lapges the fum of inteile^ual attainments, 
yet among thofc who judge from expe- 
rience, there can be but one opinion at 
to the refult of its operation on the dif- 
pofitions of the hevt. Of all the prin- 
ciples of af^ion he accounts it as one of 
the moft dangerov^ ; flimulating and 
nouriftiing fome of the darkeft paffions 
of the human mind, and fub verting 
thofe motives which it is one main pur- 
pofe of Chrifliauity to inculcate and en- 
force. Self-conceit, a fupercilious con- 
tempt of peribns fuppofed, and often 
falfely fuppofed, of interior attainments ; 
pronenefs to fufpeft teachers of beirg 
puejudjced and partial, and endeavours to 
conciliate their favour by fineffe 5 a fe- 
rret wifti to retard the prcgrefs of fuc- 
cefsful competitors j an envious clefire to 
detra£l from their merits ; and an avcr- 
fion to their fociety, with an indiffcreBce 
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He acknowledges that a tendency to 
Aeff maii^^nant feeiings-axid artl ul nuncsu- 
TJTs is inherent in human nature^ and not 
to be attributed to emuiation alone. But 
fiill he aiTerts^ that emulation is the agent 
which, perhaps at every period of hie, 
and undoubtedly in childhood and youths 
fans them into a flame. 

Bui muft we not then> in the procefs 
9f vt/tin/I/tM,\ employ the influence of 
CQOipariibn and example ? Is it not 
iawhil to apply to children a filmulus^ 
which is applied with vifible advantage 
to kindle sinloury and to conAnn good 
condu^, in ma^^irer years ? Mr. G. in 
rrply to thele queftions obfervea, judi- 
cioaily, that to compare our own condu^l 
and attainments with thofe of others^ 
that we may more clearly fee our defc£l8> 
and be incited to imitate a meritorious 
rxanmle, is a pra^i^e in many cafes both 
jttftinable and uicfu). It is therefore to 
be recommended on fui table occafions, 
and with proper explanation, to thofe to 
whom we impart inftru6lion.- But to 
compare that we may irmtatt^ is not the 
fvne thing as to compare that we may r/- 
vaJ : and emuiation includes, not in name 
only, but in reality, the fpirit of u^val- 

There is> undoubtedly, much good 
frnfe and moral wifdom in theie remarks $ 
yet wc qucftion whether ejtccllence in any 
talent will without ri*vaifi>tp be eyer ac- 
quired. How far our happinefs or oiu: 
utility may be increafcd by excellenccf is 
»n cnquir}' of deeper refearch ; but cX' 
ceUcHce prefents itlelf as a glittering 
prize, which mortals will always pant to 
fbtiin. 

In the Chapter on Female Conver Ca- 
tion ami Eptflolary Correjpondence^ Mr. 
G. reprehends the le*Vity gf difiourje in 
Ji^'hich wopien, even of improvwl under- 
Handings, Qccaltonally indulge. 

Take his ccnfurc in his own words, 
«»hich iiitxti the relult of adual and acute 
oblervation : 

" It is not only to women of moderate 
capacity that hours of trifling and flip. 
pant converfation are found acceptable. 
To thoie of fu per tor talents they are not 
infrequently known to give a degree of 
entertainment, greater than on flignt con- 
^eratien we might have expe^ed. The 
matter, however, may eafily be explained. 
Many women who are endowed with 
fin)ng mental powers are liuie inclin^Kt 
^0 the trouble of exerting them. They 
'"'^ to indulge a fupine vacuity of

thought ; liften to nonfenfc without dif- 
/ititia^ion, ^caufe to liftea to it re* 



quifes no effort % neither fearch nor 
prompt others to fearch, deeper than the 
iurfaceot the paiBng topic of diicourfes 
and were it not for an occafional remark 
that indicates difcemmer^t, or a look of 
intelligence which -gleams through the 
liftleifnefs of llotb> would icaicely be' 
fufpe6ted of jod^ent and penetration* 
While thefe |>erions rarely ieem, in the 
conunon intercourie of life, to turn their 
abilities to the advantage either of them- 
itivtz or of their friends, others, gifted 
with equal talents, are tempted to mifr« 
apply them by the confcioufnefs of poC> 
fefling them« Vain of their powers, and 
of their dexterity in the ufe ot them, they 
cann9t refift the impulfe wHich they fed 
to lead a pert and coxccmical young man* 
whenever he falls in their way, to expole 
himfelf. The prattle which they de* 
fpife they encourage, becaufe it amufes 
them by rendering the fpeaker ridiculous* 
They lead him on, unlufpicious of their 
defign, and iccretly pluming himfelf on 
the notice which he attra6ls, and on his 
own happy talents ot rendering himfelf 
agreeable, and delighted the moft when 
he is molt the obje^ of derifion, from one 
flep of folly to another. By decrees they 
contra^ an habitual rellfh for the flile of 
converfation which enables them at once 
to dil'play their own wit, and to gratify 
their panion for mirth and their tafte fey 
the ludicrous. They become inwardly 
impatient when it flags, and more impa- 
tient when it meets with interruption* 
And if a man of grave afpcA, and more 
wakeful reflection, prefunaes to flep within 
the circle, they aflail the unwelcome in- 
truder with a volley of brilliant raillery 
and fparkling repartee which bears down 
knowledge and learning before it, and 
convuiie the delighted auditors with peals 
of laughter, while he labours in his 
heavy accoutrements after his light-armed 
aniagonifl, and receives at every turn 
a fhower of arrows, which he can neither 
parry nor wi thfland . ' * 

In the Chapter (the IXth) on Amuft^ 
mentis Mr. G. lay^ fo many reftraints 
on the enjoyment ot Dramatic entertarn- 
ments as amounts to a prphthiiion. He 
permits it, feemingly, only in the cafe •• g|, 
which its liiperintendance is committed 
to legal authoriiy, which would prevent 
the Stage from being rendered an inftru- 
ment of political machinations and of 
perfonal calumny j and alfo purify it from 
incidents, exprtlfions, and ailufions, of- 
fenijve to modelly and injurious !• 
morals/* 
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Platifiblc as this opinion may be in 
ibfory, v'c douot whetner the p^^wcr or 
influence of a Court, or e\tn the taife and 
karri ing of ^iLord Cbtjmht riain, will ever 
operate anyvei^ impcitant irnprovtinentin 
the province c J the Di/ima j andif iW/T/>//y 
itleir, as he wilhes, were to in^erterc, the 
Theatre is too flight a luhjcft tor its pcr- 
manept cogniiaiice.

ters of lianfcendant genius and vigorous

• lowing language, and imprefled by the 
powers of haimcny. The poetry, how- 
ever, fticuldl)e flltj^l. It fUcuid be fuch 
as may elevate the heart with devotion j 
fcdd energy and grace to precepts of mo- 
rality ; Xindie benevclence by pathetic 
liarrative j cr prelcnt vivid pictures of 
the grand and beautiful in the fcenciy 
of nature. Such," iays Mr. G. **are 
the works of Milton, of Thcmfon, of 
Gray, of Mafcn, and of Cowper.

Were we to add any thing to this ad- 
vice, it would be to add occafionally 
thfyji'H pajfagti in profe.

On the other hand, there 
is geneially fbme foundation for popular 
apothegms and coHCtuJion:, Reforma* 
tioh does ceitainly fometintes take place 
iwfome, Thelc furcly will be indulgent 
to fraall tranlmffions, when they know 
themlclve* to have commiitcd far great- 
er ; and muft receive with gratitude marb 
of affeftionj whicfh they have felt only by 
their return to virtue. 

It is in the applicatioil of this rule to 
praBicc, as in other cafes, that the diffi- 
culty lies. For how (hail we diftinguifli 
|he penitent from the by^crite f And 
when is the danger paft of a relapft tp 
vice t 

In the Chapter on the Duties of Ma* 
irimonialLije, Mr. G. cenlures, with be- 
coming fpirit, the artifice recommended 
by fome pfeudo-mcralijis, of concealing 
from the bufband a fuperiority of under- 
ftanding, left there (hould fecm a difpofi- 
tion to rivalftiip. He remarks very tru- 
ly, that in general it is not the fenfe in 
woman tbat offends \ it is rather loroe 
quality or diljpcfition which has no natu- 
ral connexion with it. Either it is ar- 
rogance, ci^ impatience of contradidlion, 
or reluftance to difcern and acknowledge 
error, which render the manners of wo- 
men overbearing, their temper irritable, 
and their prejuciices obftinate. \i female 
talents be graced with fimpltchyy . «</- 
bumouTy and modeftyy tliere is fcarcely a 
hulband's heart which they will notwami 
with delight. 

In a lublequent part of the fame head 
of inftruftion, thecircumftances aredif- 
cufled of female relaihns of the 
mafler or of the mijlrefs of the bou/f, 
''* who, though admitted to live in the 
parlour, are in truth bumble deptndenti^ 
received either from motives ot charity, 
or for the fake of being made ufeful in 
the condu^Sl of domeftic affairs, or of be- 
ing companions to their proteftrcfc 
when the latter is not ctherwife engag^ 
or amufed."" 

We have not room for the quotation «t 
length on this topic ; — ^we can only infcrt 
the two concluding paffages. 

** Is It the part offriendlhip, of liberal 
protcftion, to harrafs her with difficul- 
ties, to cnfnare her fmcerity, to eftablifii 
her in the petty arts of cunning and adu- 
lation ? Rather difmifs her with iiasn^ 
finajl pittance of bounty to fearch In oh- 
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fcurity for an honeft maintenance, than 
to retain her to learn hypocrily and to 
teach you arrogance,. to be corrupted and 
to corrupt." 

Tiiefe fentiments are no lefs fpirited 
than juft, and arc well worthy the confi- 
deration oi females in the timber clajesp 
who arc often very capricious and tyran- 
nical ruler* of their unfortunate ftote- 
gees. The iaft fentence is a liappy appli- 
cation of a ftrong and brilliant remark of 
Tacitus, 

Our Author is> .for the moft part, 

fravc and Iblcmn 5 he relaxes, .however, 

fometimes into ridicule and humour* 

Thus, for inftance, he defcribes a female 

^ fafbion able morning. 

" What is called the morning is fwal- 

lowed up in driving from Itreet to itreet, 

Irgmfquare to i'quare, ia ourfuit of perlbns 

whofu ihe is afraid of difcovering, in 

Imocking at doors where ihe dreads being 

fthnitted.

Mr. G. aflerts in a note, what wf 
ihould' hope is not often true, that th^ 
wives of Shopkeepers in London will alk. 
more than tlie real price of an article 
f irom ready money ci^hmeriy with the view 
of pocketing the excels themiclves 5 an4 
If dete^ed m the fraud plead ignoranqe 
of the value. It is, difficult to fay v/he- 
ther fuch condu6l be more injurious tp 
the individual or to the public. 

There is a remark in the (Chapter <m 
Parental Du.'ies, taken from Dr. Henry > 
Hiilory of England, which explains th« 
attitude of Margai-et Roper in the very 
curious ancient pi6^ure of Sir Thomas 
More*s Family by Holbein, Daughters, 
though women, were not anciently per* 
mitt^ to fit or repofe themfelves, otner- 
wile than by kneeling on a cu(hion« 
until their mother departed. 

From the ab«ve account of Mr. <?.*« 
book it evidently appears well worthy 
the atten/iott of all^ and the diligent pe^ 
ru altf the gentler fex. As the ladies, 
however, ftill more perhaps than men, 
delight to blend amusement with theic 
weightier concerns, we muft repeat our 
wifli that the theory hid down had been 
more frequently enlivened hyfa^s, and 
illuftrated by examples. The moraliit 
might not, mdeed, in that cafe have de- 
ferved more fuccifs^ but we are lure he 
would have cbtauted it.

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'THE Thirteenth Chapter of the Firft 
*' Volume opens with an account of a 
vety happy cftabiiftiment enjoyed by oiu- 
A\ithor at a military Ration, culled tbe 
Hope, where he was in the principal 
command, on the Cimmcwine River, in 
Surinam. Here his felicity was confider- 
ably augmented by a vifit from fome 
friends at Paramaribo, who gave him the 
addrcfs of Meflrs. Paflalage and Son, at 
Amftcrdam^ the new propiiiftors of his 



favourite mulatto, whom they alfo d«- 
fired him to take with Uim to the Hope. 
This propofal he moft joyfully complied 
with, ami immi'dlateiy let \\\^ ftaves to 
work to build a houfc of Manicole trees 
for her reception. 

In the mean tiiTiC he wrote a letter to 
MeflVj. Paflalajre and Son, to fay, that 
being under c;ieat obligutions to one of 
their mulatto lluvcs, named Joanna, for 
havine attended hkn durini;^ ficknefs, he 
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lequeftcd that thty would permit him to 
ftirthaie her libeity without delay, and 
ac would immediauly remit to- them the 
money. 

In fix days his new dwelling was com- 
pleted. It conllAed of a parlour, whicn 
alio ierved for a dinin?.room ; a bed- 
chamber, where alfo the baggage was 
flowed } a piazza or fhed to fit under be- 
fore the door ; a fmall kitchen detached 
from the hoiilc, and a poultry- houfc; the 
whole fituated on a fpot by itfelf, cora> 
manding an enchanting proipe6> on every 
fide, and furrounded with paling to keep 
off the cattle. The tables, ftocls, and 
benches, were al! compofed of Manicole 
boards, the doors and windows were 

fuardcdwith ingenious wooden locks and 
eys, that were the work of a negro. 
His houfe being thus far finifhed and 
fumifhed, the next care was to lay in a 
ftock of provifions, which confifted of a 
barrel of flour, another of falted nnackarel, 
which in that country are delicious, 
hams, pickled faul'ages, Jamaica rum, 
tea, fugar, fpcnnaceti candles, two 
foreign fliccp, and a hog, beiides two 
dozen of tire fowls and ducks, prefented 
to him by Lucretia, Joanna'Syaunt. 

The Manicole Tree, the wood of which 
he emplcycd for his habitation, he thus 
describes, with its ules in building and 
furniture, in another part of his work : 

** The Manicole, which is of the 
Palm Tree fpccies, is about the thicknefs 
of a man's thigh, very llrait, and grow- 
ing to the hciglit of forty or fifty feet 
from the ground : the trunk, which is 
jointed at the dlfttncc of two or three 
feet, is of a light brown colour, hard ex- 
ternally for the thicknefs of half an inch, 
but pithy like the Knglifh Elder. On 
^he top the tree fpreads its beautiful green 
bouchs^with leaves hanging ftrait down- 
wards like filk ribbons, which form a 
kind of umbrella. 

** The manner of ufing it for building 
huts or cottages, is by cutting the trunk in 
pieces of as many feet long as you wi(h 
to have the partition high j which pieces 
are next fpUt into linall beards, the 
breadth of a man's hand, and divefted of 
their pithy fubilance, and then they are 
fit for immediate ufc. Having cut and 
prepared as many of thefe laths as ycu 
want to furround the dwelling, you lafh 
them in a perpendicular polition, and 
clpfe to each othei", to two crofs bars of the 
Hkirnc tree fixed to the corner polls ; and 
the whole is cut and ihapcd by the bill- 
iiook alone, arid tied together by ttcbees. 
Theie laft aie a kind ot ligneottv ropes of 



all (izet, both as to length and thi€kner9« 
which grow in the wo<^s, and climb up 
the trees in all dire A Ions; they arelo 
plentiful and wonderfully difperfed, that 
they make the foreft appear like a large 
fleet at anchor, and kill many of the 
trees by mere compieffion • 

" with refpea to the roofing of thefe 
ilender habitations, it is done by the green 
branches of the fame Manicole that made 
the ^'tXU ; each branch, which can be 
compared to nothing fo well as to the 
Ihape of a feather, and which is as large 
as a man, muft be fplit from the top to 
the bottom in two equal parts, as you 
would fplit a pen. When a number of 
thefe half boughs are tied together by 
their own veraure, and ftwrm a burclC 
you take thelie bunches, and tie tliem 
with nebees one above another, on ihc 
roof of the cottage, as thick as you plcalc, 
and in fuch a mann^ that the vttdurc, 
which looks like the mane of a hone, 
hangs downwards. This covering, 
which at firft is green, but foon takes 
thecoiomof the Englifh reed-tha:ching,is 
very beautiful, lafling, and clofe, and 
finifhffs the dwelling without the help of 
a hammer, or naiuj doors, windows, 
tables, feats, &c. are made in the fame 
manner j fo are the inclofures for gardcus, 
and the places for keeping cattle." 

Having completed his" houfe, Captaia 
Stedman thus defcribes his fituation ia 
ii with his beloved companion. 

On the I ft of April 1774. Joanna 
came down the river in the Fauconberg 
tent-boat, rowed by eight negroes, and | 
arrived at the Hope. I communicated 
to ' her immediately the contents of my 
letter to Holland, which fhe received wita 
that gratitude and modefty in her lo^ks 
Vhich fpoke more forcibly than any re- 
ply. I introduced her to her new habi- 
tation, where the plantation Haves, in 
token of refpeft, immediately brought 
her prefents of cafada, yams, bananas^ 
and plantains, and never two people vere 
more completely happy. Free like the 
roes in the foreft, and difencu inhered 
of every care and ceremony, we breath- 
ed the purett aether in cur wrviks, and 
refrclhed our limbs in the limpid Hream : 
health and good fpirits were now a^aia 
my portion, while my partner fiourilW 
in youth and beauty, the envy and admi- 
ration of all the colony."" 

The happinefs onr author enjoyed in this 
Elyfian plantation was fuddenly blafled 
by the fatal news. of the death of Mr. 
PafTalage, at Amfterdam, the gentleman 
to whJm ^.MyU^i^^ ""SuK 
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ffivlatio'i manumUlion ; and what re- 
<i«ibled his diftrcfe vnn, the fituation in 
which (he proved to be, being likely to 
become a mother in the fpace of a few 
months. *' It was now that a tboufand 
hoiTors intruded," fay» he, " on my i e- 
jeAcd fpirits 5 not only my friend, but 
mv offspring, muft become a flave, and a 
(Hire too under iuch a Government ! Mr. 
Paflalage, on whom I relied, dead ;— the 
whole eftate going 'to be fold to a new 
mafter ;— I could not bear it, was totally 
diftra^led, and muit have died of grief, 
hid not the mildnefs of her tempta* fup- 
pofted me, by fuggcfting the flattering 
iiO)icthat Lolkens (who had recommended 
mc to Mr. Paflalage) would ftill be our 
fntnd.*' 

In this diftrefTed fituation our author 
continued for fome month*, till being at 
the houfe of a Mr. De Graav, in the Ca- 
&vanira Creek, that Gentleman, feeing 
^m frated by himfelf on a fmall bridge 
that led to a grove df orange-trees, with 
1 fettled eloom upon his countenance, 
took him by the hand, and addrefled him 
in the following manner 1 

*' I am acquainted. Sir, by Mr. Lol- 
hens, of the caufe of your juft diftrefs. 
Heaven never left a good intention unre- 
w^ed. I have now the pleafurc to ac- 
Quaint you, that Mr, Lude, ^of Amfter- 
mm (the new proprietor o!^Fauconberg), 
has chofcn me for his adminiftrator ; and 
that from this day I fhall pride myfelf in 
making it my bulmefs to render you any 
Service with that Gentleman, as well as 
the virtuous Joanna, whole deferving 
charaAer has attra61ed the attention of 
fo many people, while your laudable con- 
dud redourds to your lading honour 
throoghcut the Colony." 

Capt. Stedman received this informa- 
tjf n, as the reader will readily conceive, 
with gratitude and. delight; as well as 
the fympathetic felicitations of feveral 
fricr.ds, both male and female, who were 
prel'cnt at this vifit. 

While he was at Mr. De Graav's cfiate 
he few the darccs of the Loango negroes, 
which ccnfift from firft to laft of a fcene 
of wanton lafcivious geftures ; fuch as 
nothing but a heated imagination and 
a conftant prafticc could enable them to 
difplay. T hefe dances ai'c performed to 
the found of a drum, to which the ne- 
groes beat time by clipping their hands ; 
and they may be corfidertd as a kind of 
play or pantcmimc divided into a number 
of a^s, which laft for fome hours. 
During this reprefentation, the adors> 
ipffcad of King fatigued, be«cme more 
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and more enlivened and animated, till 
they are bathed in fweat^ and their pai- 
fions wound up to fuch a degree, that 
nature is overcome, and they are ready 
to fmk in convulfions. 

However indelicatethefe exhibitions may 
be accounted, fafhion, our Author fays, 
has rendered them as agreeable as any 
other diverfions to the European and 
Creole Ladies, who, in company with 
the gentlemen, croud about them without 
the leail refer ve, to enjoy what they call 
a- hearty laugh j while tuch fcenes would 
change an Engliih woman^s face from 
white to fcarlet. 

Capt. S. obfervcs very juftly upon this 
fubje^ that cuitom gives a i'andion to 
many things in fome countries, which in 
others would be confide red as prcpofte- 
rousj and in confirmation of his opinion 
quotes, in a note, a letter from Emanuel 
Martin, Dean of Alicant, deicribing thr 
Fandango Dance, in Spain, borrowed, as il 
is faid, originally from Peru. In this 
account the molt prurient and wanton 
images are flight ly veiled by the decencies 
of a learned language. For the epililt 
iifelf, which we have feen before, wt 
(hall refer our readers to Capt.S.^s work ^ 
though were it not that human nature is 
an inftru^ive and curious fpeculation, 
in whatc/er attitude it be exhibited, the 
citation might better have been wholly 
omitted. 

The following palTagc prefents a very 
honourable inltance of the courage and 
fidelity of a negro; 

** The poor nepo, whom I had fent 
before me with a ktter, had been lefs for- 
tunate tlian I was, having his canue 
ovcrlct in the middle of the river Su- 
rinam, by the roughnefs of the water. 
With great addreis, however, he kept 
himfelf in an ercdl pofture (for this man 
could not fwin ), and by the buoyancy 
and refitiance of the boat aeainft his feet, 
he wg^s enabled juft to keep his head 
above the water, while the weight of his 
body kept the funk canoe from moving. 
In this precarious attitude he was picked 
up by a man ot* war's boat j ivbo, taking 
away the canoe for their trouble, nut 
him on fhore at Paramaribo. He kept 
the letter, however furprifing, JliU in his 
mouth j and, bein^ eager to deliver it, he 
accidentally ran into a wron^ houfe } 
where being taken tor a thief (for re- 
futing to let them read it), he was tied 
up to receive four hundred Isflies, but 
fortunately was Tcpricrcd by the inter- 
ceflion of an Knglifh mercnant of tht 
same of Gordon, who was my partictilar 
A a friMid.

friend, and knew the negro. Thus did 
the poor fellow cfcapc drowning, and 
being floggtd j either of which he would 
haye undergone, fooncr than difclofe what 
he called the lecrets of his/#f/2/rra/' 

Without wiftiing to derogate from the 
fortitude of this fiave, our readers will 
probably be inclined to, think with us, 
that the punifhment could hardly have 
been intended fe«'Juny,or that there mull 
be fomc exaggeration in the narrative. 
If it be exa'dUy and literally true, the 
ttefftotifin and crucify praftiled on the^ 
unhappy (laves at Surinam is incon- 
ceivably and wantonly atrocious. 

We pafs on to the Second Volume, in 
which we find a livelv defcription of the 
Diary of a Surinam Planter, accompanied 
by a very chara6leriftic print. Though 
we have feen an account very analogous 
to this, in a detail of the mode of life of 
an Eafiern Nabob (by which term is 
meant an Englifh merchant fettled at 
Calcutta or Madras), yet the refemhlancc 
is^ probably only fuch as arifes from a 
iimilar fituation. It is thus delineated by 
our author. 

'* A Planter in Surinam, when he 
lives on his eftate (which is but fcMom, 
ai they moftly prefer the fcciety of Para- 
jitaribo), gets cut of his hammock with 
the rifing lun, viz. about fix o'clpck in 
the morning, when he makes his appear- 
ance under the piazza of his houfc j where 
his coffee is ready waiting for him, 
which he generally takes with his pipe, 
inftead of toaft and butter j and then he 
IS attended by half a dozen of the fincft 
yoimg flaves, both male and female, of 
the plantation to fervc him j at this 
Jhn/lum fa)iSiorum he is next accofted by 
his ovcrleer, who regularly every morn- 
irtg attends at his levee; and having made 
his bows at fevcral yards di(iance,with the 
moll profound refpeft informs His Great- 
nefs what work was done the? day before ; 
what ncffroes dciertcd, dieJ, fell fick, 
recovered, were bought or b;»rn; and, 
above all things, which of them negleftctl 
their work, atfciled ficknefs, or had been 
^runk or ahfent, &c. Tlvi \ riibners are 
generally prcfcnt, being fecured by the 
negro-drivers, and inftantly tied up to 
the beams of the piazza, or a tree, without 
Vo much AS being heard in their own de- 
fence; when the flogging begins with men, 
Women, ind children, without exccptior.. 
The inftru.nents of torture on thefe oc- 
cafibr.s arc long hempen whins, that cut 
round at every lafh, and crack like niftol- 
fhot; during which they alternately re- 
peat, Dankce^ ^uiffira (thank you, 



Matter). In the mean time he ftalki^ 
up and down with his overfecr, aifedii^g " 
not fo much as to hear their cries, tiU 
they arc fuflicitntly mangled, when they 
are untied, and ordered to return to their 
work, without fo much as a drcffing. 

** This ceremony being over, thedrefly 
negro (a black lurgcon) comes to make 
his report j who being difmifled with a 
heaity curfe, for alloiuing any (laves to. 
be fick, next makes her appearance a fu- 
perannuated matron, with all the young 
negro children of the eftate, over whom 
/he is governefs; thefe, being clean wa0i. 
cd in tne river, clap their hands, and cheer 
in chorus, when they are fent away to 
brcakfaft on a large platter of rice' and 
plantains ; and the levee ends with a low 
bow from the over leer, as it begun. 

" His Worfliip now launtcrsout in hii 
morning drefs, which conllfts of a pair of 
the ^neft Holland trowfcrs, white f:lk 
. ilocking^, and red or yellow Morocco 
flippers j the neck of his fhirt open, and 
nothing over it, a loot flowing night- 
gown of the finv-'ft India chintz excepted. 
On his head is a cotton night- cap, as thin 
as a cobweb, and over that an enormous 
beaver hat, that protefts his meagre vi- 
fage from the fun, nvbicb is already the 
colour of mahogany, while his whcle 
carcafc leldom weighs above eight or ten 
ftone, being generally exhaufied by the 
climate ^nd ddlipation. To give a more 
complete idea of this fine Gentleman, I 
prefent him to the reader in the plate with 
a pipe in his mouth, which almoft every 
where accompanies him, and receiving a 
fflafs of Madeira wine and water, from a 
female quaderoon flavc^to refreili him dw- 
ing his walk. 

" Having loitered about his edate, or 
fometimes ridUrn on horicback to his 
fields, to view his ir.cjeaUng (teres, be 
returns abtnit eight o'clock, when, if he 
goes abrcad, he dreiTes, but if not, re- 
mains juii as he is. Should the firft take 
place, having only exchanged his trowfer* 
for a pair of thin linen or filk breeches, he 
fits down, and holding out one foot after 
the other, like a horfe going to he fhod» 
a negro boy puts on his ftvckings and 
(hoes,which hcaifo buckles,whilc another 
drcflcs his h?ir, his wig, or (haves hii 
chin, and a third is fanning him to keepofF 
the mulquitoes. Having now (hifted,bc 
puts on a thin coat and waiftcoat, alj 
white ; when under an umbrella, carried 
by a black boy, he is conduced to hii 
barge, which is in waiting for him with 
fix ox eight oars, well provided with fhilc, 
\vi«c, watcufigaal ipfeaiav^ hlsoycrfrtr. 
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Vliolns no fooner Teen him depart, than 
fat relumes his command fKth all the 
tilbaJ infolence of office. But fliould this 
Prince nof mean to ftir from hU eftate> h^ 
goa to breaklaft about ten o'clock, for 
which a tdble is fpread in the large hall^ 
provided with a bacon ham, •hung- beef, 
TowU, or pigeons broiled j pUntains and 
fwcct cailkva^s roalted; bread, buttesy 
charfc, &c. with which he drinks ftrong 
beer, and a glafs of Madeii-a, Rheni(h, or 
MozeH wine, while the cringing overfetr 
fits at the farther end, keeping his prtper 
dfftance, both being leiyed by tfa(;,.mo(l 
bcautitul fiaves that can be lelc^cd : — 
aod tiiis is eallcd breaking the 'poor gen- 
tleman's fail. 

** After this he takes a book, plays at 
tbefs or billiards, entertains himielf with 
ir-ufic, &c. till the heat of the day forces 
him to return into his cotton hammock 
to enjoy his meridian nap, which he<x)uld 
Ho more difpenie with than a Spaniard 
with h^Jiffiay and in whkh he rocks to 
•ad fro, like a performer in the flack 
«>pe, tin he falls aflecp, without either 
bed or covering ; and auring which time 
he is fanned by a couple of his black at- 
tendants, to keep him cool, ^'C. 

"About three o'clock he awakes by a 
naturtJ inftinft 5 when, having wa/hcd and 
perfumed himfelf, he fits down to dinner, 
attended, as at breaklaft, by his Deputy 
GoTeiTior and. footy Pages, where nothing 
is wantine that, the world can afford in a 
wrftcm cUmate, of meat,, fowls, veuilbn, 
fifii,Tegetables, fruit, &c. and the moft 
.e^tquilite wines are often fquandered in 
prof alion ; after tliis a cup m ftrong cof- 
fee and a liqueur finifh the repaft. At 
fix o'clock he is again vilited by his over- 
fcer, attended as in the morning by negro- 
drivirrs and prifoners, when the ncgging 
«»»ce more having continued for Ibme 
time, and the nccelTary orders being given 
for the next day's work, the aflfembly is 
dtfinifled, and the evening fpcnt with 
wreak punchyfangarecy cards, and tobacco. 
His "Worfhlp generally begins to yawn 
about ten. or eleven o'*clock, when he 
writbdiaws, and is undrefled by his footy 
Pages. He then retires to rell, wrhcre fee 
pa&s the nieht in the arms of one or 
other of his faole Sultanas (for he always 
keeps a leragUo) till about fix in the 
momiDg, when h; again repairs to his 
piazza walk, where his pipe and cofSte 
are w»iting for him, and wnere, with the 
rifing iMiif he begins Us round of difli- 
pat ion »f like a petty Monarchy as ca* 
priciouc as he is de^tic and def^'tfk- 



Though the intelligent reader will not 
fail to remark foroe (bong lines of cari^ 
cature in this portrait, it is neverthelefn 
very (kilfully drav^u), and by an artift wbo 
hacl the original before him* Juftice' 
calls iipon us to fubjoin what the Author 
has added at the bottom of the page im- 
mediately fucceeding, '' that hofpitality 
is in. no country piu£lifed with greater 
cordiality, or with leis ceremony, than in 
Surinam, a ftranger being every where at 
home, and finding his tabl^ and his bed 
at whatever eftate neccflity or choic* 
may occafion him to vifit.'* Our Author 
concludes his pralfes w'ith what he con- 
ceives to be an additional - commendu* 
tion, that there are no inns to betnet witlft 
in the neighbourhood oi\ any of the Su- 
nam rivers, and therefore this hofpitality i* 
the more to be regarded. Captain S. fi:em» 
not to know, or to have foreottpn* that 
gratuitous courtefy to travellers i« «fidil'«- 
penfabie where there are no means of pro- 
curing mercenary accommodation \ an4 
that to exclude theie, the only opportut- 
oities of reft and refrelhment on a journey^ 
would be abfolutcly to prohibit diftant 
intcicourfe. 

We fhall find a better contraft to tht 
chara^er juft ezibtted of a Surinam 
planter, in the behaviour of a Mrs.Gcde* 
froy towards our Author, wlitn he hail 
the offer of purchafing his Mulatto mif- 
trcl's and his boy, without any vifibie 
means of colle6ling the fum neceflary far 
that purpole. Read the tranfa^ion in his 
own words: 

** I now thought proper to take the 
firft opportunity of fettling matters with 
Mr. JDc Graav, by propofing bim to give 
me credit till I fhouid have it in my 
power to pay the money for which Joan- 
na and my Johnny had been fold to me, 
and which I was detemiincd to fave out 
of my pay, if I fliould exift on bread> 
fait, and water j tliough even then this debt 
could not be discharged in lefs time than 
two or three years. Providence ho^'ever 
intei-fercd, and at this moment fent that 
excellent woman Mrs. Godefroy to my 
aftiftance: for nofooner was (he acquainted 
wrrthmy fitfficitk and anxious fituation, 
than ftic fent for me to dine with her, 
when fhe addreifed me in the following 
terms \ 

«* I know, my good Siedman, the 
preicnt feelings of your heart, and llie 
incapacity of an Officer, from his itKome 
only, to accomplifh fuch a purpole as the 
completion of your wifties. but know, 
that even in Surinam, virtve will meet 
with friends . ^W banly lenfibility for 
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that defcrvlng young woman and her lit- 
tle boy muft claim the cftcem of all ra- 
tional perfons, in^pite of malice and fol- 
ly. Permit me then to participate in 
your happinefs, by reauetting your accept- 
ance of two tboufanajiounit or any ium 
you ftand in need of.** 

" Seeing me gazing on her in a ftatc 
of ftupefa6tion, without the power of 
fpeaking, ihe continued, with a divine 
benignity, 

"Let 'not your delicacy, my friend* 
take the alaim : fbldiers and i'ailors 
ought to be tnen of the feweil compli- 
menti/* 

" A» foon at I recovered, I rej)lied, 
that I wa« at a lof« how to exprcls my 
admiration of fuch benevolence} that 
Joanna, who had fo frequently prcferved 
my lite, had certainly merited my eternal 
•fFe^ion ; but that my gratitude could 
not be left to one who httd (o gcncroufly 
put me in the way of redeeming that in- 
valuable woman fruni flaveiy. I con- 
cluded with obfervingi that 1 could not 
now touch a drilling of the money j but 
Ai'ould have the honour to call on her the 
ntrxt day, 

« I was no fooner returned home, tlian 
I acquainted Joanna with all that had 
happened ,« who burft intoteaVs at the re- 
ciial ; bill infiftcd that fhe hei^ielf ihould 
be mortgaged to Mrs. Godefrov till every 
farthing •ftiould be paid » fli« mdeal was 
very anxious for die emancipation of her 
boy; but till that was done, Ihe abfolute- 
Iv retufe<t to accept of her own freedom. 
I Ihall not here endeavour to paint the con- 
ttii which I Iiiltaine*! between afleftion and 
duly J b\it at iart I yielded to the wifli of 
this charming creature, whole feiitimotits 
tndeaitd \.t\ to me IHII the more. I in- 
itantly drew up a paper, declaring my 
Joanna, according to her defire^ to be 
trora this day the pro}>erty of Mrs. Godc- 
iroy, till the muney Ihe lent mefhould b« 
rrpaid } aiid on the following day, with 
tlie confeHt of her relations, which is ne- 
cclTary when relpe^able flaves arc iold in 
4»urinam, I conduced her to Mrs- Ocde- 
^«y 's houle,wfacre, tlirowingherltlf at th« 



feet of that incomparable womai, Jeaim|i 
herielf put the paper into her hands j but 
this Lady having railed her up, no iboner 
read the contents, than flie exclaimed, 
*< Muft it be fo ? then come here, my Jo^ 
anna \ I accept you not as my (lave, but 
as my companion ; you (hall have ahouft 
built in my orange garden, with my owll 
flaves to attend you ; and ^h«n Prori- 
dence fliall call me away, you fliall bl 
free ; as indeed you are now at the mo- 
ment you wiih to pofTefs your manumif- 
fion { which you claim both by your cx- 
tra£>ion and your condUA."' On thdt 
terms I accepted the money, and carried 
it to Mr. De GraaY^s ; and laid it on bit 
table, demanding a receipt in fall. Thus 
Joanna was transferred from the wretch- 
ed eftate Fauconberg, to the protc^ioo 
of the firft woman perhaps m all tht 
Dutch Weft. Indies, If not in the world ; 
for which (he tnanked me with a look that 
could only be expreiTed by the countenance 
of an Angel. 

'• Kir. De Graav told me, on counting 
the money, that two hundred florins cl* 
this fum l>elonged to him as adminilln- 
tor ; but that he begged to have a (hare 
in this aufpicious event, by not accept* 
ing his dividend ; thinking himlelf 
amply repaid by being any way iniiru- 
mental to the happinels of two deiervijig 
people. 

** Having thanked my dtiinterefted friend 
with an afFeftiouate (hake by the hand, I 
immediately returned the two hundred 
florins to \irs. Godefroy 5 and we all wtrt 
happy.'* 

We have ventured to abridge fonie of 
the particulars of this interelting inci- 
dent, chiefly in i*efpeft to the dialogue, 
as at length it would have taken up vaan 
fpace than our limits wili allow. B'tt 
^e have retained the elfcntial parts, whick 
confor credit on all the perfons concerned 
in the lranfa6^ion 5 and prove that in ge- 
nerofity, juitice, and delicacy of condu^, 
Europeans may equal, but cannot excel, 
tht inhabitants of the Weft cm Conticcm.

vT IS very natural for a man who 
' imagineis that he has made a conli* 
cUrable dlicovery, to commuoicate it a« 
ibon as pofliblc to the WorW, that lie 
■MLj receive the pFalfe it delervcs, and 
participate in the illwmnation that iit 
prodtKet. Thi» i» ibrtnnatety my cafe 
at prefent : 1 have juft dilcovered, that 
the Idands of Pekew have been peopled 
hy Greeks ; an im^portant point in the 
^randeriogs cff mankind ! 

The word Pelcw is evidently d<rri\'ed 
from Petops, a name famous in antiquity : 
Who does net, fays Virgil, know the 
fiof^ cH' Peleps f He was the ibn of 
King Tantalus, who, at a dinner that 
be gave to the Godsj Itivcfl him up as 
one of the diflies. Noi.c <*" the gwcfts 
but Ceres touched this pH>fane prf<e ^f 
cookery j biit <he, before ftre was aware 
«f it, had already twsl lowed <:-ne ot his 
um» : Jupiter in pky rcftore^l Peio)>s to 
life, and lupplied him with an ivory 
arm,, hittead of the one he had lo(l : 
Felops then bectimc a conoueror, and 
gave his nam£ at length to Pelopcnneltrs, 
and i believe to Pehrw. l^he relopidcs, 
the Saeva Pelopis Domus ot' Horace, 
have been the fubje^ of many Trashed its 
for the Stage, both in ancicn; aud mo- 
dern times :

who had done him an irriury : we find^ 
accordingly, that tliey low no kind ot 
grain, nor offer her any honom-. Tbt 
vnly vegetable that they plant is' a fort 
of yam ; and to fuch a height have they 
iTtiled their Katitd to Ceixs, that this 
^ight cultivation is carried on by 
women, for the men conftder it as a 
di<gnicei\>l cccupation. 

It i« no Imall proof o^'m^' origin of the 
people frf* Pcihrw, that lome of their 
Iflands have always been under a Re- 
publican Form of Government *. From 
what country in their neighbourhocd 
coti4d they have gotten the idea of %. 
Republic ? Every other fpot nesn- to the 
EquatcT has long been lofr in l>cfp tiftn: 
•Qtiintiis Curtius has faid indeed, that 
Aieicandermet with a Republic in India, 
" Intk Subrmcas adiity <otilidam Mi^t 
gfntemt jqu^ fopiUi non reptm im^grh 
^zebatw 'y* 4nrt he is a fellow of no au- 
thority. It is much more reafonahie to 
think with me, that the Pckwcrs brought 
with rhem the modd of a Republic from 
Plato and Pelopormefus. 

Tlie peojTle of Pciew make ufe of loi^ 
fpears in hartle, wliixh they throw wi5 
aiiltontfhing force : This fpear is evi- 
dently the DQiU hlacvrjn of Honitr. 
From throwing it well, a warrior of 
Pv lew gets a great reptrtation j he becomes 
the .ilruriclttvi of the heroic ages of 
Greece. 

The great care they take in combir^ 
and regulating their hair, fo unlike the 
prailice of Savages, is another proot of 
their origin rucntMittzs AibauQi, 

I am informed by a Gentleman of 
much veracity, and «l' a fmgular talent 
tor obiervation, that he has feen tfai 
women of Pelew fmging their children to 
Uetp by a moumhil ^diity, which, I 
doul:>t ntrt, is 'the lala b.mrahn (f tfte 
Grecian mothers. We know that 'a 
man of Pekw who has* not courage to go 
to w3r is obliged all his Ufe- time to 
wear the drcfs of a woman. Oiir Gco- 
tlctroen, lately there, law an nnfbftunaie 
fdluw in t'lat habit, who appeared to be 
veiy much a fhanied of him lelf. Otictntrtl 
be bnt little acq'^Jaintcd with the iti^H- 
lutions of Crrtw cc, who ddes not lee the

Anong th€ Greeks, the L^ip'Ha^ who 
bid rc^ured to go to war, and,the Aftra- 
tMoiytrho had defcrted tlieir ranks, were 
obliged to iJL in the Forum f(y- three days 
toother in a female garb.

changing all the letters into othcrv* 
which could not be very di«Hcult witb 
thofe equatorial Icbtbvopba\i>ty whole or- 
gjans of fpcech are meliorated by the he«it 
of their climate, and the lubricity of their 
food. 

The inhabitants of Pelewknownothin|r 
of their own origin * ; like the Greek-t 
of Attica, tliey think they are Gfgeneis^ 
or fprung from the foil. In this they art 
entirely raiftakcn, as appears from what 
I have already faid on the fubje^l ; and 
more efpeciaily, as fuch an origin wouldr 
nut accord with the account that Moiec 
has given tf the World and of Mankind^ 
a ptrlon who had i'uch uncommon op.

la thia Procefs, adopted relu6lantly, 
tbctieve* on yom- parts (but to which I 
fnefnme vou conceive yoiffielrves obliged, 
• cnmpliance' with the Minute of the 
Tcarif Meeting of 1790), this is perhaps 
Hkcaaiyft^ in which I can claim your 
I <lltaiCiofi to the foUowing ftatcment of 
i^acTs and Obsbrvatioms, or in 
which I (hall have an opportunity of re* 
^Ihcfting you to preferve this Letter, and 
lo R&r to it in tliat record which ycu 
will have occafion to make in my Cafe, 
i am vecy loUcitous that you Ihould 
^HOpiy with this rei^ueft, in order that 
ChiUiiBn. or others • who mav ftfcl 



an intereft in the event, may have an 
opportunity, hereafter of informing thoon^ 
felves of the o^cumftances, and of the 
motives of my condu^j and becanie, 
from the rules of your difcipline,- 1 am 
precluded from every other mode of de- 
fence.' 

FACTS. 

ift. The/y/i? and eniirt caufe allcdgcd 
for this Procefs is, that I am engaged 
in a Manufa6lory of Arms, Tome of 
which areApplicable to military purpofes. 

2d. My Grandfather, — afterwards ray 
Uncle, — then my Father and my Uncle, 
— andiaftly, my Father andmylelf, have 
been engaged in this Manufaaory ibr a 
period of 70 yearu v^ibout banjtng be^ 
fore recei'ued tf vy animadnjirfions om tbe 
part of tbf Society, 

3d. The Trade devolved upon me as 
if it were an nnberitancf^ and the fvbcle, 
or nearly the taboUj of tlie fortune which 
I received from my father, was a capital 
invefied in ibe MaKvfa6iorv \ a part of 
which coniifts in appropriated Mills, 
lU^ions, and Apparatus, not easily 
aflignable or convertible to other pur^ 
poics. 

4th. I have, at various times, during 
mv carrying en the faidbt^^nefs^ perforin- 
ed many a6ls, with the concurrence and 
at t!ie infiance oi the Svcictv* which 
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alone would hare coKjlituiid me a Mem- 
ber. 

5th. I have been engaged in this bu- 
Anefs from tbe j^ear 1777, and it was 
not until the year 1790 that the Mbute 
was made on which this Procefs againft 
me is founded. 

6th. My engagements in the bufincfs 
were not a matter of choice, in the firli 
inilancej and there has never been a time 
when I would not have withdrawn from 
St, could I have found a proper oppor- 
tunity of transferring the concern. 

OBSKRVATIONS. 
ift. I am convinced by my feelings 
and my rra/^*— (•)' That the Ma- 
nufacture OF Arms implies mo 

APPROBATION 6F OFFENSIVE WaR 

— (t) That the dbcrfe of re- 
sponsibility THAT HAS BEEN IM- 
PUTED TO THAT Manufacture 
i»OEs NOT attack— (J) And that 

IN ITS OBJECT OR ITS TENDENCIES 
IT NEITHER PROMOTES WaR NOR 
INCREASES ITS CALAMITIES. 

2d. I know that there are certain 
Ttxts in Scripture, from whl^h fome of 
our 8<.clety have drawn literal inferences 
againft ali kind of refifiance : but do we 
not know that there arc olber pajfagrs 
and 7Vx/J of Scripture which fctm to 
admit of a different conilruRion. Seine 
of theie I fhall take the liberty to men- 
tior., and refer the ccir-mtnt, and thu in- 
ference to yourfeives. 

Docs not St. Paul T;./, that the Ma- 
gifirate beareth not the Sword in vain ? 
Romans xiii.-^4. Does not Jefus 
Chrift Ipeak in high terms of approba- 
tion of the Centurion (whole proieflion 
l*'as Arms) ? Matt, viii.— 10. Cor- 
eliusy the devout Centurion^ is not 



lefs diftinffuKhed. ACTS x. l^ffloC 
Chrift tell Pilate, that if his Kingdom 
were of this Worldy then woukl his Ser- 
▼antt fi^ht ? John xviii. — 36. In a 
Parable, doe» kc not ftate to his Difci- 
ple»» as an example of prudence, the 
caie of a King going to War; whom he 
fuppofes firft to confider, ilhether, with 
an army of 10,000 men, he can goagaiiift 
his opponent with 20,000 ? Luke xiv. 
-—31. In another Parable he fpeaks of 
the Good Man of the Houfe, watching 
for the hour when the Thief woirid 
come, in order to r^ft him. Matthew 
aexiv.--^43. Two of his Difciples wire 
Swords. Luke xxii.— 38. and, in the 
Atme Chapter, Chrift is reprefbited as 
faying, " He that hath no Sword let him 
fell his Garment and buf oneJ*^ The 
Apoftle Peter is not reprimanded for 
wearing a Sword, bat for ufing it im- 
properly.,^ He was not told to caft atvar 
nis Sword} but to put it up again into 
its place. Matt. xxvi. — 51 . I muft, 
however, in candcur allow, that in the 
fame verfe it is faid, <* All they thar 
take the Sword, ftiali f^eriyb with tkt 
Srujord,"'' I hope, in ftating theie quo- 
tations, not to be mifunderftood, as at- 
tempting to wfefl, or even to explain^ the 
fenfie of the Scriptures ' on this head; 
much lefs to offer tbem as an tipology f*r 
Offcnffnte War^ for which I profds the 
xsio'k decided abhorrence . 

With regard to the other Texts, from 
which interences have been deduced 
againl^ all kind of refiftance— -without 
prefuniing to define the nature and the 
extent ot the obligatioQ which thef^ 
Texts impofe, or deciding upon the 
practicability of tbat€ondu^(tnthepfe- 
fent ftate of Society) which you imagine 
them to enjoin — Permit me to enquire if

Hon is fufceptible of abufc. Is the Farmer who fows barley,— tlic Brewer who makes 
St into beverage, — the Merchant who fanpoits rum, or the DiftiUer whd makes fpiricsi— 
Are tbey refponfiblc for the tiUtmferaiKe, the &Jeafe, the 'vice, and m^ry^ which may-eofee 
fium their abufe ?— l>pon this principle, wbovmddbe innoctntf 

' X No refleding perfon will (.onteiid, that the Manufaauie of Fire-anns has ever been 
the caufe or oceafkn of aity War ; it is a ccnfipience only, but me a cauie : Neither can it 
be admitted, that the calamitieaof War have been incrta/cd thereby ; allHi/fery, both toed 
and profane, pro^e the reverfe. Thofe horrid coniefts, finoe the imrcDlSonof Fire-arms,

YAy Grandiuthery 
who was the firft of my family concemed in 
the Mannft^re ot Arms* and from 
whom the Trade is at Icneth derived to 
me, was a connjiftced S^eSer, 

George Robinfin, a Filend of this 
Meeting, and ion of Thomas Robinfon, 
an approved Miniftett long fmce de- 
ccaiedy was bound apprentice to a Gun- 
aaker, without any cenfure from the 
Society. 

In Seweirs Hiftory, id Edition, pub- 
iiAcd in the year 1715 by the AfTigns 
of J. Sowle» George-yard, Lcrobard- 
•reet, London, p. 135 & 136, it is re- 
cited, that ii.Cr<i/^2P^/nw, a -Quaker, of 
Htrwich, who fuffered impnfonment 
with G. Fox, when he was about to be 
noioved to London by warrant from 
the Houfe of Commons, ur^s as a plea 
with the Sheriff, that having received 
4niers from the Commiflloners of the 
Admiralty and Navy to repair a Kitig^s 
frigate, he oufirbt not to be taken from 
iuch fervice — tkk was about 1 66o« 

SamKe/ Spava/d, laitly dcceafed, a 
Minifer in high efterm in the Society, 
worked many years in the lUng^s Yard^ 
at Chatham. 

Ifaac PeHHingtMymhok writings hav- 
ing the Imprimatur of the Society, muH 
be confidend as fpeaking thtg^xui/ie 
and approved do^rinfs of the <^akers, 
in a fmall foHo edition or his wddcs, in 
two parts, nrinted by Benjamin Clarke, 
Gtorge-yara, Lombard -ilrcet, Londdn, 
in i6Si, p. 323, in a Traft intitled, 
« Somewhat fpoken to a Weighty Qucf-

** any Magifbate or People defending

4th. It is alledged, that the Manufac- 
turer of Arms contributes to. the carry, 
ing on War. But do you not all in 
many ways contribute to the War, br 
fuppjying Government directly or indi- 
re£Uy with Moneys which isfo necef&ry, 
that it is called proverbially the yifteiirs- 
of War ? I>o not luch of vou as are con- 
cemed in Eaft India Stocky vfho fubfcribe 
to the Loan, who purchafe Stock, Lottery 
lickets, Havy^ FiBuaUing, or Excbe^ 
quer Bills^ as direBlj and as voluntarih 
furntjbtbe means of war as myfelf > Uo 
not all thofe who voluntarily, and without 
being dlfirainedupon, pay the Land Tax, 
and the ^^a(p 'fax, which are voted and 
levied from year to year, exprefsly for 
the payment of the Army^^or who pay any 
otlier Taxes le*uie/i for the purpofes, or 
applied to the pnrpofes of IVar, as direQiy 
violate the principle you would enforce > 

With refpe^ to the Taxes, it may be 
ol>je^ed that the contribution is merely a 
compliance with the Law^ TMtJponia- 
neons. But can any of you, my/riends, 
with conjiftencyy adduce this plea, whilft 
you not only refuse a compliance 
WITH THE Law in cask of Tithes, 

BUT enjoin THAT DISOBEDIENCE 

TO OTHERS, uniefs indeed you (uppofe 
the mode of the Aicrai and religious in* 
ilru^lion of the Clergy to be r.iore rrr- 
minal than War 5 —but even upon that 
fuppofition the voluntary payment of 
thele Taxes would he to fan B ion by ycujr 
prafiice that vioiaiton of principle which 
a law of the Society makes the ground of' 
fpiritual interdi^on againft me. 

The Cenfure, and the Laws of the 
Society, againft Slavery and Oppreffion, 
are as flrtS ^nd as decifive as againft 
War.— Now, thoie who ufe the prrduc^ 
of the labour of flaves, as Tobacco, 
Rum, Sugar, Rice, Indigo, and Cotton, 
are more intimately and direBly the pro- 
moters of the Slave Trade than the Fen- 
dfir of Amu is the prcn«>ter of War s— * 
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bccaufe t)ie tonfiOnfiion oixWt articles 
u the very ^rc*»</ and caufe of flavcry ;— 
but the Manufa^ure sf Anns is «0/ the 
caufu but cnly a confeqiunce of War^ 
Such of you as do not coHcede th«n» 
luxuries of life to your princif^Us'^C^^ 
youy confiftently, require a iacritice from 
me* of a concern in which my property 
U ioinnjolvtUt and by which my ramily- 
would be fo extenfivdy injured f 

. If you carry your fpeculative princi- • 
pics into ftria and rtgid praSicei you 
will abftain not only from the consump- 
tion of Weft India commodities, but 
from all commodities which are taxed^- 
efpecially from Malt aHdJ^heeU^ and all 
the produce of the Land i for, you may 
be well aifured, that every cup of beer 
you drinky and every morlel of oread ]rou 
car, has famiihed refources for carrying 
on this War, which you fo juiUy cen- 
fure. 

If you Oiouldbe (6 confcicntious as to 
abilain from a*l tliefe «njoymentSf I fliaii 
have no reafofl to complain of any par- 
ttaiity in applying the. fame ftxi6t con- 
ilru6tion of principle againft me. I fhali 
greatly admire the efiicacy of your opi- 
nions, whillt I lament that the ptaStce 
of your principles is not compatible with 
the fituation in which Providence has 
placed us. 

5th. In making thefe obfervations, I 

hope I (hall not be conQdered as fuggeft- 

'ipg the propriety o^ extending tbt Penal 

Code. 1 HAVE TOO SINCKRK A RE- 
spect for thb right and duty of 
Private Judgment, and too 
strong a doubt of thb compati- 
BILITY OF Ecclesiastical Cen- 
suREs AND Punishments with 
the genuine spirit and object of 
Christian Discipline, not to ex- 
press A M03T DECiPED DJSAPPRO- 
BATION OF SUCH A MEASVP.i . 

I 2m induced to make this remark not 
tram any perlbnal confideratioriS, but as 
I have reafon to believe that in fome in- 
Hajices the S (.iety have it in c »nter^pla- 
tlon to- exccnununjcate thole who pay 
Tithes fas you pay Taxes) iii obedience 
to the Laws, and without feeling any 
ecnicitntious conviflion of the impro* 
priety gf the practice.— I wi(h rt/pf.:!- 
jiiUy^ but mojl fifitujty toavjlmyiclf of 
this, perhaps th-.- o.'-y oppcrtunity in my 
power, to fugj.;Lrt to the ,r:mn corfide^ 
ration of th^j' Society, whether F-xcom- ' 
municatS^n (which is c nfideretl ud afp;!- 
cie$ of reiifirious pcriecutjlc!i) be. cub* 
fifient with. bal.dijtipjyt/' wUich Chrift 
propoied to introduce into hW ChUrck} 



whiither it be really bcaormg a Cbrifin 
teftimony agalnft paying Tithes--and if 
it be not a violation of t&t Precept meant 
to be inculc^Yted by this Text-*" Who 
«* art thou that judgeft another Man's 
«« Setrant ? to hisowu MaAcr he ftandeth 
« or fallcth.'* Romans ziv.-'4. 

6th. I have no view in this Addrefs to 
embarrafs your proceedings with rejard- 
to myfelf. An equitable attention t6> 
my own cafe feemcd to require a /ait 
ftateinent of Fa^s^ and a caaaid exami- 
nation of Principlet-^^y intention is t9 
point out the injuftice of the Law, but 
H9t to ^peal from it. To prove that it 
is tooflriB for the FraBice of the Socie* 
ty— too partial for its Principles. 

I acknowledge a decide prefeitnce to 
tbij before any other religious fe^. Thia 
preference I do not imagine will be in- 
fluenced by the meafures which you may 
cnnfcientioufly conceive it to be your 
duty to purfue, or which yr u may tniok 
it incumbent Upod you to adopt, in con- 
ieqncnce of the* dire^ion of the Yearly 
Meeting* I do n6t perhaps entertain the 
iiinie opinions as aretntcrtained by many 
on the fubje6l of Excoinmunication* . 
which I w6uld rathcryi/^r than/if/.V/. 

I mean to give Mo pledge or exp^Ho' 
tion to the Society, with refjped to the 
abandoning of my Bufinefs, b^ fo re* 
ferue to myfelf a per fed tndepentlence on 
that beddt to a6t as* circumftancci may 
fuggcft— So that whenever I may have 
wi opportunity of ' withdrawing myfelf 
from thefe engagements, conftAentiy with 
my jud ;''meht, I (hall have the fatis£i£tioQ 
to feel that I aft from /pontanroHS fenti* 
ment only, and dot from unworthy Inflo* 
ence. 

Circumibmced as I am, (landing in nt 
new relation to the Society by any afi 
of my owK'^l cannot with propriety 
withdraw myiclf. I ft ate the fentimenU 
and praftice of our prcdecen[brs ; and if 
I (hould be difowned— I Omll not think 
that / have abandoned tl^e Society, m 
tkat the Soiiety baVe witbdra^jon tbem'* 
fd*'jes f^rm tbeir ancient folerant Spirit 
e{nd Praittce* I have no doubt but thst- 
I (hail equally retain the* efteem of riu^ 
more liberal and enlightened amoogfi 
VOU) and I (hall not cea(e to wiih f<«r tlMl 
Kappinef) of the whole Society.

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED.

r ADWINE, a Monk of the Bcnedic- 
tine Order, about the year 1049, ^' 
ciinc Abbot ot Weftminfttr, having I'uc- 
cccdcc* Wolnoth, who died the fame 
year •. 

It was in the time of this Eadwine 
tiat the Church of St. Ptter, notwith. 
fianding ii had been repaired by St. Dun- - 
no f , was pulled down> and rebuilt 
much more ipkndldly by Edward the 
Coofcilbr, who endowed it with a large 
rercnue, and granted to it feveral privi- 
kgec and immunities. Theie privt- 
)^s and immunities were, by the piety 
aild munificence of fucceeding Ktnp, 
much increafcd, and they continued m- 
creaftng until they were fwept away by 
the torrent of the times, and fwailowed 
in the vortex of reformation J. 

Not meaning to enter into a detail of 
tKole grants, or a diicuflion of thefe pri- 
Tih^s and immunities in general, I mail 
irave any obfervations upon thofe diffu«

This right, of which there are iHIl cqqj 
fiderable traces 'to be obi'erved in thi 
privileges Annexed to the ecciefiaftical edi-

The Right of Sananarv I preiimw M 
have every where arifen, as it did in th« 
fcite of Weftminfter Abbey, under tha 
Chriftian difpen&tion ^, from the cano* 
nization of toe founder of any Cathedral^ 
and from the high veneration in which hia 
memory was htki \ inafinuch as it wan 
fuppoied that his merits were a fuficient

In this enlighttMd age, at this fcepti-

«id piacef , had, and ever will have, a good 
«ic& upon the minds, and £onicquently 
the morals, of the great roafs of the people. 

Thole that have confidered the fplendid 
«|ec»rations of the Heathen temples, |ar 
itiperior in magnificence and architectural 
elegance to any which the Chriftian world 
luM produced, the mythological influence 
of their gods, the myftical denunciations 
of their oracles, their ftatues, piflures, 
facrifices, every thing that could attract 
the attention, alarm the confcience, or 
CAptivate the fenfes, will not wonder at 
the tenacity with which the votaries of 
paganiim adhered to the fentiraenty pro- 
mulgated in them, nor at the fiow p9>» 
gnefs which the truf (for it was a long 
ioies of years before it became the Catbo- 
Ik) rellsiori made while its dofU-ities 
isrere ddivercd by plain, though holy 
■m, and its edifices as unadorned as its 



That ChrilHaijtv did at length dif. 
pcrie the mift of darknei's and error in 
«Hbi«h the firit ages were enveloped j that 
llie fun, which &d fo ftowly riien, ihone, 
md with refplendeUt luftre pervaded a con- 
laderabkpQr^ionof the world, is ascertain 
as that tne tideof Iniman affairs, which 
Id its eta^ carried off the fuperftition of 
pagan ifin, at its reflux brought with it a 
niperftition, or, as it has been termed, a 
seal, perhaps but little inferior in its ar- 
dour, is to be lamented. Thi« revohi- 
tton from one violent prejudice to another 
proves, that to influence the paflions of 
Mankind toward a particular objeCl has 
by Legislators, in an ages, been thought 
scceflary. The Heathens found, im the 
worfhip of their ntunevous deities, a 



fource •f jov, of admiration, of terror J 
Their prielts were fanftified ; and the 
very verge of their temples held as iaatd 
as the altar or the adytum. This fupcr- 
ftition, if it can be lb termed when un- 
der the guidance of the Chriftian fyflan, 
has been frequentW appUed to turn the 
minds of the people to the befl of pur- 
poles $ and although its violent ebulli- 
tions are, as I have juft obferved, to be 
infome »fpe^ deplored, it feems, view- 
in|; it with even the moft unfavouialile 
aipedf f be far more innocent than the 
modem phijofophy, which we have had 
/a/# and /axorff/tf^/r experience is oniy ■ 
calculated to incline them to the word. 

Amonc'the many vefiiges ftill remain- 
injg which ferve to fliew the vaft influence 
ol the See of Rome in former times, the 
Right of Sanauary prefents itfclf fiifl t» 
our confideration j a right which, with 
refpefl to debtors, although not at pre* 
fent annexed to the Church, is not cvea 
now entirely abandoned in this countij •, 
' This ripht, before any part of it ii 
commended, ought to be examined with 
fome accuracy $ for although it might, 
^ unqueftionab^r did> occafionally af- 
ford prote£lion to the innocent 3 yet where 
one inflance of this fojt occurs, we liavc, 
perhaps, an hundred which mark the me- 
naflic boundaries as a harbour for guilty 
a retreat ibr the fraudulent debtor, the 
robber, or the aflaffin. Many wh* haye 
written in favour of fuch afylums hare 
pleaded prefcription for their eftabliih- 
ment, which, m a fcries of years* g«* 
mto cuftom J and at length what had 
from ancient times been cuftomary, be- 
came, if not legally (anaioned, of^ equal 
force with law. 

From the earlieft ages we have ercat 
rcafon to believe, that the places dcdicat- 
«1 to religious worfhip were confidered as 
under the protcftion of the prefiding del- 
ay, whofe influence firft attraAed crimi- 
nals, and other perfons unhappy in their 
circumflances, to feek the Iheiter which 
his facred pale afforded. What religion 
firft prompted, policy adopted. The 
idea of throwing a jn-eater weight into 
the fcale of ecclefiaftical eftabliftmentt 



* At a period conflderaUjr antf«edent to ^ Reformation, tht circuit of St. Paulas wai a 
Sandoary for Hcbiors and difTolute perfons. This right oontinucd to appertain to White

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^ by the firft foond^s of Empires, 
coofidoed as the ftrongeft cement where- 
with to bind the paifions of a rude and 
difi«Iute multitode. Buildings, whofe 
cxtitmeil environs were confecratcd with 
miy rite calcu^ted to imprefs the hn- 
mao mind with awe and veneration, were 
tlmefoK ereded. When Cadmus founded 
Tbebes * he faw the neceffity ofanefta- • 
hlUhment of this nature \ and Hercules 
oniiuicd that the Temple of Pity at 
Atfaens ihould be an Alyhim for fugi- 
tives. After-ages extended the privilege 
of protecting luppliants and offenders, 
bcthinan tin force of arms and (he force 
of law, to other temples, flatues, (brines, 
and iacred groves. The fane of Diana 
at Epbefiis f was a refuge for the diflb- 
Inte of A(ia Minor, of which the city in 
wUch it ftood was the emporium. When 
s malefaaor €ed from juftice, and had 
the good fortime to arrive within the 
verge of this temple, it was confidered as 
ana2St of facrilege to force him thence j 
sad the heavieft denunciaticns, nay pu- 
aifliment, followed the very attempt j and 
if he was killed in any Itruggle which 
migfat enfue, his bkxxl, it was thought, 
^vould be upon them and their poiterity 
^ ever whe were concerned in fuch a 
• vioktion. 

Weir it neceffikiy, many other inftances 
might be adduced to ihew that tht: Gre- 
cians in general, and the Athenians in 
particular, thought thofe profane, and 
held their perfons and crimes in equal 
ibhorrence, who had^violated the Right of 



In Sycia, the Temple of ApoHo was 
kmg held in veneration for poifefling a 
pTMefting power ; as was that of Venus 
rMfaia in Cyprus. 

Nor were the Egyptians, who ihould 
• donbtlefs, in this refpi;£V, have firft been 
ncotioscd, lefs jealous than the Greeks 
of a violation of that aiylum which even 
the verge of their temples afforded. 
ThMt dedicated to Ofyris, or Ids J, 



were, from the influence of theie foperiar 
deities, fuppofcd to poflefs a fanftity in- 
perior to thofe of Apis the Bull, Ibtt 
the Stoik, tRe Dog, the Hawk, the Cro- 
codile, or the Cat ||. I 

When Romulus determined to found 
the city of Rome, he, in order to people 
his new eftablifhment, firft projefled an 
afylum between two woods (beibre the 
buildings were beg^un), to which Virgil 
alludes ^. He afterwards opened n 
SanAuarv for the reception of all fugi- 
tives, wnich was called the Temple of 
the God Afylaus ^, into which all that 
flew for prote6lion were received. In 
this place the fervant that had abandoned 
his maffer, the debtor who fought refuge 
from his creditors, and even the murderer 
who had efcaped from juflice, were pro- 
te^ed againft the power of the Magif- 
trate. Under fuch aafpices, it is no won- 
der that the city foon grew populous, 
or that an empire fhouid be founded from 
the dregs and refu fc -of mankind, the 
outcafts of every nation around. Otir 
only aftonifhmtnt mufk arife from its at* 
' tainine (uch a height of magnificence 
and celebrity, confidering the materials of 
which it was originally formed. But even 
here, perhaps, the curious cncjuirer might, 
through the long feries of Roman tri- 
umphs and imperial grandeur, trace in 
their plans of univerfal conqueft forae rtff- 
tiges of the vices of thofe firft founders 
• of the Empire, and be induced to paufe 
before they bcfiowed upon repnt/licam 
'virtue that unqualified praife which St 
has at times excited. 

Be this as it may, the fan^luary effa- 
bliihed by Romulus was coniidered as fe 
advantageous to the State, that the Senate, 
in after ages, not only adopted his plan, 
but extcndi'd it to a degree that feemed 
to keep pace with the extenfion of their 
dominions. 

The Jcwifh AJylriy or cities of refuse, 
feem to be a far wifer and better eftabliin- 
ment than any of the preceding • ♦. The

When he has 
lodged her, Bronzeley avows his motive;

Thia 
incident naturally works a good deal of 
the plot ; and the agitation of mind of 
Lord Priory on hearing of the abfence 
of his wife on the fudden, is a proper * 
punilhment for his having expofed tier 
to infult, and himfelf to injury of' titc 
moft fenfible kind.

lETWEEK HIS BRlTANcflC MAJESTY 
AND THE LANDGRAVE OF HbSSE 
pARMSTADTySlGKED AT FRANCK- 
^OET, THE lOTH DAY QF JUNE 

BE It known to ihofe whom it may 
; cooccro, that his Majcfty the King 
oi Greac Britain, and hi* Ser«n« High- 
nds the Landgrave of Hcfle Dann{ta<lt» 
in confideratiun oF the (lri£t tits which 
yaiie their intereftk $ and having ]ud^e4 
thai in the prefent iituation of afiairs 
jt would contribute to the reciprocal 
welfare of Great Britain, and of the 
dominions of HelTe DarmAadt, to ce- 
ment and ftreiigtbeD» bjf a new Treaty 
^ Alliance, the connection which Tub- 
f^&% between them« his Britannic Ma- 
jeftyt in order to regulate the objedJs 
relative to this Treaty, has thought 
proper to nominate Charles Craufurdy 
}ia Envoy at the imperial and Royal 
Armies ; nnd his Serene Highn^fs has 
isr^iioated on his part, for the fame 
purpcCe, the Baron Charles of Barck. 
^iUf, his Privy Councillor, and Di- 
yedoT of the Council of War; whOf 
being furni.flied with the ncccflary fiUl 
powtHf have agreed to take fur balis 
flf the pfifent Treaty the one formerly 
coociuded between Great Britain and 
Uefle, the fifth of O^ober, one chou- 
(uid fcven hundred and ninety -three, 
JO adopt fuch parts of it as may be ap. 
plicKble to the preffrnt circumftances, 
«r to fettle, by neiv articles, thole 
poiiics w^ich it may be necelTary to 
rcgurate oc^erwife : and a? it is not pof. 
fibic to fptcify eapb particitiaf cafe, 
every thing which (half not appear to 
be determined in ajprecife manner,

The profuHon of Go- 
vernment in the creation of npw offices, 
increafe of falarics, the annual defi- 
ciencies in almoft every department of 
the public Revenue, inileaJ of (xpe^ted 
furplufles, would, perhaps, better ac- 
count for the pubhc drftrefa than tha. 
alarm of invafioh. Every public office 
was in arrear, even to the fmalleft fums { 
and fo ignorant ws the Mintfter of the 
demands for the general expenditure 
of the Nation, that he had not been 
able to calculate within ten MiLtiuKft 
of the fum wanted fo late as the 2 3d of 
December laft I The firft Lord of the 
Treafury was no longer Prime Minifter 
of this Uountry. Every man in office 
had his hand in the public purfe. 
There was no conrroul till the money 
was a£tually expended, or, what was 
the fame thing, the debt incurred* To 
this, no doubt, was owing the enormous 
ilTue uf paper, and confequently .the 
heavy difcounis that natulrally foflowed 
it. The lame thing would titke place 
in the manufa^ure of Bank paper. 
Every man who had money would fell 
it, and we ihould have* two prices for. 
the fame commodity. He did not like 
the idea of force to compel perfcns to 
receive any paper, however well fe- 
atured ;• and he was convinced it would 
be' attended with the moft fatal effects; 
He hoped, however,, that Minifters, be- 
fore it was too laic, would now begin 
to think of the ncctirjty of economy in 
the public expcnduiirc. 

The Lord Chancellc»r replied (hortl'y, 
and fupported the' arguments of Lorct 
Grenville. He declined faying any- 
thing as to the effeft of making BanK 
Notes a legal tender, or of forcing indi- 
viduals to receive them in payments, as 
that queftion was not before the Houfe.

LANDING OF THE FRENCH IK WALlt, 

A Member roCe to call the attention 
of the lioufc tu the late attempt of the 
French upon Wales. He faid, that he 
iaw fumething ej^ceedingly portentous 
in the manpcr in which the Lnemy had 
cffltrfted a clclcent upon the coaft of 
Wales Nvfth 1,400 men with arms, but 
wkbout teots or 6eld pieces. It was a 
matter very extraordinary* that fuch a 
number of men (hould la nd, form the m- 
' fclvt« into' a body upon a hill $ and, 
without /hewing any difpofition to op- 
pofe the puople> or the force that bad 
marched a^ainft them» furrender them- 
felves at difcretion. Fourteen hundred 
men, with arirs in their hdDiis» could 
Qikquellionably have done fomething ; 
but from their conduct i it appeared 
clear to him that they had been landed 
for no other purpofe than that of being 
made prifoners. Under this confide- 
ration, he could not help founding an 
slarm to the country ; and, as he did 
not know how to a^ upon the occafion, 
be begged to be informed what meafure 
yMdfi moii proper to be adopted upon the 
occafiuo, and what Motion it would be 
right for him to propol'e to the Houfe. 

The Speaker int9rmed him, that it 
remained for him to propofe iome 
Motion to the Houfe, in the form of an 
Addrefi: to his A^ajcft^^ or in any other 
manner that his dilcretiou might luggeft. 
He then moved an humbla Addrefs, 
but no perfon feconded it» and the 
Motion fell t« the ground.

Mr. Piit observed, that he did not 
' coi^dcr itnecc^ary, at this time, to 
propofe any fpecine meafure. He 
ihuiild content himfelf merely with 
mioving, That his Majefty's Mcffage be 
takcp into confideratlon to»inorrow. 
He conceived it, ho>vever, to be his 
duty to ftate, that, in addition to the . 
Motion for an Addrefs qn the Royal 
communication, it would be ncceifary 
to proceed to the appointment of a 
Committee, to examine the geocral fiate - 
of the affairs of the Bank of. ^ngl^a4. 
He was foaiident that it wt^uld appear, 



from a very Ihort oMmination of the 
(late of the Bank, that not a. doubt 
could be entertained of its folidity and 
refponfibility being equal to that of any 
former period ; that, not only was (he 
Bank equal to anfwer the utmuft ex- 
tent of the demands againft it, biit that 
there was an abundance far beyond any 
demand that could be made; yet he 
was fatisfied that every Member would 
agree with him, that, under the pre- 
fent circumftances, it would be highly 
expedient to declare by law, thni the 
ouiJlaKiiijrg engagements of the Bank of 
Engiand Jbould he confiJered as fecuied 
by the National fait b fifthe Country \ and 
that an A£V ihould be paffed, declariag 
that to be the law which already was 
the pradice, viz. that their Notes fliouM 
be received in every branch of publte 
p.iyment. This meafure, he was fatts* 
tied, would, in addition to the proof 
which an inve (ligation fof the affaifs of 
the Bank would give of the folidity of 
their rcfources, neceffartl^ operate as a 
confirmation of their ability to anfwer 
every demand. He did not think it 
his duty tu expatiate farther at prefeat. 
It was enough that he had apprized the 
Houfe of his intention to propofe thofe 
meafures which feemed to him tore* 
, quire the ' moft urgent attention. He 
trufted the Hoafe would be indtuced to 
enforce, by a law, the reflhQton which 
had been recommended to the Bank not 
to make payments in cafii, except in 
fuch cafes as might be thought neceffary 
to permit. Having explained the na- 
ture and tendency of the meafivest be 
concluded by moving, That the Meflfage 
be taken into coofideratton to-morrow. 
Mr. Fox wifhed the Risht Hun. Gen- 
tleman to inform the Houfe to what 
extent he really meant to carry the 
principUs of conftituttng the Notes of 
the Bank good and lawful tenders. To 
give to fuch a principle an unlimited 
operation would> he had no hefitatioa to 
fay, produce confequences the moft 
ruinous and mifcbievous.

An incident fo extraordinary and fa 
novel as jthat artiing ont of the prefent 
Situation of affairs lUmandcd the utmoft 
.attention ^ .and he Jioped, that in dif- 

culling it ti^^Mg^LM^S a»f '^« 
Qniquitom 
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imquitout praf^icet that had reduced 
m CO our prcfeot deplorable condition 
would be duly weighed, and impartially 
decided upon. He did not mean to 

• enter into the^ particulars of the quef- 
tioD until it came fairly before the 
Houfe to-morrow; but deeming the 
propofuion of the Hon. Gentleman to 
be ef the greatell importance* he hoped 
that a Committee would be appointed 
to enquire into the wKole of tne cir- 
cumftances which had combined to 
render the adoptbn of fo extraordinary 
• meafure of urgent necefiity to the 
cxiftence of the public credit of Great 

. Britain. 

Mr. Alderman Combe then afked, 
whether Notes were to be rendered le-

I The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he had already given notice 
or every thing that he was then at 
Hberty to ftate. Whatever (hould be 
deemed practicable, it was certainly his 
intention to makeleeal. 

I Mr. Sheridan faid» the (loppage of 
payment of the Bank, whether a mea- 
liirt of neceiHty or not, was entirely an 
expedient of the Minifter's, and the 
Birc^^ors had been culled upon to obey 
an order to that effcft. A proceeding 
/b alarming demanded immediate at-; 
tention, and he did expc£t that Come 
plan would have been immediately 
brought forward to faoC^ion fo extrao'r* 
dinar? a meafure. The Riglit Hon. 

I Gentleman had dated, that the mod 
iaJuurv effects had already been de- 
rived from It, and that one of the ad- 
vantaps obtained by it was a con Oder- 
able rife this day in the price of ftockk : 
a fpccies of reafoning which he con- 
ceived ai too abfurd to be entertained 
for a moment. He rejoiced to hear 
that the affairs of the Bank were in a 
fafe condition ; he had little doubt of 
the fB£t,and he was mnre6ver convinced 
that the neceility of rhaking its Notes 
|<g4t payment would nevxr have exi(led> 
if the B/ink had not been fo long iden* 
tified with the Government. It did 
*oe require to be explained what the 
caufeor the prefent alarming fituation 
•f the Country was owing to. We all 
ktiew chat the ikip had iprung a moft 
dangerous leakj^ but it remained to be 
hereafter determined what was to be- 
»nne of the Tllot, After all the pro- 
fcffiottt which we had heard from him of 
the flourifliing ftate of our finances* and 
tfier tiu repeatctl boafta made by him 



of the iropoffibility of their ever being 
injured, what faith can be placed in his 
declarations, or what relian<;e is to be 
placed on his judgment ^— -Mr. Sheridan 
concluded by handing the following 
Motion t« the Chair : 

'' That no farther exportation of 
fpecie or coin to the Emperor, or aiif 
other foreign Prince, (bail take plaee 
until the teofe of Parliament, upon a 
full review %i the prefent eiigeociest 
Ihall be afcertained. 

Mr. Ntchol feconded the Motion in 
a ihort but vtry warm fpeech, and w^ 
very fevcre on Mr. Pitt in his obfer- 
Vations upon his former boaftings of 
conj-.din^ majoriiies,, who he thought 
would foun have reafoa to repent pf 
their fcrvile confidence. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
expre0ed himfelf not fo nmchadonilhed 
at the Motion which had been .made, as 
he was at the conduct of the Learned 
Gentleman who had feconded it. If a 
Motion of the prefent nature fliould be 
carried before we afcertained thai there 
was no probability of a favourable 
change, it would be declaring to the 
enemy that we were determiiKd to 
abandon the Einperor \ a circumilance 
which would not fail to produce the 
moft mifchievous and dangeroys con- 
fequences, as well to Great Britain as 
' to her Ally. Under thefe condderations 
he (hould move the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox faid a fcarctty of Cafli bad 
been experieqced at former periods, and 
particularly in the year 1793 » yet $t 
that period th& Bank of England had 
experienced no difficulty. From what> 
then could this difference arife, but 
from the immenfe exports which had 
been made to the Continent ? Why 
then were the H^ule to confide that 
the Minifter would not do that which 
he, had already done t The whole of 
thcbufiuefii muft be brought before the 
public eye. That Houfe would betray 
their duty to their conftituents if they 
did not a£t as conHdering the bufinel's 
in this point of view. They would, 
by any othor conduft, make rhcmfelvcs 
acccflarics to all ihe conlcquences, or, 
fn other words, to the certain ruin of the 
Country. 

Mr. Dundas complained of a want 
of candour on the oppofite fide of the 
Houfe. 

Sir W. Miltler faid, at a moment 
^vhen ^e BanJc of EngUnd bad ftopped 
payment, and when almoft every other 
Bank in xlfi Couo^'ry'^had violated the 

imnli^al 
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ifnpltexi ccn(ruians entered inte with 
their crcditorst it would be abford to 
liften any longejr to the aflertiom of 
Mioifters ; it became that Houfe to fee 
«rtth their own eyes how the pub He 
money had been, and was to it ek- 
^lldcd.

Mr. Fiit moired, that the further 
confideratioa of the Report be deferred 
. loThiirfdar ie'nMght. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, th«t if the 
fchedttks were to be circulated throngh 
the Country at the Bill had been, and 
aa it was his opinion they Ihould br» 
there wiM no hMie thftc the Bill could 
paff in the preicnt Stflion. The Bill 
was of a different nature^ foil of com- 
plexy and, in his judgment, of imprac- 
ticable machinery. 

Mr. Pitt fatd, that there was nothing 
' in the Bill which was not necclTary to 
jihe f^ftem yrhich he had Ihid before the 
HonU. 

Mr. Sheridan gare it as his decided 
^nion, that this Bill woaid not pa^, 
tnd that It ftiil would be- met by the 
phrsfe of '^ new and unforefeen oc* 
cnrrtncts." It was a libel on the rich 
na well as the ponr. Jt ItSelkd the 
benevolence of the one and the induftrv 
«f the other. 'He repeated his wilh 
that its principle fliuuld be brooght into 
^lifcnfiion. 

Mr. Pitt wlfbed, undoubtedly, that it 
could be reduced to a Icfs complicated 
Aiape, but htd no objed^ion to fet apart 
)i daj for its di(;ullion. 

Mr. Vaniittart wu of op'nion that 
the Bill (hould give way to the prefTnre 
«f public bufincfsi and that the blanks 
being filled ttp, it maybe melioraced by 
the confideration of Qentlemen in the 
eafuing fummer. 

Mr. Jolliife faid, that it was necelTary 
for Members to underftand the intent 
and meaning of the Bill. For this 
pnrpofe one day, at leafi, may be de- 
voted in the month of April. 

Sir W. Geary was or opinion that 
the Bill fiiould be poftponed to another 
Sefiton.

On the motion pf Mr. Pitt, fecooM 
by Mr. Dundas, an Addrefs of Thaalt 
was voted hts Mafedy for the ccml- 
munication in the Meflage of jcttt* 
day. 

Mr. Pitt then rdfe; and after JoiKff- j 
ing the Order of Council from the at* 
ciifKy of the cafe, when fuch immeBfe | 
drafts were tinnecclTartly made upon 
the Bank forfpecte^ and exprefling fab 
confidence that that order would per- 
fe6tly fatisfy all reafonable perfons ef 
the Solvency of the Bank 5 yet to put it 
beyond a doubt, and to relieve fufpicioos 
mmds from the lead appreheniions, he 
thought ic necelTiry to move» That a 
Committee of that Houfe be appointed 
to enquire into the quantum of the 
uutflandjng Notes of the Bank, and the 
funds they had to pay them ; and he 
entertained no doubt but the refob 
would prove not merely the foiveocji 
but the flouriihing fiate of that great 
Compan V. He ni^erftood it would be 
urged, that the enquiry /hould travel 
farther back, and go into the caujfi 
which had produced the necci&ty af 
the prefejit jneafures— but this be 
thought at thr prcftnt period wouU 
not be a politic meafure; and he cos* 
eluded by moving, *«That aSecret Com- 
mit tee be appointed to sfcertatn the 
amount of the ootftanding engagemeots 
of the Bank,** &c 

Mr. Fox declaimed aplnft t&e 
Order of ConAcil as iinconftitucional, 
and agiinit the Minifter who had ad* 
yifed it, and whohad1>rou^ us into 
a fituation To unparalleled and dalamit- 
ous. The procUmarion, he fUd, pye 
a ftab to tne viuls of puMic credit. 
He was nnvous when he read i^- 
"What,*' obfervedhe,"is the fenfeof ii? 
It is to declare, though you have (or 
lemnly and repeatedly promifed to keep 
your faith with the public creditor, 
tl^Qugh in all the diilicuitie9» in all tbf 
emergencies of the country, you have 
'hitherto avoided, wifely avoided, byinf 
any kind of tax upon the dividends due; 
though you have done all thefe t£t%i 
yet, that the circumftances of the coua- 
try are focit, now, that you have looked 
to the great depoittury of calb» bars 
taken that calh, and Kave thereby de- 
frauded the public creditor. Look st 
all your A£ts of Pdrliamenu Do they 
fay, that you (hall receive the moaey 
due to you at ftated periods af the yesf^ 
in notes o|i|ited8snJc of Eneland^ No; 
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tkif (ay that you (hall receive it in the 
coio of the kingdom. Should Bank* 
«otet be at one per eent. difcount, will 
lot that bei to all intents and purpofes, 
uxtng the dividends } But it may be 
fiid, ihat emergencies may be neceflfary 
to break through all rules. Necelfuy 
cenaialy is a plea to which no anfwer 
can be given ; but the neceflfity ought 
tobeabfoiute and irrevocable j it ought, 
too, to be ftridty defined, i ihould 
have thought, that when the Minifter 
had been compelled by emergency to 
adopt a cafe of this nature, he would 
kave efteeroed it to be his duty to iiave 
explained the grounds of that einer. 
gency. 

He then argued, that the enquiry 
ooghc to go into the caufis that|had led 
to the prefent meafure— that the public 
reqoired a full, fair, and ample expla- 
narion, and that the refearches-made* 
Ihoald be of the utmoft publicity and 
extent* and not keptAvithin the narrow 
Itmia propofedy or confined to a Secret 
Committee. 

Sir John Sinclair, Mr, Hobhoufet 
lord Wycombe, Mr. Huflcy, Mr. 
Wilberforce Bird, Mr. Smith, and fe- 
deral other Members argued on the 
fame fide;' and Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Thornton, &c. fuppurted the motion of 
Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sheridan, after recapitulating 
the arguments of^ the fevei'al fpeakers 
sgainft the motion, concluded by pro- 
pofing an Amendment to the original m6« 
tioD— ** That after the word •• Houfe'' 
ftould be inferted thcfe words, viz.»- 
'* and alfo to enquire into the caufes 
which have produced the Order of 
Council of the 26th initant, together 



with their opinions thereon ; and to 
confider of the propriety of continuing 
the faid order in force for a limitedtimc.'* 
This produced fomc further debate, 
and at twelve o'clock the Houfe di- 
vided.

[Mr. Pitt was oftener than ufuaL. 
upon his legs during this xicbate, and 
the great point in diipuce was-, whether 
the enquiry propofed by the Chancellor- 
of the Exchequer ihould be extended 
to the cau/es which produced thetiecef- - 
fity of the Order in Council, or ihould .- 
beconhned, in the prefent* inftance, 
merely to the Jia&iiity ofibe Bank uln- 
m'ately to anfwer every demand upon 
them.— Mr. Pitt and the other Mini- 
ilers contehded, that the occafion called 
for immediate decifion upon the hitter 
fubje^ ; while the queftion of the 
caufes of the neceility involved many 
circumilances which would require 
more time than public credit, in. the 
prefent crifis, would allow to be fpenc 
in uncertainty.

I HAVE the fatisfa^^ion to acquaint 
your Grace, that fince the information 
tranfmitted to Mr. Greville, that the 
French bad entirely left Bantry Bay, 
there has been no re-appearance of them 
upon the coafts ; fo that I truft, from 
the violence of the tempeft, and from 
their (hips being ill found and ill riftu- 
al)ed« their expedition is at prcfeat fruf« 
t rated* 

Upmi reviewing what has pafled dnr* 
ing this expedition of the enemy, I 
have the fausfa^iion to refled^, that the 
befi fptrit was mauifcfted by his Majef- 
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^'s RmUr tai MUitii Forces ; and 
I hm ^ery reafon to believe, that if 
t IandiB| had taken place, they would 
hlTe^ dilplajed the utmofft fidelity. 
Wbee the flank companies of the An- 
trim regiment were termed, the whole 
Ttgiment turned out to a man, with 
expreffions of the greateft eagernefs to 
march s and the fiownfhire reeimenr, 
to a maoy declared they would Hand 
aod fall hy their Officers, 

At the time the Army was ordered 
to march, the weather was extremely 
ftftrt'y I therefore ordered them a 
proportion of fpintt upon their route, 
lid direded an allowance of fourpence 
i day to their wives until their return. 
DariBg their march, the utmoft atten- 
tiaii was pM them by the inhabitants 
of the towns and Yiliages through which 
they paflfed i fo that, in many places, 
tbe meat provided by the Comraiflariat 
was not cohfumed. The roads , which 
ia fome parts had been rendered im- 
paiTable oy the fnow , were cleared by 
the peafantry. The poor. people often 

, &ared their potatoes with them, and 
drcfled their meat without demanding 
payment ; of which there was a very 
particular inftance in the town of Ba- 
aagher, where no Gentleman or prin- 
ci^ farmer reiides to (et them the ex* 
ample. At Carlow a confiderable fub- 
fcription was made for the troops as 
they pafied, and at Limerick and Cork 
erery exertion was ufed to facilitate 
the arriage of artillery and baggage 

L by premiums to the carmen ; and io 
the town of Gal way, which for a Ibort 
time was left with a very inadcqnate 
|arrifon, the zeal and araour or the 
uhabitants and yeomanry were pani* 
Cttkrly manifefted, and in a manner to 
give me the utmoft fatisfa£tion. In 
iunt, the general good difpofition of 
the people through the South and Weft 
was fo prevalent, that had the enemy 
landed, their hope of alfiftance from the 
iahabitanu would have been totally dtf- 
tpgiimed. 

rroro the armed Yeomanry Gevem- 
neat derived the moft honourable af- 
fihitkce. Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
the firft property vied in exerting 
themfelvea at the head of their corps. 
Much of the exprefs and efcort duty 
^as performed oy them. In Cork, 
limerick, and Gal way, thev took the 
duty of the nrrifonv Lorcf Shannon 
nmrms me, uiac men of three or four 



thouTand pounds a year were emptoyed 
in efcorting baggage and carrying ex* 
preires.—Mr. John Latouche, who was 
a pfivate in his fon^s corps, rode twen« 
ty -five miles in one or the fevereft 
nights, with an exprefs, it being hia 
turn far duty* The merchants of 
Dublin, niany of them of the firft emi* 
nence, marched fixteen Irilh miles with 
a convoy of arms to the* North, whither 
it was condu£led by reliefs of Yee«- 
manry. The iippearance in this me* 
tropolis has been highly meritorious* 
The corps have been formed of th« 
moft refpedable Barrifters, Attor^ 
neys, Merchants, Gentlemen, and Ci« 
tizens» and their number is fo confi. 
derable, and their zeal in mounting 
guard fo ufeful, that I was enabled 
greatly to reduce die garrifon with 
perfect fafety to the town. The nura- 
bers of Yeomanry fully appointed and 
difcipiined in Dublin exceed two thou«^ 
land, above four hundred of whom are 
horfe. The whole number of corps 
appruved by Government amount. to 
four huodred and forty, exclufive of 
the Dublin corps. The grofs number 
is nearly tWenty-five thoufand. There 
are alfo ninety-one o£fers of fervice 
under confideration, and one hundred 
and twenty- five propofals have been de« 
dined, and, in reply to a circular let« 
ter written to the Command an tsi of 
the rcfpe^^ive corps, their anfwers aU 
moft univerfally contained a general 
offer, of fervice in any part of the king- 
dom* 

Many prominent examples of indi- 
vidual loyalty and fpirit nave appear- 
ed* An ufeful impreHion was made 
vpon the minds of the lower Catholics 
by a judicious Addrefs from Dr. Moy<* 
Ian the titular Biihop of Cork. I can- 
net but take notice of the exefftioni 
of Lord Keomare, who fpared no ex- 
pence in giving affiitance to theCom<<> 
manding Officer in his neighbourhood, 
and who took into his own demefne a 
gireat quantity of cattle which haS 
been driven from the coaft. Nor could 
anything exceed the ardour of the Earl 
of Ormonde, who, when his regiment 
of Militia was retained as part of the 
garrifon of Dublin, folicited with fo 
much zeal a command in the flank com- 
panies, that 1 thought it a meafure 
due to his Majcftv's i'ervice to encou** 
rage his Lordlhip srequeft.

Royal Bay, Martinique ^ Dec. 4, 1796. 

SIR, 

« YOU will pleafe to acquaint their 
Lordihips, that a few hours after I 
anchored with the fquadron inthisBaVt 
the 2d iuft. I received a letter frona 
Capr. Barton of his Maje£Vy*s fhip Lap« 
vfingy acquainting me that be had de- 
fi roved the French ihip Lc Decius and 
LaVHillante brig, otf St. Martinis, and 
that two French frigates* La Thctit 
and La Penf^e were at anchor oflf St. 
Martin's,, referring me to Lieutenant 
St. Clair for farther information. 
. In confequence of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin's, 1 immediatsJy or- 
dered the Bellonaand Invincible to St. 
Kitt's, and dircdtcd Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as wasnecef- 
ceflTary at th^t ifland, and then proceed 
towards St. Martin's and An|uilld, 
ufing his bed endeavours to take or 
defiroy the French frigatts, and pro- 
tect the idand of Anguilla ; and he 
failed the fame evening on that fcrvice. 
Captain Barron having referred me 
to Lieutenant St. Clair, wh<*m he de« 
tached in a Dai^ifh fchooner with his 
letter, it appears that tlie French had 
landed about 300 men on the iiland of 
Anguilla on the z6th uit. and that 
after having plundered the iiland, and 
burnt I'everal houfcs, and committed 
every deval\ation polTibltsattcnde*! with 
afts of great cruelty j'that on thl? ap- 
pearance of the Lapwing they rc-em- 
Mrked their troops on the night of the 



a6thr and the followtag morntag early 
the Lapwing came to a^iioo with the 
Deaius of a6 guns, and Vaillante brig 
mounting 4 thirty -two and twent?- 
four poutider$« as a gun*ve0ej ; that 
after a clofe action of about an hour 
the brig bore away> and in half an hour 
after the Decius ftrucK her colours. 
The brig ran on ihore on St. Martin's, 
and by the fire of the Lapwing was 
deftroyed ; that on the Lapwing taking 
pofTeifzon of the Decius* it was found 
(he had about So men killed and 40. 
wounded* being full af troops; that 
the following day the Lapwing wai 
chafed by two large French frigates, 
and Captain Barton found it DecefTary 
to take the prifoners and his men out 
of the Decius, and fet fire to her* 
when he returned to St. Kitt's, aad 
landed 170 prifoners. 

I ihall take the earlieft opporttinity 
of tranfmitting any farther accounts 
which may be fcnt by Captain Barton; 
but it evidently appears, that Captain 
Barton*s condud^ was highly mento« 
rious by the capture and deftru^ion 
of this force of the enemy, and facing 
the ifland of Anguilla from farther de- 
predation. 

The French troops employed on this 
fervice were picked men from Gua- 
daloupe ; and there is great reafbn to 
fuppofe the greateft part of them have 
been taken or deployed. Many of the 
foldiers were drowned in attempting to 
fwim to (bore. 

The Lapwing had but one man killed 
(the pilot) and Ax men wounded.

Atthii 
time, the Captain having loft her fore« 
malt, not a fail, fliroud, or ropeleft* 
her wheel fliot a way, «nd incapabit of 
further fenrice in the line, or ta chacc, 
the Commodore directed Capcais Mil* 
ler to put the helm a ftarboard, and 
railing for the. boarders, ordered them 
4o board. The foldiers of the 69th 
regiment, with an alacr*ty which sriU 
ever do th^m credit, and Lieoteaaat 
Pcarfon of the fame regiment, wc»t 
•amongft the forem^ft on this ftrvice. 
The firft man who jumped into the en*- 
miet miren chain« was Captain Rerry, 
late Commodore Nt-lfon'i Firft I.ieuie- 
ntnt (Captain Miller was in the very 
aft of goin«f| but the C«>mmodore or- 
dered him to remain); he w:«s fuppoiteH 
from the fprit-fail yard, which bookei) 
in the mizen rigging of the enemy. A 
foldier of the 69th regiment bavins 
broke the upper quarter gallery win- 
dow, jumped In, followed by CoCBino* 
dorc Nelfon and others, as l^ft aipolfi- 
ble. We found the cabin-door faftcnedi 
tfnd fome SpaniOi Officera fired their 
piftols ; but, having broke open the 
door, the foldiers fired, and the Spaai(b 
brieadier (coihmanding with a diftia* 
guilhing pendant) fell, as retreatinc to 
the qiM'tcr deck, on the larboard-nde, 
near the wheel.

'THE Noblcmw whofe Portrait adorns 
MOrprcfent Magazine paffcd a long 
Uit in purfuits fo ieldom the objects of 
aitenttua in perfons of the fame rink, 
tiut we cannot forfjear claiming for his 
raenjory that refptft which ever flic uld 
accompany thote who, by the exertion of 
tbcir mental faculties, have contributed to 
the improvement of their own or to the 
oiiertainnaent of future tiroes. 

Horace Walfole wa« the youngieft 
fon of the celebrated Minifter of Great 
Britain, Sir Robert Walpole, after- 
^ard* Earl of Orfcrd (a title which 
became extinft by the dpath of the No- 
Uenaan now under our conlideration), by 
bU wife Catherine Shorter *. He was 
bcm about the year 171 8> and received the 
earlv part of his education at pton, where 
Jic firit became Known to the celebrated 
Mr. Gray, whofe friendfliip at that early 
period he cultivated, and whole eftecm 
Vid regard he retaintil, with a (hoi t inter- 
niption, to the end of that Gentleman's 
lilc. From Eton he went to King*s Col- 
kge, Cambridge ; but, according to the 



praflicc of nxcn of rank and fortune «t " 
that time, left the University without 
taking any degree. While there he wrote 
" Vfcrfes in Memory of King Henry the 
Sixth, Founder of the College," which are 
dai<fdFeb. z, 1738, and are probably the 
firft produflion of his pen f . In the 
fame year he watf appointed Infpeflor- 
General of the, Exports and Imports $ a 
place which he loon after exchanged for 
that of Uftier of the Exchequer l- To 
thefe were added the poft of Comptrolltr 
of the Pipe and Clerk of the Eltreats } 
all which hi held unto his death. 

Finding hi;n(elf diflnc lined to enter To 
early into the bufinefs of Parliament, he 
prevailed on his father, Sir Robert Wal- 
urle, tQ permit him tp go abroad, and 
Mr. Gray confented to accompany him ini 
his travels. They left England on the 
49 th of March 1739, ^^ ^^^^ their route 
by the way of France to Jtajy, vie wing 
whatever was remarkable in the feverJl 
places they vifited, and at fome of then)> 
particularly Florence, refiding fcvc/al 
months. Unequal friendlhips are not

always the moft lading. About July 
1 74.1 the two friends came to a rupture, 
and parted at Reggio, each purfuing his 
journey homewards feparately. Or this 
quarrel the ciicuiDllancet are unknown ; 
but Mr. Waipole enjoined Mr. Mafon 
to charge him with the chief blame» 
confeHing, that more attention, complai« 
fance, and deference, to a warm friend- 
fhip,and Superior judgment and prudence, 
might have prevented a rupture which 
gave much uneaiinefs to them both, and 
a lading concern to the iurvivor. The 
liberality of Mr. Waipole on this ccca- 
fion deierves much praife } though we 
. cannot but afTent to Dr. Johnfon's re- 
mark, that " if we look without preju- 
dice on the world, we ihall find, that men 
whofe confcioufnefs of their qwn merit 
fetsthem above the compliances of fervi- 
Jity are apt enough, in their aiTociation 
with fuperiors, to watch their own dig- 
nity witntroublefome and piinflilious jea- 
ioufy, and in the fervour of independence 
to exaA that attention which they refufe 
to pay.'* In 1744 a reconciliation took 
place between thera, by the intervention 
of a Lady who wiHied wtll to both 
parties 5 thoueh it is probable the cordi- 
ality which haafubfidra between them did 
• not wholly return, as Mr. Waipole was 
entirely unnoticed by Mr, Gray in his 
Uftwill. 

* In the Parliament which met tjic a 5th 
of June 1 74 1, h€ was returned for Cal- 
lington, and Toon had an opportunity of 
ihewing that he was not likely to become 
cither a filent or inaftive Member. On 
the 23d March 1741-2, on Lord Lime- 
rick's motion for an enquiry into the 



condua of Sir Robert Waipole for the 
preceding ten years, he oppoiied the pro- 
poiition, as fai' as the debates of that 
period may be depended on, in a fpeech 
of foroe length, with great fpirit, and 
greatly to the credit of his filial piety *. 
Re was not, however, a frequent Speaker. 
In 1 747 he was chofen for tne borough of 
Caftle Kifing. 

The tenor of his life was not much 
varied by accident vr adyenture ^ though 
about the year 1749 ^^ narrowly efcaped 
the pidol of a highwayman, the relation 
of which we (ball give in his own wordsf: 
** An X acquaintance cf mine was robbtd 
a few years ago, and very near ihot 
through the head by the going-off of the 
pidol of the accompliihed Mr. Maclean; 
yet the whole aftair was condu^W with 
the greateft good-breeding on both fides. 
The robber, who had only taken a puHe 
this way bccaufe be had that morning 
been difappointed of marrying a great 
fortune, no feoner returned to his lodg- 
ings, than he fent the Gentleman two 
letters of excufes, which with lefs wit 
than the epiftles of Voiturehad ten times 
more natural and eafy politenefs in the 
turn of their expre(Iion« In the poftfcript 
he appointed a meeting at Tyburn ^ 
twelve at night, where the GentkmaR 
BEiight purchafe again any trifles he hsd 
loft i and my friend has been blained for 
not accepting the rendezvous, as it 
feemcd liable tobeconftrued bv illnatuied 
people into a dcubtof the honour of a man 
who had given him all the fatisfaflion in 
his power for having unluckily bfcn 
near (hooting him through the head."

Thomas Martyn was bom in Church- 
la&e» Cbelica, on the 23d of September 
1735. He was admitted of Emanuel Col- 
1^ the »4th of June 1752, and was ma- 
^tTKulated of the Univerfity on the i8th of 
December following. 

I^e was elcAed to a Fellowfliip on tbe 
bundation of the Lady Frances Sydney, 
looatefs of Suflcx, on the 27th ot April 
[75I. He was ordained Deacon en 1 ri- 
iity Sunday, May the nil, the ^me year, 
et Cofiduit-ftreet Chapel, in the pariih of 
St. George's, H?.nover-fqual-e ; and 
Prtcft at Buckden, on ^he 13d of Decem- 
ber 1759 ^ both by J Kb Thomas, then 
Lord Bilbop of Linccli . The beginning 
of this vear fcc was an unluccefstul can- 
Wafe for the Leaure/hip oi CheKea, then 
wcant by the death of hic fchocbnaftcr, 
Ktr. Rothery. 

Mr« Martyn was unanimoufly chofen 
Frofeflbr of ^otanjfLby the Senate of the 



Univerfity of Cambridge on the id of 
February 1762, on the rtjipiation'i not 
the death, of his father ; for his father did 
not die till tlic 29th of Januai-y 176^, 
Preicnfiy after, he wasapiwintcj, by Dr. 
Walker himfeU, who was then founding 
the Botanic Garden, his firft Reader of 
Botany. Both thefc offices were witho«t 
emolument till che year 1774, wlicn a Ih- 
laiy of one hnndt^ pounds a year was 
given by the King, whill^ the Dukt of 
Grafton, Chancellor of the Univerfity, 
was at the head of the Treafur)' ; and ifi 
continued to the »d of Aiigiift I793> 
when Mr. Martyn wa* appointed Regius 
Profelfor by patent, with a falary ot two 
hundred pounds a year. 

1 f any merit is to be claimed from read* 
ing Leaurcs in Englifli, Mr. Martyn can 
del i ve none from that circumftance j for he 
merely followed a cultom which he found 
eltabliflted, and which his fatlier had 
adopted th'uty years before. Mr. Martya 
fometimes made excurfions into the coun^* 
try with his pupils, but not foconflantly 
as his father had done \ the neceflity c^ 
them being in fome depee I'uperfeded by 
the foundation ot a Botanic Garden. 

January 6th, 1773, Mr. Martyn was 
preicntcd, by the then Bi(hop of Elv, to 
the vicarage of Foxtoiu in Cambridge-* 
fliire; and on December the 9th, the 
fame year, he was marri^^ to Mil's Mar- 
tha Eiliflon, iillcr to the prcfent worthy 
Matter of Sydney College. 

January ift, 1774., he was prefented 
by John Bcrlale Warren, Efq. to the 
Re£lory of Ludgcrfhall, in Buckingham- 
/hire 5 and on Auguft loth, 177^1 to the 
Vicai-ageof LittleSfarlow, in that county, 
by the fame patron. 

Mr. Warien, now Sir Jchn Borlafe 
Warren, never was Mr. Martyn's pupil, 
but there had been a friendfliiu between 
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them for many yeart, and Sir John in- 
trufted his brother to Mr. Martyn'« care. 
On being prelentcd t(X I^ittie Marlow, 
Mr. Martjrn rcfignedFoxton, and quitted 
Triplow for that place on the 14th of 
Oaobcr 1776. July i9tk, 1778, i)e feU 
off for the Continent, and Fctirrned from 
bit trareis Sept. id, 1780. He removed, 
to London Nov. 17th, X784> and on 
June 4th, the vear following, be refigned 
the Redory ot Ludgerihail to his brother, 
the Rev. Claudius Martyn. 

1786, May 18th, he wa« ele^leda Fel- 
low of the Royal Society, and admitted 
OB the 1 5th of June. 

1788, June 1 8th, he was appointed to 
tlie donative of Edgware, in Middlefex, 
by William Lee Antonie, Efq . the pati on. 
July 1 5th, the fame year, he was re- 
ceived Fellow of the Linnanui Society. 

March i8th, 17949 he was prefented

in Dubiin was as wtll eftablilhed as in 
Londoo . TheManager ofCrow* (Vreet The*^ 
^re tberctbrcy in the year 17859 renewed 
U engagement with her tor that lumraer, 
when ib«, in company with the late Mr. 
Hcoderion and Mr. Pope (a ycung aflor 
irom Dublin), who made his appearance 
the winter beibre at Covent Garden The- 
atre in Oroonoko with very confidirable 
applauie), fet out for that capital in the 
June of the fame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mifs Yoonge, and another 
lady ot her acquaintance, into the fame 
poft-cbaile, and as Cupid avails htmielf 
much of accident, the two former, from 
fellow-traveUersy ibon commenced lovers. 
In fliort, towards the cloie of that lealbn 
they were married together in Dublin, 
« terms of fettlement, &c. very credita. 
Ue to the f:ncerity of Mr. Pope's affec- 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope rcaiTumed their lituations at Covent 
Garden Theatre \ he in the firft lines of 
Tragedy and Comedy, (he as evidently 
die fadt aflrefs in all the parts of her pro- 
fdiion i which ihe . fupported with a fta- 
tionaiy degree of reputation till ThuH^ 
^y the t6th of January 1797, when, 
in the run of the new Comcidy called 
<' A Cure for the Heart-Ache,** flie was 
rtiu£lantly confined to her bed* She 
found herfelf foill three days befcre this, 
^at none but thofe who felt like her 
would venture out j but fuch was her 
uaX for her profefTion, fuch her invariable 
koSt of duty to Managers, Authors, and 
Performers, that, fi'om the bare hint 
from her phyfician Dr. Warren, that her 
buiinefs might diilipate her diforder, (he 
cheerfully tried the experlmerit. 

Nature, however, was not to be con* 
<{iitred thus ; her illnefs increafcd upon 
Iker io much, that on her return from the 
IjKatre (he was feited with fuch a light- 
BcA in her head, as for awhile tgdkprive 
her of all leniation. From this moment (he 
was confined t«> her bed, and it was foon 
ili(covercd that (he hod a paralytic affec- 
tioo. During the firft month there were 
hopes of lier recovery, as (heretainfdher 
iiait% pretty accurately, and employed

them to the beft of all podible purpoiet^

. During this interval, being requeilecl 
by a fernsAc friciiH fif endeavour to com- 
poie her^f,(he complacently faid, <* (he 
would, if die wpuld firft permit her to. 
repeat Pope's Univerfal Prayer," which 
(he immediately began, and recited with- 
out ever mj(nng a fingle word, with a 
precilion, a fervour, andfuilnefs of volte, 
that delighted and aftoni(hed every body 
about her* 

For the laft fortnight (he daily became 
more infenfible, feldom fpeaking, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sunday the 12th of March, when /he 
refufed all nouri(hment, and gave ffrong 
fymptoms of approaching difiblution. 
She continued in this date till the morn- 
ing of the x4th, when (he made figns to 
a particular friend as if (he had fome* 
thing to communicate I many thingg 
were fugfi^ctted to her, to all of which 
(he wave«L her head $ till, very oppof'* 
tunely, her old and valued friend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, called in, and read 
prayers by her. This feemcd to be the 
obje^l (he aimed at, as (he grew inliantly 
compo(ed, and, clofing her hands toge- 
ther as well r.8 her infirm ftate would 
permit, joined moft fervently in the de- 
votions. 

After this (he relapfed into a ftate of 
infcnfibility till 'Wednefilay the 15th 
March, when, about half paft two o'clock 
on that morning, (he expired without s 
groan. 

By Mrs. Pope's marriage fettlement 
(he had the power of difpofing of her for* 
tune by will *, but with that juftice and 
propriety which ever diftingui(hed het* 
character, by .dying intefiate, (he left the 
whole of her property, except a few no* 
minai legacies, to her hufhand. 

Her remains were carried, in a hear(< 
and fix horfes, fi^m h^r houfe in Half* 
mcon-ftreet, Piccadilly, on Wedneidtf|f 
the 2 id ^f Mar^h following, between the 
hours of twelve and one o'clock, attend- 
ed by her particular friends in t wo mourr* 
ing coaches, and follo\ved by the Gen<* 
tlemen compofing the S.ifool of Garrick • • 
(wearing the mtftdallion of thvlr fuunde^} ' 
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in foarmefr, befidcher dcmeftlct, aivd 
a numerous train of the populace, who, 
in the proccffion, a» at the eravc, tcftificd 
their Ibrrow for fo general a loft by a 
mournfiil and refpeftful filence. 

She wa« interred on the Weft iida of* 
ttm Cloy^trs, Weftmlnfter Abbey (the 
Iter. Mr. Champnea reading the hineral 
ftnricc), bftmcn the mmircs of Dr. 
Dupttift and Sir Rithaid Jebb, and co- 
tv«d by a marbb ftone with the foU 
lawing pkUA inioiptioft :

To thieves more fateful than the nldnighc 

Was it th« difficulty of tranfraitting 
correfpondcnt ideas through the medium 
oftheEnglifli language, under the re- 
ftraint of rliyme and metre ? or tlic am- 
bition of improving upon his author ? and 
exchanging, as' the ingenious ElEiytft 
exprcfles it, an offenolng tircumjlance fv 
a ir«a/>f which betrayed Pope into thcfe 
evident improprieties, as alfo into a ge- 
neral dereliction of his author's fenfc ahtl 
manner. The ciraunftance of a man'^ 
not feeing during this temporary dafkncla 
beyond a ftone's throw appear ^ to the 
ingenious Elfayift a mean idea, com- 
pared with that which, be fays^ Pope 
has fubftituted in its ftcad, '« the diffr' 
culty which the fhcphcrds experience of 
furveying th^nr flocks.*' On luch a point 
how are we to detcnnine ? By what cir- 
terion are we to decide ?

Let it) howtver> 
fee allowed rac to examine the parage 
whbbue prajudice or partialicy by the 
dtabiiflied rules of critic i I'm. The Poet » 
«a Is uiual with him, illuftrates kis Tub- 
jcA by the moft common and familiar 
circmnftances. Among^ thefe that of 
durowing a l^one leems, no doubt, AifB- 
cuuotiy trivial ai)d unimportant. The 
iMifinel's ot a fh;:phcrd funreying his flock 
4oefc not appear v<ry far exalted above tlie 
comsxon tracks of life. Does the mean- 
BvTt of the idea confilt in the a£l ? cr in 
tbe iniliiiment employed ? Would the 
f£boaght be raiied to a proper degree of 
elevation ? if, inftead oi a done, the difc 
or javelin were fubftituted : thefe were 
warlike inftruments, which heroes ufed 
in their martial games and ezercifes : or 
rather, does not much of the offence,which 
ftrtkes fo forcibly on this elegant writer* s 
Ifdiugs, arife more fiom the expreflion 
thaa tne thought ? He Teems in his profe 
fvdion purpolely to have lowered the dic- 
tioD, that Pope on comparilbn may ap- 
pear to greater advantage. Allow me 
io render the lines with equal fidelity 
Co the text, and more juftice to the Au- 
thor. 

"As Notus ihe<fs a mid on the tops 
of the mountains, unfriend Iv to tne 
ftepherds, but more favorable to ^ the 
thkfthaji even night itfelf j during which 
temporary glocni a man cannot iee^ far- 
ther than he can throw a Ibne/' 

In order to eltimate their refpcftive 
merits more accurately, let Pope's tranf- 
ktiou be taken out ot rhyme and metre, 
and compared with that givtn above. 

" Thus when Notus iheds a night of 
vapors on the heads of the niountains, the 
mifts gliding fwittly invade the dufky 
fields, which (milh) are more grateful 
to thieves than the midnight fhade j dur- 
ing which time the Twain s Tcaicely I'urvey 
their feeding flocks, which are loft and 
confuTcd as the day glows thicker/* 

T will not tea7e ycu with captious ex- 
ceptions to particular expreflions. Take 
the whole tcgeihcr and'ttll me, Dees 
there really appear to you To much ad. 
Tantage on the part of Pope, as the in- 
gcuxcus Efiayilt Teems to diTcover ? The 
compahTon, perhaps it may be Taid, is 
not tairly inftituted. By confronting the 
two. pieces in t^.is form Pope is deprived 
of his clwraftcriltic excellence, the charms 
of his feducing verification. Jt' this 
ihould be innfted on in Pope's behalf, I 
wLU adventure one cauplet, mcrtly xa fcC 



forth the iifeHiUng drcwnfancc in tt fiU* 
vorable a light as I can i 

No furtbtY now can pierce the flraining cjca 
Than Tom the hand a flooe projeacd flies. 

I have hitherto confidered this admired 
paflage, and the improvements whicli 
Pope is faid to have made on the original, 
under the Tame fcim, as the ingeoiout 
Effayift appears to have viewed it. But 
I cannot diTmiTs the Tubjecb without re- 
marking, that in the warmth of his ad- 
mirati^n he has been beti-ayed into an 
extraordinary error. Pope has' not ex- 
changed tb£ qfftndin^ arcumftaxcg f§r a. 
6-auiy\ he has dropped it akogetfaer* 
without Tubltltutin^r any thing whatlbevcr 
in its ftead. The pl:^in lentiment, fimply 
exprelTed in the Greek text by three wocda 
«ro<^i«»«n ^•Jiifi, is indeed not ca£ly 
diTcovvred amidft the heap of extraneous 
matrer, witb which it is^ncotapatfeitin 
the Knglifh verTioo. Yet certainly it it 
this plain TenUment» which Pope meant 
to convey by his wardy intcrpreratioo, 
extended through a whole couplet^ though, 
as appears bv the miilake of the ingenious 
Eilayill, under this diTguife it is not known 
again for the fame. Now if mereoauffioa 
be confidered as fogreat aa improvemcnty 
Pope in this inftance only fhares the ho* 
nor with another of lefs note, who has 
given us the firft three books of the Uiad 
m verle. He too, with equal delicacy of 
feeling, has had the addrefs to drop the 
offending circumjlance : 
And as a mountain- mif% glides o^er tbe plainly 
Friend to tlie thieves, but fatal to the fwahis \ 
When hazy ikies the diftanc view confound \

On the whole, whatever beauty tht to* 

fenioira EHayiit may lee in thefe lines of 
ope, has not too much l>een facribccd to 
obtain it ? Can you think a tranflator 
juitificd in giWng lb different a call to 
the original compoTiiion ? in altering^ ib 
materially the charaflcriflic features of 
the piece ? and preTenting an image lb fcK 
rergn, atid bearing To little refemblance of 
the model, t^'hich he profeffes to copy ? 
The ingenious "Effayift lays it down as rh% 
£rft law of trantlation, that <« it ihonid 
give a cumi>iete tranlcript cf the original . ** 
On this fundamental law I will ventuie 
to reft whatever you have heaid firom roe 
on theTe Tubjcas.

fO determine the exaft boundaries bc- 
* tween truth and falfhood, in what is 
derived from hiunan teiiimony, is beyond 
the attainment of human wifdom. Whe- 
ther he believe too Utile, or too much, 
the hearer and the reader is equally liable 
temiftake. Nothing, fays lome one, is 
tDore araulous than tncreJulttv i and the 
knowledge of him who only believes what 
he has b«n able to oblerve Iwmleif, will 
he neither certain nor conipiehenfive. 
There was a time when the AnibrQ^" 
fhagt of Travc,' ler » were c lafletl among the 
Gtajiti and Fairifi of Romance ; and even 
in the prefent day extraordinary cuftcms 
or occurrences arc often r<^c6led as zvon- 
dtrs, though, in other relpe^s, not def- 
titute of marks of authenticity. Per- 
haps it is the bcil obje6^ion to the lion- 
caters in Shaw, and in Bruce to the 
feeders on living flefh, that the like had 
beta never fcen or related before. 

What part, or whether any, of Mr. 
It VaiUant*! narration be unworthy of 
the Readfr^t credit, he inuft deteiinine 
for himfclf. Different perlbns, as Mr. 
I<ccke oblerves, will ulc different mea- 
furts of probability. Let him not, how- 
t?er, forget to dircriminate between the 
fxtimturdinaiy and the huredihU j for 
that which is extraordinary in one iltua- 
tioQ nay excite in another neither fur- 
prile ncr curiofity. Let me be permitted, 
aowever, to obferve to more icrupulous 
«nd wary readers, that the prefent work

to experlinents made by our Author on the 
power different animals poflels of endur- 
ing abftinence fiom food tor a gi*eat length 
of time. Kc found that a lai'ge garden 
fpider, inclofed under a glafs bell, faf- 
tcned round the bottom with cement^ 
continued ten months together without 
.nouriihnifnt, and during the whole pe- 
riod vigorous and alert. The only 
alteration it appeared to fuflain was at 
diminution in its belly, from the fize of 
a nut to that of the head of a pin. Ano- 
ther fpider of the fame kind being placed 
along with it, the original inhabitant, 
after a long confiifl, dellroyed and de- 
voured the ibunger, and foon after be* 
came as plump as at the firfl moment qf 
its confinement. 

It appeared, by a comparifon of the 
effe6l on the ftomach . of animal and ve- 
getable food, that the former was much 
better adapted for the prolongation of 
life. Two fparrows, of the iame age, 
and in equally good condition, were re- 
duced by the want of nourifhment to fuch 
a llate of weaknefs, that neither of them 
was able to take what was offered them. 
Seme bruifed feeds were then forced down 
the throat of one of- them, and of the 
other a little miuccd flefh. ' In a few mi* 
Butes the latter was quite well, and th« 
former, two hours after, died. 

Of the amufements, aLd mode of edu- 
cation, ct' the African children, the foi« 
lowing particulars are mentioned xt, th|» 
firll volume, which, as they alfo defcribt 
a new methpd of killing' imall animals> 
I think, interefting. 

•* With the Africans, the only imufe. 
ment the children know ferves at the 
fasne time as the commencement of their 
education. 

«« It is cuftomary, when ;he cart of 
waggon belonging to a planter is not em* 
ployed, to leave it in the open air by the 
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fide of the houfe. As foon as the chil- 
dren can climb to tbe board that Icrves 
for a leaty they place themlelves upon it, 
and, with a whip in their hands, extr- 
ciie themfelves in commanding the oxen, 
which are fuppofed to be prel'ent, caHing 
them by their names, fthkiug the ^lace 
of any one that is thought not^o obey 
with fufficicnt readinefs \ in a word, in 
dire^ling the courfe of the wagffon, in 
making it turn, go on, or recede, pre- 
cifely as they wifh. After having I'uc- 
ceflJvtly handled, in this manner, whips 
fulted. to their age, they arrive at laft to 
the inanag^ement of a bamboo, nicely ta- 
pered, fifteen or fixteen feet in length, 
with a thong at the end of it ftill longer; 
and With this mfirument they can ftrike, 
at tbe diftance of more than twenty-five 
feet, a pebble that is pointed out to them, 
or a piece of money thrown upon the 
ground. I hive already mentioned a 
pleafant amufement of this kind, which 
one of the Slabcrs procured me, who fin- 
gfed out, with aftoniihing addrefs, among 
a multitude of birds, fach individual 
as I was defirous of having. ■ Swanpool 
alfo, the companion of mv journey, 
would feldom mifs a partridge flying; 
and, Dotwithftandtng tm age, applied 
Kif whip with fo much force, that m one 
•f oiu* excurfions I faw him ftrike, per- 
fectly dead, a duck, of a much larger 
fpecies than the common one of Europe.*' 
f Tliough the Author of thib Article is 
wilKng to allow a fujperiority of adroit- 
nels to the favagcs of Africa, when com- 
pared with the inhabitants of civilized 
•ountries, yet he could have wifhed that 
as our Author has enlarged his duck 
beyond the meafure of European magni- 
tude, he had alfo defcribed, with more 
precife minutenefs, the mode by which 
the artift, with tbe Iq/b merely of a nubip^ 
could fo inftantancoudy deftroy it. 

At page 74 there are three curious and 
well -authenticated inftances of the power 
of fefcination exerted by ferpents to>Vards 
the objefts of their food,' and even man 
himfelf. Thcfc I am the mort willing 
• to believe, as I myrelf have been wit- 
ncfs to funiiar energies put forth by a cat 
towards birds. For a more particular 
narration of thefe fmgular phenomena in 
Natural Hiftory, the Reader is referred 
- to the work at large, as the extrafls have 
been ah-eady anticipated in a former Ma- 
gat ine.

Boers $ three milch cows, thirty-lix 
draft oxen for my three waggons, totir- 
teen for relays, and two to carry the bag- 
gage of my Hottentots . Thele &fty btiui 
of homed cattle were fulF.cient for tiie 
prefent fervice \ but 1 meant to Incrcale 
than as it ihould become neceiTary, aijd 
as I advanced farther from the colony, 
when in the way of barter I Ihould \k 
able to purchafe them at a cheaper rate. 
The cock that in my firil journey {{^ 
the former Travels of the Author) had 
afforded me intervals of pleafure, fug- 
gefted the idea of having one again, iSk 
that it might be happier than my otho- 
had been, i gave it a mate. LaUIy, for 
my amuiement, and I may alio fay fcr 
fociety, I took my ape Kecs j Kees, who, 
chained up during my abode at the Cape, 
had apparently lolt bis gaiety, but whoi 
from the moment he regained his liberty, 
gave himfelf up to fports and antics that 
were extremely diverting. 

" Such was the company I aflbciated 
with in my oiterprife, and which T had 
conceived to be nccelfary, either to infuit 
its fuccefs, or for the purpole of affording 
me fome pleafant relaxations.'** 
• Towards the clofe of the Firft Volunie 
there is a wonderful cfcapeof otjr Author 
from the danecr of drowning, in crofllrg, 
on a raft drawn by Hottentots, the 
Queer-boom, an extremely broad aid 
rapid river. The danger was much ifl- 
creafed by M. Le ^aillant^s inability fo 
fwim, and his being incumbered beildcs 
by his powder flalks and two fufecs. 
For a moment his fituation appeared 
hopelefs, as the ih^am was conveying 
them with an irrefiftiblc current towarjs 
the fea. The vigorous and perltvcrlm| 
exertions of his Hottcntoty at lafi lamdiS 
him in lafety. 

In the beginning of his tour into the 
tourtry of the greater Ntraiqua'a, oor 
Author observed a curious circumihuKc 
in Natural Hilfory. I wiil recite it ii 
his own words : 

** Every time I difcharged Wij piece 
at thefe (the fpring back) afiMopefe» 
their rumps immtdiately, mnd at t!j» 
fame noment, ail became white \ ai!tf 
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Iteft thc«iandi of r«d backs flying before in cafe it Ihould be ncceflary . We were 
MIC, fonneH, as it were, one Iheet of - obliged to take a long circuit to gain the 
which (etmvd difplay^d only 10 ^e lide of them, lelt they (hiuld fmcll 



^i&ppear again in an inftant/' 

" 1 have already fpoken of tfetf fin- 
fulir property of the fpring-back antc- 
wpe. which has the faculty of changing 
at will the colour of it* rump, whicn is 
fpd, and of ranking it fuddcnly become 
white, as if by a kind of enchantment. 
Aohenomenon of this nature prefents 
ti.M to themind fomethingmarvellcus ; 
it is, however, ftridly true, and may be 
eafily comprrbended after the following 
nplanaticn. 

" The long thick hair which covers 
the rump of the I'pring-back antelope is, 
iogcDcraU of atawneyhue: but though 
it appean to be entirely of that colour, 
it if only the fuHa^ that is really fo, for 
vadenkiath it is of a pure white, and in 
its natuial (ituation this part is entirely 
concealed : now all the hair on the mmp 
giowi ircm a ftrong tiffne of mufcular 
hhits, by means of which the animal 
ran, at plea<iire, extend or contra£i th& 
Ikin; io that, when extended, the upper 
hair is laid flat to the right and left, and 
that below only, which is perfeftly white, 
mnajns expofed to view, and even covers 
tbereli. I cannot better dei'cribe this 
operation, than by comparing it to the 
adicn of opening and (hutting a book 
flaced on its back.** 

Mr. Lc V. ren^arks on the prodigious 
Biqliiplication of tliefe antelopes, not- 
withlianding the country they inhabit is 
intelied witb carnivorous animals, that 
the bcrd he had roufed, in a very rapi^ 
c^rie, ^ployed three hours to pafs the 
m£ie. 

^ The acco^nt of a Rhinoceros Hunt, 
though it b^ Ibmewhat long, is too fin- 
: fular and interelling to be wkhhtrld from 
; Ac Readtrr. I wiU endeavour, there- 
lore, to abridge it, withoi^t ou;uttingany 
Viportant circumftance. 
. - ** One dby Kiaa^ came ip, great hafte 
to my tent to inform me, that he had 
i^ienred, at fbme diftance from mv camp, 
ft»o rhiooceroifes, ^landing quietly ciofe 
\ lo each other in the middle of the plain. 
I To act9ck two (iich formidable enemies 
I i was necefiary to «fe great precaution, 
smd that we fliould approach them in fucb 
a manner as they might neither fee nor 
haeW us. I gave my lei f up, therefore* 
flo the entire direction of my fa v ages, 
md we let out armed alike with a good 
Mec. I caufed two of my ftrongeft 
ffegs to be led in a leajh, in onier that 
tkey ^i^tbclctloofe ontherhinoccroflea

us 5 and we rear hcd the river under cover 
of the large trees which grew on its 
banks 

•* At one of thefe animaU was much 
larger than the ^other, I fuppolcd them 
to be a male and female. Aiutionleis, 
by the fide of each other, they ftoodwith 
their nofes to the wind, and, conic- 
quentlv, pr^ented to us their rumps. | 
was giving fomc oiders to my company, 
when Jcnkcr, one of iy Hottentots, 
requeued that I would permit him to at- 
tack the two animals alone, as a ie- 
kntypatn 

" I have before obicrved, that in 
Africa it is impoflible to get within reach 
of certain wild animaU but by creeping 
on the belly. Thofe who have acquired 
this art are called ^(T/r^^flri. Asjcokcr's 
propolal cpuld not impede our general 
plan, I granted his rcqueft. He then 
Itripped himfelf naked, and, taking his 
fufce, proceeded towards the animals, 
creeping on his beily like a ferpcnt. 

** In the mean time, I pointed out to 
my hunters the different pv4lj» they had 
to occupy. As for me, I remained on 
the fpot where I was, with two Hotter. t 
tots, one of whom held my horic, and 
the other my dogs j. but, to avoid being 
ieen, we ported ourlclves behind a bufh. 
Jenker (lowly advanced, with his eyes 
fixed on the -two monfters. If he law 
them turn their heads he (lopped, and 
remained motionlef$. Oiie would have « 
taken hira for a large ftone j and in thi« 
refpeft I mylejf was deceived. He con, 
tinned creeping, with various interrup- 
tions, for more than an hour. At length 
I faw him proceed towards a lavge bulh 
of euphorbia, v/hich was only two hen, 
dred paces from the animals. Being 
then certain he was concealed^ he rolij 
Up, and made preparations foij firing. 
I waited with impatience for the report 
of his gun \ and was told by the Hot- 
tentot who ftood near me, that Jenker 
could not fire till one of the rhinocerofles^ 
(hould turn round, that he migUt, if poffi^ 
ble, take aim at its head. 

" Prefcntly, the largcft of th^ two hav- 
ing looked behind, was iminedlateLy 
fired at : being wounded, he lent forth a 
horrid cry, and, followed by the female, 
ran furioufiy towards the place from 
which the noife had proceeded. Jenker 
threw himfelf down vith hi» belly on the 
ground, and they p»$:d dole by his' fide 
without perceiving* him, and came 
I i \ ftraigUt .

ftratght Uwardi me. I prtparrd rnyfelF 
to receive them j but my dogs became lb 
reftlefs on their approach, that, being 
unable to check them, I ordered them to 
, be let loofe, and encouraged them to the 
attack. 

" When the animals (aw this, they in- 
Aantly turned afide and proceeded to- 
wards another of the hunters placed in 
ambulh, from whom they received a fe- 
cond £re, and then to another, irom 
>whom they received a third. My dogs, 
0n the other hand, harralTtd them pro- 
digtoufly, which ftill encreafed their 
rage. They kicked at their purfuers in 
the moA terrible manner, pioughktT up 
the plain with their horns, and digging 
furrows in it feven or eight inches in 
depth, threw around them a ihowcr of 
pebbles and ftones. 

" During this time we all kept ap- 
proaching to furrcund them more c lofely. 
This rendered them completely furious. 
The male, however, ftsddenly ftopped, 
and turning round to attack the dogs, 
endeavoured to rip up their bellies with 
his horn y and while he was engaeed in 
purfuin? them, the female quitted him 
and maoc her elicape. 

*« Her tiight was a fortunate circnm- 
Aance, for we Aicuid have been much 
embarraHed with two fuch formidable 
adverfaries. Without the aiTiftance of 
the dogs we (hould not have been able 
to combat, but with great hazard, the 
©ne that remained. The bloody traces 
which he left wherever he went an- 
ncunced that he had received mere than 
one wound i but hi defended himfclf with 
the gitdter obftinacy. 

•' After a fruitlel's attack, which con- 
tinued fiiv feme time, he began to retreat, 
and leemed defirous of gaining feme 
bufhc*, with a view of finding ihclter, 
or to prevent his heine harr4ficd but in 
front* In onIj;r to difappoint him* I 
ruftitd towards the place, and made a 
fign to the two hunters neareft me to ad- 
vance thither alio. He was only thirty 
paces from us when we took poffeflion of 
the poft J accordingly we all at the fame 
inftant difchargcd our three fhots j he 
riftxitlyfeii, aiid was never after able to 
rife. 

•* Though mortally wounded, the ani- 
m:it ft ill continued to defend himfelf 
when lying on the grround, as he bad 
4one when on his legs. With his foet 
he thrw'w around him heaps of ftones, 
and neither we nor our dogs ditrft venture 
to approach him. I wifhed to put an 
end to his torment by firing one marc 



ball, but ray people intreated me t6 
defift. 

*' I have already faid, that all the fa* 
vage tribes, and even^ the people at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the dried blood 
of the rhinoceros, to which they afcribe 
great virtues in the cure of certain dif- 
ordtrs. This animal had loit a great 
deal by bis wounds. It was with much 
rcertt that they faw the earth mciftcncd 
with it around him ; and they were ap- 
prchenHve that a new wound would in- 
creafe that lofs. 

" Scarcely had the animal bieathed 
"his laft, when the Hottentots all ap- 
proached with cageniefs in order to cdk*^ 
the blood. I had approached the body 
alfo, but with a different delign, to met* 
fure and (;xamine it. The iavagesofthc 
horde afTurcd me it wa^ one of the laigcft 
of ibs fpecies. I, however, did not be- 
lieve them, as its principal horn was only 
nineteen inches three lines In length— I 
h.id !cen horns much longer. The neigfat ' 
of the animal was feven feet five inches, 
and its length, from the fiiout to the mot 
of the tail, eleven feet fix inches.'* 

Mr. Le V. mentions an extraordinary 
faculty pofteHed by the Hottentots, of ^ 
dticoverinff water concealed in the bowels 
of the eanh . One tribe, the XoarrM^umi, 
do this by the fight. They throw them- 
felves fiat on the eround, take a diftant 
view, and if the Ipacc their eye traverfcs 
hidesany lubterranean Ipring, they rife 
and point to the fpot. Xhey difccvcr it 
by an ethereal and fubtilc -exhalation, 
which evaporates from every cummt of 
water, when not funk to too great a 
depth. With regard to pools, tbcir 
evaporation is more fenfible, and is dil* 
coverable even when behind an eminence $ 
and the vapours of tlie ihc:ims and ri veri 
are io dillin6lly marked, that all their 
finuohties may be traced. Our 7ravel' 
hf acquired tnis faculty from ^is com- 
panions to a certain extent, fo as to be 
able to diftinguifli water at th^ diftance 
of three humlGred paces. 

Mr. Le V. in one of his excuriioos 
difcovered about a dozen eebras, andwss 
fcrtunate enough, by the help of his 
dogs, to fecure one, which was a female. 
He ventured upon her back, having fe- 
cured himfelf from her teeth by a inua>lr» 
and after a Aight refiftance, lefs than that 
of a colt the nrft time of being moiuited» 
(he proceeded quietly with Iter rider for 
more than a league, to thehoufe whither 
the party was going. This trial fo tar 
fatisBed Mr. Le V. that he thought 
of keeping .her for nd^ogf had not Iter 
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grounds been to© large, from the bite of 
the dogs', to promii'e a (^tdy (ure. Our 
Author rc^on« from this tacl on the 
poSbility cf training the zebra, and en* 
4cavouni to rchite the argument that might 
be Ukcn from thevreaknels cccafionedby 
ber wounds, which might render her more 
nunageable and docile. He ftates the 
difacncc, in this reipe^t, between tio» 
mtjhe animaJs and thole in zftate of na" 
twi \ the former of which bear blows> 
and even wounds, with confiderable pa? 
tjepce, while the latter are only rendered 
by acute pain more ungovernable and hi- 
rious. I think tliere is much truth in this 
diiindiott. 

Aft^r a long aSfence from water, our 
Aathor deicribes, in animated and glow- 
ing colours, his arrival at the Great 
KiTer. 

" It wat not long before I heard the 
ooife of flowing water toward the North 
Weft. This iound, which announced 
our iaiety, made my heart leap for joy, 
and my people involuntarily uttered a 
ihoQt of gladnefs. A lecond time cur 
pains were on the point of being ended, 
and I (hould at length <ee a river ! For 
fince we quitted that of the Ele« 
f bants, I had found nothing but the beils 
of periodical (tieams, either contpletcly 
dry, or containing a few puddles of llag- 
oant muddy water. The more fpeediiy 
toehjoy fuch an agreeable fight, I mount* 
cdon horlcbaclc with Klaas, and rode 
towards the place to which the noile 
direAed roe. All thofe bf my people 
who were not employed about the wag- 
gons began to run with me, and my ape, 
ny dops, and indeed every one of my 
ammals that was at liberty, fet off at the 
bxoK time. We pufhed on, belter (krl- 
ler^ contending who fliould 6rft reach the 
fpot. However, I luffered my animals 
to precede me a few pa^es, certain that 
tbeir imcU and their inftin^ would lead 
«ne by the fliorteli road. The barkings, 
tbr cries, the ti'anrports of this gallop- 
ingcrew, relembled a troop of bacchanals 
rather than a company ot famiOied tra- 
»rflert. I fliared the joy of every indi- 
vtdoil. A thoufand confu led fent iments 
Sjritated me at onc^, and my eyes wene 
■lied with involuntary tears. Few men 
upm ruth have lutfcrecl pains equal to 
mine, but then few have experienced fuch 
eiquiiite plcafure. 

" My firft ttep when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, that I might 
cooi and refirih my limbs while I was 
<)uenching my thirft. Thus I fati«fied 
two urgent wants at cncci asd loy peo- 



ple, and all my animals, did the fame.'"*' 

The hi:tcry of travellers over deleft 
regions miiit be a hiftory of the chaco. 
The game of which Mr. Le Vaillant 
fpeaks with the ^reatelt delight, is the 
camelopard, or giraffe, and the d^ oa 
which he obtained one of them he ac- 
counted the happieli ot bis life. 

** I commenced my chacc,'* fays our 
Author, '* at fun-rile, and after walkin|; 
fome hours perceived feven giraffes^ 
which my dogs inllandy attacked. Six 
took flight together, the ieventh, inter- 
cepted by my dogs, fled a different way, 
I ibllowed him tull fpeed ^ but, in fpite 
of the exertions of my horie, the giraflb 
fo far oucllripped me, that on turning « 
little hiJl he was out oi fight, and I gavt 
up the purfuit. The dogs, however, 
foon came up with him, «nd he flopped 
to defend himfelf. I heard them bark 
with all their ilrensrth, and concluding 
they had the animal at bay, fpu^red my 
horle towaids thenu 

'< Ihnd (carcetumed the hillock, when 
I perceived him furrounded by the dogs, 
and. endeavouring, by forcible kicks, to 
drive them off. I ^had only the trouble 
to alight, and brought him to the ground 
with a fmgle fliot. While I was lookii^ 
for my people, one of them appeared* 
and made ligns to me, which at firft I 
did not underiland. Looking towanU 
the fpot to which he pointed, I perceiv- 
' ed, with furprize, a giraffe ftanaing un« 
der a large ebony tree, and afTailol by 
my dogs. It vi*as tlie one I had jufl be- ' 
fere ihot, which had, in reality, recc- 
veicd itirlfj but the moment I was pre- 
paxing to Are at it a locond time, «t 
dropped down dead.*' 
• Kfr. Le V. goes on to relate the tran» 
fports with which his mind was ovcr- 
wbelmifd in this acqiiifition to the ttorca 
of Natural Hillory. He enters minutely 
into the precautions which he took to 
preierve the tkin entire and undama»:ed, 
and he has brought it to Europe. He 
would alio have (tufled it, fo as to exhibit 
a faithful reprefentation of it in its na- 
tural Hate, were not the apartments of 
an individual toe low for the placing of 
fuch an fncrmous animal. 

Our Author diicuvers upon all occa« 
lions a ftrong partiality for his African 
friends, which, in genenl, eoniidtring 
their hoTpiciHty and fldelity to him, is 
not only excnlable, bat laudable; but in 
fome inftanccs this partiality fliews itfelf 
fo plairxly in cppoticion to truth, that I 
wonder how it coxild have etcaped the 
obferv^tion even ^^Mx^yl^V* himfelf. 

Thus 
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Tim* he tcHi of Bit coming to a horde 
p{ lavages, all of wiioni were intV^^ed 
with a dangerous peftileocc» and their 
¥odief being covered with ulcers tbcy 
by extended in their hvtt. Such of the 
^rdc, adds he, ai^ had fvpiJOicd tlK-m> 
frives in good heaUH, had retirtd towards 
the South» to avoid its influence. It is 
j^recifely in thi^ pbce» which (tans 
the worft chofen in the b9ok, that Mr. 
Lc V. chufes to vindicate favage nations 
from the acctxl'atios of abandoning, in 
their emigrations, oU and infirm ffH fbms^ 
who are not in a condition to follow them. 

A very honourable inilance of our An* 
thorns friendly attention to the diiireflet 
#f the ravages occurs in his hazardous 
and fucceUiul attempt to dillodge from 
an impenetrable thicket^ a family of 
lions, which had greatly annoyed one of 
their encampments. I will mention the 
more material clrcumilances of thii-oc* 
cunvnce, which alfo (hewj the ufua) 
method in Africa ci' availing thci'e ior- 
inidable beai^st. 

^« Full of hcpe and confidence in tof 
ire -arms, the chief requefted nic to em- 
ploy my weapons^ to deliver them from 
lisch a fcourgc. The circumliance cf 
ihc lions having young ones rendei-ed 
the attack a bufmcls of no imaU danger. 
Thcle anion U, at all times formidable, 
kave, at fuch periods, a fierceneis that 
liorh^ng can rcfilt. Neverthclels I pro- 
mifcd to attack them the next day. At 
break of dawn the men of the horde were 
ready armed with arrows and aflagays, 
and waited my orders to prccced to the 
attack. 1 heard the lions ftill growling 
in their firong'hold, but the increafing 
light focr. filcr.ced th^m. ' 

"** The thicket was about two hundred 
paces long and fixty wide. It occupied 
i fp„t lurk io\ver tjian the adjacent 
ground. As it was unGife to attack 
thelc bcalU in their intrenchments, ail 
thkt remained was to tempt them out of 
their fort. I thtrcforc placed my markf- 
luehand the other favagcs upon the emi- 
»«nces all round the wood, fo that the 
lions fhould he unable to ireach thc^pJain 
♦without being perccivrd. 

*' N» ne cf the lavaj^es daring to enter 
thewocd, we reJblved to for^e all the 
ixen of the horde into it. Accordingly, 
when we were at our pofts, vith ouf 

funs ready to fire, we drove the oxen 
tfore us, compelling them by voices 
and blows to enter tne thicket. The 
«>xv->, fccntinp; theii' enemies, loon railied 
beck vvith allVight ; but our cries, th;t 
barking of thc^dogSj aofl^ the^ report of 



our piftols, compelled them to re-enter 
the thicker, which they did in a fort of 
fury, jolUing one another, and bellowing 
in a fearful manner. 

'< Tlie lions, on their fide, wereroufcd 
at the fight of danger, and their ra^ 
vented itlelf in dieadfui roars. This 
hideous cc ncert continued great part of 
the morning, and we began to deipair 
of fuccelf, when fuddeniy I heard, ra 
the fide cpprfite to me, piercing criei, 
inlfantly foU^wed by the report of a gun. 
Shouts of joy immediately fuccecdtd: 
I ran to the place, and found the lioncft 
expiring. Klaas, who was ftatibned at 
that pott, had fliot her through the belly. ' 
Her dugs were Iwelled aiM pendant, 
virhich imiicated ^e had young ones. It 
came into my bead to employ her earcaic 
for the purpofe of entidng them out of 
the thicket. With this view I ordered 
it to be drawn to a certain diftancc. We \ 
retired about thirty paces from the car- 
cafe, ready to fii e If the animals advanced. 
But my ftratagtrawas unfuccefsful. The 
whelps, indeed, uneafy at not ieeing their 
mother, ra|) about the thicket growlinr < 
on all fides. The male, too, troubled 
his roaring^ and his rage : We faw him 
for a moment appear at the edge* of the 
thicket, hi^ eyes fparkling, bis v^xnt 
cre^, and lafhing his fides with hi^ taiL 
He was out of ihot cf my carbine, and 
one of my raarklme^i, polled near, fixed, 
and rniHcd him ; at this he rettrrd, and 
appeared no more. The fun was now 
declining, and the fport wasbeconing \ 
dangercu« ; I deemed it, therefore, pru- 
dent fj defer our final viclory till' the 
neat day. 

** The {avages conveyed the liopcfs 
to the kraal, for the purpofe of feafiing 
on her. She was four feet eight incaes 
high to the top of the (boulder, and eltvin 
feet four inches long from the point rf 
the nofe to the extremity of the tail. I 
had certainly n^ the fame defire for its 
flefh as the reft ot the guefis, yet I was 
induced to ta(fe it, but found it inferisf 
to thatofthctieer. 

" During the night I beard nothii^ 
either of the lion or the whelps, which 
I alcribed to the noify mirth of my la- 
vages. There was •another realon foe 
their filencc : The male, aiTrighted by 
the dangers he had run, availed himfel{ 
pf the darknefs of the night to rttiie 
Vfith his family, and in the morning, 
when we rctuiTied to the chace, we per- 
Reived the thicket deferted. We cau- 
tioufly advanced into it» and found 
thv marks onl;^ 9^^ Xhi; fpoil that had hem 
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ttde ty thU hunm family j on all 
£fdcs were fccn bones lying in heaps. I 
employed inyicir in tracing the footltept 
«f the lion and the whelps. The latter 
appeared to have been rwo in number, 
and at leaft equal to my great dog Yager; 
who was as high as my midcTle. To 
judge of the lion from the print of his 
foot, which was one- third largei than 
that of the Uonel's, he IQU& have been of 
thclargcft ilze/" %, 

This adventure furniihes an additional 
evidence in t'uvvoi- of the cullotn among 
Uragrs, (o often difputed, Qijetdtmg m 



. Mr. te V. propofes to publKh a N«r 
tural Hiliory of that jxurt of Afrioi^ 
whichy as it will contam many tan-dt^ 
Jai/n ^nifftah and plants^ muft bccurioit9« 
l hope he will endeavour to render bis 
itik more clolc and fcienti6c than that ^ 
Che prefent work, which is often imnc- 
ccflfarily dififuiive. In moit of the .ex- 
tracts I have made, though I bare 
abridged the narrative more than on^ 
haif, X am not conlciotis that I ham 
omitted any material traniaCtion.— The 
Volumerin the Tranflation have neither 
Index nor Tabic of Contents. Thi« 
you have properly cenfuredaxvdivaedKid^ 
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cuKoms prevalcot in Jndia^ Britainf^aJ^ 
the l^crtbern Empirfs of Europe* TVe 
firit Section is princIpaUy ocpipiBd in 
delineating the fnobabir geo^ruphi^tl 
connexion between the inhabitants of 
thefe teveral countijes, and the fxtraar^ 
dtnarv Ukenefi ^oncfiicd hy our Author 
to exli^ between their primeval langvages* 
Some of thefe reiemolances, if they be 
deemed fandfylf will be certainly al- 
lowed to be in^^cmoui. 

In the fecond SfBioti Mr. M« ccafidcrm 
the Briti/h ludicrous cuftom of makii^ 
Af>nl it.oli9 as it is Call«d, 00 the iirS 
dav of that month, and traeet it «p to 
Aila, where, he i^ys, di U prafliied 
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npHIS Volame is part of a icxi^s of 
elaborate oriental difquifitions. It 
■»y, however, be very fairly confi- 
4tivd a^ an independent work, contjiln-

He affirms alfo, frcin Dr. Hyde^ 
that the Chaldeans and Arabimns have 
immemorial] y made ufe of it to guide 
them over, the vaft deierts that ovcrlpread 
their refpcftive countries. 

It feems too that the Chinefe ReconU 
declare, that the Emperor Cwn^- ^^wgt

inters from an expred^w ia the sv^ciest 
Inflitates of Mtftu (allowing thtn m 
date equal, or even anterior to the 
1 500th year before the Chriilian Kn)» 
that the Bi'ahmins were th« acqisaiotcd 
with this wonderful ()ifcovei-y in naviga- 
tion, he will lurely be thought to make 
a mery pTectpitntt conclufiom^ It is de- 
duced from a paiTage on the legal intcrcft 
of money, and the limited rate of it ia 
different cafes, "joith an exception mtk 
regard 10 ath/Mtttrcn at Jca* Xhe <laft> 
ger of fuch adventures is not ou^memted 
but diminijbed by the invention of the 
via^nstic pcwer\ and there can be bo 
quef^ion but that man as often, if a^ 
more fiequenily, fo^nd a "jsatety pr'arje 
for himfelf ar.d for his merchandize in 
the boibm of the deep before the n^cdit^ 
was kisccmpanion andcomluAor.

of the' incalculable period at which they 
have been wrought} for in digging to 
the depth of fifty fathom, the miners 
freijuentiy meet with large tifnbers fttli 
entire. They are vulgarly iuppofed to 
have been dcpofited there oy tne waters 
of the deluge; but without going quite 
fo far back in the annals of time, Mr. 
M. thinks we may reaibnably eno^gh 
conclude them to have been left there bv 
fbcenician vf^kmen^ the props ar.d pil- 
lars of the exhauftcd mines \ efpecially 
as we are told in Chiidrev*s Natural Hii'. 
tory, that pick^axeSi irafs-nails, ard 
other uienjiisy are foimd at the greateft 
depths intermixed with tbofe tim» 
hcTi, Mr. M. iubjoins a very clear 
and particular account of tne me- 
thod of preparing tin in the mines of 
Cornwall, which, though divefied of 
tecbtttcal pbraftiy and as much abridged 
as the nature of the fubjefl will admit, 
is too prolix for our publication. We 
mu(i therefore refer our readers for it to 
th^ ori'^inalwork. 

In the progreis of the hiftory of our 
national commerce with the titia of 
Tyre and Cartbage, we are told of feme 
Angular and magnificeDt projttii of the 
Macedonian jUexanderm Among his pa- 
pers were found memoranda of certain 
grand fchemes which, if he had lived, it 
was his intention to have executed. Que 
of thelewas, to build a tbonfand getlliest 
to reduce the Carthaginians and other 
marttim*' nations who might be inclined 
tooppoie the progrefs of his arms in an 
intouled conqueft of all the iea-coaft| of 
Africa and Spain lying in the Mediterra- 
nean. AjMther memorandum ftatedhlt 
intention to carry a broad and regular 
bigb road along the line of the fame 
coaft, as far as Ceuta and Tangier. 
This was for the convenience of comr 
Vierce, and for a more eaiy commnnica. 
tion between his land and fct-forccf . A 
tbtrd plan was for the ereftion of ^r- 
treffest eflablilhing4»r/<'ir^«and forming 
ba^yensy docks ^ 9Mdjard>f for building 
and repairing frtps throughout his do« 
minions at proper intervals. The whole 
ichcme, if carried into execution, auft 
bave annihilated thi power of Calthagr^ 
and deciiiTely mnrked the judicious ao^ 
ticy and octfnprehcnrive gtalp of the ann4 
that formed it. 

In deieribing the neetfigmion nf emtt^ 
puty^ Irtr. M. oblerves, that the Greeks 
Were ac^uftoine d to Ibrtily the outfidc of 
tb<nr vcfiels with pitcbf ouxed with rofin» 
which i^vc them a dark appearance, and' 
hewe, in llQner»thtt tbey are uniformly 
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denominited ^fXaimi, or black. The 
Rcnaant, he adds, in fuccecding ages 
improved on this pra6iice» and let the 
firit example to pofterity oi Jbiotbing 
*uefftU nvith metal* Mr. Lcck in his 
Hijiory of Naviga/iw informs us, that 
Trajan's fhip havtne been weighed out 
cf the lake of Riccio> where it had lain 
funk ior above tbirtecH hundred years t it 
was obfetTed that the ^/>r^ and cyprefs of 
It had tailed moft remarkably. On the 
outiide it was built "with double planks, 
daubed over with Greek pitchy caulked 
with linen rags, and over all a Jbeet cf 
lemtit fiiftened on with liitte copper nails. 
This ihip was weighed up by the order 
of Cardinal Profpero Colonna. Thus 
it appears that caulking and Jbeathing 
were in mX^ fix teen btmlretly^ar^ ago. 
For it cannot be doubted that thc./^-*^/ 
i^//fl^ nailed over the outiide of the Vef- 
iel with copper nailsy ^vas fiyaatbingf 
and that in great perte^liou, the copper 
naM being uied in preference to iron, 
which when rufted in the water by the 



working of the * {hip, ' foon loie tli^

In the account of the natural produc- 
tions of Perfiai Mr. M. enumerates 
their delicious vo/neSt with which the 
ancient Inhabitants were not. Tike thcif 
Mahometan defiandano, denied to regak 
themielves. The wine of Schinrz we 
remember to have feen highly ccnuncndcd 
m th^t fancijul but cuitbentic repifitwj 
of EujhfH manner Sy the Arabian Talc*. 
Our Author thinks, that it was in alio- 
fiOA to the multitude of the Peritftn v/«>» 
yards that the golden bed of Darius wai 
adorned, as Athenxus write*, Vv-iih th« 
jlalk of a vine in goldy and with braachts 
reprefenting grapes % whether . rr <-«, *«- 
turefctnt^ or mature y by ciuliers oftahifSi 
emeraldsy and amciby/lsm 

We here take leave of Mr. M. wifli- 
ing him that profit from his book, vrhich 
neither his learning toor his dilij^encc, a) 
we gather from fotne hints Icattcretl here 
and there, hav« yet procured him from 
the'PubU*.

Hiftory 
of the Jews, which forms by far the 
largefl le£lion in the work $ although we 
fhould be forry to mifs ibme of the ob- 
(ervations on the circumHances that form 
the Jewifh chara^er, particularly thofe 
that direct their literaxy purfuits. 

Our Author animadvei'ts on a pra£lice» 
which heconlidcrs as prevalent, of name- 
lefs writers compoiing books which are* 
from vanity, fathered, by other perfons, 
who, no doubt, pay an extra price 4or 
the gi-atiHcation of their vanity. The 
writers thus employed injuft be men i» 
indifferent circumilances, we are to pre-, 
fume, otherwilc fhey would not facriUce 
the hope of praife for the conveniency of 
money. It is poifible that fuch mtn may 
poffci^ good natural parts as well as ac- 
quired accomplifhments ; of which we 
have an indifputed inltance in Mr* Bad^ 
cock, who is now known to have been 
the author of a great part, at leaft, of 
the Hampton Leflurcs. There is no 
fpecies of compofition that requirea 
greater tafle, judgment, and genius, than 
•to iele6l from an immenle variety of ma- 
terials fuch' particulars as are interefling 
to all times and ag«s, to an-ange them ii| 
a clear order, and, without repetition* 
to involve them* under fublime and af* 
feeling views, in one copious and ma. 
jeflic Itream of narration. Does it r««. 
quire lefs power in the unfortunate wri^ 
ter, who is reduced to the neeeffity of 
cornpofing hiftorical works in the nam» 
of another, under the chilling damps of 
obfcurity and povei'ty, than it would do 
under the genial tnfiui;nce of fortune, and 
the animating hope of approbation and 
applaule? "NVe particulariae hiflortcal 
compofition, becaufe it is to this that: 
our Author chiefly i-cfei-s. But the famq 
qncftion may be put with regard to every 
other fpecies of compolition. It is by 
the compr.£tion it felf, not the circum- 
flanges of the writer, whether ovtf^/MioJii 
or fi£litioufly named, that his merit orde^ 
merit is to be determined. Dr. Johnfoiv 
wi-ote a great variety of pieces^ and, 
^kmong others, fermons, preached, and 
p^haps publilhed, byclcigymcn. And 
he fays« thai « a^ man may write gt aU 
t^meSft and in all humour s» if he wUl fet 
do^^edly. to work i" that is, rouie hi« 
, faculties, intg d^t^c^icrtion i which is cer- 
tainly true i yet Vanrien confidtr* 
anonymous authors^ s|t leafl thole that aie 
empiioyed by others, as totally deflftute 
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farming mechanical book« with me* 
ehaniod pcni (See Vol. II. p. 161— 
164) ; as if fuch writers employed fome 
phyfical povrer in their works> and not 
the ufuai inftrumcnts and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes ot rrafoning* 
and the ufuai laws of the aflbciation of 
ideas. Prccifeiy on the (ame ground be 
mi^t reprefent as mere machines the 
Boft renowned Pleaders before Courts 
of Judicature) whofe fubje^s, in general, 
«re none of their own chufing. Tht 
tbrurdity of Vaorien in this matter is not 
gteater than the petulance o( joining a 
▼ulgar cry againft men who are forced 
to write for t^ead } who may* pdlifolj, 
ttoflefs as great powers as thole who write 
for htot. Nay, if what he fays be true, 
that there are perfons in London who can' 
write with phufibility on any fubjc^, 
«* in funftiint or in ram/* the prdump- 
fion is clearly in favour of the poor and 
laborious writer. 

The ftriHures of Vaurien on this dafs 
of wriurs will fall with the lefs weight, 
that it is evident he is not a man of eda« 
Nation, but unacquainted even with the 
(tommon divlfions of fciencc, as appears 
^rom his fneers at the recommendations 
of a certain wiiter in the Reviewii of 
the Study of << Univerfal or Philoso- 
puicalGilammar f* words which he 
lepre^nts as « Imintelligiblc, though 
fumidabie, confuting, and alarming* '(See 
Vol. n. p. 164). Is , this bold Critic 
to be informed, that philofophical gram- 
inar, br tonncAing words with ideas, 
ideas with the principles and operations 
hi. the mind, and thefe again with the 
^opsrties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful field of fpeculation, 
mnd gives preciiion to the ftyk, as well as to 
the fentiments of an author ? The Philofo.

^iculirly in his obfcrvations oij the ab- 
ttr^H meaning of the Particles. 
But we v^ere x»ot furpriied to &^ our 



Author, though pofleflcd of lively ptrfsf 
and a knowledge of the world, uoac- 

Jiuainted with the exigence of focb % 
cience as Philofophical, after perceiving 
his ftvquent errors againft Englifii Grani- 
mar.—Exaroples 1 " Mr. Jufticc, who 
[whom} I do not namc,'^ Vol. I. p. i7» 
** She was refolved to vifit two kinds of 
perfons j IM, thofe m/hp (bt did know ; 
and, fecondly, thofe who flie did not 
know,'* Vol. I. p. 269. The nominative 
who is \ifcd inffead of the accufative wioii 
throughout the whole of thefe volumes.

He is, however, very imper- 
fe^ly acquainted with the fcicnces, and 
the general principles commotf to all fct- 
ence. He dees not ieem to haye had Che 
adyanta^of a good education. Thoogh \ 
a judicious aid humorous ol^ervcr so 
the ways of men, he is by no no^s fitte<( 
to defcribe the Literature and Philolbphy ] 
of the times. We tuve farther to «id. ' 
thathefeems, in very many ioAanceS} 'i 
we rightly gtiefs his allufions, which ar^ | 
indeed very obvious, to pay more fcgard 
to the eff«61 he wifhes to product on M 
iflfcfHons and' emotions of Kie reader^ 
than either to matter of fa£^, or candour 
of jtidgnMnt. Yet^ on die whole, it ii 
but 'juftice to Vaurien to fay, that 
though he is no great Critic in either 
Phtl^ophy ot Literature, and ahhoogh 
there is fcarcelyany naturall>ond of'coA- 
ne6tioir between the numerous fa^s and 
fancies he has heaped together, he JSy 
nevetthelefs, an intelligent, entcrtainiag^ 
tud Infkrtaivt writft«

city. Ctrl airly it agrees with an cja- 
nion vety generally itcci^ied in tbi^ \il. 
bgcs oi* this country with rcfpcft to the 
dLiucjitc bfiSy of which no npprehtn- 
fit.n is entertained by the eliaMiilicd in- 
habitants oi the manC^, by which their 
little colony is prote^ed, as it is i^rcl? 
known, even when much diUvrbed» to 
violate the laws of hofpitality.

and inilandy diicovered thc^iacur^icatiie 
by the return of a vulture to the gallows^ 
tt^ho perclicd upon it, as if he meant td 
difpute with me for this fealt of carrion | 
wiuch bird, having alrtady picked out 
one of the eyet, had fled al my firl( ap* 
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praach, ihdy ftrlking the flrall with its 
talons as it tpok its iiiddcn fli|^ht, occa- 
ioocd the motion already dcicribed. I 
tUJl now only add, that this poor wretch^ 
after livinf near fix hours , had been 
klKKked on the head by the cpmmiienit- 
ing centinel, the marks of whole mulket 
wne perfe^ily vifibU by a large open fnc^-

Our Author mentlont a euftom often 
firaftifed at Surinam by thofe who can, 
afford it, of bathing young children in 
Madeira wine and water j and that his 
little buy was Inunerled in this liauid by 
tne fftnerous hfffpitality of a friend « Thie 
fealSna for this praSice» fo ftrange to an 
EuropeaHy he does not declare ; perhaps 
he dcca not know : b\U the iiame cuitom

M related by Plutaich in hit Life of Ly- 
curgus \ and be alfo gives this reafon tor 
it ;'• « They fuppoied,*' fays ho, " that 
10k ablution in this mixture dctcnnined 
the ilrcneth or weaknefs of the in t ant's 
cunftitution^ which, if it were deftrctive, 
wo^ld, in conlequcDCe of fueh a hath, dry 
and pine away ) hut if heaUhtui^ wtoUlU 
become heartier and luftier.'* 

Sotnuch having been faid in thefe ex- 
tract concerning Joanna and her iittle 
^y^ the reader will, probably, not 
be untnttrefted ia whut remains to be 
toki of her hiltory, though the eataftrophe 
bt nielancholy. Capt. $. on quitting 
Surinam for ever, >wifhcd to take with 
him to £urope his faithful companion ; 
but, notwithttandtne her ardent affe^ton 
forhica»his iitieaties were inefft«^^ual.

^efedebrwas Itiil undiichari^ed, and a

ed from the firit rank among her own 
claA in Attierica to an hV'T}->le and con- 
lemptthle condition in Europe, over- 
balanced every motive of love and ten- 
derncfs placed in the oppolitc fcale, 
Ciptaio S. leftGuiam on the lil of April 
\m^ In the flimth of Auguft 1713 
he received themelabchoiy tidings, that 
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M DIDEROT, and fome literary 
• friends^ ainnfed themCelves 
with praAifing ii pleafant artiAce upon 
the Marouis dt Croilmare^ one of their 
ibeJety, who had lately retired from Paris 
t^ his country re6dence in Normandy, 
Thif gentlemani a perlbo of Angular hu« 



en the 5th of November prceeding) bis 
beloved miftrefs expired, as tome iulpeft- 
cd by poilbit admiuiftf^ by the band 
of jealoufy and envy, on account ot her 
profperity, and the marks of diftin^Hoi | 
which her ftiperior merit had attrafled. 1 
Her adoptea mother Mrs. Godefroy, 
who beoewed her remains with tears, 
ordered her to be tnteircd undei" the grove 
of orangt-treca wlicrt Ibe bad lived. 
Her boy was fent to the Captain, with a 
bill of near two hundred pounds, his o«m 
property, by hia inheritance from his me* 
ther.

Though Captain S *8 parttality for a 
race of beings with whom he was fo ten- 
derly connej^ed induced him to eoHed, 
as it appears to us, with more diligence 
than caution, iuftaqces oi' the opprelfion 
which they arc faid to endure, yet, every 
reaibnable allowance being made, there 
can be no queftion that much unnecelE- 
ry evil exilts in tliis fyftera of iervitudc* 
rcwtr will always ht abufed by fome, 
when not circumlcribed by /an; ^ but the 
Legtjlmibf (hould dwell fn the country 
for whofe benefit his regulations are de- 1 
figned, and be acquainted with the^r- J 
iudtie$ and wants of its inhabitaiiti. 
Inaccuracies in the ftile of this work oc- 
cur here and there, which vfe have mark- 
ed with it/9i4cs in our extnAs. Thetc 
may well be pardoned in a foidier and a 
traveller, who, as he teHs us, was often 
corapell<^ to write his oblenrations with 
a pencil on his cartrid^fs^or on a ^Uoih- 
e J hone* Their novelty aiid variety ^Uie 
abundant compenfation for any gnmnu- 
tical irregularities $ and after all the ex- 
ceptions of faltidious criticifm, there ire 
tew readers who will not be grarihed bv 
Capt. Stedman^s narrative.

How often, in. the tumult of my ideas» 
have I fuddenly got up and refolved to 
put an end to my fufferings ! What pre- 
vented me } Why did I then prefer la- 
mentation, crying aloud, trampling my 
veil under my feet, tearing my hair, uA 
materatirtg my face with my nails ?" 

After t variety of unhowd-of periectt- 
tions and hardihips, our Hun is removed 
to another convent, where (he experienceo 
as extraordinary kindneis. The Superior^ 
however, is repreCentcd as irregular toA 
carelifs inkier difiiplnie^milkentious tnher 
morals. lo coitfc^quence of 4i&ppoint« 
ment in an improper attachment to the 
heroine of the ftory, (h€ becomes infane, 
and dies the terrible viAim of guilt and 
defpair. The Nun is fbon after accufed 
otp>rtrry by an aged and fuperftitifws Su* 
perior, who fVicMedi, and who beltevet 
her predeceffor to have bees deluded and 
deflroyed by it. The old vexations and 
perfecutione are rehewod, and theATi^wit 
^fuaded by a young beuediiiine to elope 
from the houfe. By his ailiftance ihe fuc* 
ceeds in her fcheme j and after repelling 
fome attempts which he makes on her vir* 
tue in their flight, finds herielf at laA 
with a Madame Maeyn^ from whoie houfe 
her correfpondence with the Marquis dg 
Croifmare commences. 

Of all the eftablifhments of which 
France has been deprived^ none will be 
lefs regretted than \\%monaJticinflitutionsm 
Tht good they may have once generated 
has pafled away for ever j and they could 
only be the feata of fyrmnnical dominioMt 
thfe mtrferi^s of iudfiifnce and aptuby.

'' this oracle of human wifdoiin, 
" expounds the curfe of the Prophet, 
't Pluet fuper cos laqueos,** aod \\ hich 
are more than (hewers of hail and rain 
to cattle, for they fall upon, men." 
The fcverity, indeed, no lefs than the 
muhitude of thofe fnarts to mankind^ 
are to be much complained of in this 
country, fecond, as Lord Bacon fays, 
to no other country in Europe for good 
laws. Upwards of one hundred and 
fixty crimes are puniihed with death in 
our Criminal Code ; that punifhment, 
of all terrible things the moft -terrible 
(according to an Ancient)^ is infli&ed 
equally on him who deftroys the image 
of his Creator, and on him who cuts 
a hop-bine. Our Legiflators feem* like 
Draco, to have written their laws with 
human blood» and to have regarded the 
life of a man in no higher eflimation 
than the appendage of a plant. Againft 
thiir difproLiortion of criitae topunifliment 
many per (on s have infilled; thei virtu- 
ous Sir Thomas More, the eloquent 
Dr. Johnfon, the learned Sir William 
Blackftone, and the experienced and 
benevolent Mr. Colquhoun *. Amidft 
the many reforms that have been pro- 
jcdled in Parliament, none furely would 
do more honour to it, and perform 
more fcrviceto thofe from whom it de- 
rives its power, than a reform of our 
renal Statutes ; Statutes but too often 
made, as Lord Bacon (ays, upon the 
fpur of the occafinn, and without that 
general reference to the difpoiition of 
man^ without which no great good can 
tver be effcdcd. Hence many crimes 
go unpuniih.cd from the feverity of the 
punifl&ment ; profecution changes its 
oamc verv properly into that of perfe. 
cution. Many great crimes, as breach 
of truft, incur no puniflimentatail. 

It would furely be wife and humane 
in the Legiflaturc to interfere in this 
chaos of kgsl and of moral confufiont 
and to appoint CommiiTtoners to reduce 
into a general fyftem of Criminal Law 
a code of offences and of puniihments 
tba m^y bear their proper proportion to 
cacu other, and to whofe afliltance the 
moll Learned Judges and the moA excel- 
lent practical Magillrates (hall be called. 
The time and the pains bcifowcd upon

Art. I. 

THERE ihall be Peace, Fricndfliip, 
andGood Underftandine between the 
PrtncbRepublic andPope Pius theVIch 

If. The Pope Vevokcs all adhefion, 
gffi&^nce. and concclfion^ oj^cn or fecrct, 
gi\cn by him to the Coaliiion armed 
againft the French Republic, and to 
every Treaty of AlHancc, OiTenfivc and 
Dcfeofivc, with whatever Power it may 
be. He engager hirafclf not to fur- 
nifli, either for theprcfcntor any future 
war, to any Power armed againft the 
French Republic, any fuccours in men, 
Ibips, arms, warlike ftorcs, or provifions 
of money, under any title or denomina- 
tion whatever. 

IJI. His Holincfs toll di(b.md, with- 
in five days after the ratification of the 
prefcat Treaty, the troops of the new 
foimation, retaining only the regiments 
exifting before the Treaty of Armiftice 
figncd at Bologna. 

IV. The ihips of war or corfairs of 
the Powers armed againft the French 
Republic fiiall not enter, or at leaft (hall

V. The French Republic fliall con- 
tinue to enjoy, as before the War, all

and difqualifications, which an Aft of 
Parliament only could remove. H? held 
t Bill in his hnnd for that purpofe, to 
which hii Majcfly had gracioufly alfcnt- 
ed, and he moved co bring it in ; which 
btioj granted, the Bill was read a firft 
aDd(econd time, and ordered to be en* 
grolTed.

MONDAY, MARCH 6. 
THANKS TO SIR JOHN JERVIS. 

Earl Spcnceir, in a fpccch of the high- 
eft panegyric on the late important vic- 
tory over the Spaniards, moved, *• That 
the thanks of the Houi'e ihouid be 
conveyed by the Lord Chancellor to Sir 
John Jervis,for his brilliant and decided 
victory over the Spanifli fleet, on the 
J^xh of February 1797." 

The Duke of Bedford hoped Mint- 
Aecs had it in contemplation to move 
for fpme more fik»nal mark of grain ude 
to him; he sUo thought the prcfent 
mocion not worded fufficiently (Irong 
to convey to pofteriiy that this was 
more than an ordinary victory. He 
fuggefted, therefore, that the words 
" To greatly fuperior in number" (hould 
be inferted after the words <* Spapifh 
«cet.- 

Lord Spencer had no ohjcftion to the 
introdudion of any words which the 
Houfe were inclined to think would 
more ftrongly ezprefs their fenfe of his 
fcrvice. 

The Duke of Clarence bore tcftinio- 
ny to the merits of Sir John Jerv^s*; 
wvc feveral inftances, from his own 
Knowledge, of the excellent ftatc and 
difciphnt m which the men and (hips 
Were invariably kfpt which were under 
^ commands and« without meaning 



the flighteft offence to any other, hefi* 
tatcd not to declare him the very beft 
Office r in his Majefty's fervice. 

Lord Guildford approved of the in* 
troduftion of the wdrds, as highly ne» 
ceflTary to diflinguilh a fervice that was, 
perhaps, the very falvation of the coun« 
try i it was the moft fignal viAory we 
had ever atchieved ; and he hoped ic 
would ever remain fo, for he hoped no 
BritiAi fleet would ever again be left to 
engage fo great a fupcriority. 

Lord Spencer, with much warmth* 
contended againft fuch a refponfibilUf 
being thrown upon his (ituation al rha( 
a Briiifti fq uadron fliould never have to 
contend wjth a fuperior force :-*he bad 
in thib inftancc, as he fliould in •very 
other, fupplicd the Admiral with every" 
fupportic was in the power of the coun- 
try to enable him to do. ' ' 

Lord Hood paid many complimenta 
to the abilities and valour of Sir John % 
he laid, it appeared as if the gallant Ad- 
miral was aware that fome great at^ 
chievemcnt was neceffary to difpel our 
preferit gloom, and therefore, conftdent 
in the valour, fpirit, and difcipliue of 
the OfTicen and men whom he had in 
command, he boldly hazarded a rifk 
which could only be equalled by bis 
fucccfs J no compliment, in his opinion, 
the Houfe could payi would more ihati 
counterbalance the fervice the country 
Jiad received. 

After a variety of obfervationson the 
fubje£t, it was at length agiccd, that 
the motion, with the amendment of 
g}Y,At fuperiority of the Spanifli fleet 
fhouUfbe adopted: and the thanks of 
the Houfe to Sir John Jcrvis, and to 
the Flag Officers, mentioning them by 
name, and the Captains, Officers, and 
Seamen of the vidtorious fleet, were 
voted. 

CAUSB OP THR LATE ORDER QF 
COUNCIL. 

The Duke of Bedford, after a long 
fpccch, n..>ved, •* That a Seleft Coro- 
tpittec, of nftcen Peers, be appointed to 
enq^ire into (be caufei for iltuing the 
Oi vlcr in Counpil of tlie i6ih of Februa- 
ry lalt. Digitized by Vj^^^>»V , 
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Lord Grenvillc did not objcft to the 
appofntment of a Commiuee, cdnvinced, 
the mere the matter was invefttgatcd, 
the more it would be \o the credit 
of the Bank. ; but he could not agree 
to its being an open Committee ; there* 
fore he moved to leave out the word 
Sf>edal^ and infert the word Secret in 
its ftead. 

The Duke of Bedford ftrongly con- 
tended agatnft this« upon the ground 
that, fo far from its being likely to be 
fati»fa£tory' to the public, it would hit 
jconfidered as a mockery, and add to the 
abrm. 

Lord GrenTiHe's amendment was 
then put and agreed to ; after which he 
moved that the Committee be appointed 
by ballot.-— Carried by a Majority 

THURSDAY, MARCH 16. 

31ie Earl of Albemarle rofe to make 
his promifed motion on the Naval De- 
fence of Ireland. His Lordlhip en- 
tered into a copious detail of the naval 
operations, as well on the part of the 
enemy as the Bririfli fleets, refpe£tine 
the attempt on Ireland, from the period 
of the French fleet quitting Brcft, until 
the time of Lord Bridport*s return to 
Portfniouth ; and, from the whole, 
he ari^ucd, that ncglcd and mifmanage- 
mcnt on the part ef the Britifli, were 
the C2iui)cs why the enemy's fleet did not 
fall into our hands. He concluded by 
moving, '* That this Houfe d6 refolve 
irftlf into a Committee to inquire into 
the meafurcs tukcn for the prorcftion 
of Ireland by a naval force, on the late 
attempt of invafion," 

On the queflion being put from the 
IVoolfack, 

Earl Spencer, in an argumentative 
fpctch of coDfidtrable length, replete 
with nautical detail, fucccfsfuliy replied 
to the Noble Earl. He rcflcd with con- 
fidence on the dcciiion of the Houfe, 
tonfcious that the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from caufes out 
pf the reach of human controul. He 
flood acquitted to himfclf. — He could 
pot command what depended on the 
weather and the elements. — Could any 
pf rfon be found who could combat and 
loutroul ihel'c irrcfiflihie opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully rcfign the 
inanagcmcnt of the BritiHi Navy, and 
\v<^uUi rejoice at the circumftance . for 
hrs pr*rt, he had made the bcft ufe of 
iht- means cntrufted to hi» hands, and 
ciT'.ploycd -them in fuch a manner as a 
fcnfr of duty, and the fafetyand honoiif 
pt ikt couiiiry, hadUiduud. 



Lord Hood oppofed the motion, 
which he thought might be productive 
of much milchicf. without tnfwering 
any good purpofe. Inftead of tbefe 
kinds of difputes, if all parties would 
cordially unite in fupport of Govero- 
menty he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours would be fycceGf ul, aod that 
w« fliould obtain a fafe and honourable 
peace. 

Earl Fitzwiliiam confidercd the in> 
quiry as neceflary, to fatisfy the people 
of Ireland that the defence of^ their 
country was not a fceondary confldera- 
tion, and that the fecurity of England 
was not fo much preferred to it, that 
their fliorcs were left unprotected, whea 
an atuck from an enemj was reafona* 
bly to be ezpeded. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fafety of Ireland having been ne- 
g leaked, it had been the objc^ of {nrti« 
cular attention. 

Earl Carliile, Marquis of Abercorn, 
Earl Moira, the Duke of Bedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfdowne, fupported 
the motion. After whicK the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle's motioo. 
— Contents, 145 Proxy, i i in all, 15 s 
»Non- Contents, 74} Proxies, 20 ; in 
all, 94 5 Majority, 79. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 21. 

Earl Moira rofe to bring forward a 
motion on the flate of Ireland. He ki 
out with admitting the apparent delica- 
cy of the quefliou, and with anticipat- 
ing the various objections which might ] 
be urged ag\inlt hh p'^opofition ^ he 
allowed the propriety of the fcparate 
and independent Lcgiilatures of both 
kingdoms adhering to the coo flit utional 
bounds prefcribed to them in particu- 
lar cafes, and was aware of the allow- 
able jealuufy which, on fuch occafions, 
fliould be entertained by either ; but 
fuch a line of reafoning could not apply 
to the prefent occafion. He contended 
that, when an urgent neccifity arofe, 
\vhcncircumflances took place in which 
the general fafety or welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
it was necelTary, that either«the one or 
the other ihould boldly ftep forward, 
and| with manly opcnnefs,a\ow itsfen- 
timents in fuch a manner a^ to evince to 
the public the purity of its motives, and 
fhat it was on great and obvious grounds 
of public utility alone that its interference 
was offered. His Lord (hip then roored, 
•* That an humble Addrefs be prtfent- 
cd to his Majcfty, imploring his pater- 
tia{ and beuf^irt^cnt intervention to re-

On the queiUon being put. 

Lord GrenviUe rofe.— Hit Lord (hip 
began by regretting the abfence of his 
Noble and Learned FrJcnd (the Chan- 
ceiior), from y^hofe experience and abi- 
lities their .Lordikipt would receive 
much atliftance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl who brought forward the 
motion might conceive he had very 
firooggruunds to proceed on, or he would 
not have urged their Lordihips to en- 
tertain fuch a very objectionable propo- 
finon; a propofition which would in 
effed'go to violate the folcsin contra^ 
made between the Legiflators of Great 
Britain and Ireland, to tear afunder the 
bonds of union between the two coun- 
tries, and to ftrike at the very founda*. 
tions of the Britiih Einpire. His Lord- 
iiiip deemed the propoted call upon hi$ ' 
Majefty to be at ieaft highly fuper- 
iuous ; there was no need of imploring 
bis paternal intervention ( the whole 
tenor of his condu6i towards Ireland 
fliewed there was no neceility for urg- 
ing hinu Rerpe6lingthe fubjeA of the 
feparation of the Lcgiflative Powers of 
the two countries, and confirming the 
jadepcndcncc of that oflrelandyhisLord* 
fiiipwenc into an hiftorical detail. The 
bubsefs was firft taken ud about 14. 
years ago, aAd he recited the different 
conceffions which were made with this 
Tkw, in the order in which they took 
place :— the renunciation of her claims 
on the part of Great Britain, the repeal 
of the 6th of George I. and the lub- 
fcqacnt indulgences which were grant- 
td to the Irilh in matters of Conftitution- 
aland commercial regulation; thefe were 
granted to that nation by the moll foletnn 
Aas of the Britiih Parliament, and 
againft all thefc, he mufl contend, the 
Noble Earl's prnpdfition dire6lly mill- 
uted. On this ground it was that he 
prtncipaJly oppofed it, and he would 
trouble their Lordfhips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
notion his decided negative. 

Earl Fitzwilliam fpoke in favour of 
the motion. He confidered theprefent 
u a aafe of cxiecncy affecting the 
^eareft intcreft^ of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Legiflature or the one addreflTing 
their common Sovereign to inferpofc 
ind remedy thofc gri&Vttnces which fo 
fenoufly threatened both. 



TheEarl of Liverpool exprefled fait de- 
cided difapprobation of the Motion. He 
confidered the adoption of it atdirc^lf 
trenching upon the Leg\flative indepen* 
dence of Ireland, as it was clearly a 
matter of internal regulation. 

TheMarquis of Lanfdowne fupported 
the Motion* 

The C^ueftion being called for» the 
Houfe divided on Lord Moirk's nnotion. 
Contents, 20 j Prosttes, i— Non-Con - 
tents^ys \ Proxies, 20. Majority againft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY,* MARCH S}. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make hia 
promifed motion for a Negociation for 
peace.— *He prefaced it with a very 
ihort Addrefs, in which he referred, in 
general terms, to what he ailedged to 
be the didrefifed fttuation of the coun- 
try, and the neceffity that exifted for a 
ipeedy pacification, in order to fave it* 
—He alfo cenfured the condud of Mi- 
nifters with regard to the late Negocia- 
tion for peace, and contended for their 
infiocerity on the occafion ; at the fame 
time, he infifted on the fincerity and 
earned wi(hes of the French Go* 
vernment to terminate the Negociation 
amicably. — ^Hethenmo^ed an Addrefa 
to his Majefty, of confiderable lengthy 
and embracing a variety of topics. — The 
leading features of the propoHtion were 
to the following effect : — The fituatioa 
of the country was fet forth as em bar- 
raffed in fuch a manner, that the fpeed y 
reftoratiott of peace was eifential to its 
prefer vation and welfare. The general 
bad condu6^ of Minifters was infifted 
on, and particularly in the affair of the 
late negociati<«n for peace, in which 
their infincerity was obvious. At the 
fame time, the good-wiihes of the 
French Dire Aory for peace were no Itfs 
evident ; and thefe points were illuftrar^ 
ed by copious quotations. The pro- 
pofed Addrefs then referred to ConAitu- 
tiunal topics, and urged the propriety of 
reftoring to Englishmen the ancient and 
free Conftitution of their country, as the 
bcft means of infuring perman«:nt prof* 
perity. Above all, the necelfity of 
peace was infifted on, and his M^jcfly 
was implored to ordir fieps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefe def:rable 
ends, &:c. 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord GrenviUe obfervcd, that it was 

totally uunecefifary to reply in any detaiJ 

to the very extraordinary ftring of pro- 

pofitions their Lordfhips had juft heard. 
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V^ith rcfpe£t to the prominent feature 
in the rootion-»tbat which rerpc6^cd the 
Nteociation for peace, it was a fubje^^ 
>vhich the Houfe had recently difcuITed, 
and Tolcmnly decided. In this view he 
vfoutd movey that the Addreis of their 
Lordihips on that occafion, namely, of 
the 30th of December laft|be read : thU» 
he o^fcrved, conuincd every itecelfary 
argument againft that part of the mo* 
tion ; and it would be ieen» that, fo far 
from the Negociation being terminated 
by this country, it was mroicntly %nd 
abruptly broken off by the Government 
of France. 

The Addrefs above me ntioped was 
accordingly read by the Clerk ; on 
which 

The Duke of Norfolk rofc.— He ob- 
fcnred, thai the circumftance of their 
Lordihips having come to fuch a deci. 
fion, even allowing it to have been una- 
nimous ;^nd juft, was certainly no rea> 
fon why they fliould not con fide r and 
deliberate upon the fubjeft again when 
occalion required. He contended, that 
the infinccrity of Miniflers was appa- 
rent i and he had no hope of an ade- 
quate peace, until the negociation of it 
^as entruAed to abler and wifcr perfoos. 
He reprobated the idea of making the 
cefiion of Belgium by France ^ Jim qua 
Mon in the Negociation : if that was in- 
filled upony we never fliould have peace* 

The Earl of Morton faid, he deemed 
it incumbent on him to refill the motion, 
vrith a view to the confiHency and dig- 
nity of the pt:ooeedin^s of the Houle, 
and prefTed the Houfe to recollect, that 
the French had not only broken off the 
Negociation for peace, but originally 
commenced the war— we were not the 
aggrelfors* 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne faid, 
lie certainly would fupport the motion. 



A late decifion of the Houfe on tdefob* 
je£t was no ground that they (hould not 
take it up again $ and it would hardly 
be deoica hinii that the prcfent alarm- 
ing (late of the country did render 
fuch difcttflion necelfary. His Lordihip 
generally cenfured the conduct of Mi* 
nifters with refped to the late Negotia- 
tion, and concluded with afferting, that 
the fituation of this country was as well 
known in France as it was in En- 
gland. 

The Earl of Guildford faid, he 
would fupport the motion* as he would 
every other proportion that had a ten- 
dency to the re-eftabliibment of peace. 

Earl Spencer thought the adoption 
of the motion, inftead of accelerating 
peace, would retard it. It would, in 
tffi;6l, be holding out to France and to 
Europe, that we were wiliing to make 
peace upon any terms. 

The Earl of Carlifle was decidedly 
again ft the motion. He was furprifcd 
to hear the (inccrity of Minifters in their 
wi flies for peace doubte<f. He faw no 
poflible reafoa why they fliould be other- 
wife. 

Lord Grenville entered into a very 
able and fpirited reply, and fucctfsfuily 
refuted the various arguments which 
had been urged in favour of the motion; 
after which the qucftion was called fori 
and the Houfe divided — For the motiooi 
16 ; Proxy, t.**Againft it, 52 ; Prox- 
ies, 19.— Mnjority, 54. 

FRIDAY, MARCH t^* 

The Royal AFcnt was given by Com* 
miffton to the Marine Mutiny Bill, the 
Land TaaCommiiConers Bill, together 
with ten private Bills. 

The different Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their relpe^ive fta^^es, 
and their Lordihips adjuurned till Mon- 
day.

The Houfc then refolvcd itfclf into a 
Committee on the Bill for permitring 
the Bank uf England to iflfue notes un- 
der the value or five pounds; tlie re- 
poR was immediately t>rnught up, read 
« firft and fecondtime, and agreed to.— 
Upon the queftion being put and carried 
that the Bill be engroSed, 

Mr. Pitt obfcrved, that the ftatc of 
the public intereft re<}uired that rhc 
Bill Ihould be read a third time on that 
night, yet he had no objc£lio^ that fume 
more time ihould be given for its con- 

fideration. Bill ordered to be en- 

grofled. 

Mr. Fox then moved, " That a Com-

MONDAY, MARCH 6. 
HfGR PRICE OF BUTCHERS MEAT. 

Mr. Mainwaring rofe to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje6^. It ap. 
peared, that the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the practices 
of joobers, who went round the coun- 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them* and fometimes went through 
three or four hands before they reached 
the market. The lafl of thefc jobbers 
fent them to London, with a flxed price 
on their heads, contrary to the practice 
of the grazier, who w6uld fell them for 
the price of the day It was in evidence 
before the Committee lad Seflions, that 
one of thtfe jjh^^Md gained ra the 
N n fpring 
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rpriog of 1795 no lefs than xoool. and 
there were a variety of inftances where 
they had cleared other confiderable fums. 
More recently they had gone into the 
farther pra£lice of buying up lean cattle 
from 'the breeders, and felling them 
again to the graziers*— *The carcafe 
Vmchert alfo, loftead of purchafing cat- 
tle in Smithfieidy met them at the dif- 
tance of feme miles, and purchafed half 
the fupply intended for the London 
market. Sroithfteld market was thus 
made to appear thin. It might be faid 
that there were already laws to prevent 
this; but the pfefent mode of profecutiou 
was fo expenfive and dilatory* it fub- 
jeded a complainant to fo much attend- 
ance, firil, before a Grand Jury, and 
then at the Afljzes, that offenders were 
feldom fuedy nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. The Houfe would, of courfc, 
be very cautious when they were called 
upon to interfere with any trade ; but 
they would br alfo careful to chcnib the 
labouring claiTcs, which were the true 
fupporters of our national importance 
and wealth. The report was tht.n read ; 
after which Mr% Mainwaring movcil for 
leave to bring in a Bill for n>ore elfec- 
tually preventing the foreftalling, en- 
grofiingy and regrating of live cattle. 

Mr. Alderman Combe fcconded the 
motion. 

Leave was given, and Mr. Main- 
waring and Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered to brin^ in the Bill* 

The order of the day being read for 
%he commitment of the Q^^kcrs Bill,. 
Mr. Picrrcpoint oi.j'6tcd to the Speak- 
er's leaving the Chaif ; the Bill, which 
he had maturely confidered» being, in 
his opinion* fraught with ddngerous 
eonfequencts. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair thought that all 
the objections to the Bill might be re- 
moved in thir Committee. He then went 
over his former argument! in defence 
of it. 

The Solicitor General repeated his 
objections, contending that the Bill went 
to pick the pocket of one m«ri, to re- 
lieve the pretended fcruples of anather's 
confcience. The confcientious part of 
the QuakerSf whom he much eftecmed, 
did not defire the BUI. 

Mr. Jcflferys, of Poole, faid a few 
words for the Bill, and Mr. Hobhoufe 
and the Attorney General oppofed it ; 
after which the Houfe divided ; for the 
Speaker*s leaving the Chair 12.— Again ft 
it 28. 



On a fubfeqnent roocioOy the fonto 
coniideration of the Bill was poftpoac4 
to that day three months. 

THURSPAY, MARCH ^. 

The Order of the Day for ukingthe 
Reports of the Committee of Secrecy 
into confideration being read^ 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob- 
fer.ved» that the Repartt related to two 
particular accounts ; one, the copipe- 
tency of the Funds to defray the out- 
(landing engagements o£ the Bank ; and 
the other, the necefllty of coDtinuiag 
and confirming the Order of Council oa 
the 16th of February laft. in regard to 
an enquiry in Parliament, heconfidered 
it as a proper and neccfl*ary meafure,be- 
caufe the Houfe and the Public would 
thereby have an opportunity of feeingi 
that it was not without a due fenfe of the 
neceflity, that Government hsd luf- 
pended the further payments of the 
Bank in fpecie, bccaufe, if the Bank 
had caHi enough to allid the public, it 
was impoiCble that their ultimate fecQ- 
rity (hould not be eflablifhcd on clear 
ground*. He ihould take the gcntral 
fenfe of the Houfe on the neceifitfof 
continuing the reftri£tion ; and after- 
wards, he Ihould wifh to have the real 
Atu«tion and refources.of the country 
enquired into; the prclTure of the pre* 
ftnt burdens, and the probable effefil 
of new oncb ; the meafurts moft impor- 
tant for the prefervation of the public 
fafcty, and the eStCt of the meafarti 
hithc rto adopted. He was folicitous for 
a firm and candid invc(tigaiion iotoal) 
thcfe (ubjedts ; and having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by lubmittinghi^ 
firft motion^ ** Th-tt it be an Inftru6tioa 
to the Chairman of the Committee t« 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to con^rm the refiriflions iinpofed 
by an Order qf Council of the 26th of 
February la ft on the payment of fpecie 
by the Bank for a limited time." 

Mr. Fox began by ftatingt that be 
cou'd not coincide in the meafure pro- 
pofed of guaranteeing the notes iffued 
by the Bank | for it tended to cement 
Government and the Bank ; and every 
thing that went to unite diftindt fuac* 
tions in the public department, was, ia 
his opinion, a great and additional cala-, 
mity to the nation* Any Minifter wbo 
advifed^is Majefty to prorogue his Par 
liaroent until public credit was refiored, 
Ihould it laft for five years, oaeht, in his 
apinion, to be impeached. Mr. Fox, 
atter reviewing the neceffity of the mea- 
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furek which led to the Order of Coun- 
cil*i which he termed not only a breach 
of faith, but an a6t of robbery, pro- 
ceeded to ftate his objeftions tu the ap- 
pointment of a Secret Committte to en- 
qatre into the caufes of the ntcelfuy. 
He declared he fliould oppofe going into 
a Secret Committee by bal!ot| convinced 
as he was« from the experience of many 
years, that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if a6lually appuinced by 
the Miniftcr. 

Sir J. Sinclair objeCled to the word 
cwfirtn, as tending to give a legtdative 
faodion to the Order of Council- 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word, than to give a 
ireai force and credit to a meafure 
which the Committee had declared to 
be neccffary. 

The queftion, ** that leave be given 
to bring in the Bill,'* was then put and 
carried without a divifion. 

7KIDAY, MARCH 10* 
THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no* 
ttce, brought forward his motion on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con«- 
fidcrable length, he entered upon a ge- 
neral review of the relative fuuation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub* 
lie; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion ; pointed out the critical ftate of 
public credit ; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he confidered as the' 
prelude to national infolvency, and as 
IQ opiate io a fever ; and concluded by 
moving as a refolution, '* That it is the 
opinion of the Houfe, that immediate 
fteps ought to be taken to enableGovern- 
ment to dtfcharge the fum of x x,6lt6,oool. 
or a pare due from it to the Bink.'* 

Mr. Grey fcconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar- 
gumcatik of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
concluded with moving the previous 
qaeftioo. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt. 
I Mr. Fox fupporied the motion of his 
flra.

MONDAY, MAtCH 13. 
SINECURL PLACES AND PENSIONS. 

Mr. HarriTon called the attention of 
the Bonfe to a fubjeA of no fmall inte«. 

Pft and importance to the country, at a 
riod when the public expenditure fo 
r cxceedaU the incomt chat there ap.i 



peared hardly a poflibilitv of fupportiiig 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which thi» calamitous war had giveu 
rife. The public burdens, he faid, were 
not merely occafioned by the war ex* 
penditure; they were materially ia- 
creafed by the ere£tion o^ new ofSces, 
and the profulion and prodigality of Mi- 
nifters in every department, for the be- 
nefit of their latellites and dependanti. 
This prodigality ought to acoufe the 
jcaloufy and indignation of the Guar* 
dians of the Public Purfe. If theprefenc 
fyftem of corrupt influence was not 
checked quietlv within the walls of this 
Houfe, it would be done tumultuouHy 
without. By that new-fangled monfter 
called Confidencty the offspring of a too* 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were the 
difculiions and deliberations of the Houfe 
influenced, and to this andue influence 
was to be afcribedthat train of accumu- 
lated burdens which were To grievoufly 
felt by the country. He then mention- 
ed a few places and fees, not amounting 
to any confiderable fum, which he wish- 
ed to be applied to public purpoi'es 1 
among them were the (alary of the third 
Secretary of State, which he flatcd ac 
5oooU a year^ and certain fees* ariiing 
Irom Contingent Bills in the War de- 
partment, amounting to about 550,000!. 
He animadverted on the profligacy of 
Adminiflration, and the diflreffes of the 
Public from the confcquent agcumula* 
tion of taxes, and concluded by moving, 
as a refolution, '* That the extent of 
fupplies voted to Government fince 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes lipoa 
the people, made it incumbent upon 
the Houfe to enquire, Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may ifot 
produced by the abulicion of certain 
luperfluous offices, penfions, and ex- 
orbitant fees, and likcwife what giv- 
ing may accrue from an ceconomical 
reform in the public expenditure.*' 
Lord W. RufTel feconded the motion* 
Mr. Pitt, after alluding to fome irre- 
levant ebfervations made by the mover 
and feconder of the motion, remarked, 
that the mover, appeared to have two 
different objects in view ; the firfl rela- 
tive to the making retrenchmeott, and 
corredtingprofufion in the eflablifhcd 
offices of Government, and in flnecurc 
places und penfions—the fecond to an 
enquiry into the ftate of the national ex- 
penditure, and propofing a check 00 the 
expences of the ftate. This latter was 
already comprehended in a refolution 
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which had paflcd the Hoafe, to enquire 
Into the finaocet of the country, and to 
conAder of the moft pra^icable means 
for obtaining a diminution of the public 
expenditure. " The Hon. GentUman 
means to include in the inveftigation 
which he propofeii fubjedi of the moft 
extentive and complicated nature. He 
wiihrs to embrace all the ordinary and 
extraordinary expenccs of the different 
blanche, of Government. He extends 
his enquiry into the diiburfements of 
Army, Navy, and even public eftablifh- 
ments. I am ready to admit (ftiid Mr. 
Pitt} that as far as this propoiition goes, 
it Forms a fubje^t wortny the con (i dera- 
tion of the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can fay what wiil be the effcft of it, or 
to what particular meafures it may lead. 
Yet, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be- 
fore th« Hottfe conlidcrations of fuch 
exteniive views, and of fuch high im- 
portance, adopts a very Angular mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro- 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
complicated in rheir relations, in a di- 
rcft manner, to Parliamentary difcuf- 
fion J but ftates then) as the o^je£t of a 
collateral enquiry, and introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
ir v-nchmcnt in the offices of Govern- 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle- 
man will not deny that there is an extreme 
difference between both objcfts; for 
the check which he propol'cs on the 
public cxpcnces very much exceeds in 
importance that reform which he wilh- 
es mould take place in the eftablifkmcat 
and falairics of public offices* The dif- 
lind^ion between thefe two obje6ts bcin^ 
To evident, as the latter does not form 
any part whatcvei^ of the propofition 
formerly fubmitted to the Houfe by the 
Hon. Gentleman, nor of the notice 
which he gnve of his motion of this 
night, I mud confider the manner of 
introducing it not only irreguhr, but 
ini'Jequate to tiie magnitude of the en- 
rjtiiry which he propofes to eflablifli. I 
flllb think it ntcefiary to remind Gtn- 
tlrriTicn, that the objects which it com- 
iML-hen.ls form the grounds of my mo- 
tion for the appointment of the Com- 
niirtec which has this night been choftn 
by ballot. I ftatcd in general terms, 
previous t ) my bringing forward that 
motion, the various points to which the 
attention of the Commttce was to be di- 
tched J but I coiiW not, until I aP- 
roiojrEO THAT Committee, proceed 
to offcr^ in a f^^-cific manper> each of 



thofe points. I therefore only ftaud, 
that it was my wilh and deiire to move, 
as an inftruf^ion to the Committee, 
that, after enquiring into and afcer- 
taining the whole ftate of the fiikances 
of the c<iuntry— after reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt whica had 
been incurred during the war— after 
invcftigatii:g the proviAons which had 
been made to meet it — after con6dcring 
the probable amount of the total ex- 
pence of public fcrvicc for the whole of 
the year 1797* &ndthe fums now appli- 
piicable to defraying it; the Coraroittet 
ihould exercife a full power in formin; 
an<} digefling a plan for compcrolliog 
the public expenditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the ^tft and moft prac- 
ticable means of obtaining a diminutioa 
thereof. 1 therefore aiD not a little 
furprized, after ftating tbefe meafures 
in general terras— meafures which have 
been fanilioned by the unanimous con- 
currence of the Houfe, in confeqiienoe I 
of the appointment of the Committee I 
for the profeffed and acknowledged cod- 
fidefation of thofe very objeds, chat the 
Hon. Gentleman flioutd now bring for- 
ward a motion to the fame end, and 
without any previous notice what- 
ever. ' 

After reafoning with much ingenuity 
and effeft on the juftice and propriety 
of the offices under confideration, Mr. 
Pitt called the attention of the Houfe to 
the rcdu6^ion that had already bsea 
made, and the favings that had beea 
made in confequence. Under this no- 
ticm of an economical reform in i7$i» 
and a fubfequent enquiry by the Trea- 
fury, 273 offices had been aboliihed, and 
the cxpences reduced from lyt.oool. to 
4o,oool. The falarjes of the Exchequer 
Office had been materially reduced, as 
had the Auditors of Imprefs. The [ 
favings from thefe were nearly 6o,oool. : 
The Penfiun Lift had been reduced ' 
fince 1733 above 48,000!. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cuftocns 
to the amount of 130, the expence of . 
which was io,68ol. hjd been fuppreiTed. 
In the Excife there was a uiving of 
nearly i2,oool. and Lotteries, &c. weie 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor- 
rupt influence. 

To afcertain the (late of the expen- 
diture compared with the income, was 
a fair fubjedl of in ve (ligation. Convin- 
ced as he was, that any attempt at en- 
quiry, with a view to the produdioo of 
an efficient refource from the materiala 
propofed, df fitflWf^aiM^tpoiatiiieBt, 
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he fliould move the previous queftiooi 
not wi filing to preclude the Houfc from 
enquir/t £uuld it afterwards be judged 
expedient. He accordingly moved 
the previous queftioa. 

Mr. Sheridan fupported the original 
motion; he admitted there were many 
Offices that were not overpaid, but rhere 
were a very great n'lmber that called 
either for abolition or reformation. He ob- 
fervedytheGentleiTmn oppofite to him had 
places to the amounrof lo^oool. per.aon. 
out allowed he wa& a very active fcrvant 
of the public. The Minifter himfelf 
alfo had a fi.necure, and undoubtedly 
defcrved it, for having brought the 
country into its prcfcnt happy and prof- 
perout fituaiion. Adverting to the 
number of Peers created by the prefent 
Adminiilrritioot 160, he cenfured it as 
a lavifii diftribution of Minilierial Fa- 
vours. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the offices enu- 
merated bv Mr. Sheridan, there were 
three whicfi he did not at prefent hold, 
and ««/ which he never poflfefled. To 
the fituation of Clerk of the Houfe of 
Lords he was appointed in confequence 
of an Addrefs of the Houfe of Peers to 
his Majefty, His falary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly dated at jaool. 
a year, which was 2000I. a year Ufs than 
any of his prcdeceffors. 

Mr.Wyodham confidered the motion 
IQ a ridiculous point of view, and ex- 
prcflfed his indignation at any petty fyf- 
tcm for faving the ends of farthing can- 
dies and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox fatJ, the (inecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely the power 
nf holding nominal places under Go- 
vernment, without a plea vf neceiiity 
or thefanftiun of a grant from the Crown. 
Mr. Burked reform did not confine it- 
fclf to a fubjt£t of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. J IS objefl vvas the faving of 
miilicna. He lamented that Mr* B* iiad 
afluciated with and fupported an ad- 
miniftration conAituted on principles 
directly oppoiiie to thofe maintained io 
noft of his own books.— He contended 
that had it not been for the fupport Mi- 
nifiers received from perfons holding 
finecure places, the (rate of France 
would never have been fo formidable as 
to have did re (Ted this country with fuch 
heavy calamities ; had it not been fur the 
influence of the Crown, France would 
act have poircflfed fieigium, Holland, or 
Italy .—With regard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament coulil 
ad in cu&tradicitoA to its fentiments^ he 



had the authority of Mr. Burle, who 
in one of his late pamphlets had afTeited 
that the minority fpoKe the fentimenta 
of the majority. Alluding to Mr. 
Wyndham and others who had feceded 
from their former connexions, he faid, 
he was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fwerved from the principiet 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
views of ambition end in reducing them 
to a date of infufiiciency aixdindifcretion. 
Thefe fcce/fions of perfons from their 
eftabliQied connections created a jea* 
loufy in the minds of the people that 
was pregnant with public mifckief. 
However be and his friends might be 
defirous to be employed as oftendble 
agenrs of the country, he wiihed the 
prefent motion might pafs, in order to 
prove to the people, that the view of 
potTcding a place was not merely that 
of emolument ; on this principle he 
wiihed to dedroy the exidence of fine- 
cure places. 

Mr. Rofe, in fome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diifipated his 
own fortune, was net, he thought, the 
mod proper advocate for public econo- 
my. 

Mr. Fox in reply obferved, that Mi* 
nifters in their wim to infulthim on his 
having fpent his own fortune, were not 
angry for his having diifipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re- 
pair it. 

Some warm words pafTed between 
Mr. Fox and Mr. Rofe, as to the re- 
verfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox faid, feveral Exchequer and other 
offices, after the lives of ibe prefint pof^ 
fefforSf ought to be aboliflied.

Leave was given to bring in a Bill to 
erc^ the Corporation of Surgeons into 
H College. 

Mr. Pitt moV[§^tijyi«yfa»4igading 
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of the Bill for continuing ind cob firm- 
ing tKc Order of the Privy Council to 
the Bank. 

Mr. Fox faid he (hould not oppofe 
the fecond reading ; but wiflied to know 
if it were to be oblig^torf on Oovern- 
ment to receive Bank of England notes in 
paymeat of taxes ; and whether Bank 
paper was to be legal payment between 
anctividuals» for neither of which he faw 
nnj provifion in the Bill $— he thought 
ilU> a claufe iboyld be added to limit the 
Bank in their advances to GiSvcrn- 
menr. 

Mr. Pitt faid, Mr. Fox had now ftat- 
«d matter which more properly belong- 
ed to the Committee on the Bill. 

Mr. Hobhoufe violently objected to 
the Bill i> totOt aa an uGt of robbery and 
depredation upon the public creditor. 

Mr. Grey confeOed, that as the Order 
of Council had taken place, it would be 
Jmpoiiible to open the door fuddenly 
•gain. He was therefore for the fecond 
reading of the Bill. But wiiat l)e wiftr- 
cd to notice was, a p^per which had 
been laid upon the table, and which 
ronxained very a/arming information. 
From that paper it appeared, that on 
Saturday laft Minifters had ilTucd 
iao,CK>oi. in Exchecfuer Bills, for the 
purpofe of being paid to the agents of 
bis Imperial Majcfty, which Bills muft 
be converted into fpccie, and could only 
be ient in fpeci^ to the Emperor.— The 
Bitis were fold in the market at tbren, 
£nd three and a half per cent, difconnt ; 
-vm whom was this htTs to fall ; on rhe 
Emperor, or on this country P The 
whole matter, he thought, was worthy 
the moft ferious attention of the Haufe. 

Mr. Pitt obfcrvcJ, that the Empe- 
rcr's bills had been dra>vn and accepted 
long before the Order of Council was 
ilTucd.— they toimed part ot thc50D,oooU 
voted the Emptror beftTe the rccefi, 
and we could not avoid paying then. 
Exchequer Bills were iffued for this 
purpofc, and part of the difcount fell 
upon the Emptror. 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
.and <commtiicd for Monday, and the 
Houfe was ordered to be called over on 
Monday fe'nnight. ' 

MONDAY, MARCH 20. 

Mr. Pitt remarked, that the Order 
for the Comniiiment of the Bill for 
confirming and continuing the late Order 
of Council refpe^ing the Bank ttood for 
this diy; but Come circuinftances had 
ifuic to hib k 00^' ledge fmce the notice 



was given, which induced him to poft* 
pone the Commitment of the Bill. He 
therefore moved, that the Order of the 
0ay (hould be difcharged, and that the 
Bill (hould be committed on Wednefdij 
next. Agreed to, 

Mr. Abbot, in a fpeech of fomc 
length, urged the inconveniences that 
refulted from the defeAive ttuooer lu 
which the laws were promulgated, and 
expatiated on the Rtfoluttons which be 
afterwards fubmitred to the C<'mifiittct. 
It was his intention, he laid, to more 
that the refolutrons fliould be taken is* 
to confide ration at a future period, aod, 
in the interval, th^t they dioald be 
printed. He concluded by moving eight 
Refolutions, of which the tollowiDgii 
the fubftance.

The fecond 
and third Refolutions related merely to 
the mode of diftribuiing thofe public 
and private Afts through the medium df 
the r oft Office. The U>urth enjoms the 
Chief Magi ft rates of towns corporate, 
Scotch boroughs, and Sheriflfs of coua- 
ties, on receiving thofe copies, ro pre;* 
ferve them for public ufe, and tranfmk 
them to their fucceffbri in office. T* 
fifth charges the parties interefied in tbe 
profccution and event of private bilh 
to tranfmit the copies to the Msgiftratei 
in thtir refpedlivedift rifts, withoutaaf 
additional charge to the public. Thf 
Axth direfts the King\ printer to llail 
the general heads ot the ftatuteSi lO" 
gcther with the general fubftancc w 
each Aft. The fevcnth provides thai 
the duration of »ny temporary law be 
exprelTed in the title of the Bill# and ft 
the end of it, and no where elfe. Aad 
the eighth enjoins, that all ftatutes iv-^ 
tended to be revived' Ihall be included 
in one Bill, defcribing the fiatutes re* 
fpeftively ; and thofe of a temporary 
nature m another Bttl, defcribing the 
precife duration and continuance. 

The Houfe rcfumcd, the Chairmi* 
brought up the Report, and tbe Ref<M 
lutions were ordered to be taken fur- 
ther into confidcration this day fe'n* 
night. 

The other Orders being difpofed wi 
the Houfe adjourned.

8ir joho Sinclair rofe to iubnit the 
notice he had given of his intention to 
ptopofe a mcAfure for the cultivation of 
wifte and other lands* It was unnccef* 
(ary, he remarked, to dwell on the im* 
poitance of a fubjed To intimately con- 
DcAed with the profperity of the coun- 
try. If it had been adopted when re* 
cunmended by the Board of AgricuU 
ture, heaflferted, that we ihouldnotnow 
be fuflfering fo much from a national ca* 
lamity. In 17959 and the following 
mr, no left than a million <)uarterft of 
foreign wheat bad been imported at the 
czpcQce of 3,ooo>oooL ftcrling, which 
contributed in a great degree to the prer 
fent fcarcity of coin. — He concluded by 
reauefting Gentlemen to give the fub* 
jea the nioft ferious attentiont and mov- 
ed. That a Committee be appointed to 
take into confideration the moft effec- 
tual mean a of promoting the cultivation 
aodimpix»vement of WaC^e Lands, Com- 
muB Arable Fields, Common Meadowa, 
&c. within this kingdom. 

The motion pafledy and a Committee 
wu appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty/ re* 
^aeftittg a lift of the number of French 
prifoaers in Great Britain^ and how 
ibcy were difpofed of; alfo an account 
of the number of foreigners who have 
come into this country* from the ill of 
May 1799, and now rcfident therein, 
didinguiibing the laity and clergy, and 
the numiier of each refpc£Vlvely. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that Go- 
Tcrnmeot were now ufiog their utmoft 
diligence to al'certain the number ; and 
when the eiaminaiion was completed, 
he iiad no objection to lay before the 
liouie the refult of their refearchca. 

The Uoufe having refolved itfelf in- 
to a Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
Bill, and the Claufe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having flopt payment be- 
ing ready 

^^r. Fox faid, he could not confent to' 
» claufe of this nature, as he confidered 
obedience to the Order of Council^ on 
the part of the Bank, as culpable rather 
than meritorious. 'I'hc iptimate con* 
aedion that fublilled between Govern- 
l&ent and the Bank, made him extreme* 
ly jealous in giving his confent to put 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former\ If the rumour were truf , 
ihere wtfuld be an end of public credit. 
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The rumour he alhrded to was, that the 
Bankers had gone to the Chancellor ol 
the Exchequer* requefting his interfe* 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
difcounu.— He urged the danger o^ 
making the Ktng*s Miniftera the medi« 
urn of accommodation at the Bank, and 
rcprefented ihe interference of the hand 
of power as incompatible with the ftabi. 
lity of public credit, and repugnant ta 
the principles of the Conditution. Re* 
probating, as he did, the interference of 
Miniftcrs, he Ibould give his negative to 
the claufe, 

Mr. Pitt contended, that the Report 
of the Committee was fufficient autho* 
rity for confirming the Order, and the 
indemnity was neceflfary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe* 
dience to that Order. As to the inter* 
fercnce fo much reprobated by the Ho* 
neurable Gentleman, he admitted that 
the Bankers had communicated to him 
the neceffity of a fupply of caih for tht 
accommodation of their cuftomera, and 
that he had ulcd what influence he pof* 
feOed as an individual, to further their 
vie w a. He urged the propriety of agree- 
ing to the claufe. 

Mr. Pollen was for delaying the paf* 
fing of the Bill until the Secret Commit* 
tee brought up their Report. 

The Solicitor General entered into a 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr. Sheridan attacked the claufe in 
detail.— if the Committee adopted thii 
claufe without inquiry> they ettabliihed 
this pernicious principle* that the Bank, 
are bound to obey, and that they are 
fure of indemnity. He faid, he could 
not conceive it poflible te make Bank* 
notes a Itgal tender pn the part of the 
Bank, without extending the regulation 
to the whole clafs of Bankers alio. 

Colonel Wood, the Attorney Gene* 
ral, and others, fpoke ; after which, the 
claufe was agreed to without a divkifion;. 

1 he Committee next proceeded to the 
difcufiioo of the reftri£tive claufe,whichs 
after the adoption of a variety of amcDd* 
ments, was agreed to. 

On account of the iatene fs of the hour, 
and the difcuifion wiiich was likely tq 
arifeon the filling ^pof the blanks.it wa| 
moved, that the Chairman ihould re- 
port progrefa, and aik leave to fit agai^ 
on the refumption of the Houfe.

ThcHoufc having refolved itfelf into 
• Committee, to take into conftdcration 
the Petition from the Debtors in Lan- 
taftcr Caftle, 

CMonel Stanley faid, the objef^ of 
bis motion waste increafc the ailowitncc 
to perfons charged in execution for debt, 
under the id Geo« II. from fourpe nee 
to fixpi Dce a day. He therefore moved, 
as a Kelblution, that leave be given to 
bring in a Bill to amend part of an A6t 
©f the id Geo. II. for the relief of per- 
ibns confined fur debt* 

The Report was brought up, and leave 
given in conformity to the Refolution. 

Mr. Fox rofe to make a motion re» 
fpeding the ftate of Ireland. He ob- 
served, that the bufinefs he had to bring 
before the Houfe was not only of great 
importance, but likcwifc rf great ur- 
je^Dcy, on account of the diftrafted con- 
dition of the fifter kingdom. He en- 
"lered into a detail uf the circumftances 
that led to theie difcontents, the caufes 
of which were fit fulje^ts of inveftiga- 
tioh : Firft, the Houie ought to enquire 
bow far the people of Ireland have had 
the benefit of the conccfiions that had 
been made ', fecondly, whether meafures 
bad been taken to allay the difcontents 
among the Roman Catholics, who con- 
ftituted five-fixths of the peoj^le of Ire. 
land ; and thirdly, to inquire into the 
.caufes of the difcontents in the north of 
Ireland. The general diffaii- faction he 
nfcriucd to the caUmiiies brought on 
by the war, in which the intcrefts of 
the people were not confuUed, and to 
their conftitutional grievances. Ireland, 
he faid, had not a Legiilature even vir- 
tually reprefenting the people, and 
they had as little (hare in the Govcrn- 
•irenr as the fubje^s of the moft arbi- 
irary Monarch. The concclfions that 
had been made, he contended from a 
variety of fa6ts, hid not produced an 
independence cm tiie Miniflers and Ca- 
binet of this country ; it had only pre- 
tludcd the controut of the L^gi^latu^c. 

He took a rapid review of their politi- 
cal hiftory from its dependence on thi« 
country, traced their progrcfs to civili- 
zation and comparative freedom, and af- 
ferted, that the rcprefeniation was fo 
conducted, for purpofes of emolument 
and corruption, as to bear only a faint 
refembUnce tothcreprcfenutionof this 



country, with all its abufes (a^d Ai- 
dant they were), though they profcfs 
tooe eftabliflied on (imilar principles. 

We were now, be faid, in a ftatc fi- 
milar to the period of 1774., when we 
were to govern America by force, or 
make conceffions. He related a var^ij 
of occurrences which preceded the Ame- 
rican War, fimilar to thofe that have ta- 
ken place in Ireland. The proclama- 
tion, for inftance. for difarmingthe ia- 
habitants of Maifachufet^s Bay, to the 
proclamation lately ilTued by General 
Lake at fielfaft, and the difpofiiiun of 
the French to aid them in their rcfifiaacc 
to the Government of Great Britain; 
though Government mi^ht difarro, ei- 
pcrience proved their inability to keep 
the people difarmed. 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an oca- 
(100, no objedions would' be taken ia 
point of form. The neceffity of trie ia* 
terfcrence ought to fuperrede all cnoii- 
derations of this nature. Heconaluck^ 
by moving, <* That an humble Addrefs 
be prefented to his Majefiy. prsyiag 
that he would be gracioufly pleafed to 
take into his royal confideratian the di> 
fturbed ftate of Ireland, and to adopt 
fucb lenient meafures ac may tend to 
re (lore tranquillity^ and conciliate the 
alTcftions uf his Irifh fubje&s.'* 

Sir F. Burden feconded the motioe. 

Mr. Pitt objcAed to the motion, cb 
the grciind that the Legiftarure of tha 
country, having abdicated the powerof 
enforcing any requifition by our autho- 
rity, we cou!d nolconftitut!onallyiDIc^ 
fere with an independtnt Legiuature. 
Betides, the motion was, in his opiBi(«i 
nugatory, as it went to advii'e his Ms- 
jefly to extend his paternal regard toiix 
fitter kingdom ; a circumftance whidi 
he had never ccafcd to do duriag ^ 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycomlie, Mr. W, Smith, Mr. 
Courtenay, and Mr. Hobhoufe, fp)ke 
in favour of the motion ; and Lord 
HaNvkefbury, Lord F. Campbell, aad ; 
Colonel Fuilarioiiy againft it, 

Mr. Fox replied ^ after which a difi- 
fion took place on the mutioo,

8t Clair for farther information. 

In confequence of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin's, I immediately 
Ordered the Beilona and Invincible to 
tSi. Kilt's, and direfted C*pt. Wilfon to 
t)btain fuch information at was necelTa- 
ry at that itland, and tbeti proceed to. 
wards St.Martii's and Aaguilla„ ufing 
&is beft endeavours to take or deAroy 
the French frlgites and protect the 
iflan4 of Anguilla j and he failed the 
lame evening on that ferrice. 

Captain Banon having referred me 
to Lieutenant St. Clair^ whom be de- 
tached in a Pantlh fchooner with his 
letter, it appears that the French had

The brig ran on 
ihore at St. Martin's, and by the fit^b 
of the Lapwing was dedroyed \ that ob 
the Lapwing taking pofleiiion of the 
Dccius, it was found ihe had about 80 
men killed and 40 wounded, being full 
of troops i that the following dajr the - 
Lapwing was chaced . by two large 
Fiench frigates, and Captain Barton 
found it ncccflary to take the prifoners 
and his men out of the Deems, and . 
fet tire to h«r, when he returned to St* 
Kitt's, and landed 170 prifoners. 

I Ihall take the earlieft opportunitjr 
of iranfmitting any further accounts 
which may be lent iiy Captain B^rtun ; 
but it evidently appears that Captain 
Barton's condud^ wa« highly meritorious 
by tbe capture and dci\ru£liun of this 
force of the cQtmv, and faying the 
iiland of Auguiila from' further depre- 
dation. 

The French trtcps etaploycd on this 
fervics were picked men from Gauda- 
loupc ; and there is great rcalon to 
(uppofe the greateft part of them have 
been taken or dcllroycd. J^any of th« 
foldiers were drowned in attempting to 
fwim on Hiore.

In cosfequence of having received 
information,' on Wednefday night at 
etereo o'clock, that three large Ihips 
of war and a lugger had anchored 
in a fmall Roadfted, upon the roaft in 
the neighbourhood of this town, 1 pro- 
ceeded immedfateiy, with a detachment 
of the Cardigan Militia and all the 
Provincial Force I could collect, to the 
place. I foon gained poficive intelli- 
gence they had difemb-^rked about ixoo 
men, but no cannon. Upon the night's 
fctting in, a French Ofiicer, whom I 
found to be fccond in command, came in 
With a Letter, a c(~py of which I have 
the honour to inclofe to your Grace, 
together with my anfwcr : In confc- 

J[uence of which thry determined to 
urrender themfelves prifoners of war, 
and accordingly laid dowD their arms 
tlm day at two o'clotk. 

I cannot at this monlcnt inform your 
Grace of the exa6k number of pnlb- 
»t-rs, but I believe it to be their whole 
ft^rcci it U my inie/itioa to march 



them this night to Hiiverrordweft, 
where 1 fliall m-ikc thu.bcitdiftribution 
in my pover. The friji.arcs, corvette-, 
and lu^iicr, got nnder utigh ycrt^rdav 
evening, and were this. m»jrnin^ entirely 
out of A^ht.

SINCE the battle of Rivoli, Citizens 
Dire^itors, the a* my of italv occupied 
the B-^nks of the Piave and Li\is: the 
Kmptr'Vs arnry, c^mmandf d by Prince 
Charles, occupied i!;c other B^nk of the 
Piave, had its ccntJc behind tbe Cordc- 
vole, and fupjioit^-d irs right on the 
Adige* from the fule (jf theSalurrc. 

On thc'ioth Vcntofe, in the morning, 
the divifion of Otntrrtl MaiTcna repair- 
ed 10 Fc'trc} at his approach, theenrmy 
evacuated the line ot Cordcvole, and 
inarched to Bellurne. 

General Serrurier'a division advanced 
to Alois aroidft the rnoft horrible wca-" 
titer; but wind and rain, on the eve of 
a battle, have Rlways been an omen of 
fuccefs to the army of Italy. 

On the izdt at day-bjcak, the divi- 
fion croffedthe Piatc, facing the viilage 
of Vidcr J notwiihlT.jnvling the rapiaity 
and depth of the w^^rer, we cnlv lod a 
voting c! rummer. The Chief of Squa- 
dron L^laile, at tbe bead of a detach- 
ment of cavalry, and rhe Adjutant-Ge- 
neral Le Clerc, at the head of the 21ft 
tight infantry, worfted the hoHile corps 
which wanted tooppofc our patTagc, and 
advanced rapidly to St. Salvador j but 
xUc cntmy, at the fird news of tnc psC- 
iagc, wtre afraid of bting furrotmded, 
and evacuated their camp of La Cam- 
pani.

the afternoon, paflTcd the Piavc atOfpc- 
d»ietto, and arrived in the evening at 
Conegliano, 

Our cavairyjn the courfe of that day, 
encountered fcveral times that ot the 
enemy, had altvays the advantage, and 
took eighty huflars. 

On tbe zid General Guieux, with 
his divifion, arrived at Sacilc, fell on die 
enemy's rear-guard, and, notwiihftaod- 
irg the darkncfs of the night, took one 
hundred pnfoners from them. A corps 
of Hdlans wanted to capitulate* Citi- 
7.en Siabrck, CMcf of Squadron, wis 
killed, and General Dugua flight!/ 
wounded. 

At the fame time General Mafleoa's 
divifi.n, having reschtd Bellurnc, por- 
fnfd ttie enemy, who had retreated to* 
wards Cadce, hemmed in their rear- 
guard , took 700 prlfoncri, among whom 
were toohuflfars, a Colonel, and Gene- 
ral Lufignan, whocommandcd the whole 
centre. LulKnvin having difgraccd hi«- 
felf in hiscnnduft lowirds our fickit 
Brtfcia, I gave order:, to condud him 
ty France, without being exchanged. . 

On the 26th, General Guicux's di- 
vifion ftt out 'f r6m Pardepjne, at five 
o'clucktin tbe morning : that of Gene- 
ral Serrurier left Paliano at fuur, "both 
dirc(^ting their m^rch to Valvafone. ' 

General Guicux's divifion paCed b«* 
yond Valvafune, and arhvtd on the 
banks of the Taglt:»mento at elerea 
o'clock in the morning. The fioftile 
army was entrenched on the <^ppofi:« 
tide of the river, of which it pfctcodd 
to difputc the pafTagc. My Aide-de- 
Camp, the Chief of Squadron Croiiicr, 
went dt the head of tw en ty- fire guides 
to reconnoitre it as far as the cntf^rBCb- 
ments, and wis received with grtpe- 
fliot. 

Gf'ncral Bernadofic's divifion arrivc4 
at noon. 1 immcdutely gave orders to 
Gcaeral Guieux to march to the left, 10 
ortler to crofs the river on the' rii;ht 
of the enemy's entrenchments, udJw 
the prore6^ion of twelve pieces of anil* 
lery. General Bemadotte was to crofi 
it on the ri»;ht; both divifioos formed 
their battalions 'of grenadiers, ranged 
themfclvts in order of battle, hsrir^ 
each h.«1f a brigade of light infantry be- 
•fore them, fupponed by two battalion* 
of grenadieis, and flanked by the 04" 
valry. 

The li.i':ht infintry manofurred ?$ 
rificmen ; General Damtn^rtm on the 
left, and General LefpiilLle 00 rcc 
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Htttt, 4udc their arttllcit adtance, tnd 
i briik caanonade wal opened. I gave 
orders for erery half brigade to file ofF 
In a clofc coluAiii on the wings of their 
fecofld, 8od of their firft and third bat- 
talioB. 

Antral Dophoiy at the head of the 
iyth light infantry, threw himfelf into 
the rfver, and prelentlv ^ined the op- 

C»6te bank. General Bon ftippotted 
m with the grenadien of Guieux's di*. 
irtfion. General Murat made the fame 
iDovfiDent on the right, and was hke«' 
wi^ fnpported by the grenadiers of 
Benadoue't divifion. The whole line 
put itielf in motion) each half brigade 
ei etbekmy with fquadrons of cavalry^ 
to fill up the empty fpaccrs from behind. 
The boilile carafry wanted fereral timea 
to chsirge our infantry, but without fuc* 
ce6 ; the river was croiSed, and the ene« 
iny mated in every direction. Thej 
attempted to aflail our right with their 
cavalry, and our left with their infan- 
try. I fent General Dugua, and the 
Adjatant* General Kellerroann, at the 
head of the cavalry of referre, affifted 
by oor infantry, commanded by the 
JUjutant- General Merieur} they worfted 
the eaemy*s cavalry, and took prifoner 
the general who commanded them* 

Ckneral Gntenz ordered the village 
of Gradifta to be attacked ; and, not- 
ivithftanding the dark neis of the night, 
be captnred it, and completely routed 
the enemy ; Prince Charles had jull 
time enough left to fave himfelf. 
^ General Serrurier's divifion p%fl*edthe 
tiver, in proi>ortion at it arrived, and 
laagcd iticlf in banle array to ferve as 
a corps of referve. 

Id that day we took from the enemy 
fix pieces of cannon, one General, fcveral 
faperior officers, and made from four to 
five hundred prifoners* The quicknefs 
•f our difpla^ and manoeuvre, and the 
fuperiority ot onrartillerv, alarmed the 
enemy to fuch .a degree, that they would 
not make a ftand, and profited by the 
airiit to take flight. 

The Adjutant-General Kellermann 
teceived fcveral cuts with the fabre in 
cbargineat the head of the cavalry with 
bis ufou courage*

General Malfena arrived at St.Daniel« 
at Ol'opo, at Gemona, and puflied hia 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The iQrh General Bernadotte ad- 
vanced and blockaded Gradifca ; Gene^ 
ral Serrurier marched oppofite Saint 
Pietro, for the purpofe of palling^ the 
Ifonzo.

Wen^ the firft of thcfetiifeales can only 
be avoided by air and a due attention to 
cleanlinel's, as has been repeatedly evin- 
ced in the India ftiips, where the diforder 
i« fo little known, that very crouded 
fliips have frequently reached the place of 
their deltination without the lol* of a 
raanj and it is a pleafmg ciicumftance 
to find, that the fame means have pro- 
duced equal benefits to our Navy. The 
ftcond dlfeafe, n;.inely, the Sea Scurvy, 
IS not fo eafily guarded again ft, and in 
iti effcfis has been found not lei's de- 
f'nic^ive and fatal j nor ought we to be 
furpriied at this, when it ts conlidered, 
tbat men are impreifed from ftiips arriv- 
»og from long voyages, during which 
they have becn-llvmg upon fait proj^i- 
/>onk, and their blood in a ftatc higUy 
fcorbutic frcm the want of. v«tre tab U 



have only proved at bcft weak pallia* 
tives. Experience has evinced, that the 
only certain cure is Vegetable diet ; and 
it has always been deemed impoflible to 
have this dei^deraiiim in fuflScient quan- 
tity fcr the purpolc during long voya- 
ges. My diicovery goes to obviate that 
diificulty. I have found that de/tdera^ 
turn I and your Lordfhip will doubtlefs 
be aftonifliixl when I aflert, that I can 
infiire to the largeft ftiips' company in 
the Biitifli Navy a living vegetable diet 
occafionnlly, at as ealy and cheap a rate 
as their daily allowance of bread, and 
moft certainly in fulHclent quantity to 
admit of eveiy perlbn on board; difeafed 
of the Icurvy, being put entirely upon 
that diet, by the fimplcft ef means. 

The diicovery with me is not new. 
The icca occurred to me in the couric 
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ef iaft war, whtlft I refidcd in a very 
diKikiit ])a«t of the world, and at a time 
when I could not beocfit my country by 
the communication of it. Pu'hap»» 
&BCC I ctme home, I have been but too 
orimical in not iboner making it kmwvo. 

In the country where I rdided, India» 
wr teed ouf horlet with a ipeciea of vetch, 
the lame aa i» done here with oat« ; 
Kvropeant call it by the renerai name of 
^raiQ i the natives call it nhcot } it is of 
an heart- like ihape> not grown, in this 
Bur i believe in any country of Europe ; 
though I am periuadod it would grow 
kevc,. as it is prodticed in India only 
itoring the cold icafbn. The Linnaean 
nauK of it 1 do not know* Our grot^ms, 
Kefore they give this grain I9 our horlcs, 
alwars ftetp it for icvcral hours in wa- 
ter, in iarvte unglated earthen pots, tHl 
it ivrclis and begins to vegetate j an 
eftefl which is very foon produc«3 fn 
that vtarm climate. I have known it to 
l^it and put forth its bud in Icls than 
twraty-fcnr hours in the h<rt ieaiin, in 
which tate it ii gencicnlly g^iven to our 
Iiorles, and is toufid to b^ a mi Ik heart- 
Citiug and nourishing tcxni. If sjiven dr)', 
i-iskablc to iwcll in the It .m;4cli, and 
Co produce tht gripes or diy btliy- 
ache. 

When the vegetative or growing power 
ii called ferrh and produced » this grajn 
hctiymcs^mifJin^ 'vrj^t tabic fuhjianLC^ i# 
raw to the taile, and has the fiavour cf 
the Time gi*3in in the p<.d, when it fias 
acquired i^s mature gcowth, be tore it 
begins to ripen ; and the Iktne elfe6^ 
fakeir place witli every oilier Ji;id that I 
K;»ve j-et obferved when it* In*;; ins to ve- 
getate and grow, but as wc have not 
fb»» Iprcics of vetch in this country, we 
imiJV le!e^> fome other griin, comna<jn to 
be badt as a fuhititMre for it. I wciild 
make choice ct white or grey pcai, as 
c.v«nin« rtareft to bhoct or gram in qua- 
Ktr, ai.'d aj> being the melt wholeiom^ 
atid pihtable, in a growing ftaie, of 
any gnin we liavc. I believe that wheat 
Of barley might, in feme mca lure, aii- 
fwer the purpole of a vegetable diet i 
but I have my doubts ot their whole* 
IbmeneAi in a growing ftate, and I think 
them befidts too imall. We know that 
all foin.d corn, when fteepcd a cer- 
tain time in water, will fwell, and at 
lenmh grow : it may then be faid to l»e 
in \\^ malting ftate, for this is the firft 
pr<'cers in fnnkin^^ malt. I wtjuld pror 
pi le, that every ftiip in our Navy, hound 
o«n a long voyage, and cvtiy velfcl em- 
ployed in the tranfport lei ir ice, ihvuid 



be funpKed with ftne hogihcails of good' 
found dr^' peas ; the caiks ihould be pat 
«p as tight as p^flible to exclode »r sod 
rooiihift:. Theie ihould not be ftswed 
in the hold, but 10 fisme other cool part if 
the ihip, to avoid heating, left the ven- 
tative power of the grain fliould becaUdl 
forth, which, if once excltnl anl 
checked, cannot ba repreduced, the liv- 
ing principk being extingaiflied aa4 
deiiroycd.

In very cold weather the proceia might 
be quickened bv keeping them ia ibip;

Thefe fmalf tubs 
might be ranged on the poop in iiriC wa- 
ther, and kep; between d(ck< when it bloc 
hani, 1 il the fpray and marine acid im-. 
pede the principle of vegetation. Whe|^ 
they have fwelicd and ihot forth their 
buds, they are then in the date we wanted 
to bring them to; they are afluall? # 
Vvin^ ^uegetaAffi and in tafte wllf be 
Toiind to rclemble green pea* juft ar- 
rived at their full |jrowtk befoxe thef 
begin to ripen. In order to prcfcrfc 
the men irom the ' fcurvy, it might b^ 
advileable to give them one or two mcalt 
weekly of this food, -whieh would bare 
the flavour of green "^pcas 9 ' but wbst 
would perhaps be itill better, I wcruW 
recommend that thcj cat it in its n^ 
ibtp, either al*,ne, t>rwith vinegar and 
muftard as a ibrt of^i^llad. ' Should it 
be thought that a fuificientfup'ply oi this 
article could not be had to allb\^ of fucl|| 
frequent meals for a whole ihips* c<An* 
pany, I would then con^e it to fliofe 
men only who exhibited any fymptouii 
of incipient fcurvy, and make it their 
only diet. I can have ho doubt of rft 
Ikti.tary elfefls, provided the principle \ 
let out v^ith be icknowle^ged and ad- 
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Bitttd, that a vegetable diet, containing 
tobui, air, i$ the only cure yet known for 
ihc Sea Scurry. 

I Hatter raylcif I have now fucccedtd 
m eftabliOiing what I aA'erted in th« 
bcgiimii^ of thit Letter, that I could 
pot a itklft company upon a vegetable 
diet at aa cheap a rate at tney can be 
Supplied with bread; and I think I 
luce gone beyond it, at common greyt 
aad even white peas, are, in mod years, 
anch cheaper ; nor is the fimple p rocd's 
I hare pointed out to be compared with 
the trouble and expence of making Tea 
Kfcuir. If ungkz^ earthen jars or pans 
wrre uled, the proccfs would be more 
cmain, at the alhingent quality of oak 
n^hc lie injurious to it. If the former 
^vuidbe cbje£^cd to, as being liable to be 
broken on board (hip, I would thenrecom- 



mend the ufc of elm tvb». Should any 
doubt be entertained of mv principle, it 
may be eafily afcertained or tr)'iug th« 
experhncnt in a common flower pot m 
a room. The only obje£kion that 
occurs to roe a^ainil it is, the additioiui 
confumptton ot water it would occaiioo, 
which in long voyages cannot alway« be 
fpared, I teel the full force ot fliis i 
but in an object of fb much coniequeijce 
as that of the health of our feamen, it 
ought to have but little weight, and any 
water left in tlie tubs or jars might be 
applied again to the fame prccels, and 
after, all need not be entirely loft, a» it 
might lerve for the purpofe of boillsa^ 
the :'alt proviAons of the mip*s cooipani^, 
which is now generally done )vith a mix- 
ture of lalt and frelh water.

I BEC leare, through the medium ^f your Magazine, to offer to the Public 
the foUowirg Ode. It is the produ^ion of Shah Allum, the ftili a^w/Vto/ Em- 
peror of Hinduftin^a man whofe misfortunes and fuft'erings are abundantly 
known, but whofe talents and virtues have not been juftly appreciated. The 
narrators of his melancholy hiftcryj viewing him merely in a political lights 
and judging of the man from the imbecility ot his government, have formed con* 
dufions un^vourablc to his inttlkw^ual endowments ; but thofe to whom an inti- 
mate knowledge of his life has given the means of cftimating the general charafier 
of his mind, whilft they concur in the opinion of his incapacity for public afFairsy 
defcribe him, at the f:\xnc time, as pofleiTing much elevation of ientiment^ and 
acutenefs of fcnfibility j as being alike capable of exalting his mind to the purfuitf 
of pbilofophy, and of foftcning it to the exercife of the,milder virtues. Poetry 
was the amuUment of his.youth amidft the fplendour of a palace, and is now the 
coniolation of his age in the gloom of a dungeon. 

This Odi£ is efteemed the beft of his late performances, and is rendered pecu* 
iiarly interefting by the affli6ling nature of its theme. It was written at the agt 
•f feventy, about two years after he had been depofcd, imprifoned, and deprived 
•f his iight, by Goladm KbdiUff one of his vaual Princes, and it bears ample 
teftimony of his dignity and his fpirit. It bi^athes the warm language of infulted 
rirtue, ioA. the calmdi6lates of pious' refignation. It (hews a mind of which the 
energies have neither been enfeeoled by age, nor reprefled by adverfity. 

Of the beauties and defeats of the roem, as they appear in an Englifli drefs, it 
were unbecoming in this place to make any diicrimination. I may, however, be 
permitted to obferve, that the TranfUtor has given to analmoft litfr?! tranfla- 
tion, a chafteneis and an elegance which, ffom the oppofite idioms of the two lan- 
guages, and the ftill more oppofite genius of Oriental and of Engliih poetry, has 
been but feldom attained, fiut theie pathetic verfes have aiiigher value, as illuf* 
tnting the charafler of their venerable author, whom Eneland lias allowed to Ian- 
|:ui(h in hopelefs mifery, than from any intrinfic merit of their own. I truft, there- 
tore, ihat a contemplation of his unhappy condition, and of thofe feelings which 
it will not be denied him to have cxpreued in a manly as well as a delicate flrain^ 
will excite the fympathy of the reader, and afluage the feverity of the critic ; and, 
I may ixrefume, there are thofe amongft us who can commiicrate the fate of d€^ 
graded magnificence, and give a tear to the forrows of neglefled genius,

lodged, whofe good fortune it wa« to be 
ui apothecary to the Couit, had not, as I 
bppencd to be a iittle in bis books i made 
a prcarrty of me, and forced n.e to vifit 
«lU toe feroafea of his acquaintance, 
which, a< my approach was lure to '* re- 
all their finiWs," arKl " awaken every 
jncc," you may imagine was foon ex- 
icnded to every fafhionabie circle in the 
nietropolif, and, indeed, the BilU of Mot - 
ttditj^ as they frequently container! no- 
tices of the pcrion« with whom I bad been 
buiy. 

The time that I fpent with this Gen- 
tleman I have aKvays confidtred as the 
vrry acme of my prosperity . Every 
fcLmiih, whether in the face or elfe- 
where, receded upon my approach j and 
althoueh, as I before obH^rvcd, my mafter 
obliged me to x^Hume his name inficad of 
my own proper appellation, thatdifgracc

£<Utcr, that there have been peribns 
wbo have had the effrontery and malignity 
to aflert, that^ after rioting a few years 
k the charms of your lovely country- 
wooieo, Ihave re-aflumedmy real charac- 
ter ot Purveyor to Pluto, have embraced 
|iy votaries till they have expired in my 
mat, and have then conveyed their fpi- 
xiu to the Elyfian Shades. Thofe- that 
Jttfc Dot had the audacity to accule me 
4iraftly of murder have obliquely hinted, 
|fcat when young ladies admitted me to 
ti^ir toilets, whatforver might be thedif- 
toifis in vditcb I was concealed, their 
wrers fixm found me out, and confe- 
fienfly withdrew ; and then, if my ca- 
|nce led me to take a diflike to them, 
which in at ieries of years was certain to 
Ia]ipea9 i eould, by my magit power, 
tva their attxa^ions into deformities. 



fhrivel their (kins, looien their teeth, and 
render them a* remarkably the objeCU of 
difgull as they had heretofurc been of 
admiration. 

It has alio been faid, that I have encou* 
raged a very mifchievous fcoundrel, aa 
his enemies chuie to call him, one Cinna- 
bar, a perlbn nearly related t^ w/f, and 
alio one Carmine, a fooUfh, inoffenfivc 
fellow, a painter by profefTion, and 
blended their infinucaions with ray own, 
in order to give a carnation tint to tlie 
complexion at fome times, at others to 
call blu flies into the cheekj of ladies of 
all ranks and ages. 

PaiTuig over die former charges againft 
me with th<; confcmpt that they deierve, 
my regard for truth will not fuffer mc t« 
conceal m^ conne6)ion with Cinnabar, cr 
my averhon to hU infipid companion 
Carmine j or to withhold trom the puhiic 
myconfefiior, thrft I do Ibmetimcs rejoice 
upon obicrving, tliat the biulhcs witu 
which the former, for I have of late had 
nothing to do with the latter,* fuffule* 
th« cheeks, has overcome the lily tint 
which I had previoufly fpread upon the 
countenances ot the litcraily ft^ir under 
niy proteflion. Therefore, after we had-

(or me to Icetp company with him \ fb 
that, il ever we by cliance happen to 
mrtt, we in a few minutes look black up- 
on ^ach other, and dilagrcc. He is, I 
believe, one of the molt mifchicvous, 
iubtle, iniinuating dogs in the univerie. 
People are deceived by the innocence of 
Mtii appearance s for he is always in 
^hite, and, notwithllanding the guinea- 
tax, *»/'// f'ozvdtred. Then he has the 
art of not only fetting a glois upon his 
own countenance, hut upon thole of his 
fVicnds \ and, aithcugh lie was but little 
fpoken of when I firlt knew him, he has 
of late been io much introduced into the 
faihionable world, that there is ficarce a 
ihilintr's (hop, either in town or /uuntry, 
where he and that fociifli fellow tarmine 
ai-e not at times to be found beliind the 
counter. Indeed, the latter 'has been 
weak enough to int^'cduce him to thole 
board ing-.chools wheic he taught the 
young Ladies to paint, lb that it is Im- 
nofTible even to conjtc^lurc what havock 
ne may make amongll thoie^miflTes in their 
teetis who are fo ur.i'crtunate as to form 
connexions with him. 

I cannot take leave of Bi/mutb without 
oblervingy that, through the favour of 
feme Ladies who lupply him with mo- 
ney, he has of late become fo opulent,. 
and coniequently luxurious, that, like

f>N the loth of June 1793 difcovered 
^^ ui iiland from on boa id the Sbab 
yormau-tf) f s>^ Calcutta, then in com- 
pany with the CheJitrfielJy in latitude 
9«. rS'.S. and i4.6<>. 57'. E. longitude, 
iy j^ood obfervaticn* 

This new diicovered land is called 
Tate's Island, in honour of Mr. 
Tate, ot' Bombay. 



On the ift of July Wat (hips anc^cnd 
in nine fathom water, about iwtltl 
milc-s to the Eaftward of 7av*5 ManJ^ 
when it was propofed by Captain Samp^ 
ton, of the Hormazter, to leild a Mt 
from each (hip to found t«ro rceft rf 
rcGk«, extending to the Northward from 
the' North point d the tdaad^to the 
Southward mst, tlfie C:>iitli point. « 

The 
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The boats wtre accordingly difp^tch- 
^1 ; aod when tbcy had approached with- 
in about half a mile of tbe iflaod, they 
perceired that the iiland was inhabited. 

The natives made figns to the feamen 
to come aihore $ but th^ day being then 
far advanced, and not having a fumcient 
quantity of arms and ariimunition In caie 
tliey were atta^ked» they thought it mo(t 
pnj^cnt to make the bcft of their \»ay 
lacktotheihips. 

When the natives faw they were about 
to return, many of thpm leaptd into the 
wter and fwam after the boats, while 
otbeis or them launched two or three ca- 
DoeS;,and foon camf up with them. 
They bartered bows, arrows, and fpears, 
for (mail penknives, beads, &c.-« 
f^otae of the native^ went afterwards on 
^oard the (hipsj and traded there iii thp 
hnft articles. 

They are a ftout well-made people, 
woollj^-headed, and in llature refemble 
thedcfcription given of the New Guineas, 
ai veil as in complexion. They appeared 
to be humane and hofpitable people from 
fbcir behaviour while on board. 
After thf y had left the Horma%ier it was 
perceived that they had (tolen a hatchet, 
M feveral finatl articles, which might 
fcat^ been cxp?61td, as it is (ommon 
smongft moft lavages. 

On the 24 of July it was propolcd by 
Captains Bamptbn and Holt to man one 
^•at firom the two (hips, and fend hcf 
*A««t, to' fee if there was any water to 
K had, and alfo fcr a party to i^ up to 
Y^ higheft point of the iflanl?, to fee 
Ww iar the land extended to the Weft- 
*vd, as the fhips were then (ooking out 
JW" F^rrfi^s Sireigbii . 

Mr. Shaw, chief Officer of the Chef- 
MclB, was appointed to this duty. 
Captain Hill, of the New South Wales 
forps, Mr. Carter, Purfer of the Hor- 
■«^«'^r, and Mr. Halkett, pllcnj^er, 
popoftd to accompany him, in order to 
Bake feme ohfcrvaf ions on the foil, pro- 
duce, and inhabitants, of this, ncw-dif- 
fwerrdifland. 

On^hc 3d. in the morning, the^ gen- 
tlemen having provided themfclves with 
pnrlezjts for the natives, confining of 
|en.knivea, fciffar^, razors, beads, &c. 
|Bid with |>lenty of arms and ^mmuni. 
I>0D, in cafe of attack, embarked on 
^ni a boat, and at npon reached the 
abnd. 

The natives received th,cm very kiivlly» 
^ condue^ed the boat to a convenient 
fbce £0^ landing. After they had ^onc 
^^~Xf and dittributcii (ppie prefents 



amongft the natives, which they appear- 
ed to be very much pleafed witli, it was 
pjTopofed, that Meffrs.Shaw, Carter, and 
Haiicett, fliould oroceed to the top of a 
high point of land, and that Captain HiQ 
ihould flay by the boat w;th the fo^r 
feamen. 

fbey accordingly armed -thcmlblvea 
with a raulket ea^n, and a lullicient 

Quantity of powder and Hall to begii^ 
neir journey properly accoutred. 
There were by this time great niinir 
bers of the nativeff, men, women atid 
children, afle^ibled round them, the mcil 
and children quite naked, and the women 
with no other covering t^an a leaf over 
fuch parts a« nature had taught them tf 
(oniceal. 

The gentlemen, when properly equipr 
ped, made figns to them that they were iii 
want of water, on which, with the greatest 
chc^irfulnds, they condufleti them to an 
excellent fpring of water, frequently 
kiflipg the hands of the party on the way^ 
crying out ** tf^iMa / lAjabbaT^ whic]| 
they luppofed to be water in their lan« 
guage. 

After the gentlemen had examined the 
water, tJieymadc figns of being dcfircTi^ 
to' afcend the hill ; the natives readily 
conceived their meaning, offered to con- 
-duft them, and appeared to be very I^ppy 
in thp ftrangers company. 

They had proceeded about tiiree quar- 
ters of a mile up the hill, .when they 
were conduced to a level Ipot of cleared 
ground, where ^v^(% was growing, an^ 
leveral young plantain trees fprmglng 
up in the midll of it, and the number of 
birds chirruping among the bufhes that 
furrounded this fpot made it appeal* ro- 
mantic. 

Here they were invited to fit down, to 
which Mefli's. Carter and Shaw con- 
fented \ but on Mr. Haikctt^s faying ** he. 
fufpefted they had fomedefignsonthem,'^ 
Mr. Caiter i-eplled, that he believed them 
to be a fet of innocent creatures, and 
made figns for fomething to drink. 

A boy was. immediately difpatchcd. 
and fhortly after returned with two cor 
coa nuts, which were given them to drink. 
After Mr. Carter had drank he got up 
and gave his muiket to Mr. Ha&ett r'o 
hold, while he took a (k^tch of the 
(andicape as it then appeared to his view. 

The natives (eeing the two mufkcts in 
Mr. Halkett's hands, defirtd'to held 
them for him j he gave Mr. Carter's :a 
one of them, but kept his own cocked, 
tlic muzzle direaed towards the breail of 
hiva^l\9, held it. 
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Ai foon as Mr. Carter had finifticd, 
hs took ibc mufkct from the native, and 
chid Mr. Haikctt for his fear, mention- 
ing repeatedly that they wer^ an innocent 
T2C« of men, and Mr. Shaw acquicfced 
in his opinion. 

After refreflijnp: themfclvcs they made 
ilgns to the natives to prfycetd further 
-up the hill, which they did not Teem in- 
clined to, but rather wiftied them to go 
down to the valley that appeared clear 
and pleafant frcm the place they vtrc 
then in, which was fuiroundcd hy bufljcs 
^nd (hrub&. 

"When the natives perceived that theV 
"wifitors were determined to aicend tiic 
lill, they followed in great i:iiml"tis, 
lialiooing and ihouting mofi hidecnily ()n 
the way. 

Mr. Haflcett ftri^ly obfcrved their 
notions j as they were continually mak- 
ing fiens to each other, and frequently 
, pointing towards him, he intimated thcUr 
©bfervations to the other gentlemen, and 
begged them f<-r God's lake to be o^ 
their guard, for the natives were certainly 
bent on mi (chief. 

At length, about half paft two P. M. 
they reached the iiiromit of the hilU on 
which they fo\ird a clear fpct of ground 
of fome acres in extent : the natives here 
kiiVtd their hands frequently, and, very 
kindly to all appearance, invited thirm' 
tQ fit down and rell themJelves ; which, 
fcowcver, they declined to do, the day 
beit)g fo far ipcnt. 

Kere they had an opportunity of taking 
the view v/hich was the objcft of their 
journey ; they faw the -reefs ^tending 
as far as the eye could reach \ but no 
iind to the ^Vcftward ot t)ic ifland, except 
a large fand bank nearly even with the 
water's ^^y and not far frtm the ifiand. 

At the iziiy: time they alfo perceived a 

Ct number of the natives round the 
J, who they fuppofed were trading 
with Captain Kill. When they had 
made their oblervations they began to 
^efcejid ; by degrees the natives contrived 
to feparate the three gentlemen at eight 
or ten vaids from each other, infmuaiing 
themfelvts between them in tljc path, 
V hich was but narrow, under t\\e pje- 
tei:ce oralliftingthem down the hill. 

Mr. Halkettperceived boys of about 
14 cr 15 years of age luiking in the 
butfies v^ they pafied, with bundles of 
fpears a'-d arrows, of which he informed 
Ml. Carter, who was the foremoft in the 
natli, and alked Mr, Shaw, who was be- 
hind them, if he faw tliem ? who ai\- 
i>Aercd in the alTuinaUvet 



Mr. Shaw begged the other gentlfim^ 
to be on their guard ; and Mr. Haikett 
propofed to Mr. Carter to turn all the 
natives before th^m, as he could plainly 
perceive they were bent en nrardering 
them J but Mr. Carter faid, he thouglrt 
that would fticw fign* of miftruft cr fear, 
and thjt he thought it better to go on 
es thty were* and be all upon their guard. 

They had got down the hill thegnatcft 
part of the way in this manner, whcB 
they uTre met by a ver)' pld man, who 
kifi'ed Mr. Carticr's hand firft, and then 
attempted to kifs Mr. Ka(kett's, but was 
not ■ permitted ; he then went oc and 
kified Mr. Shaw's, who was in the rear. 

Immediately after Mr. Hafltett cjlled 
o\it, " They want to take iny mulkct 
from me ;" and Mr. Cailcr exclajmedi 
** My Gcd-! my God ! they have mur- 
dered me I" Mr. Halkctt difchargcd hii 
mufket at the next man to him ; on the 
report of it the natives ail fied into the 
bufhes. 

Here was a horri/jl fp^6lacle for Mri 
Halle ett to behold ; Mr. Carter lying 
on tl>e ground in a gore of blood, aiw 
Mr. Shaw with a large cut in his threat 
under tlic loft jaw j but luckily they were 
both able to rife and proceed down tljc 
hill with all poflible fpeed, firing at tbi 
natives wherever they faw them. 

When they arrived on the beach ibcj 
called otit *' Fire I fire P' But whatinuft 
have l)een their feelings when they pert 
ceived Captain Hill and one ofthefcamtn 
dead upc a the beach, cut and mangled 14 
a fhoclcing manner ; they Ihortiy aJicr 
perceived two of the fcamen floating tn 
the water between the boat and the beach, 
with their throats cut trom ear to ear, 
After fome difBculty the unhappy furr. 
vivor^ made a (hift to get on board the 
boat. 

They found that the native^ had taken 
all their provifions, boat cloaks, &c, 
darted the water out of their kegs, an4 
left the fourth faijor dead in the boat, 
cut and mangled in the iaoie ihcckin^ 
manner. 

They tried to get in their papnel, but 
found it impoHible, it was lo entangled 
ainongft the recks by the natives. They 
thcretorc cut it ; and* Meflrs. Shaw and 
Haikett got out two bars and puUtd cfT 
rtiore, wfiilft ^Ir, Caj-ter kept the natives 
off with his mulkct. But they foucd 
great difficulty in getting out of the 
reach ot their fpeais and airows, as (he 
wind blew freih on fiiore. 

At length they found they could wea- 
ther the point of ihf iflai^ by bcaillrgthc 
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hil, which the natives moft fortunately 
had left bchiAd them, and it was hoilied 
Kconiingly. 

Mr. lUihUt bound up the wounds of 
his unfortunate comrades with their hand- 
kerchiefs } but Mr. Carter was io w*:ak 
irom the lofs of blocd, that he was ob- 
liged to lay down in the bottom of the 
brat, while the other two weic fpe^lators 
of the fate of th«ir dcceafcd companions. 

They faw very diftinclly thoie vora- 
cious cannibals dragging the bdies of 
Captain Hill and the leainen up towards 
large fires prepared on t!ie occafiqn, yel- 
ling and howling at the lame time. 

fietwccn nine and ten ihey cleared the 
poir.toi the ifiand, when it was pro- 
pofttl by Mr. Shaw to run under the lea 
of it, and endeavour to get' to the land 
bank they law from the top of the hill ; 
thatbtriiig the only method they could 
take, as they might reafonably hope, when 
thtry had not rcturi.ed to the ihips as 
cxpefltd, boats would be fent in quefi 
of^them the next morning. ' 

They, thercfoi-e, haul.-d up under the 
lea of it, and made fait a club of iron 
Wood, which the cannibals had left in 
the boat, to a nine pound lead, which 
kad alio dcaped their notice j thefe they 
bent to the lead- line, and let it go, in 
hopes it would ride her till tl|e mornmE;. 

They then committed the body of the 
murdered fcaman to the deep, and re- 
turned thank& to the Almighty for de- 
livering them from thofe inhuman mon- 
fle«. 

The pain the two wounded gentlemen 
felt, and the anxiety of them all, de- 
privedthem of reU all that night. When 
day- light appeared, they fcund they had 
drifted nearly out of fight of the iiland, 
and to the letrward of the land bank. 

It was impofTible to reach the bank } 
they therefore conlulted refpcfling what 
wa« bcfl to be done in their perilous lltu- 
ation. 

They examined what vras left in the 
boat, and found fome knives and IcifTars 
in the Item locki-r, but to their great 
Ibrrow the compai's was gone, and all 
their provifions and water. There was 
alfo Mr. Hafkctt*s great coat left in the 
boat, but nothing clie. 

Left now totally to Mr. Shaw, as to 
what were the beft Heps to take, as the 
other two were neither navigators nor 
ieamen, he informed them, that the wind 
wat then fair to run direct Ibr Timor, 
which lav nearly Weft of them, and he 
Ajppoitd they Ihould reach that ifland in 
^ut ten days. He could not think the 



(hip or boats would ever find them, and 
the longer they delayed bearmg away j th« 
lefs able they would be to perform their 
voyage without provifions and water. 

They therefore all agreed to ftand 
away to the WelH^ard, and truft ihem- 
lelves to that Providence who had deli-^ 
>'ertd them from the cannibals ot Tate*j 
Iiland. 

Animated with hope,they continued thus 
until the 5th, when hunger and thirlt prey* 
ed upon them } Mr. Carter** wound was 
lb painful that he begged to have it exa- 
mined, which Mr. Haikett did while 
Mr. Shaw held the Iteer oai-. With 
grfat difticulty the hair was cut from the 
head, which, with the handkerchief and 
his hair, were entirely clotted with 
blood. The wound was in the back 
part of the head, and appeared to have 
been made with a hatchet. After having 
been wafhed with lalt water, Mr. Haikett 
tied it up with a piece of his fhirt, and 
Mr. Carter found himielf alter the 
drelling much relieved. 

In the afternoon they difcovrred landi 
which they luppolcd to be the S. W. 
extremity of A^w Guinea j and on run- 
ning down towards it, perceiving a reef 
extending to the Southward,, on which 
were feveraJ negroes, whole heads only 
wei-c ,out of the water, they were at 
am miHaken for breakers above the wa- 
ter, but as foon as their miltake was 
discovered, no^one was eager to try their 
friend/hip, the fate of their companions 
being tob trefh in their memory ; not even 
though one of the negroes held up to 
them a large liili ; no imall inducement 
to men who had not brcke, fait for fifty- 
two hours. 

They pafTed the reef, however, with- 
out in the leaft noticing the natives, and 
continued their ccurte to the Weflward, 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Haikett relieving each 
other every two hours at the llcer oar. 

On the 6th in the morning they dilco- 
v^rd a land bank to the Southward, 
quite dry, to which they gave the name 
of ForloiH Hope^ A great number of 
birds being perceived about this bank, 
they endeavoured to make for it, in the 
hopes of killing fome of them and ga- 
thcrin^eggs, but found that the beat 
was drifting to the leeward of the bank ; 
they therefore hauled down the fail, and 
endeavoured to row up to it, but found 
themi'elves fo exhauited for want of food 
and water, that it was impoflible to 
make their way towards the bank ; indeed 
fo much had that attempt fatigued them, 
that it was with the grcatelt difficulty 
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tkey could accompli/h ilepping the mail 
^apd again hoiiting the fail. 

TWs fatigue, .after the boat was again 
on her courie, occaiioned them to repine 
and murmur at their misfortunes ; but 
rcflcftion on the gopdnffs of that Provi- 
dence who fo far had prote^lcd them, 
changed it into a perfe^l reiiauce on hit 
mercy. 

On the 7th in tht morning they found 
two fmall birds in tlie boat, one of which 
they immediately divided into three parts, 
cacn devouring bis ftiare with the keencft 
fenfations of hunger : the other bird was 
rcftrved for another meal. Even with 
this fmall (haw of fuflenance their fpirits 
were confiderr*biy raifed ; — they ftill ftcer- • 
ing to the Weftward } the fun beuig their 
guide by day, and the ftars by night. 
. Shortly after fun-fet this day they 
found themlelv^s in flioai water, an^i 
brcakei's all round them i however, they 
ftood on till about nine at night, when, 
liaving deepened to about five fathom, 
it was propofcd by Mr. Shaw^ and agreed 
to, that they fliould come to and rdl 
themfelves for the night. 

On the 8th in the morning they difco- 
vered land on both Hdcs c*; hem, which 
was at firft very difccuraglng, but Mr. 
Shaw, perceiving a current ktiing to the 
Weftward, ccnjeflurcd that there wa* 
a paflltge through, and that after dealing 



the land they fhould £nd an open fta, by 
which means thej' might (hcrtly reach 
Timer. 

Having, therefore, ftood in between 
the idands, they found there was a paf- 
fage between them, and, net perceiving 
any figns of inhabitants, agreed to land 
and look for water : Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Haikett accordingly landed, and fjiding 
a hole full of water, Mr. Shaw coula 
not^refi:ain frrm drinking heartily of it; 
after which, however, ar.<5 that a Keg of 
it had been filled, it was found to bc3S 
brackjfh as the water alcngfsdc. 

■ They ftood on through thelc ftraiglits, 
which they named GoJ s Mncy. In the 
afternoon Mr. Carter's wound became 
very painful ; and en Mr. HajXeti's 
opening it to wafh it as ufual wkh fait 
water, he found three pieces cf the i^ayi'ti 
had worked out} which ciixumftance, 
however, he did not communicate to 
Mr. Carter, but, on the contrary, gaw 
him every aHurance of its doing weU. 

Mr. Carter having been very weak 
from the opening of the wound, tb( 
throat of the remaining bird was cut 
and applied to Mr. Caiter^s mouth, andi 
yielding a fcv/ drops of blood, gave him 
gi eat relief. They divided the bird in 
the fame manner they had done the cthcr«

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Our Correfpondcnt alfo obferves an ac- 
count of the very fiouriihing Itate of the 
paiifli of L'Arcahayc, but not a fylhible 
to whom this is to be attributed j had the 
inhabitants been coniiiltedy they would 
have proclaimed to the worJdj that the 
high rtate of cultivation, and the great 
tranquillity in vrhich that parifh is at 
prclcnt, is owing to the genius, llrong 
nind^ and indefarigable exertions of Col. 
Lapointe, Commandant of the Dilblft, 
who whilft almcft every other par t of the 
liland is devaluated and in inmrrcdlion, 
has uniformly prcicrvcd peace and quiet 
in the extent ot this parilh under his 
charge, and by this means bi ought it to 
unequalLdprofDerity . 

As the Britim nation is Co little ac- 
quainted with the immenle value of this 
Ifland, otir Correfpondcnt prefnmes to 
give a fhort fkctch of tb/s panfi j it is 
^Jmedlefi in tbe Ijlam/y and the fertility 
and vaft refourccs of the whole may in 
feme mcafure be judged of therefrom. 

L'Arcahaye, from Boucaflin to Fort 
Lapointe is from four or five, to nine 
miles wide to the mountains. 

The hills of the fame parilh are fixtyr 
€x miles lon^, in coffee, from Mount Ter- 
rible to the Hill of Montruij. 

In 1789, fifty vcffeU, each from 300 to 
foo tons, were loaded here with lugar and 
coffee, befides a great duantity of mo- 
h!Rt& and other matters inipped to Ame- 
^j'ica, and the contraband trade ; alfo 
taifia, there being three diftiileries. The 
Fonds Blancs adjoining, and two- thirds 
of Mirebalais, on account of the neamefs 
of the fca, fhip much of their produce 
from this parim alfo. — There are in the 
pari/h 

57 Aigar eftates', 
300 coSce eftates, 

4 indigo eftates, and about 
100 fmail places where cotton is 
cultivated, 
iS,ooo (laves, and 1000 to 1200 white 
inhabitants ; fome eftates ^ make 1000 
bogfheads of fu?ar per annum, and one 
ef^te of forty-eight acres (that of Ja- 
ro/lay aux Vales), has been known to 
produce ioo,ooolb. of iugar in oncyrar; 
a good deal of clayed fugar is alio made, 
aiid double refined equal to any in the 
world. They reckon that a good fit td 
Jtaive fhould earn there 400 dollars or up- 
wards of 9ol. ftcrling, per annum. 



This parifli, like many others in S^y 
Domingo, in very independa^t of feafons. 
A variety of ftrearas and rivulets, which 
are never dry, ron from the mountains, 
and every eltate has a part, pj?Dporttoned 
to. its magnitude, allotted tM.it> avjiich i^ 
feen meandering rhrougK the cane pieces, 
and prefervcs thtra in conttant verdure j f^ 
that though" £he general feafon of mak- 
ing fugar is the fame as in the Britilh 
Kiands in the Weft Indie's, yet they make 
i\i%xv ihe ivboUyear round. 

This-is one of the fmalleft parilhes an^ 
plains of the Ifland. Prior to the war, thp 
exports from St. Domingo exceeded ih 
value thofe of the whole Britifh tflands in 
the Wcit Indies j the Spanifh part of thlt 
invaluatjle Ifland is faid to be equal in 
fertility to the French, though, owing to 
the indolence of thofe people, it is little 
cultivated. 

In the whole Ifland it is very healthy^ 
and cool in the mountains. In 1788^ the 
population, &c. of the French part of 
St. Domingo flood thus :— 
30,826 white Inhabitants, befides troops, 
24,848 mulattoes and frcr negroes, * 
434,429 flaves, 

793 fugar eftates, 
3,150 indigo ditto, 

789 cotton plantations; 
3,117 coffee tftates, 
54 cocoa ditto, 
^10 water mills, 
1,639 cattle mills, 
46,823 muks, ' 

36,782 horfes, 
243,682 head of cattle, Uz. 
and all this within the fpace of 70 yearsj 
as it could only be faid to be a colony 
fince 1718, when the throne df Spain was 
fecurtd to the Duke of Anjou. 

Spain holds two-thirds of the cultiva- 
ble loil ; has only 14,000 blacks or mu- 
lattoes, of which 7oooor 8000 are flaves, 
and has no plantation of confc((uencc\ yet 
they have held this Colony threcicenturiesy 
and it colls the Government 2 50,000 dol- 
lars annually, whilft in 1788 the French 
part yielded 6,924,166 livres of oflroi, 
or dull a to Govnhmfnt on the various 
produflions of the Colony, of which 
the total value the fame year was 
179,383,396 livres. In the !Lp.inifh part 
they have only a depreciated paper cur- 
rency, as all their fpecie goes to th« 
Ftench part of the Ifland*

« TsjO," faid I authoritatively, " this 
'*'^ earth is not our only place of ex- 
i((encf; that God who lent the good 
into ^is world of care has prepared a 
future reward more than adequate to all 
their prefent fufFcrings."

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TUOUGH England is aflalled at thii 
mement by very formidable advcrfa- 
rits, both from within and from without, 
y^t we fhall pcrfeverc in cherilhing the 
J>cpe> that the general fpirit of diicrimi- 
nation and good fenfc which' prevails 
■Ksrc |>crhaps in this country than in any 
Whcr in the world, will he as I'ufficient 
to guard us againfl tKurHalmacbinationSf 
» our fortitude and prudence have hi- 
tifrto been fufHcient to repel the ag- 
F«ffions of hoftilc nations ^ With the 
ttuduft of thofc to whom Government is 
ftttJinittcd, every wile man, in his pri- 
vate capacity, will forbear to interfere) 
<onfcioii$ that his opinion muli neceflau 
liiy be circumfcribed by a narrow and 
inaccurate range of information. But, 
«what mere immediately relates to in- 
dividuals, he is not equally reft rained ; 
iwletd he may be faid to be called 
upon in an efpecial manner, by his duty 
w a good citizen, to do all in his power 
to contribute to facial orders and to the 
fif^prejf.on of dangtrmts innovations. 

It is on this account that the work be- 
»rf us has a claim, to our earneft rc- 
conunendation. It appears to contain a 
^ narrative of fuch events as fell with- 
in the writer's ©blervation and bitter ex-* 
pcHcDce, daring the continuance of one 
w the molt iruel and atrocious tyrannies 
Kcoided in the hiftory of mankind. Its 
froper tfFeft is to guard every man who 
J^wts from an eager propenhty to array 
ainjlelf and his countrymen with tbefi 
T^'cr-iiseening rags of France which have 



hitherto appeared only as the emblemt of 
l/c^gary^ wrctcbrdntfi and Jlaugbter* 

Though the liile of this work is goodi 
the fair Authoreis is fo modeft, at to 
apologise iof any deit6ls that may ap* 
pear in it. She tells her readers, *» Thar 
(he ihould never have ventured >o ofifer 
any production of hers to the wodd, 
had ihe not conceived it pofiible, diat 
information and reflexions colleCled and 
made on the fpot, during a period when 
France exhibited a (tate of which there 
is no example, might gratify curioiity 
without the aid of literary erobellifli. 
ment; and an adherence to trutli might, 
in a fubjei^ of this nature, be more ac-* 
ceptable than brilliancy of thought, o^ 
elegante of language. The eruption of 
a volcano, Ihe adds, may be more fct^ 
entificallv defcribed and accounted for 
by the philolbphcr ; but the relation of 
the illiterate peafant who beheld it, 
an4 iufftred from its effeCls, may not be 
]th int^refling to the common hearer.'* 

Tliefe renuurks are undoubtedly juf^^ 
and argue a very becoming diflideDce ia 
the writer; it is our province to add^ 
what a perufal of thefe Volumes will con- 
^m, that where the fjpeXator of, and 
iharer in» the difmal kcne is fraught 
alfo witli the wiXdom-of the philofopher^ 
the information derivesr trom this cir- 
cumftance additional weight and value ; 
and that the perfon who has publiihed 
thefe pages is not more faitbful in ftat* 
ing the circumfbmcei , than judicious and 
confi<Urcuc i«i appr^ciatm^^^^. 
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tance aad extent of the calamities ihe re- 
lates. 

Perhaps we can in no way better con- 
Aiit fhe jntcrcfts of the Puhhc and. of the 
Auibon^, without ovcr-|ot»xing, what 
ought to be our chief concern, the /'//vr- 
iainmeHt of the rc^dtrs ot our mifccN 
lany, thtn by feltfting, as wc turn* over 
the pages of two clolely prii>tcd of^avo 
volamcs, fuch paflTages ' and occurrences 
as HhaW appear particularty important 
and inipienivci making curklvei any oc- 
cafional remarks which may render cur 
cxtrafts more intelligible or uletul. 

1'hc Ml letter we ihall notice is rln- 
tA An'as, 179a, which, dclcnbcs the gar- 
den and palace of the SKhop of tliat 
place, who had emigrated. In this ilc- 
icription, 'uelHii injffcculoi tbry may bc- 
JiolJ their fate who quit their native foil 
to.clcapc the ordeal of />tr/c'tut!on ^ and 
al] may contemplate the rili: of malig- 
irity and tlie progrefs and punifhment of 
ingratitude. 

** After obtaining an order from the 
Municipality, we went to lee the gardens 
'and palace of the BiHicp. The garden 
has nothing very remarkable, but is 
large and well laic! out, according to the 
old ftile. It forms a very agreeable 
walki and, when the Bifliop poUeflcd it, 
was opw^n for the enjoyment ot the inha- 
bitants, but it is now (hut up, and in 
diferder. The houle is plain, and lub- 
itantially furniflicd, and exhibits no ap- 
pearance of unbecoming luxury. The 
whole is now the property of the nation, 
and will (bon be dii'poled of. I coukl not 
help feeling a leniation of melancholy 2s 
wc walkt^d over the apartments. Every 
thing is marked in an inventory juft as 
Jeit, and an air of arrangement and re- 
ader ce leads one to reflect, that the own- 
er did not imagine, at his departure, he 
was quitting it perhaps for ever. I am 
n9t partial to the original emigrants, 
yet much may be laid ior the Biihop of 
Arras. He was puriucd by ingratitude, 
and msrked for perlccutjon. The Ro- 
beipierres were young men whom he bad 
taken Irom a inean Itate, had educated, 
and patronized. The Kevolution gave 
them an opportunity of diiplaying tntir 
talents, and their talents procured them 
pjpihJarity. They became tnenaies to 
the Cicrgy, bccauic their patron was a 
Bi(bcp J uid endcatrcured to render their 
btrneiafior odious, becatiie the world 
coukl not forget, nor they forgive, to'Uf 
much they were indebted t® him. — Vice 
is not often paliJTc j nor is there often a 



medium between gratitude for benefits, 
and hatred to she author t*f them. A little 
mind is hurt by the remembrance cf 
obligation, — begins by forg«tting,.aBd 
not uncommonly cnd& by jnrriecuting.'' 

Of the domeltic ditlrcftes perpetually 
excited by civil I'utpiclon and animciity, 
th^ following is a vtr^' diftrcfiing and ir- 
tereft!ng/»/V/xrr,' ,tcrniinaung happily how- 
ever in it j f>ciff>UUi'e t 

" The laft days of our (^ay at Anis 
were errbittered by thz diitrefs of our 
neighbour and acquairifancc Mada&jc 

dc B . She has I H two for.s under 

circumflances fo aileflinK, that I think 
you will be intcreltcd in the i-elatioa. 
— The two younc men were in the 
army, and quartered at Ptrpignan, at t 
time when lome effort ot counter- revc 
lution was laid to be intemkd. One of 
them was arreltcd as K-ing concerned, 
and the otht-r lurrcndercd himfclf pri- 
foner to accompany his brother. When 
the High Court at Orleans was inftitutcd 
for trying St»te-priioncrs, thole of ^cr- 
pignan were ordered to be conducted 
there, and the two B.*&, chained togctbtr, 
were taken with the relt. On t'neir ar- 
rival at Orleans, their gaoler hsd msilaid 
the key that unlocked their fetters, artd, 
not finding it immediately, the young 
men produced one which anfweied the 
purpoic, and releafed them*eivx.-s. The 
gaoler locked at them with farprize, aad 
alked why, with Inch a means in their 
power, they had not elcaped in the night, 
or on the road. They replied, b<.cau.e 
they were not culpable, and had no ira- 
fon for avoiding a trial that would iaa« 
nifeit their innocence • Their hemiin 
was fital. They were brcuL-ht, by s 
decree of the Convention, trom Ork*iiS 
to Verfa-illes (en their way to Pms), 
wheic they weic uict by the mcb Ja 
maiiacred. 

" Their unfortunate mother is yet 
ignrj^nt of their tale j btit wc leti brt 
in a (tatc iifJe preferable to that wkith 
will be (he cuccH ot cert:»inty. She Jasr 
the decree for tranlporting the priibccrs 
from Orleans, and all accounts of the k- 
fult have been caieiully concealed from 
her } yet her anxious and enquiring looks 
at all who approach her, indicate but 
too well her lulpicion of the truth. 
Monfieur de B/s iituaiion is indifcribably 
paint ui. Intbrmed of the death of his 
Ions, he is yet obliged to conceal his 
fiitfcrincs, and wear an appearance of 
tranqiiiflliiy in the prclence of his wjfr. 
Sometimes he e capes, when utviblc to 
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Contain Lis emotions any longer, and re- 
tnaids at M. de — '» till he recovers 
iumfelf. He takes no notice of the fub* 
jefl of his grief, and we refpe^l it too 
much to attempt to confole him. The 
laft time I aiked him after Mad. de -^-9 
he told me htr fpirits were fomething 
better, and, added he, in a voice almoit 
fuffocated, Jbe /i- amufing btrfelf tvitb 
vmrktng neckclotbifor bfrfons I —.When 
you refle^l that the maflacres at Paris 
took place the fecond and third of Sep- 
tember, and that the decree was palled 
to brine the prisoners from Orleans 
(where they were in fafety) on the tenth, 
1 can fay nothing that will add to the 
liiTor of this tranfa^tion, or to yoiu de- 
teftation of its caufe. Sixty - two, moftly 
people of high rank, fell vi6lims to this 
Wbarcus policy : ihey were brought in 
a fort of covered waggons, and Were 
muxdered in heaps without being taken 
out." 

We promifed a bapty perJpeQvve to 
this pi^urct and it will be found in the 
note fubjoiiied. 

" Perhaps the reader will be pleafed 
at a difcovery which it would have been 
unfafe to mention when made, or in the 
courfe of this correfpondence. The two 
youn^ men alluded to above arrived at 
Vcrfailles, chained* together, with their 
feUow.prUbners. Surprize, perhaps ad- 
miration, had diverted the gaoler *s at- 
tcntioD from demanding the key that 
opancd their padlock, and it was ftill in 
their pofleillon. On entering Verfailles, 
sad obferving the croud preparing to at- 
tack them, they divefled themlelves of 
their fetters and of every other incum- 
brance. In a few moments their car- 
riages were furrounded; their compa- 
nions at one end were already murdered, 
snd themfelves (lightly wounded ^ but 
the confufion increaiing, they darted 
amidft the croud, and were in a moment 
uadif^ioguKhable. They were after- 
wards taken under the proteflion of a 
humane magiitrate, who concealed them . 
for fome time, and they are now in per- 
feft fecurity — They were tbe only two 
of the whole number that escaped/* 

The following pafTage N^I remind thofe 
of our readers who were in London during 
the dreadful rioti which took place in the 
year 17 So, of feveral ridiculous though 
necfffary Jublerfuges which decency was 
often compelled at that time to recur to, 
to (helter itfelf from outrage. 

" It is curious in walking the ftreets 
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to obferve tlie devices •f the ieveraj 
clafTes of ariftocracy ^ for it is not to be 
difguifed, that fmce the hope from Du* 
mourier has yaniihed, thougn the dif^uil 
of tbe people may be increafed, their 
terror is alio greater than ever, and the 
Departments near Paris have no xefource 
but filent fubmiflion. Every one, there<> 
fore, obeys the Utter of the decrees with 
the diligence of fear, while they elude 
the /Pint of them with all the ingenuity 
of hatred. — The rich, for example, who 
cannot entirely diveft themfelves of their 
remaining bauteur» exhibit a fullen com- 
pliance with the edi^s% It has lately 
been ordered, that every houfe in the Re* 
public ihall have £xed on the outfide of 
the door, in legible chara6lers> the name, 
age, biTtb-place^ and profeffion of its in- 
habitants . Not the poorefl cottagei*, nor 
thofe who are too old or too young for 
aflion, nor even unmarried hdies, arc 
exempt from thus proclaiming tHe ab- 
flra£l of their hiftory to paifers-bjr* 

** Some of the wealthy do this on a 
fmall piece of paper, written in a fmall 
hand, and placed at the very extreme of 
the height allowed by the law. Some 
fix their bills fo as to be half covered by 
a ihutter ; others faften them only with 
wafers, fp that the wind, detaching one 
or two comers, makes it impoiTible to 
read the reil. Many who have courts or 
paiTages to their houfes, put their names 
on the half of a gate which they leave 
open, fo that the writing is not per- 
ceptible but to thofe who enter. Bnt 
thofcv^ho are mofl afraid, or moft de<* 
cidedly arlftocrats, fubjoin to their i-egif- 
ters, ail good Repuhlicani^ or Five la 
Republiqutf une &* indi*iifihUm Some 
likewife, who are in public offices, or 
(hop-keepers, who are very timid and 
afraid of pillage, or are ripe for a coun- 
terrevolution, have a fncet, naif the fize of 
the door, decorated with red caps, tri-C9- 
loured ribbons, and flaming fentences 
ending in \)eath or. Liberty ^ 

A few pages farther on, our fair tra- 
veller introduces a letter from a female 
friend of hcr's , jdatcd from a maifon d^ar* 
ret, to which fhe had been conveyed by 
a decree of Convention. We have not 
r6om for the whole, though interefting 5 
but the following paragraph is" a fpeci- 
men of the atroctty and fnlfthood with 
which the public concerns were ma- 
naged: 

'* One t)f our comp^ions is a non- 
juring priell, who tias .boto. imprilbned

m^ ■Aimed of mf cMmtfy.«>Altrr

The 
poor man for iSevcra) daja iefv6d» tt|l- 
bg brr» that he did n^t coniidcr himfvlf 
u a prieft^ nor wHhed to be known at 
fbch» nor to tnfnnge the law that ex- 
cittded him* ihe wpman* howeveri 
ftitlcomimied to pcHccnte htm> alledgine 
that her coolcience was dtlhefledy and 
that her peace depended on her bring able 
to confm it the riibt wajf. At length 
he fuffered himftlf to be prevailed upon ; 
tha woman received an hundied livies 
4lr informing againft hsm» and^ oerhapt, 
the prM wiu be conlemned to the gntl. 
loiiSe/' 

Wf ilml tn a fibicqnent note, that 
^ia M fi Unirnv ktzmm^jiint actually lufllered 
afterward! on the fcaffbhj. 
'. The Mhvwing letter will fiimiih the 
Engiifli reader with a competent idea e^' 
a dimidiimry vi/fti and, at wehope^ will 
fct him on hit roard againft luch as 
woold tntrodncc that 9wel J^ccits ofad- 
mim/hattom into our lilaniii af^er the 
example of thofe whom thcj Might i§ 
Smnitr and extol. They might not in- 
"deed begin with fiitb rrgnUuiom^ but 
they would afluredly end with them. 

*' I have often regrettcoy my dear 
Brother, that my lettert have for Ibnie 
time been rather imended to ^itljr fMur 
curiofity than Tonr aifeaion. At thtt 
moment I fcd diierentlt» and I raoice 
that the faaqniccnde and danger of my 
fltuatkm win ptobtbhr not come to your 
knowledge, till I Aall be no longer Tub. 
jeft Co xtm. I have been for leveral 
dayt onwell, and ye^ my body, valetu- 
dinarian as I am at beft, is now the bctttr 
part of nte i for my mind has been To 
deranged by fvrpente and terror, that I 
exjpeA to recover my health lon^ before 
I Uiall be able to tranqoillise my ipirits. 

<* On €^T return from Soiilbna I 
fimnd, faj the Public frintt, that a 
Decree had pai&d lor antfting all 
natives (^ the countries with which 
France ll at war, and who ha4 not con- 
fUntljr reiided thtae fipce 1789. Thit 
irtteifagaice» at. yon vrtll ccnceive, fuf- 
ficienthr ahrmed me, and 1 toft no time 
in conAiltiiig Mad. tk ^ — ^-^*t fricndt 
on the fnh;e£(, who wcte generally of 
•piakte that the Decree wna merely a 



menpce, and that it waa too ui^uft to be 
put in execution . As iooie days e!sp(ed, 
and no ftcpt we^ taken in oonicqucnce, 
I began to {htok;tha^ they were right, 
and my fplrits wcie iomewhat revived ; 
when one evening, as I was prepariog 
to go to bed, my maid fiiddcniy entered 
the room, and beibre fhe could give me aoy 
preTtous explanation, the apartment was 
iilird with armed men. At foon as I was 
colle^Hd enouffh to enquire the objeft of 
this nnlealbnable vifit, I learned that a^ 
this military a^arel was to put the iblt 
on ray papers, ami convey my pcrfuo to 
the Hotel de Ville ! I knew tt wouhi be 
vain to remonilrate, and tfaeietbre made 
an effort to recover my fptrita, and ^b- 
mit. 

<* The bufineft, however, waa not jet 
terminated- my papers were to be Med; 
and though they were not verv volumi- 
nous, the proceft was m. re dimcult than 
Ton would imagine, none of the conmaay 
having been employed in aiairt v the , 
kind befbn. A debate enfued on the 
manner in which it ihoold be done, mtf 
after a very tumultuous difcuffion, it 
was lagaciouflv concluded to ical up the 
doort and windows of all the apartmeoti 
appropriated to my ufe. They then dif- 
covered that they had no (bd fit for the . 
inirpolc, and a new conrultation w^ 
nokien on the propriety of affixing a , 
cypher, which was ofTcred them by eae ^ 
of the Garde Mailtmide, 

** This weiffhty matter beine at lengA | 
decided, the doors of my bca-chambcr» | 
drefBng-roem, and of the apartmeati i 
with which tbev communicated, wot ! 
caieltiUy faf(ened up, though not vi^ 
out in ob(enration on my ' part, that .1 1 
wat only a gueft at Mad. De %J 

and that an order to icizc my papers^] 
perfon wat not a mandate for rcDdcriiy | 
a part of her houfe u^i^lefs. But then ! 
was no rtalbning with ignorance and a ' 
fcoie of bayonets nor could I obtaiftj 
permifTion even to take ibme linen oat cf J 
my drawers.' On going down fhiirs I 
found the court and avenuea to the gar-; 
den ariiply guarded, and with thia mi»! 
merout dcorr, and accomnanicd by Mal^! 
De^«*— >, I wat conducted to the Bold 
de VUIe. I know not what le fift a a e a 
they might expeft firom a fingle female^ 
but, to judge by their pfecaiitiaa%: 
they mui have deemed the adventure a 
very perilout one. When we arrived ae 
the Hotel de Ville it wat near eleven 
o'clock s the hall wat crouded } and a 
younff man» in a dirty Knen jacket and 
trowtert, and dirty linen» widi t^ air 
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tf i Pclijoiit and tbe countciunce of an 
ifltffin» was harang;uing with great tc- 
lionencc againft the Englilhy who, he 
IfTerted, were all agents of Pitt (c4|>eci« 
iUy the woineo}» and were to fet fire to 
Ae corn, and conupt the garrifons o( 
the fortified towns. The peopk Kftened 
to thefe terrible proicfls with a ftvpid 
fort of furprife, and for the moll part 
Uemtd cither very carekfs or very incre- 
dulous. As foon as this inflanunatorj 
pitce of eloquence was finiihed, I was 

frefented to the ill- looking orator, who, 
learned, was a Rt^refemUj^t Uu ?emple. 
It was Tcry eafy to perceive that my ipi. 
ritt were quite overpowered, and that I 
could with diiRculty fuppon myl'elf ; 
hnt this did not prevent the Reprefimtant 
dm PimpU from titating me with that in- 
coafidcrate bruulity conomooly the efie6^ 
of a fiiddcn acceflion of power on narrow 
lad vulgar minds. After a variety of im* 
pcrtiiicatq«eliions,mettaces of a yriion for 
my Wf and exclamations oi hatred an^ 
vrngcaiioe aninft my country, on pro* 
ducing fime friends of Mad. De — *— > 
who wcfe to be anfwerabie for me, I was 
ndealedy and retnrned home more dead 
than alive. 

^ You muft not infer from what I 
have related, that I waa particularly dU*- 
tinguiflicd upon this occafion, for, tho* 
I have no acaualntance with the Engliib 
here, I uadcrttand that they had all been 
treated ia the fame manner* As fooh «s 
the SUfref^ntant had left the town, by 
dint ^ (olicitation we prevailed on the 
Muatcipality to take the feal off the 
rociDf, and content thunfelves with fe- 
letting and (ecoring my {^apers, which 
was done yeilerday by a CommUfioner 
formally appointed for the purpofe. I 
know not the quality of the good citizens 
to whom this important charge was en- 
truicd, but I concluded from their C9flume 
that tfccy had been more uletuUy em- 
ployed the preceding part of the day at 
the anvH and lail. It is certain, how. 
ever, tbey bad undertaken a bufinefs 
greatly beyond their powers. They, in- 
dscd, honied over all my tnifiki and 
dnhvcrs, and dived to the bottom of 
water-jogi and flower-jars with great 
seal, but neglcdcd to fearch a large port- 
folio that lay on the table, probably from 
not knowing tbe ufe of it } and my I'er- 
vant conveyed away fome letters, while 
I amuffd them with the fi^ht ef a blue* 
bottle iy through a microicope, 

" Th^ were at firft much putzted to 
know whether books -and muiic were in* 
eluded under the article of papers, and 



were very defirout of burning aHIftory 
of France, bocaule they dilcovered by 
the tille-page that it was ah^m Kings ^ 
but the moft difBcult part d this mo*. 
mentous tranfaAion was, taki|ig an ac- 
count of it in writing : however, as only^ 
one of the company could write, there 
was no difputing as to the fcribe, thoiigii 
there ivas much about the manner of ex*, 
ectttion.. I did not fee the eompofitioOf' 
but I could hear that' it ftated « €omm€ 
woiJ** They had found the (eals iia- 
broken, (9mme ^uoti they had taken 
them off { ^and divers us bows of the 
fame kind. The whole concluded, and 
my papers depofited in a box, I vras a| 
lenffth freed from my gueftt, and pQt in 
poudTionof my apartments.** 

In confequencc of the news of Ler^ 
Hood*s taking pofleffion of Toulon,whicb 
the Government affeCled to difcredit for 
fome days, but which was foon afcer- 
tained, the Oonventionf in a paroxIixD of 
rage at once cowardly and unprincipled^ 
decreed, that all the£ngliflinot rdfident 
in France before 17X9 fl^ould be impri? 
ibned as hoftaoes^ and be aafwerable for 
the conduft of their countrymen, and of 
the Touionefe> with their lives. This 
Decree was foon after put Into execution| 
and our fair eorrefpondent was involved 
in the common calamity. Having faren 
fo particular in our quotation firom th^. 
account of the domiciliary vifit, and as 
afls of oppreilion and bniulity exhibit 
tl)emfelves generally in the fame odious 
uniformity of appearance, we ffaall pais 
over the circumltances of this gnefltUion, 
Biit the following account of a fcmak 
toliow-prifoner we will infm, both, on 
account of its hreiitj and the commi/cra^ 
tioH it muft excite : 

** While I was walking in the yar^ 
this morning, I was accolted bv a female 
whom I inunediately recollected to be 
Vidoire, a very pretty cwturifre^ who 
ufed to work for me when I was ar Pan- 
themont, and who made your lall Hol- 
land fhirts. I was not a little ivrprizcd 
to ice her in fuch a iituation, and took 
her afide to enquire her hiftory . 1 tbuud 
that Her mother was dead, and that her 
brother, having fct up a little fliop at St^ 
Omer*s, had engaged lier to go and live 
with him. Being under five-and- twenty, 
the laft Rdquiiition obliged him to de- 
part for the army, and leave her to carry 
on the bufinefs alone. Three weeks 
after (he was arrefted at midnight, put 
into a cart, and brought hither. She 
had no time to take any precautions, a..^ 
their little i^oiwrneri^tizmich was in ha- 
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berdaihery> as well as fotne work (he had 
in hand, is abandoned to the mercy of 
the people who airefted her. She has 
reafon to fuppofe her crime is, not having 
frequented the conftitutional mal's. Her 
accufer is a member of one of the town 
committees, who, fince her brother's 
abfence, has perfecutcd her with di(ho- 
nourable propofals, and, having been re- 
puffed, has taken this method of reveng- 
ing himfelf. Her» conje£^ure is moft 
probably right, as fince her imprifonmtnt 
this man has been endeavouring to make 
a fort of barter with her for her releafe. 

♦* I am really concerned for this poor 
creature, who is at prcfent a very good 
girl 5 but if ihe remains here, (he will not 
only be deprived of her means of living, 
but perhaps her morals may be iiTeme* 
^labiy corru|ited. She is now lodged in 
a room with ten or a dozen men, and the 
houlc is fo crowded that I doubt whether 
J have interelt enough to procure her a 
more decent apartment/* 

What can this ftrangc policy have in- 
tended, which thus expoJed to ruin and 
want a girl of on^-and-twenty, not for 
any open violation of the law, but 
merely for her tfligioui ot^ nitons j and 
this too in a country which prcfeflcd 
toleration as the bafis of its Govern- 
ment? 

Of the mode by which the Military 
Order were kept faithful to the Republici 
one and indinjifihU^ the following in- 
ftance may fatisfy the reader. " The 
motive by which DefpotiTm rules isF^tfr," 
fays the Author of •' The Spirit of 
Laws j" what fort of Government then 
ihall we term this ? 

** Every man of note in the army is 
bcfct with fpies, and if they leave the 
camp on any occafion it is more nece^ary 
to be on thcirguard againll thele wretches 
than againft an ambul'cade of the enemy j 

and General related to us a circum- 

ilance which happened tohimlclfas an 
example of this, which will give a toler- 
able idea of the prefent fyftem of Go- 
vernment :— Aiter the relief of Dunkirk, 
being quartered in the neighbcurhocd of 
St. Omcr, he occafionally went to the 
town on his private concerns. Ore day, 
while he was waiting at the iiin where he 
intended to dine, two yowng men accoHed 
him, and after cngajging him in a gene- 
ral converfation for Ibmt time, began to 
talk with great freedom, though with 
an affected caution, of public men and 
meafures, of the banditti who governed, 
the tyraxmy that was cxercifed, and the 



fupinenefs of the people { in ihort, of al| 
thoie too poignant truths which coofti- 
tute the Uz€ nation of the day. Monf, 
De — — Was not at firft very attentive | 
but finding their difcourfe become fKll 
more liberal, it excited his fufpicions| 
and cafting his eyes on a glafs oppofite to 
where they were converting, he perceiv^ 
a fort of intelligence between them, whic^ 
immediately luggeited to him the pro- 
fefTion of his companions \ and calling to 
a couple of dragoons who had attended 
him, he ordered them to ameft. the two 
Gentlemen as ariftocrats, and conrey them 
without ceremony to prifon. They 
fubmitted, feemingly more' f urpriied than 
alarmed ; and in two hours the Gtseia] 
received a note from a higher power, de- 
firing him to fet them at liberty, as tbej^ 
were agmh of the Republic."' 

Another iliort inflance of the tocdofl 
.of Robeipierre and his party toward^ 
thofc in military con^mand whofe politi- 
cal opinions they fufpcf^cd, will tarthc| 
evince the atrocity of their jealcufy : 

** Ncv. 11. We have been walking in 
the yard (of the prifon) to day with Ge- 
neral Lavemrur, who, for an a6l which iq 
any other country would have gained him 
credit, is in tbii fufpended from his com- 
mand. When Cultine, a few weeks be- 
fore his death, left the army to vifit fcsnc 
of the neighbouring towns, the commantl 
devolved to laveneur, who received, 
along with other official papers, a lift of ;

Providence prpbabJjr 
referved a meafure thus propitious to 
human frailty and the caiualties of fo- 
ciety, to grace the aulpices of Revealed 
Religion, which was originally fubiiaa- 
tiatcd by a niercifiil attention to the fuf* 
tering part of mankind^ and miraculouflj 



died in confidcring' the numerous exi- 
geocies of human life, many valuable 
advantages would inevitably arife. It 
would not merely difclofe new fources of 
fcience, but enhance its importance, by 
irndering its priniiiples practicable, and 
reducing them to common ufe^ This 
deplorable mifapplication of talent is 

Sroliiic of great and manifold evils. It 
eluges the world with igpiorance and 
error, abufes the credulous, infults the 
wife with fi6lion and nonfeni^, and fwclls 
the mafs of learned lumber with a con- 
ftant acccflioa of ridiculous pai*adoxes 
and obfoktc theories. We are, there- 
fore, highly gratified by every depart ure, 
b writers of credit and relpeaability, 
from thi^ ^ifelefs expense of laboyr and 
time, and hope SujgejfioKS, in the true 
fpirit of what may be exj)e6\ed from an 
individual ferioully difpoibd to conl'ult 
the public welfare, will be as acceptable 
to our readers as ourielves. Their tem- 
pers, at lead, mud be ftrangcly pervuife, 
or their taftes oddly vitiated, who can 
pcrufe ibrj? with any degree of candcui', 
and not receive very iatisfaclory informa- 
tjcn on a variety of particulars, in which 
all are, more or lefs, concerned. 

One of the mofk curious fa^s in the 
biilory of civil Ibcicty is, the Origin of 
licfpitals. It is fomewhat remarkable, 
that In the Pagan world, and even among 
Che ancient Greeks and Romans, not- 
withflandine their tranfccndant refire- 
lurnt in tatte, and all the elegant arts, 
the fuperior excellence of their rccial 
cftablimments, their enthufiafm for poli- 
tical liberty, and that mafculine vigour 
of Intellect which difting\iifl)cd all their 
pDri'uits, wc find no accommodation of 
this fort for the indigence and miiery to 
which multitudes of our fellow -creatures 
are, in every fituation, fubje^Slcd. With 
sdl their fcience, accompiiiliment, and in- 
vention, they feem no where to have 
made any permanent provlfion againft the 
accidental difirefs of^ misfortune or dif- 
eaie. The inltitution of Hofpitals was 
one of the firft monuments infcribed to 
humanity when the world became Chrif- 
tian. Conftantine the Great had rccourfe 
to this mode of furniihing an afylum fgr 



bcaUng all manner of difeajgs. And 
there itill iUbfifts the happicft accordance 
between whatever abridges the ravages 
of afili6lion, and the influence of a fyftem 
which has for its obj«6l the ialvatioo of 
the world I 

To the fame benevolent principle wt 
owe the publication before us. It is the 
obvious relult of long, fedulous, and 
cori-e^ attention to the various locaiitiet, 
exigencies, and regulations here enume- 
rated. Many clrcumllanccs in tlie exte- 
rior, as well as the internal arrangement 
and conduA of Hofpitals, in detail, have 
occupied our Author's care and obfenra^ 
tion. He conceives the intereft of huma- 
nity and that of iheie charitable eftabliih- 
ments, in general, efpecially in this me- 
tropolis, to be pcrfefliy infeparable. 
And it does him peculiar honour^ 
amidft his very laborious and extenfive 
prafticc, hi» great profcffional celebrity, 
and private avocations, that fo large a 
portion of his ftudicsHiould be thus em- 
ployt^d in devifmg the bcft means for me- 
liorating the lutterings of our ccnmion 
nature. Intentions like thefe would 
fanilion talents very inferior to bis« 
Indeed, what higher merit can vpe 
cxpc($l to find In any work, than that it 
means well, and is well executed ? 

What our Author fuggefts in fpeaklng 
of cordial medicine, and the ialutary 
ufe of ftron^ beer for recruiting the 
health and* iplrits of patients from the, 
molt laborious claflcs ot the poor, reduced 
by fickncfs and penury, deierves very 
particular regard. It refers to a cir- 
cumilance of extreme fcvcrity, which all 
the poor in the kingdom are equally 
doomed to fuffcr from the late exorbitant 
duties on wine. This is often enough 
a neceffary ineredicnt in prefcriptions 
for famUie.w^.c^^^J^«^^^b« 
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wlkcre this h not the cafe, md bq < i » e f er 
tndiipenOible, apothtcariet may alwAy* 
be iuppoied moft i paring in their compo- 
Ikion* of what is moft coftly . May the 
iblkming fealbnable hints, I'an^ioned by 
the higheft phyiical authority, have due 
eflfeft on fucn a» are cotnpete'nt to red^efa 
the grievance ! 

•* There are diftafes and ftatca in 
which wine is eirentially necjlfary to 
life. To the honour of (governments it 
Is aoiply Inpplied to our brave foldiers 
and lattors who ftancl in need of its vir- 
tue. Ai a mc-dicine of tne moft impor- 
tant kind, its gosdnefs is a point ot ie- 
rious confideratton j for,' if it be bad, it 
may prove a bane inftcad of a laving 
cotdial. The genuincnels of wines, the 
prrKels of Aning them, an.l the means of 
edulcorating them, and otherwife correfi- 
ing their detects, fliouJd be fubje^s of 
continual fcnipulous enquiry. Arlcnic, 
that has certainly been employrd for 
white wines in the former inteniior., and 
lead in the latter, are things whole pro. 
l^i'ticS are too generally known to need 
explanation. The meaAire, alfo, of 
wme, retailed by the bottle, demands the 
Attention of the Legiflature and the Ma- 
gtftrate. A gentlemai^ took pity upon a 
miierable family, in which was one fmk 
ing in a nervous fever. He mdiicreetly 
ordered, from a retailer of wine and other 
liquors, a dozen of red port. He was 
prefent when it was received— /w«W 
6oU/es, toKSainsitjr each barely a, ftni and 
. an baiff'witie HHofure)^ of tbt mofi aho* 
minakUflmff! 

Some Hofpitals are habitually dif- 

f raced by the bale cuftom of taking fees. 
t is liirprizing that Governors arc not 
more eoriid^ and z£>ive in hipprefline a 
practice that a6^nally exposes their c^- 
nty to jaic. It gives undue influence to 
nuries, and excittrs envy and jealcufy 
among the patients. To rcfift what is 
deemed duc^ notwtthiboding tiie moft 
public and explicit iuhihitions* only cr. 
cafions one to be pointed at, otherwiie 
ill treated, and perhaps expelled, or» 
at lea^, iind fuch a iituation very irk- 
some. In ibme public tbundations for 
the education ofyouth, this liniiler habit 
in nuries is become ib enorbitant and ra- 
pe ious, that boys may be put out, at a 
little mere exp«nce, to a common beard- 
ing- fcliool. TendtTneis for their chil- 
'drcn fecnreS the connivance of pOrcrrts 
with this iiifanious traffic, Wik> never 
look into the Hofpital, or take the leaft 
concern about their own while under the 
f ogniaacce of it& ©ttcors, withviut bemg 



their poor defencAeft boys to the clamour 
and contomeiy of an inxpeciotts virago* 
fatftmijwd hj knot Gowcroor, who got 
ner the bhrth, in all probability, for 
value Vcoeived of a former date. Sock 
is the illicit influence which debafes asl 
ftains public patronage in all its depart* 
ments with a ijpurit ot the loweft intrigue, 
and the moft tnliilting partiality. Againft 
what appears fo perfeftly repugnant te 
the genius of every charitable lattiti;. 
tion, our Author delivers his opinion ia 
theiedtcifive terms : 

«* The receipt of fees slid pecuniary 
confidcrations, on any acconnt, froin 
patients of Hofpitals, ought to be aho- < 
Irihed. It is like the cruel pra^ice of 
demanding money of poor debtors on 
their entrance into prifon, after being 
torn from their homes, and their tamilici 
wanting bi*ead. Will not nurfei^ 
watchers, &c. exa^ all they can if al* 
lowed to receive any ? Will they not be 
difpofed to treat with indiflfereiiccr th4)6 
patients that are not able to purchaife :

ions diimifTed from their wards, in the :

other means of relief are unavallahk | 
happily accelerate the procrefa ot fcicnccf J 
and annually accommodate, for tlajr< 
important ends, upwards of twenty iSIIh 
fand pei'fons. Whatever affeAs the p««l^ 
|ierity of Inftitutions thus exienfivc aai \ 
tmpoitant, furelv meritt frequent, ^Cdt* \ 
berate, and minute dilcuflion. Tke 
public are, therefore, deeply intercfted 
m whatever would facilitate their i»* 
provement. Bitt even thefe b^ no mean« 
cxhauttthe utility of Mr. Bbzard'sppB- 
dubious. Moft of his Sugge'lion* are 
equally applicable and necet&ry to all 
complex bodies, occafionally or habitu-^ 
ally aflbciated ; the Navy in Ships, the 
Army rn Cantonments, public offices, 
manufaAories, ieminaries of leamingy 
and even large families.

This energetic Monarch took all 
the pains and uied all the means pof- 
fibltf to become intimately acquainted 
with every thing proper for a roan 
who ruled a great and uncivilized Em« 
pireto know. He entered himfelf into 
the detail of all the arts ufeful to man* 
kind. That of Ship-building feems to 
have been his favourite ftudy. To ac- 
quire a knowledge in this very ufeful 
art for a great and commercial Empire^ 
he worked as fc common (hip-carpenter 
in the docks of Amfterdam, and came 
over to England, where he was received 
with great kindnefsand hofpitality by 
William the Third, who procured for 
his' refidcnce the houfe of Mr. John 
Evelyn, the learned and ingenious au- 
thor of " Sylva," called • Saye's Court, 
near the Yard of Deptford, and appointed 
the Duke of Leeds to attend him. One 
day, after he had vifited the magoi- 
Bcent Hofpital of Greenwich, he went 
to St. James's Palace to dine with King 
William : That Prince a(ked him how 
he liked Greenwich Hofpital? " Ex- 
, tremely welt, Sir," replied the C^r ; 
** and if I were permitted to advffe 
your Majefty, I (hould recommend to 
you to remove your Court thirher, and 
convert your Palace into an Hofpital.** 
Peter cxprefled great fatisfa6tlon to

When he was dreffed he wore the 
Order of St. Andrew } at other times 
ht bad no badge or mark of any Order 
on his perfott. When he went abcfut 
' the town by land, he always made ufe 
of an open two-wheeled chaife, attend- 
ed by two foldters or grooms, who rode 
before, and a page^ who fometimea 
Hood behind the chaii^, and often fat 
in it with his Majefty» and drove 
him. He rofe even in the winter time 
before four o'clock, and was often in 
his cabinet by three, when two private 
fecretaries and certain clerks were in 
conftant attendance.— Peter feeras-to 
have loved his fubje^ with the attr n* 
tiott of a friend, as well as with the 
adfs£lion of a father. He was anxious 
for their pleafure and amuferaeat,. u 
well as for their improvement* He 
came one day to the (hardens of Peter f- 
burgh, called Cathelrine's Gardens, in 
honour of the Empfefs, which he had 
laid out himfelf, and on finding no 
perfon walking in them, he alked the 
rel*fon; one of the fenttnels repliedi 
*' Sire, it is becatife we have fofiered 
no ott« to enter,"— <• And pray, blocks 
bead,** replied the Czar* angrily, 
« what wile-acre has given you thefe 
orders ?** — **Our Officers, Sire,** replied 
the centinel. ^« What a pack of fools I'* 
replied the munificent Emperor ;" could 
thele people imagine that I had made 
fo vaU a vvallK, suid at fo much txpcnce 



too, for myfelf aIone» and not for the 
advantage of the public?'* TheCtat. 
on being invited by one of bis Nobles to 
a hunting pany, which was totermtsaie 
with tbe hunting of the wild boar, re- 
plied, ' ** Hunt, Sir, as much as yoa 
pleafe, and make war on wild beais ; 
for my parr» I cannot amufe myfelf 
in that manner whilfl I have enemies to 
encounter abroad, and refradory fuHjedi 
t» brinfr into order at home.'*^Peier 
the Great knew no eamc of cards ex- 
cept a common Dutch game, at whicli 
he played occalionally ahiongft his Oili* 
cers military and naval ; and he ic- 
fkrided the flake to a fmall fum, ssd 
made an edtft, which declared that he 
who lofk more than that fum was aoder 
no obligation to pay. Of perfons wlio 
were fond of gaming this great ms 
uied to fay, that they had no ule for ■ 
any thin^ ufeful, and that they dc* I 
voted their time and talents to tbe pvr- 
pofes of grofs avarice. The Czar, wbes 
he retired to reft, was in ^nersl con- 
pletely fatigued with the toils of tbeday, j 
and gave ftrift orders that he Aioaid j 
never be awaked onlefs in ca£e of Br.^ 
When any accident of that kind bap* j 
pened, there was a ftanding order gitcaj 
to rouze bim at tbe firft appearuce 4] 
it, and bis Majefty was frequently tkai 
firfl perfon that aflifred at the M 
remaining there and giving tbe neceAm 
orders until the danger wm over. Neirffl 
the iaft aft of this great Moasttbi^ 
life was an effort to fave the lires df| 
fome of his fubjefls. In a very isfirfl^

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ACCOUNT OF THE LATE MUTINY IN THE CHANNEL* FLEET^ 



YN the month of February laft, peti« 
'*' tions were fent from all ih« Hne-of- 
batclc ihipt at Portfmouth to LordHowe ; 
but being all written by one perfon, and 
couched inthe £une lanruage, it was pre- 
fumed they were only uie productions of 
foxac fi6tioui or mad-brained indi v id uala^ 
who lyere too conteipptible for notice ; 
the petitions were therefore thrown 
afide, and obtained no anfwers. ^ This, 
on the return of the Fleet to port JFrom 
the laft cruize, occafionpd a corrf fpon. 
dence b)r letter to be kept up and pafTed 
from ihip to ihip» through the whole 
fleet; till at length it was unanimoufly 
agreed upon» that no ihip Ihould li/t an 
anchor till a redrefs of grievances was 
obtained. In thi$ ftate matters remain* 
ed till the i jth of April, when Admi- 
ral Bridport ordered the fignal for the 
fleet to prepare for Tea ; butt ipftead of 
weighi|ig anchor, three cheers were 
given from the Queen Charlotte, s^s the 
fignal fordifalTeCtion, which was in like 
manner followed by every (hip in the 
fleet. The Officers were' thundcr- 
flruck, and tried various means to bring 
the men to a fcnfe of their duty; but 
without effect. The next day a boat from 
each fliip was demanded, and two men 
from the crew ef each were appointed 
Delegates to reprefcnt the whole,, and 
Lord Howe's cabin was deemed the 
xnoQ. proper place for their delibera- 
tions. On the 17th, every man in the 
fleet was fworn to fupport the caufe in 
which he had embarked ; ev^n the Ad- 
miral's body feryanu were not exempted 
from t^e oath. Their next procedure 
\yas the reeving jropes, in 'i^rrcrm, at 
the fore-yard-arm, and turning all the 
Officers out of tfie fleet who h^d behav- 
ed in any manner to oflend them. Otr 
the i8th the Lords of the Admiralty 
arrived there, in thf courfe of which, 
and two following days, fcTeral propo- 
fltions were made by them to reduce 
the fleet to ohedience', but inefie^ually. 
On the 2 ill Adrotrajs Gardner, Col- 
"P^yh ^Q^ Polo went on board the Queen 
pharlotte, in order to confer with the 
DtUgateSy who informed the Admi- 
rals, that it was the determination of the 
crews to agree to nothing that ihould 
not be 'fandlioned by rarliamcnf, and 
gauranteed by the King's Proclamation j 
vrhichfo difappeinted and irritated Ad- 
miral Gardntr, that he fcized one of 
chc Delegates by the collar, and fworc 



ha would have them all hanged, viil^ 
evefv (ifth nan thmughout theflcet^ 
This circumftance (o exafperated the 
crew againft the gallant Admiral, that 
it was with much difficulty he efcaped 
(rom the fliip with his life. The Dele, 
gates from the Royal Ceor^e now re- 
turned to their fliip, and intonned tiie 
crew of what had happened, who,afur 
fomc ponfultation, reiolved on fuamoa- 
in^ aj^ the peiegates on board thiir 
ihip, which was done bv hoiftiog the 
red or bloody flag* li^hicn ftruck terror 
through the fleet (as the (Ignal was net 
gener^ly under flood), ai^d particlari; to , 
the Officers, who trembled for the coo< < 
fequeoc^f, . fearing, chat fofnethiag \ 
dreadfully hoflile was intended, U ; 
wa^ 9t fhis moment that the much vaUr . { 
ed and refpeA^d Lord Bridport's ftaf | 
was flruck, with a reColutioo never 10 | 
difplay it again, which drew reanfroB | 
almoft all the Officers. The fleet Dcit 
pro^ee^ed to Ipad all their guns, ordered 1 
a watch to be kept the Ume as at Tea, 
and put every ihingin a(U(epf defence, 
keeping every Officer to his refpeftifi 
fliip. On the 2id the men werefome- 
.what pacified, and caufed two letten 
to be written, one to the X^ordf of tbe 
Admiralty, flating the caufe ofdueir 
condu£^ on tlie preceding dvf\ ^ 
other to Lord Brtdpprt, in which ^1 
ftiled him their Faiber znd Frieudt uil | 
avowed no intentional oflence to hiot ' 
.This had a good efle£t; for on the s}d 
the Admiral returned to his fhipi asd , 
rehoiflcd his flag, and, after a ibon «t- \ 
drefs to the crcv^ , in which he told them j 
the painfull bufinefs of the laft week j 
would be the means of hurrfiog ^ \ 
flionly to his grave, be informed ibeoi 
that he had brought with him a rrdrcfs 
of all their grievances, and his Mijcf- 
ty's pardon for the offenders, whi^i 
after Tome deliberation, were accepted} 
when ever man returned to his dmy*

the ufual proportion ; and, as a. furthel- 
pinof of our modciation, and that we 
, <re aftuated by a true fpiHt of benevo- 
lence towardt onr brethren the Ma- 
gnet, who are not noticed in your 
LordArps Anfwer, we humbly propofe. 
that their pay be augmented while fery. 
ug M b^rd| in the lame pro^>orciua'as 



Ordinary Seamen. This- we hope anH 
truft will be a convincing proof to your 
Lordibip9 that we are not aduated by 
a fpirit of contradiction, but that we 
earneftfy wi(k to pot a fpeedy end to the 
prefcnt affair. We beg leave to ftate to 
your Lordfliips, that the penfions from 
Greenwich College we earneftiy wifh 
to be raifed to ten pounds per annum ; 
and, in order to maintain which, we 
humbly propofe to your Lordfhipf, that 
every teaman employed mthe merchant 
ferviee, infiead of fix pence per month, 
which he now pays, diall hereafter pay 
one (hilling per month ; which, we 
trult, will raiie a fund fully adequate to 
the purpofe ; and as this, in rime of 
peace, mud 1>e paid by your Petitioners, 
we truft it will give a convincing proof 
of our difintereSedneCs and moderation. 
We would alfo recommend, that this re- 
gulation be extended to the Seamen iia 
the fervice of the £aft India Company, 
as we know by experience that there 
are few failors employed by chcm but 
what have been in the Roya? Navy, and 
we haveieen them with our own eyes, 
after ficknefs or other accident has dif- 
abled thiro, without any hope of relief 
or fupport but from their rormer fer- 
vices in the Navy^— As to provifions^ 
that they be augmented to fixteen 
ounces to the pound of bread and meat; 
cheefe, butter, and liquor in proper* 
tion» and of a better quality, and a fuf- 
fieient quantity of Vegetables, and that 
no flour be ferved with frrih beef. 
And «e further beg leave to inform 
your Lord fiiips, that itvis unanimoufly 
agreed, thac, until thf grievances be- 
fore Rncd are redrefled, and an set of 
indemnity palTcd, we are determined 
not to lift an anchor ; and the griev- 
ances of pacticular ihips mtift he re* 
drefled.

The following is a copy of the letter 
from the Admiralty to Lord Bridport, 
notifying their compliance with the de- 
mands of the Seamen ^ with their final^ 
anfwer :

Having raken into our cnnnderanrn a 
paper containing fcVcral rcprtlehtations 
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firom the Setocn of hit Majcfty't fliipt 
at Spithead, refpe^ing the advance of 
their wageSyand h^ng defirous of grant-* 
iDg them every tequcft that can with 
any degree of reafoji be complied with* 
we have rcfoWed to recommend it to his 
Majeily^ that an addition of live (hil- 
liogt and fixpente per month be made 
to the wages of petty Officers and Sea* 
men belongtog to his Majcdy's Navy, 
whicl) will malce the wagesof Abie Sea- 
men one OiiUiog per day, clear of all 
deductions ; an addition of four fliiU 
and fix pence per month to the wages 
of Ordinary Seamen i and an additionof 
three (hillings and fix pence per month 
to the wages of Landmen : and that 
none of the allowance made to the Ma- 
rines when on (bore (hall be Hopped on 
their being embarked on board any of 
his Maje fly's ihips.^ We have alfore- 
folved, that all Seamen, Marines, and 
others fervtng in his Maje(ly*s (hips, 
(hall have the full allowance of provi- 
fionsy without any dedud^ions for leak* 
age or wafle ; and thac» until proper 
iteps can be taken for carrying this in- 
to eSe£t, (hort-allowance money (hall 
he paid to the men in lieu of the deduc* 
tion heretofore made $ and that all men 
wounded in action (hsdl receive the-irf uU 
pay until their woiiiads (hall be healed, or 
untilfbeing declared incurable, they fhall 
receive apeniion from theche^at Cliau 
ham, or mall be admitted iato the Royal 
Hofpital at Greenwich. And your Lord • 
(hip is hereby required and direded lo 
commomcate this our determination to 
the Captain of each cf his MAJefly'j (hips 
under your orders, dire6ting him to 
make it known to the (hip's company 
under his command; and to inform them, 
that (houldthey be infcnfible to theve* 
ry liberal offers now made to them, and 
perfifk in their prefent difobedience, 
they rouft no longer expe£t to enjoy 
thofe benefits to which, by their former 
good conduct they were entitled ^ and 
that in fuch cafe, all the men now on 
board the Beet at Spithead (hall be in- 
capable of receiving any fmart money 
or penfioQS from the cheft of Chatham, 
or of being admitted at any time into the 
Royal Hofpital at Greenwich ; and that 
they mufl be anfwerahle for the dread* 
fill confequeocca which will necefTarily 
attend rheir continuing to tranfgrefs the 
rules of the fer vice, in open violation 4>f 
the laws of their country .

The old woman conceals tlie ftipplies fnvt 
10 her, and throws herfttf upon the pro* 
tc^tion of Albina's grandfather, whom flit 
contrives fo to inceiife againft his Ton, that 
when the old man dies he difinherits his 
fon, and leaves all his fortune to his 
grand -daughter Albina. It appears that 
Mrs. Rigid, who aflumet the entire con- 
troul over Albina, has entered into an 
agreement with Veritas, the Tutor of 
George Howard, a young gentleman who 
lives in the neighbourhood, by which, if 
flie efleAs a marriage between thq Tutor 
and Albina, Veritas is to give this cor* 
rupt Governefs half of the Mandeville 
cttatesi amounting to five thoufind pounds 
R^year. Albina, however, is attached to 
Howard, and is beloved by the latter. In 
this flats of affairs, Mandeville arrives 
from India, being unabfe to bear any 
longer a ii^paration from his daug^tter, 
having received no Rcc«uats of her, or 
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Mknowledment of the remittancct he had 
made for ner maintenance. At foon as 
he arriTtf , he it recognifed by Kealizc, 
Steward of the Mandeville property, who 
immediately makes a demand upon him 
for money, and threatens an arred upon . 
non-payment* Sir Solomon Cynic, an 
old tefty hatchelor, being ignorant that 
Mandeville had fcnt home money for the 
fupport of his daughter, alfo dettrrmines 
to aiTrft Mandeville for a fum for which 
he had made himfelf refponfible as fe- 
curitj for a deceafed friend.

Sir S. Cynic, though profefledly an enemy 
to the conjugal (bite, is not without a 
fpirit of gallantry, and, therefore, when 
the daughter of Old Ruftic applies to him 
in behalf of her father^ he becomes ena- 
moured, and viAts her ftcrctlv at the 
Cottage. — ^While he is in the midft of his 
amorous avowals, Mandeville^ accora- 
panied bv Howard, returns to the cot- 
tage, and Sir Solomon, to efcapc ob- 
fervation, hides himfelf among Tome ftraw 
in a recefs, before which a curtain is 
drawn, but fo ill fecured that Dolly Kuftic 
is obliged to fallen it up with Sir Solo* 
moo's cane-fword. To divide Howard 
and Albina, the villainous Governefs had 
induced the latter to believe that Howard 
viiited the cottage from motives of regard 
to RufHc*s daughter. To ai'certain this 
fa^f^bina alTumes a naval unifoims pre* 
tending to be a Mr. Herbert, her own 
cottiiB. Having traced Howard to the 
cottage, Albina will not ftir from it till 
file has feen him. He tlierefore appears* 
nod conceiving her to be an impeitinent 
fwa^gering boy, a quart el arifes i and*, as 
Albina threatens to wound him with her 
fword, he ftises the cane-fword which 
fupported the curtain, and hence Sir So* 
lomou is discovered.

Albina is not the leaft dilhirbed by tbe 
fuppofwd horrors of the place ; hot per* 
ceiving that Deborah, the old maid, who

DEBTORS AVJ> CREDltOHS. 

Earl Moira» in an excellent fpeech, 
Aaied the hard (hip* which Debtors la» 
hoare4 under by being fubie^^ to im- 
prifonnent on mefne proccfs, and fre« 
quently being obliged^ for want of bail» 
to lie twelve months in prifon before 
the plaintiff would bring the matter to 
a tnal. He alfo Ihewcd the hardfliips 
which many hundreds of others fufiered 
by being imprifoned in executioa, and| 
where the plain ti if did not {(h-oceed, be* 
iag kept in gaol rometiroea for many, 
'years from want of money to liberate 
fhemfelves by fuperfedeas. The Society 
lor the Relief ot Ferfons confined for 
^aall Debts liberated by their bcnevo% 
leace in the laft.year one hundred and 
thirty unfortunate perfons under this 
wretched predicament. His Lordfliip 
moved, ** Tbnt a Committee be ap- 
pcrtnted to cnnfider the (fate of the laws 
between debtor and creditor, and to 
make their rcjport on the fame.** Be- 
fore his Lordmip fat down, he men- 
tioned that the Learned Lord then on 
tbe woolfack had -put into his hands a 
fcandaUus letter, which the Learned 
I.ord had received from fome perfon, 
' who therein accufes the Learned Lord 
of authorizing a long lift of enormities 
which unfoners for dsbt were fubje£ted 
to, and which, he faid, he was fure 
there was not one Lord in that Houfe 
who would not all together di(believc. 

Lord Kenyon began by alluding to 
^ the letter mentioned by the Noble Lord, 
'aod declared, by all that was facred, 
and a» he hoped for mercy at the Dajr 
of Judgment, that every word in it, to 
far as related to himfelf encouraging 
enormities in the prifon, or in any re* 
iped whatever promoting corruption, 
was abfoltttely and pofitively falfe. He 
)ioped, ntY he entreated and conjured 
their Lordfliipe would appoint a Com* 
fnittee to enquire into bis condtlA in 
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thisrcfpea. OnthefubjeaoftheCom* 
mittee moved for by the Noble Lord, 
he oppofed it, on the ground of the in* 
jury that any aluracion in the Law of 
Arrefts would do to the credit of this 
country aa a commercial one. 

Earl Moira deprerated thb idea of a 
Committee to enquire tnto the Learned 
Lord's condu£^, and pftfTed fome very 
high encomiums on his Lord(hip*s ^i^ 
raaer, of the tmch of which he was 
fure every Noble Lord was convinced.

MR. PITT. 

The Earl of Suffolk offered hrmfeif 
to theirLordfliips' attention, as poffetiing 
the warmeft love for his country, whien 
b^ the nitconda^ of hisMajettyUftfiv 
mfters had been reduced from a A ale of 
the higheft profperity to the vergie 
of ruin. He adverted to the condiift 
of Mtnifters, in facrificing the feelinn 
of men who had performed the mtA 
eminent fervices to their country, to prfi* 
mete their own perfonal influenpe^ and 
political jobs with individuals. They bitt 
given toa Noble Dnke r Portland) a mtrfc 
of honour intended by hisMaJeftyasare* 
ward for a Noble Earl (Howe), which 
he had been weHaffured was^ as it ought 
to have been, confidered by the Noble 
Earl as an indipniry f^ him. How had 
they treaied Haother Noble Lord (Rod« 
ney) for the glorious fervices of the 
nth of April ? It wat true he had a 
miferabic pcnfion, but he had been fuf. 
fered to languifli in poverty In hit old 
aee; anc^f btjt ror x e • onai procec- 
t on he enjoyed ^i a Peer tn Parlia-

When ^ecetfed, hit body waf 
iciscd on> and for a confiderable time 
denied tberighu of burial Their ivhole 

Iyftem wastogoTcra by iofluence ; they 
lad libelled the loyalty of ihe people, 
aod branded every man with the epi- 
thets of Jacobin ind Democrat who op* 
. Dofed their mcafures. I n tracing them 
|nrou£h eyery Court on the Continenti 
froflc the Treaty of Pilnitz to the pre- 
fcnt ipomenty duplicity, incapacity, and 
forrupcion were difcernible in all their 
Deafurct. The Noble Earl faid, in re* 
▼tewing the circumftances of the War, 
he found Miniftert at incapable in their 
plana of hoftility, at they were in their 
Bcgociationf for Peace ; and after com* 
menting at foine length on the iitoation 
to which they had reduced the financea 
of the country, he concluded by a mo- 
tion to the following eifeA : 

** That an humble Addreft be pre* 
fcntcd to his Majefty, praying that he 
would be graciouAy' pleafed to remove 
from his Councils his Minifter, namely, 
the Firft Lord of the Treafury, who 
by his mifconduA had forfeited the 
confidence of the People.*' 

Lord Grenville yery ably replied to 
the variety of topics in the tSfoble Earl's 
Addrefs. He vindicated the condud 
of.Minifters with rcfpeQ to the War; 
he (aid, everj. nerve had been ftrained 
to prqfecute it wnh vigour and cffc£k | 
and contended, that as far as the arms 
of Great Britain were concerned, the 
defired fuccefles generally enfued-The 
mifcarriagcs of the Allies on the Conti* 
Bcnt could not fairly be imputed to Mi- 
aifters ; and they feizcd the firft oppor- 
tunity, v'here it could be done with 
honour %nd advantage, of bringing 
about a Peace, which overtures were 
nocorioufly counteracted by the enemy. 
With regard to the tenor of the motion, 
•he rouft?ay,be never knew any inftance 
of the kindy \vhcre fuch a motion was 
brought forward v^ithout anjr one fpe- 
cific charge alte^ged of miicondud or 
malverfation agaiii(t the perfon in quef^ 
tion ; it was therefore linneceflary to 
dwell on that head. He thought it ne- 
ceflary, however; to fay, thai one part 
of the I^oble Lord's accufation had no 
.foundation in truth- The Treaty of 
Pilnitz, heafferted, was not only enured 
into without the participation, but even 
without the knowledge of the Britiih 
Government.

The Duke of Grafton exprefled hit 
furprize at t^e abftoce of MipiHers^ 
when tneir Lordihips and the Public 
might naturally be Cuppofed to be ani(i.

culation; Whether thofe rumoiira 
were falfe, or whether they were 
founded in faAi be was unable to deter- 
mihe i but of courfe he concluded they 
were falfe, becaufe he had no authority 
to ftate them to be true. Their LonU 
Ihips muft have known, through the 
medium of the public prints, and po. 
pular report, that three very great and 
alarming events were faid to have taken 
place during the recefs.

R, Alderman Anderfon jprefaced 
a motion for leave to bring in a 
Bill for the better regulation of the 
affile of bread, byenttmeratkig the vn- 
rlovs abufes praaifed under the prefent 
Add— Leave was aceorAmdy eiven. 

The Bill for repealing the Aft of the 
laft feilSon, which permits the importa- 
tion, and prohibits the exportation of 
Corn, was brought in by Mr. Ryder, 
read a lirft time, and ordered to bt read 
ft feeond time to-morrow. 

BARK nfDEMNITY BILL. 

This Bill being recommitted to ' a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer moved for 
the iatrodudion of a claufe, to mal^e 
Bank notes a legal payhient to the Col- 
leftors in ever? department of the pub- 
He reven'ue. The claufe was received, 
and read a firft and fecohd time. 

The Chaneellor of the Exchequer 
then fttied, that he had to propofc ano- 
ther claufe of much mere importance, 
and which related to the commercial 
intereourfe of individuaU. At prefent, 
however competent perfons might be to 
the payment of their debts, they were 
t table to be arretted if they were not 
able to make their payments in fpecie. 
Mis object was, not to make Bank notes 
m legal tender, but to provide th«tt no 
^rfon (ball be arretted, on ttrft procefs, 
who Ihall tender Bank notes to the 
amount of his debt. Such a claufe would 
do no mtore than give to Bank notes the 
effeft of fpecial bail ; but it wtuld ftill 
be in the power of the creditor to make 
hiK debtor depofit the Bank notes in 
■ Court, and there would be no fort of 
intlrruption to further procefs, or any 
alteration in the ultimate refult of the 
fttit. It would give relief to perfons 
agafnft the feverity of immediate procefs, 
hut without going to the extent of ren- 
dering Bank notes a* legal tender* 

The claufe wiTs pancd| and ordered 
to^bc added to the Bill. 



A claufe was thea brought up bf 
Mr* Fox, enabling, '' That no funlicr ' 
advances in caA or Botea (hould be 
made from the Bank to GovenMneat, 
as long as the former was rettiavied 
from paying infpccie."^ 

Mr. Pitt moved an exception vidi 
refpeft to thofe Exchequer tulU to the 
amount of 6oo,oool. 

The claufe, thus amended^ was

TUESDAY, MARCBaS. 

Mr. Rrder moved the order of tbt 
day for toe fecvnd reading of the Bill 
for repealing that part of aa Adof tla 
prefent Semon which prohibited dir 
exportation of Corn. 

Mr. Alderm^ Combe oppofed tbe 
'motion. Brewers, he laid, had faf* 
tained very heavy loflea from the caot- 
mous price of barley, and it was but 114* 
fonable that they Cbould have aa opper- 
tunhyof indem^ifving themfelveiiaf 
that the price was fomewhat rediicfd. 
Mr. \Vhitbread fpuke 10 the laac 
^f[c6t, and moved, as an Ameadnieaii 
" That inftead of aow,the Bill be rctde 
fecnod time this day month/' 

Mr. Ryder and Mr. Yorke opp«f«i 
the amendment, becaufe it hadatci* 
dency to affeft the ^ricukure of tke 
country.

Majcily's Minifters thereto/' 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faidf that it was impoffible for him to 
ftDfwer the qaeftion, when the Report 
of the Secret Committee would be laid 
^forc the Houfe. He did not wifli to 
m¥oid<he difcuifion of the fubjcd, nor 
was It poffible for him to avoid it ; but 
ftill he was defirous to meet ic fairly 
anil fully. In all the circumftances of 
the ea(e, to make further advances to 
tlieKmperor, provided we could fo ob* 
tain hit cordial co-operation in the com- 
noB caufe, he conlidered as a roeafure 
the mod eiTt'ntial to the ioterefts of the 
cottatry. Whether it was proper, how- 
evcr» to enter upon the luhjeft upon 
|MirtiaI information, he would leave to 
the -Houfe to determine. He did not 
•ppofe the prod u6i ion of the papers. 

-T*he motion was then carried. 
■ The Report of the Bill fur continuing 
iheS)tder of Council was Drought up, 
read> and agreed to 5 and on the motion 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Houfe again went into the Commit- 
ter to eoofider certain chutes that were 
to t>e offered . 

Mr. Pitt faid^ that after an inter* 
courfe which had taken place between 
liiiD and Gentlemen from the Bank, and 
lilfo from the great body of the Bankers, 
he nnderfiood thai they approved of the 
ffeaeral principle of the ctaufe which he 
nad to offer to the Committee. The 
ittbilaiice of It was, to allow the Bank to 



repay, at different periods, in caik to 

thofc who may, at their difcrettod; 
hereafter depofit caih with them, fo that 
no more than three -fourths of fuch fum 
ftiould be repaid by the Bank in caQk 
during the cantinuanee of the prefenc 
Bill. This daufe, he apprehended, 
Vf ould be of great advantage to the Bank, 
and to the Public. 

After fome obfervationi from Mf. 
Dent, Mr. Thornton, Mr. Sheridari, 
and Mr. Tierney, tHe claufe was agreed 
to without adivTron. ' ' 

MONDAY, APRIL 3. 

' On the Report of the Bank Indem- 
nity Bill, Mr. Tierney moved a daufe 
to this effca, "That any perfon mak- 
ing a tender of Bank notes in payment 
of a debt, (hould not be allowed to have 
this tender ftand in the place of holding 
fuch perfon to fpecial bail, unlefs fuch 
perfon ihould make oath that he or flie

Mr. Sheridan went over a long (kid 
of argument to prove, that the fending 
more money to the Emperor would con- 
tinue to deprefspubliccredit more thnn 
it had yet fiit s an<i to £bew the rapid 
decline of <:ur finances, the low ebb ot the 
credit we yet poffcfs , and the want of 
confidence in ^i^^iltfiti^ (not H 
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thU Houfe), he compared the price of 

ftgcKs tht& day with the correlpondiDg 
day of lad ycir— rtben» c per cents were 
1 01—5 per cents, at 69% ^ but to day, 5 
per cents, are yiland three per cents, 
at 49|. Tbefc diicuu raging and alarm - 
.iog circumfttnces pointed out the ne« 
cclSty of rcftoring the public credit tb 
its former ekripetion. it was not his 
wiflk to infufe a fpirit of dcfpoadency 
into the public mind % but he wiihed to 
remove that iy.flem of delufion which 
had proved fo fatal to the Baokof £ne* 
land, who were truftccs for the pub- 
lic good \ it would prove alio, he <aid» 
equally dcAruidlive to that HauIc (o&ean* 
ing the UouTe of Commons) if thef 
perfevered in their impi*e:t confidence 
la Minifters ^ for if it liili went on con* 
fidiag^ it would not indeed become 
^tbe K.ing't Parliament/* but the confid- 
ing Parliament of the Emperor of Ger- 
»aii». 

Mi. Sheridan concluded by moving, 
*• That the Houfe ihould rcfolve ttfelf 
jbto a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to enquire whether the country could, 
confirtently wich its own fafety^ grant

Mr. Pitt entered upon a very ani-

Auftna ihewn itfcif to this 
country, that it has rejcflod hitherto the 
oveif urcs upon t hilt u^jc^ with difdam, 
declat'iog that ic will make no peace with 
its ci.cny, but in concert with Great Bri- 
tain. Hfterib fair and open a declaration, 
Kit manifeftfthat if ihiscountry continues 
tbe cuAUc(l> a joint war would be left 
eapenfuc, and mure likely to be at- 
lendto with a favturablc iflfue, than in 
a tUuggle where we are the only par- 
ty/' He paid many high compliments 
to the\v«ilour of the Aullrian troops at 
the wiete of the laft cinvpaign, which 
had in> parallel iu the hilWy of any 
country. As to the conciufiuns that had

Mr. Wilberforce Bird prcfented a 
claufe for the purpofe of prerendig 
dlArefs for rent after tender of tbi 
amount in Bank Notes. 

Mr. Pitt did not object to the dtttifi 
being prcfented ; but entertained doubn 
whctberit was nccelTary.

Kfr. Ellis rofe to make hit promifed 
^notion rcfpefiiDg the Slave Trade. 

]t oiight be ftipp-'fed, he faid, that 
the meafure he intended to offer to the 
conAderation of Pariiamenti was fome 
modification of the Abolition Bill ; but 
it was of B dire£l]y oppd(^te nature] for 
lie cooiidered an abolition iif the tradei 
and the mcafures adopted for that pur- 
|x>fe, fo fraught witn impolicy, and 
pregn^mtwithinjuilice to indiWduals— 
tn ikortf roradicirtly faulty, that nopi/f* 
£ble ipodificacion of them ^could be made 
lanoxioua. From the civilisation of the 
Hegroes in Africa, very falutary effects 
might be expected i bi^t the procefs 
muft neceffariiy be (low, and the eflTe^ts 
produced l>e at a very diQant period ; 
And much applaufe was due to thofe 
who had embarked in that laudable at* 
f crane Tn^ civilization and reforma- 



tion of morals afid manners in the Ne- 
groes of che Weft-Iodies was an objeft 
of ft ill greater importance in the great 
fcheme of ultimate emaneipaiion : for 
it would be found, that population was 
always on the decreafe among thefe 
people ; fo that the very exiftence of 
the colonies depended upon the fuppl]^ 
from Africa $ and that decreafe ot po^ 
puUtion wat attributed, by fome, to a 
vicious fyftem of morals and manneta 
among the Negroes ^ by others, to an 
ezcefs of labour, and the want of a f up- 
ply of proper food ; and by others to 
both caufes tak en togethe r. A ft er ha v. 
ing enforced thefe topics by the relation 
of many fa£^s he moved, ** That an' 
humble Addrefs be prefented to hie 
Majefty, requeuing that he would g:ive' 
dire^ion to the Governors of his WeAr 
India Iflands, to recommend to their 
refpe£livc Councils to adopt fuch mea* 
furesas wil! tend to the natural increafe 
of the Negroes, and to employ fuch 
means as will contribute to their moral 
and religious improvement, fo as gra- 
dually to diroinim the neccllity of the 
Slave' Trade, and lead to an ultimate 
Abolition, and fecure to them the pro- 
te6lion of the laws." 

Mr. Barham feconded the motion^ 
and fupported the meafure in a fpeech 
of fomelength. 

Mr.Wilberforce oppofed the motion, 
as falling (hurt of what it was his wi(h 
and opinion fliould be adopted. 

Mr. Pitt faid, this funjed had been t» 
frequently and fo minutely difcufled, 
that very little argument was necclfary. 
The only queftion that remained was' 
as to the time $ and for himfelf he he- 
(itated not to declare, that no Abolition 
wo'uld fatisfy him that was ho/ immediate^ 
Jj^/aficy and total. 

Mr. Dudley Ryder moved to amend 
the motion, by leaving out the words 
" gradually diminilh; and ultimately 
aboUfli." 

Mr. Fox reviewed thefeveral argu-

Upon the queftiofei. That th««BiII*s du« 
radon be to the t4tb of June* Sir W. 
Pulteney roft toopp)fc it. He entered 
^Rto a biftory of the Bank, frem its 
temmcncement to the prefent hour, 
9Md declared himftflf to be perfectly 
pcrfuaded, that all tbe embarrftfTreentt 
which GoverDfneDt had in money tra»* 
fediont arofe from tbe monopoty of the 
Bank of England j from which he 
fornird an opinion, that another Bank 
0<ight to be eftablifted ; he did not mean 
a rival Bank, but a Bank that fliouid 
lAue itt paper, and be capable of paying 
fthiit paper on demand. He knew that 
ikere waa eteat terror on the idea of 
opposing the Baftk« but he did not think 
that ftich terror would be of long du^ 
Mcion. He belttred that the Bank it* 
iclf wauld be benefited, and that the 
lvalue of fiock would rife, Ihould the 
Bank monopolar be dene away* in or« 
dcr to fkew that two Banks would be 
ferTiceable to thia country, he referred 
to Scotland, where there were two, the 
kiftory of which he gave at full leneth« 
There waa no countrv in any part of the 
globe, America exceptedi which had im* 
proved fo rapidly in Agriculture, Trade, 
Commerce, and Man u (azures, as Scot- 
land had fmce the eftabliihmentof thefa 
t^'O Banks, and this improvement was 
chiefly owing to tbofe eftabliflimeors. 
He enlarged much on this tnpic, and 
concluded by moving, that the Bill be 
ia force only to the 6th of May, inilead 
-of the 24th of June. 

Mr. Pitt declined entering into the 

topics the Honourable Baronet had 

brought forth ; but oppofed the Amend- 

inent, which waa rejected, and the Houfe

Mr. Poliea rofe, in conformity to 
notice, to fubmif a proportion on the 
i'ubje£fc of negotiation. In doing this, 
he tiii'claimed the idea of being actuated 
by pirty- motives. He was impelled by 
a convi^lion of the neceffity of tcrmt- 
nating the war, or convincing the world, 
chat the proi'ecution of it was owing to 
the unjuft demands of the enemy. He 
then took a review of tbe csUamitics 
produced by it, cxpati^ited on the cri- 
tical firuation of this country, and con- 
cluded by moving an addrefs .to his Ma- 
jcfty> reprefenting, " That it appeared, 
on maturi' oonfidcration, from the refutt 
ef the late negotiation, that his Majcfly's 
gracious and benigo intentions had been 



Biifconocived ' by the Oovtrnmtm 4 
France, or unexplained to the French 
iiatioi»; the Houfe therefore prayed 
that hia MajcKy would be ploaied ta 
adcypt fuch meafares as be may jud;:e 
moft effedual to remove thofc fBiieoo- 
ceptions and mifreprefentations rclatiTc 
to the (inceriry of his Majefty*s Mi- 
niftcra." 

Mr. Pitt faid, at the prefent toa- 
jvndare, the motion could not be pro- 
diiflive of any pradtcal benefit t^ the 
country, and roigbc prove iDJarioiisrt 
frefh Aegottatio*a. The Hon. Gentle- 
man's iamcDtationa on the calamftietof 
war would always prevaiil, oiilefs var 
CO (I Id be wholly excluded ; but on every 
evil the Houfe ought to decide oa the 
comparative evil, without futferingfhrir 
judgment to be biafled by circomAaDces 
unavoidable in a conreft founded oa 
jufiicc, neceffity, and fetf^defence. — 
With refpcA to the Addrcia kielf, k 
was calculated to encourage theeaciDy 
end embarrafs frefh chances of generai 
pacification.— If any fuccefs cooid be at- 
tained, it mult be by a dired acgotia- 
tion in concert with our Alhca. Bat 
he begged to prefs upon the Houfe thit 
there were even limits to the wiil for 
peace. That objed was only defirabte 
where there waa adequate fecuriiy 
againft additional infults, and on ibis 
principle the Country ought toad. If 
therefore meaTures of this feature sre 
now depending, any thing that may 
fruftrate them was dangerous at the 
preient crilis — Our views ought to ^ 
direi^cd to difappnint the pohcy of tbe • 
enemy, ia difuniiing our Allies. *'I 
bave/Taid Mr. Pitt, *^no difficulty in ftat- 
in^, that his Mnjcfty's M Snifters arc at 
this moment about to embrace an op- 
ponunity for negotiation. In coale- 
<]uence of the determination espfcffcd 
bv the Emperor, not to enter into aoy 
Negotiation for Peace, except in concert 
with Great Britain, fteps have brca 
taken for the renewal of a joint ne^ 
tiaiinn, and hisMaiefty has dcterminei 
to find a confidential perfon to Vicaaa 
to cnacert meafures with the Empeitr 
fix a >jint negotiatioiH Under rhei'c 
circuniftancesw he hoped the Hon. GtM" 
tleman would not pitTs bis Morion. 

Col. Porter conccndtd, that Mhiifien 
were not 'ftduattd by a finceve defirt 
to make Peace. 

Mr. AddingtoQ c(>iirbated the topics 
advanced by Mr. PcU^, and c^tcci^ 
into a vindication of the Mini^<rXfAP' 
du£k thcough ibc whole of ihiy .t(|^'^ 
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vrliicii he gitt a hiftdry of tlitf origin 
and progrefty tnd fuggeHed the pro- 
priety of poftpontng thi& Motion until 
ille'eteiitof the Negociation ailuded to 
Wis known ) and concluded by ex- 
preffiog hie difapprobation of the motion^ 
wd moving the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox laid, it was impoiiible for 
him ttiider the preffure of calamities at 
the prtfent conjuncture to giTe a filcnt 
vole. The Houfe Mras again called on 
to continue' their confidence in thofe 
■ea wii }(c cottncits had been fo inju- 
rious to the country, and ^hofe nego« 
dations had beenfo unfuccefsfui. When 
ieare wal negociated Ift hoped it wotild 
R conjointly ; but if the queftH>n was, 
whether riie war was to be profecuted, 
or we were to have 4 feparate p«ace, 
he frit no hcfuation in faying he pre* 
fcrred the Utter* After a few remarks 
en the nature of the peace, which* he 
£iid, ooght CO be 'on the fyOem of eauaU 
Hj ind juft connpcnfdttons;^ but* aoove 
all, a reconciliation of ttie refentments 
of ihe refpcftive people in ofder to a 
permanent peace, to convince both 
eonntries that their rjpfpcCtlve Govern- 
ments are not dangerous to each 01 her, 
aad that they are equally capable of 
maiotaining the relations of amity and 
Deacf , he coociuded by giving his moft 
hearty fupporx to the motion. 

Several Members delivered their fen- 
tiipents, after which a divifiOn took 
place on the Amendment : Ayes, 291 ^

The Order of the pay being read for 
the Houfe to f<»rm itfclf into a Com- 
Vfttttee of Supply, Mr. Fox enquired 



whcfther any iAfonnation wit intended 

to be given to the Houfe relative to the 
proceedings which, he underftood from 
the nevvfpapersi had lately taken place 
on board the fleet at Portfmouth, and 
at what time it might be expefled. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that a communication upon the 
eitcumftances alluded to would be made 
as foon as pofiible* He had none to 
make this day, nor could he ftate the 
piecife day when the Houfe would be 
applied to upon the fubjeft j but he 
could promife that ho time would he 
loft. On going into the Committee of 
Supply, the Chancelloi" of the Exche- 
quer, after fome previous ftatementi, 
which were remarked upon by Mr. Fox, 
moved, that the fumof '5,000,000!. be 
granted for the Navy ; the fum of 
ifZ.oo^oopl. to difcharge Exchequer 
Bills; and thcfumof z, 17 7,000! .torn aKo 
good charges on the Confoiidated Fund. 
Various other fums were alfo moved fo^ 
lind voted. 

TUESDAY, AFRFL 15. 

The Houfe, in a Connmittec on the 
Wavigarion A6ls, refolvcd, •* That it if 
expedient to giant to certain foreign 
ihips under his Majefty's proteftien 
in confequence of capitulations, the 
privileges of prize (hips under certain 
regulations and reftnaions.

The Rcfolutions of the Committee 
of Supply were reported and agreed to. 
Mr. Ryder moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to go into a Committee 
•ontheLevantexportationBill in Britifh 
and foreign bottoms.The Houfe went into 
a Committee accordingly, and being re- 
* fumed, leave was given to bring in a Bill 
to permit fuch goods to be imported in 
Britifli or foreign bottoms for a tim.e to 
be limited. 

' Mr. Douglas obtained leave to bring 
in a Bill to enable the Eaft India Com- 
pany to pay the expences of two regi- 
ments of Infantry to be ratfcd at the 
Company's ex pence

Mr. Msrinwaring moved the fecond 
reading of his Bill for making a more 
equal County Rate in Middlefex. He 
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obferred, tbat according to the prefent 
rate, the Sirand, the rcnul of which 
did not exceed 70,000!. per annum, paid 
annually ^151. while Mary-le« bonne, the 
rental of which exceeded 300,090!. paid 
only 54I. per annum. The fame iort of 
argument he applied to $pitalfieldt and 
Shored itch, where jDumbers of the poor 
induftrioui people are copipelled fo 
contributci with difficulty, a larger por- 
tion to the couQty rate than pariibea 
(fuch at Mary- Ic- bop np) where fcarce- 
iy any but the rich and idle refided. He 
vbfcrved alfo, that if the Bill did pafs, 
Mary-le-bonne vould not have a great 
deal to complain of, iince an equal 
County rate would pot affcfs it more, in 
addition to the t.ide which it now 
contributes, than one penny in the 
pound. 

The Marauis pf Tichfield (foB of 
.the Duke of Portland, the great propri- 
etor of the parilji of Mary-le-Bonne) 
oppofed the Bill, and argued for the 
ancient contributions, on the plea, that 
perfons who had made purchafes (ince 
^hcy were fettled, and under an idea they 
would not be altered, would be mate* 
rial fuffcrers by the Bill. He was, 
however, oat-voted. On the iirft di- 
viHon, that the Bill be read a fecond 
time, there being for it Si, againft it 
.71 : and on the fecond divifipn, that it 
be read a third time on Wednefday 
jfe'nnighi — the Ayes being 80, Islocsyy, 

THE SECOND DUDCET. 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and lamented that the 
various circumfiances of unforefeen dif- 
ficulty made it neceiTary for him to pro- 
pofe a very large addition to the ex- 
penditure of the year, andconGequcntly 
to the taxes to be borne by the people ;

{Mrte's aocouat of his victories over the 
Aaftrians under the Archduke Charles, 
from the i7tfa to the 2 5ch of March, 

On the loth General MafTena drove 
the Auftrians from Cordevolo to BeU 
Ittrne; and General Serrurier^s divifion 
advanced to Adols, amidft the moft 
formidable weather : ** but wind and 
nil) (fays Genera) Buonaparte) on the 
eve of a battle have always been , an 
omen of fuccefs to the army of Italy." 
This divifion crofl*ed the Piav^, and 
the enemy evacuated their camp of La 
Caropnna. 

On the 13th at Sacile, Gen, Guieux 
lell on the enemy's rearguard, and took 
soo pnfoners ^ Citizen Siabeck> chief 
4kf fquadron, was killed. Gen. Maf- 
ieaa's divifion purfued the enemy to- 
wards Cadore, hemmed in their rear 
^nard, and took 700 .prifoners, amongft 
whom were 100 huflars, a Colonel, and 
General Lufignan, who commanded 
•the centre, and who ^* having dif* 
graced himfelf in his condud towards 
our fick at Brefcia, I gave orders to 
<condu£t him to France without being 
ciEchanged." 

On the 16th General Guteux's divt- 
•fion crufled the Tagliamento, and rout- 
pd the enemy in every dire^on. Gen. 
Dogua and Adjutant*General Keller- 
man, at the head of the cavalry, aififted 
the^ infantry under Mtreux, woriled 
(he cavalry, took the commander pri- 
inner, and captured the village of 
Gradifca* Prince Charles having juft 
lime to fave himfelf. General Serru* 
riec's division ferved as a coru8-de-re« 
fervc. They took this day fix pieces 
of cannon 9 one General, feveral OiH- 
ccrs, and 4 or 500 prifoners. *' The 
quicknefs of our difplay and mano&u- 
TreSy and the fuperiority of our artil- 
lery, alarmed the enemy to fuch a de- 
gree, that t^xty would not make a 
Band, and pro^ted by the night to take 
flight. The Aljutant General Keller- 
&MQ received leveral cuts with the 
iabre, in charging at the head of the 
cavalry with his ufual courage/* 

On the 18th the Auftrians evacuated 
Palnanova, leaving behind 30,000 ra- 
tions of bread ;— ten daya before, Prince 
Charles feized this place from tl\eVe« 
netians, being defirous of eftabliihifig 
himfelf here. The next day General 
Bcrnadotte blockaded Gradi(ka, and 
General Serrurier p^lTed the heightft of 
VoL« XXXI. May i7Q'7. 



Ifonto to bis' fupport^ and thtis cutting 
off the retreat of the garrifon, they 
furrendered the place to the &rR, fum* 
mons of Bernadotte.f— 5000 prifoners, 
the flower of Prince Charles's army, 
ten pieces of cannon, and eight ftand« 
ards, were the fruits •f this maiittuvre. 
Since the affair of Gradifka, battles 
have been foueht and gained by the 
French at Calafola, Tarvis, and La 
Chinfe^ the capital of Trieft, and 
Goritz, were taken with immenfe ma- 
gazines, proviiions, &c. wich the cele- 
brated mines of d'Ydria, and nearly 
two miliions of bullion ; three Generals 
were -made prifoners ac Tarvis. At 
La Chinfe 400 baggage waggons were 
taken, and four more A u (Irian Genera Is, 
with 5000 pnfoners. 

The French head quarters were at 
Goritz on the 24th ult. — Colonel Gra» 
ham's difpatches in the Gazette, it is 
to be obferved, come down but to the 
26th.

The Leei dative Body has decreed 
the day of the figning of the preli- 
minartes of peace to be a day of rejoie* 
ing ; and that a column ihall be ered^ed 
in gratitude to the brave defenders of the 
Republic.

H« 
receives as an indemnification a part 
of the Terra Pinna of Venice j— Venice 
is to receive in exchange the Legations 
of Bologna and Ferrara.

The following is an £xtra6^ of a Letter 

from M. VoLNEY to the Editor of 

the Philadelphia Aurora on the Birth- 

pbce of General Buonaparte. 

" THE family of Buonaparte be- 

ipngs to Corfica. The father of the 

Buonapartes now Jiving was a farmer 

at Ajaccio, a little town and port upon 

the Weftern coaft j he there was in pol- 



feifion of lasds^ which is indeed a wool 
that he waa not a foreigner. Dying 
about 14 or 15 years ago, he left a 
widow and fix children, four fons and 
two daughters. Govenuir Marbauf, 
who was fond of his family, ftot to 
France, to one of, the Military Schoolii 
the , two eldeft, viz. Napilone, the 
preient General, and Giufeppe, his 
younger brother. Maibntif dying in 
1 7S6, they retmned fr^om France to their 
mother. The eldeft, the prefent Gene- 
ral, was then 1 S or 19 years old« When 
the Revolution began in Gorfica, ai 
1 790, the younger was appointed Mem- 
ber of the Bepartmentai JDireftoty at 
Corte, and the eldefl Commander d'tk 
National Guards at Ajaceio. It was bext 
I iirft got acquainted with him, and fixan 
this I am enabled to eivc you the fol- 
lowing defcription of liira; Aa to lan- 
guage, I never could perceive he under* 
Sood a word of Engliih. Italian he 
pronounces as his moiiier tongue, and 
French better than any Corfican I ever 
faw. He is a man of middle ftature, of 
a pale and delicate complexion, though 
tolerably ftrong; blue eyes, aquiline 
nole, the chin prominent, the forehead 
wide ; the whole a countenance ftrongij 
indicative of a difceming and elevtted 
mind : he is habitually of a taciturn and 
contemplative difponrion, yet he is net 
devoid of the French elegance and gaiety. 
He appears paflxonately fond of nothiif 
but politics and military art. Paeli, 
who feared him, did ut the fervice ts 
drive him and his family f^m Cdrfia. 
According to public accounts, he has 
married the widow of General Bean- 
chamois ; fo that, for the futuie, thia 
family belongs to France by this a& of 
bipod and intereft, as it before belonged 
by thoft of education, and almofl of 
birth, iince Corfica has for fome years 
back been one of its provinces.**

I^ll. SAMUEL HEARNE was born 
** in the year 1745 $ he was the fon 
«f Mr, Heamc, Secretary tb the Watcr- 
yniks, London-bridge, a very fenfible 
man, and of a reipeSabIc family in So- 
merictlhire ; he died of a fever in his 
40th year^ and left Mrs. Meame with 
this fon, then bat three years of age, and 
a daughter two years older. Mrs. H. 
finding hsr income too fmall to admit 
her living In town as ihe had been ac- 
coftomed to do, retired to Bimmifter, in 
I>ortctfliinr (her native 'place), where 
file lived as a gentlewoman, and was' 
much refpeAed. It was her wiili to give 
her children as good an education as the 
place afforded^ and accordingly fent her 
Ion to fchool at a very early period : but 
his diilike to reading and writine was 
io great, that he made very little pro- 
|ref8 in either. His roafters, indeed, 
i pared neither threats nor perfuafion to 
induce him to learn, but their arguments 
were throw^ away on one who J'cemcd 
predetermined never to become a learned 
maiij he had, however, a very quick 
apprehenfion, and in his child iih fpoits 
ihcwed unufuai aftivity and ingenuity 5 
he was particularly fond of drawing $ 
and though he never had the leaft initruc- 
tion in the art, copied with great deli- 
cacy and correftncls even from nature. 
Mrs. Hearne^s friends, finding her fon 
had no taile for ftudy, adviled her fixing 
on Tome bufinefs, and propofed fuch as 
they judged molt fuitable for him ; but 



he declared himfclf utterly avcrfe to trade, 
and bf gged he might be fent to fea. His 
mother very rtlu6iantly complied with 
his requeft, took him toPortfijiouth, and 
remained with him till he failed. His 
Captain (now Lord Hood) promifed to 
take care of him, and he kept his word i 
for he gave him every indulgence his 
youth required. He was then but eleven 
years of age . They had a warm engage- 
ment^oon after he entered, and took le- 
vei-al prizes t the Captain told him he 
fliould have his Ihare, hut he begjgcd, in 
a very aft*e£tiona>e manner, it might be 

fiven to his. mother, and fhe would 
now heft what to do with it. He was 
a MidQiipman feveral years under the 
fame Commander ; but either on the con- 
dufion of the War, or having no hopes 
of preferment, he left the Navy, and 
entered into the I'erviccof the Hudfon]t 
Bay Company, as Mate of one of their 
lloops. He was, however, foon diftin- 
guiihed from his aHociatcs by his inge. 
nuity, induftry, and awiih to undertake 
fome hazardous enterprize by which man- 
kind might be bcnetited. This was re- 
prefcnted to the Company, and they im- 
mediately applied to him as a proper 
perfon to be lent on an expediti n they 
had long had in vit-w, viz.— to find out 
the North Weft Pallagc: he gladly ac- 
cepted the propolal, and how tar he fuc* 
ceeded is fl^cwn to the Public in hi« 
Journal. On his return he was ad- 
vanced to a more lucrative pofi, and in a

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iew years was made Commander in Chief, 
in which fituation he remained till i78i» 
when the French Hnexpe6lcdly landed at 
Prince of Wales's Fort, took poffcflion 
of ity and after having given the Oo- 
vcmor leave to fecure his own property, 
icized the ftcck of furs, &c. &c. and 
blew up the fort. At the Company's 
requeft Mr. H. went out the year follow- 
ing, faw it rebuilt, and the new Go- 
Temor fettled in his habitation (which 
they took care to fortify a little better 
than formerly), and returned to England 
in 1787. He had faved a few thouiands, 
the fruits of many years induftry, and 
might, had he beenbleiled with prudence, 
enjoyed many years of eafe and plenty j 
but he had lived fo long where money 
'vna of no uib, that he leemed infenfible 
of its value here, and lent it with little 
m: ao fecurity to thofe he was fcarcely 



acquainted with bv name ; (incere and 
undefigning himfel^ he was by nomcaxis 
a match for the duplicity of others. His 
difpofition, as may be judged by his 
writing, wa< natura^y humane ; whit 
he wanted in learning and polite accon- 
plifhments he made up in native fimpli- 
city and innate goodnefs ; and he was fo 
ftriftly fcrupulous with regard to the 
property of others, that he was heard to 
lay, a few days before his death, *« he 
could lay his hand on his heart tad lay, 
he had never wronged any man of fa- 
pence." 

Such are the outlines of Mr. Heamc'i 
character ; who, if he had fomc failiogs, 
had manr virtues to couaterbaboce them, 
of which charity was not the leaft. He 
died of the dropfy, November 179*1 
aged 47.

'T^HERE hath been for fome time paft 
^ in almoft all European countries 
much talk cor earning tb^ Propagamla^ 
a fociety whofe members are bound by 
folemn engagements to ftiV up fubjefls 
againft their lawful rulers, and to pro- 
mote diflenfions and agitations in all 
European ftates* Hitherto this fociety 
is known chiefly by the eife^s produced 
by it : it confift* ot two orders or clafles 
of men, viz. men of enthuHaAic dil'po- 
iitions, who imagine themfelves to be 
called to reform the world, and of am- 
bitious, mifchievous knaves, who flatter 
the former in order to ufe them as their 
tools, and whofe wifli it is to breed 
trouble, confufion, and ditiraflion, which 
aflTords them an opportunity to Ma in 
troubled waters, and to lay hold on power 
after it hath been wrefted from the hands 
of thofe men in whom ii had been law- 
fully and rightfully placed • 

I have taken great pains (even in 
France itfelt) to obtain an accurate -ac^ 
count of this club or fociety : I found 
means to become a member of almoft 
every club in Paris, even of that famous 
club of 1789» whofe Prefident was the 
Marquis de Condorcet \ aiid which » to 
the beft of my knowledge, never ad- 
mitted any for«igner as a miembcr except 



ray (elf. But notwith(bndtng all my 
pains, endeavours, and re(earches, con- 
cerning the FropAgandety were in vain 
until lately, when I obtained, by the 
kindnefs of an eminrni mstt, in wboib 
heart the welfare of mankind is fincertly 
imprefled, the following atubemtic ac- 
count y which I have here tranflated, and, 
by his pcrmifllon communicate s I haiTt 
no doubt of the authenticity of this k- 
count : 

The club of the Propaganda is very 
different from the Jacobine club, noe- 
withftanding they are too frequently coo- 
founded with each other. The Jacobinei 
are the ftirrers up of the National Af- 
fembly ; on the other hand, the Propa- 
ganda are the feducen and ftirrers up of 
the *wboU human race. This club exiS* 
cd as early a» the year 1786, and the 
liords Rochefoucauk, Condorcet, sad 
the Abbe Sicycs, were at the head of it. 

Their triuts are as follows ; and ibr 
the fuitheranee of them, their hciety is 
eftabliflied as a pbilofopbical ordftt wnofe 
obje6t it is t» conirotd tbe opinions of 
jnankind. To become a member of this 
fociety, it is neceilary that the candidate 
be either a defiernder and promoter of 
modem phtlofophy (that is dogmatical 
atiiciiiii)^ or die a man of an ambitious 
cbaraAccs 
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elinraf^er, turbulent, and difcontcntcd 
\rtth the Government uiider which he 
lircs. When he is admitted he gives 
bis vford of honour to oblerve fecrefy\ 
l>cfore he is accepted* he is informed 
that the number of members is very 
great, Ipread over all the earthy and that 
all thcie oiembers labour inceflantly to 
pat any falic or traiterous members (who 
might betray tlieir fecrets) out ot the 
way. The candidate further gives his 
word of honour, that he will communi- 
cate all information he may acquire to 
his brethren ; that he will always defend 
^he people in oppofition to the Govern- 
ment J that he will do his utmo(t to 
refill all peremptory (by him called ar- 
bitrary) commands, and do all that in 
him lies to introduce an univerfal to- 
lerance of all religions. 

There are two claflcs of members, 
fuch as pay and fuch as do not pay $ 
they pay according to their ability : the 
number of contributing members were 
about 5000, the number oi non-contri- 
buting members about 50,000 ; theie 
bind themielves to fpread the do^rines 
of the Propaganda in all countries, and 
to promote tl^ defigns thereof. 

The "rdn has two degrees, adfplrants 
and initiate : the firft is acquainted with 
atvt fcopf of the order, but the latter is 
alio inlbrmtd as to the means the order 
uie% to obtain this end. An adfpiiant 
cannot be admitted into the degree of 
initiate until he has undertaken a philo- 
fophical rxiHion, and can clearly prove 
chat he has made ten profclytes. The 
treafury of the order polTcfles at prf fent 
ao millions of livrcs, ready money ; and, 
according to the lalt accounts, there will 
be, before the end of this year (1791), 
30 millions in it. 

The order is built upon the following 
principles : opinion and ncceffity (or 
need) are the fprings of all human a^urn ; 
if you therefore can caufe the need, ne- 
teffiijy nvant, or dr pen dance (call it which 
you will), tofprcad^you may thereby con- 
troul the opinions of mankind^ and ivill 
he enabled to Jhake all the fyfltms of the 
. mnrld, e*uen tbofe which frem to have the 
firm fft foundations. 

To delude the Hollanders has cod the 
9rder great labour ; but the confideration 
ibat the blow become % nnivtrfal has fuf- 
tained them. The plan of the order is 
§1 ibilows : No pne can deny but that 



opprefllion, under which forac men live 
(let it be pra^ifed where it will), is a 
great ciuclty and calamity > this thercfone 
muft be removed and *put an end to bjr 
the light of philolbphy. When this it 
dione, it will only then be needful to wait 
for the favourable period in which the 
minds of mankind will be univerfaliy 
tuned to accept the new fyilem, which 
mult be preached all at once over the 
whole of iTurope. Thole who obfti- 
nately rcfift this fyftcra, we mu0 en- 
deavour by periuafion or by ntrd to 
renounce their oppofition $ but if they 
pcrfift, and are incorrigible, they muft be 
treated as the Jews have been treated, 
and be excluded from the rights of fo- 
ciety, driven horn among men. 

There is another article in the Ibciety^t 
plan which is no lefs remarkable ; it ia 
this. The Propaganda muji not try /« 
bring her plan ttt bear until Jbe is per^ 
friily convinced thai the need (want or 
neccfllty) exifts ; // v;ould be beuer /« 
watt fifty years f than ^ p'tupUaiue io 
farU 

A numercus foclety like this, whofe 
members hitherto as yet ad iingly, which 
accumulates money, which goes to work 
flowly, and carefully avoids all preci- 
pitance, which will ftrike no blow until 
(he is well allured of almoft certain fuc- 
cefs, inch a lociety is a dangerous thing; 
their progrcls may poifibly be fwift, and 
deliverance out of their hand feems next 
to an impolTibllity. The Dutch patriots 
who fled to France confidered the Propa- 
ganda as their chief anrb&rt Suppole 
(fay they), fuppofe then that the Houfe 
of Aultria wilt afford us no a(&ftance, 
there yet remains for us tSe Propaganda j 
there are miilionaries of this order all 
over Holland, and perhaps even already 
iome regular lodges. 

In the club of the friends of the people 
at BrufTeis, a fpcakei- lately expreUed 
himielf in the iollowing words : ' Every 
where they are preparing fetters, but 
philofopiiY and reafon will one day tri- 
umph y and the time will cume when the 
unlimited, uncontrouled ndir of the Or * 
toman Empire in the evening fhall lay 
himiclt to reH as a def/otp and in the 
mornii.g (hall arife as a citizen.^

GARRICK^S MONUMENT, 



.IN WESTMXNSTER-ABBEY. 



SUNDAY (the nth of June) the new 
monument to the memory of the Jate 
David Garrick, Efq. in P«eta Comer, 
Weftminftcr-abbey, was opened. 

This interefting and well- executed tri- 
bute of a private friend, to the memory 
of a man to whom the Public owe amulc- 
mcnt of the highcit kind, being now open- 
ed for infpeflion, feme delcriptton of it, 
by explaining the Sculptor's defigns, may 
be ofchil and proper. Garrick is repie- 
icnted at full length, in an animated po- 
fiticn, throwing afide a curtain, which 
di^corert a medallion of the great Poet, 
whom he has ill unrated $ while Tragedy 
and Comedy, adorned with their relpec- 
trre emblems, and half Seated on a pedef- 
tal, icem to approve the tribute. The 
curtain itfelf is defigned to reprefent the 
Veil of Ignorance and Barbarifm, which 
darkened the Drama of the immortal 
Bard till the appearance of Garrick.— 
• The careiTmg attitude, airy figure, and 
imiling countenance of the Comic Mnfe, 
is intended to delcribe the fatisfa6lion 
ihc derives from at length beholding a 
memorial to her favourite ; while Meljx)- 
i meney with a more majeftic and dignihed 
\ mien, raifine her vei), gazes with cha- 
ra^eriftic amniration on the " fovereign 
of the willing foul,'* whom (he at once 
'eljehts in and deplores. The fimilitude 
» Carrick will immediately be felt by 
ipe&tor who has his features in 



remembrance: and where is the perfbs 
of tafte who has ever once feen him, can 
forget the refemblance? — -The back 
ground is compofed of beautiful dove-, 
coloured marble, relieving the figures* 
which are in pure ftatuair marble. The 
Artift is Mr. Webber. The infcription, 
by the Mufc of Mr. Pratt, is as follows s

AMONGST the follies of this very 
*^ witty and profligate Nobleman, his 
fagion forcbemiftry was a principal drain 
in tbedifflpation of his immenfe fortune. 
The hunt after the philofopher's ftone 
was one of the great impofitions of his 
time ; and, with all his wit and judgment 
In many other matters, he fell into the 
belief of this folly. : hence he built a 
laboratory at great expence in his houfe ; 
utcnfils were provided, and the ^ moft 
celebrated artifts in the tranfmutation of 
metals employed. 

The Duke continued this great charge 
for many years^ in the midft of <^ ten 
tfaoniaiMl other freaks which died in 
thinking f * for whoever was unpaid, or 
whoever was negle6led, money was to be 
found to pay the expences of this labora- 
tory, till this chimera, with other extra- 
ragancies, caufedhim to fella great part 
of his eftates. 

In all this time, however, nothing was 
produced by thofe Tons of ait but fome 
diicoTeries of little value. Excufcs 
and large promifes were conftantly held 
out 5 fuch as, " that the glafles broke, 
U the man let ©ut the fire, or fome other 
accident which retarded the grand pro- 
ccfs." At laft, the Duke cncounterin|r 
nothing but misfortunes, money very dif- 
ficult to be had, and the operators finding 
thcmielves flighted, the projeft entirely 
fd] to the ground. 

It is impofliblc to calculate the expences 
which the Duke was at in paying the 
number of Italians, French, and Germans, 
concerned in this mad undertaking : one 
of them, we are tokl in Leraory's Che- 
miftry, of the name of Huniades carried 
off about yfjrtf^^ff tboufand ^unds^ which, 
by afterwards lending money to the Duke 
and others at ufurious intereft, he in a few 
years increafcd to thirty tboufand \ the 
whole of which he left by will to his Af- 
ter, a poor woman who fold earthen-ware 
in Shoreditch. 

ATTERBURY, BISHOP OP ROCHESTER. 

Though it is now generally acknow- 
ledged that this truly claiical, yet relUcfl 
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and ambitious prelate, waS baniftied by a 
deciiion of the Houfeof Lords, ona char£e» 
not fo fully proved^ yet his general charaAer 
as one ftrongly attached to the intereft of 
theabdicated Familvwas always fufpe^e^s 
and this fufpicion Kems to be pretty well 
confirmed nv the following note found 
amongft the late Dr. Birches papers : 

** Lord Harcourt leaving the old 
Miniftry provoked Atterbufy's abufive 
tongue. He in return declardl, that on 
the Queen^s death (Queen Anne), the 
Bifliop came to him and to Lord Boling- 
broke, and faid, ** Nothing remained 
but to proclaim King- James immediate- 
ly.*' He further offered, "if they would 
give him a guard, to put on his lawn- 
fleeves and l^ad theptoceflion.** 

LORD galwat. 

This Nobleman, whp is fo often mcn^ 
tioned in the annals of Queen Anne» 
though not a very fortunate General, was 
a man of uncommon penetration and me- 
rit. He often vifited the old Marchionefs 
of Halifax, the widow of the celebrated 
Marquis,whodiftinguiflied himfelf no left 
as a man of wit than as a great Statefman, 
during the reiens of Charles, Jaises, and 
William ; and here meeting with the late 
Earl of Chefterfield, whom he obierved 
had a ftroi^ inclination for political lifir, 
and at the fame time an unoon^uerable 
love of pleafurc, with fome ttn6\ure of 
lazincfs, gave him the following advice s 

** If you intend to be a man ofbufinefs^ 
you muft be an early rifer. In the d iftin- 
guiflicd pofts rank and fortune will en- . 
title you to fill, you will be liable to 
have vifitors at every hour of the day | 
and unlefs you loill rife confinntly at am 
early hour you will never hav^any leifure 
for yourfelf.**— This admonition, deli- 
vered in the moft obliging manner, made 
a confiderable impremon on the mind of 
young Chefterfield, who ever after ob- 
ierved that excellent rule, even when he 
went to bed late, and was advanced ia 
years. 

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE WXLVE9. 
In confirmation of the above advice we 
Aibjoin the following obfervatioDof Lord 
C c c «uef 
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Chief Tuftice Wilks. It was am<mgft 
the dtSdentx of hit Lord(hip*s private 
enauiriet to find out the priDcipalcaufes 
^f longevity \ and, accordingly whenever 
he examined a witneft who had the ap- 
pcarance of advanced age> be generally 
enquired, '' how. he liv«i, what regimen 
he kept, &c. &c/* This he praailed for 
« great number of years, fometimes 
balanced in his mind m favour of one 
fvliem, and fometimes in £avour of ano- 
tner, till at laft he found out, that what- 
ever were their private habits, the early 
• rifen had by far the greateft claim to 
longevity : and this he often enforced to 
young people as an obfervation they 
fhouid by no means overlook in the con- 
dua of life. 

filR ROBERT TAYLOR 
affords a ftrikin^ example of the habit and 
good effeAs ot earljf rifing* We have 
been infonned that this Gentleman, who 
was bred an architeA, and foUovved it 
. with coniiderable reputation, never was 
found in bed for the fpace of forty years 
at five e*clock. He lived in good health 
to feventy-five years of age, and left to 
his only Ton, the prefent Michael Aneelo 
Taylor, Efq . a fortune of above one Bum*' 
dred tbouf and pounds J befide an handfome 
jointure to his widow. 

His death was occafioned by a cold 
which he caught attending the funeral of 
a friend. 

KING WILLIAM. 

About November 1674., his Majefty 
(Charles II.) fent over the Earl of Oifory 
to the Uague,withacommifnon topropoie 
the Lady Mary, eldeft daughter of the 
Duke of York, as a match for the then 
. Prince of Orange. Hi? Highnefs re- 
ceived the meflage with great rtlpefi, and 
anfweitd, '< There was nothing he more 
ambitioned when the war was over ; but 
then he could neither leave the war, or 
think it very plcafmg to the Lady to 
bring her where the noiie of war was.** 

This aiifwer incenfed the Duke of 
York to fo high a degree, that he abufed 
the Earl of Oiiory in very ftrone terms j 
but when that Noblemen came back and 
ihewedhis Royal Highnefs liis Majefty*s 
commiifion for what he did (which was 
not then known to him) he became paci- 
fied i but continued his anger fo marp 
againft the Prince, that none ever thoirght 
at that time that his Royal Highnefs 
would ever permit that match to proceed. 
In 1677, however, they were married : 
hut very much to the delicacy of the 



Princei he wooid fuffer no preliminiriet 
to take place till he had previoufiy itcn 
and convcrfed with the Lady. 

LORD BOLINOBRORC. 

(CbaraSers of kim hy Swirr, Lokb

We have had occafion in a former mmi- 
ber of this work to ihew in the difiiek 
views of Lord Oxford (by Swift aad 
Bolin|;broke), how very difficult it is it 
poftenty to eftimate the real chan^il 
great men, when thofe beft auali£edtt 
judpe from their talents and isciaicy 
with the parties differ fo very natcrialiy 
in their hiilorical piAurts of them.

tN 1768 Mr. Walpole gave to the pub- 
* lie his " Hiftoric Doubts on the Life 
ind Reign of King Richard the Third/* 
i|to. : a work endeavouring to ellablifh 
Ihe favourable idea given by Buck, the 
kltorian, of that tyrannical Monarch, 
whole memory it held in general detefta- 



tion in Great Britain ; a deteftation which 
is kept alive by the frequency of the rc- 
prefentation oi his chara^eron the Stage, 
drawn by the malterly hand of Shak- 
fpearc. This defence did not receive 
univerfal afl'cnt ; it was controverted in 
various quarters, and generally c«nfidered 
C c c 2 at 
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a« more ingenious than (blid. It was 

anfwcrcd by Frederick Guy Dickcng, Efq. 
in a 4to. volume ; and the evidence from 
tlie wardrobe -roil was controverted by Dr. 
Mlllcs and Mr. Mafterfi, in papers read 
bcibre the Antiquarian Society. It is 
faid, one or both of thcte latter pieces 

f:ave Mr. Walpole fe much difguft, that 
e ordered his name to be ftruck out of 
the lift of Members, and reneunced the 
honour annexed to it from his connexion 
ymixh the body of Antlouariaps. It can- 
]]Oty bowcvtr, be denied, that the charac- 
ter of Richard is cleared from manv of 
the enormities charged upon him by nif- 
t6rians and poets. 

It was about this time that the tranfla- 
tion took place for which he lias fuflfbred 
the grcatcK cenfurc, and from which, we 
believe, he derived a Very lafting concern j 
thoueh, when every circumllance is duly 
weighed, perhaps c>ut little blame will 
attach to hU memory. We /hail give 
Mr. Walpole's own narrative in his own 
words, extra^ed fi'om a letter to Mr. 

** Bathoe, my bookfellcr, brought me 
4 pacquet left with him. It contained 
an ede or little poem of two or three 
ftanzas, in alternate rhyme, on the d^ath 
of Richard the Firft^ and I was teld in 
Very few lines that it had been found at 
Bridol with many ether old poems, 
and that the pciTeflfor could fumifh me 
with accounts of a fcrics of great pain- 
ters that had fiourifhed at Briftol. 

** Here I muft paufe, to mention my 
own reflections. At firft I concluded 
that fomebody having met with my 
*' Anecdotes of Painting" had a mind 
to laugh at me. I thought not very in- 
genioufly, as I was not likely to fwallow 
a fucceiiion of great painters at Brii^ol. 
The Ode or Sonnet, as I think it was 
called, was too pretty to be part of the 

J)lan ; and, as is cafy with all the othf-r 
iippofed poems of Rowley, it was not 
dimcult to mnke it very modern by 
changing the old words for new ; though 
yet more diCicult than with moft of them. 
You fee I tell you fairly the cafe. I then 
imagined, and do ft ill, that the fuccefs of 
OiTian's poems had fuggefted the idea. 
Whether the tranfmitter hinted, or I 
iuppofed from the fubjecl, that the difco- 
vered treafure was of the age of Richard 
the Firft, I cannot take upon me to aflTert ^ 
yet that imprcffion was fo ftrong on my 
jnind, that two years after, when Dr. 
Goldfrnith told me they were then allotted 
to the age of Henry the Sikth or Fifth, I 
iaid^ with furprize, ♦ Xhey have ihifted 



the date extremdj.^— Thii i« ntf «ri. 
deuce ; but there is one line ito the pristnl 
pbenM of Rowley that make« me nwre 
firmly beltevf that the age of Ricbwl 
the Firft was the sna fixed u{>od by Chat- 
terton for hit finrgeritt j for that liae 
fays, 

f Now is Coeur de Lioo goM*— 

or fome fuch wonls $ for I quote by oe- 
mory, not havinff the book at hand. It 
i^.very improbable that Rowley, writing 
in the reign of Hcntj the Sixth, or 
Edward the Fourth, as is now pretended, 
or in that of Henry the Fourth, as ins 
aflxgned by the creduloue befive they hai 
digefted their fyftem, fliould incidcnuUy, 
in a poem on another ibt>)e{b, ikv, mteit 
Richard dead. lamperfuadcd thatCliat- 
terton himfelf, before he had dived into 
Canning*s hiftory, had fixed on a modi 
earlier period for the age of his forgeries. 
— Now to return to my narratrre. 

** I wrote, according to the incloicd 
direftion, for further particulars. Chat- 
terton, in anfwer, informed me, that be 
wa^ the fon of a poor widow, who liip- 
ported him with great difficulty j that he 
was clerk, or apprentice, to an attorney, 
but had a tafte and turn for more ekgaDt 
ftudies ; and hinted a wifli that I wodSd 
ailift him with my intereft in immcrgiig 
out of (b dull a profeffion, by procurisg 
him fome place in which he could parfet 
his natural bent. He affirmed, that gnat 
treafures ef antient poetry had been dif- 
covered in his native city, and weir ia 
the hands of a perfon who had lent him 
thofe he had tranfmitted to me, for he iio# 
fent me others, amongft which was ao 
abfolute modem paftoral in dialogue, 
thinly fprinkled with old words. Pny 
obferve, Sir, that he affirmed having 
received the poems from another peril i j 
whereas it isafcertained,that tbeGeotk- 
man at Briftol, who pofleflTes the fund cf 
Rowley ^sPoemSjreceived them from Cfaat- 
terton. 

" I wrote to a relation of mine at Bath, 
to enquire into the fituation and charac- 
ter of Chatterton, according to his own 
account of himielf ; nothing was re- 
turned about his charader, but his own 
ftorywas veriJfied. 

** In the mean time I commantcated 
the poems to Mr. Gray and Mr. Mafon, 
who at once pronounced them forgeries, 
and declared there was no fymptcm in 
them of their being the product ioos of 
near fo diftant an age, the language and 
tnetres being totally unlike any thing an- 
cient i for tnovgh I exprdled no doubt to 

than. 
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I9 lafcrlbcd than to the time of 
lUchard the Firft } Mr. Gray nor Mr. 
Maibn (aw any thing in the poems that 
was not more recent than even th^ reign 
of Henry the Eighth. And here let me 
^^emark, how incredible it is that RowIey> 
a monk of a mere commercial town, which 
was ail Briflol * then was, fhould have 
purified the language, and introduced a 
diverfified isetres more daffic than was 
kAown to that poliflied courtly poet Lord 
Sorry ; and this in the barbarous tur- 
bulent times of Henry the Sixth $ and 
that the whole nation ihould have relapfed 
into the iame barbariim of ftile and veHi- 
ficatjon till Lord Surry, I might almoft 
fav till Waller, arofe.^I leave to better 
fcholars and better antiquaries to fettle 
how Rowley became fo well verfed in the 
Greek tragedians. He was as well ac- 
quainted with Butler, or Butler witH 
him ; for a Chaplain of the late Bi&op 
of Exeter has found in Rowley a line of 
Uodtbras f. 

« Weil, Sir, bemg (aiisfied with my 
intelligence about Cbatterton, I wrote him 
a letter with as much kindnefs and tender- 
ocfs as if I had been his guardian $ for 
though I had no doubt of his impoiitions, 
fncha fpiritof poetry breathed in his coin- 
age as iuterefted me tor him : nor was it a 
grave crime in a young bard to have 
K>rged falfe notes of hand that were to 
pafs current only in the pariih of Pamaf- 
itis. I undeceived him about my being a 
perfon of any intereft, and urged to him 
that in duty and gratitude to his mother, 
^o had ftraitenedhcrlelf to breed him up 
to a profeflion, he ought to labour in it, 
that in her old age he might abiblve his 
filial debt : and I told him, that when he 
frould have made a fortune he might un- 
bend himfelf with the ftudicB confonant to 
!.is inclinations. I told him alio, that I 
had communicated his tranfcripts to much 
better judges, and that they were by no 
means Satisfied with the authenticity of 
bis fuppoied MSS. I mentioned their 
reafons, particularly, that there were no 
fuch metres known in the age of Richard 
the Firft : and that might be a reafon 
^ith Chatterton himielfco ihift thexra 
of his prodtt£lions . 



<< He wrote hm nthes a peevi^ an. 
fwer ; faid he couid not conteft with a 
perfon of my learning (a compliment by 
no means due to me, and which I certainly 
had not aiTumed, having mentioned my 
having coniiilted abler judges) ; main* 
tained the genuinenefs of the poems ; 
and demanded to have them retumedr .as 
they were the propertv of another Gen- 
tleman. Remember this. 

*' When I received this letter I waa 
going to Paris in a day or two, and either 
toreot .hi? requeft of the Poems, or» 
perhaps, not having time to have theni 
copied deferred comply iri'g till my return* 
which was to be in lix we^ ks. 1 proteft I 
do not remember which was the caie^ 
and yet, though in a caufe of fo little 
importance, I will not utter a fyllable of 
which I am not pofitively certain, 
nor will char^ my memory with a tittio 
beyond what it retains. 

'< Soon after mv return from France, I 
received another letter from Cbatterton, 
the ftile of which was fmgularly imperti- 
nent. He demanded his poems roughly ; 
and added, that I ihould not have iofarsd 
to ufe him fo ill if he had not acquainted 
me with the narrowneis of his circum- 
ftances. 

** My heart did not accufe me of info- 
hnce to him, I wrote an aniwcr, ex- 
poftulating with him on his injuftice, and 
renewing good advice ; but upon fecond 
thoughts, rtfle^ing that fb wrong-headed 
a young man, of whom I knew nothing, 
and whom I had never feen, might be 
ablurd enough to print my letter, I ^lung 
it into the fire ; and wrapping up both 
liis Poems and Letters, without taking a 
copy of cither, for which I am' now ioiiy, 
I returned all to him, and thought no 
more of him or them." 

Mr. Walpole then relates the infonni- 
tion he received of the cataiirophe of 
Clutterton, which he deplores in the fol. 
lowing terms : " I heartily wi(h«d then 
that I had been the dupe of all the poor 
youn^ man had written to me j lor who 
would not have his underftanding im- 
poied on to fave a fellow being from the 
utmoft wretched ncfs, def pair, and fuicidc ! 
~and a young man not eighteen, and of

between him and ruin." After the prc^ 
ceding ftatement, extrafted from Mr. 
Walpoie's anpubliihed defence, we con- 
ceive much ot the prejudice entertained 
againft him by fome on account of this 
tranfa^^ion, will either totalh* diiappear, 
or at leaft be ccnfidcrably Icflcncd. 

In the year 176*, Mr.Walpoie printed 
Hfty copies of his tragedy of the ** My f- 
tcriotts Mother," a pcrfomiance entitled 
to very high praife. Of this piece an 
account is given in our Magarine of Sep- 
tember 17S7, to which, on this occalion, 
we muft reter. It was originally com- 
poicd with a view to the performance of 
Mrs. Pritchard ; and could the horrible 
circumftance on which it is founded be 
icftened, we are of opinion ir might ftill 
be reprefented with great effe^l by the 
prefent ^mament of the tragic feecc. 

From thi» period no cireumflance of 
importance occurred in the courfe of Mr. 
Walpole's life until the year 1791, when, 
by the death of his nephew, he ruccccdcd 
to the title of Earl of Orfovdi The ac- 
ceflion of this honour, and of the fortune 
annexed to it, made no alteration, in any 
refnedl, in his manner of living. He 
Uill pnrfued the fame unvarit^d tenor of 
life, devoting himfelf to the converfation 
cf hi? friends and to the purfuits of lite- 
rature. He had been early afflif^ed with 
the gout, which, as he advanced in years, 

• This very beautiful villa was originally a fmall tenement, bui^t 169S, by the Esii <rf 
Bradford's coacbmau, as a lodging. houfe. CoUry Gibber was one of its firft tenants ; and 
after him, fuccelTively, Talbor, Biihop of Durliam, the Marqois of Carnarvon, Mrs. Qievc- 
vfx, the toy -woman, and Lord John Philip Sackvilte. Mr. W. parcbafed it 17479 bej^ to 
fit it up in the Gothic ftyle 1753, and completed it 1776. He pemutted it tobeihewn, 
by tickets, to parties of four, from May to OAober, between the hours of 11 and 3, andoolif 
one party a day.

In ihe cotuge in the 
flower- garden was a library, formed of all the puUicattcns during the r«§n& of Che dne 
Gcora^es, cr Mr. W.'s cwn time, 

•f baufchtcr of the Ute Gen. Conway, and M&ci the Hon. John Damer, tMk to ^ 
ih» prcfcnt Earl of Porchefter. Digitiz''ed by vji^w^lc 
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act|tiired ftren^hj though it did iictdif> 
qualify him either for company or con* 
verfation. The fame fpirit of enquiry, 
the fame ardour of purfutt> and the fiime 
candour in judgment, prevailed ahnoflhto 
the lateft period of his life. He wu C2> 
pable of enjoying the fociety of his fneids 
ufltii a very Hiort time before his deatli, 
which happened on the ad March 1797. 
^ Py his will, which eontaiiw aa fiieets, 
befidcs the addition of levcn codicils, by 
one^of which be dire6led that his body 
might be opened and afterwards privately 
interred; and bequeathed to Robert Beny, 
Bfq. and his two daughters, Mary and 
Agnes Berry, all his orioted work's isd 
manufcripts, to be publilhcd at their dif- 
cretion, and for their ovm emolument. 

To thefc two ladies he gives 4000I. 
each ; and, for Jthcir lives, the houfc and 
garden late Mrs. Clive'a, with the loi^ 
meadow before the fame, and aU the fur- 
niture there J after their deaths orojar- 
riages,. to go to the fame ufes as Stia«^» 
berry.hill } and with a reAri^ton not tQ 
let the houfe fisr longer than a year. 

By the f^me codicil he alfo direas all 
the boxes containing his prints, books of 
prints, &c. br eonvcyed to Stpawbeny^ 
hill, to remain as heir- looms af^rtenaat 
t* that elbte ; and makes it a JHOticular 
requeft to the perlbn in poiTefliott of his 
favourite refidence, that the books, aod 
every article of furniture there, mav be 
preferved with care, and not difpo&d of, 
nor even removed. But all the kttcn 
vrrittcn to him by fuch of his fipiends u 
(liall be living at the time ef his death, 
-are to be returned lo the writers. 

Strawbcny-hill * is given to the Hob. 
Mrs. Anne Darner f , and a legacy of 
acool. to keep it in repair, on conditioo 
that ihe reftdcs tlurc, and does not dil- 
pole of it to any perfoHr unlefs it be lo 
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the Countefs j^owfiger of Waldeeiave, on 
whom and her heirs it is entailed. 

Lord Orford has died worth 9i»oool. 
% per cents, and has given awaj 509000 1. 
Serllog in legacies (which, m the pre- 
font ftate of the funds, will leave nothing 
to the reiiduary-legatee.) His LordOiip 
had promired his niece, the Duchefs of 
Glouceiier, his beautiful villa of Straw- 
berry -hill, at his (iectafei but, ofTcring 
her the choice of that, or a legacy often 
tboufand pounds, (he has preferred the 
latter ; the intereil of which is left to 
truitees, for her feparate ufe, during the 
joint lives of herfelf and the Duke ; and 
the principal to hertelf at the Duke^s 
death. He ha» bequeathed 5000 1. and 
the advowfon of Peldon re£^ory, Ellex, 
to his great niece, Countefs Dowager 
Waldegrave, for life; remainder to her 
ddeit and other fons ; then to the Couh- 
teis 0f Eufton and her fons ; then to Lady . 
Horatio- Anne Seymour Conway and her 
ifiue. To the Countel's Dowager Waide- 
grzvc he has alio given hi slt-aichold houfe 
in Berkeley-ibuare, with the uie of the 
furniture tor life ; then to her tUieft fon.

ACCOUNT OF SOLOMON GESSNER, AUTHOR OF THE <f DEATH OF 

ABEL," &c. 



'T^HIS very pleafing Writer was bom 
•* at Zurich on the ift of April 17^0. 
In his youth, little expectations could be 
formed of him, as he then difplayed none 
of the talents for which he was atterwaixls 
-difiinguifiied. His parents law nothing 
to aliord them much hope, though Sim- 
]er, a man of fome learning, allured his 
father, that the boy had talents which, 
though now hid, would for.ncr or later 
ihew themielves, and ekvate him far 
tboTe his ichool- fellows. As he had 
made fo little progrefs at Zurich, he was 
fcnt to Eerg, and. put under the care of a 
Clergyman, where retitemsnt and the 

Ei^urd«]uc fcenery arjund him laid the 
)a''datioQ for the change of hvs ci;i- 
xader. J^Jt'tsi a two >csu*« icudcnce at 



Berg, he returned home to his &thar» 
who was a Bookfeller at Zurich, ajt^" 
whole ihop was reibncd to by fuch mea 
of genius as were thea in that city: 
here his poctichl talents in fome flight 
degree dilplaycd their.lclvcs, thca^h not 
in luch a manner as to pre>cnt his father 
from fending him to Berlin, in the y<rar 
1749, ^^ qualify him for his own bu* 
finciS. Here he was employed in the 
bufincfs of the Hicp ; but be icon became 
dlffitisficJ with his mode of life t he 
eloped h'om h\i inaftcr and hired a cham- 
ber for hlm.tU. T»> rtducc him 10 or- 
der, his parents, atcoriirg to the ufnil 
mode in fuch cales, withheld every fupply 
of money. Hj fifoived, however, to be 
Independent i ^'{^^^ l^ii^f.^Si'^i^ in his

cliainber $ uuf, afbr (bme weekt> went 
to hit friend Hempel, a celebrated artift, 
whom he fequefted to return with him to 
his lodgings. There he fliewed his 
apartments covered with frefli landfcapes, 
which our Poet had painted with fweet 
oil, and by which* he hoped to make his 
Ibrtune. The ihrugging vp of the 
Shoulders of his friend concluded with 
an aiTurance, that though his works were 
not likely to be held in high eftimation 
in their prefent fiate, fome expeflations 
might be raifcd from them, if he con- 
tinued the fame application for ten years. 

Luckily for our young Artift his 
parents relented, and he was pemritted 
Co fpend his time as he liked at Berlin. 
Here he formed acquaintance with artifts 
and men of letters : Kraufe, Hempel, 
Kamler, Sulzer, were his companions ^ 
Ramler was his friend, from the finenefs 
of whofe ear and talle he derived the 
greateft advantages. With much diffi- 
dence he prefented to Ramler fome of his 
compofitions ; but every verfc and every 
word were criticifed, and very few could 
pafs through the fiery trial. The Swifs 
dialed, he found at laft, was the obflacle 
in his way, and the exertions requifite to 
fatisfy the delicacy of a German ear 
would be exceflive. Ramler adviftd him 
to clothe his thoughts in harmonious 
profe ; this counfel lie followed, and the 
anecdote may be of ule in Britain, where 
XTiany a would-be Poet is probably ham- 
mering at a verfe, which, from the cir- 
cumlbnces of his birth and education, he 
can never make agreeable to the ear of 
tafte. 

From Berlin, Geflner went to Ham- 
burgh, with letters of recommendation to 
Hagtdom ; but he chofe to make himfelf 
acquainted with him at a coffee- houfe 
before the letters were delivered. A 
clofe intimacy followed, and he had the 
advantages of the literary ibciety which 
Hamburgh at that time afforded . Thence 
he returned home, with his tafte much 
refined j and, tbrtunately for him, he 
came back when his countrymen were in 
fome degree capable of enjoying his fu- 
ture works. Had he produced them 
twenty years before, his Daphnis would 
have been hifTcd at as immoral ; his 
Abel would have b^?en preached againft 
as prophanation. 

This periotl may be called the Au- 
Sfuftan age of Germany : Klopftock, 
Kamler, Kleill, Gleim, Utz, Leifing, 
Wieland, Rabcner, were refcuing their 
country from the fnrcai'ms of the great 
Frederic. Kiopilock paid about this 



time a Tifit to Zurich, and ^xtd tnff 
breaft with poetical ardour. He had 
fcarce left the place when Wieland came^ 
and by both our Poet was well received^ 
After a few anonymous compofitions, he 
tried his genius on a fubje6t which wa* 
ftarted by the accidental pemfal of the 
tranflations of Longrus ; and his Dapfamr 
was improved by the remarks of his 
firiend Hirzel, the author of the Ruftic 
Socrates. Daphnis appeared firft with- 
out a name in the >ear i7$4. ; it was 
followed in 1756, by Inkle and Yanco| 
and Oeilher^s reputation was fpread in 
the fame year, over Gemany and 
Switzerland, by his Paftorals, a trsmf- 
lation of which into Englifh, in 176s, 
was publiihed by Dr. Kenrick. Hif 
brother poets acknowledged the merit of 
thefe light compofitions, as they were 
pleafed to call them j but conceivnl their 
Author to be incapable of formhig a 
grander plan, or aimmg at the dignity of 
heroic poetry. To thefe critics he foon 
after oppofed his Death of Abel. 

In 176a, he collected his Poems in 
four volumes ; in which were fome new 
pieces that had never before made tlrir 
appearance in public. In 1772, he pro- 
duced his lecond volume of Paftonif» 
with fome Letters on Landfcape Painting. 
Thefe met with the moft favourable re- 
ception in France, ' where they we» 
tranflatcd and imitated ; as they were 
alfo, though with lefs fuccefs, in Italy 
and England. 

We fliaJl now confider Geflner as an 
Artift : till his thirtieth year. Painting 
was only an accidental amufemest ; but 
at that time he became aci|uainted with 
Heidegger, a man of tafte, whofe eol- 
le^lion of paintings and engravings was 
thus thrown open to him. The daughter 
niade an imprefiion on him, but the cir- 
cumftances of the lovers were not fi- 
vourable to an union, till, through the 
aftivity and triendihip of the Burgo- 
mafter Heidegger and Hirzel, he was 
enabled to accompliih his wifltes. The 
queftion then became, how the married 
couple were to live ? The pen is but a 
flender dependence any where, and ftUI 
lefs in Switzerland. The Poet hid too 
much fpirit to be dependent on others j 
and he determined to purlue the Arts no 
longer as an amuiement, but as the meant 
of procuring a livelihood. 

Painting and Engraving alternately 
filled that time which was not occup«l 
with Poetry 5 and in thefe arts, if he did 
not arrive at the greateft fmhaencc, he 
was diftinguiihed by that fimplicity, that 

ek^ancc. 
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tlegance, that finTularity, which are the 
charaftcriftics of his Poetry. His wife 
Was not idle ; btfides the care of his 
houic and the education of his children, 
for which no one was better 'qualified, 
the ^whole burthen of the (hop (for our 
Poet was Bookfellcr as well as Poet, 
Engraver, and Painter) was laid upon 
her fhoulders. 

In his manners, Geflher was chearfxil, 
lively, and at times playful ; fond of his 
wife J fond of his children. He had imall 
pretenfions to learning, yet he could read 
the Latin Poets in the original i and of 
the Greek, he preferred the Latin 
tranflat ions to the French. In his early 
years, he led either a folitary life, or 
confined himfelf te men of tafte and li- 
terature : as he grew older, he accuftomed 
himfelf to general converfation ; and in 
bis later years, his houfe was the centre 



point of the men of the firft rank for 
talents or fortune in Zurich. Here they 
met twice a week, and formed a convert 
faxione of a kind feldom, if ever, to be 
met with in great cities, and very rarely 
in any place : the politics of England 
deftroy fuch mectmgs in London. 
Geflher with his friends enjoyed that 
iimplicity of manners which makes fo- 
cicty agreeable ; and in his rural refi- 
dence, in the fummcr, a little way out of 
town, they brought bock the memory 
almoft of the Golden Ag^e. 

He died of an apoplexy on the id of 
March, 17SS; leaving a widow, three 
children, and a filter behind. Hit 
youngeft fon was married to a daughter 
of his father* s friend Weiland. His fel- 
low Citizens have ere6ted a ftatue in 
memoVy of him on the banks of the 
Limmot, where it meets the Slhl.

T N that sera of the world, when the 
-"- gods of the Heathens overlooked and 
dire^lcd the afbions of men, and the dei- 
ties of Olympus defcending from their 
celeRial abodes, converied with mortals ; 
Mars, the fteady, firm, and inflexible gcd 
of war, law, adimired, and grew paflion- 
aiely enamoured of the nymph Folly . Of 
all the maidens of Theflalia, none ecu Id 
vie with Folly in the number of admirers \ 
captivated by the fantaftic varietv of her 
motions, the petulance of her difcourfe, 
and the arch vivacity of her countenance. 
Her li&rht auburn hair fancifully braided 
with flowers of a thoufand diffe|ent co- 
lours, and her whole diiefs curiouAy in- 
terwoven with a variety of ornaments, 
created an oficft pileaiing, though whimfl- 
cal ; and alluring, though grotefque. — 
The fod df battles' owned the power of 
Cupid, nor was he long fuflered to repine 
at her coldnefs. For though Folly had 
faither:o turned a deaf ear to the fapplica- 
tions of her lovers, and fpumed the power 
of love, her 1 efiftance was the confcquencc, 
not of innate virtue, but of cruel and 
wanton levity ; (be delighted in the fuf- 
pe&ce her lovers endured, and while they 
laiiguiihed under her indifference, exulted 
in the fuccefs of her charms. Nought 
could diihirb tlie ferenity of her difpofi- 
txon, and ihe was frequently known to 
join in the laugh which the miidnefs of 
bcr conduft provoked from the vvil'e. — 
Fleafure danced in her train, and light 



joy followed her footf^eps. But, alas ! 
(he foon fell an eafy vi6lim to the ieduc- 
tion of Mars, being betrayed by the fug- 
geftions of that vanity which had hitherto 
liipported her» and dazzled by the 'empty 
pai-ade of military fplendour. 

The nymph met the god in a neigh- 
bouring grove, and every thing confpired 
to afTifllhe amorous deity in his enter- 
prife. wature was huftied in filcnce over 
half the globe, Morpheus hung heavy on 
the eyes of mortals, and even the chafle 
Queen of Night indignantly withdrew 
her beams from the fight. PoflTeflTed of 
his fours defire. Mars hrom that time had 
leifui*e to contemplate the mental perfec- 
tions of his miflreis, and at every inter- 
view her attrafUons dccreafcd j — her 
laughter, havinz no rational obje£l, be- 
came infipid \ ner frequent fmiles loft 
their power of pleafmg j till, at length, 
the eltranged deity totally forfook the 
nymph, and wondered at toat fisUcination 
which could make him miftake hilarity 
for wit, and fmiles for fwectnefs. In the 
mean time, Folly had no fooner quitted 
the embraces of lilars,' than in fpite of the 
leflbns of Prudence, fhe could not forbear 
boafting of her conqueft, being, urged 
thereto by Vanity, now her conflant com- 
panion. The tale was quickly caught 
by Echo, aikl by her conveyed to the cars 
of Venus, who, enraged at the fucccfs 
of her rival's charms, lofl no opportunity 
of endeavouring to regain the affe^ioas 
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of the God of War, and in this fucceeded 
with little or no difiiculty. Folly, thti» 
deiertcd by her admirer, and expofed to 
the enmity of the Queen of Love, who 
frequently, but in vain, urced Jupiter to 
tuniih the incontinence of wr rival, ftiU 
coniinued her thoughtlefs carter, until, 
in procefs of time, the effects of her crime 
grew too plain for concealment | her gai- 
ety gradually foribok her, and her bound- 
I«l8 plea fan try was chafed away by the 
ftrnes of r^morfe and the conlcioufnefs 
of gi)ilt ( till, wearied with Iblitude, and 
d^ading dete£)ion, in the anguiih of her 
heart fhe addrelfed to Jupiter the follow. 
jnff prayer: '< Father of gods and men, 
wCo vicweft my forlorn and abjefl condi- 
tion, deign to aflid me with thine aid, 
and fave me from public fliame. ^Till 
nly eye met the eye of Mars^ no virgin 
bonno^d more light and carelefs through 
the grovcV of Theflfafia ^ but now, aias ! 
my every joy decays } I wander diftreiTed 
among tnofe recks which heretofore echoed 
with my jocund fong,and the vale of Tempe 
M to mt a dreary and comfortlefs defart!** 
-—Jove, ever indulgent to female frailty, 
heard not unmoved the lamentation of 
Folly, and by a temporary alteration of 
fovm fecured her from public rejHoach. 
£ut no fooner was die delivered of a fon, 
and thus again enabled to excite admira- 
tion without pity, and envy without con- 
tempt, than me relapfcd into her former 
levity. Her repentance having been ex- 
cited not by a fcnfe of guilt, but a dread 
of Ihame, quickly vaniflitd ; and Folly 
I'prung, with renewed and elaftil force, 
iiom the cloud of milchance that had en- 
veloped her. 

In the meanwhile her ion thrived under 
the afiiitance of Jupiter, and was foon 
known to the world by the nam^ of Obfti-, 
nacy j and never fince the creation of the 
world was a fon more Itrongly marked by • 
the dilpolition of either parent, however 



divcrfified by accidental circumftaPeu* 
In the proiecution of any feheme be is 
indebted to kis father for the means, tho* 
his motlier condantly directs the end. 
The firm inflexibility of Mars infpircs 
his moft trivial undertakings, and firoa^ 
thefe he is to be diffuaded neither by tbr 
dilates of prudence, the lenfe^of fear, 
nor the dread of fhame : he contuaues his 
courfe in a cool, though headftrong direc- 
tion ; and inch is the inconfiftency of his 
difpoHtion, that he derives new vigour 
when confcious that he is wandering in 
the mazes of error. In His progrefs he is 
to be diverted neither to the right nor the 
left. Pallas in vain points cut the road 
to happinefs ; his aim is not to enjoy hap- 
pineis himfclf, but to perfuade others that 
he enjoys it. His perpetual error is oc- 
cafioned not by a diipohtton natunUy de- 
praved, but from an overbearing ccnctit 
of the fuperiority of his abilities, caniiGg 
him to dildaln Advice and rejeil AiBft* 
ance. 

In his journey through life hepcrpctii. 
ally (tumbles ; but fcems, like Antaras, to 
rife ftronger firom the faJl, and to exult in 
his fanciol fagacity. All thofe who find 
the road to Wifdom too fleep and labofi- 
ous, become the votaries of ObAinacy, 
though daily experience might coBvince 
them of the treachery of their commander. 
Thus, though fure to create adiflike and f\ 
diflfeminate difputc wherever he appcan, ' 
Obftinacy thinks to afTume the fembbnce 
of Wildom, and at every defeat flies for 
confolation to the fociety of hia mother, 
(who is frequently iccn to wear the garb 
of age) and who with open arms receives 
her fon. The^ then flatter themfelvet 
their happinefs is complete : fancied ado- 
ration is fnbflituted for real negle^: — 
they lai|gh at the world, and thus aiv 
preuen ted from obferving that the world 
laughs at them.

OBSERVATIONS and EXPERIMENTS on the DIGESTIVE POWERS of th» 
BILE in ANIMALS.

TXURING the-beginning of tht prefent 
-*-' war, I attended a man who was 
' troubled with the jaundice, which we 
thought to proceed from a wound he had 
received in his liver. His faeces were 
white; no srall could be difcharged by 
vomiting: his appetite was almoil as 
gocd as formerly, when in health ; but 
his digeftion was in a great meafure loll j 



for whatever 4eod he took into his fto- 
mach, inftead of bein^ digefted into 
^wholefome chyle, entered into fermenta- 
tion, producing great diftenfion of the 
ftomach, head-ache, and often vomiting. 
N:t fucccfding in rehcving the patient 
by the i/fual means, and as he was de- 
clining m his ftrcngth daily, I endea- 
voured* by a temporary xnsthcd, to n- 
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fiCTTfi Mm, which was by making him 
talce iir^vardly the gall of other animals j 
B8 it appeared to me that all the lymp- 
terns or indi^ftion procce<ied fiom a 
"want of th .t fluid finding its way into 
the ftomach. 

I therefore gave him half an otmce of 
the gall of a (heep, recently killed, in two 
ounces of water : this, drank after a mo- 
derate meal promoted digeftion, and 
feemcd to reftore the patient, for a while, 
to his former ftate of health. To be fa- 
tisfied of this -fa^^, I repeated the expe- 
riment feveral times, and thereby lup- 
ported the patient until the obllniaion of 
the gall into the ftomach was fortunately 
removed. 

This led me to make the following 
experiments, to afcertain the digellive 
powers of the hepatic fecretion. ... 
It is a generally received opinion, formed 
oa the experiments of the Abb^ Spallan- 
zani Raumeur, and others, that the di- 
geftion is performed by the fo| vent power 
of the gajric juice $ a fluid fecreted from 
the interior furface of the numbranaus, 
and from the afophagus of animals with 
ftrong muicular flcmachs, as in gallena- 
feons fowls, &c. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

Having encloied (bme grains of barley 
(bruiftd Jo as to admit ofconiaQ with the 
fimids) . in two tin tubes (pirf orated at 
each end^ and ivitb /wall bolsi in ibe 
midJU)y I faften^ them to the end of a 
piece of packthread, and thriift them 
down the albphagus of a young cock, io 
as to lie near the entrance cf the mulcuiar 
Aomach. But within the cavity of that 
Hfifcuiy I faftened it by the other end to 
the beak of the bird, and kept it there 
for twelve hours, during which time it 
had increaled much in its weight, from 
the abicrption of the alcphaecal juice. 
No digeiiion fepmed to have taken place, 
neither was it in any me^fure tinged with 
gail, as the tafte of the inclofed iubftance 
was entirely Iniipid, and had acquired no 
pafticular colour. 

I think it has been proved, and i^ a 
general opinion, that there is little or no 
fecretion from the homy lubltance which 
lines the flooMch in thelc aniipals \ yet 
we find their food, before it pafli;s out of 
the ftoroaeh into thi? inteftincs, to be en- 
tirely changed in its confiltence and ap- 
pearance 1 It becomes a fiidJ. of a yellow 
cin^itious colour, and of a bitter take. 
i repeated this experiment on other bird$> 
M tii^eys, pigeons, U%% 



EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 
Having bruifed two drachms of boiled 
veal, I encloied it in a tin tube fimilar 
to the former. I thruft it down the afo- 
phagus of an owl, and faflened it with a 
^iece of packthread to the beak of the bird» 
lb as to prevent its entering into the fto- 
mach. I kept it there for fourteen hours, 
during whicn fpace it had not loft any 
thing of its weight, but had increafecl^ 
from the abibrption of the afophageai 
juice. It had not acquired any particular 
tafte, the juice of the afopliagus itfelf 
being infipid. I then thn:ft it down fo 
f&r as to enter the ftomach of the btrdy 
but To as not to reach the bottom, thereby 
preventing any contact betwten the meat 
and the gall, which geneially lies at the 
bottom of the ftomach in all animals. 
After fourteen hours there appeared not 
the leaft alteration, nor had it acquired 
any particular iinell. 

EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 

I inclofed two drachms of boiled veal in 
the lame tin tube with which I made th^ 
former experiment, and thruft it down the 
afophagus of the fame owl, and allowed 
it to reach the bottom of the ftomach. 
After Ave hours I pulled it up. I found 
it had loft one half of it« weight, and the 
remainder was entirely changed in its 
conliftence', being now of a white colour, 
and reduced to a kind of pulp, and tafted 
extremely bitter from being impregnate 
with the bile. I thruft this remainder 
down the throat of the birda iccond time. 
After two hours I pulled it up, and X 
found the tube quite empty. I have 
often repeated this experiment, and with 
the fame fuccefs, on owls, crows, and 
other birds of prey. 

EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. 

To Ibme fheep which were going to b^ 
Jcilled I had an opportunity of making 
the following experiment : Having 
bruifed Ibmp leaves of vegetables, I 
inclofed them in tin tubes, perforated at 
both ends, as well as in their fides, with 
fmall holes.* To one ftieep J gave fix of 
thcfe tubes, and at different periods of 
time, fo that when the animal was killed 
they might not all have paflcd the py tenia 
of the laft ftomach. After feven hours 
the animal was killed. I found one tub^ 
in the duodenum quite empty ; two in 
the bottom of the fourth ftomach in the 
fame ftate. One which (eemed recently 
to have pafted the cardia of the fourth fto- 
mach was fcarcelyig^l^jqjr^^ having -ac- 
P o d a quiicd 
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quiitd no particular tafte nor fmell, but 
had abforbcd much gaftric juice. The 
remaining two had not eot qvite fo far as 
the above mentioned ; did not feem in the 
leait altered, but were a little bruifed 
ivith chewing. I repeated this experi- 
ment fince, and with neai- the fame effeft. 
The tubes which were in conta^ with 
the bile, which is always found in large 
quantities at the bottom of the laft fto- 
mach, were generally found empty, or 
what remained was reduced to a foft grey- 
Ifh pulp, and had a very bitter taile. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIFTH. 

In order to try whether animals could 
digctt their. food while their gall-du6ls 
were obftrucled by ligature, I made the 
following experiments on frogs. Cold- 
blooded animals feemed well adapted to 
my purpofc, being moit tenacious of their 
living principle, and their interior cavi- 
ties being lefs fufceptible of inflamma- 
tion when laid open bv incilion. I 
therefore laid open the abaomen of fevcral 
frogs. I then paflTcd a ligature round the 
duci which trar.fmits the g^Il into the 
duodenum, (in froes it enters the duo- 
denum) at about a third of an inch 
from the pylorus of the ftomach. Hav- 
ing tied the ligatures pretty tight, I then 
fewed up the wounds, and allowed ihcm 
fome time to recover thcmlelves. In 
this ftate I fed them with inlefts, and 
pieces of earth-worm cut fmall. Two 
days after this I opened the itomach of 
two frogs, and found that there was not 
the leaft appearance of digeftion having 
taken place m the infers. The abforbents 
feemed to have a6^cd a little on fome of 
the pieces of the tarth-wonns,but (o little 
as icarcely to be peicepLible. The re- 
maining tr'^gs I fed with the gall of ether 
frogs, which I killed for the purpole. 
After twelve hcvrs, on opening theic I 
foui'id the appearances quite different 
from the foregoing, as I always found 
their flomachs empty, and nothing re- 
mnining hut the wings of the inJlc>s, 
the pieces of earth-worm having entirely » 
difappcaieci. I ccuM not cbferve any 
alteration in regard to the healthincrs of 
the animals on which I ha'l perfcrme,! the 
operation, " as milk put into their llo- 
machs crngulated ss in a natural Itatc of 
that cavity." In this experiment I never 
failed in fucceeding during the fummer, 
when thofe animals are arrived at their 
grtateft degree of irritability or lii-e. 

EXPERIMENT THE SIXTH. 
In order to try the digcftive pov\ ers of 
the bile when out of the animal, and to 



compare it with that of the gaftric ioicei 
I inclofed one drachm of hoil^ W 
{bruiffd fo ai to expofi a largr fmUct) 
in a tin tube, perforated fimilar to the 
fortner. This I immerfed into the gall 
of a ftiecp recently killed, having prcri- 
ouily diluted it with a fmall quantity of 
water, that itmight enter the pores of the 
tube more eafily. The fame quantity of 
beef I immerfed into the juice fcaetcj 
from the afophagus of gallcnaceousfowU; 
and likewile the fame quantity of beef 
I immerfed into the fluid fecreted from the 
lower part of the afophagus in crows. 
Thefe juices I obtained by means of 
fponges. They did not appear to have 
any particular tafte or colour, not beirg 
in the fraaileft degree mixed with the bile, 
At the fame time I immerfed the lame 
quantity of beef into water. I kept tb^m 
fourteen hours in a degree of heateqyal 
to that of the human body ; after which 
time I *ook them out, when I fouro that 
the beef which was immerfed in the gall 
had loft one-half of its weight ; the re- 
mainder being intirely changed in its 
confiftence, it was now become a white 
of a fwectifti bitter tafte. Thofc 



m the other juices did not appear at al| 
changed, cither in weight, colour, orcoa. 
fiftencc. I often varied this eMcriment, 
but always with the fame effeA, is wd( , 
on vegetables as on fle(h melt. ! 

From the foregoing experiments it ap- 
pears, that the gall, and not the golbic 
juice, is the principle ofdigeftion in ani- 
mals, I do not deny that animalinsT ! 
live a confidcrablc timewithcut the gall 
finding an entrance into the ftoroach,a$ij 
often ^the cafe in the jauridice. Fo« 
after niafticat ion may be eafilyaflrf* 
by the abforbents, as wc find exiraBCM* 
fubftances are when put into any canty 
of the human body. An animal roa^be 
fupported for weeks by clyfter. Gallj* 
a ftomatick had been long in jfe * 
France and Italyi and was found ofgreU 
Uii: to people with weak ftomachs \ ar^dl 
have fi-equently given it to people w^ 
v.rerc troubled with uncafinefs after a m. 
meal, and never failed in relieving ihft 
patient. But it feems to hare fsllen ort, 
of ufe through principles of deliacy} 
but furely no better can fupply i» P"^ 
with equal eifea. In fome lels cinhxw 
nations, and where much animal ^^A 
ulcd, gall is reckoned a luxury. (» 
•* Lobo^s Voya^f tn ^''''J^'''''*'7^^ 
liver is the largeft vifcus in the body of 
moft animals j aixl no luQicienily mate- 
rial i:fc has been afcribed to its ftcretioa. 
Wc know ot no animal which war.ts ttc 
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Iirer j and In fomc voracioug filhcs it 
dtfcharges its fluid immediately into the 
cavity ot the ftomach. Befidcs, we never 
• JiDd that dlpeftion has taken place in any 
animal until the fbcd has found its way 
to the bottom of the Homachy when it 
meets with the bile. This is not only 
fcen in* men and other animals which 
feed* on fleih meat ; but, in tlie fiomachs 
of calves, the coagulum of milk is only 
dlzeflcd in proportion as it becomes 
mixed with the bik- in the laft ftumach 
or duodenum. In ferpents and f v^t 
fifhes which (wallow their f«od whole, it 
is little altered, except in that part which 
jies contiguous to the bottom of their 
Aomachs •, and, on e> amining the ftomachs 
f>f thefe animals, we do not find any dif- 
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fcrencc, in regard to the furface, either of 
the upper or lower nnds. On preffiire, 
the tranfuding liquor appears to be the 
fame in every part : a cohurlcfs inQpid 
flutii. Gall has a great power of affimu- 
lating animal oils with water, and has 
been much ufcd by dyers to take the 
crreafe out of their wool befo^;e the co- 
louring matter is applied; and it is by 
this iame power of ailimulation that J 
conceive it afTilis digtftion. 

On examining the experiments of 
Spallcnzani and Kt^. J. Hunter, I do not 
find any experiment which militate) 
againft this conclufion ; which, ifprcved^ 
would certainly be of the grcatc^ beneiit 
to fociety.

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ACCOUNT of the DELIVERANCE of THREE PERSONS, KfESSRS. CAR- 
TER, HASKETT, and SHAW, from the SAVAGES of TATE's ISLAND, 
and their SUBSEQUENT DISTRESSES. 
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I^N the morning of the 9th Mr. Carter 
^^ was fo much reduced as to be under 
the {leceflity of drinking his own urine, 
which example was followed by the other 
two, and notwithftanding its being dif- 
agiccable, they found great relief from 
it. About nine at night Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Hafkett found tnemlelves fo weak 
and overcome by fleep, that not being 
longer able to ftand to tlie ftcer oar, they 
Jaihed the oar, and found the boat yftnt 
along vcryfteadily. After joining in a 
prayer of thankfgiving to the Almighty^ 
.to whole protection they coromittM 
thosielves, they lay down and had a re- 
• firefliing fleep j occafionally, however, 
they could not refrain frcm ftarting up 
to look out for land or danger. 

They refuraed their labours at the 
oar on the morning of the loth, which 
were rather increafed by its blowing 
freih and by a hcavj fwell, which 
obliged them to reef t fie fail. It was 
with the greateft difficTilty Mr. Carter's 
wound could be drefied. Mr. Shawns 
wound in the throat was by this time 
nearlv dofed up. 

Tbey ftocd on this day without any 
thing material occurring j Mr. Shaw 
ftill ufing all his powers to cheer them 
with the aflTurances of feeing land in a 
day or two, although at the lame time 
he had hardly (Irength to haul the ftie?t 
aft, while Mr. Hafkett laihcd the oar. 

At ten P. M. they fcund very fhoal 
water, with breakers all round, on which 
Mr. Halkett took the oar, while Mr. 
Shaw kept a-lookoutfcr a channel; In 
which manner they ran on for the dif- 
tance of three or four miles in not more 
than three or four ftet water ; the Tea 
frequently breaking over thtni, which 
rendered Mr. Carter's fituation truly de- 
plorable, as, from extreme weaknels, he 
coulJ net ftir from the bottom of the 
boat, which was fo full of water that it 
was with the greateil difii(:ulty he could 
keep his head above it. . 

To add to their diiiref$, no fooncr 
had they got clear of one fhOal, than 
irora the violence of the oar beating 



againft another Mr. Hafkett was knocked 
out of the boat, which required all the 
exertions of Mr. Shaw to get him in 
again, and which he could have accoo- 
pTifhed by ho other mode than that of 
putting an oar under his arm, and lift- 
ing him up as h^ a lever. 

On the 1 1 th they feit theralclves mocb 
relieved by getting clear of the fhoafs 
and launching once more Into the ocean \ 
on which occafion, as often befcre, they 
addrefTcd theihfelvcs to that Poirer to 
which they tnifled for deliverance. Mr. 
Carter's wound was again wafhed, 
and four pieces more taken from tbe 
fkuU, when they clearly difcovcted, that 
from the blow being given flantwayi 
down* the back of the head, it had been 
given by a liatchet, which they had ns 
doubt was the one which had been Itoka 
from the fhip. They itill however afTured 
him of its looking well and being about 
to heal. , 

They were now in greater di^refs than 
ever for water : even the lafl roiimble 
refource the^ *had confiderably failing 
them. This threw fuch a damp 00 
their fpirits that they grew difconfolate, 
and were making up their minds to meet 
death with becommg fortitude, having 
given up every hope of funriving another 
day, when Mr. Hafkett eagerly cxdainKd 
** he faw land."" 

Mr. Shaw likewife perceiv bg it, tbry 
wew: hi an infbnt revived. Once more 
putting their hopes in Providence, they 
Ito^ in for the louthem extremity of the 
land, w%ich they made no doubt wis 
Timor ^ and foon got in a few miles to 
the leeward of the extreme, where thejr 
diicovered a bay, at the head of which 
were cocoa-nut trees. 

They fhoitly after perceived the m- 
tives on ihore. Recent circumflances, 
however, made them fearful of landing ; 
but Mr. Shaw oblervcd, that they might 
as fafely truf( to the chance of bciog 
well received on ihore as perifb at Tea, 
which they muft inevitably have done in 
another day. 

Having rcfolved, therefore, they ran 

into 
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into the bay, when it was propofed that 
Mr. Halkett (hould remain in the boat, 
wbiU Mr. Carter and Mr. Shaw went in 
fcarch of water. But on Mr. Carter's 
being helped out of the boat it was 
found he could not ftand ; he was 
therefore helped in again, and Mr. Haf- 
kett with Mr. Shaw advanced towaids 
the natives^ Mr. Shaw having a water 
keg and Mr. Halkett a mufquet* when 
they were overjoyed by hearing the na- 
tives call out, Bli^b! Bligb ! recollecting 
that Captain Biigb was very humanely 
treated at 7imor j and they nad now no 
doubt left but they had the good for- 
tune to touch at the fame place. They 
made motions to the natives for cocoa 
nuts, who gave them to underftand that 
ihty did not belong to them; one of 
them however gave Mr. Shaw a baked 
yam, which he found it impoflible to 
eat on account of his throat being; fo 
exceedingly parched. Having made figns 
for water, the natives led them to a 
fpring where they quenched their thirft \ 
when, having filled the keg, they ran to 
Mr, Carter, who was calling out for 
water, after which they devoured toe 
yam with the greatelt ea^mefs, the na- 
tives lookin|r at them die whole of the 
time in aftonifliment. 

After their (lender repaft they men- 
tioned the word Timor to the natives, 
who repeated it very diftinftly, and 
pointed towards the point to the fouth- 
"ward, and then to a prow on the beach, 
intimating that they would condu£k 
them there ; in confequence of which 
Mr. Shaw ^ave them two mufquets and 
a number of knives and fclflars which re- 
mained in the boat» 

The natives made figns to go farther 
up the bar, which they acquiefced in ; 
but finding the^ wifhed to lead them up 
a very narrow inlet, Mr. Shaw refufed 
to go in with the boat, repreVentIng that 
it would be highly imprudent, and, as 
they wilhed to get to Cupan^ as foon as 
poUible, thought it advifeable to make 
the heft of their way there. 

This being agreed to, the boat was 
pufiied off, and two oars got out in order 
to row round the point, expe^ing, after 
that, to have a fair wind to Cupang. 
Finding, however, a prow in chace of 
tbem, they lay on their oars, holfted 
their fail, and put away before the wind, 
in order to eicape from flavery, which 
tbey made no doubt of experiencing if, 
tiaken by the prow in chace t>f them. 



The prow continued chaling them along 
the ihore, between a reef and the beach, 
which extends the whole length of the 
ifland. Finding the prow tUil in chace 
they itood over the reef, which is a con- 
tinued chain of breakers, and the prow 
not thinking it proper to follow them, 
they efcaped and coa((ed it down the 
ifland. Night approaching, and finding 
themielves much fatigued, they»haulea 
the iheet aft, and lafliej) the oar as be- 
fore, and fovnd the boat went along 
(hore very fteadily. They jhen lay down 
to deep, and on waking in the morning 
were refreftied with the fmell of fpices, 
which was conveyed by the land windy 
and which fo revived Mr. Carter that 
he feveral times exclaimed, << Keep up 
your hearts my boys, we (hall dine with 
the Governor of Cupang to-day." Their 
hopes were however frufbrated by *the 
numerous difHculties they had yet to 
encounter, owing to the innumerable 
(hoals and points. The water they had 
drank tended likewife to increafe their 
appetites. They were forced at niebt, - 
notwithftandinfi;, to purfue the (ame 
method they Had formerly adopted in 
order to obtain fufhcient reft to enable 
tbem to go through the fatigues of the 
enfuing day. 

On the morning of the 13th, Mr* 
Shaw took the fteer oar \ but the wind 
being irefh, and the beat going with 
great velocity through the water, he 
was, from weaknefs, unable to ftand the 
force of the oar and fell overboard ; 
luckily, however, he held by the gunnel 
until Mr. Haflcett came to his aftTiftance, 
when with great exertions he was got 
into the boat again. 

Shortly after this they faw a point 
a-head, which they found it irapo(riblc to 
weather while the* wind remainevl tlie 
fame way. They, therefore, once more 
determined to land, and accordingly ran 
into a fmall bay ; when the natives 
came running towards them, bf^ckoniiig 
them to come alhore, and calling out, 
Bligb ! Btigb ! They immediately ran 
the boat on (hore, and Mr. Haflcett 
being helped out of the boat by the 
natives, tncy fat him down on the 
beach, and went immediately to the aftift. 
ance of his companions. When tiu-y 
had brought them on (hore, they pre- 
fented them with a couple oi cocoa' nuts, 
yams, and Indian corn, which they re- 
ceived with unfeigned gratitude. 

The natives gazed on thefe three fa- 
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Aiihed (uffcrers in fiknt aftonifhrnrnt : 
npr is it to be wondered at ; tor their 
cheeks were fhrivclltd, their eyes lunk 
dlmoft Into their heads, their beards 
long, and their whole frames totally 
eifiaciated. 

The natives, far from diflurbing them, 
made Agns tor them to eat aiid drink, 
witch they did with the grcatjlt cager- 
nels. NJr. Carter then begged to have 
his wound dreflfcd, which was done with 
♦relh water. Mr. S.iaw having unbound 
his wcurd found it nearly healed. 

The natives apptaving to exprefs fbmc 
curiofity as to the n anner in which tho.e 
wounds were receivtt*, Mr. Shaw ex- 
plained it in tlie belt manlier he ccu!d, 
at which they marie figns of being much 
Checked, which did not however iullv 
fatisfy the three Gentlemen of their 
pacific intentions j but as they bcckcnc-d 
to proceed on towards their huts, they 
complied, which gave the natives, appa< 
Tently, gR»3t fatistaclion. 

They then attempted to get up and 
walk, but found they could not accom- 
plish it without fupport, which the 
natives very kindly aiforded them, and 
led theYn to their town, which is (ituated 
at the top of a fteep hill, accefiiblc only 
by two perpendicular laddeis, up which 
they were lilted by their guides, Whtn 
they amved they were taken to the 
ChieP* houfe, whcte \iTre allcmbicd an 
inmienfe cor.courfc, who came to view 
the Grangers. Here they^ were again 
prefented with corn, yams, and toddy 
to drink j after which the Chiefs prelTed 
them to lake reft. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Sliaw accordingly laid themfclvcs down 
there, feut Mr. Hafkctt was removed to 
another houie, there not being fuflicient 
room i or all. 

They were a little alarmed at feeing 
two n:tn watching at the door ; not- 
withftauding that the Cliief placed him- 
Ivif between them and the men, aiid had 
a fpear by his lide. Mr. Shaw got up 
in the night and went out of the door, 
in order to try if they would prevent 
him going farther, but was agreeably 
furprifed to iind they waited only left 
any thing Ak uld be wanted by the llran- 
gers. 

Oa the mornirg of the i4.ih of July, 



when they ugain met together, the na- 
tives pre.icntcd them with Indian con, 
yam, and toddy j which when they had 
taken they made enquiry into the name 
of the land, and found that it was 
called Sirrrt, and was feparate from the 
Jimor Lane/, which was the hrft pfecc 
they refrelhed at. They w^c alfo in- 
formed that there was another iinail 
illand to the northward called FardtUt 
by them, but which is in our chaits 
called 7ernabfjr, They alfo underftocd 
that a prow came yearly to trade to 7/rs«. 
IfWy and that flie would arrive in jeveli 
or eight months. 

This information greatly reUeved 
them, and they were foon convinced that 
the native\werc of a hunune aodhor. 
pitable nature. 

The firil and (ccond week elapffel 
without any material occurrence, except 
that of a pair of fciifars being jlolcn by 
one of the children. As they Acre voy 
ferviceablc in cutting the hair round Mr. 
Carter's wound, the Chief was infonr.cd 
xf the circumilance, and he inondi' 
ately called a council, confitting of the 
elders of the community j when after an 
hour's debate they withdrew, and on tic 
day following the fcUTars were found. 

On the a 5th of July Mr. Carter's 
wound was entirely healed, after haTifi£ ; 
had thirteen pieces of the fraflortd flniS \ 
taken out. 

They remained in perfect health until 
the »4th of November, when Mr. Car- 
ter caught a fever, and died on the lotk 
of December 1793, much regretted hy 
his friends Shaw and Haflcett, as wdlas |

The two lurvivors waited in anxious I 
cxpt5lation fjr the arrival of theaannJ j 
trading prow from Banda^ and (be ar- j 
rived, to their great joy, on the xithcf ; 
March 1794. 

They failed from T^ernahor on the 
loth of April, and on the ift of Mif 
arrived at Bandar where they were re- 
ceived with the utmoft hofpitality by the 
Governor, who fupplied them with ertff 
thing neccflary for men in their fitui- 
tion, and prccured them a piflage oa 
Ijoaixi an Indiamnn bound 'to Bjtavi^t 
where they arrived on the lotb of Ofto- 
bcr 1794. 
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»T»HOUGH this very affeaing fubjeft 
-*- narbeen treated by a great variety 
of writers, the Volumes before us furnim 
new fourcet of emotion as well as of in- 
ftniAion. The Author enjoyed un- 
common opportunities of becoming ac- 
quaimed with many tran(a£lions and 
citcumftances unknown to the world; 

, he poflefled judgment to obferve, and fen- 
iibility to feel, whatever was important 
and interefling in the Icenes that paffed 
under his eye j^ and he appears to poflefs 
a very uncommon fliare 'ot candour and a 
regard to truth : for, while he difplays 

■ the virtues and injuries done to tne 
amiable and unfortunate King, he dees 
not conceal his weaknelTes, nor that thefe 
were, in a great mealurc, the caufe of his 
misfortunes. Mr.- Btrtrand had no in- 

. tention that thefe Memoirs (hould be 
pubii/hc'd during bis Hie. '* His chief 
view in this Work was to do juftice to 
tlie chara^er of Louis XVI. ; to dereft 
the calumnies invented by the mod 
^pricked of men to jultify the dethroning, 
impriionine, and murdering the moil vir- 
tuous of Kings. NPlaced im ficuations 
that afforded m^oppcnunities of know- 
ing the principles on which his Ma-eity 
a^ted, axid the motives of his condu^ at 
a moii important criiU, I confider myielf 
as a neceilary witneis in the great caufe 
between Louis XVL and his Murderers, 
q£ which pofterity is to judge. 

'' My nrA defign was, that thofe Me. 
moirs ffaould be referved for the impartial 
judgment of future ages, as niy perfonal 
teftimony reipe^ing all the tacts within 
my knowledge }. but it has been iuggeiied

to me fmce, that thofe fa6ls would derive 
a greater nlegree of authenticity . from 
their- being iubmitted to the contradiction 
of all cotemporaries who think themfelves 
intereded in refuting them; that the 
truth of the Memoirs may be brought to 
the teft of that crofs- examination, I have 
been prevailed upon not to defer their 
publication any longer. 

" The honour of the French Nation 
loudly demands, that all the manceuvres, 
intrigues, and confpiracies that brought 
on the prelent Revolution Ihould be laid 
open i that all the fai5ls (iiould he known ; 
that the real criminals iheuld be branded 
for the juftificaticn of the innocent ; and 
the authors of fuch general calamity, and 
of lb many atrocities may not be con- 
founded with their numerous victims. 
Truth and juftice {hall tract the line 
which ought to diftinguifli and feparate 
thetirors which produced and favoured 
the Revolution frcm the horrid crimes 
which diigraced it. This leparation will 
exhibit on one fide but a imall number 
of men j the grcatcft portion and the 
moll blood -thirlty of the guilty having 
already btfen overtaken by the divine 
vengea; ce. • On the other fide will ap- 
pear the whole French Nation, compoied 
of different parties, now mere divided by 
tneir rccollcclions than by their opinions | 
ior the grcateit. part' being at length en- 
lightened by time and by misfortune, de- 
teit thoie whole exaggerations led them 
aftrav : they are now more eftranged by 
the hatred which they luppol'c in each 
other, than by that which they really 
fcel^j all arc har^, S>);jJ^^fgu(Ud 
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with the Revolution} all feel the nei> 
cefllty of a general union to obtain tb^ 
eftabliflunent of that order and tran- 
quillity for which they all figh, and are 
willing to purchafe by reciprocal (acri- 
ficesy and by the oblivion or all injurief 
and refentments I How can they nfufe 
to forget and forgive the confequences of 
cnorsi into which almoft every indi- 
vidual of the French Nation have been 
led P for there is hardly one who did not 
wifii for fomc chanQ;e in the Oovernmentf 
at a period when the minds of men were 
in fuch a ftate of exaltation, that the 
antient edifice of the Conftitution was in 
danger of being totally overturned, if at 
all attacked. To vows imprudently 
made, to the chimerical and aipbitiom 
hopes of hot-headed and fa6^ious men, 
to an inconiiderate defire for a new order 
of thinp;s, was owing that genei'al fer- 
mentation, of which a clafs of men, as 
artful as perfidious, took advantage to 
throw all into.conf\irion. Since then, 
every one has, in ibme w3y or other, 
helped on the Revolution t this ought to 
produce a reciprocal forgivenefs, as uni- 
▼er&l as the eiTors from which it ori- 
ginated; — I fay the errors, not the 
crimes ;— for I am far from thinking, 
that certain execrable deeds, objefts of 
everlalling degradation to the French 
Nation, will ever be forgiven by it."' 
But, ^rtunately, the greateft crimmals, 
the chiefs of the Regicide faftion, no 
longer exift ; and, among thofe of their 
accomplices who have the misfortune to 
be alive, how few there are who were 
' not driven by threats and by terror, 
rather than proniptcd by native wicked- 
nefs J and who would expiate th? crime 
of their ^owardi^e, if rcmorfe could ex- 
piate fuch a crime !" 

Mr. Bertrand forefees that the publi- 
cation of thefe Meqoirs will offend the 
violent of al> parties j but hi has formed 
the refolution of makjne no j^nfwer to any 
attack that may be made on his political 
opinions : which he leaves to anlWer for 
themfelves, and to thie judgment of the 
candid. However, he retairts the rig:ht 
of reftifying, in the Original, fuch as 
may appear hereafter, in his own judg- 
ment, erroiiccus. 

The Exordiuqa which we have here 
extrafted appears" to u^ to be excellent; 
He brings forward tW moft prominent 
features of the pi£Vurc he is going to 
make, which are indeed as juftlyas boldly 
marked j and, throughout the whole of 
the Memoirs, there is an air. of fincerity 
and candour. Mr* Bertiand has re^ 



corded a very great mnnber of Aikct 
dotes, not a few of them inteiefting t^ 
every reader} but the greater mnnber, 
perhaps, to the natives of Fraace only.— 
it is as a book of folid and feafonable 
inftruaion, rather than a book of enter- 
tainment, that wp regard thefe Memoir|. 
Mr. Bertrand is a juciicious and pcoe- 
trating obferver ; and his •bfervatiaDS 
are commonly of 'fuch a nature as tode- 
fervf the attention of Statefmen. As an 
example, we fhall give th« following 
extran : It is generally known, that aa 
open refiftance of the French Monarchy 
firft broke out in Rennes, the Capital of 
Brittany. " The capitaJ error which 
M. de Thiard committed, and what im- 
mediately ocQafion^ (he innirrediflp, 
was the order he was knowp to have 
given to the troops, not to make any oie 
of their arms, except to intinaidate ; for 
he had direflfd, that the foldiers (houM 
put the rammers into the barrels of their 
firelocks, in figl^t of tlie populace; to 
prove clearly, in cafe tHey ihonld ha?e 
harboured any fuf'piclon of bemg fimi 
upon, that no ' harm was ihteodcd. 
Having received this pledge of their &• 
cufity, the mob became iaiblent aad 
outi-ageous in the highe^ degree ; while 
the ibldiers, on the other hand, wereia* 
timidated andpalTive, fuffeong themielves 
to be cuffed arid kicked, and even alW- 
in^ their arms to be taken from than, 
without attempting reuliation or 'fcfit- 
ance. In (hort, a party ef fixty Ibldiers 
were fo obedient to the orders of re- 
maining paflive, as tamely to allow their 
ftntrybox to be broken in pieces bysi^ 
inconfiderable mcb, and they thcmiares 
to "be beaten and wounded by the brokeni 
pieces of this very box. ' 

" The people were emboldened to the 
exccffes, rather from the impunity witl^ 
which they were permitted to aft, thaa 
from any idea of their own ftrmzth. At 
fir(l, the disorder might have been fup- 
preffed, if M. ^c Thiard had given onfcn 
aloud to charge "immcdiatehr, and fire 
upon thofe who" did hot diipcrfe at the 
firft w amine j but, moit untortunately, 
he thought it would be better to over- 
awe the people by a more confiderabie 
apptarance of force j and that very night 
h^ difpatched couriers to St. Malo, wiA 
6rders for frefli battalions of infantry, a 
few fquadrons of cavalry^ with jome 
pieces of artillery, to march inunediately 
to Rennes . This little at-my wovJ^ cer- 
tainly have been fufiicient to ranfack the 
town, and exterminate the inhabitants; 
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Waft too wvll known to be fufpofM of 
liaving fuch deiigns, the arrival of thoie 
troopa, fo far from terrifying the multi- 
tude, only rendered the infurrc^ion more 
general, and augmented the mortification 
and difguft of the foldlers, who w^re fiill 
of indignation at the defpicable part 
which they had been made to aft. The 
military officers were not received in any 
family in town ; and there never paiTed k 
day but what fomc of the foidier« were 
attacked or beaten* We were not much 
more refpefted otirfelvet : we fcldom 
appeared m the ftreets without hearing 
very difagreeable comments paffed lipod 
tis. To this M. de Thiard always re- 
turned a gracious Imile, which the po- 
pulace (not comprehending its xiriined 
delicacy) imputed to aifeftation, or took 
for a fign of Tome fear. This cuftom of 
overlooking every attempt which was 
made againft Royal authoritv, and the 
licence which was given to degrade and 
infult the perfons employed to fupport 
it, inipired the leaders of the infurrection 
with uie higheft decree of infolence. . A 
farce was afted in Sit fquaies and public 
fh-eets, particularly under the windows 
of the Commandant and the Attendant, 
which was defigned as a burlefque on 
the /// de jufiice, the laft feflion of par- 
liament, and ibme of the new* lavvs . This 
piece was perfurmed by (hoe- blacks and 
chimney-fweepers, drefled in tattered 
black robes, Iquare caps, and paper era- 
Tats, and ieated on the little fteols which 
thefe blackguards brought for the oc- 
caiten ; giving, as it was faid, an exaft 
reprefentation of putting the Judge on 
a fevel with the judged . Printed papers, 
giving an account of all that pafled at 
this Koyal fitting of ihoe-bl?.cks, were 
diftribttted With profufion among the 
populace. Thefe papers contained alfo 
the fpeeches wbicn the aftort m this 
•were fuppofed to have pronouncff; but 
which the loud applaufe and miVth of 
the immenfe crouds whicli followed them 
prevented from being heard. 

** M. de Thiard, who dined with me 
that day, happened to arrive while this 
entertainment was going on under my 
window. The idea feemed to him very 
amufuig ; and he endeavoured to make 
me laugh at fome of the farcafms con- 
tained in a piece, where we were both 
made to aft the lowcft and moft indecent 
parts. I could not help iaying to him, 
with fome degree of fpleen, < that if this 
farce had been afted in Conftantinople, 
and that 1 had read the account of it in 
the Gazette, I might perhaps have beta 



as miieh inclined to laugh as he was | 
but that it was impoflible for me to find 
any amufement in feeing the Kingr*s 
authority Co fcandaloufly degraded.* 
This watf the cale already to fuch a de- 
gree, that the fpirit of revolt infefted 
every dafs. The I^arliament, which had 
till then given an example of fubmilfion 
to his Majefty's orders, was loudly Ic- 
cul'ed of having fold itfelf to the Court { 
and was in a manner compelled, bv cir- 
cumftances, to inlnnge the interdiftion 
againit aflembling. l pafled within ten 
paces of the mob, without attrafting any 
attention: they were entirely occupied 
by a detachment of dragoons, who came 
to fupport the fiege or blockade of the 
Ho/ei de LuiUis and who, inftead of 
marching againft the niob, whom they 
might have difperfed in a twinkling, 
formally drew themlelves up, according 
to the orders of M. de Thiard, and ftoo3 
peaceable fpeftators in the walk which 
overlooks that tewn. A few moments 
afterwards I met a dragoon, who, in 
galloping to join the detachment, chaced 
before him all the people in the ftreet. 
Twenty- five dragoons, I am convinced, 
by a briflc charge, would have been fuf- 
fioient to put aul the inhabitants of ths 
town to flight." 

Mr. Bertrand, gives a very fatisfiiftory 
account of the commencement of the 
Revolution \ of which he very juftly ob- 
ferves, that « the firft fymptoms are as 
important as the tifefts.** 

He has occafion to remark many in- 
ftances of the cowardice and infolence of 
the mob \ eaiily difperfed, if timeoufly 
and vigoroufiy attacked; but rendered 
audacious and fierce by hefitation and 
forbearance. 

There is fomething at once curious 
and inftruftive in the States, Parliament, 
and Bailiages of Brittany reviving and 
recovering their privileges tliat had been 
fo long anti()uated« This (hews the im> 
portanCe of even obfolete and dormant 
claims \ which may be realised by time 
and accidents. 

Our Author, throughout his Book, has 
manifold occafions, which he readily em- 
braces, of doing juftice to the memory of 
his Royal Mafter ; but, among the many 
and various teftimonies exhibited to the 
innocence and goodnefs of the late King 
of France, there is none more emphatic 
than that of our countryman General 
Melville, recorded in a note, page 173. 
vol. 3. '* The General, fpeaking of that 
Prince, iaid with much emotion, that he 
was over-g^yil, Ths fcnfibility of the 
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huawne tnd philanthropic General is 
vrell known. It feemed, however, to 
have been excited by the misfortilnes and 
unmerited fufferines of. the King in a 
Tenr extraordinary degree. The General 
baa opportunities of being intimately ac- 

2uainttd with the virtues of Louis XVI. 
\j the Peace of 1783, it was fettled that 
the Ifland of Tobago (hould remain to 
the Crown of France ; but no conditions 
had been ftipulated in favour of the Britifh 
proprietors, who dreaded the idea of their 
rights and properties falling under a 
French Government. It was thought 
neceflary to fend a deputation to the 
Court of Vcrfailles ; and this was hap- 
pily committed to General Melville, with 
another Gentleman. The General had 
not only been the firft Governor of To- 
bago from 1764, but indeed the Founder 
of the Colony \ that Ifland, then covered 
with wood and uninhabited, having been 
included in his general Government of 
the Ceded Iflands. He had acquired, of 
courfe, a particular knowledge of the 
Ifland, and of its intereils ; and he was 
alio confidered as a perfon mod likely to 
be well received at the French Court, 
from his conduft towards the French in 
his Government of Guadaloupe, and af- 



tei%ards of the Ceded Iflands. Throngh 
the candid and honourable attentions of 
the Marquis of Caftries, Minifter of 
Marine and Colonies j and, abore all, to 
the juilice and generoiity of the Kin^ 
himfelf, on which the fate of the cod^ 
quercd Colony had been ectirely throv^D ; 
he obtained various conceflions, beyond 
the nioft fanguine expe^ationt ot the 
Britifli Settlers. General Melville hat- 
ing thua poflefled uncommon opportu- 
nities of knowing the amiable qualities 
of the King, was therefore affe^ed in an 
uncommon degree by the recoUcAion of 
fthem.'' 

Mr. Bertrand fets oat with giviog, in 
the manner of Tacitus and the heft Hii- 
torians, the outlines of the pi^lure which 
he afterwards fills up; but he falls too 
foon, agreeably to the vivacity of his 
notion, into a pailion : even at the fixth 
page he begins an apaflrophe, which he 
continues even to the uxteenth. Through- 
cut the whole of the Memoirs, indeed, 
he appears too much in the light of an 
Advocate on one hand, and an Accuier 
on another. This may well be excuied; 
but the Memoirs woul^ have had greater 
weight, if the Author had adhered mote 
to the ftyle of Narration and Defcription.

JAMES THE FATALIST, HkePan- 
glofs, his rival and predeceflbr, attacks 
all ancient ejlablijhmtnisy ci'vil and reli- 
giausi with feme wit and fome learning, 
but cliiefly with fcphifl:ical and iniidious 
logic. Like i?/w, he hopes to overturn 
the dii-eilif n of an over-ruling Providence, 
by ftitwing an occafional and accidental 
cbfcurity 5 and fltimming on the furfuce 
of the unjalhofn^ble qvejiion corctniing 
nectJJ'ary ^geftcy, endeavours to obtain 
the credit of bavins; explored its ilei-ths. 
The opitmifi confidcrs himfelf as having 
accompliflied liispurpofe if he eftabliflies 
a few examples ot mif^ery iu bts befl of all 
fojpble ivftUis J and the necrjfariany 
having dcmonftratcd that, in fomc cales 
of *voiitiony man may be determined by 
inevitabie caufr^y concludes, that in none 
he can he at libfi ty to cboofe, 

1 he chief difference between the two 
ihanipiom is, that the firll in order of 
time is fuppcfed to defend in good earnefl 
the caufc to which the Author in reality is 
bojhle 5 whereas James and Diderot are 
both likewii'c decifive advocates for fixed 
and inevitable fate^ and honcflly and 
firaply fupport tlicir opinion. 



As a work of livelinefs and ingenui^, 
this compofitiondeiervesa penifal,thcugfa 
it leaves the great queftion which it pro- 
feflcs t« diicufs in its original enianglc' 
went I and amhigmties. Such, indeed, 
they are, as probably no mortal will be 
able to clear, 

*' Or know their fpring, their head, their 
true defccnt." 

ThisMildeed, James, to do him juilicf, 
ingenuWfly confeflcs ; and in fpite of his 
theory of neceffitj and fat alt fm^ acJuici^- 
ledgcs that he afls, and expefts others t» 
aft agreeably to the free determination of 
the mind. He praifes and he condemns 
according to the degree of wifdom and 
prudence which appears blended with the 
condu(Sl he is confidcring ; than which 
nothing, as he admits, can l>e more in- 
confiftcnt with the opinion of the immuia' 
bility of the e*vent. It might as wifely be 
aflertcd, that man has neither tbc facul- 
ties of eyes nor ears^ while we reckon 
upon the benefits of kedriMj an H feeing 
foe our companions and for ourfclves. 
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Our work is not intended f4M' the dif- 
taffion oi metaphyjical JubtUties^ which, 
in truth, enter not, nor were ever intended 
to enter, deeply into the bufintfs and bo- 
/bas of men. Let us return to our friend 
^ames. The following detached incident 
will give an idea of his chara^er : 

" While our two theologians were dif- 
puting without underft^ding each other, 
IS in theology it will fomettmes happen, 
night approached . They were tra verfing 
acountiy in which travelling was at all 
times unfafe, and which was ftill more io 
tt a }>eriod when a bad adminiitration, 
combined with wrctchedners, had multi- 
plied without end the nun>bcr of malefac- 
tors. They halted atoneof themcft milera- 
bleinns in the world. Two wretched beds 
were prepared for them, in a room formed 
by a partition of boards that difplayed on 
every fide wide-gapiog crevices.

The hoft, the hoftefs, children, and ier- 
vants, every thing had a forbidding af- 
peA. Clolc by their fide they heard im- 
moderate burlts of laughter, and the tu- 
nniltuous joy of about a dozen robbers, 
who had been before them and engroHed all 
the proviiions. James was tolerably tran 



the rogues, who valued their lives as 
much as honeft men, rofe from table with- 
out the fmalleft murmur, undreflfed them- 
felves, ancl went to bed. His mafter* 
doubtful of the iflue of this adventure^ 
waited his return in fear and trembling. 
James entered the room loaded with the 
fpoils of thefe people j he had feized the 
whole of their effefts, that they might not 
be tempted to rife again ; he had eztin- 
guilhed their candles, and double- locked 
their door, the key of which he kept in his 
hand with one of his pillols. ** At pre- 
fcnt, Sir,'* faid he to his mafter, «* wc 
have nothing more to do than barricade 
this door, by pufhingour beds clofe to it, 
and then go to fleep in tranquillity. Ac- 
cordingly he fets to work, and pufhed the 
beds up againft the' door, recounting to 
his mafter, with great coolnefs and br«- 
vity the detail of this expedition.— 
Mafter. " What a devil of a fellow yon 
are, James ! You believe then'*— Jam^. 
** I neither believe nor difbelieve^"'^— * 
Mafter. " Had they ref ufed to go to bed*'* 
— James. ** That was impoflible." — 
Mafter. " Why ?"— Jamts. " Be- 
caufe they did not refufe."— Mafter, 
" Should they rife again." — James. 
V/by then fo much the better, or fo 



quif 5 ois maltcr was far from being of the jmuch the worfe." Mafter. ** If__if-.;f 
nme temper. The latter was employed ^-and— -" — James. *< If, if the fca 



in placing bis chagrin before him in every 
attitude, and in every point of view ; 
while his fervant devoured a few dices of 
black bread, and fwallowed, not without 
wry faces, fomeglaflfes of bad wine. They 
were in this fituation when they heard a 
knocking at their door. It was a waiter 
whom theie infolent and dangerous neigh- 
bours had ccmpelled to carry to our tra- 
Telitrs, on one of their plates, all the 
bones of a fowl which they had eaten up. 

" James, fired with indignation at this 
treatment, laid hold of his maker's piftols. 
** \yhere are you going ?" — " Leave 
me to manage the matter." — ** Where 
arc you' going, I fay ?" — ** Why ! to 
bring this rabble to reafon." — " Don't

— Converfmg thus he ur^dreffti/^ 
tumbles into bed, and falls afleep. His 
mafter eating in his turn a iHce of^jjacic 
bread, and drinking a glafs of bad winc» 
pricked up his ears, looked at Tames, 
who \2iy Jnoring, and faid, " What a 
devil of a fellow Is this ?" Following 
the example of his valet, the rfafter 
ftretched himfclf alfo upon his bed, but 
he could not, like him, enjoy repofe, for 
he did not fleep a wink. At day -break 
James felt fomebody ftiaking him ; it 
was his mafter, who whilpered him, 
** James ! James !" 

James. " What is the matter ?" — 
Mafter. "Itisday." — James. *«Very 
poftibly."— Mafter. ^Rife then."— 
James. •* Why ?"-2Mafter. *« That 
we may have this place in all hafte."— 
James. ** Why ?"— Matter. ** Bccaufc 
we arc not well here."— James, ** Who

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knows that we are not i or titat we ihall 
be better any *where clfc ?"

«« James !"— James. *« Hey-day ! 
James ! James ! What a devil of a ftU 
low you are ?

'< James rubbed his eyes, yawned (eve- 
ral times, ttretched himlelfi rofe, put on 
his clothes very deliberately, replaced 
their beds in their former ftation, falJied 
out of the room, went down ftairs into 
the ttable, faddled and bridled the borfes, 
awoke the landlord who was ftill afleep, 
difcharged the reckoning, kept the' keys 
of the two chambers, and off iet our he- 
roes." 

James you fee is endued with conflitu- 
ihmal 6rM'uery, which has been the cafe 
alfo of more difiingmjbtd FaialiAs of 
whom hiftory has recorded the atchieve.> 
tnents. Concerning the friendly alliance 
between courage and fatalifmwe fhall not 
now fpeak ; obierving only, that this 
fpecies of philofbohy is very fit to infpire 
confidence in fuch as are engaged in peri- 
lous undertakings. According to thefe 
principles, fecurtty and apfarent fafcty 
are fomctimes, to ufe an expreflion ofour 
poet, more dangerous than danger. The 
reader may not be forry to be told, that 
James and his matter continue their jour- 
ney unmolefted by the robbers whom the 
former had rout<xl. 

But let us drop James for a while, 
and attend to his maftt-r \ not him of the 
fablet but Diderot^ the mafler of both, 
who, quitting his fiftitious chara^er^ 
thus relates an anecdote of himfelf : 

« The hiftory of the poft of Fondi" 
gberry.-^AhcT the ufual compliments 
vpon my wit, my genius, my tatte, my 
condefcenfion, and other difcourfe of 
which I do not believe a word> though I 
have been in the habit of hearing it re- 
peatedy and perhaps with fincerity, for 
twenjy years. 

** Tne young Poet drew a paper from 
his pocket. «* There are a few vcrfes," 
he foys to me.^« Verfes !'*—«« Yes, 
Sir ; and I hope that you will have the 
goodnefs to give me your opinion of 
them." — " Do you like to be told the 
truth V — " Yes, Sir 5 and I defire to hear 
it from .you."—** Well, you ftiall hear 
It.*'— ** what I are you fuch a fool as to 
believe that a poet would come to you in 
queft of truth ?"— ** Yes."—" And 
really to tell it Hfhi ?**— « Moft cer- 
tainly I" — ** Without management ?" 
— «« Certainly } mana^rement in fuch cafes 
is at the beft a grofs mfult -, when fairly 



interpreted^ it means you are a Sad {>oet; 
and as I do not think you have nerves to 
hear the truth, you are but a fiUy M-^ 
low."~«« And do you find thatfranknels 
always fucceeds ?" — «* It very idSom 
.foils." 

*.* I read the verfes of my young Poet j 
and I told him, ** Vour verfes not oniy 
are bad, but they prove to me that yoo 
will never make good ones.*'—** Imttft 
make bad ones then, for I eannot refrain 
from vmting."— «* What a dreadfol 
curie ! Do you know the difgrace. Sir, 
into which you are about to fall ? Medi- 
ocrity in Poets can neither be endured 
by gods nor men, nor by bookfeiiere- 
fhelves j fo faid Horace."—*' I know 
it."—" Are you rich ?"— ** No."— 
** Are you poor ?"— " Very poor."— 
** And to poverty you are going to add 
the ridicule which attaches to a &d poeti 
you ihall have thrown away your wbde 
life ; you will become old. Old, poor, 
and a bad Poet ! Ah ! Sir, What a ca- 
talogue !"— " I am fenfibleof it; but I 
am conftrained in fpitc of myfelf." (Here 
James would have faid, but this tvas de- 
creed on higb),-^** Have you any reb- 
tions ?"— «« I have."— «« What aie their 
fituations in life V* — ** They are jewd- 
Jprs."— .*< Are ihcy difpofed to do any 
Thing for you ?^'— «« They may."— 
•* Well ; go fee your relations, and pro- 
po(e to them'to advance you a fmall quan- 
tity of jewels . Embark for PondicheiTy, 
make bad verfes on your voyage j on 
your arrival make a fortune. Your for- 
tune made, return here, and write as nonv 
bad verfes as you pleai'e, provided thzt. 
you don't print them, for it is neediefs to 
ruin any body," 

** About a dozen years after I gaw 
this advice to the young man he min 
made^his appearance. I d.d not recouefl 
him. "^ ** I am. Sir, faid he, the perfon 
whom you lent to Pondichcrry ; I haw 
been there, and have amafled a fortune of 
an hundred thoufand francs. I am*re« 
turned, have fet about writing veries, and 
here are fome which I have brsucht 
you."—" Are they ftill bad ?'•— « Still." 
— >** But your lot is fettled, and I have 
no obje6lion to your perfifting to write 
bad verfes."— .<* In truth, this is my in- 
tention," 

This^you will think, Rra^erit Angular 
occurrence and a fingular cbanifler $ but 
M. Diderot has many of them in ftofc* 
Here what he fays in another place upon 
this fubjeft : 

** Is it this that excites your incredulity ? 
In the firft ph'ice, nature is (b dWtrdSwf 
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dpecially mcbaraaers and milmasy that 
there is DOtbing in^he imagination of the 
poet Co extravagant of which obfervation 
and experience do n«t prel'ent us with the 
mod^^. I myfelf, who n«Nir fpeel;, have 
net with the fellow of the Mock-DoHor^ 
which till thei; I had confidesed as the moft 
entertaining of all fi^ions.— What ! the 
fellow of a huiband whofe wife fays to 
him, I have three children on my hands, 
aiid who anfwers, Lay them eio^^n then, 
f* They aik for brcad.^' " Give them 
a rod.*' Prccifely. — The following is 
the dialogue that palfcd between him and 
my wife I ** Are you there Msndeur 
Goufle ?**— ." Yes, Madam, for I can- 
not be in two places at once.— «« Where 
areyou come from ?'* — " From the place 
I went to.*'—** What have you done 
there ?" — ** I have repaired a mill that 
ymt out of order."— ** Whofe mill was 
it?"—** I know nothin? of that $ I did 
pot go there to fet the miller to rights." 
— *• You are very well dreA'cd, contrary 
to cuftom. Why under this fuit, which 
IS very becoming, have you adirty fhirt ?'* 
— ** Becaufe 1 have no more than one." 
r-«* And why no more ? — *« Becaufe I 
kave no fnore bodies than one at a time ?'* 
-'* How arc your children ?"— « Admi- 
rably I" — ^* And the boy that has fuch 
fnecyes, fo plump, Ibpvetty a icin ?"— 
f< Much better t|ian thp reft ; he is 
dead." 

** Take Goufle to a tavern, tell htfn 
your bufinefs, propofe that he ihould go 
with you twenty leagyes off he will ac-* 
company you. After having employed 
iiim,diliniis him without a penny ; tie will 
return pcrfeAly fatisfied with his treat- 
ment. 

*< Goufl*e anfl Premonval k^pt a fchool 
of fnathematics together. Among the 
numerous fcholars that attended there 
Was a young Lady, called Mifs Pigeon, 
the daughter of t^e celebrated arti(t whp 
conftru^ed thofe two pls^nii'pheres which 
have been tranfported from the Royal 
Qatden to the Hall of the Academy of 
Sciences . Mifs Pieeon went eveiy morn- 
ing with her fatchel under her arm, and 
her mathematical inftrument caie in her 
muff. ' pne of the profeflbrs, Premonval, 
fell in love with his fcholar, and in fpiteof 
tbepropofitions upon folids,infcribedupon 
the Ipfaere, * fhewas got with child.* Father 
Pigeon was not a man to acquiefce with pa- 
tience in the truth of this corollary . The 
fituation of the lovers becomes embarraff^ 
^% i they hold a conference ; but having 
pothing, nothing at all in the world, what 
cottkl be the rcfult of their deliberations ? 



They call to thetr afliffance their friend 
Gouffe. The latter, without faying « 
word, fells his whole property, linen^ 
clothes, inffruments, furniture, books ; 
raiies a fum of money ; hurries the two 
lovers into a poft-chaife ^ accompanies 
them moft cheerfully as far as the Alps ; 
there he empties his purfe of the littk 
money that remained; prefents thicm 
with It J pmbraces them ; wi/hes them « 
good journey ; returns oh foot, begging 
his way as far as (^yons, wherp, by paint- ^ 
ing the rooms of a cloiftrr of Monks, hp 
earned as much as enabled him to ret^ni 
to Paris without begging. 

*' This was verv fine."—" Certainly." 
— *< And from this heroic a£^ion you 
imagine that Gouffe was pofleffed of a 
great fund of morality."^** No, indeed ! 
be undeceived $ he had no more idea of It 
thana horfe."— « Impoffible!"— «* It i« 
true, however. I had employed him in a 
piece of bufinefs ; I gave him adraft upon 
my agent for eighty livres ; the fum was 
written in figures. What does my man 
but add a cypher, and draws eight hun- 
dred livres."—** Ah ! fliccking !"— . 
** 'He is not more diflioneft when be robs 
ine than generous when he ftrips himfelf 
to ferve his friend. He is an original* 
(leflitute of principles. The eighty livrea 
were not fufficient for him j with a dafli 
of the pen he procured the eight hundred, 
for which he had occafion. And then 
virith what a valuable book- was I pre- 
iented ? Some time after I had occalion 
for another valuable book, and again he 
fiimiflied me with it. ' I wifhed to pav 
for it ; he refulcd to accept the price. I 
had occaiion fora third," «* This time,'* 
faid he, •* I cannot fupply you 5 my 
Doftor of theSorbonnc is dead." 

** And what connexion has the death 
of your DoAor of the Sorbonne with the 
book that I wifli to procure ? Did you 
take the two former out of his library ?" 
— ** Affuredly r— ** Without his 
leave ?"— •* Poh ! What need had I of 
that, in order to adminift^ diftributive 
juftice ? I only difplaccd thefe books for 
the better, by transferrin? th^m from a 
place where they were ufelefs, to another 
where they were to be ufcd to advantage.** 
After this, (hall we venture to judg« of 
men by their conduA } But there is the 
ftory of Gouffe and his wife which is belt 
of all." 

And this, Reader, you aflually find 
fome forty pages after, at the end of this 
firft Volume. But we have not room for 
its infertion. 

Towards the end of the fecond Volume a 
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Sleafant quarxel takes place between 
ames and his mafter, in conlequecce of 
the fuccels of the former in an aiTiour in 
which his mailer had failed. We will 
extraft the more prcitiinent parts of it : 

** Matter. *' Well now, James, you 
Jay you were fixed in the houfe of Del'gland, 
fuid Denefe ordered by her motl^er to pay 
you at leaft four viHts a day. The bag- 
gage to prefer a James !" 

" James. ** A James! a Tames, Sir, 
is a man like another.**— Matter. ** James, 
you are mittaken j a James is not a man 
like another.**-— James. ** He fome- 
times is better than another.**-- Matter. 
«« James, you forget yourfclf! Refume 
the hittory of your amours j and remember 
that you are, and ever will be, no more 
than a James.'* — James. ^ ** If in the 
cottage where we met the robbers James 
had not been a little better than his maf- 
ter.** — Maiter. "James, you are imper- 
tinent ; you atufe my goodnefs. If I 
have been guilty of the fofiy of taking you 
out of your place, I know very well how 
to fend you back to it again. James, 
take your bottle 'and your baibn, and go 
down ftairs .* * — James . * * You are plealcd • 
to fay fo, Sir j I feel myfelf very well 
here, and I will not go down ftairs.'*— 
Matter. *' I fay, you (hall go down 
ftairs.*'— James. " Iamfureyoudon*t 
fay ti*ue. What, Sir, after having accuf- 
tomed me for ten years to live on the. foot- 
ing of a companion ?'* — Mafter. " I think 
proper to put an end to this.*' « -James. 
♦« After having fuffered all ray imperti- 
. nences ?'*— Mafter. " I intend to fufFcr 
them no longer.**— James. . " After 
feating me at table by your fide, calling 
me your friend.** — Mafter. " Vou do 
not know then what is the meaning of the 
word friend, when beftpwed by a lupeHor 
upon his inferior." — James. " When 
;t is known that all your orders are not 
worth a pinch of fnuff till ratified by 
James t after having coupled your name 
to clofe tp mine that the one never eoea 
without the other, aRd all the world lays, 
James andbii Mofter I all at once you arc 
pleafcd to feparate them. No, Sir, that 
will not be. // is decreed on bigh^ that 
as long as James lives, as long as his maf-< 
tcr lives, and even after they are both 
^ead, it will be faid, James and his Maf- 
ter I'* — Mafter. " And I fay, Tames, 
that you (hall go down ftairs inftantly^ 
becaufe I command you.*' — James, 
** Command me to do fomething elfe. 
Sir, if you have a mind to be obeyed." 

" And now James and his Matter, who 
had hitherto contained thenifclveaj both 
4 



at once fly out, and (et a crying, ougiit 
and main. You Jhall go down jiairi — / 
viiii not PO ilo-asn flairs. The hoftefs 
came up (the quarrel was at an inn), and 
being a difcreet and prudent dame adjuled 
the matter, by requiring mutual concef- 
fions, not knowing,'^ adds the Author, 
«< that this, which ftie took to be the kk 
conceft, was more than the hundredth of 
the fame fpecies that had happend." 
James very wilely remarks, on an amia- 
ble refumption of the argument after- 
wards, when the mafter propofes that they 
ttiould now change ftations, ^* Do yoa 
know what would be the conlirqucnce ? 
You would lolc the title without obtaia- 
ing the fubfiance. Let us remain as we 
are ; we are both very well ; and let the 
reft of our life be employed in making a 
proverb.*^— Mafter. " What proverb?" 
—James. " James managey bis maptt,* 
— >We (hall be the iirft to whom the lay- 
ing will be applied, but It will be re- 
peated of a thoufand far fuperior to yoa 
and me." 

There is muchfoliclity of fefleftionaad 
knowledge of human nature in this little 
occurrence, which has the appearance of 
levity J and a very u(eful hint may be 
gathered from it for the direflioo of 
Jocial conduS . But th i s we wiDingly re- 
fer to the reader*s fagacity . He will alio 
find, in different parts of this woii, 
feveral happy ftrokes of w/V andbums^\ 
but in this particular Diderot is mudk 
inferior to his predeceflbr Voltaire. la 
mixing it occafionally with tndeceu^vk 
profanenefs both Author* agree; andtta 
philolbpher of Fermeymay oe thougbtift 
be equalled, if not outdone, inthciafak 
of the SbfoJb and the Haagetf and in the 
application of that fuie paflage of Orid| 
Os bomini fublime dedity which that Port 
attributes to the author of nature, to 
James's broad Jhucbed bai* For his 
indrceney Diderot defends himfelf fcr- 
maily in the very arguments of Sterne ; 
but fuch argxunents, by proving too muchr 
prove nothing* If their truth be admit* 
ted, it follows, that books do notatiS' 
contribute either to injure the morali « 
to imnrove them 5 it ftiould be ad(W» 
that trie more exceptionable paflP»g«s ut 
omitted in the tiaoflation bdore u*. 
Many other refemblances of Sterne occor 
befides this which wehave noticed. Tbs 
Author confefies tbis refemhlana in ^ 
caf:\ admitting alfo, that the poiof « 
crig inaitty can only be decided by priority 
of compofition. 

The main t]ueftion, conccming/rr^(f 
Unatigm^tfatitHty. remain^ iaiupriiH- 
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tive metaphyfical darknefs ; from which» 
kaming and d^igence, far fuperior to 
Diderot's, have not hitherto been able to 
draw it forth. A work of levity and 
gaiety was certainly not designed to alter 
the condition of it ; but may contribute 
a little to difplay the character of thofe 
who maintain it. James is a pleafant 
fellow ; but he fometimes appears, what 
hii Mailer calls him, a dangerous raga^ 



muffin, Who^er cojiceive themfelvcs 
impelled by inevitable^te will probably 
feel lefs temorfe for the malignity of their 
fchemes, than grief for their fruftration 5 
for how convince bim of gutity who 
throws the ftxult upon the flarsf or how 
delight bis fancy with the temporal re- 
wards of bonffty^ who believes that he is 
born to be banged T

A Refidence in France, during the Years 179x9 T793y 1794> and 17951 Cefcribed^ 
ia a Series of Letters from an Englifh Lady, with general and incidental Re- 
marks on the French Chara6ler and Manners. Prepared tor the Prefs by John Gif- 
fbrd, Efq. Author of The Hiftory of France, Letter to Lord Lauderdale, &c. in 
Two Volumes.

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N the following paffage we fee the ftate 
of Religion during the tyranny of 
Robefpierre, and his unprincipled and 
fcnguinary fa£lion : 

" While the conftemation was vet re- 
paxt, the deputies on miifion in the de- 
intinents Ihut up the churches entirely : 
ne refufe of law clubs were paid and 
»uraged to break the windows and 
the monuments of them, and thefe 
^ a, which it was previoufly con- 
', ihould at firft alTume the appear. 
of a popular tumult, were foon re- 
tted and directed by the mandatories 
the Convention themfelves. The 
:hes were again opened— aiheiftical 
licentious Itomilies were fubftituted 
the profcribcd fervice, and an kbfujd 
ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
flogy was exhibited, under the title 
ihe Religion of Reajbn, On the prin- 
church of every town was in- 
tbe temple of Keafon \ and a 
goddefs was inftalled with a ce- 
equally pedantic, ridiculous, and 

; yet the philofophers did not on 

occafion difdain thofe adventitious 
9 the ufe of which they had fo much 
aimed a?ainft, while they were the 
iliaries of chriftianity. 
Mttfic, proceflions, and decorations, 
:h had been banifhed firom the ancient 
ip, were Introduced in the new one ; 
the philoibphical reformer, even in 
▼cry attempt to eftablifli a religion 
mctaphyfical, found himlelf 
to inculcate it by a grofs and 
ial idolatry. Thus by fubmitting 
I abilra6lions to the genius of the peo- 
and the imperfections of our nature,

perhaps the beft apology was offered for 
the errors of that worftiip, which had 
been profcribed, perfecuted, and ridi- 
culed. 

** Previous to the tenth day, in which 
a celebation of this kind was to take 
place, aDeputv arrived, accompanied by 
the female goadefs ; that is, (if the town 
itfclf did not produce one for the purpofe), 
a Roman drcls of white fatin was hired 
from the theatre, with which fhe was in- 
vefted, her head was covered with a red 
cap, ornamented with oak-leaves, one 
arm was reclined on a plough, the other 
grafped a fpear — and her feet were fup- 
ported by a globe, and environed by 
mutilated emblems of feodality. 

*« Thus equipped, the divinity and 
her appendages, were borne on the 
(hculders of Jacobins en bonnet rouge, 
and efcorted by the National Guard» 
Mavor, Judges, and all the conftituted 
authorities, who, whether diverted or 
indignant, were obliged to. oblerve a re- 
fpeitful gravity of exterior. When the 
whole cavalcade arrived at the place ap- 
pointed, the goddefs was placed on an altar 
ere6^ed for the occafion, from whence fhe 
harangued the people, who in return pro- 
feHed their adoration, and Tung the Car- 
magnole, and other Republican hymns of 
the fort. 

" They then proceeded in the fame 
order to the principal church, in the 
choir oi which the fame ceremonies were 
renewed ; a prieft was fometimes procured 
to abjure his faith, and avow the whole 
of Chrillianity an imp^lture : though it 
muft be obferved in julHce to the Fieudi 
^l^^gYi <hat -it was fcldom pofTible to find 
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any who woukl eonfent to thts infamy : 
in fuch cafes the part was exhibiteil by a 
man hired and drefled for the purpoie. 
TBe feftlvai concluded with the burning 
of prayer books^ faints, confiBlFionaU, 
and every ^hing appropriated to the uie 
of public worftiip. 

" The greater part of the attendants 
looked on in (ilent terror and a{loni(h- 
ment } whilft others intoxicated, or pro- 
bably paid to a£l this fcandalous farce, 
danced rttind the flames with an appear- 
:ince of fi%itic and favage mirth. It is not 
fo be forgotten, that Reprcfentativcs of 
the People^ oft en prefulcd as the High 
Priefts of thcfc rites ; ami their oiKcial 
difpatches to the Convention, in which 
thtfe ceremonies were minutely del'cribcd, 
were always heard with burlts of ap- 
phufe, and fan^lioned by a decree of in- 
lertion in the Bulletin." 

It might have been expef^ed that dur- 
ing the extreme fcarcity of^rain, the far- 
mers would become, and often with fuf- 
ficicnt reafon, objeils of ful'picion ; yet 
the records of oppreffivc cruelty have Jel- 
dura, probably, nave never before equalled 
the following detail of their perfecutions : 
It occurs in a note at the tooth page 
of the Second Volume, and is in part 
;iuthenticated by the fpeech of Duoois 
Crancc, Sept. a*, 1794. 

" The avaxice of the farmer was 
doubtlefs to be condemned, but the cruel 
Wefpotilin of the government almoil 
weakened the fcnfe of red>itude, for by 
confounding error with guilt, and guift 
with innocence, they habituated you to 
indifcriminate pity, and obliged yoii to 
transfer your hatred of a crime to thcfe 
who in puniftiing it, obftivcd neither 
mercy nor jufticc. A Farmer was goil- 
Jotincd, bccaufe fomc blades of corn ap- 
peared growing in his pond j froih which 
circumftance it was inftrred, he had 
thrown in a large quantity, in order to 
promote a licarcity ; though it was fub- 
ilantially proved on his trial, that at tlie 
l^rtcfding harveil the grain of an adjoin- 
ing field had been got in durinj^ a high 
wind, and that in ail probability ibme 
Icattered ears which reached the water, 
had produced what wps deemed fuflicient 
tcilimany to convidl him. Another un- 
derwent the fame puniilimcJit forpur- 
luing his ufual courle of tillage, and 
jciwii:^' part ot his grcund with lucerne, 
iniiLiul tf employing the whole for 
\v|>.(.at J and every where tbe('e people be- 
c.jire the «J[>jc(^s of [)ciitcution, both in 
tl^cir pcrfons and prcj-.tr^y. 

«* Almolt all our coniklc] able fanners/' 



fays Dubois Crance, hav« been throvm 
into prifoiii the confequcnce is, that 
their capital is cat up, ftieir ftock gwie 
to ruin, and our lands have io(t the al- 
moft incalculable effe^ of their induftry. 
In La Vendee fix millions of acres of 
land lie uncultivated, and five hundid 
thoufand oxen have been turned ailny, 
without flielter and without an oir- 
ncr.'' 

Maniacs of every nation, as was the 
cafe of Margaret Nichollbn, and othe^^ 
have oCcafionaHy, and it fhay eafily bf 
accounted for, dire^ed their wild ven- 
geance a^ainft the Throne ; but no in- 
S^nce ot the blodfly i-etaliation of de- 
fpotifm can exceed that of Robcfpirtre. 
Let the reader run over the folJowir.| 
narrative, and ihudder at Revolutiooary 
Syi!ems. 

«' The aflaflrms of Henry the Fourth 
had all the benefit of the laws, and foi- 
fered only after a legal condemnattoa j 
yet the unfortunate Cecilia RcnaiK), 
though evidently under a ftate of ment^ 
derangement, was hurried to the fcaffolJ 
without a hearing, for the vague utttr* 
ance of a truth, to tvhich every heart ia 
France, not loft to humanity, muii 
aJIcnt. Brooding on the miferies of her 
county, till her imagination becaice 
heated and difordered, this young woinaa 
feems to have conceived fome hopdd's 
plan of redrefs from expoftulation with 
Kobefpierre, whom (he regarded as a 
principal in all the eviU ihe dtploRd. 
Tlie difficulty of obtaining an audience cf 
him, irritated her to make fomc coinpan- 
fon between an hereditary Sovereign and 
a Republican on« ; and me avowed, that 
in defiring to fee Robcfpierre, flic was 
a6luatedonly by a curioGty to contemplare 
the features of a tyrant. On btia? 
examined before the Committee, fee ^ill 
perfifted that her dclign was Jhf'r^f^* 
pour 'voir comment etoit fait un tj'^'\ 
and no inftrument, or poflible mcaRs ti 
dtllruftion was found upon her to ju^i^ 
a charge of any thing more thin tbe 
wild and enthufiaftic" attachmeiiC to 
Royal ifm, which flie did not attempt to 
difguife. The influence of a femioir* 
propenfity, which often furvivcs even tbj ' 
wreck of reafon and beauty,. had inductd 
her to Arti^ with peculiar ncatnefs vrheo 
Ihe went in fearch of Rob*:ipierre ; ari 
from the complexion of the times, lu|- 
pofmg it vei7 probable a vifit of this 
nature might end in imprifonment and 
death, ftiehadalfo provided hericJfw»ti»* 
change of clothcs-ftM*^life her laft mJ- 
fticnti. *' Sudi 
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** Such an attention in a beautiful girl 
•f eighteen, was not very unnatural j 
ynt tne mean and cruel wretches \Aio 
were her iudges, had the littlenels to en- 
deavour at mortifying, by divelling her 
of her ornaments, and covering her with 
the mod loath lome rags. But a mind 
tortured tomadneis by the fulFerings of 
her country, was not likely to be fliakcn 
by fuch puerile malice; and when inter- 
rogated under this difguile, (he iVxli pre- 
fer ved the fame firmnels, mingled with 
contempt, which (he had fliown when 
fuit apprehended. No aecufation, or 
even implication, of any peHbn could be 
drawn from her, and her own confeifion 
was that ot a paflTionate loyalty j yet an 
uniyerral confpiracy was neverthekfs 
decreed by the Convention to exift, and 
Mils Rcnaud, with iixty-nine others, 
wtro ientcnced to the Guillotine without 
farther trial, than merely calling over 
their names. They were condut^ted to 
the fcafFold in a fcrt of red trockt, in. 
tended, as was alleged, to ma,rk them 
as affallins — but, in reality, to prevent 
the croud diftinguiihing or receiving any 
impreiTion from the number of young and 
intererting females who were compriled in 
this dreadful llaughtcr. They met death 
with acourage which Teemed almoft todif. 
appoint the malice of their tyrants, who, 
in an ftriginal excels of barbarity, are 
faid to have lamented that their power of 
infii^ling could not reach thole mental 
faculties which enabled their vif^ims to 
liiffer with fortitude.'* 

We find farther in two n tes below, 
explanatory of the above paflage, that 
the fixty-nine people executed with 
Madamoiielle Renaud, except her father, 
mother, and aunt, were totally unconned- 
cd with her and with each other, and had 
been collected from ditferent prifons, be- 
tween which no communication could 
have fubfifted. We are told alfo that 
FouquicrTinville, Public Acculer of the 
Revolutionary Tribunal, enraged at the 
courage with which his vl^^ims fub- 
mitted to their fate, had foniied the de- 
iign of having them bled previous to 
, their execution, intending by this means 
to weaken their fpirits, tnat they might 
appear lefs interclUng to the people, by 
a pufdlanimous behaviour in their laft 
moments ! 

In Auguft 1794, our fair authoreft 
quitted her dreary prifon, in conletjueoce 
of the fall of the deteftabU Robelpicrrc. 
She reckons it among her fatisfa^lions, 
fba( witb4bc exception of tht KlarcchaUc 
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de Biron, none of her fellow-prlfoncrs 
had fufFered on the Icaffold. Of ber^ 
however, the fate appears to exceed the 
meafiire of oktborifeU Murder. 

It feems ftie was a very old and infirm 
woman, and taken from her confinement 
in the lame pritbn with this Lady, to the 
Luxembourg at Paris, where her 
daughter-in-law, the Duchels, was alio 
cjnhned. A cart arriving at that prilbo 
to convey a number of vidlim« to the 
Tribunal, the lift, in the couHie diale^l of 
Republicaniiin, contained the name of 
La Femme Biron. «« But there are two 
of them," faid the Keeper. " Then 
brine them both.'* — The aged Mare- 
challe, who was at fujycr, concluded 
her meal while the rdl weit preparing, 
then took up her book of devotion, and 
departed chearfully. Tiie next day both 
mother and daughter were guillotined ! 

The enthuliatm of Roulfeau*8 genius 
was Ibmetimcs ulcfully fubmitted to hie 
good lenfc and knowledge of mankind. 
He oblerves very juftly, that it is danger- 
ous to teach the common people to rra- 
fon : it mull not always be informed of 
too much, bccaulc it cannot be informed 
futficicntly. Nothing therefore is gene- 
rally more ridiculous or pernicious, than 
to make the bulk of the people neglefl 
their ufeful callings to h^ome /bihj^ 
pbers and palnoti. 

Yet this right of dire^ling public 
affairs, and of negle^ing their own, is 
one charaJleriftic of the new politics of 
France. Remark the following fentence 
of tranfportation in the regifters of a 
popular Commiilion : 

** Bcgeron, a dealer in (kXtit^fufpeffed^ 
—having done nothing in favour of the 
Revolution— extremely lelfifli, (egoijiej 
and blaming the Sans Culottes for neg- 
le^inr their callings, that they may 
attend only to public concerns.*' Signed 
bv the Member of the Commiflion and 
the two Committees.** . 

Much clamour and h^art -burning hat 
arilen in this country, from the check 
which Government has given of late to 
the formation of Political Clubt and 
Aflbciations. The following paragraph 
from the hiftory of the late rulers of 
France, will be the highcft praife of the 
prudence of our Miniiter's condu6l, in 
the mind of every impartial Friend of 
ibcial order. 

" The profligate, the turbulent* th« 
idle, and needy of various countries in 
Europe, have been tempted by the fuc* 
cefl'e^ of the French Jacobins to en- 
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deavour at eftablilhing iimilar inftitu- 
tions} but the fame fucceflby have ope- 
rated as a warning to people of a different 
defcrijption, an4 uie fall of thefe focieties 
bas drawn two confeiHona from their 
original partisans, which ought never to 
he forgotten : namely, that they were 
formed for the purpole of fubverting the 
monarchy, ana that their exiftence is 
incompatible with regular government of 
9Xty kind. << While the monarchy ftill 
rxifted,** fays the philofophic Lequino, 
** it was politic and neceflary to en- 
courage popular focieties, as the moft 
efficacious means of operating its de* 
ilni61ian; but Jiow we have effefled a 
Involution, a|yi have only to confolidate 
it by mild^ and philofophic laws, theie 
ib^ieties are dangerous, becaufe they can 
produce only confiifion and difordcr/* 

This is alfo the language of BrifFot, 
who admires the Jacobins from their 
origin till the end of 1 792, but after that 
period he admits they are only the inftru- 
ments of faflion, and deftru^ive of all 
order and property. For the period of 
the Jacobin annals, fo much acfmired by 
that Revolutionift, and commended in 
his addrefs to his Conftituents, comprifes 
the dethronement of the King, the mafia- 
cres of the prifons, and the baniihment 
of the priefts . The period he reproaches, 
begins precifely where the Jacobins dif- 
puted the claims of himfelf and his party 
to the exclufiye dire6lion of the govcrnr 
ment. 

" We learn therefore, not from the 
ahufe^ alone, but f/om the praifes be- 
ftowed on. the Jacobins, how much fuch 
combinations are to be dreaded: their 
merit, it appears, was to have lubverted 
the monarchical government, and their 
crime that of not facing ufeful as agents of 
tyranny longer than while they could alfo • 
be principals.** 

Of the following example of enormity, 
ppfterity might hav.e been ptrmitted to 
doubt, did not the circumftance of its 
having become the fubjeft of legal in- 
fpeftion, eftabliih the horrid fa6l. 

The Deputy Maignet, w.as on miilion 

in the Department of Vauclufe, and. bc- 

fides numbcrlefs other cruelties, he 

'■ caufed the whole town of Bedouin to be 

burnt, a part of its inhabitants to be 

fuillotined, and the reft to be dii'peried, 
ecaufe the Tree of Liberty was cut 
down on a dark night, while they \v<;re 
ailecp. The order for burning the place 
begins thus ; Libert e^ EgalitCy au nam 
din pcu^le Frunpis 5 and sStcr ftatipg the 



offence of the inhabitants, and inflitutifl^ 
a commifllon for trying them, procetds 
thus ; << It is hereby ordered that as foon 
as the principal criminals are executed, 
the National Agent, fliall notify to the 
remaining inhabitants not confined, that 
they are enjoined to evacuate their dvvel- 
lings, and take out their effe6b in twenty- 
four hours $ at the expiration of which 
he is to commit the town to the flames, 
and leave no veftige of a building fbnd- 
ing. Further, it is forbidden to ereft 
any building on the fpot in future, or to 
cultivate the foil. 

" Done at Avignon, the 17th FloreaL" 

Maignet efcaped the juft punifhment 
of his atrocity J as it was proved io the 
couife of the debate, that he was autho- «^ 
rized by an exprefs decree of the Con- 
vention, to infliA this fpccific example 
of barbarity. 

Of the mutual fufpicions which tyranny 
never fails to excite amongft private in- 
dividuals, to prevent them from unitix^ 
to make an efleflual refiftance to a go- 
vernment they fecretly detcft, the follow- 
ing h£k is an illuftration : 

** Two gentlemen dined with us yef- * 
terday, whom I knew to be zealous 
royal ifts, and as they were acquainted, I 
made no fcruple of producing an engrav irg 
which commemorates myfterioully the 
death of the King, and which I had juft re- 
ceived from Paris by a private conveyance. 
They looked alarmed, and affeAed not 
to underfland it ; and. perceiving I had 
done wrong, I replaced the print with- 
out farther explanation : but they both 
called this evening, and reproached me 1 
feparately for thu$ expofing their I'cnti- 
ments to each other.'* 

In fuch tihies indeed how coirid any 
man be fure of his life, or his liberrr, 
for a fingle moment ? The fair writer teUi 
that the municipality of J^ijon commcn- 
ly iflued their writs of arreft in this ' 
form iy** Such and fuch a perfbn (hall 
be arreftcd, and his wife — if he has one/' 

But our time and our paper are fail- 
ing us, while we are citing a few of the 
facts and paflages in thefe letters, worthy 
of an Englifiiraan's ipoft ftrious attcn- j 
tion and meditation. War, even the 1 
molt ncceffary and mofl defend ve, is a 
calamity which humanity muft always 
depreciate^ but when weighed agairi , 
a Feace, which may domelficate fuch 
maxims and fuch conduA, it he- 
comes comparatively a blefling. At 
prefent a Briton delights to fave and to . 
protect even an enemy, whcnfubdued; 

but 
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l>Qt what are the fendments which a 
Kcvolution muft excite in him towards 
^his relations, his countrymen, his friends ? 
If there be truth in this narrative, which 
we have no ground to queftion, a father » 
a brother^ a benefa£lor» (hould he diflcnt 



in politics, muft become an adverfaiy 
from that moment ; an adverfary, whoie 
doom is death j and whom it would be 
criminal to.pardon or to pity. 



Fmmly Secrets^ Literary and Dmeftic. By Afr, 
Pratt. 5 Vols. lamo. Longman. 1797. 
W£ are at a loOi how to dsfs this per- 
ibrmaiicc, which attempts, and wc think 
not unfuccefsfully, to unite with the enter 
tatnment afforded by the novel, fomethins 
of the higher order of literature. To exalt 
the charader without diminishing the intereft 
of this fpecjes of compofition, is cutainly no 
rafy talk ; but the principal difficulty of it, 
af the Author obferves, feems to confiA in 
combining the one with the other, fo as to 
invigorate both. " Of the poflibility ofraifing 
the general cliarader of the £ngli(h romance 
by the mterfperiion of fubjeds of weight 
and fublimity, either in fcience or morals (be 
alfo obferves), fo as likewife to raife the 
paflTions and affedions of tlie fable, there 
cannot be- a doubt: and it has indeed been 
hy fcveral authors occafionally attempted, 
and with iucccfs to a degree, but with ap. 
parent apprehcnfion." It is very evident, 
that the Autlx>r offers his Work to the 
PubJick not without apprehcnfion ; though 
we think he may difinils hi» iears, and con- 
fidently demand approbation from the fuccefs 
of his attempt. The principal charaders of 
this Work are three brothers, of d;fferent 
difpcfitions, purfuits, and manners; all 
amiable in geneial, though not wholly Ciult- 
leG». The incidents aiife naturally, and 
fuccecd one another without any violence or 
jmpToSahiliiy. * In the progrefs of the ftory, 
the mind is kept in fufpence, and the events 
are not anticipated before their time. The 
literary difculTions do not interrupt the chain 
of adventures, but appear naturally to arife 
oat of them. There is a due mixture of the 
comic with the ferious, and we confider the 
charader of HaningtQn as well drawn and 
fopporled ; indeed we fufpedted, before the 
Author*s intimation, that he had fome teal 
peribn in view. The part which we leait 
approve is the cavern fcene in the laft 
volume, which feems to have been introduced 
by the faihionable r^ge for imitating the 
horrors of *« The My^eries of Udolpho.'* 
Nor are we much betur finisfied with the 
converilon of one of the principal charaders 
to the Roman Catholic (aith. Thefe Vp. 
lumct, upon the whoJe, however, combine 
entertainment and laAt udion $ and if the 
^ujhcr !m ibrtitndc enov^ii \q oerdfe th^: 



pruning knife with freedom, they may ftand 
a fair cliance of obtaining a refpe^lable 
ftation in this fpecies of literature. 

The Ptrt^s Fate. A Poetical Dialogae. Sy 
George Dyer. 8vo. Robinibns. 1797. 
The negle^ of Poetry is not a new com- 
plaint, nor has Mr. Dyer offered any thing 
new on the fubje^. His diffatisiadion fecrru 
rather to be urged againil the indifference 
(hewn to Literature in general than to Poetry 
in particular ; as mod of his inftances are 
taken from authors who are not to be num- 
bered in the poetical phalanx \ and fonK of 
thofe Bards who are mentioned, as Jones, 
Rogers, Woicot, kc never were in circum. 
ftances to draw on them the commiferation 
of the world. Gibbons, P^rr, Aikin, Gre. 
gory, Parfon, Geddes, Wakefield, Maurice, 
Taylor, are introduced as not being in fitn« 
atk>ns, to which, hy their merit, they aie 
entitled. This is a circumftance which, if 
admitted, is to be regretted. The fate af. 
cribed to Butler is by bo mains cenain, as 
there is reafon to believe he was provided 
for by a penfion from the Crown. Our 
Author cenfures Johnfon, Beloe, Nares, and 
others, and entertains an opinion, that 
Prieftley, Paine, and Godwin are tliree of 
the molt ingenious and ufeful among modem 
writers j an opinion, to £iy the lead of it» 
which will not be univerfally affcnted to. 
The poetry of this pie^e, however, defcrve^ 
applaufe, and we (hall be glad to hear that 
Mr. Dyer himfelf has no caufe to rcpme at 
(lis own attachiiieat to the Mufts.

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED. 

[BY JOSEPH MOSER, ES<^ ] 

(Concluded from Page X9»- •) 



T EAVING the fabuloua ftories of 
-^ Malmuciusy and the perhaps equally^ 
&bulou6 hiftory of Lucius, as the dreams 
of Monachifm, I fliall return to the point 
from which I haye, in a long digreflion, 
diverged \ namely, the reign of Edward 
the Confeflbr, who, as I hav« heretofore 
pbferved, Jaid the foundation of tfaofe 
privileges and immunities which were 
by fome of his fucceflbrs enlarged ; by 
ibme curuiled down to th« age of Henry 
the Eignth. 

In ancient times, the right of fane* 
fuary extended not only to the Chufch 
itfelr, but included the Vicar's or Mi- 
niiler^s houfe and furrounding premifes f ; 
yet it was ftill far more conti-a^ed than 
that of the Greeks, whofe lan^luaries 
frequently comprehended the groves in 
which their Temples were iituated, and 
fomprifed a circuit of federal miles. 

Of the fanAuary at Weftminfter, once 
fo famous, little now remains. Its pri- 
vileges have been long fince taken away, 
and the part which fiiU retains its ancient 
name, is not, as it is conjeAured, more 
than one third of its original dimenfions : 
yet, upon the vefliges ot that little, it is 
110 unpleafant purfuit for. a contem- 
plative mind to dwell ; and in a mo- 
ment of reflexion, endeavour to retrace 
the events that have happened, the Icenes 
that have palled, and the changes which 
a feries of ages have wrought in the 
narrow compafs of the few acres fur- 



rounding the venerable and auguftfabric^ 
which fcems to have reared its head im- 
pervious to the ftorm, and to have tri- 
imiphed over the ruin of time. 

The Conftitution of the Benediaine 
Monattery of St. |*cter at Weftminfter, 
it was once thought, refted upon as firm 
a bafis as the Abbey itfclf $ and, fenced 
around by laws ecclefiaftical and civil, 
was for centuries unaiTaiJcd, and indeed 
deemed unaHailable. It was a fortunate 
circiimftance for this Nation, that the 
perfont to whom its fall was owing, 
though rapacious, were not, fbihjopbers \ 
coniequently, they did not attempt t^ 
root UD one religious eibbliihment, with- 
out planting another in its fteadj and, 
although we owe little to tbe'u motives, 
we have great obligations to Providence 
for the iflue of an event, which has been 
a flngular blelTrng to the ages which have 
fucceeded that memorable epoch in the 
hiftory of this Country. 

Although it is more than probable 
that the liippliants and fugitives who 
Ibught the proteiUon which the fhrine 
and cloiiicrs of St. Peter aflPorded, were, 
in periods far remote, very numerous, 
I do not find any that have been detmed 
of fufficient coniequence to attra6l the 
attention of the Hiltorian, from the reign 
of Edward the Confeflbr down to that 
of Richard the Second, when not only 
the Sanctuary, but the Church fulFered 
a violation, which, as it cauled a cob-

I fliall, to conclude this (peculation, re- 
late in my own words, as they have oc- 
curred upon comparing the icveral au- 
thorities to which I l>ave in the courfe of 
it alluded. 

In the year 13 "8 *, a very remarkable 
circumftance relating to San3uary> hap- 
uHied in that of St. Peter at Weftminfter : 
Kobert Haw ley and John Schakell, two 
men famed for their valiant actions in the 
var engaged in by the filack Prince, in 
favour of the Spanish Monarch Peter the 
Cruel, had, in 1367, taken prifoner the 
Count of Deiiia, a perfon of great im- 
portance in that countiy. In thoie an- 
cient times, when the law of Chivalry 
retained its full force, the prifoner, and- 
coniequently ht9 ranfom, belonged to 
thofe that had captnred him. The 
Count, it ihould feem, ill brooking con- 
finement, foon after he arrived in Eng- 
land, endeavoured, by his correfpondent 
in his own country, to railc money in 
order to procure his emancipation ; but 
failing in this, he fent for his eideii fon, 
and left him as an hoftage for his re- 
mittance of the ranfom. He fct out for 
Spain, procured a command, and went 
Upon an expedition ; in the courfe of 
which, his fon and hi9 ranfom were 
equally forgotten. 



Whether any cJrcum(h.nce in a ccurfe 
of years brought to the father's memory 
the young man, is uncertain j hut it ti 
certain, that feme applicarion was made 
to the Duke of Lancatter, who, in richt 
of his wife, claimed the Crown of CaftSci 
and that he demanded the youth of hit 
keepers Hawley and Schakcli, who, rt- 
fufmg to deliver him up without a prs- 
per remuncntiou, were committed to die 
ToTi'er. 

Schakell had a favourite domefiic, 
who, ftruck with the mistorturici, and 
much attached to the pedbnof his m^fto-, 
requeued to accompany him ; which re- 
queft was, after feme difficulty, complied 
with. 

The two waiTiors and this feiT^t had 
been but a ftiort time in confinement be. 
fore they found means to efcape from the 
Tower, and to fly to the Sancluar)-at 
Wcftminlter for protection. Sir Alan 
BoxhuH, Conftabfe of that Fortrefs, wirb 
Sir Ralph Ferrars his deputy, and fitly 
armed men, immediately purfuing, feir«J 
Schakell anid the youth jiii\ as they hid 
gained the verge of the Abbey, and re- 
conveyed them to their former Apart- 
ments in the prifon. While this was 
tranfa^ing, (bmc of the party followed 
Hawley into the Church, and-snoft in- 
humanly murdered him in the choir, at 
the time when high mafs was cele- 
brating f . 

It was not without reafon, that great

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Complaints were made of this, violation 
•f San6luaiy ; for although, as I before 
obierved, this privilege had been much 
abuled, and the Church had frequently 
become a refuge for bad men^ and even 
the fcene of great enormities j yet furcly, 
iu fuch a caie as this, the *Jus a^/i ought 
to have been allowed. Here the eccleli- 
aftical arms ihould have been opened to 
have (ht'ItcTcd innocent fugitives, who 
ilew to thcni for proteflion. Befides, the 
Abbey itfelf, but more efptcially the 
Choir, vsras always confidcred as more fa-' 
crcd than the di(lri£l and liberties around 
it ; and the h(;ur of prayer, and otHces of 
public woHhip, thought to be, above all 
other times, entitled to peculiar venera- 
tion and refpe^l. 

In all the reign of the unfortunate 
Richard, there w^s fcarce a circumftance, 
hcwevcr untoward, that caufed a greater 
agitation in the public mind, than did 
this murder. Eviry one fhuddered with 
horror at the atrocity of the offence. The 
profanation of the Abbey was deemed fo 
^reat*, that it was ordered to be (hut 
during the fpace of four months, and, that 
the taking q^ this interdi6lion might be 
attended with a folemnity calculated to 
imprefs the minds of the people with an 
awe and veneration fu it able to the occa- 
lion, the Archbifhop of Canterbury f and 
live other Bifliops, went thither, with 
their fuites, in prcccffion, and after fome 
ctrcmonics necclfary to the puriHcatiun 
of the Chutch, did publickly excommu- 
nicate £c;xhull, Ferrars, and all others 
coiicerneil with ihcm in the facrilegious 
murder that hud been committed ; which 
excommunication the Bi/liop of London 
repeated on evuy Wednelday and Friday 
for neai four I'uccceding months, at St. 
Paul's. ^ 

In t^cfe times the Saxon cuflom of 
commuting crimes for money, had not 
been totally abolilhed. Boxhulland Fer- 
rars agreed to pay to the Abbey two 
hnndied pounds J, by way of fine or 
penance, which, it appears, was confidered 
as an ample remuneration ; ^nd then in* 
terdi6)ion confcquently ceafed. 

But tho' the culprits were thus relieved 
from the ecclefialtical cenfure, Nicholas 
Litlington, the then Abbot, determin«d, 
whatever might have been his reafon^ 



for difperling the impending thunder of 
the Church, not to let the Itorra fubfide 
by their liberation from its anathemas. 
Ho accordingly, in a Parliament which 
was ihortly atter holden at Gloucelter, 
made a long and pathetic appeal ag^inft 
this recent violation of San^luaiy, — 
which had fuch an effefl upon the minds 
of his auditors, that when they next 
met at Weflminlter it was remembered ; 
and, being again taken up with great 
fpirit by the Abbot fl, the privileges of 
&nftuary were imanimoully confirmed, 
with this reafonable exception, that the 
goods of the rerfons who fought its pro- 
tection, fhould be liable to be icized for 
the payment of their debts. 

By this time the old Count of Denik 
being dead, and the fituation of Schakell 
having attracted the attention of the Pri- 
vy Council, he was ordered to be brought 
belbre them, and his hoftage demanded \ 
but he refufing to deliver him up, or in- 
fonn them where he was, they came to 
an agreement to ranfom him. The fum 
stipulated was five hundred marks in handa 
and one hundred yearly during his life. 

When this was fettled, he was called 
upon to produce the young Count of De' 
nia. He retired for a few minutes, and, 
to the altoni(hment of every one, returned 
with the youth, who had deiired to be 
imprifoned with him, and who had for 
feveral years a6>cd as his valet. 

Proper perlbns were immediately lent 
for, who to the ratista<5tion of the Coun- 
cil, identified tlie young Nobleman \ and 
while the whole Ccurt applauded his hig)& 
fenli: of honour and integrity, which had 
induced him to aflume a menial character^ 
rather than violate an engagement which 
his father had made, they paid equal com-* 
pliments to his quondam maiier Schakell^ 
for his afl'etStion and attachment toward* 
him. The alfairs c^i the Count demand<« 
ing his attendance in Spain, that Gentle^ 
ni.m was permitted to accompany hiin* 
T hey fcrved together in the wars, and it U 
iaid that the friendship which commenced 
in the manner which has been related, 
continued until it was diif^ved by the 
death of Schakell ; who expired in the 
armb, and was honoured with a magnifi- 
cent funeral at the expence of th« Covrf 
of Denia.

'T'HIS day the Tarious Bills upon the 
**• Table were read In ihcrr refpeftive 
ftaget. Among thefe was the Minute 
of Council Bill, which was read a third 
time, andpafled* 

The U(her of the Black Rod apprized 
the Houfe, that a number of Members 
of the Houfe of Commons were waiting 
for a conference with .their Lordfliipt 
in the Painted Chamber, which took 
place with the accuftomcd forms. The 
Deputation from the Commons was 
headed by the Mafter of the Rolls, who 
read the Refolutio^ agreed to by that 
Houfe rei^s£^ing a Plan for the more 
effectual Promulgation of the Statutes.

His Lordlhip then moved, "That his 
Majefty*s Meaage be taken into con- 
fideration on Thurf^ay next» aud that 
the Lords be fummoned for that day ;" 
which was ordered accordingly. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 3, 

The Royal Atfent was given by Com* 
miifion to the Minute of Council Bili» 
the IriHi Funds Transfer Bill, and to 
nineteen private Bills. 

ROYAL MARRIAGE. 

Lord Grenville prefented a MelTage 
from his Majefty, fimilar to that de- 
livered to the Houfe of Commons, re- 
fpe6ting the intended Marriage of the 
Princels Royal to the Hereditary Prince 
of Wirtemberg. His Lordlhip then 
moved an Addrefs to his Majcllyy in 
anfwer td his gracious MeiTage, which 
he prefaced by obfcrving, that the ut- 
moft unanimity muft pervade the Houfe 
on fuch an occafion, and that all their 
Lordfliips muft feel happy in exprefGng 
their finccre congratulation at an event 
vr^iich produced Tuch an advantageous 



alliance* and contribnted to the domeftic 
happinefs of his Majcfty's Royal Fa- 
miW. 

The Addrefs was then read, which, 
after thanking his Majefty for his 
moft gracious communication, faithfully 
echoed the Meflage, and expreffed the 
fatisfaftion and ct>ncisrrence of the 
Houfe in the warmeft and moft af* 
fed'ionate language* 

The queftion was then pnc, and tht 
Addrefs was voted nem. dif. 

The Duke^of Bedford intimated hb 
intention to bring forward, on fome fu- 
ture day, a Motion for the produdioa 
of papers relative to the late proceedings 
on board the Channel Fleet at Spithead, 
unlefs Minifters deemed it expedient 
fo td do of their own accord. 

£a£l Spencer faid, thai he had it not 
in command fram his Majefty to make 
any communication to the Houfe on the 
fubjeft i nor did it appear to him as 
likely that he ihould be ordered to do 
fo. 

Earl Howe faid, that he had attended 
the Houfe latelv feveral times, and 
waited with anxious impatience for an 
opportunity of vindicating himfelf from 
an unfounaed charge that had been al- 



ledged againft him, which affe£ted his 
profcilional credit and chara£^e.r. he 
felt that he could not regularly have 1 
originated the difcutEon hiiijfetf, but 
was fo far happy, that he was likely to 
have a regular opportunity of vindi- 
cating himfelf; at the fame time k 
ilruck him (alluding to the affair of the 
Mutiny) as a very improper fubjeft for 
difcuinon, and, in the prefent eircum- 
ftances, rather likely to be produdive 
of mi(chief».tban of good effcas. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Clarence took the opportunity toezprcfs 
his opinion, that the Noble AdmiraPs 
conduft had been perfefi^ly unexceptioo- 
able, and that when the opportunity 
arrived, he would be able to vindicate 
himfelf in a manner confonant to the 
illuftrious chara£ier he had always 
maintained. .He aLfo coincided with the 
Noble Admiral, in deprecating the dif- 
culiion of the fubje^, as likely to be 
produdtive of &o poiiible good tit&. 
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Lord Grenville ebfery^d to the fame 
ciTe^t. He deprecated the difcuflioQ of 
a fubje^fc of fuch delicacy and import- 
mnce, as of the moft injunous tendency, 
andy under the prefent circumftances, 
as had better never been mentioned. 

The Earl of Carlifle faid» that aU 
lowing the prefent moment not to be a 
proper one for fuch a difcuflion^ it might 
oe proper to inveftigate the affair, for 
the purpofe of determining where the 
faults lay, or how an affair of its alarm- 
ing tendency had originated. 

Earl Howe rofe and faid, that by what 
had tranfpired, it was not likely that 
he ihould have a fitter opportunity than 
the prefent moment, for ftating to their 
Lordfhips the ihare he had in the un- 
fonunate tranfa^ion before alluded to, 
which to the beft of his recollection 
was this : During his refidence at Bath, 
about three, or four months ago, the 
Noble Earl faid he received fcvcral pe- 
titions, accompanied' by anonymous let. 
ters, reprefenting the exiftence of 
grievances on board the fleet which he 
once had the honou^ to command ; but, 
on account of their coming in fo quef- 
tionable a Ihape, he did not tranfmit 
them to the Admiralty. He was in* 
duced, however, to communicate what 
had happened to an OfHcer on board 
the fleet, and requefted information as 
to the exiftcnce of ihofe grievances. 
His friend affured him in reply, that if 
any grievances did exifl, they were un* 
known to him. With this anfwer his 
I«ordihip was fatisfied, and concluded 
that the allegations in the petitions were 
without foundation. On his return to 
town, however, one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty called at his houfe on the 
fubjedt of the pefitions, and the fcquel 
was' well known to their Lordfhips and 
the Country, by public rumour. 

After a few explanatory words, the 
converfation dropped. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MAY 4.; 

ADVANCES TO THE EMFEROR AND 

IRELAND. 

The Order of the Diy, for the con- 
fide ration of his Maje fly's McfTage to 
the Houfe, delivered 00 Tuefday, re* 
fpe£ling a pecuniary Loan to the Em- 
peror, and alfo a Loan to the Govern- 
xpent of Irelandj having been moved, 

Lord Grenville then rofe to move an 
Addrefs to his Majefly on the occafion, 
which he prefaced with a very few ob- 
fervattons, as he was confident that but 
one opinion could prevail among rheir 
(^•rdfliips on the fubjedt of hisMajefty*i 



communication. The iituation^f Ire- 
land was obvioufly fach as to render 
the propofed pecuniary afliflancc ne- 
cefTary,: to this he deemed it impoilible; 
to offer an objedion. With refpedt to 
the proje6ted Loan to oqr illuftrious- 
Ally, his Imperial Majefty, it was 
deemed expedient, under the prefent 
circumftances of the War, to enable this 
Country to accommodate that Prince 
with a Loan, to the amount m'jntioned 
in his Majedy^s gracious MelTage, ihould 
the fituaticn of affairs require it, as the 
beft means of effecting a general and 
fccure Peace. His Lordfhip then read 
the Addrefs, which, after thanking his 
Majeftyfor his gracious communic-ition, 
as ufual, faithfully echoed the MefTage. 
The Addrefs being read from the Wool- 
fack, the queflion was put, and it was 
voted nem. dif. 

The Addrefs was then ordered to be 
prefented to his Majefly in the ufual 
form, and an adic^oment took place. 

FRIDAI^ MAY 5. 

The various Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpeftive ftages, 
and fome private bufinefs difpofed of, 
after which an adjournment took place. 

MONDAY, MAY S. 

The Loan Bill was brought up from 
the Commons, and read a (irft time. 

Various Bills were forwarded in theis 
refpe6live flages, after which the Houfe 
adjourned. 

TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

On the Queflion for the fecond read- 
ingof the Loan Bill, 

The Earl of Suffolk took the opporr 
tnnity to obfervc upon the magnitude of 
the fum that was intended to be fent to 
ireland, and thought that the mcafurje 
reauircd explanation. 

Lord Grjcnvillc replied, that the fitu- 
atlon of Ireland was obviouQy fuch, as 
to leave no doQbt of the propriety of 
raiftng a fum of mrmcy for its defence, 
in this country \ and that its difpofal was 
to be under the direction of the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland. 

The Earl of Suffolk obferved, that if 
he imagined it were to be applied to the 
external defence of Ireland, no perfon 
could be lefs inclined to oppofc ir, as he 
well knew the importance of Ireland to 
this Country 5 it was its right band^ 
which, if lopt off", the efFc6ls might be 
fatal : but it it was for the fupport of 
a fyftem of coercion in that Country, 
he deprecated the confcqucnccs. 

Lord Moira advened to the Motion 
he had not long isnce made refpcdt ins: 

H h h a iv,* 
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the Affairs of Ireland, and aflertedi that 
had hit advice then been taken, the 
various unfortunate ciicumftances that 
had fince happened in that Country 
would not have taken place. It wat 
not yet too late for the H^ufc to inter- 
fere, and to prevent Minifters from 
carrying their nugatory fcheme of co- 
ercion into effe£t ; they might addreft 
the Sovereign, and by his paternal in* 
tervention, his Kingdom of Ireland 
might yet be faved. He did not allude 
to a reparation of the two countiies, 
but feared that Ireland would be 
plunged into fuch a fituation, as to be 
not only not a fupport to Britain, but to 
become dangerous to her. 

Lord Grcnville obfcrved, that at pre- 
fent there was no qucftion before the 
Houfe. With refpcdt to what the 
l<foble Earl (Moira) had alluded to, 
and the Motion he propofed, he muft 
Tay, that its adoption would be a vio- 
lation of public faitflP'and of the folemn 
contra^ made with Ireland, which was 
guaranteed by the Parliament of this 
Country, of veftiog in the Parliament 
of Ireland the abfolutc and cxclufive 
legiflation with refpe£t to Irifii con- 
cerns. 

The Earl of Moira faid a few words 
to the fame tendency as what he had 
before advanced ; and he cenfored the 
dillin£itons made by Minidcn-s as cva- 
fions. 

The Bill was then read a fccond time, 
and ordered to be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford dated, that 
feveral Gentlemen of the Surgical Pro- 
feifion confidered rhemCtlvcs as ak^- 
grieved by fome of the provifions of the 
Surgeon's Bill, and rtquel\td to be 
permitted to be heard by Counfel againft 
It. His Grace therefore moved, ** That 
the third reading of the Bill be deferred 
until the X9th inllant,'' whicii was or- 
dered accordingly. 

Mr. Pybus prefcnted'a Bill from the 
Houfe of Commons, to enable his Ma- 
jctty to carry into effeft the Order of 
Council of the 3d of May, refpecting a 
certain increale of pay and allowances 
to the Seamen, &c. which was read a 
firft time. 

Lord GrenvlIIe moved the immediate 
fecond reading of the Bill. 

The Eiirl ot Suffolk having expatiated 
on the great importance of the meafurc, 
wiflied 10 know of Miniftcrs, why they 
had not brought it forward earlier ? 

Lord Strange (Duke of Atliol, in 
Scotland) roic, and with fomc warmth 



deprecated alldifcaffion of this tneafore, 
which, amongft other evils, might afford 
the opportunity of mifreprefeotatton, 
and might be attended with ferioos con- 
fequenccs. 

Lord Orenville ftated his firm coo- 
viftion, that all difculiion of the prefeat 
robje6i was highly improper; and better 
rcaibns could not be afligned by him 
againft it than thofe given by the Noble 
Earl (Strange). 

The Duke of Bedford faid, he bad 
no wiOi to provoke difcuflioo ; bat fait 
duty led him to deprecate the condnft 
of MiniAers, in thus delaying to come 
to Parliament. What pafied that night 
could not be cenfured as difcuflion ; it 
only afforded Minifters an opportunity 
to vindicate themfelves, and to fiate ^ 
their reafons for delaying the meafiire. 

The Earl of Moira obterved, that an 
explanation on the part of Minifiers was 
nccclTary to fatisfy the Country, as well 
as Parliament, refpe^ting the caufes of 
their delay in bringing forward the 
Bill ; and thu a fatisfaftory explanation 
might prevent the evil from Ipreadiog 
farther. The Seamen would then fee 
that they were not negl^£ted. The 
qucAion propofed by the Noble Earl, 
he thought, embraced no difcuflion. 

The Lord Chancellor quitted the 
Wooifack, and obferved, that he would 
appeal to the underftanding of all pre- 
fent, if the prefent moment was to be 
loft in unavailing difpuce. Let thctn 
confidcr what might be the prefent 
condition of the ^Icet.— Tranqmllity 
was the ohjcGt of all,— There was no 
obieftion to the paffmg of the Bill.— 
Then why clog its progrefs by inquiries* 
for which there would be time enough 
hereafter ? 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
che commitment of it negatived, and 
then read a third time, and pafTed. 

The Houfe then waited for fome time 
for the arrival of the Comniiftion to 
authorize certain Peers to give bis Ma- 
jefty's AfTent tO the Seamen's locreafcd 
Pay Bill, and to other Bills. On the 
Commiiiion being brought down, the 
Houfe of Commons were fent for, aad 
his Majefty's Royal Aflcnt was givsn 
to the Bill for locreafing the Pay and 
certain Allowances to the Seamen, aad 
to eight private Bills. 

The Houfe then adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY lO. 

The various Bills upon the Tabic 

were fof warded in their refpc^ivcftages, 

Six-privdtc Bills were bi ought up from 

ch« 
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rlie Houlb of Commons and read a firft 
time, after which the Houfe adjourned. 

THUItSDAYy MAY II. 

The Royal Aflent was given by Com- 
milTinn to the Bill enabling his Majelty 
to raife the fum of 149500,000!. by the 
way of Annuities, and to eight other 
Bills. Four Biils were brought up from 
the Houfe of Commons, which were 
fcvcraliy read a firft time* 

The Duke of Bedford acquainted 
their Lordfliips, that, on account of the 
prefent ftate and agitation of the public 



mind, he was inclined to poftpone the 
Motion be had intended to bring for- 
ward to-morrow, relative to the Report 
of the Secret Committee of that Houfe. 
At the fame time he would wiih to have 
the Order remain for fummoning the 
Houfe for to«morrow, as he believed* 
that unJefs fome intelligence to qniet 
the public mind arrived before that 
period, he ihould bring forward n 
Motion relative to the prefent ftate <Kf 
the Marine of this Country. Adjourned* 
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MONDAY, MAY I* 

ON the Motion of Mr. Abbot, a Com- 
mittee was appointed to ccndud 
the conference with the Lords, relative 
to the Bill for improving the Pro- 
mulgation of the Statutes. 

SCOTCH DISTILLERIES* 

Mr Grey faid, that he had in his 
hand <« Petition from the Diftiliers in 
the Lowlands, complaining of the 

f;rievances under which tbey laboured, 
rem the difproportion between the tax 
on their fliiis and that on ftilU in the 
Highlands. The Houfe would recol- 
lect, that in 1793, when the duties on 
Hills in the Lowlands had been increafed 
to zl. per gallon, no increafe had taken 
place on ftills in the Highlands ; that 
when the duty on the former was after- 
wards raifed to qI. per gallon, that on 
the latter wasincrcafed only to al. los 
that the Lowland ttitls were afterwards 
taxed at iSl. per gallon, and that ihey 
were now 54I. per gallon, though thofc 
In the Highlands continued to pay only 
al. 10s. 

The Petition was brought up, and 
ordered to lie on trie Table. 

MIS majesty's messagf. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the con li deration of the King*s Me0age, 
and for the Committee of Supply, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that of the three points which his 
Majcfty's MctTage rccomnicndcd to the 
confidcration of the Houfe, namely, the 
Loan for the fervice of Ireland, that for 
the fervice of the Emperor, and the 
other Extraordinary Expenccs for the 
Public Service which might be ren« 
dcred neceffary by the exigency of af- 
fairs, he fhould only trouble the Com- 
mittee upon the two firft 5— and, with 
refpeA to the Loan for Ireland, there 
was, he believed, fo little difference of 
opiniooj that, though he (hould make a 



motion upon it, he would not follow it 
with any obfervations. On the fubjeft 
of the Loan to the Emperor, he was not 
fang nine enough to exped the fame 
unanimity, though the general pro- 
priety and prudence of retaining thn 
alfiftance of the Emperor, as long as the 
war ihoald continue, was almofl: uni- 
verfally admitted, it would, however, 
not be neceffary for him to do more thaa 
remind the Houfe of the chief points 
difcuifed in the laft debate upon this 
fubje6t. In that difcuffion, the benefit 
of fuch a diverfion as the arms of the 
Emperor produced was eenerally ac- 
knowledged : in point of economy it 
was alfo agreed, that no' expenditure of 
equal amount at home could produce 
the fame effect ; and it was almoft as 
generally admitted, that the refultof the 
diverfion effedted by the Emperor was 
highly beneficial, if confidered only with 
a view to our domeftic credit. The 
only difference between the period of 
the lad difcuflton and the prefent pe- 
riod was produced by the circumftinces 
which had occurred at the Bank by the 
courfe of the Exchange, and by the 
advantage which the Boufc had in pof- 
fefling the Report of their Committee 
of Secrecy upon the Public Finances. 
That Report, Mr. Pitt contended, 
fliewed the difficulties with refpeA to 
calh to have been occafioned by the 
concurrence of many caufes at home, 
and not either immediately or excla- 
fively by foreign remittances. During 
the continuance of the late drains from 
abroad, fo much were they countera£ted 
by the flourifliing date of our com- 
merce, that the courfe of the Exchange 
bad rifen. Mr. Pitt concluded by 
fiatine, that of the three millions and 
a half which he fhould propofe to grant 
by way of Loan to the Emperor, the 
fum of it6aOiOQoK had been already , 
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remitted ; fo that the Refolii;ion -which 
he had now to move was for the further 
Aim of i,8So»oool. 

Mr. F6x obfervedy that however the 
Hon. Gentleman might rejoice in hold* 
itog out the|Imperial Loans not to. have 
been the exciuiive caufet of the prefent 
difficulties, which no man fuppofed, it 
was well known that they were material 
caufes of thofe difficulties. The great 
importation of com might have been 
another caufe* and it was time that this 
did not now exifl j but in the courfe of 
the prefent year the payment for neutral 
cargoes irright be a drain e()uivalent to 
that. The real difference^ however, 
between the prefent perioil and that in 
which the laft Loan was granted, con- 
iilied in the interior circumftances of 
the country. It was unneceflary for 
him to ftate the alarming fa£ts which 
conilituted that difference. There was 
2I0W alfo a drain for Ireland. The 
Hon. Gentleman had referred to his 
triumphant arguments in a former dif* 
cuffion ; and certainly they did procure 
him all that triumph, which* in the 
circumftances of the country, the ma* 
jority of the Houfe could beftow ; yet 
he was furprifed to find that triumph, 
and the fame arguments, referred to 
upon the prefent occafion. 

Mr. Fox, after feverely condemning 
the conduct of the Chancellor of the 
Kxchequer, in draininjc the Country 
of fpccte and impoveriihing all ranks 
of people, in granting Loan after Loan 
to the Emperor, faid, he did not know 
that he ihould obje£k to the Loan pro- 
pofed for Ireland ; not that he thought 
the fum incenfiderable ; but when 
ineafures were taken for bringing that 
country into the fame fituation as Ame. 
rica ; when there was apparently a vain 
intention, he had almofl faid he hoped 
it would be vain, to fubje£fc it by ar- 
mies ; when that ifland was in a flate 
simoft as bad as rebellion ; in this fitu- 
ation, however much he might feel for 
afltfling Ireland, he did not know 
whether he could entirely approve the 
Loan. He concluded by faying, that, 
as the Houfe might in a few days know 
on what grounds they were to vote the 
Loan for the Emperor, he would move, 
*' That the Chairman now report pro- 
^efs,«nd afk leave' to (it again.'* 

After a debate of confiderable length, 
in which Mr. Grey, Sir W. Pultcney, 
Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Wilberforce, and 
Gen. Tarleton, fcverally took part^ the

The Committee then voted i,8So,o9oL 
for advances by way of Loan to the 
Emperor; Ukewife provUion for gua- 
ranteeing 3,500,000!. to be raifed on 
account of the Emperor; alfo i,5oo,ooo)» 
for his Majefty*s tervice in Ireland, on 
previfion being made by that Parlia- 
ment for defraying the intereft aad 
charges thereof. To be reported to- 
morrow. 

The Houfe, in a Committee of Ways 
and Means, voted. That Exchequer 
Bills, made out after the i(l of May 
X797, may be paid for the fubfcription 
of i8,ooo,oool. and that 5U per cent, 
be allowed to perfons payina^ in their 
fubfcriptions before the inHalments be- 
come due. To be reported to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 

TUESDAY, MAT 2. 

The Report of the Committee of 
Supply for guaranteeing the fum of 
i,5oo,oool. for the fervice of Ireland, 
and 2,ooo,oool. to be advanced to the 
Emperor^ was read a firft and fecoad 
time. ' 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report 
of the Committee for a Loan of 
i3,ooo,oooL for the fervice of the cur- 
rent year. Read a Ertt and fecood 
time, and agreed to. 

Mr. Mainwaring brought in a Bill 
for preventing foref^alling, regratiog, 
and cngroffing live cattle. Reaid a firft 
time, and ordered to bo read a fecond. 

The Foreign Shipping Bill went 
through a Committee. Ordered to be 
reported. 

Mr. Ryder moved, «« That the Hoafe 
do refolve itfelf into a Committee of, 
the whole Houfe, on Friday fe*nntght, 
to take into con fi deration the Treaty 
with America.

ROYAL MAKRIAGE. 

Mr. Piit delivered a MefTage from 
his Majefly, of which the following is 
the fubnance : 

" His Majefly having agreed to the 
marriage of the PrinceG Royal with 
the Hereditary Prince of Wirtemberg, 
has thought fit to communicate inteK 
ligence of it to the Houfe of Commons^ 
His Majefty is fully fat isfied, that the 
marriage of her Royal Higbnefs with a 
Proteftant Prince, fo confiderable ia 
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rfttik and ftation,wlio it conneAed with 
tbe Royal Family by common defcent 
from the Princeft Sophia of HanoTer, 
could not fail of being highly accept* 
able to all hit fubje^t ; and the manr 
prooft of affe^ion and attachment which 
ne hat received from thit Houfe, afbrd 
him no room to doubt, that the Houfe 
will enable him to give fuch a portion, 
at may be foitable to the dignity of the 
d^ttt daughter of the CroWn«'* 

Mr. Pitt then moved, «« That an 
humble Add re ft be prefented to hit 
l^efty on the above Mefiage )'* which 
paUed ir^m. ron. 

Mr. Fox aflccd the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, v.hether it wat not hit in- 
tention, in confequcDCe of intelligence 
received in town of the Emperor having 
figned the preliminariet ot a feparate 
Peace,, to abandon the Loan V For hit 
own part, he did nat think it poflible 
for the Houf« to proceed in it. 

Mr. Pitt declared, that he had no 
more information on the fubje6k aU 
laded to than any other Gentleman. 
The only intelligence he had wat in the 
French Papers, and that medium wat 
nor fufficicnt authority to induce the 
Houfe to alter the line of condnd they 
Were to purfue. 

- Mr. Sheridan alked the Minifter, 
whether the Houfe were to underftand 
that no more money wat to be fent to 
the Emperor, till we were affured that 
he had not made a feparate Peace ? 

Mr. Pitt faid, he purpofed going on 
with the Loan Bill to-morrow, and 
wiflied to decline all difcuiliont at 
prefent. 

Mr. Jekyll moted for an account of 
all advancet now outftanding made to 
the Emperor, above the fum of 
i)6oo,oool. Agreed to. 

The Report of the Committee en the 
Cultivation of Wafte Lands was brought 
up ; and, after a fliort converfation, the 
Bill was ordered to be re*committed for 
Friday next.' 

Sir John Sinclair faid, it wat with the 
utmoft aftoniihment he faw the manner 
in which thit Bill had been received/* 
He had expe^ed, chat every Gentleman 
who valued the profperitjr of the Coun* 
try, would have been anxious to give it 
evcryTupport. He hoped that Gentle- 
men wouid look into the Report; and 
be wat fure, if they did not agree with 
the meafure now prOpofed, they wouid 
fee thcneceffity of propofing fome other 
ifi its roqim.

where the parties were unanimous, and 
alfo for removing any legal difabilities* 
The fecond proportion was for enabling 
perfont intitlcd to any wafte lands to 
divide, allot, enclofe, and hold the r<tme 
in fcveralty, where the partiet are not 
unanimous. 

The Report wat ordered to be re* 
ceived. 

The Solicitor General (ignificd hit 
intention to oppofe the fecond propo* 
fition when ic came before the Houfe. 
Adjourned. 

SATURDAY, MAY 6. 

A Petition againft Walkington la* 
clofure Bill was prefented. 

Mr. Rofe brought np the Report of 
the Committee of Supply ; and the 
Refolution for granting 8o,oool. as the 
Marriage Portion of the Priucefs Royal, 
was agreed to ftern* can. 

Mr. Rofe alfo brought up the Report 
of the Loan Biil« the Amendmentt of 
which were agreed to* 

Mr. ^I'DO^^mifi^&h^^^^* 
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reading of the Scotch Small Notes Bill, 
which wai read accordipgly* aad the 
Bill ordered to be committed on Mon- 
dby .^-A djourned. 

MOKDAT, MAT 8. 

The Addition Stamp Duty, and At- 
torniet* Regulating Bills, were brought 
in and read a firft time* 

The Cambrick and French Lawnt 
Bill wat read a firft time. 

Mr. Tiemev prefented feveral pe- 
citiens, figned oy upwards of 30ooihip- 
buildres, caulkers, niaft-makei*B,fawy era, 
and artificers employed on the Thames, 
in confequence of a Bill now depending 
in Parliament, whofe operation ihey 
conceive to be injurious to themfelvet 
and families. The Bill alluded to con* 
tained a claufe <* For regiftering Ships 
built in the Settlements m poffcfiion of 
the Baft India Company,'* which the 
Petitioners confidered as a virtual re» 
peal of the Navigation A6t. 

The petitions were brought up, read, 
and laid upon the Table. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to refplve itfclf into a 
Committee, to take into confiJeration 
the Eflimates prefented to the Houfe 
by his Maje(ly*s command, for enabling 
him to increafe the pay and allowance 
10 Seamen, &c. in conformity to an Or- 
der of Council on the 3d of May, 1797. 
The Houfe having refolved iifclf in the 
faid Committee, 

Mr. Pitt rofe, apparently much agi- 
tated and embarraifed. He began by 
fiating, that when any propofition was 
brought forward for an increafe of the 
public expenditure, it might naturally 
be expected that he (houid enter upon 
a detailed ftatement of the caufc that led 
to that augmentation of pay and allow • 
ance in any of the fervices. On the 
prcfent occafion, however, he declared, 
that he did not find himfelf at liberty to 
enter into a detail of the tranfa€tions.— 
Obferving how much this fubjc£t occu- 
pied the attention of the Houfe, he felt 
nimfelf obliged to fay, that hemufttrud 
to their judgment in concurring to the 
Motion, in preference to their entering 
into a long difcuffion. He was, beiides, 
unable to enter into a ftatement of the 
events that had more recently happen- 
ed, and if he could, he Should feel a re- 
lu£tance in doing it ; for whatever the 
extent of thofe embarraflments might 
be, they were wholly, or in a great de- 
gree, to be afcribcd to mifreprefenta- 
•lons. The utmoft caution ought to be 
employed to avoid cyen the poffibility of 



mifraprefeatatien. Kothing %^d, Sa 
his opinion^ contribute fo c&*^ally t« 
filence difcontent, as th« unanimous de- 
cibon of Parliament. He therefore felt 
is his dut^, on public grounds, to ea* 
treat the judgment, and, if poffible, tbe 
filent judgment of the Houfe. He thea 
moved that the fum of 536,000!. be 
granted to hit Majefty, to enable birato 
defray the increafed pay aad allewaact 
to Seamen, Marines, &c. according to 
the diftribution in the Order of Coon* 
cil, founded on the Report of the Cooi* 
miffioners of the Admiralty, and alfo 
about 2 1,000 1, for increafed cxpences 
already incurred. 

The Refolutiont were read by the 
Chairman ; and, on the queftioa for 
their being read a fecond time, 

Mr. Fox roie and fald he fliould cer* 
tainly agree to the Refolutions, but he 
ihouid betray bis duty to tbe coantiy 
were he to give a filent vote. He diU 
fered from the Right Hon. Geatlenua 
in his notions of confidence. Every 
queftion relative to the public expendi- 
ture ought to be fully difcufied. The 
Minifter had alluded to milreprefenta- 
tion of debates, but, ioftead of difcuT* 
iioo, a profound fileace bad beenob- 
ferved, and a fufpicion of the (incehty 
of Minifters had ripened into revolt^-* 
Why, he defired to know, had they fuf. 
fered a whole fortnight to elapfi: before 
any application was made for the inter- 
ference of Parliament? The confe* 
quence of this criminal condu^» which 
argued a deeree of guilt and incapacity 
unparalleled in the annals of the coua* 
try, would attach generally upon the 
Houfe, were the Refolutions to pais 
without remonftrance. 

Jt was the duty of the Houfe to ia« 
quire how far the Admiralty had ac- 
ceded to the wiihes of the Seamen, and 
how far the Seamen were fatisfied, aad 
whether the remedy propofed was likely 
to be effedual in allaying the difcon- 
tents. The Houfe had a right to com- 
plete information, and if their privileges 
were not maintained, they were giving 
them up to men who had proved theoi- 
fekes unworthy of the confidence of the 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan declared that the dr- 
cumftances of the cafe were fuch as to 
induce him to vote without informaciott. 
The Minifter had alluded to the ae«r 
mutiny, and faid, '* Nothing can tend 
more towards the reftoration of harmooy 
than an unanimous vote.'* He wilhed 
to know whiP'nl did not bring forward 
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hit propofitioft on the publication of hit 
JMajcft>*s pardon ? 

Mr. Pitt declared that the bufinefi 
XV as not brought on in confequence of 
freih diflurbances; and contended that 
the previous notice wasa fufficient proof 
of the intention of Oovernment to ap- 
ply to Parliament for a confirmation of 
their promifes. 

Mr. Sheridan contended, that the 
fecond difcontents were wholly to be 
afcribed to the procraftination of Mi- 
aiiiers. 

The Refolutions were then agreed 
ta 

M^r. Pitt propofedy on Account of the 
tirgency of ctie oufinefsy that the report 
be now received. 

• This motion was agreed to» and the 
report received. Adjourned* 

TUbSDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, in confequence 
of what happened yefterday, on a fub- 
je£l which arretted the attention of every 
individual, he confidcred it his duty to 
inquire of the Minifter, why he did not 
at an earlier period propofe the refolu- 
tioo which he fubmitted to the Houfe 
yefter day, which was unanimoufly adopt- 
ed, and which, if prefented fooner, 
would probably have prevented the 
xnoft diiallrous confcqnences ? 

Mr. Pitt faid, no man could avoid la- 
menting that the earlieft opportunity 
poiCble was not taken; but the Uon. 
Gentleman was miiinfarnied, if he fup- 
pofed that no fteps had been taken. So 
early as the 26th of April, the fubje^t 
was referred to the Privy Council, to 
confider of the Memorial of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, relative to the Sea- 
men's demands. The matter was after- 
wards fubmitted to the King in Council, 
and, upon his approbation of it, direc- 
tions were given for the eftimate to be 
laid before the Hcufe. Every thing 
had been put into an official train 5 but 
more fpeed would certainly have been 
employed, were it podible to forefee the 
effects of procraftination. On any fu- 
ture occafton he ezprelTed his readinefs 
to fubmit to an inveilieation of his con- 
du^ to the decifion of the Houfe. At 
prefent, however, he felt it his firftduty 
to recommend that a bill, founded on 
the Refolutions which had already been 
adopted, Ihould be immediately pafledj 
as the bed mode of terminating this un- 
fortunate bufinefs. 

Mr. Fox defired to know whether 
fuch language as the Houfe had juft 
DOW heard was to be endured, after an 
Vol. XXXI. JvNg 1797, • 



inftance of fach fittal and nnfufferable 
neglea ? The tffcCt of thefe mifchiev- 
6us delays mi?ht eafily have been pre- 
dicted. He then took a review of the 
negotiation between the Delegates and 
the Commiifioners of the Admiralty, 
and the fubfequent refolutions of 6o» 
vernment to the Order of Conncil on 
the 3d inftant, on which the eftimatea 
(delayed to fo late a period as Monday 
lafi) were founded. In the whole o£ 
this proceeding there were fuch eyident 
marks of confcioQs guilt, as, he trufted, 
would induce the Houfe to cenfure the 
conduft of Adminiftration. The Mi- 
nifter afie6ted to lament the confe- 
quences that had arifen from his delay y 
but could he ftate any individual z€t of 
hisMiniftry which had not afforded to 
his country a fubje6l of lamentation ?— 
More lives, it was now underftood, had 
been loft, and many high in profeHtonal 
character, for whole fervicet their coun- 
try were deeply indebted, were at thia 
moment in a fttuation of the utmoft pe- 
ril. Under fuch circumftances, it be- 
came the bounden duty of the Houfe to 
ftamp the condu6t which had produced 
this efieA with fome mark of reproba- 
tion. 

Mr. Whitbread laid, in confequence 
of what had fallen from Mr. Fox, he 
ihould proceed immediately to move a 
vote of cenfure. The thinnefs of the 
Houfe could be no objection, for it waa 
certainly as full as when fums of monej' 
had been voted in the utmoft profufion. 
Mr. Sheridan began an eloquent and 
animated fpeech, by reprobating the 
condudt of Minifters for delaying the 
coniidcration of the Seamen's clarms, to 
make way for the Imperial Loan, the 
Princefs Royars Portion, &:c. of lefs 
importance to the true interefts of the 
country. Unlefs the Miniftcr had been 
completely befotted, it was impoffible 
for him not to have apprehended new 
jealoufies and difcontents from his fcan- 
dalous procraftinktfon. The nature o£ 
the difcontents were unknown to the 
Hotife ; but \f there were men among 
them who widiecf td facrffice the Con« 
ftitution, they were the bafeft traitore 
on earrhj and he could not perfuad^ 
himfelf the Britifk Sailors, who 
ought to be actuated by nobler fentt- 
ments, would of their own accord i)e 
found cavilling for an increafe of pay^ 
when the deareft interefts of their conn-' 
try were involved. Some encroach- 
ments he was inclined to think h^d been' 
fliad'c on th«ir nthtf, or attempts to^ 
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abrids^e their comforts. Whatever the 
confequences may be^ he declared chat 
they were wholly imputable to the mif- 
coDdud> of Adminidracien. He con- 
cluded by propofmg a Committee to meet 
the other Houfe jiqw, with a view to a 
joiat Committee, empowered to fend for 
perfonsy papers, and records, and like- 
wife to be at liberty to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place. 

Mr. Pitt faid, the qneftion he wi(hed 
to bring before the Houfe was of infi- 
nitely more importance than the propo- 
fition of the Hon. Member; a propofi- 
tion calculated to produce atotal change 
in the difcipline of the Navy, and to fub- 
vert the fundamental principles of the 
Conditution; bccaufe its obvious ten- 
dency was to fuperfede the functions, 
not only of the Executive Government, 
but aifo thofe of the Legidature of the 
country. He concluded by moving, 
that a meflage be lent to the Lords, de- 
firing rhem to continue their fittings for 
lome time. 

Mr. Sheridan dill perfifted iir his Mo- 
tion fur the appointment of a joint Com- 
mittee to inquire into the caufcs that 
had produced the extraordraary infub- 
ordination in the fleet. 

The Speaker put Mr. Pitt's Motion, 
and a Me^Tage was fent accordingly to 
the other Houfe. 

The Refoluticn of the Committee of 
Supply, for granting the fum of fix mil • 
lions five hundred and fcventy-twothou- 
fand pounds to His Majefty, for the in- 
creafed pay and allowance of the Sea- 
men, &c. was ready and a bill ordered 
in purfuance of that Refolution. 

Mr. Whitbrcad poftponed his motion, 
on account of the ihorcncfs of the notice. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up the Bill 
founded on the above Refolution. It 
contained a provifion not before men- 
tioned, becaufe an eftimate of the ex- 
pence could not be made, namely, for 
the continuance of pay to Seamen, &c. 
»vho were woundedj^ until their wounds 
were healed. The Bill was read the 
firft and fecond time, committed, en- 
grofled, read a third time, pafled, and, 
after an adjournment of (everat hours, 
received the Royal Aflent by Commif- 
iio;), which gives it the efficacy of Law. 
•—•Adjourned.-

^ Mr. Whitbrcad rofe to make his pro- 
ihircd Motion for acenfure on Minifiers 
for delaying to bringthe Admiralty Re- 
ports on the late Mutiny at Portfmouth 
•isforc the Houfe. Ho took a view of 



all the tranfa^^iont that have trxntpnni 
on the unfortunate bufinefs, from tha | 
firft fymproms of difcontent to the late 
explofion, and contended, that, accord- 
in? to the negotiation with the Admi- | 
ratty, it was exprefsly ftipulated on the 
part, of the Seamen, that the prumife of \ 
the Lords of the Admiralty and the pro- 
clamation fliould be ratified by Parlia* 
ment with the utmoft celerity' and dif- 
parch. This was Ihamefully delayed la 
Monday lad, and to the criminal delay 
were to be afcribed the hte difcontents. 
He Ihoutd therefore move, that ** the 
Right Hon. William Pitt, having fo long 
delayed the eflimates of the Seamen*t 
increafed pay and allowance, is guilty 
of a grofs negle^t'of duty, and defcrves 
the cenfure of this Houlc." 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and proceeded to dif*- 
cufs the Quefiion as applicable to delay, 
and having entered upon a hiftory of 
the whole t ran faction, contended that 
there was tinqueilionable evidence of 
the intention of Minifters to brine for- 
ward the bufinefs on Monday, ((ooner 
it could not pofldbly have been done), 
for the completion of the engagement 
with the Seamen. Of the fincerity of 
Minifters the praofs were numcrotis 
and irrefragable, and denied that any 
imputation of guilt or criminality at- ' 
tached upon them. He concluded by 
flating, that whatever cenfure might be 
due to him, that the country would not 
he longer deprived of the exertions of 
the fleet. 

Mr. Whitbrcad, in confequence of 
what had fallen from the Chanccllorof 
the Exchequer, wiflied to amend his 
Motion, by leaving out ** The Hon. W. 
Pitt, and inferting " His Majefty's Mi- \ 
nifters." 

Mr. Rofe, jun. urged the propriety 
of poftponing the queftion. The ac- 
cufation of the Minifter« he contended, 
was the effc£l of party animnfity, rather 
than a fincere wifli to promote the ia- 
tcrefts of the country. 

Mr. Fox went through the Tarions 
Ha^es of the bufinefs, and concluded by 
oblcrvifig, th'it the Houfe could doc 
give a better earneft to the public for 
preventing a recurrence of the error or 
crime, than to mark it by their cenfure. 

Mr. Whitbrcad made a general reply, 
and declared his intention to perfift in 
his Motion. 

A divifioa then took place, when 
there appeared for the Motion, 63 ; 
againll it, 237. Adjourned. 
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ACCOUNT 

OF 

THE LATE MVril^Y IN THE FLEET. 



TN oor laft (page 337), we had the fa- 
•■' ttsfa^ion of announcing the donclufion, 
as we then fuppofed, of the moft dif- 
graccfiil circumttance which ever befell 
this Nation. We now, with I'orrow, re- 
fume the fubjeft : 

The concefiions of Parliament, and 
the moderation of Lord Howe, appeared 
to have fettled every thing in difpute, 
and order wai expcfted ts cnfue. In 
this, however, we were difappointed ; 
the failort at Portfmouth foon after came 
on fhore and committed every kind of 
cxcefs, and four of them were lecured in 
cuftody for a rape and robbery. Some 
attempts were made to refcue them, 
but without effeft. 

On May sad, the Fleet at Sheemefs 
hcgan to (hew dgns of fenncnt, and 
Shortly the Mutineers took polTcffion of 
the fhips then there. 

At Jeven o'clock on Saturday evening, 
Earl Spencer, Admiral Young, Lord 
Ardcn, and Mr. Marfden, let off from 
the Admiralty for Sheernefs, and at 
twelve o'clock the fame night an Ad- 
miralty Meflcnger followed, with his 
Majefty's Proclamation, offering his moft 
gracious pardon to fuch men as, having 
been feduced from their duty, fhould re- 
turn to it. 

In order to concentrate the fcene of 
their operations, and to render their plans 
more effe^ual, the mutinous leamen com- 
pelled all the fliips which lay near Sheer- 
nefs to drop down to the Great Nore, 
aiQongft which was the St. Fiorenzo, 
which hail been fitted up to carry the 
Princefs of Wirtemberg to Germany. 
No man could leave his /hip without a 



kind of paflTport, figned by fome of the 
Delegates, which was called a Liberty 
Ticket \ and if any feaman was found 
without fuch an order, he was kept a 
clofe prifoner till he could (hew by what 
means he had obtained leave of abfence. 

Thefe Delegates came regularly every 
day to Sheernefs, where they held their 
conferences. They then paraded the 
(freets and ramparts of the garrifon with 
a degree of triumphant infolence, which 
had been extremely aggravated by the 
arrival of a regiment of Militia from 
Canterbury 5 againft whom they held up 
in fcorn the bloody flag of defiance. At 
the head of thefe men marched that per- 
(pn who was confidered as Admiral of 
their Fleet. The Captain of the Fore- 
caff le was the efficient, though not the 
nutninal Commander of every (hip. It 
is a moft lamentable fa^, that no Officer 
had any command or authority whatever. 
On Saturday foui*teen Delegates came 
up the river, to induce the crews of his 
Majefty's (hips lying in the Ldng Reach 
to drop down to the Nore. As foon as 
it was underftood who thofe perfons 
were, they were fired upon from a fort 
below Tilbury, At Gravefcnd they 
were taken into cuftody by the loyal in- 
habitants of that town ; but having been 
li^on after fet at liberty, they prevailed 
on the ieamen of the Lancafter, of 64 
guns, which lay at Long Ke^ich, to join 
them. 

On Monday, an Admiralty Board being 
formed atCommiinoner Haitweli'shouley 
the Delegates were lent for and intro- 
ductd to Lords Spencer, Arden, &c. 
One of the Ieamen, called Parker •, the- 

principal 



* Parker, who has rendered himfcif fo confpieuous among the mutineers of the fl«et, is 
laid to be dtfcended from a refpeftablc family in Ex.ter, Devon. He obuincd a gcod 
education, was bred in the Nnvy, and, about the conclufion of the American War, was an 
adjng Lieutenant in one of his Mn3efty*s Hiips. He foon came into the poifefllion of a con- 
fidenblc fum of money, and, Hiortly after he arrived in Scotland, he married a farmer's 
daughter in Aberdetnflkirc, with whom he received fome property. At (his time, bemg 
without employment, he foon fpent his money, which involved him in debt, on account of 
which he was caft into the jail of Edm'.iufgh, where he was at the time the Counties were 
nLfing ieamen for the Navy. He then entered as one of the volunteers for Perth(hire» 
received the bounty, and was rtleafcd fio.n piifon, upon paying the incarcerating creditor a 
part of his bounty. He was put on board the tender then in Leith Aoads, comnvmded by 
Capt. Watfoo, who carried him, with many otheri, to the Nore. On the pafTage, Captain 
Watfon diftinguifhed Parker, both by his a^ivhy and polite addrcfs. That he is the Cune 
pcrfoQ who is now known in the mutinous fleet by the appcU tion oi^^mral Parker, there 
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principal Delegate, wu the fpokefinaii 
Tor his colleagues, who amounted to 
about a dozen. Thty flood behind 
Parker, forming a fort of half circle, and 
the Lords of the Admiralty itemed (everal 
times defirous of inviting them to fpeak, 
but none of them would take a part in 
the diicufiion except Parker, who, being 
tiie chief of the Delegates, is called the 
Port Admiral. 

Lord Spencer addreflcd himfelf to the 
IkkgSLtei. He told them they fhould 
liave every indulgence that had been 
granted to the Teamen at Portfmouth, and 
with which they had been contented ; 
and hit Lordfhio exprefled a hope, that 
the feamen at Sheernefs would be alfo 
latisfied with thofe indulgences. The 
feamen (aid, they had other grounds of 
complaint. They prefentcd a lift of 
them, amounting to eight articles, the 
£rft and principal of which was, the 
luequal Dil^rihution of Prize Money. 
The Lords Conuniflioners told the De- 
legates they could grant nothing of 
themieJves, but they would lay their 
demands before thoie who mud finally 
<iecide upon them. 

In the courfe of the difcourfe. Lord 
Spencer aflced them, rather peeviflily, 
*• What do you want V To this Par* 
ker anfwered, «« You are a man of fcnfe, 
^md you know what is due to us ; you 
know what we want.** The audacious 
infolence of Parker was intolerable. 
When Lord Spencer hinted, he muft refer 
their demands to Minillcrs in London, 
Parker faid, " Aye, go and confult the 
ringleaders of your gang;" and as the 
Delegates were retiring, Parker, in an- 
fwer to fome very juft admonitions from 
Lord Spencer, faid, " You may all 
be ." 

On Tuefday afternoon, the Lords of 
the Admiralty returned to town, without 
baring aecomplifhed the obje5h of their 
jonmey. The Mutineers grew bolder i 
in addidon to mutiny, they conunitted 
9£tt of plunder and piracy. The 



Grampus ftore-ihlp, equipped for ths 
Weft Indies, with a fupply of Naval and 
Ordnance Stores for the Fleet there, was 
ftopi^ d by the Delegates — the ftores wen 
taken out of her, and diftributed amongft 
the (hips under the command of the 
Delegates. The Serapis ftore<&ip, &D9i 
the Weft Indies, was likewiJe ftopped. 

On Thurfday evening the Delegates 
fent on ftiore to the Admiral a deck* 
ration, ftating their intention of blocking 
up the River Thames. They gave as 
the rtafon for this, their having heard 
that the Dutch Fleet was on the point of 
failing ; and as they were determined to 
have their grievances, as tbev call them, 
fettled, they would bring things to aa 
extremity at once. This was confidcned 
as ' a threat which they would icarcely 
venture to execute $ but yefterday, about 
half paft twelve, the Standard, Infpq^or, 
Brilliant, and Swan, cot under wetgh, 
and mooi-ed at equal diftances acrofs ihs 
mouth of the Thames. Soon after, 
feveral veflels ftanding down the Rivo* 
were obliged to come to an anchor near 
the (hips of the Mutineers. The Men. 
mouth at the fame time moved her binh. 

The Prefident of the Delegates now 
held his office only for a day. A frcfh 
Pitrfident was chol'en every daj'. 

The following is a lift of the (hips st 
the Nore, and in the Mouth ot the 
Thames. Three or four of the number, 
however, were well difpofed, but thde 
were kept in the middle of the fleet, sod 
were obliged to cont'omi to the ofden 
of the Delegates.

remains no doubt; for Capt. Watfon, of the Leith tender, who anived in Leith Roads a 
few days ago, (ays, that before he lailed frem the Nore, he was ordered by the crew cf the 
Sandwich to oome on board, which he did, and was then introdnced, and interrogated by 
Parker, whom he knew at firft fight. Parker alfo recoUe^ed him, and from this circom- 
flance he experienced great favour.—* Parker ordered every man on board to ueat Captaia 
Watfon well, faying he was the feamens' friend, and had treated him well \ and that if viy 
man ufed him ocherwife, be ihculd inftantly be — {Her* be ftinted r» tbe r^ st the yard mm,] 
Capuin Watlbn took an opportunity of hinting to Parker the impropriety of his condud, and 
the confeqaencet that might feUow $ it feemed to throw a momentary damp on his fpititsi 
bqt h« ezprelTed a wife to wave the fqbjca^ and Captain Watibn left him, having ohcaiscd 
pcrakiifion to proceed on his voyaae.

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. The Son Fi<Mr^iaOf which had laio for 
fbme days in a ftate of captivity under 
the ftern of the Sandwich, much to the 
honour of her gallant officers and her 
loyal crew, made a furprifing efcape^ 
equally remarkable for the boldnefs of 
the attempt, as well as for the manage- 
sient and flciU with which it was exe- 
cuted. It appears, that the moment 
when the &veral fliips were to pipe all 
hands to dinncr> was the time fixed upon 
for carrying this plan into eSt^^ ^ when 
it was naturally fuppofed that the hofiUe 
Hitps muft have been in a ftate of the 
leaft preparation to prevent its com- 
pletion. The Boatfwam*s whiftle, there- 
tore, was the fignai on this occafion : the 
cables of the San Fiorenzo were inilantly 
cut, and ihe got under weigh without 
lofs of time. This efcape was favoured 
by the arrival of the Montague, which 
came up at that moment, and by the 
fudden agitation which the event caufed 
in the Fleet, the mucinous crews were by 
this, and the circumftance already men- 
tioned, retarded in their endeavours to 
bring back the St. Fiorenzo by force. 
Notwithftanding all this, die was fired 
at by feveral of the (hipsj and as (lie was 
perceived to have fudained corfiderable' 
damage in her rigging and her main fore 
chains, it was feared that Come lives 
might have been loft. She proceeded 
immediately to Harwich, where fhe ex- 
pelled to meet the other frigates which 
were to convoy the Prince and Princeis 
of Wirtembcrg to Germany. 

On May ^x, part of Admiral Duncan's 
fleet, viz. the Ii is, Agamemnon, Ardent, 
and Leopard, defbrted him and cajne to 
Yarmouth, and foon afterwards joined the 
Mutineers. 

Mcafures now became neccflary to be 
taken^ on behalf of Government : On 

June I, his Majeftv communicated to 
orliament the diforders which had taken 
place in the fleet, and recommended fome 
more efte£lual proviilon for the prevention 
and puniftiment of all traiterous attempts • 
to excite fedition and mutiny. This 
communication produced inunedlately an 
SiSt of parliament, which was com- 
pleatcd on the 6l1i of June. 

IXiring that night, the Scrapis, Capt. 
Duncan, made her efcape. though aa- 
maged from the (hot of the rebel (hips. 
Two others aUempted to efcape* but 
were overpowered. 

June the 7th, in the forenben, the Earl 
•f Northeflc, who has fo Jong been con- 
$iKd Oil boaid the Montague of 64 ^s« 
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arrived in towti» charged with ieverd 
Proportions, in a Letter addrefted to tl^ 
King, from the Mutineer Conrnxittee on 
hoaid the Sandwich. The following 
were the particulars of his miflion : 

At one o'clock P. M. on Tuefday, 
the two Delegates of the Monmouth were 
rowed on board that (hip, ^d informed 
Lord Northeik, it was tl^e pleafure of the 
Committee, that he (hould immcdiatelj 
accompany them on board the flag fliip, 
^s they ha(i propoials to make leading t9 
accommodation. His Lordftiip immc« 
diately complied, attended only by one 
Officer. He found the Convention ii| 
the State Cabin, confifting of 60 Dele« 
pies, with Parker fitting at their heaii. 
Before they entered upon bufiptis, the 
Prefident demanded of the perfon ac» 
cdmpanying Lord Northeflc, Who h^ 
was ? The anfwer was, " An Officer 
of the Monmouth, who accompanied hit 
Captain in the capacity of occretary, 
from a fuppofition that he might want 
one on the prefent occafion.'V" Who 
knows him? Sav, Delegates of the 
Monmouth, what kind of man is he V* 
—The two Delegates ftated, that he wat 
a worthy good man ; on which it waa 
unanimoully voted, that he might attend 
the conference. Lord Northeflc was now 
told by Parker, " That the Committee, 
with one voice, had come to a declaratioa 
of the terms on which afone, without the 
fmalleft alteration, they would give up 
the fliips : and that they had lent for 
him, as a known Seamen's friend, to be 
charged with them to the Kingj tram 
whom he muft pledge his honour to return 
on board, with a clear and pofitive an* 
fwer, in 54 hours." Parker here read 
the letter, which was faid to contain fome 
rough compliments on his Majefty^s vir«r 
tues, and as manycoarfe ftridlures on the 
fuppofed demerits of his Minifters. Hi^ 
Lordfl^ip iaid» *^ he would certainly bear 
the letter as they defired ^ but he could 
not, from the unreafonablenefs of the 
demands, flatter them with any expcc« 
tation of fuccefs." They perlifted that 
the whole muft be complied with, or they 
would immediately put the fleet to fea ! 
Lord Northeflc was now rowed on board 
the Duke of York Margate packet, un- 
der a flag of truce, with three cheers 
from the Sandwich, and with the follow- 
ing State paper to ratify his credentials c 
«* Sandwich, June 6, 3 P.M. 

" To Captain Lord Northesx. 

** You are hereby authorifed and or- 
dered to wait uB5l5^,z«My<JAi»o§l»erever 
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be may be» with tlie Refolutions of the 
Committee of Dele^tec, and aredire^ed 
to return back with an anfwer to the 
iaine within 54 hours from the date hereof. 
" R. Parker, Prcfidcnt/' 

Lord Northcflt arrived at Gravefend, 
took a little repofe, and proceeded by land 
to town$ wnen, after ftopoing for a 
ihort time at the Admiralty, he attended 
Earl Spencer to the King. 

To this application no anfwer was 
returned ; and ftiortly after, divifions 
teok place in the rebel councils. The 
termination of the Mutiny fucceeded ; 
the particulars of which are extracted 
from the following letter printed in The 
Whitehall Eveking Post of the 
37th of Junes • 

*' ^etrneji^ June 1 5. 

•* A violent dtiFercnce of opinion arofe 
among the men at the Nore on Friday ; 
and it was on that afternoon the Repulfe 
made for this place, and that the Leopard 
went up the Thames. Other vcflcls, 
particulvly the Naflau, alfo attempted 
to efcape, but they were prevented. 
Some men were killed in the various 
Snaggles on board the fliips, and many 
were wounded ; but the moft agonizing 
light was the Renulfe, which ran aground, 
and in that helplefs fituation was Hred 
upon at a moft terrible rate by the Mon- 
mouth, the vcflcl which followed her 
dofc. The people of this place fpeak 
with the utmoft riorror of the fight, and 
with the utmoft indignation of the crew 
of the Monmouth, wno were guilty of fo 
barbarous a conduf^. They naturally 
imagined, that the flaughter was great 
on board the Repulfe, but happily they 
were deceived : only a Lieutenant loft 
his leg, and another man was wounded 
bv a fplintcr. This was very remark- 
able, as many hundred (hot were fired at 
her, and they were feen in great numbers 
to ftrike the virater dofe to the Repulfe. 
The Ardent afterwards in the dark ef- 
caped, and, in pafTing the Monmouth, 
fired at her and killed or wounded feveral 
of the crew. Next day, namely, on 
Saturday laft, the Delegates, finding it 
impoflible to effeft their purpofe, various 
propofitions were made, but diicord uni* 
vcrlaliy reigned. It was then that the 
red fta?s were ftriick, and that the trade 
was allowed to pafs up the Thames, a 
meafure which the Delegates took in con- 
sequence of being afliiretl, that ftopping 
the trade had excited the public relent- 



mcnt ; it vras then that diftruft of cacli 
other, and defpair of fucceeding in their 
demands, took poflefllon of the feamcns* 
minds, and ,ihat every (hip was fuflFercd 
to follow her own courlc. In this ftatc 
they remained on Sunday, in hopes of a 
general pardon \ but finding that Go^ 
vernment was decided in refufmg it, and 
that the moft vigorous preparations were 
making to force them to fubmiilioo ; 
finding that their condu6l was odious to 
the whole Country, they refolved to al- 
low every ftiip to do the bcft for itfelf, 
and to oppofe the defertion no longer. 

" On Monday night, the Naflau, the 
Standard, and others, made off a little 
way up the Thames, and early on Tucf- 
day morning the five fhips already men- 
tioned failed up the River to Gravdcnd, 
with a flag of truce flying. On Tuefday 
afternoon the Champion failed in under 
the guns of Sheemels, and on Tuefday 
night the Monmouth, regarded as the 
moft dclpcratc fhip of all, came into the 
Litile Npre, under the guns of the Fort, 
to iurrenderj but fo little f^ith was 
placed in her apparent intentions, that 
every preparation was made to compel 
her to fubmit. The guns at the Fcrt 
were ready to fire on her, and the Ardent 
drew up on the oppofitc fide, fo that ihe 
would then have been between two fires 
if fhe had attemptet^ to refift. When 
fhe firft came in, it was with difficulty 
the crew of the Repulfc could be reft rained 
from going to fight her, fuch was their 
indignation at the cruel condu£l of the 
Monmouth. 

«* The fame night the Brilliant and 
fome others came into Sheerncfs, and the 
Lion and a frigate went up the Thames. 
About three o'clock on Wedneiday morn- 
ing, the Sandwich came under the grins 
of the Fort. 

" The Grampus arrived in the couHe 
of the forenoon, and the Direftor arrived 
off the Fort about half part four o'clock. 
The Swan floop of war arrived in the 
evening. She is nick-named the Little 
Inflexible, to diftinguifti her for her 
violence 5 the Inflexible being regarded, 
as well as chara^eril'ed by her name, as 
fhe is the moft outragcoufly mutinous, 
and the molt obftinate of the whole fleet. 
There ^vas a defpcrate ftrugglc on 
board the Swan, before the loyal party 
triumphed/'

She has the Ann of Dartmouth on her 
ilern, her original name, and was taken 
away from Brixham about fix weeks 
igo bj fome French prifoners. 

Dilcovering another fufpi clous ciittcr 
in chace of a (loop, I immediately 
hauled after her, and made the fignal 
for my convoy (as the weather Teemed 
variable, and little wind to the South- 
ward) to run in through the Needles. 

About four P. M. came up with the 
chace ; ihe is named Le Bonheur, Citi- 
zen Burnel Commander, with two 
three- pounders, two fwivels, fmall arms, 
^utiadcs, and twenty^four men. The 
cutlalTes in both veffels were ground as 
iharp as razors. She has the Mary of 
Dartmouth on her fiern, but French 
baUt ; failed la company with the other.

SIR, 

On my arrival in this country, I did 
not fAil to lay before the Admiral my 
tnfl ructions, and 10 confulc with him 
upon the means to carry them into 
execution. I found in him every de- 
fire to co-operi»ic in the execution of 
the views to which they arc dire£led. 
The arrival of part of the convoy from 
England enabled us to proceed with 
confidence in our operations ; th« rcfore, 
as loon as the troops could be coile6ted 
from the diiTercnt iflands, tvhich were 
orcit*rcd tD rendezvous at Cnriacou, the 
Adi^riral failed from Martinique, which 
ifland he left with iiis iquai^ron on the 
12th inft. 

The precifion with which the Ad- 
miral had given his orders to alTembie 
the ihips or war and tr«inL"ports, left us 
not a moment of delav. On the 15th, 
iq the morning, the fleet failed from 
Cari-icou. On the i6th, in the after- 
noon, it p<ffcd through the Bocas, or 
entrance into the Gulf of Paria, where 
we fuuad the Spauilh Admifa!, n-ith 



four fail of the liHe and a frintr« at 
anchor, under cover of the luand of 
Gafpagrande, which was fortified. 

Our fquadron worked op, and came 
to anchor oppoflte ro^ and nearly within 
gun (hot of the Spanifh (hips. The 
frigates and tranfports were ordered to 
anchor higher up in the Bay, and at the 
diftance nearly of five miles from the 
town of Port b'Efpagne. The difpo* 
/itiun was immediately tnade for laDd* 
ing at da V light next roorniDg, and for 
a general attack upon the town aad 
ihipsnf war. 

At two o'clock in the morning of toe 
lyth, we perceived the Spani£ fqua. 
dron to be on fire ; the ihips burnt 
with great f*try, one line of battle Ibip 
excepted, which cfcaped the conflagra- 
tion, and was taken pofieffion of ac 
day-]igl)c in the morning by the boats 
from our fleet : the enemy at the fame 
time evacuated the ifland, and abandoned 
that quarter. 

This unexpe6led turn of affdtrs (^*- 
refVed ourwho.e attention to the atucic 
of the town. The troops were icnme- 
li lately ordered to land, and, as foon 
as a few hundred men could be g<Jt cm 
fiiorc, about four miles to the weftward 
of it, we advanced, meeting with littl* 
or no refiflance. Before night we were 
mafters of Port D'Efpagne and the 
neighbourhood, two fmall forts except* 
ed. In the morning a capitulation wat 
entered into with the Governor, Dob 
Chacon, and in the evening ail the 
SpaniQi troops laid down their ams, 
and the whole colony pafled under the 
dominion of his Britannic Majefty.

It is a peculiar fatisfaflion to me that 
there is no lid of killed or wounded ; 
Lieut. Villcneuve, of the Sih rcgirqcnr 
of foot, who wa* Brigade Major tu Bri- 
gadier-General tiompefch, being the 
only perfon who was wounded, and 
he is Imce dead of bis wounds. 

From the Admiral 1 have experienced 
every po/Iible co-operation. Captaia 
Woolley, of his Majcfty*s (hrp the Are- 
thufa, and Captain Wood, of the Fa- 
vourite floop of war, who had been 
fent to reconnoitre in the Gulph of 
Paria» afforded us minute inforn»arioA 
of the fituation of the enemy prcvi r^t 
to our arrival. Captain Woolley, who 
dire£ted the difembarkation, (hewed all 
the zeal and intelligence which I have 
cxpcricBcc^gll-j^^iflj^qiKibrmsr «cca. 
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Cons*- To Lord Craven, who begged 
fo attend the expedition, I am indebced 
for great zeal and exertion. 

Lieutenant - Colonel Soter, who is 
jntiiiiacely acquainted with.rhis cuun- 
trj, has been, and continues to be, of 
very great ufe to me. J ihouM not do 
jgftice to his general charafiler, if 1 did 
not take this opportunity to exprefs it. 
My Aid-de-Camp, Capt. Drew, of the 
4^rh regiment, will have the honour to 
dehver this letter : he has ferved long 
in this country, and is capable to give 
fuch further information as may be re- 
quired. I humbly beg leave to recom. 
mend htm to his Majefty's favour.

ARTICLES OF CAPITULATION 
For the Surrender of the Itland of Tri- 
nidad, between his Excellency Sir 
Ralph Abercromby, K.B. Comman- 
der in Chief of his Britannic Ma* 
jcfty's Land Forces ; his Excellency 
• Henry Harvey, Efq. Rear-Admiral 
of the Red, and Commander in 
Chief of his Britannic Majefty's Ships 
andVcffels of War; and his KxcA- 
Icocy Don .Jofcf Maria Chacon, 
KnigUtofthe Order of Calatrava, 
Brigadier of the Royal Navy, Go- 
vernor and Commander in Chief of 
the Ifland of Trinidad and its De- 
pendencies, Infpe^ter-Gcoeral of the 
Troops of its Garrifon, &c« &c, &c. 

Art. I. The Officers and iroops of his 
Catholic Majcfty and his allied in the 
Idand of Trinidad arc to furrcndcr 
thcmfelvps prifuners of war, and arc to 
deliver up the territory, forts, builds 
rngs arms, ammunition, money, cfTe^ts, 
plans, and (lores, with exa6t inventories 
thereof, belonging to his Catholic Ma- 
jcfty J and they arc thereby transferred 
to bis Britannic Majcd/, in the lame 
manner and poITtinon as has been held 
heretofore l»y his faid Catholic Majcdy. 

Art. H. The troops of his Catholic 
Mijcfty arc to march out with the ho- 
nours of war, and to lay down their 
arms, at the diftance of three hundred 
paces from the forts they occupy, at 
fi^e o'clock this evening, the iSih of 
February. 

Art. III. All the Officers and troops 
afore faid of his Catholic Majelly are 
isllovwed to keep their private effects, 
and the Officers arc allowed to \vear 
kheir fwordt. 

Art. IV. Admiral Don Scbadlan Rpiz 
4t Apod»ca» being on Ibore in the 



idand, after having burnt and Abandon- 
ed his ihipsy he, with the Officers and- 
men belonj;ing to the Iquadron under 
his command, are injludsd in this ca- 
pitulation, under the fame terms z% are 
granted ro his Cuholic M«j fty's troops. 

Art. V. As foon as Ihips can bt* 
conveniently provided for the purp)fc, 
the prifoncrs arc to be conveyed to Old 
$pain, they remainni^ p'-ifoners of war 
until exchanged by a Carrel between the 
two Nai'ons, or until the Peace ; it be- 
ing clearly unrierftood that they Ihall not 
ferve agninft Great Britain or her Allies 
until exchanged. 

Art. VJ. There bc'ng fome OfEccrs 
among his Catholic M -jcfty's troops, 
whole private affairs require their prc- 
fence at different places of the Conti- 
nent of America, funh Officers are per- 
mitted to £0 upon their parole to the 
faid places ri>r fix months, more or Icfs, 
after which period they are to return 
to Europe', but as the 'number receiv- 
ing this indulgence miiftbe limited, 
'his Excellency Don Chacon wiL prc- 
vicufly deliver to the Briiifli Comman- 
ders of their names, rank, and- 

places which they arc going to. 

Art. VII. The Officer* of the Royal 
Adnxniftraiion, upon the delivery of 
the ftores with whicli they are charged, 
to fuch Officers as may be appoii ted 
by the Britifh Commanders, will re« 
ceive receipts, according to rhe cuftom in 
like cafes, frpm the Olnccrs fo appointed 
to receive the llores. 

Art. VI II. All the private property 
of the inhabitants, as well Spaniards as 
fuch as may have been naturalized, is 
prefcrved to them. 

Art. IX. All public records arc to 
be pcefcrved in fuch courts or offices as 
they are now in, and ail contracts or 
purchafes between individuals, which 
have been done according to the laws 
of Spain, are to be held binding and 
valid by the Britifti Government. 

Art. X. The Spanilh Officers of 
Adminiftration, who are polTefTed of 
landed property in Trinidad, are al- 
lowed to remain in the Ifland, they 
nking the oaths of allegiance to His 
Britannic Majefty ; and they are fur* 
ther allowed, ibould they plcafe, to 
fell or difpofe of their property , and 
to retire eifcv/herc. 

Art. XI. The free exercifc of their re- 
ligion is allowed to the inhabitants. 

Art. XII. T»>c free col )ured people, 
who have been acknowledged a« luch 
by t'lic laws of Spaiiii iball be prore^^ed 
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in thetr liberty , perfons, and property, 
like other inhabitants ; they taking 
the oath of allegiance, and demeaning 
themfelves as becomes good and peace- 
able fubje^s of his Britannic Majefty. 

Art. XIII. The Tailors and foldicrs 
of his Catholif Majefty are, from the 
time of their byine down their arms, 
to be fed by the Briiifh Government, 
leaving the expence to be regulated by 
the cartel between the two nations. 

Art. XIV, The fick of the Spanith 
troops will be taken care of, but to be 
attended, and ^o be under the infpec- 
tion of their own fur^eons. 

Art. XV. All the Tn habitants of Tri- 
nidad ihatl, within thirty days from the 
date hereof, take the oath of allegiance 
to his Britannic Majefty, to demean 
themfelves quietly and faithfully to his 
Government, upon pain, in cafe of 
pon-compliance, of beings fent away 
from the Jfland.

*« The Preliminary Articlcf of Peace 
are figned, in confequence of which hof« 
tilities have ceafed, and the hope of a 
fpeedy reftoration of peace ia brought 
nearer to its completion. 

" His Imperial MajeHy will feel the 
moft heart-felt pleafure, fiiould he fuc- 
ceed in his endeavours to put an end to 
the war, and fpare the effunon of human 
blood, and by a lalllnz peace fecure the 
honour and happinefs of his beloved 
fubjeds. Hit JMajeHy has therefore 
given it in charge to the underfigned, to 

five public notice of the (igning of the 
reliminary Articles of Peace, and the 
confcqueat retiring of the French army ; 
and iince by this event the country o£ 
Lower Auftria is freed from the immt* 
diate danger with which it was threaten* 
ed, his Majefty will no longer impoTe 
on his brave and loyal fubje^s the bur- 
den of bearing arms, and therefore com- 
mands that the general levv be fuper- 
feded. His Imperial Majelty has like- 
wife given orders, that r. medal fliall be 
ft ruck fuitable to the occafion, which 
fhall be worn on the breaft by thofc who 
voluntarily took up arms for the general 
levy, as an honourable teftimony of the 
gratitude bf the country f«r their fide- 
lity and valour. 

** it is now therefore the will of his 
Majcily, that the peafanu Ihould re* 
turn to their ruftic labours, the ftudents 
to their fchools, and the artizans to their 
refpc^kive employments} and by indnf* 
try, economy, and morals, diftinguii!)

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DUBLIN, MAY l6. 

A MOST awful fp.aaclc took place 
-**' at the camp a: iii4ris Warren : four 
privates of the Monaghan Militia, in 
purfuance of th I'entence of a Ct»urt 
Martial, were flioi. Thefe men had 
been fcduced from their allet^iance by 
the UnitL'd Irifhmen; they had engaged 
to defcn from their Officers upon a fij- 
nal, and were actually appointed Offi- 
cers, and had received commiffions to 
a£^ in a rebel corps. The enormity of 
the offence was or that magnitude, that 
the lenity of G^^vcmmcnt could not be 
extended to them, and the fcntcnce of 
the law was accordingly executed. The 
vrhole of the execut'on was condudtcJ 
with the greatcft fuleranity ; the pro- 
cefHon of tne troops fr'»m B^lfaft was 
marked by its regularity and filcncc. — ^ 
On the ground were drawn up a de- 
tachinentof the aid dragoons, adei.*ch- 
xncMt of the Royal artillery, the e+th 
regiment, the 3d batallion of light in- 
fantry, the Monaghan and Carlow ngi- 
ments of militia,* the Bradalbane and 
Argyle fencibles. After the exrcution 
the troops marched in ordinary time Uy 
the bodies, which had been conv;.vcd to 
the church-yard j and the cercm ny 
elofed, leaving the ftrongeft fymptoms 
•f impreflion on all the fpeftuors, 

June 2. This morning their Serene 
HignelTcs fet out from St. James's for 
Hirwich, on their way to Germany, 
efcorted by a party of Light Dragoons. 
The Prince and Princels were in the 
King'» travelling poll-chaifc ; General 
Oarth and the Countefs of Aylefbury, 
in one of the Queen's coaches, and the 
attendants in one of the private car- 
riaees. 

Their Serene Highneffrfs brealcfafted 
at St. James's palace, and fet ff from 
the garden gate. The Princels was 
dreffed in a Wuc riding habit, with the 
ftar of the order of St. Catherine at her 



breaft, and wore a draw bonnet. She 
endeavoured to appear chearful ; but ihc 
faulicring accents with whic.i (he b^de 
her attendants and the furrounding 
multitude farewel, befpoke the agira* 
tion of her Serene Highnefs, The 
Prince appeared fcvcral tijnes at the 
window, and afrtd^ionately embraced 
his amiable confort on their leaving the 
apartments. The fcene was highly af»" 
felting, and drew tears from many of 
the rpcftators. 

None of the Roynl Family were pre- 
fcnt, as they had taken Icive the pre- 
ceding night at twelve o'clock. Thcf 
were all fo deeply affefled on her Serene 
Highnefs's parting with them, that it is 
impoffible to do juiiice to their feelings 
upon the occafion. Her M^jcfty and 
the Princeflfcs "filed abundant tears, while 
the Princcfs hung upon her Royal fa- 
ther's neck, overwhelmed in grief. — * 
The Prince at length prevailed on her 
Serene Highnefs to go with him, and 
fup^M^iried her to the coach. The King 
followed them to bid his daughter an 
affeftionatc farcwtl, but foovi rpowcrcd 
were hi^ parental feelings, that he could 
fcarcely «^ive utterance to his words.

Mr. Sheritf Staines had him« 
felf a very narrow cfcape. Mr. Gaffy ^ 
being a lufty man, was feverely hurtt 
He was f.b:i«:cd to be bled, and w?s mors 
than f.>ur hours in the Keeper's houfe 
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before he was able to be fent home in a 
fedao chair. Mr. Villette efcapcd with 
• Aight bruife.^-The two malefa^ors 
fwung off with their diftorted features 
expofcd to the view of the diftreffcd 
fpcAators. By the laudable activity of 
Wr. Raipfdcn,' theprifon furgeon, how- 
ever, the cap was drawn over their faces 
afterwards. Their bodies were re- 
moved to a proper place for the pur pole 
of dilTef^ion and expofure.— They both 
denied to the lad moment having had 
ftny concern in the murder. 

Kosciusko. — This gallant Poliib 
General lately arrived in the river 
Thames, oo board a Swcdifh veflcl, at- 
tended by many Polifti Officers, who are 
going with him to America. He is in"- 
curably wounded in the head, has three 
bayonet wounds in his back, and part 



of his thigh carried away by a cannon • 
Hiot ; and with the excruciating rorment 
the(e wounds occafion, as he cannot 
move ^imfelf, he amufes his hours with 
drawing laodfcapes. He fpeaks with 
the moft lively gratitude of the prefcnt 
Emperor of RuTfia ; and complains that 
his wounds were long neglected after 
he was made prifoner. In the battle - 
that determined the fate of Poland, he 
placed the Nobles on the two wings, 
and took himfe'f the command of the 
centre, which con lifted of new leries 
and Serfs. The Nobles firft gave way; 
the centre maintained its ground under 
the aufpicious valour of the GeneraL— 
He then determined not to furvive -his 
country, and put his lall piftol to his. 
own head ! It miffed fire, aad he wu 
immediately made prifoner.
